Had  they  im-  \  ^* 
proved  their  opportunity,    Jamaica  muft  undoubtedly  , 
have  fallen ;  but  a  mifunderftanding  between  the  Spa-  } 
nifh  and  French  admirals,  rendered  their  junftion  and 
luperiority  of  little  importance.     Count  de  Guichen  ac- 
companied Don  Solano  as  far  as  St.  Domingo,    and 
then  left  the  Spanifh  fleet  to  proceed  fingly  to  the  Ha- 
vannah,  while  he  with  the  French  put  in  at  Cape  Fran- 
cois.    Here  he  remained  till  a  large  convoy  was  col- 
ledted  from  the  French  iflands,  with  which  he  proceeded 
direftly  for  Europe.     Sir  George  Rodney,  entertaining 
a  miftaken  apprehenfion  either  from  his  own  conjefture 
or  from  information,   that  de  Guichen  was  bound  to 
North  America  in  order  to  join  adm.  Ternay  at  Rhode 
Ifland,  had  no  fooner  received  certain  intelligence  of  his 
departure  from  Cape  Francois ;  than  he  failed  himfelf 
with  eleven  capital  fhips  and  four  frigates  for  New  York. 
The  combined  fleets  in  the  European  feas  have. been 
more  luccefsful.     A  rich  and  confiderable  convoy  for 
the  Eaft  arid  Wefl:  Indies  failed  from  Portfmouth  in  the 
latter  end  of  July;  under  the  conduft  of  capt.  Moutray 
of  the  Ramillies  arid  two  frigates :  the  whole  were  in- 
tercepted on  the  9th  of  Augufl:  by  the  combined  fleets  ilug^ 
under  Don  Louis  de  Cordova.     The  convoy  included,    *• 
befide  the  merchantmen,  eighteen  vidluallers,  ftorelhips 
and  tranfports,  deftined  for  the  fervice  in  the  Wefl:  In- 
dies.    Five  Eafl:  Indiarnen  made  a  part  of  it,  and  to- 
gether with  arms,*  ammunition,  and  a  train  of  artillery, 
conveyed  a  large  quantity  of  naval  ilores,  for  the  fupply 
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t'jeo,x){  the  Britifh  fquadron  in  that  quarter.  The  Ei&  In- 
dia and  fifty  Weft  India  fhips,  including  thofe  upon  gD- 
vernmental  account,  were  taken.  The  RamiUies,  with 
the  frigates,  and  a  few  Weft  India  (hips  efcaped.  Such 
a  prize  never  before  entered  the  harbour  of  Cadiz.  A 
Britifli  fleet  of  near  60  fliips  led  captive  by  a  Spanifti 
iquadron.  Was  extremely  flattering  to  a  people,  to  whoffi> 
iiaval  captures  from  fuch  an  enemy  were  an  unufiial 
Ipedacle.  The  appearance  of  the  numerous  prifoners 
rendered  the  triumph  more  complete,  and  made  the 
fight  ftill  more  Angular.  They  confifl^d  pf  1250  fea- 
iiien,  officers  included^  of  1255  foldiers,  and  74  offi- 
cers; of  149  women;  and  of  137  paflengers  cif  both 
lexes,  among  whom  were  fbme  married  and  unttmrrifid 
ladies  of  condition.  The  whole  amounted  to  2865  per- 
fons.  The  value  of  the  feleable  commodities  was  great, 
but  the  lofs  of  the  military  and  naval  fupplies  was  mudi 
more  confiderable,  as  they  could  not  be  replaced  in 
tirrie.  Advantageous  purchafes  will  undoubtedly  be 
made  out  of  this  capture  for  the  fervice  of  the  Amc* 
lican  army. 

The  ftrong  appearances  of  an  approaching  ftorm,

unexpedled.    The  elefticms  wejat  much  in  favor  of  the 
court.     One  hundred  and  thirteen  new  representatives 
obtaioied  feats  in  parliament* 

Mr.  Laurens  was  taken  on  his  way  from  congrefs  to  y 
HoUand,  in  the  beginning  of  September,  on  the  banks 
of  Newfoundland.  A  package  of  papers,  when  thrown 
overboard,  not  finking  fucWenl/,  was  fiiv^  by  the  bold- 
ncfs  and  dexterity  of  a  Britifli  failor,  and  moft  of  them 
were  recovered  from  the  cfFefts  of  the  water.  On  his 
arrival  in  England,  he  was  committed  upon  a  charge  of  ^^*  ^ 
high  trealbn,  as  a  ftate  prifoner  to  the  Tower,  under 
an  order  figned  by  the  three  fecretaries  of  ftate.  He 
claimed  the  privileges  of  his  public  charafter,  as  a  com- 
mifRoncr  from  the  United  States  of  America ;  and  dc* 
cUncd  an6«rering  any  queftions  whofe  tendency  he  could 
not  immediately  perceive,  fo  that  littie  information  was 
obtained  from  him.  But  by  the  medium  of  his  papers  i 
the  adminiftration  came  to  the  knowledge  of  the  even- 
tual treaty  of  amity  and  com^nerce  between  America  ; 
and  Hc^land,  The  papers  relating  to  this  bufmefs  were 
delivered  about  the  beginning  of  November  to  the 
prince  of  Orange,  who  cmi  the  5th  laid  them  before  the 
ftates  of  Holland  and  Weft  Friefland.  On  the  loth  Sir 
jofeph  Yorke  prefented  to  the  States  General  a  memo- 
rial concerning  them.  He  demanded  in  the  name  of 
the  king,  hjs  matter,  not  only  a  formal  difavowal  of 
[what  was  pronounced]  fo  irregular  a  conduft,  as  that 
which  was  charged  upon  the  ftates  of  Amfterdam,  of 
carrying  on  a  long  clandeftine  correfpondence  with  the 
American  rebels,  and  of  giving  inftru£lions  and  powerl 
for  entering  into  a  treaty  with  thofe  rebels  i  but  alfo  in- 

83  fiftcd 
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^2^  fitted  on  a  fpeedy  fatisfaftion,  and  the  punifliment  of  the 
penfionary  Van  Berkel  and  his  accomplices.  This  con- 
du6l  was  darlared  to  be  no  lefs  contrary  to  the  nioft 
facred  engagennents  of  their  high  mightinefles,  than  re- 
pugnant  to  the  Dutch  conftitution. 

The  reference  to  fuch  engagements  feems  to  have 
been  ill  timed,  as  the  royal  order  of  the  17th  of  April 
laft  had  declared  Holland  to  be  on  the  foofmg  of  other 
neutral. powers  J  and  had  difannuUed  the  efficacy  of  fuch 
engagements  for  the  prefent,  by  fufpending  till  further 
orders  all  the  particular  ftipulations  refpedting  the  fub- 
je6ts  of  the  States  General,  contained  in  the  feveral 
treaties  then  fubfifting.  The  States  General  difavowed 
the  intended  treaty  of  the  city  of  Amfterdam,  and  en- 
gaged to  profecute  the  penfionary  according  to  tim^  laws^ 
of  the  country.  This  not  being  deemed  fatisfaftory,  Sir  • 
Jofeph  Yorke  received  orders  to  withdraw  from  the 
Hague  5  and  on  the  20th  of  December,  a  manifefta 
againft  the  .Dutch  was  publifhed  in  a  London  Gazette 
Extraordinary,  followed  by  an  order  of  council — ^^  That 
general  reprifals  be  granted  againft  the  fhips,  goods  and 
iubjedls  of  the  States  General."  A  few  days  before  th^ 
publication,  the  States  General  had  acceded  to  the  con-.^ 
federation  of  the  ^rmed  neutrality* 

On  Tuefday  Oftober  the  3d,  Jamaica  was  vjfited 
with  a  complicated  calamity.  A.  moft  ejctraordinary 
fwell  of  the  fea,  ten  feet  higher  than  its  commpn  lever, 
fucceedcd  by  an  earthquake  and  hurricane,  brought 
dreadful  deftruftion  on  particular  parts  of  the  ifland. 
Savannah  La  Mar^  a  confiderable  trading  town  on.  tlic 
Ibuth  fide  of  tJie  ifland  in  Weftmoreland  parifh,  w^s 
totally  deftroy^d^  by  the  fea'3  fuddcnly  burfting  tlif ou^H 

a' 
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;»11  bounds  and  furmounting  all  obftacles.     Every  thing  '7^?» 
was  fb  completely  fwept  away  upon  its  retreat,  as  not  to 
leave  the  fmalleft:  veftige  of  man,   beaft  or  habitation 
behind.     About  200  perfons  of  all  colours,  perifhed  by  ' 
this  terrible  irruption.     The  fea  flowed  up  half  a  mile 
beyond  its  ufual  fixed  limits.     This  was  the  prelude  to 
the  fucceeding  earthquake  and  hurricane.     The  damage 
in  the  parilb  of  Weftmoreland  pnly,  amounted  to  near. 
700,0001.  fterling.     In  that  of  Hanover,   one  fourths 
part  of  the  abfolute  property  is  faid  to  be  loft  for  ever^ 
The  merchants  of  Kingflon  gcneroufly  fent  down  for 
the  immediate  relief  of  the  unhappy  fufferers,  1 0,000  L 
A^alue  in  different  kinds  of  provifion,  clothing  and  othef 
articles. 

A  yet  more  tremendous  hurricane  began  at  Barbadoes  O^. 
in  the  morning,  and  continued  with  little  intermiflion  '^* 
about  48  hours.  The  fhips  were  driven  from  their 
anchors,  and  obliged  to  encounter  alLthe  horrors  of  i^ 
moft  outrageous  fea.  It  prevailed  chiefly  in  the  night; 
and  Bridge  Town,  the  capital,  was  nearly  levelled  with 
the  earth.  The  inhabitants  who  efcaped,  anxioufly 
waited  xhe  break  of  day,  flattering  themfelves  that  with 
the  light  they  fhould  fee  a  ceflTation  of  the  ftorm^  But 
the  flrongeft  colours  cannot  paint  the  miferies  they  were 
under.  The  ground  was  covered  with  the  mangled 
bodies  of  their  friends  and  relations.  Reputable  fami-^ 
lies  wandered  through  the  ruins  in  fearch  of  food  and 
Ihelter^  Mean  while  there  was  a  continual  fcene  of  rapine 
and  confufion.  The  negroes,  inftead  of  attempting  to 
iave  the  effedls  of  the  unhappy  fufi^erers,  were  plunder- 
ing every  part  of  the  town.  The  tempefl  was  but  little 
abatecj*    The  day  lerved  but  to  exhibit  the  mofl  mclan-

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*?*«>•  choly  profpeft.     The  devaftation  en  ill  fideS  ^^  tcf- 
rible-*--not  a  building  ftanding— <hc  trees,  if  not  t6rn  up 
by  the  roots,  ftripped  of  their  leaves  and  branches — the 
trioft  luxuriant  fpring  changed   in  one   night  to  the 
drearieft  winter— the  few  public  buildings^  hOtwithftand- 
their  ftrength,  fallen  in  the  general  wreck.     The  lofs  df 
liuman  lives  was  great  even  aoiong  the  v^hites  j  but  in- 
cluding the   blacks  was  eftimated  at  fome  thoufands. 
To  increafe  the  calamity,  nroft  of  the  living  flock  on 
the  illand,  particularly  of  the  horned  cattle^^^  perilhed. 
An  extraordinary  inftance  of  the  united  force  of  the 
tvinds  and  waves  was  apparent  upon  this  occafion  in 
I  die  removal  of  a  cannon,  a  twelve  pounder,  ff6rn  the 
fouth  to  the  north  battery,  being  a  diftance  of  one  hurt*- 
},  dred  and  forty  yards.     The  truth  of  thi^  fed  and  of  the 
j|  others  was  fupported  by  public  documents,  tranfmlttcd 
I  16  the  fecretary  of  ftate  by  the  governor  of  the  iflind, 
j  ind  by  gen.  Vaughan.     Be  it  mentioned  to  the  horidt 
I   and  praife  of  Don  Pedro  St.  Jago,  a  captain  of  the  rc^ 
i  ^iment  of  Arragon,  and  of  the  other  Spanilh  prifofieri 
;    at  Barbadoes,  who  Were  all  under  his  iflnmediate  direct 
\   tlon,  that  they  aftcd  the  kind  part  of  friends,  inftedcd 
'    of  behaving  like  enemies^  or  even  with  indiflference,  in 
I   this  feafon  of  calattiity  5  and  omitted  no  labor  or  fcrvice 
\   in  their  power,  for  the  afliftance  of  the  diftreffed  inha- 
bitants, and  the  prefervation  of  public  order. 

The  iflands  of  St.  Lucie,  Grenada  and  St.  Vincent/ 
#ere  likewifp  laid  nearly  defolate.  Mod  of  the  fhips  of 
war  were  driven  put  to  fea  from  St.  Lueie,  iin  the  bc^ 
ginning  of  the  hurricane.  The  tranfports,  viftuallers, 
iand  traders,  were  difmafted,  and  generally  driven  Oh 
ihore.    A  prize  of  18  guns  was  wrecked  on  the  back 
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of  Ae  iiland,  and  att  except  17  pcrifhed.  The  Andro-  17^ 
mcda  and  Laund  of  28  guns  each,  were  loft  on  the 
coaft  of  M^nico  -,  none  of  the  officers  and  but  few 
of  the  crews  were  faved.  The  Deal  Caftle  of  24  guns 
ibficrcd  the  fenne  fate.  The  fquadron  under  admiral 
Rowley,  which  convoyed  the  Jamaica  trade  on  its  way 
tD  Europe,  experienced  no  lefe  calamity,  and  fuftained 
ftiU  greater  lofs.  The  admiral  returned  to  Jamaica  with  . 
five  ftiips,  moftly  difmafted  and  all  difabled.  The  Ster- 
ling Caftle  of  64  guns,  was  totally  loft,  on  the  coaft  of 
ttifpaniola,  and  only  about  50  of  the  crew  faved.  The 
Thunderer,  commodore  Boyle  Walfingham,  was  un- 
doubtedly fwallowed  up,  no  traces  of  her  fate  having 
yet  come  to  light.  The  Phoenix  of  44  guns.  Sir  Hyde 
Parker,  was  wrecked  on  the  ifle  of  Cuba ;  but  her 
officers  and  moft  of  her  crew  were  faved.  The  Barba- 
does  and  Vidor  floops  of  war,  with  the  Cameleon, 
Scarborough,  and  La  Blanche  frigates,  became  likewife, 
widi  a  partial  or  total  lofs  of  men  and  officers,  vi6bims 
to  die  rage  of  this  mercilefs  feafon.  The  French  iflands 
appear  to  have  fufFered  even  more  than  the  Britifli, 
Barbadoes  only  excepted.  At  Martinico  the  public 
btrildings  and  private  houfes  of  Fort  Royal  town,  to  the 
amount  of  more  than  fourteen  hundred,  were  blown 
down,  and  an  incredible  number  of  perfons  loft  their 
lives.  Every  houfe  in  St.  Pierre  Ihared  the  fame  fate, 
and  more  than  a  thoufaqd  people  periflied.  The  num- 
bers loft  upon  the  ifland,  including  negroes,  is  computed 
at  about  9000,  and  the  damage  at  700,000  louis  d'ors. 
SiXty-fwo  fail  of  tranfports  from  France,  which  arrived 
that  morning  at  Martinico,  with  ftores  and  2500  troops 
#n  ^ard,  were  ^  driven  out  to  fea,  and  fcveral  were 

loft. 
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i7Bo.Iaft  The  Experiment  of  50  guns,  and  the  Jun6  6f 
40,  with  fome  other  royal  French  frigates,  were  de- 
ftroyed ;  and  19  fail  of  loaded  Dutch  veffels  were  dafhed 
to  pieces  on  Grenada.  The  deftruftion  of  people 
(whites  and  blacks)  at  Sr,  Euftatia,  was.  reputed  to  be 
between  4  and  5000.  A  number  of  houfes  were  blown 
down  and.  waftied  away  with  the  inhabitants  into  the 
ksL.    The  pecuniary  lofs  muft  be  very  great. 

The  humanity  of  the  marquis  de  Bouille  affords  fome 
relief  tp  thele  fcenes  of  horror  and  devaftation.  He 
fent  31  Britifh  failors  (the  remains  that  were  faved  of 
the  crews  of  the  Laurel  and  Andromeda)  under  a  flag 
of  truce  to  commodore  Hotham  at  St.  Lucie,  accom- 
panied with  a  declaration,  that  he  could  not  confider  in 
the  light  of  enemies,  men  who  had  fo  hardly  efcaped 
in  a  contention  with  the  force  of  the  elements ;  but 
that  they  having,  •  in  common  with  his  own  people,  been 
partakers  of  the  fame  danger,  were  in  like  manner  en- 
titled to  every  comfort  and  relief  that  could  be  given, 
in  a  feafon  of  fuch  univerfal  calamity  and  diftrefs.  He 
only  lamented,  he  faid,  that  their  number  was  fo  fmall, 
and  particularly  that  none  of  the  officers  were  faved. 
O^  •  The  new  parliament  met  on  the  laft  of  Oftoberl 
3>*  The  late  fpeaker.  Sir  Fletcher  Norton,  having  offended 
the  miniftry,  by  exercifing  too  much  of  an  independent 
ipirit,  they  determined  upon  choofing  another  perfon 
in  his  room.

Congrefe  was  nmch  overfeea 
in  drawing  bills  upon  him*  The  importance  of  Spain  to 
America  Ihould  not  have  been  brought  forward,  at  leaft 
ihould  not  have  been  {daced  in  fuch  a  glaring  point  c^ 
view.  The  meafure  of  drawing,  in  expedtationthat  the 
Spaniards  would  fupply  the  caflv  was  confidered  by  them 
SE18  ilel^)erate,  and  as  what  congrefe  were  prompted  to  by 
their  iitibecility.  It  was  in  the  power  of  the  Spanifli 
court  to  have  made  the  loan  that  was  aiked:  whereas^ 
ififtead  <rf  furnifliinig  Mr.  Jay  with  50  or  40,000  L 
ifterling,  the  ftim  requefted  for  immediate  fervic^  be 
was  fiipplied  wkh  only  aboUt  4^00 1. 

On  the  29th'0f  S^|W:eniber  died  Maria  Therefe,  em+ 
|>rels  of  Germany,  queen  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia, 
fffid  archduchefs  of  Auftria,  and  natural  fovereign  of  ^ 
ithe  widely  eaoended  dominions  ^pertaining  to  that  great 
houle*  Her  death  has  occafioned  no  convulfions  in  the 
EiMx^an  iyftem  of  politics. 

Lx>rd  George  Germain,  in  liis  letter  to  lord  Corn- 
TvaUis  of  Noveniber  the  ,9th,  commended  CornwaUis'j^ 
*^  determination  to  irtflift  exemplary  puniftiment  entiiofe

MjSo,     The  French  king  this  year  dignified  and  for  ever  ren^ 

dered  his  name-day  memorable,  by  a  prefent  to  his  fub- 

I   jedis,  worthy  the  humanity  and  magnificence  of  a  great 

;   and  enlightened  monarch.     It  was  no  lefs  than  abolifh- 

'   ing  for  ever,  that  relic  of  barbarifm,  fo  long  the  oppro- 

bium  of  the  chriftian  name,  and  a  {landing  difgrace  to 

1  rfie  moft  civilized  and  learned  quarter  of  the  world-— 

i  the  inhuman  cuftom  of  putting  the  queftion^  as  it  was 

called,  by  torture.     It  had  been  fo  long  eftablifhed  and 

livetted,  that  it  feemed  to  be  an  original  and  indivifibk 

part  of  the  conftitution  of  their  courts  of  juftice.     The 

French  king  did  alfo,  in  order  to  Icflen  the  burdens  of 

his  people,  make  a  prodigious  reform  in  his  houftiold. 

In  purfuance  of  the  new  plan  adopted  in  his  court,  no 

kfs  than  406  offices  in  that  deparHnent  were  abolifhed. 

The  torture  having  been  mentioned,  let  it  be  remarked 
that  no  one  i^  capitally  condemned  in  Holland,  till  he 
acknowledges  himfelf  guilty;  and  that  the  torture  is 
praftifed,  when  needful,  to  produce  fuch  acknowledg- 
ment. But  then  it  mull  obferved,  that  no  one  is  put  to 
the  torture  without  that  evidence,  which  would  hang 
him  in  Great  Britain.  If  the  accufed  has  firmnefs  of 
body  and  mind  to  fupport  under  the  rack  through  th6 
•whole  procefs,  he  is  difcharged  though  guilty ;  but 
though  innocent,  if  (overcome  by  excruciating  pain)  he 
pronounces  himfelf  guilty,  to  obtains  momentary  eafe, 
execution  follows. 

The  bounty  and  kindnefs  extended  by  the  bifhop  of 
XrUgo  to  the  Britifh  prifoners,  deferves  every  degree  of 
^raife  and  gratitude.  Although  fome  of  their  com- 
jnanders  behaved  otherwife,  the  Spanifti  nobility  and 
merchants,  in  general,  Ihowed  extraordinary  marks  of 

»     friendfhipj 
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fritodfhip,  and  even  of  affeftion,  to  thofe  Britiib  gcn-^7^<^ 
tlemen  who  fell  in  their  way,  while  national  hoftilitics 
were  carrying  on.  The  Spaniards  labored  hard  in  pufl>- 
ing  on  their  works  againft  Gibraltar,  but  had  often  the 
mortification  of  feeing  them  when,  nearly  completed, 
deftroyed  in  a  few  hours  by  the  weight  of  fire  from  the 
batteries.  Gen.  Elliot  would  let  them  proceed  to  a 
certain  point,  and  then  at  once  throw  all  their  hopes  to 
the  ground.  .  Some  judicipus  and  fuci:efsful  fallies  were 
likewife  made  occafionally,  though  Iparingly,  by  the 
garrifon.  The  vexation  of  being  fo  baffled  by  a  hand- 
ful of  men,  has  at  length  whetted  the  invention  of  the 
Spaniards  to  a  project,  that  may  afford  much  trouble  to 
the  garrifon  when  perfefted,  and  infinitely  increafe  the ' 
difficulties  arid  dangerstof  the  defence. 

The  condudt  of  the  duke  of  Modena,  in  abolifhing  [ 
the  inquifition  in  his  dominions,  muft  be  enumerated  ' 
among  the  remarkable  circumftances,  that  have  diftin-   *  .  • 
guifhed  the  year  1780.     It  affords  a  frefh  inftance  of 
the  progrefs,  which  liberal  ideas,  with  refpeft  to  tolera- 
tion  and  ^  the   rights  of  cpnfcience,   are  now  making; 
throughout  Europe.     Upon  the  death  of  the  grand  in-    • 
quifitor  at  Reggio,  the  prince  immediately  ordered  that    ; 
tribunal  to  be  for  ever  abolifhedj  its  revenues  to  be  ap-    ; 
plied  to  laudable  purpofes  5  and  the  prifons  aad  other   i

My  good  Sir^ 

jl^^'*  rw^  H  E  Maffachufetts  government  was  greatly  alarmed 
•*•  on  the  14th  of  January,  by  the  unexpefted  ar- 
rival of  gen.  Knox  with  an  account  of  the  Pennfylvani^ 
line's  having  revolted^  and  marched  off  from  Morrrf- 
town,  Gov.  Hancock  had  be^  prepared  to  cxpoft  an 
event  of  that  kind,  though  in  a  different  qujuter :  for 
gen.  Glover  wrote  to  him  on  the  i  ith  of  die  precedii^ 
monA— -^^  it  is  now  four  days  finese  your  line  of  the 
army  has  eaten  one  mouthful  of  bread.  We  have -no 
money:  nor  will  any  body  tfuft  us.  Theb^  of  wheat 
is  at  this -moment  fejling  in  the  ftate  of  New  York  for 
three 'fourths  of  atJolhr  [3  s.  4cl.  |  fteriing]  per  bufh^l, 
and  your  army  is  ftarving  for  want.  On  the  -ift  of 
January 'fom^ing  will  turn  up  if  tiot  fpeedily  prevented, 
ifi4iich'your  officers  cannot  be  anfwerable  for/'  Seventl 
^       a  caufes 
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caufes  contributed  to  produce  the  revolt  of  the  Penit-'?^^* 
fylvania  line.     The  officers,  when  they  inlifted  the  men,   ! 
imagined  that  the  war  would  not  continue  more  thani    ' 
three  years  j  and  thought,  at  their  inliftment,  of  hold- 
ing them  no  longer  than  for  that  term  at  furtheft,  though    \ 
they  were  to  be  difcharged  fooner  was  the  war  ended :      \ 
the  men  undcrftood  the  agreement  in  the  fame  m.anner.       ■ 
The  officers  finding  the  war  did  not  clofe  as  was  ex- 
pefted,  and  recruiting  difficult ;  the  foldiers  alfo  being       j 
well   tiained  by  the   three  years  fervice;    they  weve     / 
unwilling  to  part  with  them^  and  impofed  a  new  fenfc    / 
upon  the  original  agreement,  viz.  that  the  men  were 
'  ^M  to  ferve  the  whole  war,  though  it  lafted  beyond 
the  three  years.   -  This  the  men  refented  as  an  impo- 
fition,  and  fubmitted  to  only  from  neceffity,  and  till  the 
momeilt  fhould  offer  for  the  redrefs  of  fuch  an  iniquitous 
grievance.     The  officers,  to  footh  the  foldiers,  relaxed 
in  their  difcipline,  which  made  the  men  feel  their  own 
importance.     Major  M^Pherfon  having  quitted  the  Bri- 
tifli  fervice  in  an  honorable  way,  and  attached  himfelf 
to  the  Americans,  gen.  Wafhington,  when  occafion  re- 
quired his  forming  a  particular  corps,  gave  the  com- 
mand of  it  to  the  m.ajor  in  tokep  of  refpeft^  and  by  ' 
way   of  encouragement.     Upon   that  the  Pennfylvania 
officers  formed  themfelves  into  parties;  combined  in  an 
oppofition  to  the  appointment;  and  offered  to  refign 
their  commiffions  upon  the  occafion.     They  alfo  coun- 
tenanced the  non-commiffioned  officers  of  their  line  to 
unite  in  applying  to  head  quarters  for  certain  favors. 
Such  conduft  contributed  to  ftrengthen  and  ripen  that 
difpofition  which  produced  the  revolt.     The  language 
which  the  officers  of  rank  talked  upon  thefe  occafions,

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r78i.  within  the  hearing  of  the  injured  foldiers,  was  not  iin- 
noticed  5  but  was  applied  tddireft  the  conduft  of  the 
latter,  while  it  cherifhed  their  difcontent :  fo  that  the 
revolt  would  have  taken  place' before,  had  the  oppor- 
tunity and  profpe6t  of  fuccefs  been  equally  favorable. 
;  To  the  capital  grievance  abovementioned  muft  be  added 
•—the  total  want  of  pay  for  near  twelve  months— the 
:  want  of  clothing — and  not  unfrequendy  the  want '  of 
'  provifion  beyond  defcription.  A  further  aggravation 
was  produced  by  the  arrival  in  camp  of  a  deputation 
from  the  Pennfylvania  ftate  with  600  half  joes,  to  be 
given,  three,  to  each  man,  as  a  bounty  to  each  of  the 
fix  months  levies  (whofe  time  was  then  expiring)  that 
would  inlift  again  for  the  war.  This  was  too  much  for 
the  veterans.  The  commencement  of  the  new  year 
was  to  be  celebrated,  which  occafioned  the  men's  being 
charged  with  more  than  a  common  allowance  of  Ipirit. 

j^n.  'jpj^e  operation  of  this  upon  the  animal  frame,  and  the 
other  circumflrances  confpiring,  the  Pennfylvania  line 
mutinied.  The  whole,  except  three  regiments,  upon  a 
fignal  for  the  purpofe,  turned  out  under  arms  without 
their  officers,  and  declared  for  a  redrefs  of  grievances. 
Gen.  Wayne^and  the  other  officers  did  every  thing  in 
their  power  to  quell  the  tumult.  But  the  troops  faid— 
^^  We  neither  can,  nor  will  be  any  longer  amufed.  We 
;  arc  determined,  at  every  hazard,  to  march  in  a  body 
':  to  congrefs  and  obtain  redrefs."  On  Wayne's  cocking 
his  .piftols,  there  wcre^a  hundred  bayonets  at  his  breaft 
v/ith— "  We  love  you,  we  rcfpeft  you,  but  you  area 
dead  man  if  you  fire.  Do  net  mift-ake  u?,  we  are  not 
going  to  the  enemy :  on  the  contrary,  were  they  now 
to  come  out,  you  Jfhould  fee  us  fight  under  your  orders 

with 
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with' as  much  refolution  and  alacrity  as  ever."  SeveraU^gu 
officers  were  wounded  and  a  captain  killed  in  vainly  at-  ; 
tenipting  to  reduce  them.  The  three  regiments  paraded  * 
under  their  officers ;  but  being  called  upon  by  the  others 
to  join  them,  and  threatened  with  death  in  cafe  of  re- 
fufal,  and  aftually  fired  on,  they  complied.  They  then 
feized  upon  fix  field  pieces,  and  forcing  the  artillery  men 
who  had  not  joined  them,  to  do  it  inftantly,  under  penalty  of 
being  every  man  bayonetted,  the  mutiny  became  general. 
They  were  about  1300,  and  began  their  march  at  night: 
the  next  day  Wayne  forwarded  provifions  afte^r  them,  to 
prevent  the  otherwife  inevitable  depredation  which  would 
be  made  on  private  property.  He  and  three  principal 
officers,  fuppofed  higheft  in  their  efteem,  concluded 
upon  following  and  mixing  with  them,  that  they  might 
affift  with  their  advice,  and  prevent  outrages.  They 
were  civilly  received,  and  acquired  much  of  the  confi- 
dence of  the  mutineers.  Thefe  however  elefted  tem- 
porary officers  from  their  own  body ;  and  appointed  a 
fergeant  major,  who  had  formerly  deferted  from  the  Bri- 
tifh  army,  to  be  -their  commander.  They  marched 
through  the  country  with  greater  regularity  and  good  con- 
duct, and  did  lefs  damage,  than  could  have  been  ex- 
pefted.     By  the  third  day  they  were  at  Princeton. 

When  the  news  of  their  revolt  reached  gen.  Wafh- 
ington,  the  Pennfylvania  government,  and  the  congrefs, 
they  were  all  much  alarmed,  left  the  example  fliould 
prove  infeftious.  The  commander  in  chief  concluded 
upon  fending  off  immediately  a  proper  perfon  to  the 
eaftern  ftates,  to  enforce  upon  them  the  doing  of  fome^ 
thing'without  delay  for  the  relief  and  comfort  of  their. 
refpedive  lines.    Hard  money  was  to  be  found  in  the 

C  a  hands 
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1.7^^ 'hands  of  but  one  officer,  fufficient  for  the  expenccs  of 
the  journey,  which  could  not'  be  otherwifc  performed 
with  a  fpeed  anfwerable  to  the  emergency.  Gen.  Knox 
had  obtained  a  fmall  quantity,  which  was  deftined  for 
the  procurement  of  thofe  family  fupplies  which  he  muft 
otherwife  have  wanted.  This  annexed  to  his  other  qua- 
lifications, made  him  the  bed  and  the  only  agent  that 
gen.  Wafhington  could  employ.  He  readily  engaged 
in  the  fervice,  notwithftanding  its  being  the  depth  of 
winter,  and  carried  with  him  a  letter  of  January  the  5th, 
wherein  his  excellency  faid — "  It  is  vain  to  think  an 
[  army  can  be  kept  together  much  longer,  under  fuch  a 
variety  of  fuffirings  as  ours  have  experienced ;  and  un- 
lefs  fome  immediate  and  fpeedy  meafures  are  adopted 
to  furnifh  at  leaft  three  months  pay  to  the  troops,  in 
money  which  will  be  of  fome  value  to  them ;  and  at  the 
fame  time  ways  and  means  are  devifcd  to  clothe  and 
feed  them  better  (more  regularly  I  mean)  the  worft  that 
can  befall  us  may  be  expeded.  I  refer  you  to  gen. 
Knox,  &c."  His  fuccefs  was  fuch,  that  Wafhington 
wrote  to  him  about  a  month  ^fter— "  The  ftates  whofe 
determinations  you  report,  have  done  themfelves  honor 
by  their  liberality,  and  by  their  ready  attention  to  the 
objeft  of  yonr  miffion.'* 

When  Sir  Henry  Clinton  received* intelligence  of  the 
revolt,  he  left  no  means  untried  that  could  turn  it  to 
the  advantage  of  the  Britifh.  He  fent  two  fpies  by  way 
of  Amboy,  and  two  of  Elizabeth  town  (all  Americans) 
to  treat  as  agents  from  himfelf  with  the  mutineers.  The 
lafl  two  were  counter-fpies ;  who  gave  information  of 
ithe  others  upon  being  defigaedly  taken  up ;  and  had  thfj 
propofals  with  wiiich  they  w^rc  intrufted  taken  from 
4  them. 
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them.  The  two  that  got  fafe  to  ^Princeton  carried  fimi-  '7^'« 
lar  ones  to  the  revolters,  viz.  "  to  be  taken  under  the 
proteftion  of  the  Britifh  governnaent — to  have  a  free 
pardon  for  all  paft  offences — to  have  the  pay  due  to  them 
from  congrefs  faithfully  paid,  without  any  expeftation  of 
military  fervice  in  return,  although  it  would  be  received 
if  voluntarily  offered — and  to  lay  down  their  arms,  and 
return  to  their  allegiance."  It  was  recommended  to 
them  to  move  behind  the  South  river,  when  a  body  of 
Britilh  troops  Ihould  be  in  readinefs  for  their  protec- 
tion as  foon  as  defired.  They  were  requefted  to  fend 
perfons  to  Amboy,  to  meet  others  who  would  be  ap- 
pointed by  Sir  Henry,  to  difcufs  and  fettle  the  treaty,  - 
and  bring  matters  to  a  final  conclufioni  Mean  while, 
the  Britilh  general  paffed  over  to  Staten  Ifl^nd,  with  a 
large  body  of  troops,  and  took  the  neceffary  meafures 
for  moving  them  to  the  continent,  whenever  circum- 
ftances  might  require  their  afting.  Clinton's  propofals  ; 
were  rejefted,  and  his  meffengers  feized  and  delivered  '■■ 
up  to  gen.  Wayne,  who  put  them  under  guard.  Soon 
after,  a  committee  of  the  Pennfylvania  council  repaired 
to  Princeton  to  meet  the  foldiery.  They"  agreed  to  the 
difmiffion  of  a|l  whofe  terms  of  inliftment  were  com- 
pleted i  and  precipitately  admitted  as  proof  the  oath  of 
the  party  to  be  benefitted ;  fo  that  a  great  number  frau- 
dulently procured  difcharges,  and  about  one  half  of  the 
line  was  difmiffed  before  the  whole  bufinefs  was  co(i- 
cluded,  which  happened  not  for  fome  days.  A  com- 
mittee of  congrefs  came  as  far  as  Trenton,  and  there 
remained.  The  revolters  marched  from  Princeton  to 
that  place  on  the  9th.  The  next  day  the  two  fpies  werejan^ 
tried  and  executed.    By  the  15th  matters  were- fo  ad-    ^* 

C  3  jufted. 
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j'78i.jufted,  that  the  committee  of  congrefs  returned- to  Phi- 
ladelphia.    The  fame  dky. congrefs  agreed  upon  a  cir- 
cular letter  to  the  ftates.     They  m.entioned  in  it,  that 
an  immediate  provifion  for  the  pay  of  the  army  was  in- 
difpenfably  neceffary.     They  eftimated  the  fum  to  be 
forwarded  by  the  refpeftive  ftafes  from  Pennfylvania  to 
New  Hampfhire  inclufive,  at  879,342  dollars.     It  was 
calculated  on  fix  months  pay  in  fpecie  value ;  and  the 
advance  of  one  half  without  delay,  and  the  remainder 
by  the  firft  of  the  following  April,  were  ftrongly  urged.  > 
^       The  fuccefs  of  the  Pennfylvania  revolters  encourage^ 
r    about  160  of  the  Jerfey  brigade  to  feek  redrefs  in  a 
fimilar  way  on  the  20th  of  the  fame  month.     Their 
number  was  not  alarming.     A  temporizing  conduft  was 
no  longer  needful.     Obedience  might  be  enforced  with 
fafety.     The  American  general,  Robert  Howe,  was  fent 
^         off  with  a  large  detachment  from  the  main  army,  with 
orders  to  compel  the  mutineers  to  unconditional  fub- 
miffion,  and  to  liften  to  no  terms  while  they  were  in  a 
ftate  of  refiftance,  and  on  their  redu6lion  inftantly  to 
execute  a  few  of  the  moft  aftive  and  incendiary  leaders ; 
for  gen.  Wafhington  preferred  any  extremity  to  a  corn- 
promife.     When  he  arrived,  inftant  fubmiflion  was  re- 
quired;   and  the  two  ringleaders  were  direftly  taken,, 
tried,  and  executed.     The  Britifh  wifhed  to  benefit  by 
this  revolt;  and  forwarded -propofals  by  one  Woodroff^ 
but  he  inftantly  delivered  them  to  the  American  officers. 
Thus  were  the  high  hopes  which  Clinton  had  entertained 
from  the  revolt  of  the  Pennfylvania  line,    completely 
baffled :  while  a  ftriking  inftance  prefented  itfelf  of  the 
prevailing  unfavorable  difpofition  of  the  fuffering  troops, 
^    with  refped  to  the  Britilh  government. 

Pre- 
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Previous  to  thefe  military  convulfions  congrefs  had  *7^J» 
taken  a  ftep,  from  which  they  promifed  themfelve^  fu- 
ture relief,  though  it  could  not  be  obtained  immediate- 
ly. They  had  on  the  23d  of  December,  commiffioned 
lieut.  col.  John  Laurens,  as  fpecial  minifter  at  the  court 
of  Verfailles,  to  procure  the  wanted  aids.  Two  days 
before,  they  dire"^ed  the  prefident  to  write  to  the  mini- 
fters  plenipotentiary  at  Verfailles  and  Madrid,  defiring 
them  to  apply  to  the  courts  at  which  they  refpedively 
refide,  to  ufe  means  for  obtaining  the  releafe  and  ex- 
change of  the  honorable  Henry  Laurens,  [the  lieut.  co- 
lonel's father]  the  news  of  whofe  commitment  to  the 
Tower  had  reached  them.  Means  were  taken  to  im- 
prefs  the  chevalier  de  la  Luzerne  with  a  fenfe  of  the  ca- 
lamitous fituation  in  which  j:he  United  States  were,  that 
fo  his  information  might  add  weight  to  the  colonel's  ne- 
gotiation. Gen.  Greene  faid  to  him  in  a  letter  of  Jan. 
the  9th — "  If  France  lends  not  a  fpeedy  aid  to  this  dif- 
trefled  people,  I  fear  the  country  will  be  for  ever  loft." 
The  commander  in  chief  furniflied  the  colonel  with  the 
following  thoughts  on  the  15th  of  January. — "  To  me  Jan. 
it  appears  evident: — i.  That  confidering  the  difFufed  ^^" 
population  of  thefe  ftates,  the  confequent  difficulty  of 
drawing  together  its  refources,  the  compofition  and  km^ 
per  of  part  of  its  inhabitants,  the  want  of  a  fufficient 
ftock  of  national  ftrength  as  a  foundation  for  revenue, 
and  the  almofl:  total  extindtion  of  commerce,  the  efforts 
we  have  been  compelled  to  make  for  carrying  on  the 
war,  have  exceeded  the  natural  abilities  of  this  country 
and  by  degrees  brought  it  to  a  crifis,  which  renders  im- 
mediate efficacious  fuccoursfrom  abroad  indifpenfable  to 
its  fafety : — 2.  That,  notvyithftanding  from  the  confu- 
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f7^f-fion  always  attending  a  revolution,  from  our  having  had 
j  governments  to  frame,  and  every  fpecies  of  civil  and 
;  military  inftitution  to  create,  from  that  inexperience  ne- 
ceflarily  incident  to  a  nation  in  its  commencement,  fomc 
errors  may  have  been  committed  in  the  adminiftration 
I  of  our  finances,  to  which  a  part  of  our  ernbarraffments 
are  to  be  attributed ;  yet  they  are  principally  to  be  af- 
cribed  to  an  eflential  defeft  of  means,  to  the  want  of  a 
I  fufficient  flock  of  wealth,  as  mentioned  in  the  firft  ar- 
ticle, which  continuing  to  operate,  will  make  it  impof- 
fible,  by  any  merely  interior  exertions,  to  extricate  our- 
felves  from  thofe  ernbarraffments,  reftore  public  credit, 
and  furnifh  the  funds  requifite  for  the  fupport  of  the 
war: — 3.  That  experience  has  demonftrated  the  imprac- 
ticability long  to  maintain  a  paper  credit  without  funds 
for  its  redeniption : — 4.  That  the  mode  which  for  want 
of  money  has  been  fubftituted  for  fupplying  the  army, 
by  affefling  a  proportion  of  the  produces  of  the  earth, 
has  hitherto  been  found  ineffeftual : — 5.  That  from  the 
beft  eftimates  of  the  annual  expence  of  the  war,  and 
the  annual  revenues  which  thefe  ftates  are  capable 
of  affording,  there  is  a  large  balance  to  be  fupplied  by 
credit.  The  refource  of  domeftic  loans  is  inconfider- 
able: — 6.  That  the  patience  of  the  army  is  now  nearly 
exhaufted,  which  demonftrates  the  abfolute  neceffity  of 
3  fpeedy  relief,  a  relief  not  within  the  compafs  of  our 
means : — 7.  That  the  people  being  diffatisfied  with  the 
mode  of  fupporting  the  war,  evils  adtually  felt  in  the 
profecution  of  it  may  w^eaken  the  fentiments  which  be- 
gan it : — 8.  That  from  all  the  foregoing  confiderations, 
refult,  firft,  the  abfolute  neceffity  of  an  immediate  am- 
ple and  efficacious  fuccour  of  money,  large  enough  to 
'■■    ' ■■■  b<;' 
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l3C  a'foundation  for  fubftantial  arrangements  of  finance,  1781^ 
to  revive  public  credit,  and  give  vigor  to  future  opera- 
tions ;  fecondly,  the  vaft  importance  of  a  decided  effort 
of  the  allied  arms  on  this  continent  the  enfuing  cam- 
paign, to  effeftuate  once  for  all  the  great  objefts  of  the 
iiUiance,  the  liberty  and  independence  of  thefe  flates  :— 
9.  That  next  to  a  loan  of  money  a  conftant  fuperiority 
on  thefe  coafts  is  the  objeft  moft  interefling : — 10.  That 
an  additional  fuccour  of  troops  would  be  extremely  de- 
firable: — 11.  That  no  nation  will  have  it  more,  in  its 
power  to  repay  what  it  borrows  than  this  :  our  debts  are 
hitherto  fmalL— The  people  are  difcontented,  but  it  is 
with  the  feeble  and  oppreffive  mode  of  conducing  the 
war,  not  with  the  war  itfelf.     A  large  majority  are  ftill 
firmly  attached  to  the  independence  of  thefe  flates."  To 
Dr.  Franklin  the  general  wrote  the  fame  day—"  To  me 
nothing  appears  more  evident,  than  that  the  period  of 
our  oppolition  will  very  fhortly  arrive,  if  our  allies  can- 
not afford  us  that  efFeftual  aid,  particularly  in  money 
and  a  naval  fuperiority,  which  is  now  folicited."     To 
what  purpofes  fuch  fuperiority  was  to  be  applied,  a  let- 
ter of  the  loth  of  February  declared,  which  faid — "  In 
the  conference  between  count  de  Rochambeau  and  my- 
felf  it  was  agreed,  that  if  by  the  aid  of  our  allies  we 
can  have  a  naval  fuperiority  through  the  next  campaign; 
and  an   army  of  thirty  thoufand  men   (or  double  the 
force  of  the  enemy  at  New  York  and  its  dependencies) 
early  enough  in  the  ftafon  to  operate  in  that  quarter,  to 
prefer  it  to  every  other  objeft ;  and  applications  have 
been  made  to  tlie  court  of  France  in  this  fpirit.     If 
we  fhould  find  ourfelves  unable  to  undertake  this  more 
coital  expedition  5  and  if  we  have  means  equal  to  it, 

w« 
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1780.  we  fliall  atxempfa  fecondary  objedt.  The  reduction  of 
Charleflown,  Savannah,  &c.  may  come  into  contem- 
plation.'*  The  profpefl:  of  giving  relief  to  the  fouthera 
ftates,  by  an  operation  againft  New  York,  was  the  prin-. 
cipal  inducement  for  propofing  it. 

The  fouthern  operations  have  been  peculiar.  Before 
they  are  related,  let  it  be  remarked,  that  when  gen. 
Gates  paffed  through  Richmond  on  his  way  home,  the 
Virginia  Koufe  of  delegates  on  December  the  28th— 
*' Refolved,  nemine  contradicentCy  That  a  committee  of 
four  be  appointed  to  wait  on  major  general  Gates,  and 
to  affure  him  of  the  high  regard  and  efteem  of  this 
houfe : — That  the  remembrance  of  his  former  glorious 
fcrvices  cannot  be  obliterated  by  any  reverfe  of  fortune, 
but  that  this  houfe,  ever  mindful  of  his  great  merit, 
will  omit  no  opportunity  of  teftifying  to  the  world  the 
gratitude  which,  as  a  member  of  the  American  union^ 
this.country  owes  to  him  in  his  military  charafter.'*  To 
this  refolve,  when  communicated  by  the  committee  of 
four,  the  general  anfwered  the  fame  day — "  SirSj  I  ftiall 
ever  remember  with  the  utmoft  gratitude,  the  high 
honor  this  day  done  me,  by  the  honorable  the  houfe  of 
delegates  of  Virginia*  When  I  engaged  in  the  noble 
caufe  of  freedom  and  the  United  States,  I  devoted  my- 
felf  entirely  to  the  fervice  of  obtaining  the  great  end  of 
their  union.  That  I  have  been  once  unfortunate  is  my 
great  mortification  >  but  let  the  event  of  my  future  fer-. 
vices  be  what  they  may,  they  will,  as  they  always  have 
been,  be  direfted  by  the  moft  faithful  integrity,  and 
animated  by  the  trucft  zeal  for  the  honor  and  intereft 
of  the  United  States."

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.When  gen.  Greene  entered  upi  ^  his.  command,  he ''7^^« 
found  himfelf  under  the  greateft  embarraffments.   The 
numerous  whig  militia  that  had  been  kept  on  foot  in 
North  CaroUna,  had  laid  wafte  almoft  all  the  country. 
The  troops  were  deftitute  of  every  thing  neceffary  ci- 
ther for  their  comfort  or  convenience.  .  The  men  were 
naked;    there  were  no  magazines;  and  the  army  was 
fubfifted  by  daily  colle6lions.     Every  thing  depended 
upon  opinion  j  and  it  was  equally  dangerous  for  him  to 
go  forward  or  to  ftand  ftill ;  for  if  he  loft'  the  confidence 
of  the  people,  he  loft  all  fupport ;  and  if  he  rulhed  on   . 
to  danger,  all  was  hazarded.     The  impatience  of  the   ' 
people  to  drive  off  the  enemy,  if  regarded,  would  pre- 
cipitate him  into  a  thoufand  misfortunes.     The  mode 
of  conducing  the  war,  moft  to  the  liking  of  the  inha- 
bitants, was  the  leaft  likely  to  efFeft  their  falvation  *. 
By  the  genuine  returns  on  the  8th  of  December,  it  api- 
pears,  that  the  infantry  then  ferving  under  Greene  were^ 
xank  andv-  file,  prefent  and  fit  for  duty  1482,  and  on 
command  547,  in  all  2029;  of  thefe  821  were  conti-    - 
nentals,  and  1208  militia.     Add  to  thefe  90  cavalry, 
60  artillery,  and  128  continentals  on  extra  fervice,  and 
his  whole  operative  force  was   2307.     The  fewnefs  of 
his  troops,  the  nature  of  the  country,  filled  with  woods 
and  fwamps,  and  thinly  inhabited,  the  toryifm  of  num- 
bers, and  the  want  of  magazines,   led  the  general  to 
conclude  on  a  partizan  war.  He  confidered  the  maxims  . 
of  European  generals,  but  was  far  from  confining  him^    " ' 
fclf  to  them ;  for  he  obferved  that  however  they  might 
fuit  that  part  of  the  world,  they  were  not  adapted  to  the 
place  where  he  was  to  aft,  only  in  certain  circumftances, 
*  The  general's  own  letters^ 

to 


'?^®*  to  which  when  they  occurred,  he  me^nt  to'  be  attentive. 
On  his  arrival  at  camp,  he  learned  that  the  troops  had 
made  a  praftice  of  going  home  without  permiffion,  flay- 
ing weeks  and  then  returning,.  Determined  to  flop  fuch 
a  dangerous  cuftom,  the  general  gave  out  that  he  would 
make  an  example  of  the  firft  deferter  of  the  kind  he 
caught;  and  one  was  accordingly  (hot  at  the  head  of  the 
army  drawn  up  to  be  fpeftators  of  the  punifhment.  At 
night  he  fent  officers  round  the  camp  to  liften  to  th6 
talk  of  the  foldiers,  and  was  happy  to  find  that  themea- 
fure  had  taken  its  defired  efFeft,  and  that  the  language 
of  the  men  was  only — ^^  We  mtift  not  do  as  we  have 
been  ufed  to:  it  is  new  lords  new  laws'."  But  it  was  a 
mortificafion  to  hinri  to  learn  from  another  quarter,  that 
by  the  folly  or  treachery  of  thofe  who  had  the  charge  of 
the  prifoners  taken  at  King's  Mountain,  ^11  except  about 
"130  had  been  enlarged  upon  different  conditions;  by 
wTiich'  he  loft  upward  of  600  men,  who  would  have  beeii 
of  the  utmoft  importanceiii  an  exchange  with  lord  Corn- 
wallis.  His  lordfliip  on  the  ift  of  December  addrefled 
to  him  the  following  note—"*  I  think  it  propejr  to  repre- 
fent  to  you,  that  the  officers  and  men  taken  .at  King's 
Mountain,  were  treated  with  an  inhumanity  fcarcely  cre- 
dible. I  find  myfelf  under  the  difagreeable  neceflity  of 
making  fome  retaliation  for  thofe  unhappy  men,  who 
were  fo  cruelly  and  unjuftly  put  to  death  at  Gilbert- 

■^^*  town.''  Gen.  Greene  anfwered  to  it  on  the  17  th — "  I 
am  too  much  a  ftranger  to  the  tranfadlions  at  Gilbert^ 
town  to  reply  fully  to  that  fubjeft.  T4iey  muft  have 
been  committed  before  my  arrival  in  the  department, 
and  by  perfons  under  the  charafter  of  volunteers,  who 
were  independent  of  the  army.    However,  if  there  was 

any  • 
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any  thing  done  in  that  affair  contrary  to  the  principles  'tSq* 
of  humanity  and  the  law  of  nations,  and  for  which  they 
had  not  the  condu6t  of  your  arnay  as  a  precedent,  I  fhall 
be  ever  ready  to  teftify  my  difapprobation  of  it. — The 
firft  example  was  furnilhed  on  your  part,  as  appears  by  the 
lift  of  unhappy  fufferers  enclofed  -,  and  it  might  have  been 
expefted,  that  the  friends  of  the  unfortunate  fhould  fol- 
low it. — Punifhing  capitally  for  a  breach  of  military  pa- 
role is  a  feverity,  that  the  principles  of  modern  war  will 
not  authorize,  unlefs  the  inhabitants  are  to  be  treated  as 
a  conquered  people,  and  fubjeft  to  all  the  rigor  of  mi- 
litary government. — The  feelings  of  mankind  will  for  i| 
ever  decide,  when  the  rights  of  humanity  are  invaded.  ! 
I  leave  them  to  judge  of  the  tendency  of  your  lordfhip's 
order  to  lieut.  col.  Balfour  after  the  adion  near  Camden, 
of  lord  Rawdon's  proclamation,  and  of  Tarleton's  lay-  ' 
ing  wafte  the  country  and  diftreffing  the  inhabitants, 
who  were  taught  to  expeft  proteftion  and  fecurity,  if 
they  obferved  but  a  neutrality. — Sending  the  inhabitant? 
of  Charleftown  to  St.  Auguftine,  contrary  to  the  articles 
of  capitulation,  is  a  violation  which  I  have  alfo  to,re- 
prefcnt,  and  which  I  hope  your  lordfliip  will  think  your- 
felf  bound  to  redrefs."  The  lift  referred  to  was  this — 
'^  William  Stroud  and  Mr.  Dowel,  executed  near  Rocky 
Mount,  without  a  trial,  by  order  of  lieut.  col.  TurnbuU. 
Richard  Tucker,  Samuel  Andrews,  and  John  Miles, 
hanged  in  Camden  by  order  of  lord  Cornwallis.  Mr. 
Johnfon  hanged  fince  the  a6lion  of  Black  Stocks,  by 
lieut.  col.  Tarleton.  About  thirty  perfons  hanged  at 
Augufta  by  col.  Brown.  Ada^i  Cufack  hanged  at  Pee^ 
dee  by  one  col.  Mills."  , 

General 
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1780,  General  Greene  perceiving  that  he  could  not  bring 
provifions  to  his  army  from  any  diftance,  refolved  to 
march  his  army  to  the  provifions.  The  ^country  about 
Charlotte,  and  from  thence  to  Camden,  wag  exhaufted, 
having  been  long  the  fcene  of  military  operations.  The 
river  Peedee  afforded  the  neareft  fupply ;  and  what  was 
a  conliderable  inducement  to  repair  thither,  the  cane- 
brakes  in  that  part  of  the  country  afforded  good  paf- 
turage  for  the  horfes.  The  only  difficulty  was,  that  the 
fituation  propofed  to  be  taken  was  more  diflant  from 
the  enemy  than  Charlotte ;  and  the  general  hefitated 
about  making  his  firft  motion  retrograde.  The  Confi- 
dence of  the  enemy,  the  diffidence  of  his  troops,  end 
the  defpair  of  the  people,  might  all  be  excited  by  fuch  a 
manoeuvre.  Such  was  his  dilemma,  that  he  muft  either 
relinquifh  a  confiderable  part  of  the  country,  or  divide 
his  fmall  force  fo  as  to  render  each  part  too  inconfiderablc 
for  the  defence  of  it.  He  faw  the  danger  of  feparating 
his  force,  but  was  obliged  to  fubmit  to  neceffity.  Bri- 
gadier general  Morgan,  who  was  inverted  with  the  com- 
mand of  the  light  troops  by  gen.  Gates^  was  continued 
in  that  command  by  Greene ;  and  the  corps  was  com- 
pleted by  frefh  draughts  from  the  line  to  300  infantry 
under  lieut.  col.  Howard,  170  Virginia  riflemen  under 
major  Triplett,  and  about  70  light  dragoons  under  lieut. 
col.  Wafhington.  The  light  troops  were  detached  to 
the  weftward  of  the  Wateree  into  South  Carolina,  to 
watch  the  motions  of  the  enemy  at  Wynfborough  and 
Camden,  and  to  Ihift  for  themfelves.  They  took  their 
pofition  in  the  weftern  extremity  of  the  ftate  on  the?i5th 
of  December. 

-The 
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-  The  cothmand  of  the  North  Carolina  militia  devolved  1 780* 
.  on  brigadier  Davidfon,  brigadier  Snnallwood  having  ob- 
tained leave  to  go  home.  Gen  Marion  was  engaged  in 
ftimulating  his  countrymen  in  the  lower  parts  of  South 
Carolina ;  in  keeping  the  tories  in  awe ;  in  watching  the 
enemy  at  their  pofts  of  Charleftown,  George-town,  and 
neighbouring  places  i  and  in  gaining  intelligence. 
'  -General  Greene  with  the  remainder  of  his  ^rmy>  con- 
fifting  of  the  continental  brjgade  under  col.  O.  Wil- 
liams, and  the  Virginia  militia  brigade  under  gen.  Ste- 
vens, with  the  artillery  and  a  very  few  horfe,  marched 
from  Charlotte  on  the  20th,  and  arrived  at  Hicks's 
Creek  on  the  eaft  fide  of  thePeedee  on  the  26th,  where  26.* 
he  remained,  for  fome  time.  Here  the  fpirit  of  plun- 
dering which  prevailed  among  the  inhabitants  added 
much  to  his  diiBculties.  The  whole  country  was  in 
danger  of  being  laid  wafte  by  the  whigs  and  tories,  who 
purfued,  deftroyed  and  killed  each  other,  wherever  they ' 
met,  with  as  much  relentlels  fury  as  beads  of  prey.  He 
regretted,  that  moft  people  appeared  to  be  in  purfuit 
of  revenge,  private  gain^  or  perfonal  glory  *.'^'  ^  -'  ^' 

Morgan  on  the  27th  detached  Wafhington  with  his 
dragoons,  and  about  200  militia,  who  marched  40  miles 
on  the  28th,  and  the  next  day  furprifed  a  body  of  tories 
in  Ninety  Six,  about  150  of  whom  were  killed  and 
wounded,  and  40  made  prifoners,  anda  numberof  horfes 
taken,  without  any  lofs  on  the  part  of  the  Americans. 
Major  M^Dowal,  with  190  North  Carolina  militia,  and 
col.  Pickens  with  about  70  South,  joined  the  light  troops. 
Pkrkens-had  lately  efcaped  from  captivity  in  Ninety  Sk, 
wh^e  his  great  worth  and  popularity  influenced  many 

*  General  Greene's  letten. 
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1781.  to  adhere  to,  the  American  caufe.  On  the  9th  of  Ja- 
nuary Greene  fent  word  to  Morgan,  that  the  enemy  had 
a  movement  in  contemplation;  and  eleven  days  after, 
forwarded  fome  advice  which  will  foon  be  mentioned. 

Jan,  Greene  had  in  camp  at  Hicks's  Creek,  prefent  and 
fit  for  duty,  650  continentals,  a  detachment  of  303  Vir- 
ginia troops,  and  157  Maryland  ftate  troops,  in  all  1 1 10. 
The  next  day  col.  Lee's  partizan  legion  arrived  from 
the  northward.  The  corps  confided  of  about  one  hun- 
dred horfemen  well  mounted,  and  one  hundred  and 
twenty  infantry.  On  the  13th  the  legion  was  detached 
on  a  fecret  expedition.  To  take  off  the  attention  of 
the  enemy  and  favor  the  enterprife,  major  Anderfon  was 
fent  with  a  fmall  command  down  the  Peedee.  Lee 
pufhed  pn  for  George-town,  which  he  furprifed  the  24th 
at  night.  Lieut,  col.  Campbell  was  taken  in  his  quar- 
ters and  paroled ;  feveral  other  officers  alfo  were  made 
prifoners  and  paroled.  Major  Irwin  and  a  number  more 
of  the  garrifon  were  killed ;  but  the  principal  part  fled 
to  the  fort,  which  Lee  was  not  in  a  condition  to  befiege. 
While  this  enterprife  was  carrying  on,  the  enemy  aimed 
a  blow  at  Morgan.  Greene  before  he  heard  of  Mor- 
gan's fuccefs,  wrote  to  him  on  the  19th  of  January — 
"  The  Peedee  rofe  25  feet  the  laft  week  in  30  hours. 
'  Put  nothing  to  the  hazard.  A  retreat  may  be  difagree- 
able,  but  is  not  difgraceful.  Regard  not  the  opinion 
of  the  day.     It  is  not  our  bufinefs  to  rilk  too  much.'' 

General  Leflie  in  compliance  with  his  orders,  left. 
Virginia,  and  arrived  at  Charleftown  with  his  troops  on 
the  1 3tli  of  December:  on  the  1 9th  he  began  his  march 
up  the  countiy  with  about  1530  men,  to  join  lord 
Cornwaliis,  which  was  effefted  withoi\f  difficulty.  *  On 

the 
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the  I  ith  of  January  his  lordfhip  advanced  toward  North  'T^^ 
Carolina.     He  wifhed  to  drive  gen.  Morgan  from  his 
ftation,  and  to  deter  the  inhabitants  from  joining  him. 
The  execution  of  this  bufinefs  was  intrufted  to  lieut* 
col.  Tarkton ;  who  was  detached  with  the  light  and  le-* 
gion  infantry,  the  fufileers,  the  firft  battalion  of  the  71ft 
regiment^  about  350  cavalry,  two  field  pieces,  and  an 
^equate  proportion  of  men  from  the  royal  artillery,  up-^ 
ward  of  a  1 100  in  the  whole*     This  detachment,  after 
a  progrefs  of  fome  days,  by  fatiguing  marches,  at  about       \ 
ten  o*clock  on  the  evening  of  the  i6th  of  January, 
reached  the  ground  which  Morgan  had  quitted  but  2 
few  hours  before.     The  purfuit  recommenced  by  two 
o'cloclc  the  next  morning,  and  was  rapidly  continued  17* 
through  marfhcs  and  broken  grounds  till  day  light,  when     ' 
the  Americans  were  difcovered  in  front.     Two  of  their 
videttes  were  taken  foon  after,  who  gave  information  , 

that  Morgan  had  halted  and  prepared  for  aflion,  at  a 
place  called  the  Cowpens,  near  Pacolet  river.  The  Bri- 
tifli,  befide  their  field  pieces,  had  the  fuperiority  in  in- 
fantry, in  the  proportion  of  five  to  four,  and  in  cavalry 
of  more  than  three  to  one.  Befide,  nearly  two  thirds 
of  the  troops  under  Morgan  were  militia.  Morgan  had 
obtained  early  intelligence  of  Tarleton's  force  and  ad-- 
vances ;  and  had  drawn  up  his  men  in  two  lines.  The 
whole  of  the  North  and  South  Carolina  militia  prefent 
was  put  under  the  command  of  col.  Pickens,  and  form- 
ed the  firft  lines  which  was  advanced  a  few  hundred 
yards  before  the  fecond,  with  orders  to  form  on  the 
right  of  the  fecond  when  forced  to  retire.  The  fecond 
line  confifted  of  the  light  infantry  under  lieut.  col.  How- 
ard, and  the  Virginia  riflemen.  Lieut,  col.  Walhingtori, 
Vol.  IV.

J781.  with  his  cavalry,  and  about  forty-five  militiamen,  mount-* 
ed  and  equipped  with  fwords,  under  lieut.  col.  MCall, 
were  drawn  up  at  fome  diftance  in  the  rear  of  the  whole* 
The.  open  wood  in  which  they  were  formed,  was  nei* 
thcr  fecured  in  front,  flank  or  rear.  Without  the  delay- 
of  a  fingle  moment,  and  in  defpite  of  extreme  fatigue, 
the  light  legion  infantry  and  fufileers  were  ordered  to 
form  in  line.  Before  the  order  was  executed,  and  while. 
major  Newmarfh,  who  commanded  the  latter  corps,  was 
'  polling  his  officers,  the  line  though  far  from  complete, 
/Was  led  to  the  attack  by  Tarleton  himfelE  The  Bri- 
tifti  advanced  with  a  Ihout,  and  poured  in  an  inceflant 
fire  of  mufketry.  Col.  Pickens  directed  the  militia  riot 
.  to  fire  till  the  Britilh  were  within  forty  or  fifty  yards. 
This  order,  though  executed  with  great  firmnefs  and 
fuccefs,  was  not  fufficient  to  repel  the  enemy.  The 
American  militia  gave  way  on  all  quarters.  The  Bri- 
tilh advanced  rapidly,  and  engaged  the  fecond  line.  The 
continentals,  after  an  obftinate  conflift,  were  compelled 
tQ  retreat  to  the  cavalry.  Col.  Ogilvie,  with  his  tmop 
of  forty  men,  had  been  ordered  to  charge  the  right  flank 
of  the  Americans,  and  was  engaged  in  cutting  down  the . 
militia ;  but  being  expofed  to  a  heavy  fire,  and  charged . 
at  the  fame  time  by  Walhington's  dragoons,  was  forced 
to  retreat  in  confufion*  A  great  number  of  the  Britilh 
infantry  officers  had  already  fallen,  and  nearly  a  proporti- 
onable one  of  privates.  The  remainder  being  too  few 
and  too  much  fatigued,  could  not  improve  the  advan^ . 
tage  gained  over  the  continentals ;  and  Tarleton's  legion 
.  cavalry  Handing  aloof  inftead  of  advancing,  lieut.  ccrf. 
l^oward  feized  the  favorable  opportunity,  rallied  the 
Continentals,  and  charged  with  fixed  bayonets,  nearly  at 

the 
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tlie  fame  "^moment  when  Walhington  made  his  fuccefs-  *J^'» 
fill  attack*     The  example  was  inftantly  followed  by  the    1 
militia,     Nothing  could  fexceed  the  aftonifliment  of  the    | 
Britilh,  occafioned  by  thefe  unexpefted  charges*    Their    / 
advance  fell  back,  and  communicated  a  panic  to  others, 
which  foon  became  general.     Two  hundred  and  fifty 
horfe  which  had  not  been  engaged,    fled  through  the 
woods  with  the  utmoft  precipitation,  bearing  down  fuch 
officers  as  oppofed  their  flight;  and  the  cannon  were 
Ibon  feized  by  the  Americans,  the  detachment  from  the 
train  being  either  killed  or  wounded  in  their  defence. 
The  greatefl:  confufion  now  followed  among  the  infan* 
try.     In  the  moment  of  it  lieut.  col.  Howard  called  to 
them  to  lay  down  their  arms,  and  promifed  them  good     ' 
quarters.     Some  hundreds  accepted  the  oflfer,  and  fur- 
rendered.     The  firft  battalion  of  the  yifl:  regiment,  and 
two  Britifli  light  infantry  companies  laid  down  their  arms     ' 
to  the  American  militia.     The  only  body  of  infantry      ' 
that  efcaped,  was  a  detachment  left  at  fome  difl:ance  to 
guard  the  baggage.     Early  intelligence  of  their  defeat 
was  conveyed  to  the  officer  commanding  that  corps  by 
fome  royaliflis.     What  part  of  the  baggage  could  not  be 
carried  off  he  immediately  defl:royedi  and  with  his  men* 
mounted  on  the  waggon  and  fpare  horfes,  he  retreated 
to  lord  Cornwallis.     The  Britifli  had  lo  commiffioned     \ 
officers,  and  upward  of  lOO  rank  and  file  killed.     Two     ,    , 
hundred  wounded,  29  commiffioned  officers,  and  above     \ 
500  privates  prifoners,  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  Ame-     \ 
ricans,  befide  two  pieces  of  artillery  (firfl:  taken  from  the      • 
Britilh  at  $aratoga,  then  retaken  by  them  at  Camden, 
and  now  recovered  by  the  Americans)  two  ft:andards,  800 
mulkcts,.  35  baggage  waggons,  and  upward  of  100  dra- 
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i78i.goon  horfe^.  Wafliington  purfued  Tarleton's  cavalry' 
for  feveral  miles ;  but  the  far  greater  part  of  them  ef- 
caped.  They  joined  their  army  in  two  feparate  divi- 
fions.  One  arrived  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Britifti 
encampment  upon  the  evening  of  the  fame  day;  the 
other  under  Tarleton  appeared  the  next  morning.  Al- 
though Tarleton*s  corps  had  waged  a  moft  cruel  war- 
farCi  and  their  progrefs  had  been  marked  with  burn- 
ings and  devaftations,  not  a  man  of  them  was  killed, 
wounded,  or  even  infulted  after  he  had  furrendered* 
The  Americans  had  only  twelve  men  killed  and  fixty 
wounded. 
/  General  Morgan,  together  with  his  officers  and  troops, 
I  have  juftly  obtained  the  univcrfal  applaufe  of  their  coun- 
trymen. ^  The  glory  and  importance  of  the  aftion  have 
;  refounded  from  one  end  of  the  continent  to  the  other* 
The  defponding  friends  of  America  in  the  fouthern  ftates 
were  re-animated ;  and  enjoyed  a  feeming  refurreftion 
from  the  dead.  When  it  was  known  by  congrefs  that 
«he  fouthern  army  had  fafely  crofled  the  Dan  into  Vir- 
ginia, they  returned  on  the  9th  of  March  the  thanks  of 
the  United  States  to  gen.  Morgan,  and  the  officers  and 
men  under  his  command.  They  refolved  alfo  to  honor 
the  general  with  a  gold  medal,  col.  Wafhington  with  a 
filver  one,  col.  Howard  with  another,  and  col  Pickens 
with  a  fword. 

Several  of  the  Britifh  officers  cenfure  Tarleton  for 
•not  halting  his  troops-  before  he  engaged ;  that  fg  they 
i  might  have  been  refreflied,  and  time  have  been  given 
for  the  detachment  with  the  baggage,  together  with  bal- 
•men  and  officers  fervants  to  come  up  and  join  in  the 
action.    They  charge  him  with  un-offieer-like  impetu- 
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ofity  in  direfting  the  line  to  advance  before  it  was  pro-  »7S<* 
perly  formed,  and  before  the  referve  had  taken  its 
ground.  They  pronounce  him  guilty  of  an  error  in 
omitting  to  give  difcretionary  powers  to  the  commander 
of  the  referve  to  advance,  when  the  front  line  was  in 
purfuit  of  the  militia ;  but  chiefly  in  not  bringing  up  a 
column  of  cavalry  to  fupport  and  improve  the  advan- 
tages he  had  gained  when  the  American  infantry  were 
compelled  to  retreat,  Tarleton's  impetuous  attacks  had 
anfwered  in  former  inftances :  but  in  the  prefent  aftion, 
he  did  not  furprife  his  enemy ;  and  engaged  an  officer, 
Morgan,  who  had  faced  the  troops  under  Burgoyne,  and 
ferved  under  Wafliington  and  Gates.  i  ; 

Lord  Cornwallis,  with  the  expeftation  of  regaining 
the  prifoners,  and  of  demolifliing  Morgan's  corps,  in- 
ftantly  concluded  on  a  purfuit,  Morgan,  aware  of  the 
confequences  of  delay,  fent  on  the  mxilitia  with  the  pri- 
foners, and  to  cover  their  retreat  manoeuvred  in  their 
rear  with  his  cavalry  and  regular  infantry,  CornwalliS| 
that  he  might  rtiarch  with  more  eafe  and  rapidity,  on  • 
the  25th  of  January,  began  to  deftroy  all  his  fuperfluous  ^^j, 
baggage ;  and  even  all  the  waggons,  except  thofe  with 
hofpital  (lores,  fait  and  ammunition,  and  four  others 
which  were  referved  empty  for  the  lick  and  wounded. 
The  fame  day,  Greene  ordered  Stevens  to  march  with  hi^ 
brigade  of  Virgin  ja  militia  (whofe  time  was  nearly  expired) 
by  way  of  Charlotte,  and  take  the  prifoners  on  under  his  care 
to  Charlotte  Ville  in  Virginia,  to  which  place  Morgan  had 
inftruftions  to  fend  them,  Greene  concluded  that  beifiQ: 
prefent  with  Morgan,  he  could  fo  order  the  movement^ 
of  both  divifionsfor  forming  a  junftion,  as  would  excel 
any  directions  which  could  otherwifc  be  given^    He 
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1 7^1.  therefore  left  the  camp  at  Hicks's  Creek,   under  tl^ 
command  of  gen.  Huger  and  col.  Otho  Williams,  and 
fet  forward  on  the  28  th,  attended  by  one  aid  de  camp 
and  two  or  three  militia  men,  irmed  and  mounted. 
The  firft  intelligence  he  gained  on  his  route  was,  that 
Cornwallis  was  marching  after  Morgan  with  great  expe- 
dition.    His  lordfhip  gained  upon  the  latter,  after  the 
dcftruftion  of  his  baggage.     Greene  immediately  fent 
off  an  exprefs  to  Huger  and  Williams,  with  direftions 
for  them  to  marchi  with  all  poflible  difpatch  to  form  a 
junction  with  the  light  troops  at  Charlottq  or  Salilbury, 
as  circumftances  would  admit.     They  marched  the  next 
Jan.    day.  Greene  proceeded ;  and  on  the  31ft,  after  a  journey 
3'*     of  150  miles,  joined  the  light  troops  encamped  atSher- 
rard's  Ford,  on  the  north  fide  of  the  Catawba.  They  had 
reached  the  Catawba  on  the  28th  5  and  by  the  evening 
of  the  next  day  they  arid  their  prifoners  had  paffed  it 
without  any  difficulty.     About  two  hours  after  Mbrgan 
had  crofled,  the  Britifli  advance  arrived.     It  rained  hard 
that  night,  and  the  river  rofe  fo  high  as  to  prevent  lord 
Cornwallis's  getting  over.     The  rife  was  owing  chiefly 
to  the  rains  which  had  fallen  before  in  the  mountains. 
Had  the  rife  taken  place  a  few  hours  earlier,  Morgan, 
with  his  whole  detachment  and  five  hundred  prifoners, 
would  fcarcely  have  had  a  chance  of  efcaping.     His 
lordfhip  could  not  crofs  for  two  days ;  which  gave  an 
opportunity  of  fending  the  prifoners  forward  with  fafety. 
The  arrival  of  gen.  Greene  was  no  lefs  providential  than 
the  rife  of  the  river.     Gen.  Morgan  was  for  retreating 
1  over  the    mountains,    j^   different    route    from   what 
\  Greene  propofed.     He  was  fo  attached  to  his  own  opi- 
\  nion,  that  he  declared  he  would  npt  be  anfweraWc  for 
'  coofe-i

'confequcnccs  if  it  was  not  followed.     Greene  replied-^  U 8 !• 
*^  Neither  will  you  ;  for  I  Ihall  take  the  nneafure  upon  I 
myfelf  j^"  and  gave  direftions  accordingly.     The  event 
has  (hown,  that  the  other  route  muft  have  proved, fatal;  | 
and  that  the  junftiori  of  the  light  troops  with  the  main  ] 
army  under  Huger  and  Williams  could  not  have  been  ; 
efFefted  by  it.  As  foon  as  the  paflage  of  the  Catawba  was 
pradticable,  Cornwallis  made  preparations  for  croffing. 
The  more  efFedlually  to  deceive  the  Americans  he  made 
a  feint  of  pafling  at  different  f9rds  :  but  the  real  attempt  jtcK 
was  made  early  in  the  morning  of  the  ift  of  February,     '• 
at  a  ford  near  M^Cowan's.     Gen.  Davidfon,  with  about 
300  militia,  arrived  at  this  poft  the  evening  before. 
Greene,  apprehenfive  of  Cornwallis's  real  intention,  ad- 
vifed  Davidfon  to  encamp  his  troops  clofe  in  with  the 
Tide  of  the  river,  that  he  might  be  ready  to  give  the 
enemy  a  vigorous  oppofition.    The  advice  was  neglefted. , 
Davidfon  ftationed  only  a  fmall  number  on  the  bank, 
while  the  main  body  was  at  a  diftance.     The  party  on 
the  bank  made  what  oppofition  they  could  to  the  Britifh; 
who  marched  through  the  river  upward  of  five  hundred 
yards  wide,  and  about  three  feet  deep,  without  return- 
ing their  fire,  till  after  landing.     The  firing  brought^ 
Davidfon  toward  the  fpot.     Btt  the  Britifh  were  formed; 
and  he  was  foon  Ihot  dead  in  attempting  to  make  a  more 
cfFeftual  oppofition  to  them.     The  militia  throughout 
the  neighbouring  fettlements  were  now  totally  difpirited. 
Few  of  them  could  be  perfuaded  to  take  or  keep  the 
field.     A  fmall  party  coUefted  about  ten  miles  from  the 
ford ;  but  was  foon  difperfed  by  Tarleton.     All  the  fords 
were  abandoned ;  and  the  whole  royal  army  crofled  over 
without  any  further  oppofition. 
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>75j*     a  military  race  now  commenced  between  the  purfuing 
Britifh  under  lord  Cornwallis  and  the  fleeing  Americans 
under  gen.  Greene.     The  latter  retreated  as  expediti- 
oufly  as  polTible,  and  croffed  the  Yadkin  pardy  in  flats 
!       and  partly  by  fording,  on  the  2d  and  3d  of  the  months 
I        and  fecured   the   boats   on   the   north  fide.     Though 
Cornwallis  was  fo  clofe  in  the  rear,  as  that  a  fmart  fkirmifh 
happened  between  a  party  of  riflemen  and  his  advance, 
yet  a  want  of  boats,  and  the  rapid  rifing  of  the  river 
from  preceding  rains,   n^ade   his   croflfing   impolfible* 
This  fecbnd  hair-breadth  efcape  was  confidered  as  a  frelh 
evidence  of  their   being  favored   by  Heaven.     They 
viewed  it  with  pious  gratitude;  and  frequently  remark- 
ed, that  if  the  rifing  of  the  river  had  been  a  few  hours 
fooner,  Morgan's  whole  detachment  would  have  been 
in  the  power  ^f  a  greatly  fuperior  army ;  if  a  few  hours 
later,  that  Cornwallis  would  have  effefted  his  pafTage, 
fo  as  to  have  enabled  him  to  get  between  the  two  divi- 
fions  of  the  American  army,  which  might  have  proved 
the  defl:ru6tion  of  both.     That  the  Americans  fhould 
cfFe£l  their  paflage  in  two  fuccefllve  inftances,  while  the . 
Britilh  (whofe  advance  was  often  in  fight  of  the  Ame- 
rican rear)  were  providentially  reftrained,  affedled  the 
devout  inhabitants  of  the  neighbouring  fetdements  with 
lively  thanks  to  the  Moft  High,  and  added  frefh  vigor 
to  their  exertions  in  behalf  of  their  country. 
Fcb»       On  the  5th  Greene  wrote  to  Huger—"  I  intend,  if 
-S*      we  can  find  i  good  pofition,  to  prepare  to  receive  the 
enemy*s  attack.     It  is  not  improbable,  from  lord  Corn- 
wallis's  pulhing  difpofition,  and  the  contempt  he  has  for 
our  army,  we  may  precipitate  him  into  fome  capital 
misfortune.     If  Cornwallis  knows  his  true  intereft  he  will 
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pqrlue  our  army.  If  he  can  difperfe  that,  he  completes  '7^'« 
the  reduftion  of  the  ftate ;  and  without  it  he  will  do 
nothing  to  efFeft/'  His  lordlhip  being  obliged  to  march 
his  troops  about  25  miles  to  the  upper  fords,  which  are 
generally  paffable,.  gave  time  for  the  junftion  of  the  two 
divifions  of  the  American  army  on  the  7th,  near  Guil-  7. 
ford  court  houfe ;  circumftances  not  having  admitted 
of  its  being  done  either  at  Charlotte  or  Salifbury. 

Lord  Cornwallis's  firft  objeft,  that  of  retorting  the 
fatal  blow  given  by  Morgan  at  the  Cowpens  and  of  reco- 
vering the  captives,  being  fruftrated;  and  the  Britifli 
army  being  without  tents,  and  like  the  Americans,  de- 
pendent for  fubfiftence  on  what  could  be  haftily  picked 
up  by  detachments  on  a  rapid  march ;  it  was  doubted 
whether  his  lordlhip  would  profecute  his  enterprife  fur- 
ther:  fo  that  gen.  Greene  fpent  the  8th  of  February  in 
refrefhing  all  his  regular  forces  at  Guilford  court  houfe, 
which  was  much  wanted.  The  light  troops  had  not 
time,  after  the  battle,  to  take  care  of  the  wounded  or 
'  even  breathe  (furgeons  were  left  on  the  field)  and  their 
retreat  of  150  miles  was  effefted  under  difficulties  that 
harafled  them  exceedingly.  The  retreat  of  the  battalions 
from  the  Peedee  under  Huger,  was  conduced  for  100 
miles  under  circumftances  requiring  the  utmoft  patience. 
The  worft  waggons,  with  the  pooreft  teams,  and  moft 
ufelefs  part  of  the  baggage,  were  early  fent  off  by  col. 
p.  Williams  to  Hillfborough ;  but  the  beft,  and  even 
the  artillery,  was  ^n  encumbrance  in  their  fituation. 
They  were  fome  times  without  meat,  often  without  flour, 
and  alway  without  fpirituous  liquors.  Notwithftanding 
the  wintry  feafon,  and  their  having  little  clothing,  they 
)yere  daily  reduced  to  the  neceffity  of  fording  deep 
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J j8|.  creeks,  and  of  remaining  wet  vdthout  any  change  of 
raiment,  till  the  heat  of  their  bodies  and  occafional  fires 
in  the  woods,  dried  their  tattered  rags.  Their  route  lay 
throughr  a  barren  country,  which  fcarcely  afforded  neccf- 
faries  for  a  few  ftraggling  inhabitants.  They  were  re- 
tarded by  heavy  rains,  broken  bridges,  bad  roads  and 
poor  horfes.  Many  of  them  marched  without  flioes 
over  the  frozen  ground,  and  through  flinty  roads,  which 
fo  gafhed  their  feet,  that  the  blood  marked  every  ftep 
of  their  progrefs.  All  thefe  hardlhips  were. endured 
without  the  lofs  of  a  fingle  fentinel  by  defertion.  Lee's 
partizan  legion  had  undergone  extreme  fervice,  through 
their  additional  expedition  to  George  Town,  75  miles 
diftant  from  the  point  where  the  retreat  of  the  battalions 
commenced* 

Though  the  toils  and  fufferings  of  the  Americans  ex- 
ceeded, thofe  of  the  royal  army  were  far  from  trifling. 
The  Britifh  had  in  common  with  the  others  bad  roads, 
*  heavy  rains,  a  want  of  cover,  deep  creeks  and  rivers 
through  which  to  pafs  in  the  depth  of  winter :  but  then 
they  were  well  fupplied  in  the  articles  of  fhoes  and 
clothes.  The  difficulties  and  evils  arifing  from-  lord 
Cornwallis's  deftroying  the  fuperfluous  baggage  and 
waggons  were  not  fmall :  but  they  were  fubmitted  to 
with  the  moft  general  and  cheerful  acquiefcence,  from 
his  lordfliip's  fetting  the  example. 

Feb.       On  the  9th  of  February  gen.  Greene  wrote  to  gen. 

^  Sumpter — "  I  fhall  avoid  a  general  aftion  if  poffible  2 
but  I  am  afraid  it  will  not  be  in  my  power.  Our  force 
is  fo  fmall  and  in  fuch  difbefs,  that  I  have  little  to 
hope,  and  every  thing  to  fear.'*  The  troops  prefent 
and  fit  for  adion  were  1426,  befide  riflemen  and  othei's^ 
.  .  amounting 
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timounting  to  397,  and  176  cavalry,  in  all  1999.     Buti?^'* 
tiiey  were  greatly  fatigued,  and  in  general  much  difpi- 
rited.     The  forces  under  Cornwallis  (as  Greene  then 
thought  and  faid  in  his  letter  to  gen.  Walhington)  con- 
fided of  between  2500  and  3000,  including  near  300 
dragoons  and  their  mounted  infantry.     Thefe  were  well 
clothed,  amply  equipped,  and   confident  of  every  ad- 
vantage.    In  the  morning  a  council  of  war  was  called; 
of  which  Greene  fent  the  following  account  to  governor 
Nafli  of  North  Carolina — ^'  It  was  the  unanimous  opi- 
nion of  a  council  of  war  this  day,  that  it  would  be  in- 
evitable ruin  to  the  army,  and  no  lefs  ruinous  to  the 
American  caufe,  to  hazard  a  general  aftion :  the  council 
therefore  advifed  to  our  crofling  the  Dan  immediately.** 
The  proper  meafures  were  inftantly  taken.     A  light  army 
was  formed  out  of  col.  Lee's  legion,  the  regular  battalion 
of  infantry  under  col.  Howard,  the  cavalry  under  coL 
Walhington,  and  a  fmall  corps  of  Virginia  riflemen  under 
major  Campbell,    amounting  to  about  700  men,  the 
flower  of  the  fouthern  American  army.     Gen.  Morgan 
being  rendered  totally  unfit  for  command,  or  even  to 
march  with  his  corps,  by  the  great  fatigue  he  had  fuf- 
fered,  and  the  torment  he  was  in  with  the  rheumatifm, 
Greene  was  embarrafled  in  the  appointment  of  an'  officer 
to  fucceed  him.     He  finally  refolved   to  confer  that 
honor  upon   the  deputy  adjutant  general,   col.  Otho 
Holland  Williams,  who  entered  upon  his  command  on 
the  loth;  when  Greene  marched  with  the  main  army 
from  Guilford  court  houfe  toward  the  Dan,  which  forms 
the  boundary  between  North  Carolina  and  Virginia. 

Lord  Cornwallis  well  knowing  the  inferiority  of  the 
American .  army,  conceived  hopes  of  getting  between 
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>78ir  Greene  and  Virginia,  and  of  reducing  him  to  the  nc^ 
ceflity  of  either  fighting  or  abandoning  his  communica- 
tion with  that  ftate,  and  likewife  of  running  the  rifk  of 
being  hemmed  in  between  the  great  rivers  in  the  weft, 
the  fea  on  the  eaft,  lord  Rawdon  in  the  fouth,  and  the 
main  royal  army  in  the  north.     To  this  end  Cornwall^ 
kept  the  upper  country,- (where  only  the  rivers  are  ford- 
able)  as  he  fuppofed  that  the  Americans  could  not  make 
good  their  paflage  in  the  deep  water  from  the  want  of  a 
fufficient  number  of  flats.     In  cafe  they  attempted  it, 
he  expefted  to  overtake  and  force  them  to  an  action 
before  they  could  crofs.     But  the  advantages  refulting 
from  the  feafon  of  th6  year,  and  from  the  face  of  the 
country,  interfered  with  rivers  and  creeks,  were  fo  im- 
proved by  Greene  as  completely  to  baffle  his  lordfhip. 
The  better  to  avoid  a  rapid  purfuit,  the  main  and  light 
army  took  different  routes.     The  next  day  the  latter 
had  a  rencounter  with  the  van  of  the  Britilh  army,  in 
which  an  officer  and  half  a  dozen  privates  of  Tarleton's 
legion  were  made  prifoners,  and  feveral  killed.     Fre- 
quent Ikirnnifhes,  and  the  manoeuvres  praftifed  to  mif- 
lead  Cornwallis,  had  thedefired  efFeft,  and  gave  Greene 
time  to  fend  forward  his  baggage.     On  the  morning  of 
the  13th,  Greene  wrote  to  Williams— f^'  It  is  very  evi- 
dent the  enemy  intend  to  pufh  us  in  croffing  the  river. 
The  night  before  laft,  as  foon  as  I  got  your  letter,  I 
fent  off^  the  baggage  and  ftores,  with  orders  to  crofs  as 
faft  as  they  got  to  the  river.     The  North  Carolina  mi- 
litia have  all  deferted  us,  except  about  80  men.     Majors 
and  captains  are  among  the  deferters,     Yqa  have  the 
flower  of  the  army,  don't  expofe  the  men  too  much, 
left  our  fituation  Ihould  grow  more  critical,    ^Finding 
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gen*  Lillington  had  delayed  fo.much  time,  as  to  render  178^ 
our  jundtion  critical,  I  gave  him  orders  to  file  off  to 
Crofs  Creek.  I  thought  his  going  there  at  this  mo- 
ment, might  keep  down  the  tories;  and  his  reinforce- 
ment would  be  too  inconfiderable  to  enable  us  to  make 
a  ftand,  and  would  only  add  to  our  difficulties  in  getting 
over  the  river."'  The  next  morning  he  fent  an  exprefs  Feb. 
to  him  with  this  note — "  4  o'clock.  Follow  our  route,  H* 
as  a  divifion  of  our  force  may  encourage  the  enemy  to 
pufh  us  further  than  they  will  dare  to  do,  if  we  are  to- 
gether. I  have  not  flept  four  hours  fince  you  left  me, 
fo  great  has  been  my  folicitude  to  prepare  for  the  worft. 
I  have  great  reafon  to  believe,  that  one  of  Tarleton's 
officers  was  in  our  camp  the  night  before  laft." — Again 
— "  2  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  The  greater  part  of 
our  waggons  are  over,  and  the  troops  are  croffing/' 
The  communication  between  Greene  and  Williams  clofed 
for  the  prefent  with— ^'  Irwin's  ferry,  4-  paft  5  o'clock. 
All  our  troops  are  over,  and  the  ftage  is  clear.  The 
infantry  will  crofs  here,  the  horfe  below.  Major  Hard- 
man  has  polled  his  party  in  readinefs  on  this  [the  fouth] 
jfide,  and  the  infantry  and  artillery  are.  polled  on  the 
other,  and  I  am  ready  to  receive  and  give  you  a  hearty  ^ 
welcome."  Greene  had  the  pleafure  of  feeing  all  the 
light  army  fafe  over  that  night,  though  in  the  day  they 
had  been  pulhed,  forty  miles  by  Cornwallis's  army,  whofc 
van  arrived  jull  as  the  American  rear  had  croffed.  The 
aext  day  Greene  difpatched  the  following  letters— To  i^, 
governor  Jeffe^-fon  of  Virginia;  "  On  the  Dan  river, 
almofl  fatigued  to  de^th,  having  had  a  retreat  to  con- 
dudl  for  upward  of  200  miles,  manoeuvring  conftantly 
in  the  face  of  the  enemy,  to  give  time  for  the  militia 

to 
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lySi,  to  turn  out  and  get  off  our  ftores."-.-To  baron  Steuben  ; 
"  Col.  Williams,  with  the  light  infantry,  lieut.  coL 
Lee's  legion^  and  the  cavalry  of  the  i  ft  and  3d  regi- 
ments, has  covered  our  retreat,  and  conduced  with- 
great  propriety  in  the  moft  critical  fituation.  Corn- 
wallis's  movements  are  fo  rapid,  that  few  or  no  militia 
join  us.  He  marches  from  20  to  30  miles  in  a  day ; 
and  is  organized  to  move  with  the  fame  facility  as  a 
light  infantry  corps.  Should  he  continue  to  pulh  us> 
we  muft  be  finally  ruined  without  reinforcements."— To 
gen.  Wafhington;  "  The  miferable  fituation  of  the 
troops  for  want  of  clothing  has  rendered  the  march  the 
moft  painful  imaginable,  many  hundreds  of  the  foldiers 
marking  the  ground  with  their  bloody  feet^.  The  Britifh 
army  is  much  ftronger  than  I  had  calculated  upon  in  my 
laft.  I  have  not  a  fhilling  of  money  to  obtain  intelli- 
gence with,  notwithftanding  my  application  to  Maryland 
for  that  particular  purpofe.  Our  army  is  in  good  fpirits, 
notwithftanding  their  fufferings  and  exceflive  fatigue.'* 
Some  days  after  he  informed  baron  Steuben—"  Wc 
have  been  aftonilhingly  fuccefsful  in  our  late,  great,  and 
fatiguing  retreat,  and  have  never  loft,  in  one  inftance, 
any  thing  of  the  leaft  value."  It  was  with  inexpreffible 
grief  and  vexation^  that  the  Britifh  difcovered,  on  the 
15  th,  that  all  their  exertions  had  been  in  vain>  and  that 
all  their  hopes  were  fruftrated.  Lord  Cornwallis  how- 
ever had  this  to  confole  him>  that  there  was  no  force  in 
North  Carolina  to  prevent  the  royalifts  from  making 
good  their  promife  of  a  general  riling  in  favor  of  Britifh 
government.  *  , 

During  the  tranfaftions  above  related,  gen.  Marion 
defended  himfelf  with  a  few  faithful  militia  in  the  fwamps 

and 
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iuid  morafles  of  the  fettlemcnts  near  Charleftown;  ami* 7^^ 
was  frequently  rallying  out  from  his  hiding  places,  and 
cnterprifing  fonaething  in  behalf  of  his  country.  Hav- 
ing mounted  his  followers,  he  infefted  the  Britilh  out- 
pofts,  intercepted  their  convoys,  defti'oyed  their  (lores, 
beat  up  their  quarters,  and  fo  haraffed  them  with  alarms, 
that  they  were  obliged  to  be  alway  upon  their  guard. 
On  the  other  fide,  col.  Balfour,  who  commanded  at 
Charleftown,  projedted  an  expedition  againft  Wilmington 
in  North  Carolina.  A  fmall  naval  force  was  equipped, 
and  major  Craig  difpatched  on  the  fervice  with  about 
300  fbldiers.  The  troops  were  landed  about  nine  miles 
fhort  of  Wilmington ;  and  the  town  being  abandoned 
by  its  defenfive  force  of  about  150  men,  was  taken 
without  refiftance.  It  has  fince  been  made  a  poft  of 
fome  ftrength. 

Lieut,  col.  Lee's  legion  recroffed  the  Dan  on  the  iSth^ 
agreeable  to  the  wi(h  of  gen.  Greene,  to  watch  the  mo- 
tions of  Cornwallis's  army;  which,  after  having  col- 
le<5led  a  quantity  of  provifion,  began  on  the  morning  of 
the  1 9th  to  move  flowly  toward  Hillfborough.  There 
his  lordlhip  erefted  the  royal  ftandard,  and  by  procla-  pej,^ 
mation  on  the  20th,  invited  all  his  friends  to  repair  to  20^ 
it.  Greene  being  informed,  that  numbers  had  joined 
bis  lordfliip,  and  that  the  North  Carolinians  were  re- 
pairing to  him  in  fhoals  to  make  their  fubmiflion,  was 
apprehenfive,  that  unlefs  fome  fpirited  ^meafure  was  im- 
mediately taken,  the  whole  country  would  be  loft  to  the 
American  caufe.,  He  concluded  therefore  upon  return- 
ing to  North  Carolina.  The  light  troops  recroffed  the 
Dan  on  the  21ft,  and  on  the  next  day  were  followed  by  ' 
the  main  body,  accompjuiied  with  600  Virginia  militia

«78».  under  gen.  Stevens.  Greene,  the  more  efFeftually  to 
alarm  Cornwallis  and  difcourage  the  royalifts,  rode  with 
his  aid  de  camp  twenty-one  miles  toward  the  enemy 
and  within  about  fifteen  of  his  lordlhip.  The  report  of 
his  being  within  that  diftance  foon  reached  his  lordfliipi 
who  inferred  that  the  American  army  was  equally  near. 
The  light  infantry  hung  round  his  lordfhip^s  quarters, 
while  the  main  army  advanced  flowly,  keeping  in  view 
the  route  to  the  upper  parts  of  the  country,  the  more 
efFeftually  to  avoid  an  aftion,  and  to  form  a  -junftion 
with  the  militia  of  the  Weftern  Waters  under  col.  Camp- 
bell and  others,  who  were  expefted  in  confiderable 
numbers. 

Lieut,  col.  Tarleton  with  the  Britifli  legion  was  de- 
tached from  Hillfborough,  acrofs  the  Haw  river,  to 
major  O  ^Neil's  plantation,  to  prote6t  a  confiderable 
number  of  royalifts  appointed  to  meet  there  on  the  24th. 
Gen.  Pickens  and  lieut.  col.  Lee,  who  had  intelligence 
of  Tarleton's  movements,  concerted  meafures  to  bring 
him  to  adtion.  Lee's  cavalry  were  to  attack  thofe  of 
Tarleton's  command,  while  Pickens's  militia  dilperfcd 
the  collefted  royalifts.  Thefe  happened  to  be  paraded 
on  the  night  of  the  25  th,  in  a  long  lane  leading  toward 
O'Neil's  houfe.  Lee  led  his  cavalry  into  the  lane, 
miftaking  the  royalifts  for  a  part  of  Pickens's  militia, 
which  he  fuppofed  had  arrived  ther6  before  him.  After 
he  difcovcred  the  diftinguiftiing  red  rag  in  their  hats, 
he  with  great  prefence  of  mind  paffed  on,  intending  to 
leave  them  to  the  treatment  of  their  countrymen  under 
Pickens.  When  thefe  came  up,  and  a  firing  Jiad  com- 
menced between  them  and  the  royalifts,  Lee  with  his 
cavalry  returned  and  fell  upon  the  latter  j  who  not  having 
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fcen  Tarleton^s  dragoons,  miftook  Lee's  cavalry  for  i -jSzi 
them.  While  laboring  under  this  miftake,  he  cut  them  \ 
down  as  they  were  making  ardent  proteftations  of  loy-* 
alty,  and  aflerting— "  that  they  were  the  very  bell  friends 
of  the  king."  A  horrid  flaughter  was  made  of  them> 
between  2  and  300  being  cut  to  pieces.  Tarle-  , 
ton  was  refrefhing  his  legion  about  a  mile  from  the 
fcenc.  Upon  hearing  the  alarm,  he  ordered  his  meii 
to  mount;  precipitately  recroffed  the  Haw;  and  re- 
turned JO  HilUborough.  On  his  retreat,  he  alfo  cut 
down  feveral  of  the  royalifts  as  they  were  advancing  to 
join  the  Britilh  army,  miftaking  them  for  rebel  militia 
of  the  country.  This  event,  together  with  Greene's 
having  recroffed  the  Dan,  broke  all  Cornwallis's  mea- 
iures.  The  tide  of  public  fentiment  was  now  no  lohger 
in  his  favor.  The  recruiting  fervice  declined  and  was 
flopped,  which  had  it  proceeded  a  fortnight  longer, 
would  have  fo  ftrengthened  his  lordlhip,  that  he  mufl: 
have  held  the  country.  The  advocates  for  royal  govern- 
ment were  difcouraged,  and  could  not  be  induced  to  a6t 
with  confidence.  Confiderable  numbers,  who  were  on 
their  way  to  join  his  lordlhip,  returned  home  to  wait 
for  further  events* 

On  the  27th  Lord  Cornwallis  retired  from  HilMbo-  f*efei 
rough  in  two  columns.     The  fame  day  Lee's  legion  and  *'^* 
Pickcns^s  militia  joined  the  main  body  of  American  light 
infantry,  which  was  now  confiderably  reinforced  by  vo- 
lunteer horfe  and  riflemen  from  Virginia :  and  the  whole 
corps  paffed  the  Haw  (a  branch  of  Cape  Fear  river)  at 
night.     Greene,  with  the  main  army,   augmented  by 
the  North  Carolina  militia^  cfoffed  it  the  next  morning,' 
and  marched  with  all  his  force  toward  AUamance.    la 
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'781- the  evening  it  was  difcovered  that  CornwalUs,  with  the 
Britifti  army^  was  near  it.  The  Anmerican  Jight  in- 
-  fantry  encamped  within  about  three  miles  of  him,  and 
Greene  halted  within  feven,  on  a  road  leading  immedi- 
ately to  his  lordlhip^s  camp-  Though  Greene  meant  ta 
aflbme  the  mod  confident  appearance,  he  confidered 
this  fituation  extremely  ineligible ;  as  it  was  in  a  man-r 
ner  forcing  his  lordfhip  to  aftion,  for  which  he  himfelf 
was  by  no  means  prepared  5  but  to  retire  precipitately 
would  betray  his  apprehenfions  of  danger.  He  hoped 
that  lord  Cornwallis  meant  to  retire,  though  reludtantly, 
to  Crofs  Creek  on  Cape  Fear  river-  Me  therefore  wifh- 
cd  only  to  wait  on  him,  and  partially  to  attack  him  on 
.  the  march,  for  which  the  light  troops  were  perfedtly 
calculated.  Greeners  objed  was  to  wear  away  the  time, 
till  all  the  expefted  reinforcements  ftiould  arrive,  and  his 
army  could  be  properly  organized  and  prepared  for  ac- 
tion. On  the  ad  of  March  there  was  a  flight  flcirmifh 
*  in  the  morning,  between  a  detachment  under  Tarleton 
and  a  part  of  the  militia  under  Williams,  within  one 
mile  of  the  BritiiOi  encampment. 

After  various  movements  of  the  American  light  in- 
fantry, lord  Cornwallis  taking  the  advantage  of  a  thick 
Mar.  fog  on  the  6th  of  March,  marched  early  in  the  morn- 
^r  ing  with  his  whole  force,  intending  to  furprife  them  and 
bring  Greene  to  a  general  adion :  but  the  vigilance  of 
die  light  troops  difappointcd  his  lordftiip's  firft  hope,  and 
then  gallantly  defeated  his  fecond*  About  eight  o'cloclc 
the  patfoles  of  Williams's  brigade  brought  intelligence 
of  his  lordftiip's  being  within  two  miles  of  his  encamp* 
ment,  on  the  road  leading  to  gen.  Pickens's  quarters, 
and  from  thence  so  Whitfell's  mill,  vi  important  paf^ 

on 
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on  Reedy  Fork  creek,  immediately  between  the  Ameri-  '7*'* 
can  light  infantry  and  the  main  army.     His  lord(hip*s 
defigns  were  manifeft,  and  no  time  was  to  be  loft.    Dill 
patches  went  off  to  apprize  Pickens.    He  being  gone 
to  head  quarters,  and  lieut.  col.  Lee,  who  was  of  that 
brigade  and  fecond  in  command,  having  received  infor- 
mation of  his  lordfliip's  approach,  retired  before  him* 
CoL  Williams  marched  his  brigade  immediately  for 
Whitfeli's  mill.  ^  The  light  Ikirmifhing  of  fome  fmall 
parties  on  the  flanks  of  the  Britifli  army,  gained  time 
for  the  removal  of  certain  impediments,  lb  that  a  junc-^ 
tion  of  the  two  brigades  was  formed  about  a  mile  front 
the  mill.    Col.  Williams  then  ordered  col.  Campbell^ 
who  had  joined  the  light  infantry  widi  a  number  of  riflc^ 
men  from  the  Weftern  Waters,  and  lieut.  coL  Wafli- 
ington  to  move  flow,  and  give  time  for  the  reft  of  the 
troops  to  gain  the  pafs,  if  poflible,  without  Hiking  theii!' 
commands,  which  was  effedted.    A  covering  party  was 
formed  of  about  150  Virginia  militia.    The  main  hodf 
of  the  militia  pafled  firft  after  the  horfes  and  waggons, 
and  formed  on  the  oppofite  fide  of  the  water  ^  then  the 
regular  infantry  under  lieut.  col.  Howard;  after  that 
Lcc's  legion,  infantry  and  cavalry.  Campbell  and  Wafli^ 
ington  filed  off  about  half  a  mile  from  the  mill,  crofled 
and  rgoined  the  reft  on  the  other  fide  of  the  creeks 
Col.  Webftcr,  with  about  1000  Britiflx  infantry,  attack*^ 
cd  the  covering  party,  which  gave  him  a  brllk  fire,  and 
then  retired  over  the  fork.    The  Britilh  infantry  foUow-^^ 
ed  with  great  precipitation,  and  met  a  fevere  falute  from 
the  fire  of  CampbelVs  rifles  and  Lee's  legion  infantry^ 
which  v^rerc  judicioufly  difpofed  for  that  purpofe»    Web- 
Aer  being  fupported  by  the  chafleurs  and  HcIIians,  and 

£  a  Corn« 
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1781.  Cornwallis  planting  his  field  pieces  on  commanding 
grounds,  difmayed  the  militia  fo  manifeftly,  that  Wil- 
liams gave  them  orders  to  retire ;  and  then  followed 
with  Howard's  battalion,  flanked  by  a  company  of  De- 
laware infantry  and  the  infantry  of  the  legion,  the  whole 
covered  by  Walhington's  cavalry.  The  cavalry  of  the 
legion  covered  the  baggage  and  ammunition  waggons, 
which  accidentally  took  a  different  route.  Thus  ended 
the  defigns  of  lord  Cornwallis  for  that  day,  which  was 
too  far  fpent  to  admit  of  the  execution  of  any  impor- 
tant manoeuvre.  The  lofs  of  the  Americans  was  about 
50  killed  and  wounded,  that  of  the  Britilh  probably 
much  greater,  as  they  twice  fuftained  the  unexpefted 
fire  of  the  former.  Col.  Williams  retired  three  miles, 
and  formed  to  await  the  enemy  j  but  as  they  did  not  ad- 
vance he  proceeded  further,  and  encamped  that  even- 
ing about  feven  miles  from  the  place  of  aftion.  It  may 
be  thought  worthy  of  being  recorded,  that  Mr.  Perry, 
fergeant  major,  and  Mr.  Lunsford,  quarter  mafter  fer- 
geant  of  the  3d  American  regiment  of  dragoons,  two 
fpirited  young  fellows,  being  feparately  detached  with 
each  four  dragoons,  as  parties  of  obfervation  on  the  re- 
treat; faw  16  or  18  horfemen  of  the  Britilh  army  in 
new  levy  uniforms  ride  into  a  farm-houfe  yard  in  an  ir- 
regular manner ;  and  fome  of  them  difmounted.  They 
inftantly  joined  their  fmall  force,  feized  the  occafion, 
charged  the  horfemen,  and  in  fight  of  the  Britilh  legion, 
'  which  was  on  the  contrary  fide  of  the  fence,  cut  every 
man  down,  and  then  retired  without  a  fear* 

While  Greene  was  really  unequal  to  even  defenfive 

operations,  and  waited  to  have  his  army  ftrcngthened, 

'  he  lay  for  feven  days  within  ten  miles  of  Cornwallis's 

**       '  camp  I 
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f^mp:  but  he  took  a  new  pofition  every  night;   andi^^Si^ 
kept  it  as  a  profound  fecret  with  himfelf  where  the  next  y 
was  to  be;  fo  that  his  lord  (hip  could  not  gain  intelli-  I 
gcnce  of  his  fituation  in  time  to  avail  himfelf  of  it,    \ 
During   thefe    manoeuvres   Greene  was   often  obliged    | 
to  afk  bread  of  the  connmon  foldiers,  having  none  of  I 
his  own.     Cornwallis  made  a  ftroke  at  him  twice,  but 
miiTed  his  aim.     At  length  Greene  was  reinforced,  with 
another  brigade  of  militia  from  Virginia  under  gen.  Law- 
Ibn,  and  two  from  North  Carolina  under  gens.  Butler 
and  Eaton,    and   400  regulars  raifed  for   18   months; 
this  enabled  him  to  diflblve  the  conftitution  of  the  light 
army  on.  the   loth.     The  fame  day  he  wrote  to  gov.  Mar. 
JefFerfon — "  Hitherto  I  have  been  obliged  to  pradife  ^^* 
that  by  finefle,  which  I  dared  not  to  attempt  by  force.     I 
know  the  people  have  been  in  anxious  fufpenfe,  waiting 
tjie  /event  ,of  a  general  aftion  :  but  be  the  confequence 
of  ccnfure  what  it  may,  nothing  fhall  hurry  me  into  a. 
ipeafure,  that  is  not  fuggefted  by  prudence,  or  connefts 
not  with  it  the  intereft  of  the  fouthern  department." 

Lord  Cornwallis  not  immediately  urging  his  plan  of 
bringing  on  a  general  aftion,  but  moving  toward  New 
Garden,  alias  the  Quaker  meeting-houfe,  gave  Greene 
the  opportunity  of  arranging  his  army  a-new,  and  of  . 
making  every  preparation  for  an  engagement.     This  he    j 
ntow  determined  to  venture  upon,  as  he  thought  himfelf  1 
fijfficiently  ftrgng ;  and  forefaw  that  by  delaying  any  time    ! 
he  fhould  probably  be  weakened  through  the  withdraw-^    ; 
ment  of  many  militia  men ;  befide,  there  would  be  a    ' 
great  difficulty  of  fubfifting  long  in  the  field  in  fo  ex- .    •. 
haufted  a  country.     On  the  14th  he  marched  his  arrpy 
%0  Guildford  court-houfe,  and  took  a  pofition  within 

E      2  ^jght  ; 
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*78x. eight  miles  of  Cornwallis's  encampment.  His  force  dm-* 
filled  of  Huger's  brigade  of  Virginia  continentals^  778 
prefcnt  and  fit  for  duty  j  of  Williams's  Maryland  brigade 
^d  Delaware$>  630 ;  and  of  the  infantry  of  Lce*$  par* 
tizan  legion,  82 — total  of  continental  regulars^^  14901 
bcfides  thefe  there  were  1060  militia  from  North  C^o^ 
lina,  and  1693  from  Virginia,  in  all  2753.  The  whole 
army  confided  of  4243  foot^  and  of  161  cavalry,  in-r 
eluding  Wafhington's  light  dr^oons  86,  and  of  Lee'i 
legion  75.  Before  the  engagement  began^  the  marquif 
of  Bretagney  joined  the  army  with  about  40  horfe,  very 
few  accoutred  as  horfemen,  but  mounted  as  infantry* 
On  the  morning  of  the  15th  the  Americans  iB^rc  fyp^ 
plied  with  provifions,  and  a  gill  of  rum  per  man  $  and 
orders  were  ifiued  fpr  the  whole  to  be  in  perfeft  readi^ 
nefs  for  a£tion. 

Lord  Cornwallis,  being  cpnyinccd  fropi  gcp.  Greene's 
movempnts  that  he  intended  to  venture  an  engagement, 
fen^:  off  his  baggage  under  a  proper  cfcort  on  the  14th; 

War^  and  the  next  morning  at  day  brea^  marched  with  die 
remainder  of  bis  army,  amounting  to  about  2400  incn, 
chiefly  troops  grown  veteran  in  viftories^j  either  to  meet 
(Sreene  on  the  way,  or  to  attack  him  in  his  encamp* 
ment.  By  this,  Greene's  defign  of  a^acking  his  lord- 
fliip  w^^s  anticipated.  About  three  miles  from  the  Ame« 
rican  army,  the  Britifh  advance  guard  under  Tarletoii 
fell  in  with  Lee's  legion,  Campbell  and  Lynch -s  rifle- 
men, Lee's  dragoons  killed  about  fifty  of  Tarleton'^, 
and  thp  riflemen  are  thoi3ght  to  have  killed  dnd  wound- 
ed more  than  lOO  inf^try.  This  fkirmifti  gave  Grctne 
time  to  form  his  army,  within  about  a  mile  and  a  quar- 
ter of  Gupford  coun-houfe.     The  Britji)i  advanced 

through 
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llutHigh  a  field  beyond  which  was  a  fence  and  a  thick  *7Si* 
wood.     In  the  fkirts  of  this  wood  next  to  the  field,  the 
firft  American  line  was  drawn   up,   confiding  of  the 
North  Carolina  militia.     The  fecond  line  behind  that. 
was  formed  of  the  Virginia  militia.     The  third  and  laft 
line  confifted  of  the  Maryland  and  Virginia  continentals 
under  Huger  and  Williams.     Waftiington  with  his  ca- 
valry, and  a  corps  of  Delaware  light  infantry  and  fome 
riflemen  under  col.  Lynch,    covered  the  right  flank; 
and  Lee  with  his  legion  and  fome  riflemen  under  col^ 
Campbell,  the  left.     The  whole  were  fo  flrongly  polled, 
that  Greene  was  fearful  left  Cornwallis  fhould  not  attack 
them  in  fi-ont,  but  change  his  pofition  and  fall  upoa 
their  flanks.     The  front  line  was  only  in  fight ;  the  two 
others  being  covered  by  the  wood  in  which  they  were 
pofted.     The  Americans  had  two  pieces  of  cannon  in 
the  field  before  them.     After  a  brifk  cannonade  between 
them  and  the  Britifli,  which  lafted  from  about  half  an 
hour  after  one  till  two,  the  latter  advanced  in  three  co- 
lumns,  the  Heflians  on  the  right,    the  guards  in  the 
centre,  and  Webfter's  brigade  on  the  left.     The  whole 
moved  on  toward  the  North  Carolinians,  who  waited 
the  attack*  until  the  enemy  got  within  140  yards,  when 
part  of  them  fired  once,  while  a  great  number  ran  away 
without  firing  or  being  fired  upon.     All  the  exertions 
of  their  officers  to, rally  them  were  ineflfeftual.     They 
deferted  the  moft  advantageous  poft  Greene  ever  faw, 
and  let  in  the  enemy  upon  the  fecond  line  compofed  of 
the  Virginia  militia  under  Stevens,    He  had  the  addrefs 
to  prevent  his  brigade  from  receiving  any  bad  impreC 
fions  from  the  retreating  North  Carolinians,  by  giving 
pyf  that  they  had  orders  to  retire  after  difcharging  their 

E  4  pieces- 
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'ISi.pieces.     To  cherllh  this  idea 'he  ordered  his  men  to 
open  their  files  to  favor  their  paflage.     The  Virginians 
behaved  much  better  than  the  Carolinians,  did  great 
execution,  and  kept  up  their  fire  till  they  were  ordered 
to  retreat.     Stevens  had  pofted  forty  riflemen  at  equal 
diftances,  twenty  paces  in  the  rear  of  his  brigade,  with 
orders  to  (hoot  every  man  who  ftiould  leave  his  poft. 
That  brave  officer,  though  wounded  through  the  thigh, 
did  not  quit  the  field.     The  continental  troops  were  laft 
engaged,  and  fought  with  great  fpirit.     The  conteft  was 
long  and  fevere :  but  the  Britilh  carried  their  point  by 
fuperior  difcipline.     They  broke  the  fecond  Maryland 
regiment,  turned  the  American  left  flank,  and  got  into 
the  rear  of  the  Virginia  brigade,    and  appeared  to  be 
gaining  Greene's  right,  which  would  have  encircled  the 
whole  of  the  continental  troops,  fo  that  he  thought  it 
advifable  to  order  a  retreat.     About  this  time  Wa(h-» 
ington  made  a  charge  with  the  hoffe  on  a  part  of  the 
brigade  of  Britifli  guards,  and  the  firfl:  regiment  of  Ma- 
rylanders  following  the  horfe  with  their  bayonets,  near 
the  whole  of  the  party  fell  a  facrifice.     Huger  with  the 
Virginia  brigade  was  the  laft  that  engaged  j  and  gave  the 
enemy  a  check.     After  a  hard  battle  of  near  two  hours, 
the  Americans  retreated  in  good  order  to  the  Reedy  Fork, 
and  crofled  the  river,  about  three  miles  from  the  field 
of  aftion.     They  halted,  drew  up  till  they  had  collefted 
moft  of  the  ftragglers,  and  then  retired  to  Speedwell's 
Iron  Works  ten  miles  diftant  from  Guildford.     Greene 
loft  his  artillery  (the  two  fix  pounders  that  Morgan  had 
Jately  recovered,  with  two  others)  and  two  ammunition 
waggons,  •  the  greateft  part  of  the  horfes  being  killed  be- 
fere  the  retareat  began» 

This 
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This  viftory  coft  the  Britifti  dear.     Their  killed  and  n^tf 
wounded  exceeded  600  men,  befide  officers.   The  guards 
loft  col.  Stuart,  with  the  captains  Schutz,  Maynard  and 
Goodriche,  befide  fubalterns.      Col.  Webfter,  a  brave 
experienced  and  diftinguilhed  officer,  died  of  his  wounds  j 

to  the  regret  of  the  royal  army.  Brigadier  generals  I 
O'Hara  and  Howard,  and  col.  Tarleton,  with  feveral  f 
other  officers,  were  wounded. 

About  300  of  the  continentals  and  100  of  the  Vir- 
ginia militia  were  killed  and  wounded,  among  the  for- 
mer was  major  Anderfon  of  the  Maryland  line,  a  moft 
valuable  officer.  Among  the  latter  was  Huger,  befide 
Stevens  already  mentioned.  Of  the  North  Carolina  mi- 
litia fix  were  killed  and  three  wounded,  and  552  miffing^. 
Of  the  Virginia  militia  1294  were  miffing.  Few  of  the 
miffing  were  made  prifoners.  They  returned  home, 
and  never  rejoined  the  camps  fo  tfiat  gen.  Greene's 
9rmy  fuftained  a  greater  diminution  than  the  Britifh.  It 
was  however  foon  apparent,  that  the  advantages  of  the 
engagement  were  on  his  fide. 

Though  lord  Cornwallis  iflued  out  a  proclamation  j^^^ 
three  days  after  the  battle,  fetting  forth -his  complete   ^^^ 
viftory,  and  calling  on  all  loyal  fubjefts  to  ftand  forth 
and  take  an  aftive  part  in  reftoring.good  government^   \ 
and  offering  pardon  and  prote£tion  to  all  rebels,  mur-    , 
derers  excepted;  yet  on  the  19th  he  decamped,  aban-    \ 
doning  all  his  boafted  advantages,  and  his  hofpital  at 
die  Quaker  meeting-houfe,  containing  between  70  and     < 
80  wounded  Britifli  officers  and  foldiers.     He  alfo  left 
behind  him  all  the  wounded  Americans  taken  on  the 
15th,  and  retreated  toward  Crofs  Creek.     Greene  cx- 
pefte4  that  h?  woujjl  hav0  advanced^  and  therefore  had 

pre- 
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»78'«  prepared  for  another  aftion ;  but  upon  hearing  that  hk 
lordlhip  was  attempting  to  avoid  it>  he  purfued  him  the 
next  day  with  all  poflible  expedition.  Greene  having 
no  means  of  providing  for  the  wounded  of  his  own  and 
the  Britifli  forces,  wrote  a  letter  to  the  neighbouring 
inhabitants  of  the  quaker  perfuafion,  in  which  he  men- 
tioned his  being  brought  up  a  quaker,  and  obferved  that 
an  opportunity  offered  fbr  the  exercife  of  their  huma- 
nity, without  confining  themfelvcs  to  either  party,  by 
taking  care  of  the  wounded  both  Britilh  and  Americans, 
who  muft  otherwife  perifti.  His  recommendations  and 
arguments  prevailed,  and  the  quakers  fupplied  the  hoC* 
pitals  with  all  that  was  wanting  till  the  Tick  and  wound* 
cd  recovered. 

So  great  was  die  avidity  of  the  Americans  to  renew 
the  confli£t  with  Cornwallis,  that  notwithilanding  the; 
weather  was  very  wet  and  the  roads  deep,  they  marched 
Hmott  conftandy  \nthout  any  regular  fupply  of  provi-p 
Mar.  fions.    On  the  morning  of  the  28th,   they  arrived  at 
*^    Ramfay's  mills  on  Deep  river,  a  (Irong  pofition  which 
his  lordlhip  evacuated  a  few  hours  before,  by  crofling 
the  river  on  a  bridge  erected  for  that  purpofe.    Evident 
figns  of  precipitation  were  found  in  and  about  his  lord- 
ihip's  encampment.    Several  of  the  dead  were  left  oa 
die  ground  unburied.    Eeef  in  quarters  was  found  ixi 
the  flaughter  pen  on  which  the  hungry  continentals  fed 
^edily  5  but  that  not  being  fufficient  to  allay  their  keen 
appetites,  they  eat  without  a  murmur  the  garbage  which 
was  meant  for  the  buzzards  ♦.     Cornwallis  had  now 
fairly  the  ftart  of  Greene,  and  was  in  a  fituation  to  main- 
tain his  advantage.    He  was  on  the  Ibuth  fxdc  of  Deep 
tCoI^O.H^Wimam^ 
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fiver,  with  Cape  Fear  on  his  left,  and  fupplics  for  his  >7''^ 
army  in  <ix>nt :  whereas  Greene  was  too  far  advanced  to 
ezpe£i:  any  inimediate  fuccour  from  the  country  behind 
him;  he  was  therefore  under  the  neceffity  of  giving  up 
Ae  purfuit*.  Nothing  but  blood  and  flaughter  has 
prevailed  among  the  whigs  and  tories  in  that  part  of  the 
country  which  has  been  the  fccne  of  the  late  tranfac- 
dons,  and  their  inveteracy  agaifift  each  other  muft  de- 
populate it  if  continued. 

Here  let  us  clofe  our  account  of  the  operations  under 
lord  Cornwallis  and  gen.  Greene,  and  enter  upon  thofe 
l}iat  relate  to  Virginia, 

General  Arnold,  with  near  50  fail  of  veflcls,  arrived        1 
in  the  Chefapeak  by  the  end  of  December.     He  landed,         j 
with  about  1500  men  and  a  few  light  horfe,  15  miles 
bebw  Richmond,  and  marched  into  that  town  about  12  j^^  ^ 
o'clock  on  the  5th  of  January.    The  public  ftores  and    5« 
buildings  were  deftroycd  i  together  with  the  rope  walk> 
and  the  rum  and  ialt  in  the  merchants  hands.    The 
troops  went  on  eight  miles  to  deftroy  the  foundery  and 
magazine  atWefl-Ham;  but  the  arms  and  ammuni- 
toon  had  been  removed  to  Manchefter,  in  Powhatan 
county,  where  the  governor  was^  with  baron  Steuben^ 
who  had  arrived  from  the  nordiwaid  by  the  beginning 
of  December.    The  next  day  at  noon  tjicy  retreated  the 
feme  way  they  came  5  with  the  defign  of  committmg 
thofe  deflrudtions  in  other  places,  that  might  difablc  the 
ftate  as  fer  poflible  from  making  eflfe£bual  oppofition  to

the 
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Ji?^*^  the  plans  of  the  Britifh  miniftry.  They  afterward  landed 
on  the  15th  and  marched  to  Smithfieldj  and  from 
thence  they  proceeded  to  Portfmouth  by  land.  Here 
Arnold  took  poft,  and  began  to  fortify  by  the  20th,  as 
the  militia  were  coUefting  apace,  under  b^ron  Steubes, 
generals  Nelfon,  Weedon  and  Muhlenburgh :  but  it  was 
the  unhappinefs  of  the  date  to  be  deftitute  of  arms,  and 
(by  bad  management)  of  almoft  every  thing  elfe  necefr 
fary  for  defence.  Gen.  Wafhington  laid  a  plan  for 
catching  Arnold  and  his  detachment,  which  was  fervice- 
able,  though  unfuccefsful  in  the  main  point.  The  ge^ 
neral  was  the  more  eager  in  it,  having  been  confirmed 
jby  letters  found  on  board  captured  veffels,  in  the  intel- 
JKgence  he  had  before  received  of  a  Britifh  projeft,  to 
make  a  lafting  cftablifliment  in  Virginia.  Four  Ihips 
j^^  of  the  Britifh  fleet,  which  had  been  lying  for  fome  time 
%2*  in  Gardener's-bay,  failed  on  the  2  2d  as  far  eaflward  as 
Narraganfet-bay.  A  gale  of  wind  and  a  very  thick 
fnow  coming  on  at  night,  the  CuUoden  was  totally  loft, 
and  the  Bedford  difmafted,  each  carrying  74  guns.  No 
fooner  did  the  general  receive  a  certain  account  of  the 
fame,  than  he  put  in  motion,  under  the  command  of 
the  marquis  de  la  Fayette,  1200  light  infantry,  as  large 
a  part  of  his  fmall  jforce  as  he  could,  with  prudence, 
detach  to  Virginia.  He  at  the  fame  time  intimated  to 
count  de  Rochambeau  the  poffibility  and  importance  of 
improving  the  opportunity  in  an  attempt  upon  Arnold ; 
and  requefled  of  him  and  the  chevalier  d'Eflouchcs  (to 
whom  the  command  of  the  French  fleet  had  devolved 
\3p0n  the  death  of  adm.  Ternay)  to  fend  the  whole 
fleet,  and  a  detachment  of  their  land  force  to  the  ChCr 
fapeak.    Inftc^d  of  the  whole,  9  part  only  of  the  fleet 
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was  fent;  the  Eveillie  a  64  gun  fliip,  and  two  frigates,  1781* 
under  the  command  of  Monf.  Tilly,  They  failed  from 
Newport  on  the  9th  of  February,  with  orders  to  go  to 
the  Chefepeak,  and  attempt  the  deftruftion  of  the  Brin 
tifh  (hips  there,  and  the  frigates  that  protefted  them. 
They  returned  on  the  25th  without  accomplifhing  the 
objcdt  of  their  miflion,  through  the  precaution  taken  by 
the  enemy.  They  however  took  or  deftroyed  ten  veffels, 
and  brought  to  Newport  the  Romulus  of  44  guns, 
which  they  captured  at  the  entrance  of  the  bay.  Wafh- 
ington,  defirous  of  flopping  the  progrefs  of  the  enemy 
in  Vu-ginia,  proceeded  to  Newport,  that  he  might  dif- 
courfe  with  the  French  commanders  on  the  meafures 
proper  to  be  purfued.  He  went  firft  on  board 
d'Eftouches*  ftiip  in  the  forenoon  of  March  the  6th, 
where  Rochambeau.  met  him.  It  was  agreed  that  .. 
d'Eftouches  fliould  fail  immediately;  and  that  Rocham- 
beau  Ihould  fend  on  board  the  men  of^  war,  a  detach- 
ment of  the  army  under  the  baron  de  Viomeuil.  After 
fpending  an  hour  or  two  on  board,  Wafliington  and 
Rochambeau  landed  at  Newport  about  one  o'clock. 
The  neceflary  meafures  were  taken  to  expedite  the  fleet : 
but  inftead  of  failing  the  next  day  when  the  wind  was 
as  favorable  for  the  French,  and  as  adverfe  to  the  Britifti 
as  it  could  blow,  they  were  delayed  24  hours  for  wantj^^^j. 
of  fupplies.  They  failed  on  Thurfday  evening  the  8th  8. 
of  March.  They  were  followed  on  the  Saturday  by  the 
Britilh  from  Gardener's  bay  under  adm.  Arbuthnot,  who 
made  fuch  expedition  as  to  intercept  them  off  Cape 
Henry  on  the  i6th.  The  two  fleets  were  wellpoifed  in  jg^ 
point  of  ftrength,  the  fuperiority  of  a  few  guns  on  the 
fide  of  the  Britifli,  being  counterbalanced  by  the  greater 

number 
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i78i#  number  of  men  on  the  other.  The  line  was  compofed 
of  eight  fhips  on  each  fide,  including  the  Romulus  of 
44  guns  m  the  French,  and  the  Adamant  of  50  in  the 
Britiih.  A  partial  engagement  took  place.  Each  fide 
claimed  the  advantage :  but  the  French  abandoned  their 
defign  of  fuccouring  Virginia,  and  returned  to  Newport 
on  the  26th.  Had  they  gained  the  Chefapeak  before 
overtaken  by  the  Britifh,  Waftiington  is  of  opinion, 
that  the  plan  againft  Arnold  could  not  have  failed  of 
fuccefs.  The  return  of  the  French  difconcerted  the 
marquis  de  la  Fayette.  On  his  arrival  at  Annapolis  in 
Maryland,  he  left  his  troops  there,  and  haftened  down 
,  the  Chefapeak  to  get  a  body  of  militia  in  readinefs  for 
co-operation :  but  upon  hearing  what  had  taken  place, 
he  marched  back  with  his  detachment  to  the  Head  of 
Elk. 

Sir  Henry  Clinton,  to  fupport  the  fouthern  operations 
and  increafe  their  fuccefs,  forwarded  a  convoy  to  the 
Chefapeak,  with  about  2000  choice  troops  on  board 
under  gen.  Phillips,  whom  he  appointed  to  the  chief 
Miuv  command  in  Virginia,  They  arrived  on  the  a5th  of 
*^*  March.  Among  the  greateft  misfortunes  to  the  Ame- 
rican caufe  occafioned  by  the  invafion  of  this  ftate,  muft 
be  reckoned  the  obftrudtions  it  has  thrown  on  every  pre- 
paration for  the  fupport  of  the  fouthern  army.  It  has 
kept  back  the  raifing  of  recruits  and  every  fupply. 

Certain  adts  and  concerns  of  congrefs  remain  to  be 
related. 

The  capture  of  Mr.  Laurens  by  the  Britifh  made  it 
tieceflary  for  congrefs  to  ^point  another  gentleman  to 
iiipply  his  place.  They  therefore  commiifioned  Mn 
John  Adamsi  on  the  ift  of  January^  to  be  their  minifter 
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pknipotcntiary^  to  the  States  General   of  the  Dutch '7^'» 
United  Provinces.     He  was  alfo  empowered  to  negotiate 
a  loan  of  money  among  the  HoUancJers ;  and  in  con- 
fidence of  his  fuccefs  they  direfted,  on  the  3d  of  January, 
bills  of  exchange  to  be  drawn  upon  him  at  fix  months  jigjj^ 
fight*     On  the  3d  of  February  they  agreed — *^  That  it    > 
be  recqmmended  to  the  feveral  ftates,  as  indifpenfabl/      j 
neceflTary,  that  they  vcft  a  power  in  congrefs,  to  levy  for  the      j 
ufe  of  the  united  ftates,  a  duty  of  five  per  cent,  ad  valorem,      ! 
at  the  time  and  place  of  importation,  upon  all  goods      | 
and  merchandifes  of  foreign  growth  and  manufaftures,      j 
which  may  be  imported  into  any  of  the  faid  ftates  from      ; 
any  foreign  port,  ifland  or  plantation,  after  the  ift  day      | 
of  May,  1781,  except  arms,  ammunition,  clothing,  and      j 
other  articles  imported  on  account  of  the  united  ftates, 
or  any  of  them;  and  except  wool  cards  and  cotton  cards, 
and  wire  for  making  them ;  and  alfo  except  ialt  during 
the  war :— Alfo  a  like  duty  of  five  per  cent,  on  all  prize* 
and  prize  goods,  condemned  in  the  court  of  admiralty 
of  any  of  thefe  ftates  as  lawful  prize :— That  the  money 
arifing  from  the  faid  duties  be  appropriated  to  the  dif- 
charge  of  the  principal  and  intereft  of  the  debts  already 
contracted,  or  which  may  be  contrafted,  on  the  faith     j 
of  the  united  ftates,  for  fupporting  the  prefent  war :—     / 
That  the  faid  duties  be  continued  until  the  faid  debt$    / 
Ihall  be  fully  and  finally  difcharged."    Some  gentlemen 
objedt  to  the  recommendation,  or  at  leaft  a  compliance 
with  it,  and  fay— !['  Drawing  money  infcnfibly  from  the  | 
people  by  impofts  may  be  a  favorite  fcheme  in  monar-  | 
chies  and  arift:ocracies  j  but  in  republican  governments,  '■ 
fuch  as  are  eftablifhed  in  America,  is  inexpedient,  if  npc 
dangerQUS^    When  money  is  drawn  from  the  people  in«  ; 
4  ^nfibly,  \ 
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1^1.  fenfibly,  they  are  lefs  attentive  to  abufes  in  the  expen- 
diture :  but  when  they  are  called  upon  for  taxes  and  feel 
the  burden  of  thenn,  they  are  more  watchful  to  fee  that* 
they  are  properly  applied,  and  to  prevent  the  rulers 
from  bribing  the  people  with  their  own  money,  and  fub- 
verting  the  public  liberty  by  the  means  put  into  their 
hands  for  fecuring  and  defending  it."  It  will  be  long 
before  the  feveral  ftates  can  be  prevailed  upon  to  veft 
congrefs  with  the  defired  powen 

Congrefs  on  the  6th  of  February,  ordered  that  the 
drawing  of  the  fourth  and  laft  clafs  of  the  united  ftates 
lottery  fhould  begin  on  the  2d  of  April.  Through  the 
amazing  depreciation  of  the  paper  currency,  the  whole 
will  turn  out  a  fimple  piece  of  bufinefs,  and  difappoint 
the  original  hopes  both  of  the  fortunate  adventurers  and 
of  congrefs. 

They  proceeded  by  ballot  to  the  eleftion  of  a  fuper- 
intendant  of  finance,  to  examine  into  the  ftate  of  the 
public  debts,  expenditures,  and  revenue :  to  digeft  and 
report  plans  for  improving  and  regulating  the  finances, 
and  (ot  eftablifhing  order  and  oeconomy  in  the  expen- 
diture of  the  public  money :  and  to  the  exercife  of  many 
other  powers  neceffary  to  complete  the  financier.  Robert 
Morris  efq;  of  Philadelphia  was  unanimoufly  elefted. 

27.  They  paffed  a  commendatory  refolution  refpedling 
capt.  John  Paul  Jones  5  and  further  refolved,  that  Dn 
Franklin  fhould  acquaint  his  moft  Chriflian  majefty;  that 
his  majefly's  offer  of  adorning  capt.  Jones  with  the  crolsi 
of  military  merit  was  highly  acceptable  to  congrefs. 
The  fmall  fquadron  which  the  captain  commanded  in 
1779,  was  fitted  out  at  the  expence  of  his  moft  Chriftian 
majefty,  who  honored  him  with  a  French  commiffion.  - 
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Monf.  de.Sartine,  the  minifter  of  the  marine,  requefled'T^'* 
Dr.  Franklin  to  ftrengthen  the  fquadron  by  ordering 
the  Alliance  to  join  it,  which  was  inimediately  done. 
On  the  1 2th  of  February  the  Maryland  delegates  laid  { 

before  congrefs  an  adt  of  their  ftate,  empowering  them  1 
to  fubfcribe   and  ratify  the  articles  of  confederation. 
The  ill  of  March  was  afterward  fixed  upon  for  their  ; 
doing  it.     Maryland  having  no  vacant  weftern  territory, 
contended  with  great  juftice,  that  the  unappropriated 
weftern  country  fhould  be  the  common  property  of  the 
union,  and  pledged  as  a  fund  for  finking  the  continental 
debt}    and  dechned  acceding  to  the  confederation  till    \ 
fome  fatisfaftion  ftiould  be  given  upon  that  fubjeft.     But 
congrefs  having  recommended  it  to  the  ftates,  claiming 
fuch  country,  to  remove  the  only  obftacle  to  a  final  rati- 
fication ;  and  then  earneftly  requefted  the  legiflature  of 
Maryland  to  empower  their  delegates,  they  accordingly 
did  fo  on  the  30th  of  lafl:  January.     They  concurred 
in  the  meafure,  as  well  from  a  defire  to  perpetuate  and 
ftrengthen  the  union,  as  from  a  confidence  in  the  juftice 
and  generofity  of  the  larger  ftates,  and  that  fuperior  to 
local  interefts,  they  would  confent  to  fuch  arrangements 
of  the  unappropriated  lands,  included  in  their  refpeftive 
charters,  as  good  policy  required,  and  the  great  exertions 
of  their  own  ftate  in  the  common  caufe  had  fb  highly  de- 
ferved.     When  the  ift  of  March  was  arrived,  the  New  Mar* 
York  delegates,  by  virtue  of  the  powers  with  which  their     »• 
legiflature  had  intrufted  them,  proceeded  by  an  official 
aft  in  congrefs  to  limit  and  reftrift  the  boundaries  of 
that  ftate,  and  to  relinquifti  all  right,  jurifdiftion  and 
claim,  to  all  lands  to  the  northward  and  weftward  of  the 
fame,  to  be  difpofed  of  as  the  congrefs  of  the  confe- 
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'7^*- derated  ftates  fhould  diredl.  The  Maryland  delegatcs^ 
then  proceeded  to  fign  and  ratify  the  articles  of  confe- 
deration. Thi§  important  event  has  been  communicated 
to  the  executives  of  the  feveral  ftates ;  and  the  American 
minifters  in  Europe  have  been  ordered  to  notify  it  to  the 
re(pe6live  courts  at  which  they  refide. 

Though  a  longer  delay  on  the  part  of  Maryland  might 
have  been  produftive  of  bad  confcquences,  yet  there  arc 
feveral  members  of  congrefs,  who  are  fenfiblc  of  it^ 
having  been  highly  beneficial  upon  many  occafions.  As 
feven  ftates  were  a  majority,  whenever  that  number  met 
it  was  confidered  as  the  reprefcntative  body  of  the  thir- 
teen s  and  if  four  out  of  the  feven  *  agreed,  it  pafled 
for  the  voice  of  the  United  States,  even  in  thofe  cafes, 
which  by  the  confederation  required  the  concurrence  of 
nine  ftates.  The  want  of  fuch  concurrence,  h^d  the* 
confederation  been  perfefted  at  a  very  eafly  date,  would 
have  prevented  the  execution  of  much  bulinefs  of  the 
higheft  importance. 

1 6.  Congrefs  refolved — "  That  it  be,  and  hereby  is,  re- 
commended-to  the  feveral  ftates,  to  amend  their  laws 
making  the  bills  of  credit  emitted,  under  the  authority 
of  congrefs,  a  legal  tender,  fo  that  fuch  bills  Ihall  not 
be  a  tender  in  any  other  manner  than  at  their  current 
value  compared  with  gold  and  filver."  The  fame  day 
they  refolved—"  That  the  ftates  be  immediately  called 
upon  to  furnifti  for  the  public  expences,  and  for  Carrying 
on  the  war,  their  proportion  of  one  million  five  hundred

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thoufarid  dollars  quarterly,  the  firft  quarterly  payment '7^'» 
i:o  be  made  on  the  ift  day  of  June  next.'*     Neither  of 
thefe  refolves  will  be  fufficienriy  produftive. 

This  (ball  clofe  with  an  extraft  from  a  letter  of  gen, 
Wafhington,  written  the  beginning  of  April—*'  I  give 
It  decifively  as  niy  opinion,  that  without  a  foreign  loan 
our  prefent  force,  which  is  but  the  remnant  of  an  army, 
cannot  be  kept  together  this  campaign,  rmich  lefs  will 
it  be  increafed  and  in  readinefs  for  another.  If  France 
delays  a  timely  arid  powerful  aid  in  the  critical  pofturc 
bf  our  affairs,  it  will  avail  us  nothing  fhould  (he  attempt 
it  hereafter.  We  are  at  this  hour  fufpended  in  the  ba- 
lance :  we  cannot  tranfport  the  provifions  from  the  ftates 
in  which  they  are  a(fe(red,  to  the  army,  becaufe  we  can- 
not pay  the  teamfter s,  who  will  no  longer  work  for  cer-  . 
tificates.'^--In  a  word,  we  are  at  the  end  of  our  tether, 
and  now  or  never  our  deliverance  muft  come." 


LETTER      III.

Friend  G* 

•  AS  foon  as  the  rupture  between  Great  Britain  and 
-^^  Holland  was  known  at  Yerfailles,  the  king  gav^ 
immediate  orders  that  all  the  Dutch  ve(rels  in  any  of  the^ 
FrencK ports  Ihould  be  made  acquainted,  with  it;  and 

F  2  accordingly 
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^7^'- accordingly  a  circular  letter  was  written  by  the  marqui4 
de  Caftries  on  the  25th  of  laft  December,  and  fent  to 
the  feveral  ports.  The  firft  material  capture  made  by 
the  Britifh,  after  the  hoftile  manifefto  againft  the  Dutch, 
was' that  of  the  Rotterdam  of  50  guns  and  300  meii 
belonging  to  the  ftates  general,  by  the  Warwick,  capt. 
5.  '   Elphinftone,  on  the  5th  of  January, 

Oh  the  9th  the  Dutch  council  of  ftate  propofed,  that 
the  marine  of  the  republic  fhould  confift  of  94  fhips  and 
armed  veflels,  and  18,430  feamen.  There  were  to  be 
II  ihips  of  the  line,  15  of  50  guns  and  2  of  40.  Three 
days  after,  the  ftates  general  publifhed  a  placart,  grant- 
ing letters  of  marque  againft  the  Britifh.  This  was  fol- 
lowed after  a  time  by  an  anfwer  to  the  Britilh  manifefto. 

Notwithftanding  the  neceffary  increafe  of  national  ex- 
pences  in  Great  Britain  by  the  Dutch  war,  yet  toward 
the  end  of  January,  the  houfe  of  commons  hearkened 
to  the  calls  of  humanity,  and  in  confequence  of  differ- 
ent petitions,  voted  for  the  relief  of  the  fufFerers  by  the 
hurricane  at  Barbadoes  8 0,000 1.  and  at  Jamaica  40,000!. 

A  fecond  attempt  has  been  made  on  the  Ifle  of  Jerfey. 
The  baron  de  RuUecourt,  at  the  head  of  about  2000 
men,  condu£ked  it.  By  the  badnefs  of  the  weather  near  half 
his  troops  were  driven  back  to  France,  and  never  joined 
him.  He  at  length  however  made  his  way  with  diffi- 
culty, through  the  rocks  of  la  Roque-Platte ;  and 
landed  a  number  in  the  dark,  three  miles  from  St.  He- 
lier,  the  capital  of  the  ifland;  though  five  veflels  were 
loft,  and  200  of  his  men  perilhed.  A  fmall  party  of 
militia,  meant  for  the  guard  of  a  redoubt  in  the  pflace, 
were  fei2:ed  afleep  by  the  enemy,  who  ^erc  thus,  for 
feveral  hours,  on  the  ifland  without  an  alarm's  being 
5  given. 
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given.  Th^  baron,  leaving  about  120  men  in  the  rc-'1^^* 
doubt,  marched  to  St.  Helier.  He  fecured  the  avenues  (6. 
of  the  town,  furprifed  the  guards  in  the  dark,  and  pof-  ■ 
fcffed  the  market  place  without  noifc.  The  inhabitants 
were  aftonifhed  at  break  of  day,  on  finding  themfelves 
in  the  hands  of  an  enemy.  Major  Corbet,  the  deputy 
governor,  with  the  magiftrates  and  principal  people, 
being  brought  prifoners  to  the  court-houfe,  the  French 
commander  wrote  terms  of  capitulation,  which  he  pro- 
pofed  to  have  figned;  and  by  which  the  ifland  was  to 
be  furrendered  to  France,  and  the  troops  to  lay  down 
their  arms  and  be  fent  to  Great  Britain.  It  was  in  vain 
rcmonftrated,  that  no  aft  of  the  lieut.  governor's  could 
have  the  fmalleft  validity  in  his  prefent  fituation.*  Rulle- 
court  was  peremptory,  and  Corbet  too  inadvertently 
figned.  The  French  commander  then  fummoned  Eli- 
zabeth eaftle  under  the  terms  of  the  capitulation. 
Capts.  Aylward  and  Mulcafter,  having  efcaped  thither 
on  the  firft  alarm,  and  being  now  in  a  degree  prepared 
againtt  a  fudden  attack,  rejefted  the  fummons,  and  re- 
fbfed  paying  the  fmalleft  regard  to  the  capitulation,  or 
any  orders  iffued  by  the  lieut.  governor  in  the  prefent 
circumftances.  The  French  placing  Corbet  in  their 
front,  advanced  toward  the  gate,  but  were  fired  upon 
with  fiich  vigor  from  the  caftlc,  that  they  foon  made  the 
beft  of  their  way  back  to  the  town  for  fheker. 

Mean  while  the  alarm  extended,  and  the  ne^reft  troops 
and  militia  advanced  toward  the  point  of  danger,  and 
formed  on  the  heights  near  the  town  under  major 
Pierfon,  who  inftantly  fecured  a  hill  of  great  advantage, 
which  the  enemy  had  overlooked.  Rullecourt  fent  to 
the  major,  requiring  his  conripliance  with  the  terms  of 
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^781* the  capitulation;  and  received  for  anfvver,  ^^  that  if  he 
and  his  troops  did  not  lay  down  their  arms  within  twenty 
minutes,  and  furrender  themfelvcs  prifoners  of  war,  at 
the  expiration  of  that  time,  they  might  be  certain  of  an 
attack."     Pierfon  was  punftual  to  his  word  s  and  nnade 
an  affault  on  the  tov/n  in  all  acceffible  parts  with  fuch 
impetuofity,  that  the  enemy  were  driven  rapidly  upon 
the  centre  of  their  force  in  the  market  place,  where  the 
aftion  was  foon  decided;  ^r  RuUecourt  bejng  mortally 
wounded,  the  next  in  command  feeipg  the  hopeleflhefs 
of  their  fituation,  requefted  the  lieut.  governor  to  re- 
fume  his  authority,  and  to  accept  of  their  furrender  a§ 
prifoners  of  war.    The  fatisfaftion  arifing  from  fo  fudden 
a  deliverance,  and  fo  brave  an  exertion,  was  damped  by 
the  fall  of  major  Pierfon,    who  was  fhot  through  the 
heart  in  the  iliftant  of  viftory.     The  extraordinary  mili- 
tary abilities  difplayed  by  fo  young  an  officer  (for  he  was 
only  five  and  twenty)  rendered  his  death  an  obje6l  of 
general  regret.     During  the  engagement  the  redoubt 
was  retaken  with  fixed  bayonets,  and  without  firing  a 
ihot,  by  the  grenadiers  of  the  83d  regiment.     Thus  thp 
whole  French  party,  amounting  to  near  800,  were  either 
killed  or  taken. 

On  the  a4th  of  January,  lord  George  Gordon  was 
privately  taken  from  the  Tower  to  Weftminfter-hall, 
arraigned,  and  ordered  to  prepare  for  trial  on  Monday 
^.  •  the  5th  of  February.  When  he  came  to  be  tried, 
though  the  crowd  was  very  large,  order  was  obferved, 
and  there  was  no  mifchief  or  violence.  About  five  the 
next  morning  he  was  acquitted.  On  the  news  of  his 
acquittal,  there  were  rejoicings  and  illuminations  at 
Glafgow,  Paifley,  Dunbar,  Montrofe,  Brechin,  and  a 
3  great 
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great  number  of  other  towns  and  villages  in  Scotland.  1781. 
The  proteftant  affociation  at  Glafgow  made  a  fubfcription 
of  feveral' hundred  pounds^  toward  defraying  his  lord- 
fhip's  expences.  It  has  been  liiggefted,  that  govern* 
menc  did  not  wifti  to  convift  his  lordfhip  for  fear  of 
offending  too  many  of  the  Scots. 

The  garrifon  and  inhabitants  of  Gibraltar,  having  re- 
ceived no  fupplies  of  provifion  from  Great  Britain  fince 
the  beginning  of  the  preceding  year,  nor  from  the  Bar- 
bary  fhores,  nor  the  moft  diftant  coafts  of  Africa,  were 
reduced  to  extreme  diilrefs.  The  governor,  ever  fince 
Oftober,  made  a  reduftion  of  a  quarter  of  a  pound 
from  each  man's  daily  allowance  of  bread.  Their  meat 
was  reduced  to  a  pound  and  a  half  in  the  week,  and  at 
length  was  fcarcely  eatable.  The  inhabitants  had  to  pay 
for  bad  fhip  bifcuit,  full  of  worms,  a  (hilling  a  pound; 
the  fame  for  flour  in  no  better  condition;  eighteen 
pence  for  fait,  the  fweepings  of  Ihips  bottonns  and  (lore* 
houfes;  half  u  crown  for  old  Irifli  fait  butter;  and  the 
fame  for  the  worft  brown  fugar,  When  the  arrival  of 
the  veffels  from  the  Mediterranean  opened  a  market  for 
frefli  provifions,  turkies  fold  for  3I,  12s.  a  piece;  fuck- 
ing pigs  at  two  guineas ;  ducks  at  half  a  guinea ;  and 
fmall  hens  ^t  nine  fhiilings.  A  guinea  was  refufed-for  a 
calf's  pluck ;  and  one  pound  feven  fhiilings  for  an  ox- 
head.  The  intereft  ^nd  honor  of  Great  Britain  were 
deeply  engaged  in  the  timely  relief  qf  that  fortrefs.  It 
was  accordingly  qne  of  the  firft  objefts  of  government 
in  the  confimencement  of  the  year ;  and  the  grand  fleet 
under  the  conduct  of  adms,  Darby,  Digby,  and  Sir  J, 
Lockhart  Rofs,  was  fitted  out  early  for  this  fervice :  but 
pnly  28  fail  of  the  line  could  be  fpared.     The  French 
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i73i-had,  at  the  fame  time,  a  fleet  little  inferior  either  in 
number  or  force,  nearly  ready  for  fea  at  Brcft. 

Mar.  The  Britifh  fleet  failed  with  the  great  Eaft:  and  Weft 
India  convoys :  but  met  with  a  delay  on  the  coaft  of 
Ireland,  in  waiting  for  the  vidluallers  from  Corke,  which 
were  to  proceed  with  them  to  Gibraltar.  The  Eaft  and 
Weft  India  convoys  having  proceeded  on  their  refpeftive 
voyages,  the  Britilh  fleet  with  97  tranfports,  ftorefliips 
and  vidtuallers,  arrived  oflT  Cadiz  before  the  middle  of 

-^P^^^  April.  Don  Cordova  with  the  Spanifh  fleet,  had  put 
into  the  harbour ;  and  adm.  Darby  having  explored  the 
fame,  forwarded  the  convoy  to  Gibraltar,  with  fome 
men  of  war  and  frigates  to  cover  them,  while  he  cruifed 
v/ith  the  main  body  of  the  fleet  ofi^  the  Streights  mouth 
to  watch  the  enemy.  The  Spaniards  had  been  for  fome 
time  employed  in  conftrudting  a  number  of  gun  and 
bomb  boats.  The  gun  boats  carried  each  a  long  26 
pounder,  which  threw  fhot  further  than  any  fliip's  guns 
could  reach.  This  force  was  rendered  ftill  more  dan- 
gerous by  the  addition  of  the  bomb  boats  upon  a  fimilar 
confltuftion.  With  thefe  they  cannonaded  and  bom- 
barded the  Britifti  fhips  every  morning,  till  the  wind,  at 
its  ftated  hour,  began  to  fpring  up,  when  they  fled  arid 
were  purfued  in  vain.  But  they  failed  in  their  grand 
objeft,  and  no  material  damage  was  done  to  any  part  of 
the  fliipping.  , 

Nothing  could  be  more  grievous  to  Spain  than  this 
relief.  She  feems  to  have  fet  her  heart  fo  entirely  on  the 
recovery  of  Gibraltar,  as  not  to  have  had  another  objeft 
in  the  war.  The  whole  naval  and  military  force  of  the 
kingdom,  and  its  refources  of  every  fort,  appear  t« 
ha^ve  been  direfted  mainly  to  that  finglfe  point.     Thefc 
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various  powers  were  called  into  aftion,  and  the  unfortu-  i?^'* 
nate  town,  with  its  miferable  inhabitants,  were  the  vic- 
tims of  her  indignation.  One  hundred  and  feventy 
pieces  of  cannon,  of  the  heavieft  metal,  and  eighty 
mortars,  difgorged  their  tremendous  torrents  of  fire  all 
at  once  upon  that  narrow  fpot.  This  dreadful  cannonade 
and  bombardment  was  continued  night  and  day,  for  a 
confidcrable  time,  without  intermiflion.  Nothing  could 
be  more  fplendidly  magnificent,  or  dreadfully  fublime, 
than  the  view  and  report-  of  this  tremendous  fcene,  to 
thofe  who  obferved  them  from  the  neighbouring  hills  of 
Barbary  and  Spain  during  the  night;  efpecially  in  the 
beginning,  when  the  cannonade  of  the  enemy  being  i^c- 
turned  by  gen.  Elliot,  with  ftill  fuperior  power  and 
greater  fiercenefs,  the  whole  rock  feenried  to  vomit  out 
fire,  and  all  diftinftion  of  parts  was  loft  in  flame  an^ 
fmoke.  The  artillery  officers  and  engineers  in  the  gar- 
rilbn  computed,  that  during  more  than  three  weeks  from 
the  firft  attack,  the  Spaniards  continued  regularly  to  ex- 
pend, at  leaft,  a  thoufand  barrels  of  gunpowder,  of  a 
hundred  weight  each,  and  to  fire  from  four  to  five 
thoufand  Ihot  and  fhells,  in  every  24  hours  upon  the 
fortrefs.  After  difcharging  75,000  fhot,  and  25,000 
fhells  in  this  courfe  of  firing,  it  was  lowered  to  about 
600  of  both  in  the  24  hours. 

When  admiral  Rodney  returned  from  New  York  to 
St.  Lucie  toward  the  clofe  of  the  laft  year,  the  reports 
of  the  difmantled  ftate  of  St.  Vincent  through  the  hur- 
ricane, induced  him  and  gen.  Vaughan  to  undertake 
an  expedition  for  the  recovery  of  that  ifland :  but  after 
landing  a  number  of  troops  with  the  marines,  on  the  i6th 
of  December,  and  continuing  a  day  on  the  ifland,  the 
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'78i»  French  were  found  in  fuch  force,  and  their  works  in 
fuch  condition,  that  the  commanders  were  obliged  to 
reimbark  the  troops  without  venturing  upon  an  attack. 

Not  much  more  than  a  month  after  this  attempt,  the 
commanders,  in  confequence  of  inftruftions  from  Great 
Britain,  directed  their  vie>ys  to  the  reducSlion  of  the 
Dutch  iOand  St.  Euftatia.  This  iflahd,  though  barren 
and  contemptible  in  itfelf,  had  long  been  the  feat  of  a 
Ijucrative  and  prodigious  commerces  and  might  be  con- 
fidered  as  the  grand  free  port  of  the  Weft  Indies  and 
America,  an4  as  a  general  market  and  magazine  to  all 
nations.  Its  richeft  harvefts  however,  were  during  the 
feafons  of  warfare  among  its  neighbours,  owing  to  its 
neutrality  and  fituatipn  with  its  unbounded  and  unclogged 
freedom  of  trade.  The  ifland  i^  a  natural  fortification; 
and  has  but  one  landing  place,  which  may  be  cafily 
rendered  imprafticable  to  an  enemy^  The  inhabitants^ 
though  not  very  numerous,  included  a  portion  of  the 
natives  of  almoft  all  trading  Countries. 

yeE  The  Britifli  fleet  and  army  appeared  before  and  fur- 
\  rounded  St.  Euftatia  with  a  great  force,  Rodney  and 
Vaughan  lent  a  peremptory  fummons  to  the  governor, 
to  furrender  the  ifland  and  its  dependencies  within  2^r\ 
hour ;  accompanied  with  a  threat,  that  if  any  refiftance 
was  made  he  muft  abide  the  confequcnces.  Ni^.  de 
GraafF,  totally  ignorant  of  the  rupture  between  Great 
Britain  and  Holland,  could  fcarcely  believe  the  oflicer^ 
who  delivered  the  fummons,  to  be  ferious.  But  he  re^ 
turned  for  anfwer,  that  being  utterly  incapable  of  mak- 
ing any  defence,  he  muft  of  neceflity  furrender,  only 
recommending  the  town  and  inhabitants  to  the  clemency 
6f  the  Britilh  commanders.    The  wealth  of  the  place 
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excited  tlye  aftonifliment  of  the  conquerors.  The  whole  ?7^«f 
ifland  feemed  to  be  one  vaft  nnagazine.  All  the  ftore- 
houfes  were  filled  with  various  comnnodities ;  and  the 
very  beach  was  covered  with  hogftieads  of  fugar  and 
tobacco.  The  value  was  eftimated  confiderably  above 
three  millions  fterling.  But  this  was  only  a  parti  for 
above  150  yeflels  of  all  denoniinations,  many  of  thenx 
richly  laden,  were  captured  in  the  bay,  exclufive  of  a 
Putch  frigate  of  38  guns,  and  five  fmaller. 

The  neighbouring  fmall  iQes  of  St.  Martin  and  Saba 
jvere  reduced  in  the  fame  manner  j  and  Rodney  being 
Informed,  that  a  fleet  of  about  30  large  fliips,  richly 
laden  with  fugar  and  other  Weft  India  commodities,  had 
failed  from  Euftatia  for  Holland  juft  before  his  arrival, 
under  convoy  of  a  flag  fhip  of  60  guns,  he  difpatched 
the  Monarch  and  Panther  with  the  Sybil  frigate,  in  pur- 
fuit  of  them,  f  hefe  foon  overtook  the  convoy  5  and 
the  Dutch  admiral,  rcfufing  to  ftrike  his  colours,  and 
all  remonftrances  proving  ineflfedlual,  a  fliort  engage- 
ipent  took  place  between  his  fhip  the  Mars  and  the? 
Monarch.  He  died  bravely  in  defence  of  his  fliipj 
when  fhe  inftandy  ftruck,  and  the  whole  convoy  was 
taken. 

This  is  onp  of  the  fevereft  blows  that  Holland  could 
have  received.  The  Dutch  Weft  India  company,  with 
tbe  magiftracy  and  citizens  of  Amfterdam,  are  great 
fufierers  iipon  the  occafion.  But  the  greateft  weight  of 
the  calamity  feems  to  have  fallen  on  the  Britifh  mer- 
chants, who  confiding  in  the  neutrality  of  the  place, 
and  in  fome  afts  of  parliament  made  to  encourage  their 
bringing  their  property  from  the  iflands  lately  taken  by 
the  French,  had  accumulated  a  great  quantity^  of  Weft 
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'7^' 'India  produce,  as  well  as  European  goods,  in  the  place: 
for  all  the  property  was  indifcriminately  feized,  invento- 
ried, and  declared  to  be  confifcated. 

The  keeping  of  Dutch  colours  flying  at  Euftatia,  ren- 
dered it  for  fome  time  a  decoy  to  French,  Dutch,  and 
American  veflels,  a  confiderable  number  of  which  fell 
accordingly  into  the  hands  of  the  conquerors  without 
trouble. 

The  indifcriminate  feizure  and  confifcation  of  pro- 
perty in  the  ifland,  induced  the  merchants  of  St.  Chrif- 
topher  (or  St.  Kitt's)  to  prefent  two  memorials  to  adm. 
Rodney  and  gen.  Vaughan,  for  themfelves,  and  as  agents 
and  faftors  for  many  of  the  moft  commercial  houfes  in 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland.  They  ftated,  that  their  con- 
nexions with  St.  Euftatia,  and  the  property  they  had 
lodged  there,  were  all  in  purfuance  to,  and  under  the 
fanftion  of  repeated  afts  of  the  Britifh  parliament;  and 
that  their  commerce  had  befide  been  entirely  founded 
on  the  fair  principles  of  merchandife,  and  conduced 
according  to  the  rules  and  maxims  adopted  by  all  trading 
nations.  The  Ifecond  memorial  was  carried  and  deli- 
vered to  Rodney  by  Mr.  Glanville  the  nth  of  March. 
The  admiral  in  a  line  to  him  anfwered,  that  "  their 
effefts  at  St.  Euftarius  could  only  be  lodged  as  a  depofit 
to  fupply  the  neceffities  of  their  king  and  their  coun- 
try's enemies.  The  ifland  was  Dutch,  every  thing  in 
it  was  Dutch,  every  thing  was  under  the  proteftion  of 
the  Dutch  flag,  and  as  Dutch  it  (hall  be  treated."  Mr. 
Glanville  made  a  fenfible  reply  on  the  13th  of  March, 
'and  obferved — "  That  if  the  king's  enemies  were  fup- 
plied,  by  the  trade  of  his  fubje6l:s  through  St.  Euftatius, 
they  were  lik^wife  fupf^lied^  through  the  lame  channel, 
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ly  the  Jale  of  ^prizes  captured  ky  his  majejifs  Jhips  of  war.  ^y^^ 
The  one  fad  is  as  notorious  as  the  other,  and  equally 
criminal." 

After  the  furrender  of  Euftatia,  the  Jews  ,who  were 
numerous  and  wealthy  were  the  firft  fufFerers.  Sevci^al- 
of  them  were  torn  from  their  habitations  with  many  in- 
dignities, and  banifhed  without  knowing  the  place  of 
their  deftination  ^  and  were,  in  that  ftate  of  wretchednefs 
which  followed  the  feizure  of  their  property,  tranfported 
as  outlaws,  and  landed  at  St.  Kitt's.  The  affembly,  to- 
their  great  honor,  inftantly  paffed  an  aft  for  their  pre- 
fent  relief  and  future  provifion,  until  they  Ihould  have 
time  to  recover  from  their  calamitous  fituation.  The 
Jews  were  foon  followed  by  the  Americans,  fome  of 
whom  had  been  obliged  to  fly  their  native  country,- 
through  the  part  which  they  had  taken  in  fupport  of 
the  Britifti  caufe.  Thefe  alfo  were  fent  to  St.  Kitt's,  in 
much  the  fame  ftate  with  the  former;  and  were  re- 
ceived and  entertained  with  the  fame  humanity  and  libe- 
rality by  the  people  and  legiflature  of  that  ifland.  The 
French  merchants  and  traders  were  next  banifhed  j  iand 
at  length  the  Amfterdammers  met  with  the  fame  fate*. 
Mean  while  public  fales  were  advertifed,  invitation  given, 
and  protection  afforded  to  purchafers  of  all  nations  and 
clafTesj  and  the  ifland  exhibited  one  of  the  greateft 
auftions  that  ever  wa3  opened  in  the  univerfe.  Never 
was  a  better  market  for  buyers.  The  goods  were  fold 
for  a  trifling  proportion  of  their  value ;  and  by  report, 
the  French  agents  made  the  greateft  and  moft  lucrative 
purchafes.  Moft  of  the  goods  were  conveyed  to  Frenc^i' 
and  Danifh  iflands ;  and  left  to  find  their  way  to  thofe 
enemies,  >  for  having  fupplied  whom,    in  the  ordinary 
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commerce,  Euftatia  fufFered  fo  feverely;  This  wholS 
bufincfs,  from  beginning  to  end,  has  brought  tipon 
Great  Britain  the  odium  of  all  Etirope. 

A  fquadron  of  privateers,  rtioftly  belonging  to  Briftol^ 
upon  hearing  of  the  rupture  with  Holland,  boldly  en- 
tered the  rivers  of  Demarara  and  Iffequiboj  and  with 
no  fmall  degree  of  courage  and  enterprife,  brought  out 
from  under  the  Dutch  forts  and  batteries,  almoft  all  the 
teflels  of  any  value  in  either  river.  The  prices  were 
confiderable :  but  adm.  Rodney,  in  his  official  letter  of 
the  17th  of  March,  obferved  in  the  poflfcript,— '*  The 
Dutch  fhips  feized  by  the  privateers  at  Denlarara  are* 
droits  to  the  admiralty,  the  privateers  having  no  com-* 
ttiiffion  to  take  them."  He  mentioned  alfo  the  furrendei* 
of  the  French  ifland  of  St.  Bartholomew  on  the  i6th. 

The  inhabitants  of  the  two  Dutch  colonies  of  Dema-' 
rara  and  Iffequibo,  fenfible  of  their  defencelefs  fituation, 
had  already  made  a  tender  of  their  fubmiflion  to  the 
governor  of  Barbadoes,  requiring  no  other  terms  but  ^ 
participation  of  thofe  which  had  been  granted  to  Euftatia 
and  its  dependencies.  A  deputation  was  fent  to  adm. 
Rodney  and  gen.  Vaughan  to  learn  what  were  thefe 
tjerms.  The  deputies  found  that  the  colonifts  had  made 
an  improvident  demand,  as  in  effeft  the  terms  which 
they  required  were,  that  they  might  be  defpoiled  of  all 
their  goods,  and  banifhed  from  their  habitations.  But 
a  nice  line  of  diftindtion  was  drawn,  between  the  honeftf 
and  good  properties  of  Dutchmen  inhabiting  the  con- 
tinent, and  of  thofe  living  in  Euftatia :  and  the  Conti- 
nental colonifts  were  accordingly  fully  fecured  in  their 
property,  and  had  every  indulgence  granted,  which 
could  have  been  fairly  cxpedcd*    However  their  coun- 

trymen^

trymen,  the  Euftatian  iflanders,  have  been  obliged  to  i?^^* 
undergo  the  opprobriunn,  jof  having  the  atrocious  crime 
of  perfidioufnefs  publicly  charged  and  recorded  againft 
them  in  the  London  gazettes ;  and  therefore  of  being 
unworthy  of  any  degree  of  proteftion,  rnuch  lefs  of  in- 
dulgence. 

The  Dutch  war  prevented  the  fending  of  the  fecond 
French  naval  divifion  to  the  afliftance  of  the  United 
States  of  America  as  at  firft  intended ;  and  put  the 
court  of  Verfailles  upon  the  plan  of  augmenting  their 
fleet  in  the  Weft  Indies,  fo  as  to  fecure  it  a  fuperiority 
over  the  Briiifti.  Accordingly  count  de  Graffe  failed  ^^ 
from  Breft  toward  the  end  of  Mafch,  with  a  fleet  of  25  22. 
fell  of  the  line,  the  Sagittaire  of  54  guns,  6000  land 
forces,  and  a  prodigious  convoy,  amounting  to  between  a; 
and  300  Ihips ;  the  whole  compofing  one  of  the  largeft 
and  richeft  fleets  that  ever  failed  from  France.  Of  this 
formidable  armament,  five  fhips  of  the  line  under  Mr. 
de  Suffrein,  with  part  of  the  land  forces,  were  deftined 
for  the  Eaft  Indies  j  with  a  view  likewife  of  intercept- 
ing commodore  Johnftone's  fquadron  and  convoy  en 
their  way  -,  the  laft  failed  from  Spithead  on  the  13th  ot  , 
the  fame  month,  in  company  with  the  Britifli  grand 
fleet  under  adm.  Darby. 

The  Eaft  India  company  received  advice,  about  the 
middle  of  April,  that  in  July  of  laft  year,  Hyder  Ally 
entered  the  Carnatic  in  dflfFerent  places ;  that  fome  of 
their  troops  were  afterward  attacked  and  defeated ;  that 
Sir  Eyre  Coote  left  Calcutta  ar)d  failed  with  a  reinforce- 
ment to  Fort  St.  George,  where  he  arrived  the  5th  of 
November,  two  days  after  Arcot  had  furrendered  to 
Hyder.  Their  aflfairs  in  that  quarter  have  but  a  threat- 
ening 
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'78^*  ening  afpeft  j  but  Sir  Eyre  is  attempting  all  in  his  power 

to  retrieve  thenn. 
April  Mr.  John  Adams  prefented  to  their  high  mightineffes, 
'^  the  ftates  general  of  the  United  Provinces  of  the  Low 
Countries,  a  memorial  dated  Leyden,  April  19,  178 1. 
In  which  he  informed  them,  that  the  United  States  of 
America  had  lately  thought  fit  to  fend  him  a  commiflion 
(with  full  powers  and  inftrudlions)  to  confer  with  them 
concerning  a  treaty  of  amity  and  commerce  j  and  that 
they  had  appointed  him  to  be  their  minifter  plenipoten- 
tiary to  refide  near  them*  Similar  information  was 
communicated  at  the  fame  time  to  the.ftadtholder,  his 
ferene  highnefs  the  prince  df  Orange.  Mr.  Adams 
meant  to  conciliate  the  afFedtions  of  all  parties  j  that  fo 
they  might  unite  in  fupporting  the  meafure  he  .wifhed  to 
obtain. 


LETTER      IV. 


Roxbur/y  Sept.  15,  1781. 

T  ORD  Cornwallis  having  croffed  the  Deep  river, 
-^-^  gen.  Greene  refolved  on  carrying  the  war  without 
delay  into  South  Carolina ;  thereby  to  oblige  the  enemy 
to  follow  him,  or  to  endanger  their  pofts  in  *  that  ftate. 
He  expedted  that  if  the  former  took  place.  North  Caro- 
lina would  not  continue  the  feat  of  war  s  if  the  latter, 

that 
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that  they  would  lofe  more  than  they  could  gain  in  this  if  Si^. 
laft  ftate ;  and  that  did  he  remain  in  it,  they  would  hold- 
their  pofl^flions  in  both.     He  difcharged  all  his  militia; 
refreflied  his  regular  troops ;  colk&ed  a  few  days  pro-      . 
vifion;  marched  on  the  5th  of  April  toward  Camden;    5, 
and  in  the  morning  of  the  aoth,  encamped  at  Log-, 
town  within  fight  of  the  encm/s  works*    On  this  march 
lieut.  coL  Lee,  with  his  pardzan  legion,  was  detached- 
to  join  gen.  Marion  with  a  few  volunteer  South  Carolina 
militia  on  a  fecret  expedition.    To  fecure  the  px>vifions 
that  grow  on.  the  banks  of  the  Santee  and  Congaree 
rivers,  the  Britifh  had  ere6ted  a  chain  of  polls  in  their 
vicinity.     One  of  the  mod  important  was  on  Wright's- 
blufF,  and  called  Fort  Watfon.     To  the  furprife  of  th^ 
Britifh  it  was  clofely  invefted  on  the  1 5th.     Neither  I^    . 
nor  Marion  had  any  other  means  of  annoyance  or  d^ence 
but  mufketry.     The  ground  on  which  the  fort  flood 
was  an  Indian  mount,  30  or  40  feet  high :  the  i>efi€igert- 
however  erefted,  in  a  few  days,  on  an  unufual  plan,  a 
work  much  higher;    From  thence  the  American  rifle—   * 
men  fired  into  the  fott  with  fiich  execution,  that  the  be-    j 
fieged  durft  not  fhow  thcmfelves.    On  the  ajd^  the  *i» 
garrifon  of  1 14  men  furrendered  by  capitulation. 
,     Camden  was  covered  on  the  fouth  and  eafl  fides  by 
the  Wateree,  and  a  creek  which  empties  itfelf  into  that 
river :  on  the  weflerh  and  northern  by  fix  ftrong  re- 
doubts.    It  was  defended  by  lord  Rawdon  with  about 
900  men.     The  American  army  confifled  of  843  con- 
tinental infantry,  befide  56  cavalry  and  31  difmounted 
dragoons;   together  with  254  North  Carolina  militia^ 
who  had  joined  them  by  the  a5th.    It  was  unequal  t» 
the  tafk  of  carrying  the  j^e  by  florm,  as  alfo  of  conri^-

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ijSupletely  invefting  it.     On.the:2ift  Greene  received  intel- 
ligence, that  lieut.  col.  Watfon,  who  had  made  an  in- 
C;urfion  to  Pecdee,  was  on  his  return  to  Camdeif  with  4 
or  500  m^n:  upon  which  he  fent  his  baggage  and  artil- 
lery, which  could  not  follow  hinn,   under  a  guard  of 
militia,  to  a  fecure  pofition,  and  threw  all  his  regular 
troops :  heiow  the  town^.  where  appearances   indicated 
iDorje  forcible  hoftilities  againft  thegarrifon;  and  fre- 
quent fldrmiflies  evinced  the  enemy's  apprehenfion§  of 
dang^dr  upon  that  quarter :  but  the  principal  defign  of 
Greene,  to  intercept  Watfon,  was  prevented  by  his  de- , 
lay,  and  a  report  of  his  having  crofled  the  Santee. 
.  On  the  24th  the  army  returned  to  the  north  fide  pf  the 
tpwn,  orders  being  previoufly  Tent  for  the  artillery  and 
baggage  to  rejoin  it  at  Hobkirk's  hill,  about  a  mile . 
from  Camden.     The  army  took  poft  on  the  hill,  the 
bettet  to  improve  the  opportunity  that  any.  fortie  might 
aiford  5  and  by  its  being  more  remote  than  the  pofition 
formerly  occupied,  to  imprefs  the  enemy  with  an  idea 
of  the  Aniericans  beginning  to  be  apprehenfive  of  their 
own  danger.     The  precaution  of  calling  the  rolls  often 
.    was  takcH  5  notwithft^nding  which,  one  Jones,  a  drum- 
mer, elucjed  the  attention  of  the  officers  and  the  vigi- 
lance of  the  guards,  and  got  fafe  into  town.     Bdt  no- 
thing was  apprehended  from  that  circumftance,  as  the 
arn^y  -was  well  polled,  and  defired  nothing  more  than  a 
field  action. 
April      On  the  morning  of  the  25th  this  order  w^s  iffued 
^5-     -4-«  The  troops  are  to  be  furnifhed  with  two  days  pro- 
vifion,  and  a  gill  of  fpirits  per  man  as  foon  as  the  (lores 
arrive."     The  provifions  were  iffued  s.  but  the  fpirits 
heijig  in  the  rear  of  die  baggage  train,  did  not  arrive  at

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tfte  moment  when  they  were  moft  neceffary.  Lord  ftaw-  *7^** 
don  concluding  that  gen.  Greene  was  not  prepared  for  ati  \ 
iaftion,  and  that  a  favorable  .moment  offered,  marched   \ 
out  to  attack  him'i     The  Americans  were  cooking  their 
viftuals,  and  Greene  was  at  breakfaftj  about  ten  o'clock, 
when  fome  of  his  advanced  fentinels^   half  a  mile  iri 
front  of  the  damp,  fired  upon  the  Van  of  the  Britilh; 
The  American  troops  were  foon  formed,  and  waited* 
with  cheerful  countenances  thfe  approach  of  the  tnemy : 
col.  Oi  Williams  then  rode  to  head  quarters,  2  or  jpd 
yards  in  the  rear  of  the  line,  and  returned  before  they 
engaged.     All  the  baggage,  as  is  tuftbmary  in  ^neral 
ailions,  was  ordered  off.     The  cSvdry  (which  was  uri-  ■ 
faddled  and  feeding,  on:  the  firft  alarrti)  was  now  ready^' ; 
ahd  fo  certain  was  Gf eerie  of  fuccefs,  that  without  thd 
leaft  helitatiorl,   he  ordered  lietit.  col.  Wafhington  to 
turn  the  right  flank  of  the  Britifhj  diid  to  charge  iri 
their  rear;     By  this  time  the  fire  Between  the  Britifh 
Van,  and  the  American  light  infantry  jiicquets  became' 
Very  lively;  ahd  the  Mafyhnd  troops  (V7ho  had  been* 
Ordered  to  fit  ddwn)  ftood  tip  arid  made  ready,     Thd 
fecond  reginieritj  being  on  the  left  of  the  line,  was  or- 
dered to  advance  and  attack  the  Britifh  on  their  right 
flanks  which  was  done  by  lieut.  Col.  Ford,  who  received 
^  mortal  wound  in  the  a(?tiori  t  the  firfl  rfegiment,  com- 
manded by  col.  Gttnby,  was  ordered  to  charge  die  enemy 
ih  front.     The  two  Virginia  regiments  were  ordered  to 
aft  in  a  fimilar  manner  upon  the  left  of  the  Britifh,  and 
Were  led  on  by  Greene  In  pifrfori,  aided  by  gen.  Hugei-j 
Heut.*  cols.  Cartipbell  and  Hawes.     The  artillery  was 
well  pofted  and  doing  great  execution,  and  a  fmall  body 
(jf  rtiilitia  was  coming  into   aftion,.  when   fudSenly  a 

G  2  numbjer 
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1781.  number  of  the  Americans  began  to  retire,  though  the 
danger  was  not  apparently  great,  and  every  body  feemed 
ignorant  of  the  caufe.  Col.  Williams  was  at  this  in- 
ftant  near  the  centre  of  die  Maryland  brigade,  and  with 
^  the  affiftancc  of  col.  Gunby  and  other  officers,  endea- 
voured to  rally  the  men.  They  halted  and  gave  a  few 
fkes;  but  could  not  be  brought  again  to  charge.  A 
general  retreat  took  place.  Walhington,  in  the  execu- 
tion of  die  order  given  him,  had  at  one  time  poffefled 
himfelf  of  near  aoo  prifoners :  but  he  relinquiflied  the 
greateft  part  on  feeing  the  army  retire.  The  officers  he 
paroled  on  the  jield  of  battle ;  and  then  coUefting  his 
men,  wheeled  round,  made  his  own  retreat  good  with  the 
lols  of  three  men,  and  carried  off  with  him  fifty  prifon- 
'  crs.  The  fortune  of  the  day  was  irretrievable:  but 
Qreenc,  with  his  ufual  firmnefs,  inftantly  took  meafures 
tp  prevent  Rawdon's  improving  the  fuccefs  he  had  ob- 
tained. The  retreat  was  conduced  with  fuch  order  and., 
deliberation,  that  moft  of  the  American  wounded,  all. 
t|ieir  ardllery  ai^d  all  their  baggage,  were  fafely  carried 
off,  together  with  fix  royal  commiflTioned  officers,  befide 
Wafhington's  prifoners.  The  action  was  continued  with^ 
intervals,  till  about  four  in  the  afternoon,  and  till  the 
Americans  had  retreated  about  four  miles ;  when  a  de- 
tachment of  the  infantry  and  cavalry,  under  Walhing- 
ton, were  ordered  to  advance  and  annoy  the  Britiih. 
The  York  volunteers,  a  handfome  corps  of  horfe,  being 
a  little  advanced  of  the  Britifh  infantry,  Wafliingtpm 
with  g-eat  intrepidity,  inftandy  charged  thim,  killed  a 
number  arid  difperfed  the  reft.  The  BritUh  arptiy^  vddi- 
out  attempting  any  thing  further,  retired  to  Camden, 
and  Greene  encamj)ed  the  Aniericans  about  five  miles 

fix)m 
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from  their  former  pofition.  The  field  of  battle  was  oc-  il^^^ 
cupied  only  by  the  dead.  The  lofs  of  the  Ameftckhs 
in  killed,  wounded  and  miffing,  was  264  *.  Among 
the  firft  was  capt.  Beatty  of  the  Maryland  Ime,  t>nc 
of  the  bed  of  officers,  and  an  orhaV-ieht  to  his  pro-^ 
feffion.     Many  of  the  miffing  returned. 

The  next  day  Greene  in  general  orders  commciided 
the  exertions  of  feveral  corps;  but  implicidy  and  by  • 
filence  cenfured  the  infantry  of  the  battalidrisi  l^ich  I 
would  not  have  been  done  had  he  known  the  real  citifc  | 
of  their  apparent  mifconduft.  The  virtual  cenfure  was  ' 
feverely  felt,  and  the  diffatisfaftion  of  the  troops  upoli  * 
the  occafion,  who  faid  they  were  ordered  to  retire,  and 
the  complaints  of  many  of  the  officers  who  acknowledg- 
ed they  had  communicated  fuch  orders,  at  length  pro- 
duced, at  the  inftaiice  of  col.  Gunby,  a  court  h(  inquiry. 
It  then  appeared  that  Guhby  received  orders  to  advance 
and  charge  bayonets  without  firing :  this  order  was  ih- 
ftaridy  communicated  to  the  regiment ;  which  advanced 
cheerfully  for  fome  diftance,  when  a  firing  began  bft  Ihie 
right,  and  in  a  (hort  time  becarhe  general  through  the 
whole  regiment.  Soon  after,  two*  of  the  right  hahd 
companies  gave  way,  when  Gunby  ordered  die  odieT 
four  to  be- brought  off.  This  was  done,  and  they  join- 
ed Gunby  at  the  foot  of  the  hill,. where  he  was  exert- 
ing himfelf  in  rallying  the  othier  two  companies,  and  at 
length  efFedled  it.  The  regimeftt  was  again  formed, 
and  gave  a  iSre  cw  two  as  above  related.  Greene  m  ge- 
neral orders  pronounced  Gtinby's  ^irit  and  aftivi^  un- 
exceptionable ;  but  his  order  for  the  regiment  to  retiils 
Octitmely  improper  and  unmiKtary  j  Jtnd  declared  Aat

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'7^'^  to  be  the  only  probable  caufe  why  they  did  not  obtaii| 
a  complete  vidtory. 

.April  Qfi  the  ci8th  gen.  Greene  thus  expreffed  himfelf  in  b^ 
letter  to  the  chevalier  de  la  Luzerne — "  This  d^ftreffed 
country  I  am  fure  cannot  ftruggle  much  longer,  withr 
out  more  efFeftual  fupport.  They  may  ftruggle  a  little 
while  longer,  but  they  muft  fallj  and  Ifear  their  fall 
will  lay  a  train  to  fap  the  independence  of  the  reft  of 
America. — I  have,  agreeable  to  your  e3;:cellency's  advice^ 
impreffed  the  ftates  all  in  my  power  with  a  f^nfe  of  their 
danger ;  but  they  have  not  the  means  to  make  the  ne- 
ceffary  exertions.— We  fight>  get  beaten,  rife  and  fight 
again.  The  whole  country  is  one  continued  fcene  of 
blood  and  Daughter."  On  the  ift  of  May  he  wrote  to. 
the  marquis  de  la  Fayetre-rr-"  You  may  depen4  upon  it^^ 
that  nothing  can  equal  the  fufFerings  of  our  little  army, 
but  their  merit.  Let  not  the  love  of  fame  get  the  bet- 
ter of  your  prudence ;  and  plunge  you  intp  a  misfor- 
tune in  too  eager  a  purfuit  after  glory.  This  is  the  voice 
of  a  friend,  and  not  the  caution  of  a  general."  Capt, 
^nmith  of  the  Americans  was  deprived  of  the  common 
indulgence  allowed  to  prifoners,  on  a  charge  brought 
againft  him  by  deferters  from  Greene's  army>'  of  mur- 
dering an  officer  and  three  privates  belonging  to  the 
guards  after  the  aftion  of  Guildford.  Greene  complain- 
efi  of  it  to  lord  Rawdon  in  a  letter  of  May  the  3d,  and 
faid— "  Nothing  can  be  more  foreign  to  the  tru^;h  than 
tne  charge.  I  have  only  to  obferve  upon  it,  that  had 
fuch  a  charge  been  made  againft  any  of  your  officers, 
lyhom*  the  fortune  of  war  had  thrown  into  Qur  hands* 
before  I  fliould  have  treated  them  with  any  peculiar  marks 
pf  indignity,  I  Ihould  firft  have  made  th^  inquiry,  and 
.  .  .    '  ^  had 
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had  the  faiSt  better  eftablifticd— It  is  my  wiih  that*the  ''^'* 
'  war  ftiould  be  condudted  upon  the  moft  liberal,  nati- 
on^ and  generous  principles ;  but  I  will  neverfuffiran 
indignity  or  injury  to  be  offered  to  our  officers  without 
retaliation." 

Soon  after  the  aftion  with  his  lordifhip,  Greene= know- 
ing that  the  Briufh  garrifon  in  Camden  could  not  fubfift 
long  without  frefh  fupplies  from  Charlcfto^n-  br  the 
country,  detached  a  reinforcement  tq  Marion  on  the  road 
to  Nelfon's  ferry;  and  on  the  3d  of  May  croffed  the  Ma/ 
Wateree,  and  took  occafionally  fuch  pofitions  as  would  ^^ 
moft  effeftually  prevent  fuccours  from  going  into  the 
town  from  that  quarter.  On  the  4th  he  wrote  to  gover- 
nor Reed  of  Pennfylvania— "  Thofe  whofe  true  intercft 
it  was  to  have  informed  congrefs  and  the  people  to  the 
northward  with  the  real  ftate  of  things,  have  joined  in 
the  deception,  and  magnified  the  ftrength  and  refources 
of  this  country  infinitely  above  their  ability.  Many  of 
thofe  who  adhere  to  our  party,  are  fo  fond  of  pleafiire, 
that  they  cannot  think  of  making  the  neceflary  facrifices 
to  fupport  the  revolution.  There  are  many  good  and 
virtuous  people  to  the  fouthward  s  but  they  cannot  ani^ 
mate  the  inhabitants  in  general,  as  you  can  to  the  norths- 
ward. — When  ruin  appears  to  approach  any  ftate,  they 
are  alarmed  and  begin  to  think  of  exerting  themfclvesj 
but  its  approach  np  footer  receives  ^  check,  than  they 
fink  back  into  a  carelefs  inattention. — Virginia  has  ex- 
erted herfelf  in  giving  a  temporary  fupport  to  the  army ; 
but  her  pleafure  and  her  policy  prevent  her  giving  us 
fuch  permanent  aid,  as  her  ftrength  and  refources  ^are 
capable  of  affording.— Maryland  has  done,  nothing/  libf  " 
par^  I  hear  of  any  exertions  tberp  equal  to  the  emergjency 
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I7((xv0f  wir.«?KDekware  has  iidt  anfwcred  my  letters.— Thcfc 
;  ^ftttes  terve  few  men  here,  and  thofe  they  have  arc  daily 
j    difiSharged.— -North  Carcdina  has  got  next  to  no  rcgu- 
j    lar^  in  the  field,  and  few  militia,  and  thefe  the  worft  in 
I    the  world,  for  they  have  neither  pride  nor  principle  to 
I    "bind  di«in  to  any  party,  or  to  a  difcharge  of  their  duty, 
•A-Gcneifals  Marion  and  Sumpter  have  a   few  peojde 
who  «ihere  to  them,  perhaps  more  from  a  defire  and  the 
^portunity  of  plundering,   than  from  any  inclinatujn 
to  promote  the  independence  of  the  United  States.— ^I 
have  been  playing  the  mod  hazardous  game  to  keep  up 
'^      appearances  in  this  quarter,  until  more  efFedual  fupport 
could  be  afforded.    But  our  number  is  reduced  to  a 
mere  Ihadow.— The  war  to  the  northward  is  nothing. 
It  is  a  plain  budnefs.    Here  the  war  rages  like  a  fire; 
and  die  enterprife  and  aftivity  of  th^  enemy  almoft  ex- 
ceed belief.     I  baye  run  every  rifle  and  hazard,  and  find 
the  difficulties  thicken  upon  me  daily ;  and  you  know 
I  am  not  of  a  defponding  fpirit  or  idle  temper.— If 
our. good  friends  the  French  cannot  lend  a  helping  hand 
to  favc  thrfc  finking  ftatcs,   they  muft  and  will  falL 
Here  we  are  contending  with  more  than  five  times  our 
-number,  and  among  a  people  much  more  in  the  ene- 
my's intcreft  than  ours,'*    Greene  complains  in  this  let- 
ter of  the*Marylandersi  but  they  had  raifed  500  regur- 
lars,  who  might  have  joined  him  in  April,  if  propef 
pains  had  been  tajcen  by  the  executive  power. 
On  the  ytb  of  May  lord  Rawdon  received  a  confider- 
I  able  rrinforccmcnt  by  the  arrival  of  the  detachment  un- 
I  -der  Watibn.    With  this  incrcafe  of  fbength  he  attempt- 
)  cd  Ac  next  day  to  compel  gen,  Greene  to  another  ac- 
i  tion,  which  he  found  to  be  imprafticable.    Failing  in 
X  his

iih  dcfign  he  ^ittiJttfiea  to  Camdai;  and  on  the  lothj[78i. 
burned  the  jail,  mills,  manyprita:tc  houfcs>  and  a  great  |i^ 
deal  of  his  ovm  biaggs^*  He  then  evacuated  the  poft, 
and  retired  with  his  whole  army  to  the  fouth  of  the 
Sontee,  leaving  aboiit  30  of  his  own  fick  and  wounded, 
and  as  nfiany  of  the  Americans.  Greene's  return  to  the 
fouthward  being  unexpefted,  the  ftores  t)f  the  garrilbn 
were  not  provided  for  a  fiege ;  but  the  evacuation  was 
haftened,  as  Greene  apprehended^  from  an  alarm  that 
a  meafure  of  his  had  given  them.  While  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Camden,  he  hanged  in  one  day  eight  fol- 
diers,  who  had  deferted  from  his  army,  and  were  after- 
ward taken  prifoners.  This  execution,  according  to  the 
information  given  Wm,  almoft  bred  a  mutiny  in  the 
garrifon,  which  was  compofed  very  much  of  defciters^ 
It  had  a  ftrong  efFedb  on  his  own  troops,  from  whom 
there  was  no  dclfeftion  for  three  months.  Rawdon  had 
the  honor  of  faving  his  men,  though  he  loft  the  poft, 
die  country,  and  the  confidence  of  the  tories.  He  of- 
fered every  afliftance  in  his  power  to  die  friends  of  Bri-^ 
tilh  government  who  would  accompany  him,  which  was 
the  choice  of  feveral  families.  , 

The  evacuation  of  Camdeh  animated  the  friends  of 
congrefs,  and  daily  increafed  their  numbers  j  while  the 
Britifh  pofts  fell  in  quick  fucceflion.  The  day  after 
the  evacuation,  the  garrifon  of  Orangeburgh,  confifting 
of  70  Britifti  militia  and  12  regulars,  furrendered  to 
Sumpter.  Marion  and  Lee,  after  the  capture  of  fort 
Watfon,  croffed  the  Santee  and  moved  up  to  fort  Motte, 
which  lies  above  the  Fork  on  the  fouth  fide  of  the  Con- 
garee,  where  they  arrived  on  the  8th  of  May.  The 
Britifli  had  built  rfieir  works  round  Mrs.  Motte*s  dvtrcl- 

Jing 
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itSi.Kng  houfcj  which  occafioAfed  her  moving  to  a  neigh- 
bouring hut.  She  was  informed  that- firing  the  houfe 
was  the  eafieft  mqde  of  reducing  the  garrifon :  upon 
thatfljie  prefented  the  befiegers  with  a  quiver  of  African 
arrows,  to  be  employed  in  the  fcrvice.  Skewers  armed 
with,  combuftible  materials  were  alfo  ufed,  and  with 
more  effeft.  Succefs  foon  crowned  thefe  experiments, 
and  her  joy  was  inexpreffible  upon  finding  that  the  re- 
duftion  of  the  poft  had  been  expedited,  though  at  the 
cxpence  of  her  property.  The  firing  of  her  houfe  com- 
pelled  the.  garrifon  of  165  men,  to  furrender  at  difcre- 

12.  tion  on  the  12th,  after  a  brave  defence.  Two  days 
after,  the  Britilh  evacuated  their  poft  at  Nelfon's  ferry. 
,j.  On  the  15  th,  fort  Granby,  about  ^o  miles  to  the  weft- 
ward  of  fort  Motte,  was  reduced.  The  preceding  night 
Lee  erefted  a  battery-  within  600  yards  of  its  out-workg, 
on  which  he  mounted  a  fix  pounder  haftily  brought  from 
fort.Motte.  After  the  third  difcharge  from  this  field 
piece,  major  Maxwell  capitulated.  His  force  tonfifted 
of  35^;  rtien,  a  great  p^rt  royal  militia.  Very  advan- 
tageous terms  were  given  them,  in  confequence  of  inr 
formation  that  lord  Rawdon  was  marching  to  their  re- 
lief. ■  They  had  the  offer  of  fecurity  to  their  baggage,- 
in  which  was  included  an  immenfe  quantity  of  plunder, 
This  haften^d  the  .furrender.  The  American  militia 
were  much  difgufted,  that  the  garrifon  was  fo  favored. 
They  indicated  an  inclination  for  breaking  the  capitula- 
tion, and  killing  the  prifoners.  When  Greene  heard  of 
it,  he  folemnly  defslared  that  he  would  put  tp  death  any 
gne  that  fliould  be  guilty  of  fo  doing. 
.  .  The  day  after  the  furrender  of  fort  Granby,  Lee  be- 
gan Jiis  march  to  join  Pickens^  who  with  a  body  of 

militia 
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fnilitia  was  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Augufta ;  and  in '7^f* 
four  days  completed  it.  On  the  2x11,  the  Britifh  poft  *'• 
^t  Silver  Bluff,  called  fort  Preadnought^.  with  fix  com-, 
miffioned  officers  and  yq  ftafF,  non-commjffioned  and 
privates,  befide  a  field  .piece  and  a  Urge  quantity  of 
ftorcs,  furrendered  to  a  detachment  of  the  legion  under 
capt.  Rudolph.  Pickens  and  Lee  had  for  their  objc6t  | 
the  reduftion  of  fort  Cornwallis  at  Augufta,  where  col. 
Brown  commanded.  The  approaches  were  copduded 
with  judgment  ^nd  rapidity ;  but  no  advantage  could 
be  gained  oy^r  the  brave  and  vigilant  Brown.  In  the 
courfe  of  the  fiege,  feyeral  batteries  were  erefted  which 
overlooked  the  fort.  From  thefe  the  American  riflemen 
fliot  into  the  infide  of  the  works  with  fuccefs.  The 
garrrfon  buried  themfelves  in  a  grqat  meafure  un-. 
der  ground  -,  and  obftinately  refufed  to  furfender,  till 
every  man  who  attempted  to  fire  upon  the  befiegers  w^§ 
inftantly  fliot  down.  On  the  5th  of  June,  the  fort  with 
about  300  men  furrendered  by  capitulation,  The 
Americans  had  about  40  killed  aqd  wounded  during  the 
fiege.  Lieut,  col.  Grierfon,  who  was  greatly  obnoxious 
to  them,  was  after  the  furrendcr  put  to  death  by  fome 
unfeen  m.arkfman.  A  reward  of  a  hundred  guineas  was 
offered  for  the  perpetrator  of  this  perfidious  deed,  who 
notwithftan^ing  remained  undifcovered.  Brown  would 
probably  have  Ihared  a  fimilar  fate,  had  not  his  con* 
querors  furnilhed  him  with  an  efcort  to  the  royal  garri- 
fon  in  Savannah ;  for  on  his  way  he  had  to  pafs  through 
the  inhabitants  whofe  houfes  he  had  burned,  whofe  re- 
lations he  had  hanged,  and  fome  of  whofe  fellow  citi- 
zens Jie  had  delivered  to  the  Indians^^  from  whofe  h^ds;

•they  fuffered  all  the  tbrtures,  which  favagenefs  has  con- 
trived to  give  poignancy  to  the  pains  of  death. 

General  Greene,  the  mean  while,  had  proceeded  V^rifh 
/    the  main  army  to  Ninety  Six,  which  was  of  more  con- 
\  fequence  than  the  other  pofts,  and  was  defended  by  a  con- 
^  fiderable  force  under  the  command  of  lieut.  col.  Cru- 
zz.  g^r.      Greene  arrived  before  the  town  on  the  2id  (}f 
May,  and  two  days  after  opened  his  firft  batteries.    Thfc 
approaches  were  carried  on  with  unremitting  afliduity, 
diy  and  night.     Greiene's  regular  force  was  fomcwhat 
fuperior  to  that  of  the  garrifon  *.     The  militia  in  that 
diftrift  abated  their  habitual  ardor  for  deftroying  each 
Other,  and  waited  the  event  of  the  fiege.     The  Ameri- 
cans not  finding  the  aid  they  expefted  from  them  j  bfit 
on  the  cc^traiy  being  obliged  to  fend  large  convoys 
witli  the  waggdrts,  that  went  only  a  few  miles  from  camp 
for  provifions  or  forage,  the  bufinefs  became  extremely 
irkfbme,  and  the  event  dubious :  however  the  fiege  was 
j>rofecuted  with  indefatigable  induftry.     The  g^ftrUbn 
'defended  thcmfelves  with  fpirit  and  addrefsj  and  frc- 
qtfent  rencounters  happened  with  various  fuccefe. .  Rifle^ 

♦  Mr.  M'Kcmiii?  in  his  ftrifhircs  on  Tarleton's  hiftory  fays,  the 
American  army  amounted  to  upward  of  four  thoufand  men — p.  if6» 
The  American  deputy  adjutant  general,  coL  O.  Williams,  ftated  them 
thus  in  his  return,  prefent  fit  for  duty,  rank  and  file,  Maryland  bri* 
gade427,  Virginia  ditto  451,  North  Carolina  battalion  66,  Dela* 
ware  ditto  60,  in  all  964 ;  and  made  no  mdition  of  militia.  Mn 
M'Kenzie  ftates  the  garrifon  at  about  1 50  men  of  Delancey's  battalion^ 
200  Jerfey  volunteers,  and  about  200  loyal  militia,  in  all  550^  if 
full>  and  no  more  than  about  the  number  fpecified.  fiut  if  a  miftake 
in  the  account  of  the  garrifon,  any  wife  fimilar  to  that  of  the  Atfi^- 
fitan  army,  has  been  tommitted,  the  difproportion  between  both  ttoA 
bb  much  gieater,  than  that  of  550  and  984, 
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men  were  employed  on  both  fides,  who  immediately  i7^» 
levelled  at  every  perfon  that  appeared  in  fight,  and  fel- 
dom  mified  their  objedt.  The  additional  force  of  Lee^s 
iegion  after  the  furrender  of  fort  Cornwallis,  was  highly 
fealbnable  5  as  moft  of  the  American  militia  had  with- 
drawn, either  to  carry  home  their  plunder,  or  to  fecurc 
their  families  from  the  ravages  of  the  royalifts,  who 
began  to  get  rid  of  their  apprehenfions,  on  a  report^ 
that  a  large  reinforcement  from  Europe  had  arrived  at 
Charleftown,  and  that  lord  Rawdon  was  marching  to  the 
relief  of  Ninety  Six. 

On  the  3d  of  June,  a  fleet  arrived  from  Ireland,  hav-  j^nc 
ing  on  board  the  3d,  19th,  and  30th  Britifli  regiments,     3* 
a.dctachnxent  from  the  guards,  and  a  confiderable  body 
of  recruits,  the  whole  commanded  by  lieut.  col.  Gould, 
This  was  a  feafonable  arrival ;  for  the  royal  army  had 
loft  a  number  of  brave  officers  and  foldiers,   through 
the  Hidden  and  unexpe<aed  attack  of  the  Americans 
upon  dieir  detached  poflis  in  different  parts  of  the  coun- 
try.    On  the  7th,  Rawdon  marched  from  Charleftown 
with  a  number  of  thefe  newly  arrived  troops,  in  order  to 
relieve  the  garrifon  at  Ninety  Six.     Great  were  the  dif- 
ficulties they  had  to  encounter,  in  rapidly  marching  un- 
der the  rage  of  a  burning  fun  through  the  whole  ex- , 
tent  of  South  Carolina  5  but  much  greater  was  their  af-  ; 
tonifhment,  when  they  were  told,  that  their  fervices  in  ■ 
the  field  vere  neceffary  to  oppofe  the  yet  unfubdued  re- 
bels ia  the  province.     They  had  been  amufed  with- 
hopes^  that  nothmg  remained  for  them  to  do,  but  to. 
fit  down  as  fettlers  on  the  fcufelted  lands  of  a  conquer-    ; 
cd.  country.    General  Greene's  army  had  advanced  their 
approacheai  very  near  that  critical  point,  after  which  fur- 
ther 
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»7S«-therreGftance  would  have  been  temerity.  At  this  iri-' 
/  terefting  momdnt,  intelligence  was  received,  that  lord 
1  Rawdon  was  nigh  at  hand/  with  a  reinforcement' of  at 
I  leaft  1700  foot,  and  15b  horfe.  An  Afnericari  ladyi 
lately  married  to  an  officer  ih  the  garrifon,  had  been 
prevailed  upon  by  a  large  llim  of  money  to  convey  a 
letter  to  Cruger,  with  the  news  of  their  apprbach.  At- 
tempts had  been  made  to  retard  their  march,  but  with- 
out the  defired  efFeft.  Their  vicinity  made  it  neceffary  * 
either  to  raife  the  fiege,  or  make  a  bold  attempt  for  the 
redu6tion  of  the  place.  The  American  army  was  eager 
for  this  effort,  in  which  every  one  knew  and  defpifed 
the  danger.  But  Greene  confidered  the  confequences 
of  a  repuife,  and  inftead  of  a  general  affault,  ordered 

June  the  batteries  to  be  well  manned  and  a  furious  cannonadd 
'^'  to  commence,  while  the  troops  lined  the  trenches  and 
parallel  lines  with  all  the  appearances  of  a  meditated 
coup-de-main.  One  of  the  redoubts  was  quickly  aban- 
doned, and  Lee's  light  infantry  took  poffeffion  of  it< 
Inimediately  afterward,  a  feleft  party  from  the  Mary- 
land brigade  under  lieut.  Duval,  and  another  from  the 
Virginia  brigade  under  lieut.  Selden,  followed  by  a  num- 
ber ,  of  pioneers  provided  with  entrenching  tools,  and 
grapples,  entered  the  ditch  of  the  ftrongeft  work  called 
the  Star  fort,  and  endeavoured  to  pull  down  the  fand 
bags  and  to  make  a  lodgment.  The  aftonilhment  of 
the  enemy  at  firft  made  their  oppofition  feeble  5  but  the 
flxength  of  their  works  requiring  much  time  to  r«duc€f 
them,  fome  of  their  troops  who  had  abandoned  the  poft 
were  brought  back  to  its  defeiice^  and  parties  were  thrownf 
into  the  ditch  to  charge  the  Americans  oft  each  flanks' 
who  were  repulfed  with  lofs,  and  then.fucceedcd  by 

others 


.Others  that  fufFcfed  alfo,  while  thofe  within  fought  en-,H8,, 
tirely  under  coven  <  The  AmeriGan  parties,  in  the  ditch 
were  epfikded- and  galled  exceedingly  by  the  fire  from 
the  flank  angles  of  their  fort* .  The  enterprife  however  ^ 
was  not  foon  relinquiflied.  Expofed  as  they  were,  with 
their  nofes  almoft  touching  the  muzzles  of  the  enemy's 
mufketry,  flanked  on  both  fides,  and  fighting,  foot  to 
foot,  they  bravely  maintained  poffeflion  of  the  ditch, 
and  vigoroufly  urged  the  daring  defign,  till  the3^  were  ' 
ordered  to  retire^"'.  The  conflifl:  continued  near  an  hour, 

'  when  Greene '£)bfeEving  that  every  thing  had  been  at- 
t;pmpted  which  could  promife  fuccefs,  direded  the  fur- 
viving  aflailants  ta  be  called  ofi;  About  one  third  fell 
in  the  ditch;  and- near  as  many  were  brought  ofi^wound- 
ed,,  Duval  and  Selden  "were  both  wounded.  During' 
the  attack,  the  ifl:  Maryland  regiment,  commanded  by 
capt.  Benfon  (which  was  to  fuftain  the  advanced  parties 
in  cafe  they  penetrated  the  fort)  manned  the  advanced 
parallel  line,  and  both  lines  of  approach,,  which  were 
within  a  few  feet  of  the  enemy's  works.  The  officers 
coqld  not  be  at  once  neighboui-s  and  ftrangers  to  dan- 
ger. They  frequently  obferved  the  fituationof  affairs, 
and  fomerimes  ordered  their  foldiers  to  rife  up  and  fire 
over  the  heads  of  their  companions,  .to  prevent  the  ene- 
my from  looking  and  firing  over  their  fand  bags.  Capt.; 
Armftrong  received  a  ball  through  the  head,  and  capt. 
Benfon  a  very  dangerous  wound  through  the  left  fhoulder 
and  neck.  Rawdon's  near  approach  obliged  Greene  to 
raife  the  fiege  on  the  evening  of  the  i^thy  after  having 
loft,  fince  the  2 2d  of  May,  about  150  men  in  kUled, 


wounded  and  miffing. 
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1781*     It  was  a  mortifying  circumftance  to  the  Americans^ 
to  be  obUged  to  abandon  the  fiege,  when  in  the  grafp 
erf*  viftory — to  be-  compelled,  when  nearly  oiafters  of 
the  whole  country,  to  retreat  to  its  extrenaity.    On  this 
fudden  turn  of  affairs,  Greene  was  advifed  by  fome  per- 
fons  to  leave  the  ftate,  and  retire  with  his  remaining 
force  to  Vh-ginia.    To  fuch  fuggeftions  he  nobly  an- 
1  n^  ftvcrcd— '^  I  wiU  recover  the  country,  or  die  in  the  at- 
30.    tcnipt.''    On  the  aoth,  the  American  army  croflfed  the 
Saluda  and  retired  toward  Broad  river.    They  reached 
tiie  Enoree  on  the  24th.    Thus  far  lord  Rawdon  purw 
jued  them ;  when  finding  it  impollible  to  overtake  them, 
he  faced:  about  and  returned.    He  confoled  hinifelf  with 
the  apfH-eheniion  that  they  were  gone  to  Nordi  Carolina^ 
or  Virginia.  But  they  halted  and  re&eOied  themfelyes  near 
tlie  Crofs  roads,  till  Greene  was  informed,  that  his  lord- 
Ihip  with  about  half  his  army  was  marching  to  the 
Congarte.    Upon  this  the  American  inv^ids  and  heavy 
baggage  filed  oflf  toward  Camden,  and  all  the  effe6tivc 
infantry  marched  by  way  of  WynJborough  to  meet  his 
lordihip  at  fiwt  Granby.    The  cavalry  was  previoufly^ 
detached  to  watch  his  motbns ;  and  did  it  fo  ef&6hial- 
ly,  that  a  part  of  them  dbarged  and  took  a  captain,  a 
lieutenant,  a  comet,  and  45  pdvates  of  the  Britifli  dra« 
goons,  with  all  their  hories  and  accoutrements,  one  mile 
July  from  their  encampment.    The  day  following,  the  4th 
^      of  July,  his  lordfhip  marched  from  the  Congaree  to 
Orangeburgh,  where  he  was  joined  by  the  3d  re^ment 
under  lieut.  col.  Stewart,  with  a  convoy  of  provifions. 
Greene,  after  collecting  the  militia  under  Sumpter  and 
Marion,  and  attaching  them  to  the  continentals,  ofiered 
12.    him  battle  on  the  i2th.    His  lordfhip^  fecure  in  his 

ftrong 
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ftrcng  pofitiony  would  not  venture  out,  and  Grdene  was  ^l^^r 
too  weak  to  attack  him  with  any  profpeft  of  fuccefs. 
Advice  being  received  that  Cruger  had  evacuated  Ninety 
Six,  and  was  marching  with  his  troops  to  join  Rawdon, 
Greene  ordered  the  Americans  to  retire  about  feven  miles 
that  evening.  The  next  day  the  cavalry  of  the  legion, 
the  ftate  troops  and  militia  were  detached  to  make  a  di- 
verfion  toward  Charleftown,  and  the  reft  of  the  army 
was  ordered  to  the  High-Hills  of  Santee.  The  fame 
day  Rawdon  and  Crygcr  formed  a  jiindion.  A  few 
days  after,  ^is  kirdlhip  left  Orangeburgh  with  a  con- 
fiderable  detachment  and  a  great  number  of  waggons, 
and  marched  to  Charleftown.  His  lordfhip  intends  re- 
turning to  Great  Britain.  His  ill  ftate  of  health  will 
fully  juftify  his  ufmg  that  leave  of  abfence  which  has 
been  granted;  while  the  nature  of  the  fervice  in  the  Ca- 
rolinas  can  be  no  inducement  for  him  to  remain. 

The  evacuation  of  Cannden  having  been  partly  ef- 
fected by  ftriking  at  the  pofts  below,  Greene  was  for 
trying  how  far  the  like  meafure  might  induce  the  Bri- 
tilh  to  leave  Orangeburgh.  The  detachnrtent  was  fent 
off  to  Monk's  Corner  and  Dorchefter,  and  moved  down 
by  different  roads ;  in  three  days  they  cbmmenced  their 
operations.  Lee  took  all  the  waggons  and  waggon 
horfcs  belonging  to  a  convoy  of  provifions.  Lieut,  col. 
Wade  Hampton,  with  the  ftate  cavalry^  charged  a  party 
of  Brttilh  dragoons  within  five  miles  of  Charleftown. 
He  alfo  took  50  prifoners  at  Strawberry  ferry,  and 
burned  four  veffels  loaded  with  valuable  ftores  for  the 
Britifh  army.,  Sumpter  appeared  before  the  garrifon  at 
Biggin's  church,  confiftlng  of  500  infantry  and  upward 
of  100  cavalry.  Lieut,  col.  Coates  who  commanded

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»78'^tl«rey  after  repulfiiig  SH3mptisV-3  idirzMtd  ptuftf^  ofttK# 
next  evenfeg  dtefeoyed  l^is  ft6res  and  retrc^ed  to-^ard 
Gharlefto'^rtt.    He  was  clofefy  purfued  by  Lee's  fegioii 
and  Hafftptbh*^  ftate  cavalry.      TJnc  kgion  Came  u^ 
\^ith  them,  and  tcok  their  re^r  guaid  ^d  ali  their  bag^ 
gige,    Sufnpter  and  Marion  came  up  with  the  num 
body  after  feme  hours  j   biK  by  this  time  the  Britifh 
hid  fecurfed  themfelves  by  taking  an  advantageous  poft 
in  a  range  of  howfes.    An  attack  was  however  mad^, 
and  continued  with  fpirit  tilj  upward  of  40  wer8^' killed 
or  wouftded  by  thef  fire  from  the  houfea.    The  Briti/h 
loft  in  thefe  different  engafgem^nts  140  priftmers,  befldd 
feveral  killed  and  wounded,  all  the  baggage  of  the  19th 
reg}m0nt|  and  above  loo  horfes  and  feveral  Waggons. 
July       General  Greene  with  the  rpain  army  reached  the  High 
^^*    Hills  of  Santee  on  the  i6th  of  July,  and  there  repofed 
them  till  the  22dof  Auguft,     In  a  letter  from  thence 
of  thes  8th  of  Auguft,  to  a  friend  at  Philadelphia,  he 
thus  expreffed  hjmfelf*^"  Gen,  Gates  left  this  country 
under  a  heavy  load  j  and  I  can  affure  you  he  did  not 
deftfve  It.     If  he  was  to  be  blamed  for  any  thing  at  all, 
it  was  for  fighting,  not  for  what  he  did,  or  did  not  doj, 
in  or  after  the  aftiofi,    I  have  beeh  upon  the  ground 
where  he  Was  defeated,  and  think  it  was  well  chofefij^ 
'and  the  troops  properly  drawn  up ;  and  had  he  halted 
after  iht  defeat  at  Charlotte,  Without  doing  the  leal^ 
thing,  I  am  perfbaded  there  would  have  been  as  little 
\  murrnwing  upon  that  occafion,  as  in  any  inftancc  what*. 
\  eY.er,  where  the  public  meet  with  a  misfortune  of  equal 
\m2%nitude,     I  thinl<  the  order  of  congrefs  for  an  in* 
^quiry  was  premature,  and  am  confident  he  *rill  aequit 
Ihimfeif  wi^  honor;,  whwevtr  \^^  h  brought  to  trial.

But  if  I  could  have  my  wifli>  he  fhould  be  'acquitted 'T^'^ 
widiout  an  inquiry,  unlefs  he  chofe  it  himfelf." 

That  you  may  form  a  clearer  conception  of  the  mi- 
feries  attending  the  war  in  South  Carolina,  you  are  pre-  \ 
fcnted  mth  a  few  extrafts  from  gen.  Greene's  letters.   ] 
While  before  Ninety  Six  he  wrote  to  col.  Davies^  the  | 
fljd  of  May — "  The  ammofity  between  the  whigs  and   \ 
Cories  of  this  ftate  renders  their  fituacion:  truly  deplor-    j 
able.     There  is  not  a  day  paffes,  but  there  are  more  or   i 
kis  who  fall  a  facrifice  to  this  favage  difpofition.    .The    j 
whigs  feem  determined  to  extirpate  the  tories,  and  the    i 
tories  the  whigs.    Some  thoufands  have  fallen  in  this    ■ 
way  in  this  quarter,  and  die  evil  rages  with  more  vio- 
lence than  ever.    If  a  ftop  cannot  be  foon  put  to  thefe 
maffacres,  the  country  will  be  depopulated  in  a  fe\»; 
months  more,  as  neither  whig  nor  tory  can  live."   Thus 
without  charging,  he  rebuked  Davies  for  a  crime  of 
which  he  was  wofuUy  guilty,  and  advifed  him  to  a  bet- 
ter conduft.     Weighty  reafons,  though  not  a  fimilar 
one,  induced  Greene  to  write  to  Pickens,  on  the  5  th  of 
June— -^^  The  inhabitants  near  Parker's  ford  on  the  Saluda, 
are  in  great  diftrefs  from  the  favage  condudb.pf  a  party 
of  men  belonging  to  coL  Hammond's  regiment.     This 
party  plunders  without   mercy,   and  murders  the  de- 
fencelefs  people,  juft  as  private  piqup,  prejudice  or  per- 
fonal  re&ntments  diftate.      Principles  of  humanity  as 
well  as  poUcy  require,  that  proper  meafures  Ihould  be 
immediately  taken  to  reftrain  thefe  abufes,  heal  diffe- 
rences, and  unite  the  people  as  much  as  poffible.     No 
violence  fliouki  be  offered  to  any  of  the   inhabitants, 
unlefs  found  in  arms.     The  idea  of  exterminating  xhe 
torie3  is  no  leis  barbarous  than  impolitic.    J  hope  you 
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1 781.  will  cif:ert  yourfelf  to  bring  over  the  tones  to  our  inter-.: 
eft,  and  check  the  growing  enormities  which  prevail 
among  the  whigs,  in  plundering  as  private  avarice  or  a 
bloody  difpoGtion  ftimulates  them.'*    July  the  30th,  the

•general  thus  e^^preffed  himfelf  to  the  fkme  perfon-^"  I 
am  exceedingly  diftitfledj  ?hat  the  pra&ice  of  plunder-* 
ing  ftill  continues  to  rage.  If  a  check  is  not  put  to 
this  fetal  praftice,  the  inhabitants  will  think  dicir  mile- 
f ies  rather  increafed  than  leffened."  While  Greene  re-* 
mained  on  the  Hi^h  Hills  of  Santee>  he  receive  from 
the  prefident  of  congrefs,  Mr.  M'Kcan,  the  following 
cxtrafts  from  letters  of  lord  George  Germainc-ff^To 
the  commiffioners  for  reftoring  peace.  ^^  March  the 
7th,  Your  declaration  of  the  29th  of  December,  will  I 
truft  be  produ6tive  of  good  effedts.  The  narrow  limits 
to  which  you  have  reduced  your  exceptions,  and  the 
generality  of  the  aflurance  you  have  given  of  reftora- 
tion  of  the  former  conftitutions  were,  I  doubt  not,  well 
confidered,  and  judged  neceffary  and  expedient :  but  as 
there  are  many  things  in  the  conftitutions  of  fonie.  of 
th&  colonies,  and  fome  things  in  all,  which  the  people 
have  always  wiftied  to  be  altered,  and  others  which  the 
fommon  advantages  of  both  countries  require  to  be 
changed,  it  is  neceffary  to  be  attentive,  that  neither 
your  afts  nor  declarations  preclude  any  difquifitiop  of 
fuch  fubjefts  or  prevent  fuch  alterations  being  made  ii^ 
their  conftitution  as  the  people  may  folicit  or  cohfent  to/' 
[Thus  it  appears  that  the  miniftry  meant  that  the  com- 
miflioners  ftiould  be  lb  guarded  in  their  afts  and  decla- 
fafipns,  as  that  the  American  conftitutions  might  not 
obtain  from  the  fame,  ftability  and  permanency.Jrr-rTo 
Sif  Henry  Clinton,    f*  February  the  7  th.   It  gave  hi^ 
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tnajefty  fatisfaftion  to  find  you  had  determined  td  replace  i'jSu 
gen.  Leflie's  detachment  in  Elizabeth  riveri  by  one  un-  • 
der  gen.  Arnold^  with  pofitive  orders  to  ejftablifh  a  per- 
manent ppft  there.*'*— To  Sir  H.  Clinton.  "  March 
the  7th.  It  is  a  pleafing,  though  at  the  fame  time  a  mor- 
tifying refleftion,  which  arifes  froni  the  view  of  the  re- 
turn of  the  provincial  forces  you  have,tranfmittedi  that 
the  American  levies  in  the  king's  fervice  are  more,  in 
number,  than  the  whole  of  the  inlifted  troops  in  the  fei;* 
vice  of  the  congrefs.  I  hope  in  the  courfe  of  the  funri-t 
mer,  the  admiral  and  you  will  be  able  to  fpare  a  forc^ 
fufficiejnt  to  efFedan  eftablifliment  at  Cafco  Bay,  and  re-* 
duce  tha^  country  to  the  king's  obedience.  As  the  ex- 
changes (as  it  appears  from  Mr..Wafhington*s  laft  letter 
to  you)  will  riot  be  carried  on  further,  the  meafure  of  in-r 
lifting  your  prifoners  for  fervice  in  the  Weft  Indies  (hould 
be  adopted  immediately,  and  indeed  fuch  has  beeii  th^ 
mortality  of  th&  troops  there  from  ficknefs,  that  I  do 
not  fee  any  other  means  of  recruiting  them.— The  pre* 
valency  of  wefterly  winds  thefe  laft  two  months  has 
prevented  the  Warwick  and  Solebay,  with  their  coft* 
voy,  from  getting  further  than  Plymouth,  where  they, 
are  all  detained/'  The  prcfident  wrote  in  his  letter  of 
July  the  17th,  which  accompanied  the  above  extrafts— * 
^Mt  further  appears  from  thefe  letters,  that  Arnold  has 
received  bills  of  exchange  for  five  thoufand  pounds  fter* 
ling  on  London,  which  have  been  paid,  and  the  money 
kivefted  in  the  flocks.  This  was  probably  the  certain 
reward,  the  reft  may  have  been  eventual,  Congrefs 
are  poffeffed  of  the  originals."  The  following  of  May 
the  22d,  is  thought  alfo  to  have  been  fent  to  Greene  by 
a  member  of  congrefs — "  Congrefs  this  day  received  a 
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ti^u  tnoft  affe<fti6Mtc  and  friendly  letter  from  the  klt^  rf 
France.  .  H-e  jgives  us  every  affurance  of  the  moft  fub- 
,  ftarvtial  aid,  as  far  as  his  abilities  and  the  exigencies  of 
hh  affairs  in  Europe  will  adnait.  Ht  Ipeaks  m  the  naoft 
tender  and  feeling  manner  on  the  diftreffing  fittiation  ^ 
tKir  affairs ;  and  fays,  he  will  rifk  embarrafling  his  own 
Affairs  in  Order  to  affdrd  us  fomt  reHef.** 

Afttr  lord  Rawdon's  return  to  Charfeftown  an  afiair 
took  place,  which  has  roufcd  the  indignation  of  the  Amc-* 
Vicans,  and  may  recc?ive  a  fairer  difcoffion  in  fome  fu- 
ture period,  when  impartiality  Ibafi  be  more  prevalent 
than  at  prefent.  The  whole  truths  md  nodiing  but  the 
truth,  fo  i^r  as  it  has  come  to  tny  knowkdge,  &all  be 
.  now  laid  before  you.  Durirtg  the  fiegc  of  Charfcftown^ 
col.  Hayne  fervcd  his  country  «i  a  corps  of  iwlitia  horfe* 
After  the  capitulatbn,  no  akernativc  was  left  but  cither 
to  abandon  his  family  and  property,  or  to  Surrender  to 
the  conquerors.  H6  concluded  that  inftead  of  waiting 
to  be  captured,  it  would  be  both  more  fafe  and  more- 
honorable  to  go  within  the  Bi'idlh  lines,  and  fwrender 
himfelf  a  voluntary  prifoner.  He  therefore  repaired  to 
Charleftown,  and  offered  to  bind  himfelf  by  the  honor 
of  an  AmerioMi  officer,  to  do  nothing  prejudicial  to  the 
Britifh  interefl  til!  he  Ihould  be  exchanged*  Reports 
made  of  his  fiiperior  abilities  atid  influence,  uniformly 
exerted  in  the  American  caule,  operated  vmh  the  con- 
querprs  to  reful^  him  a  parole,  though  they  were  daily 
accuftomcd  to  grant  that  indulgence  to  other  inhabi- 
tants. He  was  told  that  lie  mitft  either  become  a  Sri* 
tifli  fubjeft,  or  fubmit  to  clbfe  confinement.  Te  be  ar* 
refted  and  detained  in  the  capital,  was  not  to  Jiioifelf  aa 
intderable  evil  s  but  to  abandon  his  family  Jbotb  to  the 
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ravages  of  the  fmail-pox,  then  raging  in  their  ndgh-  «7^*» 
i>QurbQod^  and  to  the  infuits  and  depredations  of  the 
K^ya£(^j  was  top  much  for  the  tender  hufband  and  fond 
parent.  To  .fu:knowledgc  himfelf  the  fubje<3t  of  a  gq.- 
veriHnent  v^^liqh  he  had  from  principle  renounced,  was 
r^agnant  to  his  feelings  j  but  without  this  he  was  cut 
off  from  every  profpeft  of  a  return  to  his  family.  In 
d^s  embarrafling  fituation  he  y^aited  on  Dodtor  Ram- 
fay  with  a  declaration  to  the  following  effeft— ^^  If  the 
Britifh  would  grant  me  the  indulgence,  which  we^  in 
jtbe  day  of  our  power,  gave  to  their  adherents,  of  re- 
moving my  family  and  property,  I  would  feek  an  afy- 
luo}  ^  the  i-emoteft  corner  of  the  United  States,  rather 
.dMtfi  fubmit  to  their  government  i  but  as  they  allow  no 
other  alternative  than  fubmifllon  or  confinement  in  the 
capital,  at  a  diftance  from  my  wife  and  family,  at  a 
time  when  they  are  in  the  moft  prefling  need  of  my 
prefence  and  fupport,  I  muft  for  the  prefcat  yield  to  the 
demands  of  die  conquerors.  I  requeft  you  to  bear  in 
mind,  that,*  previous  to  my  taking  this  ftep,  I  declare, 
that  it  is  contrary  to  my  inclination,  and  forced  on  me 
by  hard  neceffity,  I  never  will  bear  arms  a^ainfl:  my 
country. .  My  new  mailers  can  require  no  fervice  of 
me,  but  what  is  enjoined  by  the  old  militia  law  of  tlie 
province,  which  fubftitutes  a  fine  in  lieu  of  perfonal  fer- 
vice. That  I  will  p^y  as  the  price  of  my  proteftion. 
If  my  condu£t  fhould  be  ccnfured  by  my  countrymen, 
J  beg  that  you  would  remember  this  converfation,  and 
bear  witnefs  for  me^  that  I  do  not  mean  to  defert  tlie 
caufe  of  America." 

In  this  ftate  of  perplexity,  col.  Hayne  fubfcribed  a 
dtecl^ation  of  his  allegiance  to  the  king  of  Great  Bri- 
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»7fi-tainj  but  not  without  cxprefsly  objeaing  to  the  claufe 
which  required  him  mth  his  arms  to  Jufport  the  royal 
government.     The  commandant  of  the  garrifon,  briga- 
dier general  Paterfon,  and  James  Simpfon  cfq;  inten- 
dant  of  the  Britifh  police,  affured  him  that  this  would 
never  be  required;  and  added  further,  that  when  the 
regular  forces  could  not  defend  the  country  without  the 
aid  of  its  inhabitants,  it  would  be  high  time  for  the 
royal  army  to  quit  it.     Having  fubmitted  to  the  royal 
government,  he  was  permitted  to  return  to  his  family. 
Notwithftanding  what, had  paffed  at  the  time  of  his  fub- 
miffion,    he  was  repeatedly  called  upon  to  take  arms 
againft  his  countrymen,  and  finally  threatened  with-clofe 
confinement  in  cafe  of  a  further  refufal.     This  he  con- 
fidered  as  a  breach  of  contraft ;  and  it  being  no  longer 
in  the  power  of  the  Britifh  to  give  him  that  protedion, 
which  was  to  be  the  compenfation  of  his  allegiance;  he 
viewed  himfelf  as  releafed  from  all  engagements  to  their 
commanders.     The  inhabitants  of  his  neighbourhood, 
who  had  alfo  revolted,  petitioned  gen.  Pickens  to  ap- 
point him  to  the  command  of  their  regiment,  which 
was  done,  and  the  appointment  accepted. 

Colonel  Hayne  having  thus  refumed  his  arms,  fcitt 
out  in  July  a  fmall  party  to  reconnoitre  j  which  pene- 
trated within  iv9tii  miles  of  Charleftown,  took  gen.  Wil- 
iiamfon  prifoner,  and  retreated  to  the  head  quarters  of 
the  regiment.  This  was  the  fame  Williamfon,  who  was 
an  aAive  officer  in  the  South  Carolina  militia  from  the 
commencement  of  the  war  to  the  furrender  of  Charlef- 
town; foon  after  which  event  he  became  a  Britifh  fub- 
jeft.  Such  was  the  anxiety  of  the  Britifh  commandant 
to  refcue  Williamfon,  that  he  ordered  out  his  whole 
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cavalry  on. the  bufinefs.     Hayne  fell  into  their  hands.. *7^^f 
He  was  carried  to  the  capital,  and  confined  in  the  pro-  | 
voft's  prifon,  for  having  refumed  his  arms  after  accept-  i 
ing  Britilh  proteftion.     At  firft  he  was  promifed  a  trial,  [ 
and  had  council  prepared  to  juftify  his  condudl  by  the  : 
laws  of  nations  and  ufages  of  war :  but  this  was  finally  i 
refufed,  and  he  was  ordered  for  execution  by  lord  Raw-   \ 
don  and  lieut.  col.  Balfour.     The  royal  lieut.  gov.  Bull, 
and  a  great  number  of  inhabitants,  both  royaliffis  and 
Americans,    interceded  for  his    life.     The  ladies    of 
Charleftown  generally  figned  a  petition  in  his  behalf^  in  j 
which  was  introduced  every  delicate  fentiment  that  wa« 
likely  to  operate  on  the  gallantry  of  officers,  or  the  hu- 
manity of  menir     His  children,  accompanied  by  (bme 
near  relations  (the  mother  had  died  of  the  fmall  pox) 
were  prefented  on  their  bended  knees,  as  humble  fuit* 
ors  for  their  father's  life.     Such  powerful  interceffions 
-were  made  in  his  favor  as  touthed  many  an  unfeeling; 
heart,  and  drew  tears  from  maay  an  hard  eye ;  but  lord 
Rawdon  and  Balfour  continued  firm  to  their  determina- 
tion* 

The  colonel  was  repeatedly  vifited  by  his  friends,  and 
converfed  on  various  fubjefts  with  a  becoming  fortitude^ 
He  particularly  lamented  that,  on  principles  of  retalia- 
tion, his  execution  would  probably  be  dn  introdudVion 
to  the  (bedding  of  much  innocent  blood.  He  requefted 
thofe  in  whom  the  fupreme  power  was  vefted,  to  accom-» 
modate  the  mode  of  his  death  to  his  feelings  as  an 
officer :  but  this  was  refufed.,  On  the  laft  evening  of 
liis  life,  he  told  a  friend,  that  he  was  no  more  alarmed 
at  the  thoughts  of  death,  than  at  any  other  occurrence 
•which  was  neceffary  and  unavoidable.

coagrds.    You  wiU  next  repair  to  ^  place  of  execnf 
tion;  receive  my  tody,   aad  fee.  it  4eceady  interFeci 
among  my  forefathers."    They  took  a  final  k^ve.     The 
colonel's  arms  were  pinioned,  andag^ard  placed  r^uivd 
his  pcribn.     The  proceffion  began  from  the  Exchwjgi^ 
m  the  forenoon.     Ti^  ftreets  were  crowded  with  ,<houy 
fands  of  anxious  fpedlators.    He  walked  to  the  place  of 
execution  with  fuch  decent  firtpnefs,  conapofureand  djg-»^ 
nity,as  to  awaken  the  compaiTion  of  many,  and  conpi^iiiaad 
refpeft  from  all.    When  the  city  barrier  was  paft,  ao4 
the  inftrument  of  his  cataftrophe  appeare4  in  full  i^iew, 
a  faithful  friend  by  his  fide  obferved  to. him,  that  be 
hoped  he  would  exhibit  an  example  of  the  manner  ia 
which  an  American  can  die.     He  anfwered  with  the  ut^- 
moft  tranquillity — ^^  I  will  endeavour  to  do  fo."    H^ 
afcended  the  cart  with  a  ftrm  ftep  and  fcrepe  alpedl.    ^e 
inquired  of  the  executioner,  who  was  H>aking  an  at-r 
tempt  to  get  up  to  pull  the  cap  over  his  eyes,,  what  \l9 
wanted.    Qn  being  informed,,  the  cobnel  replied— "  i 
will  lave  you  the  trouble,"  and  pviUed  it  over  himfclt 
He  was  afterward  alked,  whether  he  wifhed  to  iay  any 
diing,  to  which  he  anfwered—^*  I  will  only  take  leave 
of  my  friends,  and  be  ready."    He  then  affeftipnately 
frook  hands  with  three  genflenien,  rpcoiiMxiended  his 
children  to  their  c^t^  and  ggve  4he  fignal  for  the  car; 
toniove.

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Thi»  fell  colonel  Ifaac  Hayne  in  tibc  bloona  j»f  Hfe^  f  3?»* 
furmfiiingtbyapt  example  in  death,  vAtaich  exiXMtcd  a  con**  j 
feffion  fram  his  enemies,  that  though  he  did  not  die  in  ! 
a  good  caufe,  he  mvA  at  leaft  have  z6:cd  &om  a  per^ 
(xjoGon  of  its  being  &>  *.  The  urorki  will  judge  nriicthcr 
his  dekh  was  ifaiftly  according  to  law^  and  if  .lb,  wbe*- 
ther  the  Iqgahty  was  not  of  that  kind  to  whidh  the 
maxim  is  to  be  vspphed-^/unmum  jus  fumma  injuria. 
The  operations  in  Virgrnia  ihaU  tee  now  related- 
The  junftbn  of  gen,  PhiUip's  ibfce  to  gen,  Arnold'^ 
at  Portfinouth^  gr^tly  increafed  their  power  of  diftreffing 
the  ftatCa  which  they  failed  not  to  improve  as  &r  as 
pfaffiblc.  In  April,  the  troops  to  the  amount  of  about 
2500,  cncibariccd  and  proceeded  to  James  river.  By 
the  a4th  they  ran  up  to  City  Point,  below  Peterfhurgh^ 
where  baron  de  Steuben  was  with  a  number  of  miiiti^ 
T-heir  whole  force  landed  at  fix  in  the  evening ;  and  the 
next  day  marched  ^t  ten  in  the  morning.  The  baroa 
was  foHy  convinced  that  Peterft>urgh  was  their  foft  ob- 
jefit.  Having  been  obliged  to  fend  away  large  detach- 
ments, he  had  not  more  than  looo  men  to  oppofe  their 
advance.  He  «had  many  reafons  againft  Hiking  a  total 
defeat^  the  lofs  of  arms  was  a  principal  one :  on  the 
other  hand,  to  retire  without  fome  fhow  of  refiftance, 
would  intimidate  the  inhabitants,  and  encourage  the 
Britifh  to  further  incurfions.  He  therefore  determined 
to  do  what  he  could  without  hazardii^  too  much.  lie 
made  choice  of  JBlandford  (about  a  mile  diftant)  for  fhc 
place  of  defence,  and  a  neighbouring  bridge  for  a  re- 
treat. The  Americans  paffed  the  night  under  arms. 
Toward  noon  of  the  asth,  the  Britifh  came  infjghti

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1781.  formed  and  extended  their  lineto  their  left.  It  was  near 
three  o'clock  before  the  firing  commenced,  which  con- 
tinued from  poft  to  poft  till  paft  five,  when  the  lupcri- 
i  ority  of  the  enemy,  and  want  of  ammunition,  obliged 
the  baron  to  order  a  retreat,  and  the  bridge  to  be  taken 
up;  which  were  executed,  with  great  regularity  notwith* 
Handing  the  fire  of  the  Britifli  cannon  and  mufketry. 
The  Americans  difputed  the  ground  inch  by  inch,  and 
executed  their  manoeuvres  with  rnuch  exaftnefs.  The 
baron  retired  to  Chefterfield  court-houfe,  ten  miles  from 
Peterfburgh.  The  next  day  the  Britifh  deftroyed  at 
Peterfburgh  400  hoglheads  of  tobacco,  a  fhip,  and  a 

2^.  number  of  fmall  veffels.  On  the  27th  Arnold  marched 
to  Ofborn*s,  four  miles  ^bove  which  place  the  Virginians 
had  a  confiderable  marine  force,  with  which  they  meant 
to  oppofe  him.  Arnold  fent  a  flag  to  treat  with  the 
commander,  who'  declared  that  he  would  defend  his 
fleet  to  the  laft.  Arnold  advanced  with  fome  artillery, 
and  at  length  overpowered  him.  The  feamen  took  to 
their  boats  and  efcaped,  but  not  before  they  had  fcuttlcd. 
and  fet  fire  to  feveral  of  their  fliips.  The  militia  were 
driven  from  the  oppofite  fliore.  Two  fhips  and  ten 
fmaller  veflels,  loaded  with  tobacco,  cordage,  flour  and 
other  articles,  fell  into  Arnold's  hands.  Four  fliips,  five 
brigantines,  and  a  number  of  fmall  veflels,  were  cither 
burnt  or  funk.  The  whole  quantity  of  tobacco  taken 
or  deftroyed  in  this  fleet  exceeded  2000  hogftieads. 
The  Bririfti  by  the  30th  reached  Manchefter,  where  they 
deftroyed  1200  hogftieads  of  tobacco:  the  marquis  dc 
la  Fayette,  with  his  troops,  who  arrived  at  Richmond 
on  the  oppofite  fide  the  preceding  evening,  being  fpcfta- 
tors  of  the  conflagration.    The  joyal  army  on  thcu-  »- 

turn 
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tarn  made  great  havoc  at  Warwick.     Befide  the  Ihips  l^^u 
on  the  (locks  and  in  the  river,  a  large  range  of  rope 
walks,  a  magazine  of  flour,  a  number  of  warehoufes, 
containing  tobacco  and  other  commodities,  tan-houfes    / 
foil  of  hides  and  bark,  and  feveral  fine  mills,  were  de-    : 
ftroyed  or  confumed  in  one  general  conflagration.     The    • 
army  then  returned  to  the  Ihipping,  and  the  whole  fell 
down  toward  the  mouth  of  the  river.     While  this  force 
was  fufficient  for  deftroying  every  fpecies  of  property  to    ; 
an  almoft  incredible  amount,  and  for  accumulating  a   j 
great  deal  of  Ipoil  for  the  parties  commanding  it,  the 
nia:in  purpofe  was  not  anfwered :  it  was  incapable,  of 
bringing  matters  to  any  decifiye  concluiion*    Here,  and    1 
in  the  Carolinas,  the  veteran  battalions  were  worn  down    .' 
and  confumed,  without  producing  any  permanent  ad- 
vantage. , 

The  marquis  de  la  Fayette  has  been  mentioned  as 
prefent  in  Virginia.    When  he  had  iiiarched  back  tp 
the  head  of  Elk,  he  received  an  order  from  gen.  Waihi-^ 
ington  to  go  on  to  Virginia,  that  he  might  oppofe  gen4  \ 
Phillips.     His  troops  were  in  w^nt  of  almofl:  cveiy  i 
'  thing,  however  they  proceeded  to,  and  arrived  at  Baltic   \ 
more  on  the  17  th  of  April,    PJere  he  was  under  the    j 
grcatefl:  embarraflhnqnt  for  want  of  Ihpesj    there  not^  1 
being  a  pair  in  his  whole  comn^and.     But  the  love  and    \ 
confidence  he  had  excited,  enabled  him  to  borrow  of  the     ?i 
merchants  two  thoufand  guineas  upon  his  own  credit ; 
with  which  he  procured  fuch  neceflaries  as  were  wanting     ■ 
for  the  forwarding  of  his  detachment,     The  marquis, 
being  jealous  that  Richnaond  was  Phillips's  objed,  made 
^  forced  march  of  aoo  miles,  and  arrived  at  that  place 
fjjc  evening  before    the    latter   reached  Mapcheftert  29.

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17^1.  During  the  night,  \9hich  was  {pent  in  making  difpofitbnt 
of  ckfencc,  the  marquis  was  joined  by  fomc  militia  no- 
der  baron  Steuben.  His  prefence  with  fuch  a  body  of 
troops  fecured  Richmond  from  the  boftile  attack  of  the 
Britifh,  and  faved  the  military  ftores  with  which  k  was 
ti^n  filled.  The  marquis,  with  a  very  inferior  force, 
kept  on  the  north  fide  of  James  river  5  and  adted  ib 
entirely  on  the  defenfive,  and  at  the  fame  tintw  made  16 
judicious  a  choice  of  pofts,  and  fhowcd  foch  vigor  and 
defign  in  his  movements,  as  prevented  any  advantage 
being  taken  of  his  weaknefs.  Upon  die  falling  down 
of  the  Britifti  forces  to  the  mouth  of  the  rivcr>  with  a 
view  of  coUeftfng  contributions  at  Williamfbur^  and 
iff  the  neighbourhood,  die  marquis  difcovered  no  fmall 
aftivity  in  counterafting  them.  On  their  fiidden  rettira 
up  James  river,  he  conceived  their  objed  to  be  ifae 
forming  a  junfticm  with  lord  Comwallis,  of  wbofe 
marching  through  North  Carolina  he  had  received  fomc 
faint  intelligence*  He  therefore  made  a  rapid  move- 
ment, that  he  mi^ht  get  before  them  to  Peterfburghj 
but  was  foiled  in  his  defign,  through  the  vigilance  of  the 
Briti/h  commanders.  The  laft  s&  of  gen.  Phillips  was 
the  taking  poflTeflion  of  this  place  late  in  the  night  of 

9.      May  the  9th :  on  the  13th  he  died. 

Lord  Comwallis,  after  the  aftion  with  Greene  near ' 
Guilford  court-houfe,  crofling  Deep  river,  marched  for 
\  Wilmington,  and  arrived  in  the  neighbourhood  on  the 
7th  of  April.  He  concluded  upon  marchiiig  to  Vkgi- 
'  nia,  and  endeavouring  a  junftion  with  Phillips.  The 
troops  were  now  to  encounter  a  new  march  of  300 
miles  i  while  fo  deftitute  of  neceflfarics,  diat  the  cavalry 
flight  be  faid  to  want  ev^ry  thi<)g,  z,nd  the  k^ntry  eveiy

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ddng  but  ftioes.    Neither  were  in  any  ftiitabk  conditio^  'I^'* 
»  move^  even  ihe  day  before  marching.     His  lordlhip 
pTOvided  fcH-  every  poffibie  comingenpey  as  far  as  in  hiS 
p0w«r ;  and  then  bega»  his  march  on^  the^5th  of  ApriL 
Me  JlrriVed  at  Peteriburgb  on  tfee  aoih  of  May.    Here  20. 
1m  f eceived  the  im wekome  news  of  Phill^s's  cjcath  >  but 
had  the  coniblation  of  meeting  with  a  frefh  reinforce- 
ifiefit  of  about  1800  men,  whom  Sir  Henry  Clinton 
1^  fent  to  fupport  the  war  with  vigor.     Lord  Cor&4 
t>^is,  on  taking  the  command,  felt  himfeif  fo  fuperiof 
to  tfie  Anierican  force,  that  he  exulted  in  the  profpeft 
cJf  iuccefs;  and  defpifing  the  youth  of  hi^  opponent  uih 
guardedly  wrote  fo  Great  Britain—**  the  boy  camot  ef(ap^ 
fhe*^    The  marquis's  little  army  confifted  of  1000  con-* 
tkiemals,  2000.  militia,  and  60  dragoons.     ComwalHs 
pfoc^eded  &om  Peterfburgh  td  James  river,  which  he 
cral^d  in  order  to  diflodge  Fayette  from  Richmond :  it 
was  evacuated  on  thfe  27th.     His  lordftiip  then  marched  «7* 
through  Hanover  county,  and  crofled  the  South  Ann^ 
rirer,  Fayette  conftandy  following  his  motions,  but  at  % 
guarded  diftance  in  every  part  of  his  progrefe    fii$ 
kwdlhip  at  one  time  planned  the  furprifal  of  the  marquiSy      ^ 
^ilc  on  the  fame  flde  of  James  river  with  Wmfelf ;    ; 
but  was  diverted  from  his  intention  by  a  ijjy,  whom  Fayette    ; 
had  {^^x  into  his  camp.     The  marquis  was  very  dcfirou^    i 
of  obtaining  full  intelligence  concerning  his  lordfliip^    : 
^nd  concluded  upon  prevailing^  if  pofDble,   upon  onci     ' 
Charles  (generally  called  Charly)  Morgan^  a  Jcrfcy  foU 
dier,  of  whom  he  had  entertained  a.  favorable  opinioo, 
to  turn  deferter^  and  go  over  to  the  Britiih  army,  in 
order  to  his  executing  the  bufinefs  of  a  fpy  more  effec-  ' 
twUyt    Chaiiy  was  fcm  for,  afid  agr^  to  undertake     . 
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1781. the  hazardous  employ;   but  inGfted,  that  in  cafe  he 
fliould  be  difcovered  and  hanged,  the  marquis,  to  fecure 
his  reputation,  fliould  have  it  inferted  in  the  Jerfey  paper, 
that  he  was  fent  upon  the  fervice  by  his  commander. 
Charly  defertcd,   and  when  he  had  reached  the  royal 
army  was  carried  before  his  lordftiip ;  who  inquired  into 
the  reafon  of  his  deferting,  and  received  for  anfwer— * 
•*  I  have  been,  my  lord,  with  the  American  army  fronri 
the  beginning,  and  while  under  gen.  Wafliington  was 
fatisfied ;  but  beihg  put  under  a  Frenchman,  I  do  not 
like  It,  and  have  left  the  fervice."    His  lordfliip  com- 
mended and  rewarded  his  conduct.     Charly  was  very 
diligent  in  the  difcharge  of  his  military  duty,  and  Was 
not  in  the  leaft  fulpefted  j  but  at  the  fame  time  carefully 
obferved  all  that  pafled.     One  day  while  on  particular 
duty  with  his  comrades,  Comwallis  in  clofc  converfition 
with  fomc  officers,   called  Charly  to  him,  and  faid— 
**  How  long  time  will  it  take  the  marquis  to  crofs  James 
river  ?'*    Charly  paufed    a  moment,^  and   anfwered— 
^  Three  hours,  my  lord,"    His  lordfliip  exclaimed— 
^  Three  hours  !  why  it  will  take  three  days."     "  No, 
my  lord,"   faid  Charly,    *'  the  marquis  has  fo  many 
boats,  and  each  boat  will  carry  fo  many  men.     If  your 
lordlhip  will  be  at  the  trouble  of  calculating,  you  will 
find  he  can  crofs  in  three  hours."     His  lordfliip  turned 
to  the  officers,  and  in  the  hearing  of  Charly  remarked— 
"  The  fcheme  will  not  do."     Charly  concluded  this  was 
the  moment  for  his  returning  to  the  marquis.     He,  as 
foon  aspoffible,  plied  his  comrades  with  grog  ♦,  till  they

we're  well  warmed,  and  theh  opened  his  iirafked  battery.  ^7®»^ 
tie  complajned  of  the  wdnts  that  prevailed  in  the  Brii- 
tifh  camp,    commended  the   fupplies  with  which   thfe   ; 
Anierican  abounded,  exprefled  his  indinacion  to  return,    ■ 
and  then  afked — "  What  fay  you,   will  you  go  with 
me  ?^'    T^hey  agreed.     It  was  left  with  him  to  managfe 
as  to  the  fentries.     To  the  firft  he  offered,  in  a  very 
friendly  niahher,  the  taking  a  draught  of  rum  out  of 
his  canteen.    'While  the  fellow  was  tlririking,  Gharly 
lecured  his  arrhs ;  and  then  propbfed  his  defbrtrng  ^ith 
them;  to  which  he  confetited*  through  nertflity.     The 
fecohd  was  ferved  in  like  rfianner.     Charly  iMdrgah  by 
his  management  carried  off  feven  deferters  with  fiitfJ* 
When  he  had  reached  the  American  army,    and  was 
brought  to  head  quarters,  the  marquis'  upon  feeing  hirh 
cried  out,  ^'  Ha !  Charly,  are  yoti  got^  back  V  '^  YA 
and  pleafe  your  excellency,   and  have  brought  (tvth 
more  with  me,'*  was  the  anfwer.     When  Charly  had. 
related  the  reafon  of  his  returning,  and  the  obfervation's 
he  had  made,  the  marquis  offered  him  moneys  but  hfc 
declined  accepting  it,  and  only  defired  to  have  his  gun 
again.     The  marquis  then  propofcd  to  promcte  him  to  ' 

the  rank  of  a  corporal  or  fehgeant.     To  thfs  Morgan 
replied— *"'  I  will  not  have  any  promotion. '   I  have  abr-  f 

lities  for  a  ccmmbri  foldief,  and  have  a  good  charac-* 

to  prefeh'e  the  tiealth  and  lives  of  the  farlors,  he  ordered  their  allow- 
ance of  mm  to  be  mixed  with  a  proper  quantity  of  water,  and  thte 
liquor  to  be  put  upon  deck  for  their  ufe*  The  failars  refented  the  ' 
alteration;  but  the  refolition  of  the  admiral  obliged  them  to  drink 
the  mixture  or  go  without.  It  fo  happened  that  he  generally  wore  on 
board  an  old  grogram  coat :  the  failofs  took  occdfion  frotn  thenctr  t» 
ftilc  tlie  mixtuie  iliat  was  impofcd  upon  tl^m-«-^«^;

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•1781/ ter  5  ftiould  I  be  promoted  my  abilities  may  not  an^ 
[  fwer,  and  I  may  lofe  my  charafter."  He  however 
]  nobly  requefted  for  his  fellow  foldiers,  who  were  not  {q 
'[  well  fupplied  with  fhoes,  {lockings  and  clothing  as  him- 
1  felf,  that  the  marquis  would  promife  to  do  what  he 
I  could  to  relieve  their  diftreffesi  which  he  eafily  ob* 
tained. 

Lord  Cornwallis,  meeting  with  a  plentiful  fupply  of 
fine  horfes  in  the  ftables  of  private  gendemen,  mounted 
a  confiderable  body  of  troops*  Cols.  Tarleton  and 
Simcoe  were  difpatched  from  the  South  Anna  with  fepa- 
rate  detachments  to  fcour  the  interior  country.  They 
penetrated  into  the  receffes,  which  had  been  hitherto  free 
from  {pollers,  and  might  have  done  confiderable  more 
mifchief  to  the  inhabitants.  They  de{lroyed  a  number 
of  arms  under  repair,  fome  cannon,  a  quantity  of  gun* 
powder,  fait,  harnefs  and  other  matters,  de{igned  for  or 
capable  of  being  applied  to  military  fervices.  Had  their 
de{lruftive  operations  of  this  nature. been  ever  fo  confi- 
derable, in{lead  of  trifling)  they  mu{l  have  efcaped  allcen- 
fure  ',  and  the  Americans  would  have  had  no  ju{l  ground 
of  complaint  j  but  it  was  otherwife  in  various  inftances. 
Baron  Steuben>  who  was  at  the  Point  of  Fork  with  500 
regulars  of  the  Virginia  new  levies  and  a  few  militia,  re- 
tired upon  the  approach  of  Simcoe.  He  had  been  fepa- 
rated  from  the  marquis,  in  con{equence  of  an  order  from 
Greene  for  the  baron  to  come  and  join  him^  The.baro(i 
had  proceeded  to  the  borders  of  North  Carolina.  This 
left  the  marquis  fo  weak,  that  he  was  obKged  to  fall 
back  as  Cornwallis  advanced,  till  he  {hould  be  reinforced. 
^His  lordfhip's  march  to  Virginia  made  the  revocatbn 
of  Greene's  order  necelTary*  Tarleton  penetrated,  by  ,a 
4 ..:.  9  ^  forced 
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forced  march,  as  far  as  Charlotte-vilk;  and  had  nearly'  ^^'* 
furprifed  and  taken  the  whole  affembly  of  Virginia  pri-  j,  ne 
foners.     They  had  removed  from  Richmond  to  Char--    4» 
lotte-ville  to  be  out  of  the  way  of  Cornwallis ;  and  re- 
ceived information  of  Tarleton's  approach  but  juft  time 
enough  to  efcape  his   legion.     They  now   crofled  the 
mountains,  and  convened  at  Stanton.     The  Britifti  con- 
vention prifoners  had  been  early  marched  from  Charlotte- 
ville  toward  Pennfylvania. 

Lord  Cornwallis  not  having  any  immediate  occafion 
for  gen.  Arnold,  difpenfed  with  his  abfcnce,  fo  that  he 
returned  to  New  York  about  the  beginning  of  Juoe. 
His  lordfliip  finding  it  impoflible  to  force  the  marquis 
de  la  Fayette  to  an  aftion,  endeavoured  to  prevent  his 
junftion  with  Wayne ;  who  had  been  ordered  by  gen. 
Wafliington  to  march  from  the  northward  with  the 
Pennfylvania  line,  amounting  to  800,  with  a  view  to  that 
event.  It  was  efFefted  without  lofs  at  Racoon  ford  on 
the  7th  of  June.  But  while  this  junftion  was  making,  74 
his  lordfhip  obtained  an  opening  for  placing  hirnfelf  be- 
tween the  marquis  and  his  ftores.  The  ftores,  which 
were  an  objeft  with  both  armies,  had  been  removed 
from  Richmond  to  Albemarle  old  courl-houfe  above 
the  Point  of  Fork.  His  lordfhip  was  fo  far  advanced, 
as  that  within  the  courfe  of  two  days  he  muft  have 
gained  pofleffion  of  them.  At  the  fame  moment  he 
found  that  the  marquis,  by  an  unexpefted  and  rapid 
march,  was  within  a  few  miles  of  his  army.  This  at 
firft  might  be  matter  of  joy  to  him ;  as  he  faw  no  prac- 
ticable way  for  the  marquis  to  get  between  him  and  the 
ftores,  but  by  a  road,  in  pafling  which  the  Americans 
might  be  attacked  to  great  advantage.:    However,  con-

'  His  lordlhip  now  commertcrcd  a  retrograde  move- 

'lncnt>  and  in  two  night  marehes  mealured  back  up- 

Vf2Lrd  of  50  miles.     He  was  accompanied  with  his  de- 

tachfificnts  iinder  TaHeton  and  Simcoe.     By  about  the 

June  ^7^^  ^^  entered  Richmond  ;  the  marquis  preffing  hard 

*8.  after  him.  On  the  i8th  thci  Britifh  moved  toward  the 
Americans,  feemingly  with  the  defign  of  ftriking  a  de- 
tached corps.  But  upon  the  marching  of  the  light  in- 
fantry and  Pennfylvanians,  they,  returned  into  the  town. 
The  next  day  the  marquis  was  joined  by  Steuben's 
troops;  and  on  the  night  of  the  aothy  Richmond  was 
'evacuated.     His  lord(hip>  under  an  apprehenfioti  that 

"I  the  marquis  was  much  ftrong^r  than  was  really  the  cafe> 
hafteiied  to  Williamfburgh  >  where  he  occupied  a  ftrong 
poft,  was  under  the  protcftion  of  his  fhippingy  and  re- 

aS.  xreived  a;  reinforcement  from  Portfmouth.  On  the  26th 
of  June,  the  day  after  the  main  body  of  the  Britifh 
larmy  arrived  at  Wiiliamfburgh,  their  rear  ^as  attacked 
within  fix  miles  of  the  place,  by  aii  American  light 
corps  under  col.  Butler  j  and  had  160  killed  and 
^vounded.  According  to  a  private  letter  of  Fayette  to 
the  prefident  of  congrefs,  his  own  troops  at'  this  period 
confided  only  of  1500  regulars,  400  new  levies,  and 
about  20CO  militia,  in  all  3900^  while  Cornwallis 's 
amounted  to  4000  regulars,  8O0  of  whom  were  mo'unted. 
ijr  In 
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In  the  courfe  of  thcfe  movements,   befide  atticlQ*.?*'*: 
fimilar  to  thofe  already  fpecified,  the  Britifli  deljirpye^j 
above  2000  hogfheads  of  tobacco,  with  fome  brafs  and 
a  number  of  iron  ordnance.     But  they  were  joined,  by 
no  great  number  of  inhabitants,  and  fcarcely  by  any  of 
the  native  Virginians,     Lord  Cornwallis,  in  his  marches 
from  Charleftown   to  Camden,    from  Camden  to  the 
Dan  river,  from  the  Dan  through  North  Carolina  t<^ 
Wilmington,  from  Wilmington  to  Richmond,  and  from 
Richmond  to  Williamfburgh,  made  a  route  of  more 
than  eleven  hundred  miles,  without  computing  devia-  • 
tions. 

.    The  marquis  de  la  Fayette  kept  with  his  body  about 
18  or  20  miles  diftant  from  lord  Cornwallis,  while  his^ 
advanced  corps  was  within  10  or  12,  with  an  intention 
of  infuliing  the  Britifh  rear  guard,  when  they  fhould 
pafs  James  river.     His  lordfhip  evacuated  Williamf-^j^j- 
burgh  on  the  4th  of  July,     On  the  6<h  at  noon  he  re-    6^ 
ceived  intelligence  that  the  Americans  were  approaching.  1 
Perfuaded  they  would  not  venture  an  attack,  except ' 
under  the  impreflion,  that  only  a  rear  guard  was  left  oa 
that  fide  of  the  river,  he  ufed  all  proper  means  to  en^  i 
courage  that  opinion  of  his  weaknefs.     Gen.  Wayne  ; 
relying  upon  the  affurances  of  a  countryman,  that  the  i 
main  body  had  crofTed,  pulhed  forward  with  800  men^  ^ 
chiefly  Pennfylvanians  and  fome  light  infantry,  and  to    ' 
his  furprife  difcovered  the  Britifh  army  drawn- up  ready    \ 
to  receive  Wm  about  fun  fet.     He  inftantly  conceived     ! 
that  the  only  mode  of  extricating  himfelf  from  his  peri- 
lous fituation,  was  by  boldly  attacking  and  engaging"  ' 
them  for  a  while,  and  then  retreating  with  the  utmoft 
expedition.     He  prcfled  on  with  the  greateft  intrepidity. 

I  3  His 
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i78i.His  whole  force,  with  which  he  began  to  engage  the 
Britilh,  at  no  greater  diftance  than  twenty-five  yards, 
did  not  exceed  five  hundred  men,  all  Pennfylvanians  *. 
After  behaving  with  heroic  bravery  for  a  time,  they 
faced  about,  and  leaving  their  cannon  behind,  hurried 
off  the  field  in  hafte  toward  fome  light  infantry  battali- 
ons, that  by  a  moft  rapid  move  had  arrived  within  about 
j  half  a  mile  of  them.  Lord  Cornwallis  would  admit  of 
'  no  purfuit,  for  he  conje6hired,  from  the  ftrangenefs  of 
circumftances,  that  the  whole  was  a  fcheme  of  Fayette 
to  draw  him  into  an  ambufcade.  The  Britifh  paffed 
the  river  at  night,  and  retired  to  Portfmouth ;  and  the 
marquis  chofe  that  moment  for  refting  the  American 
troops. 

However  we  fhall  not  quit  Virginia  without  mention- 
ing that  early  in  the  fpring,  a  Britilh  frigate  went  up 
the  Patomak,  and  landed  a  party  of  men^  who  fet  fire 
to  and  deftroyed  fome  gentlemen's  houfes  oh  the  Mary- 
land fide  of  the  river,  in  fight  of  Mount  Vernon,  gen. 
1    Wafhington's  feat.  The  captain  fent  to  Mr.  Lund  Walh- 
1    ington,  (who  fuppHed  the  place  of  a  fteward)  and  de* 
manded  a  quantity  of  provifions,  with  which  he  was 
furniflied,  to  prevent  worfe  confequences.     This  com- 
.  pliance  did  not  meet  with  the  general's  approbation; 
30.     and  in  a,  letter  of  April  the  30th,  he  expreficd  to  Mr. 
Lund  Walhington  his  uneafinefs  at  his  having  gone  on 
board  the  frigate,  and  furnilhe-d  provifions;  and  faid, 
^'  that  he  would  rather  it  had  been  left  to  the  enemy  to 
take  what  they  pleafed  by  force,  though  at  the  rilk  of 
burning  his  houfe  and  property."

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We  now  proceed  to  the  department  under  gen.  Walh-  1781^ 
ington's  immediate  command. 

A  publication  in  the  New  York  paper  about  the  month 
of  April,  excited  the  general  to  write  to  a  particular  friend 
— -*^  Rivington,  or  the  infpeftor  of  his  Gazette,  publifhed 
a  letter  from  me  to  gov.  Hancock  and  his  anfwer,  which 
never  had  an  exiftence  but  in  the  Gazette.     The  enemy 
fabricated  a  number  of  letters  for  me  formerly  as  is  well 
known."     The  following  extrafts  from  his  genuine  let- 
ters will  give  you  the  beft  account  of  the  particulars  to  May 
vrhich  the  fame  relate.     *^  May  the  i  ft.  I  had  ftrained     *• 
imprefs  by  milkary  force  to  that  length,  I  trembled  for 
the  confequeiices  of  the  execution  of  every  warrant  which 
I  had  granted  for  the  purpofe ;  fo  much  are  the  people 
irritated  by  the  frequent  calls  which  have  been  made 
xipon  them  in  that  way." — "  The  8th.  Diftrefled  beyond 
€xprcffion  at  the  prefent  fituation  and  future  profpcft  of 
the  army  with  regard  to  provifion,  unlefs  an  immediate 
and  regular  fupply  can  be  obtained,  I  have  determined 
to  make  one  great  effort  more,  by  reprefentations  and 
tequifitions  to  the  New  England  ftates." — "  The  loth^. 
From  the  pofts  of  Saratoga  to  that  of  Dobbs's  ferry 
inclufive,  I  believe  there  is  not  (by  the  reports  and  re- 
turns I  have  received)  at  this  moment  on  hand,  one 
day's  fupply  of  meat  for  the- army.'*—"  The  iith.  I    * 
am  fending  gen.  Heath  purpofely  to  the  eaftern  ftates 
to  reprefcnt  our  diftreflcs,  and  fix  a  plan  for  our  regular 
fupply  for  the  future."     Three  days  before,  the  general 
wrote  to  gov.  Livingfton— "  Intelligence  has  been  fent 
me  by  a  gentleman,  who  has  an  opportunity  of  know- 
ing what  paflTes  among  the  enemy,  that  four  parties  had      ' 
been  ient  -out  with  orders  t6  take  er  aflaffinate  your  exA 

I  4  '  cellency. 
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ijSi.cdlcncy,  gov.  Clinton,  me,  and  a  fourth  perfbn  tame 
unknown.*'  The  general  at  the  fame  time,  did  not  be- 
lieve that  the  enemy  had  any  defign  of  affaffinating, 
though  declared  by  one  who  faid  he  was  engaged.  The 
reprefentation  made  to  the  Maflachufetts  general  court 
of  the  army  diftrefles,  put  them  upon  thofe  exertions 

^^^y  that  were  beneficial  though  infufRcient.     On  the  14th 

Walhington  was  pained  with  an  account,  that  col.  Greene, 

who  lay  near  Croton  rivei*  with  a  detachment  of  the 

•    ^rmy,  had  been  furprifed  in  the  morning,  about  fun  rife, 

•  by  a  party  of  Delancey's  corps,  confiding  of  100  ca^ 
valry,  and  about  200  infantry.  They  came  firft  tp  the 
colonel  and  major  Flagg's  quarters.  The  nqajor  was 
killed  in  bed,  and  the  colonel  badly  wounded.  They 
attempted  carrying  him  off,  but  finding  that  he  could 
not  march  faft  enough,  they  murdered  him.  His  death 
is  much  regretted.  His  bravery  was  feen  and  felt  in  the 
defence  of  Red-bank  againft  count  Donop. 

Monfieur  de  Barras,  appointed  to  the  command  of 
tthe  French  fquadron  at  Newport,  arrived  at  Bofton  in 
the  Concorde  frigate  on  the  6th  of  May..  He  brought 
with  him  difpatches  for  the  count  de  Rochambeau; 
which  being  notified  tp  Wafhington,  he  with  generals 
Knox  and  du  Portail  fet  off  for  Weathersfi.eld,  three  miles 
from  Hartford,  where  they  met  the  count  de  Rojpham- 

zu  beau  and  the  chevalier  Chaftellux  on  the  21ft.  At  thi§ 
interview,  after  combining  all  prefent  circumftances  and 
future  profppfts,  the  plan  propofed  the  laft  year  at  Hart- 
ford of  attacking  New  York  was  adopted..  Thp  objed: 
was  cqn(idered  of  greater  nniagnitude  and  more  within 
their  reach  than  any  other.  The  weaknefs  of  the  gar- 
rifon  of  New  York,   its  central  portion  fof  ^rawing 
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togedicr  men  and  fopplies,  end  the  fpur  which  an  at-H^'f 
tempt  againft  that  place  would  give  tp  every  exertion, 
were  among  the  reafons  which  prompted,  to  the  under- 
taking, and  promifed  fuccefs,  unlefs  the  eneniy  flioukl 
call  a  confiderable  part  of  their  force  from  the  fouthward. 
The  French  troops  were  to  march  toward  the  North 
river  as  foon  as  circumftances  would  permit,  leaving  \ 
about  200  men  at  Providence  with  the  heavy  ftores  and  [ 
baggage,  and  500  militia  upon  Rhode  Ifland^to  fecure  ! 
'  the  works.  On  the  24th,  Jetters  were  addrefled  tq  th^  24*  1 
executive  powers  of  New  Hamp(hire>  Maffachufetts, 
Connefticut  and  Jerfey,  requiring  among  other  things, 
militia  to  the  amount  of  6200.  Wa{hingtoi>  enforced 
the  requifition  with  "  Our  allies  in  this  covintry  ^xpedt 
^md  depend  upon  being  fupported  by  us,  in  the  attempf 
we  are  about  to  make  -,  and  thofe  in  Europe  will  be.aC- 
toniflied,  fhould  we  negleft  the  favorable  opportunity 
which  is  now  offered."  The  general  returned  to  his  head 
quarters  on  the  26th.  The  next  day  he  forwarded  this 
information  to  the  proper  perfons — "  On  the  calcula-r 
tions  I  have  been  able  to  forrn,  in  concert  with  fome  of 
the  moft  experienced  French. and  America  officers,  the 
operation  in  view  will  require,  in  addition  to  the  French 
army,  all  the  continental  battalions  from  New  Hamp-? 
ftiire  to  New  Jerfey  to  be  completed."  He  added  af- 
terward— **  As  we  cannot  count  upon  the  battalions 
being  full,  and  as  a  body  of  militia  will  moreover  be 
neceffaiy,  I  have  called  upon  the  fever^l  ftates  to  hold 
certain  numbers  in  readinefs  to  move  within  a  week  of 
;he  time  I  may  require  them/' 

The  Britifh   adjutant   general  employed  one  lieut, 
James  Moody,  in  attempting  to  intercept  Walhington's 

,^      ^  dif. 
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i^^.difpatches.  He  fucceeded  repeatedly,  though  his  et 
capes  were  narrow.  He  was  urged  to  renew  the  fervicc 
after  the  interview  between  Walhington  and  Rocham- 
beau  had  taken  place ,  accordingly,  way-laying  the  mail 
fome  days  in  the  Jerfeys,  the  opportunity  offered  for 
his  taking  and  conveying  to  New  York  that  very  bag 
which  contained  the  letters  that  were  the  objeft  of  the 
enterprife* 

Preparations  were  now  making  for  the  American  ar- 

iiJ  my's  taking  the  field;  and  on  the  21ft  of  June  they 
/  marched  for  the  camp  at  Peeks-kill.  On  the  i  ft  of  July, 
f  Waftiington  mentioned  in  a  letter — "  From  the  12th  of 
May  to  this  day,  we  have  received  only  312  head  of 
catde,  from  New  Hamplhire  30,  Maffachufetts  230, 
end  Conne&icut  52.  Unlefs  more  ftrenuous  exertions 
are  made  to  feed  the  few  troops  in  the  field,  we  muft 
not  only  relinquilh  our  intended  operation,  but  fhall  dif- 
band  for  want  of  fobfiftence ;  or  which  is  aimoft  equally 
to  be  lamented,  the  troops  will  be  obliged  to  feek  it  fot 
themfelves  where  it  can  be  found."  The  next  morn- 
ing about  three  o'clock,  the  army  marched  toward  New 
York  with  no  baggage,  but  a  blanket  and  clean  (hirt 
each  man,  and  four  days  provifions  cooked.  Gen.  Lin- 
coln having  taken  poft  with  four  battalions  of  infantry, 
and  a  fmall  detachment  of  the  guards,  at  no  great  dif- 
tance  from  fort  Independence,  was  attacked  on  the  3d 
by  about  1500  royal  troops.  The  body  of  the  Ame- 
rican army,  which  was  at  hand,  marched  to  fupport  him. 
Lincoln  defigned  to  draw  the  enemy  to  a  diftance  from 
their  ftrong  poft  at  Kingfbridge  and  its  dependencies, 
and  thereby  to  have  given  Wafhington  and  the  duke  de 
Lauzun,  with  the  FKnch  legion,  and  Sheldon's  dragoons^ 

the 
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the  opportunity^  of  turning  their  flanks.     But  it  being  »7*'* 
apparent  that  Walhington  determined  to  fight  at  a& 
events,  the  ehenny  declined  fending  out  reinforcements, 
and  foon  retired  within  Kingfbridge.     The  next  day  the 
army  marched  toward  White  Plains;  and  on  the  6th    ^ 
the  vari  of  the  French  troops  under  Rochambcau  ap* 
peared  on  the  heights  about  eight  o'clock,  on  the  left  of 
the  Americans.     On  the  8th  the  French  encamped  near 
in  a  line  with  the  Americans,  with  their  left  extending 
toward  the  Sound.     Their  whole  force  confifts  of  more 
than  thofe  who  went  from  Newport ;  for  about  the  8th 
of  June,  there  arrived  at  Bofton,  a  French  50  gun  ftiip,  ' 
3  frigates,  and  14  tranfports,  with  1500  men.     Thefe 
marched  the  14th  of  the  fame  month  to  join  their  coun* 
trymen  under  Rochambeau.    The  Britifh  having  g^ned 
the  proper  intelligence  planned  an  expedition,   which 
would  have  been  very  prejudicial  to  the  Americans  had 
it  fucceeded.     The  nature  and  importance  of  it  may  be 
learned  from  the  general  orders  of  July  the  17th.  "  The 
commander  in  chief  is  exceedingly  pleafed  with  major 
gen.  Howe,    for  marching  with  {o  much  ferity  and 
rapidity  to  the  defence  of  the  ftores^>at  T^ftry-tcrtwi,  and 
repulfing  the  enemy'^s  Ihipping  from  thence.     The  gal- 
lant behaviour  and  fpirited  exertions  of  col.  Sheldon, 
capt.  Hurlblut  of  the  2d  regiment  of  dragoons,  capt. 
lieut.  Miles  of  the  artillery,  and  lieut.  Shaylor  of  the 
4th  Connefticut  regiment,  previous  to  the  arrival  of  the 
troops,  in  extinguilhing  the  flames  of  the  veflels  which 
had  been  fet  on  fire  by  the  enemy,  and  refcuing  the 
whole  of  the  ordnance  ^nd  Jiores  from  deflxu&ion,  has  the 
applaufe  of  the  general."     On  the  21ft,  the  general  in  ^^^ 
a  letter  to  the  French  admiral  thus  exprefled  himfelf— 
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SI*!***  rhopc  there  will  be  no  oceafion  for  a  movement  tnk 
the  ibuthw^rd^  for  want  of  force  to  aft  againft  New 
York,  as  I  flatter  myfelf  the  glory  of  deftroying  the  Bri- 
tUh  fquadron  at  New  York  is  referved  for  the  king's  fleet 
under  your  command,  and  that  of  the  land  force  at  the 
feme  place  for  the  allied  arms/'  At  eight  o^clock  in 
the  evening  of  the  fame  day,  the  American  army  (ex-^ 
clufive  of  20  max  to  a  re^ment)  and  part  of  the  French, 
inarched  from  their  encampments,  and  continued  it  with 
great  rapidity  and  fcarce  any  halt  through  the  night.  At 
four  the  next  morning,  they  were  drawn  up  in  order  of 
l^atde,  while  Wafhington,  Rochambeau,  all  the  general 
officers  and  c^iaeers  reconnoitred  the  different  pofition^ 
cf  the  enemy's  works  from  right  to  left  The  next 
morning  was  alfb  fpent  in  reconnoitring.  At  four  in  the 
afternoon,  the.  troops  prepared  to  march  and  return  to 
the  camp.  They  arrived  at  their  oki  ground  by  halt 
ifter  twelve. 

The  ftates  were  all  this  while  very  dilatory  in  fending 
I    the  number -of  troops  required:  they  were  equally  cul- 
pable as  to  the  quality  of  thofe  they  did  fend,  which 
occaGoned  a  Maffachufetts  officer  to  write  from  camp  as 
July  Allows  on  the  'a6th*^*^  A  private  charafter,  who  fhould 
f.^    ufe  fraud  to  get  rid  of  his  engagements,  would  be  con- 
fidered  as  a  fcoundrcl ;  while  a  eolkftive  body  do  not 
blufli  at  tranfaftions  for  which  an  individual  would  be 
I      kicked  out  of  fociety.     Had  the  difierent  ftates  bonejlly 
\     ^complied  with  the  rcquifitions  of  congrefs,  we  (hould  at 
\     this  period  have  had  an  army  in  the  field  eqiial  to  any 
I     exigence  of  fcrvice.    How  contrary  h^  been  their  con- 
\    duft  I  Of  the  recruits  which  have  come  b,  tafay  nor 
jdiing  <^f  their  deficiency  in  point  of  i^umber^  few  <|f 
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them  wiU  be  able,  before  the  expiration  of  tHeir'  ihlift-  *7^*» 
ments,  to  perfqrm  the  duties  of  a  foldier.  When  I  have 
fcen  boys  of  a  yard  and  a  half  long  paraded  for  mutter, 
abfolutely  incapable  of  fiiftaiftihg  the  weight  of  a  fbl- 
di^r*s  accoutrements,  and  have  been  told  that  thefe 
fhadows  have  been  fent  as  part  of  the  ftates  quota,  I 
have  curfed  the  duplicity  of  my  countrymen,  and  pro- 
nounced them  unworthy  the  bleffings  of  freedom.  The 
army  at  large  confidered  this  conduft  of  their  relpedtivc 
ftates  as  a  vile  impofition ;  and  we  began  to  fend  back  :  - 
die  unqualified  recruits  -,  but  fo  proportionably  great  was 
dieir  number,  that  we  were  obliged  to  retain  many, 
who,  though  they  are  not  at  prefcnt,  yet  may  in  a  cam- 
paign or  two  be  in  fome  degree  ferviceable.  This  is 
no  exaggerated  pifture.  It  might,  by  a  deeper  colour^ 
ing,  be  made  a  more  ftriking  likenefs." 

The  continental  army,  by  taking  a  pofition  near  New, 
York    and   its  feveral  movements,    confirmed  Sir  H.i 
Clinton  in  the  belief  of  that  intelligence  he  had  procured  j  ,   • 
by  the  interception  of  Walhington*s   letters,    and  led 
him  to  withdraw  a  confiderable  part  of  the  troops  under  ■■ 
the  command  of  Cornwallis,  as  a  reinforcement  to  hhi 
own  garrifon.     This  led  Wafhington  to  obierve  on  the  t  • 
30th — "  From  the  change  of  circumftances  with  which 
this  withdraw  will  be  attended,  we  ftiall  probably  entirely 
change  our  plan  of  operations.     I  conclude  the  enemy's 
capital  poft  will  be  at  Portfmouth/*     By  great  exertion^ 
and  powerful  aids  from  the  Maflachufetts  and  Rhode 
Ifland,  the  heavy  artillery,  ftores,  &c.  were  brought  to 
the  North  river  in  a  manner  beyond  his  expeftatbn ;  . 
as  he  himfelf  acknotvledged  on'  the  2d  of  Auguft^  but     a. 
on  the  fame  day  4ie  complained -^^  I  am  not  ftronger 

at 
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1781.  at  this  advanced  period  of  the  campaign,  than  when  the 
arnny  firft  moved  from  winter  quarters.  Not  a  fingle 
man  has  joined  me,  except  176  militia  from  Connec- 
ticut, who  arrived  at  Weft  Point  ycfterday,  and  So  of 
the  York  kvies,  and  about  200  ftate  troops  of  Connec- 
ticut, both  of  which  corps  were  upon  the  lines  previous 
to  leaving  winter  cantonments.'*  However,  in  cafe  thc^ 
attempt  againft  New  York  muft  be  laid'afide,  he  con- 
foled  himfelf  with  this  thought—"  The  detachment  left 
in  Virginia  feems  the  next  objeft,  and  will  be  very  prac- 
ticable Ihould  we  obtain  a  naval  fuperiority."  It  was 
very  diftrefling  to  find,  that  the  ftates  either  would  or 
could 'not  fill  their  continental  battalions,  or  afford  the 
aids  of  militia  required  from  them.  At  length,  a  letter 
from  the  count  de.Grafle,  with  intelligence  that  his  defti- 
nation  was  fixed  to  the  Chefapeak^  fettled  the  point  by 
leaving  no  alternative  *,  on  which  a  joint  anfwer  from 

-       gen.  Wafhington  and  count  de  Rochambeau  was  fent  to 

17.  *  de  Graffe  on  the  17  th,  to  give  him  notice  of  their  deter- 
mination to  remove  the  whole  of  the  French  army, 
and  as  large  a  detachment  of  the  Americans  as  could  be 

^  I  fpared  to  the  Chefapeak,  there  to  meet  his  excellency. 
The  appearance  of  an  attack  upon  New  York  however 
was  ftill  continued,  and  to  induce  the  firmeft  perfuafion 
of  its  being  intended,  ovens  were  erefted  oppofite  to 
Staten  Ifland  at  the  mouth  of  the  Rariton  for  the  ufe  of 

\       the  French  forces.     While  this  deception  was  playing 
off  againft  Sir  Henry  Clinton,  the  allied  army  crofled

lin  the  afternoon,  and  were  faluted  by  firing  of  guns

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and  illuminations.    While  the  allies  were  nnarching,  the  i7^^\ 
royalifts  at  New  York  were  pleafing  themfelves  with 
this  intelligence  publilhed  in  their  Gazette  of  Auguft 
the  ?5th. — "  A  gentleman  juft  arrived  from  Jerfey  in- 
forms us,  that  young  Laurens  lately  paffed  through  that 
province  on  his  return  from  Paris^  and  has  brought  tlK 
following  very  interefting  intelligence,  that  THE  EM- 
PEROR  OF   GERMANY    HAD   DECLARED 
HIMSELF  THE  ALLY  OF  GREAT  BRITAIN, 
[all  in  large  capitals]  which  threw  the  court  of  Verfailles. 
into  much  confufion,  as,  in  confequence  of  this  great 
event,  the  French  nation  mull  withdraw  all  fupport  from 
their  new  allies,  the  rebels  of  this  continent  j  and  .>yc. 
are  informed  it  has,  with  another  concurring  circumftance> 
occafioned  Mr.  Wafliington  and  the  count  de  Rocham-. 
beau  to  quit  their  menacing  pofition  at  White  Plains^ 
We  are  alfo  told,  that  the  French  admiral  is  embark- 
ing all  the  fick  troops  on  board  his  fquadron,  from  which, 
it  is  fuggefted  that  their  fleet  and  army  are  to.  be  with-, 
drawn  from  Rhode  I  (land,  to  ftrengthen  themfelves  in 
the  Weft  Indies*     It  is  faid,  that  the  French  ijnd  rebels 
left  their  ground  the  day  after  Mr*  Wafliington-  received 
the  mortifying  account  of  the  emperor's  alliance  with 
his  old  friend  the  court  of  Great  Britain.":    The  fea^ 
fonable  arrival  of  lieut.  col,  Laurens  at  the  northward, 
and  his  journey  through  Jerfey  to  Philadqlphiaj  afforded 
the  opportunity  of  fabricating  fuch  information  to  aflTift 
in  difguifing  the  movement  of  the  allied  army  *.     Ou 
the  4th  of  September,  Wafliington  wrote  to  gen.  Greene  g^  ^ 
— ^^  The  plan  has  been  totally  changed,  occafioned  by    4* 
a  variety  of  circumftances,  two  only  need  be  mentioned^

the 
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^Ip*  the  arrival  of  more  than  2000  Germans  at  New  Ifork, 
and  a  certain  information  that  de  Graffe  would  make 
his  firft  appearance  iri  the  Chefapeak,  commence  his 
operations  in  Virginia,  and  could  not  continue  long 
on  the  coafts*  I  am  now  advanced  to  Philadelphia  with 
more  than  aooo  American  infantry,  a  regiment  of  ar- 
tillery, and  fuch  apparatus  for  a  fiege  as  we  could  com- 
mand/* 

The  fubfequent  operations  of  the  allied  troops  muft 
}  be  related  the  next  opportunity :  only  let  me  mention 
/  how  the  French  behaved,  while  rcfiding  at  Newport^ 
■    and  on  their  march  to  Philadelphia.     During  their  whole 
:    ftay  at  Newport,  they  did  not  damage  the  property  of 
the  inhabitants  to  the  amount  of  a  hundred  dollars.  The 
;    towns  people  could  walk  about  in  the  evening  and  at 
night,  with  as  much  fafety  as  if  there  were  no  troops 
in  the  place.     Officers  of  the  firft  rank  and  quality  con- 
Verfed  with  traders,  merchants  and  gentlemen,  whenever 
the  language  of  either  was  enough  underftood  to  admit 
of  it,  with  the  utmoft  affability.      Their  eafy  manners 
and  condefcending  civility  endeared  them  to  the  citizejis 
among  whom  they  were  quartered ;  and  produced  com- 
parifons  between  them  and  the  bulk  of  Britifli  officers 
who  had  been  before  among  them,  no  wife  to  the  ad- 
vantage of.  the   latter.     When  the  foldiers  were  en- 
Camped  out  of  Newport,  the  cows  grazing  in  the  adjoin- 
ing fields  were  never  injured,  or  fo  much  as  milked. 
They  were  rather  a  guard  than  a  nuifance.     The  voice 
of  individuals  and  of  the  people  at  large,  Commiended 
them  for  their  exemplary  behaviour.    When  they  march* 
€d  through  the  country  in  their  way  to  the  Americart 
army,  their  two  columns  obferved  uricemmpn  regular, 

rityj 
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rity;  and  a  gentleman  in  a  public  charafter  told  me^'7^»» 
that  when  they  paffed  through  his  town,  the/ did  not  do 
more  damage  than  if  they  had  been  a  couple  of  Ame- 
rican corporals  guards.  The  fame  conduft  was  prac- 
tifed  elfe where.  Eviery  care  was  taken  toput^the  inha- 
bitants to  the  leaft  poflible  inconvenience :  thefe  were 
agreeably  furprifed  at  finding  that  fuch  a  number  of 
men  in  arms  could  occafion  fo  little  difturbance  and 
trouble.  They  were  welcome  guefts  too,  as  they  paid  , 
punctually  for  all  they  wanted,  with  hard  money.  Here 
let  it  be  remarked,  that  the  abundance  of  hard  money 
which  was  brought  into  the  United  States,  for  the  fup- 
port  of  the  French  navy  and  army,  furnifhed  a  quantity 
of  ca(h  that  was  extremely  ufeful  to  the  Americans, 
and  in  a  degree  checked  the  rapid  growth  of  their  diftrefles 
through  the  expiring  ftate  of  the  paper  currency.  The 
union  of  thefe  feveral  particulars,  and  the  expeftation  of 
further  benefits  in  military  operations,  placed  the  Ame- 
ricans and  French  on  the  moft  friendly  footing,  though  a 
few  years  before  they  had  been  in  the  habit  of  revilingi 
hating  and  fighting  with  each  other. 

Accounts  of  the  military  and  naval  operations  at  Pen- 
facola  and  in  the  Weft  Indies  having  reached  the  conti- 
nent, the  fame  ihall  now  be  related. 

Don  Bernardo  de  Galvez  having  extended  his  views  to 
the  taking  of  Penfacola,  and  thereby  completing  the  con-  > 
queft  of  Weft  Florida,  went  to  the  Havannah  to  for- 
ward and  take  upon  him  the  command  of  the  force 
dcftined  for  that  fervice.  Soon  after  the  fleet  had  failed> 
it  was  nearly  ruined  by  a  hurricane.  Four  capital  ihips^ 
befide  others,  were  loft ;  and  all  on  board  periftied  to 
the  amount  of  more  than  2000.     The  remainder  of  the

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»7S'*  fleet  put  back  to  the  Havannahj  the  critical  arrival  dT 
four  ftore  (hips  from  Spain,  enabled  them  to  refit  fpeedily ; 
and  five  fail  of  th€  line,  with  finaller  veflclsy  were  dif- 
patched  to  conduit  Don  Galvez,  with*  between  7  and 
Mari  8000  land  forces,  on  the  expedition.     They  arrived  bc- 
9-   f  fore  Penfacola  on  the  9th  of  March>  and  were  followed 
'  in  time  by  Don  Solano  with  the  remainder  of  the  fleet> 
the  whole  amounting  to  1 5  fail  of  the  lir>e.     The  -en- 
trance of  the  harbour  could  not  be  long  defended  againft 
fo  great  a  power.     The  paffagc  was  forced  5  the  landing 
efFededj  the  ground  broken,  and  the  fieg^  commenced 
in  form  by  fea  and  land.     The  garrifon  was  weak  ^  and 
compofed  of  the  .remains  of  Britilh  regiments,,  of  Mary- 
land and  Pennfylvania  royalifts,  of  Waldeckers,  failors> 
marines,  inhabitants  and  negroes. 

By  the  prudent  management  of  gen.  CampbeH,  there 
was  not  the  fmalleft  difcordance  in  fo  moiley  a  garri- 
fon ;  and  ta  their  praife,  they  behaved  bravely  and  pa- 
tiently through  every  part  of  the  fiege.  The  defence 
wzs  vigorous.  In  the  firft  week  of  May  the  Spaniards^ 
had  done  nothing  decifive ;,  and  yet  they  were  not  flack 
in  advancing  their  works.  The  fate  of  the  place  was 
inevitable  >  but  the  reduftion  of  it  would  have  coft 
them  confiderably  more  time  and  trouble,  if  an  accident 
had  not  fruftrated  the  hopes  of  the  befieged.  The  fall- 
ing  of  a  bomb,  near  the  door  of  the  magazine  belong- 
ing to  the  redoubt,  and  which  lay  under  its  centre,  de- 
cided the  fate  of  Penfacola.  The  burftingof  the  bomb 
forced  open  the  door ;,  fet  fire  to  the  powder  within;  and 
in  an  inftant  the  whole  redoubt  was  nearly  a -heap. of 
rubbifh.  Two  flank  works  ftill  remained  entire ;  and 
through  the  coolnefs  and  intrepidity  of  the  officers  wh<v 

*  -  -com- 
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comnianded  in  them,  and  the  excellent  ufe  they  made  ^7^'* 
of  their  artillery,  the  befiegers,  who  rufhed  on  to  take 
advantage  of  the  confufion  and  to  ftornn  the  jdace,  were 
in  their  firft  onfet  repulfed.     By  this  brave  CKertion, 
time  was  obtained  to  carry  ofF  die  wounded,  and  fuch 
^tiliery  as  was  not  buried  in  the  ruins.     But  the  enemy 
bringing  on  their  whole  force  to  attack  the  flank  works, 
they  were   neceflarily  abandoned.     In  thefe    circum- 
ftances,  and  without  the  mdl  diftant  hope  of  relief,  it 
would  have  been  madnefs  to  contend  longer.     An  ho-/ 
norabfe  capitulation  was  obtained  by  Mr.  Chefter  the! 
governor,  and  gen.  Campbell.     The  place  was  delivered/^* 
up  on  the  9th  of  May.     The  Britifli  troops  were  allowed!    9. 
to  march  out  with  the  honors  of  war;  were  to  be  con-i 
dufted  to  one  of  the  ports  belonging  to  Great  Britain] 
the  port  of  Auguftine  and  the  ifland  .of  Jamaica  onlj^ 
excepted  J  and  were  not  to  ferve  againft .  Spain  or  hct^ 
allies  until  properly .  exchanged.     The  Americans  are 
jaotpleafed  that  the  exception  was  not  extended  ;  as  k\ 
left  the  Britifli  at  liberty  to  fend  tliem  to  New  York,]' 
.where  a  part  of  them  arrived  in.  a  polacre  on  the  4th  of i 

July.  . 

Sir  George  Rodney,  in  confequence  of  information  . 
concerning  the  French  fleet  under  the  count  de  GrafTe, 
-detached  the  admirals.  Sir  Samuel  Hood  and  Drake, 
iwith  17  fail  of  the  line,  to  cruife  off  Fort  Royal  for  the 
-purpofe  of  intercepting  him.  On.  the  28th  of  April,  28. 
ibme  of  Sir  Samuel's  headmoft  ihips  returned  haftily  in 
4ight,  and  with  fignals  announced  the  appearance  of  a 
Superior  fleet  and  a  numerous  convoy  to  the  windward 
-of  Point  Salines.  The  admkal  made  the  figijai  for  a 
general cbace  to  windward:  and  at  nig-bc  it  was  ^e^er- 

K  2  mined 
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'78r.  mined  by  the  admirals  to  continue  the  line  a-head  (whrcb 
had  been  previoufly  formed)  fo  that  getting  as  much  as- 
poffible  to  windward,  they  might  clofe  in  with  Fort 
Royal  at  day  light,  and  cut  off  the  enemy  from  the 
harbour.  In  the  morning  the  French  appeared,  their 
convoy  keeping  clofe  in  with  the  land,  while  count  de 
Graffe  drew  up  his  fleet  in  a  line  of  battle  a-breaft  for 
their  protedtion :.  notwithftanding  the  utmoft  es^ertions  of 
the  Britifli,  he  was  joined  by  four  fhips  of  the  line  and 
a  fifty  from  Fort  Royal  harbour.^  The  Britifli  com- 
manders ufed  every  manoeuvre  to  bring  him  to  clofe 
aftion :  bu.t  he  being  to  windward^  and  £b  having  the 
choice,  preferred  a  long  fhot  diftance.  A  partial  en- 
gagement commenced.  The  van  and  the  nearcft  fliips 
in  the  centre  of  the  Britifli,  were  expofed  to  a  long  and 
heavy  weight  of  fire  in  their  fliruggles  to  clofe  the 
French  and  get  to  the  windward :  but  fulFered  chiefly 
in  their  mafts,  hulls  and  rigging.  The  aftion  lafted 
about  three  hours ;  when  Sir  Samuel  Hood,  finding 
that  not  one  fliot  io  ten  of  the  French  reached,  and  that 
hi&  attempts  to  gain  the  wind  were  fruidefs,  ceafed  * 
firing.  Five  fliips  were  rendered  unfit  for  immediate 
fervice;  and  the  Ruflel  received  {o  many  ihots  between 
wind  and  water,  that  flie  was  obliged  to  bear  away  for 
Statia.  The  count  de  Graflc  had  now  a  decided  fupe- 
riority ;  and  the  followbg  day  would  have  brought  on 
a  clofe  engagement,,  which  was  prevented  by  the  unex- 
pefted  manoeuvres  of  Sir  Samuel.  After  various  move- 
ments on  the  part  of  the  two  fleets  through  the  day, 
.the  Britifli  bore  away  in  the  night  for  Antigua.  The 
French  purfuedin  the  morning,  caitie  up  with  the  Toiv- 
bay  (which  received  fcvcral  fliot  and  fomt;_^dainiage^  be- 
fore 
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ibre  fhe  could  be  relieved):  and  continued  the  purfuu«7^^^ 
through  the  reft  of  the  day,  but  languidly. 

The  arrival  of  the  Ruffel  indicated  to  Sir  George  ^ 
Rodney  the  danger  vof  attending  longer  to  the  fale  of 
the  efFefts  of  Statia.  She  was  repaired  with  the  utmoft 
expedition,  and'in  three  days  after  her  arrival,  adm. 
Rodney  and  gen»  Vaughan,  with  the  Sandwich,  Tri- 
umph, Ruffel,  and  fome  land  forces,  proceeded  to  join 
Sir  Sam.. Hood  and  to  proteft  the  iflands.  After  fome 
time  the  Britifli  fleet  failed  from  Antigaa  to  Barbadoes. 
Meanwhile  the  marquis  de  Bouille,  with  abody  of  troops  |^^y 
under  the  vi<fcount  Damas,  landed  in  the  night  at  St.  lo* 
Lucie,  whofe  garrifon  was  weak.  The  accidental  ar- 
rival of  a  frigate,  and  of  two  iloops  of  war,  who  in- 
ftantly  landed  their  feameh  and  marines  to  man  the  bat-, 
t^ries,  contribut<ed  much  to  -the  prefervation  of  the 
itland.  Tiie  mofl:  vigorous  preparations  were  made  by  ■ 
gen.  St.  L^ge**  for  the  defence  of  the  different  pofts. 
The  French  fleet,  of  25  fail  of  the  line,  bore  down 
with  a  view  of  anchoring  in  Grofs  Iflet  Bay;  but  were 
r^eccived  with  fo  fevere  a  fire,  that  they  retired  to  lee- 
ward. The  marquis  reimbarked  his  troops  in  the  night, 
and  t]i€  whole  fleet  ftood  over  to  Martinicb  the  next 
morning. 

On  the  day  Sir  George  Rodney  arrived  at  Barbadoes  23*  ' 
with  the  Beet,  a  fmall  Prench  fquadron^  with  about  1 200 
land  forces,  appeared  off  Tobago,,  and  .the  troopis  were 
landed  the  next  day.  Gov.  Fergufon  immediately  dif- 
patched  the  Rattlefnake  with  intelligence  to  the  admiral; 
and  the  captsin  had .  the  good  fortune  to  deliver  the 
difpatch  at  12  o'clock  on  the  night  of  the  a6th.  Rodney 
Bpt  conceiving  aright  either  of  the  force  of  the  invaders,

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'78i*or  the  ftrength  df  the  garrifon,  contented ^himfelf  with 
fending  Drake  with  fix  fail  of  the  line,  fome  frigates,  a 
regiment,  and  two  additional  connpanies  to  the  relief  of 
the  ifland,  Drake  was  inftru(5ted,  after  landing  the 
forces,  arid  endeavouriiig  to  deftroy  the  fquadron  by 

yr     which  Tobago  was  invefted,  to  rejoin  Rodney  without 

29.  a  monti^nt's  lofs  of  tinne.  On  the  day  he  left  Baribadoes, 
Sir  George  received  infornnation  that  the  French  grand 
fleet  was  apparently  Handing  toward  Tobago.  When 
Drake  made  it  on  the  morning  of  the  30th,  he  difco- 
vered  de  Grafle  with  feveral  (hips  to  leeward,  between 
him  and  the  ifland.  He  explored  the  count^s  fituati6n 
and  ftrength ;  and  on  obferving  that  it  confifted  of  ^7 
fail  of  the  line,  fo  that  it  was  impoffible  to  afford  arty 
relief  to  the  ifland,  he  hauled  his  wind  and  failed  ba^k; 
but  was  purliied  to  a  confiderable  diftance,  while  two  of 
Ms  fwifteft  frigates  were  difpatched  to  inform  Rodney 
of  his  return.  Drake  arrived  in  fight  of  Garlifle-.bay 
on  the  2d  of  June,  but  the  remainder  of  the  Britilh 
fleet  did  not  come  out  till  the  following  day.     The 

31.  French  had  landed  on  the  31ft  of  May,  another  body 
of  1 200  men  y  while  the  force  employed  for  the  defence 
of  Tobago,  including  regulars,  militi^  and  fcamen^^ 
amounted  only  to  427  whites,  befid^  a  fmall  party  of  40 
armed  negroes,  Thefe  were  encamped  on  mpunt  Con- 
cordia; where  they  remained  from  the  25th  of  May  to 
the  I  ft  of  June,  when  they  evacuated  the  poft  at  one 
in  the  morning^  and  retired  to  their  laft  faftnefs,  the 
Wi^y  to  which  was  extremely  difficult.  The  marquis  dc 
Bouille  purfued  the  garrifon  with  the  utmoft  eagemefs  j 
but  finding  his  troops  overcome  by  the  hfcar,  while  the 
*  fugitives  were  ftiU  four  miles  a-head  of  him,  and  that  he 

f9^4 
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xrould  not  even  procure  any  perfon  who  would  condudt  i^^. 
hSs  troops  through  the  intricate  ways  tliey  had  to  pafs, 
hQ  determined  upon  niaking  terror  unite  with  force  ki 
the,  fhortening  of  a  bufinefs,  which  might  be.  nQt 
only  tedious,  but  prove  an  hinderance  to  other  grc^t 
objefts  ftiU  in  view.  He  accordingly  ordered  two  capital 
plantations,  which  were  nearcft  at  hand,  to  be  reduced 
to  afhes  -,  and  perceiving  that  their  deftrudion  did  not 
produce  the  defired  cfFedt,  he  ordered  that  four  iiiom 
Ihould  meet  with  a  fimilar  fate  at  the  commeiiccTnent  of 
^very  four  hours,  till  a  fiirrendcr  fhould  be  made  to  the 
iTK>rning  fummons  he  had  fent  to  the  garrifon.  The 
militia  now  abfolutely  rcfufed  to  hold  out  any  longer. 
All  the  governor's  remonftrances  were  in  vain.  The 
commanding  olBcer  of  the  regulars  refufed  to  obey  his 
orders,  and  the  foldier^  determined  to  capitulate.  The 
governor  was  at  length  prevailed  on  to  confcnt  to  a  capi-  . 
tulation,  which  took  place  on  the  2d  of  June.  The  ». 
conditions  were  exceedingly  favorable  and  advantageous 
to  the  ifland. 

The  Britifli  fleet,  amounting  to  20  or  21  Ihips  of  the 
line,  were  foon  informed  on  their  arrival  off  Tobago 
of  the  lofs  of  the  ifland.  The  next  day  they  were  in 
fight  of  the  French  fleet,  confifling  of  24  fail  of  the 
line.  The  Britifh  fhips  were  cleared  with  the  utmoft 
alacrity  for  adlion.  Count  de  GrafTe  was  to  leeward, 
and  feemed  more  difpofed  to  feek  than  to  fhun  an  en- 
gagement :  the  option  was  on  the  fide  of  Sir  George 
Rodney,  who  in  the  prefcnt  inilance  declined  fighting, 
and  probably  on  very  warrantable  grounds.  Soon  after, 
the  count  failed  for  Martinico. 

Certain  a£ls  of  congrefs  here  deferve  tp  be  noticed.

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1781  •     On  the  26th  of  May,  Mr.  Morris,  twelve  days  after 
z6.    he  had  fignified  his  acceptance  of  the  office  of  fuperin- 
tendant  of  finance,  had  the  fatisfaftion  of  learning,  that 
the  congrefs  had  that  day  approved  of  the  plan  for  efta- 
blilhing  a  national  bank  in  the  United  States,  which  he

that  this  bank  will  be  of  eminent  fervice  to  the  United 
States,  and  tend  greatly  to  leffen  their  embarraffinents  5 
and  that  it  will  be  no  lefs  beneficial  to  die  public  than 
to  the  individual  fubfcribers. 
June      Congrefs  agreed  "  That  the  minifter  plenipotentiary 
H-    at  Verfailles,  be  authorized  to  offer  lieut.  gen,  Burgoyne 
July  in  exchange  for  the   honorable  Henry  Laurens.     On 
^3'    July  the  23d,  they  refolved—"  That  five  fuitablc  per- 
fons  be  appointed  and  authorized  to  open  a  fubfcnption 
for  a  loan  of  30,000  dollars,  for  the  fupport  of  luch  of 
the  citizens  of  South  Carolina  and  Georgia,  as  have 
been  driven  from  their  country  and  pofTeffions  by  the 
enemy,  the  faid  ftates  refpeftivrfy,  by  their  delegates  in 
congrefs,  pledging  their  faith  for  the  repayment  of  the 
fums  fo  lent  with  intereft,  in  proportion  to  the  fums 
which  (hall  be  received  by  their  refpeftive  citizens,  as 
foon  as  the  legiflatures  of  the  faid  ftates  fhall  feverally 
be  in  condition  to  make  provifion  for  fo  doing,  and  con- 
grefs hereby  guaranteeing  this  obligation  ;--Thai;  the 

faid 
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laid  five  perfons  do  alfo  receive  voluntary  and  free  dona-  »7^i« 
tions  to  be  applied  to  the  further  relief  of  the  faid  fuf- 
ferers : — Ordered,  That  the  prcfident  fend  a  copy  of  the 
above  refolution  to  the  executives  of  the  feveral  dates 
not  in  the  power  of  the  enenny,  requefting  them  to  pro- 
mote the  fuccefs  of  the  faid  loan  and  donation  in  fuch 
way  as  they  fhall  think  beft." 

To  your  comprehending  this  refolution,  you  muft  be  ,^ 
informed  of  the  following  particulars.  In  June,  a  gene- 
ral exchange  of  prifoners  was  agreed  toifor  the  fouthern 
ftates,  in  which  the  militia  on  both  fides  were  relpec- 
tively  exchanged  for  each  other.  Notwithftanding  every 
difficulty,  a  confiderable  number  of  the  inhabitants  had 
perfeveringly  refufed  to  become  Britifh  fubjefts.  Thefe 
being  exchanged,  were  delivered,  as  well  as  the  conti- 
nental officers,  at  the  American  pofls  in  Virginia  and 
Pennfylvania.  The  fufFering  friends  of  independence 
exulted  at  the  profpeft  of  their  being  releafed  from  con^ 
finement,  and  reftored  to  aftivity  in  their  country's 
caufe :  but  their  profpefts  were  obfcured  by  the  diftrelTes 
brought  on  their  families  by  this  otfierwife  defirable 
event/  On  the  25th  of  June  the  Britifli  commandant 
at  Charleftown,  lieut.  col.  Balfour,  iflued  the  following 
order — "  As  many  perfons  lately  exchanged  as  prifon- 
ers of  war,  and  others  who  have  long  chofe  to  refide  ill 
the  colonies  now  in  rebellion,  have,  notwithftanding  fuch 
their  abfence,  wives  and  families  ftill  remaining  herc^ 
the  weight  of  which,  on  all  accounts,  it  is  equally  im-' 
politic  as  inconfiftent  Ihould  longer  be  fuffered  to  reft 
on  the  government  eftablilhed  here  and  the  refources  of 
it — The  commandant  is  therefore  pleafed  to  direft,  that 
all  fuch  women,  children-and  others  as  above  defcribedi 

fhould 
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«i7^  I- Ihould  quit  this  town  and  province  on  or  before  the  firft 
day  of  Auguft  next  enfuing ;  of  which  regulation  all 
ilich  perfons  are  hereby  ordered  to  take  notice,  and  to 
remove  themfelves  accordingly." 
.  Here  let  nie  introduce  an  account  of  the  manner 
in  which  moft  of  the  whig  ladies  conduced  while 
they  remained  in  Charkftown.  They  ihowed  an 
anrmzing  fortitude,  and  the  ftrongeft  attachment  to 
the  oaufe  of  their  country,  and  gloried  in  the  appel- 
lation of  rebel  ladies.  Neither  foothrng  perfuafions, 
j  nor  menacing  hiats,  nor  their  own  Hatural  turn  for 
I  gaiety  and  amufemcnt,  could  prevail  on  them  to 
grace  the  ball  or  aflembly  wit^  their  prcfence,  to  oUig^ 
the  Britifti  officers  with  their  hand  in  a  dance,  or  even 
to  accompany  them,  notwithibinding  the  engaging  qua- 
lities that  many  of  them  pofleffed.  But  no  fooner  was 
an  American  officer  introduced  as  a  prifoncr,  than  his 
company  was  fought  for  and  his  perfon  treated  with 
every  poffible  mark  of  attention  and  refpeft.  They 
even  vifited  the  prifbn  fhips  and  other  places  of  confine^ 
ment  to  folace  their  fuffi?ring  countrymen.  At  odier 
feafons  they  retired  in  a  great  n\eafure  from  the  public 
eye,  wept  over  the  diftreffes  of  their  country,  and  gave 
every  proof  of  the  warmeft  attachment  to  its  fufFering 
caufe.  In  the  height  of  the  Bridfh  conquefts,  wher^ 
poverty  and  ruin  fecmed  the  unavoidable  goruon  of  every 
adherent  to  the  independence  of  America,  they  difco- 
vercd  more  firmncfs  than  the  men.  Many  of  them,  like 
guardian  angels,  preferved  their  hufbands  from  falling 
in  the  hour  of  temptation,  when  interelt  and  conveni- 
1  ence  had  almoft  gotten  the  better  of  honor  and  patri- 
'     otifm.    Many  examples  could  be  produced  of  their 

cheerfully 
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chccrfolly  parting  with  their  foAs,  hufbands  and  brothers  *!**• 
(among  thofe  who  were  banilhed,  and  whofe  propert^r 
was  feized  by  the  conquerors)  exhorting  them  to  forti-* 
trade,    and  repeatedly  entreating  them  never  to  fufFer  • 
family  attachments  to  interfere,  with  the  duty  they  owed  \ 
to  their  country-     Such  exemplary  pdtriotifm  excited,  in  ' 
fevcral  Britifh  officers  a  mean  refentment,  \vhich  put 
•them  upon  employing  die  negroes  in  rode  infolts  on 
thofe'  diftinguiftied  heroines.     When  the  fucccfle^  pf 
gen.  Greene  afforded  the  latter  an  opportunity,   they 
adopted  a  genteel  retaliation  by  dreffing  in  green  and 
ornannenting  their  perfons  with  green  feathers  and  rib^- 
bons,  and  thus  parading  the  flreets  in  triumph. 

The  gentlemen,  who  had  been  reitejved  from  CharleC- 
town  to  St.  Auguftine,  as  has  been  already  related,  ob- 
tained their  releafe  by  the  general  exchange,  and  were 
delivered  at  Philadelphia.  They  had  fufFered  greatly 
fince  they  were  fent  off.-  Lieut*  gov.  Gadfden,  to  ex* 
prefs  hi3  indignation  ^t  the  ungenerous  treatment  he  had 
met  wifh,  refufed  to  accept  an  offered  J)arole  in  St, 
Auguftine  ;  and  with  the  greateft  fortitude,  bctfe  a  clofe 
confinem=ent  in  th0  cattle  for  forty-two  weeks,  rather 
than  give  a  fecond  parole  to  a  power  which  he  corir 
fidered  as  haying  plainly  violated  the  engagement  con-r 
tained  in  the  firft.  The  other  gentlemen  renewed  their 
paroles  and  had  the  liberty  of  the  town,  but  were  treated 
^ith  much  indignity.  As  if  no  dependence  could  be 
placed  on  their  honor,  they  were  orjJered  every  day  to 
appear  on  the  public  parade,  and  to  anfwer  to  theif' 
names  at  t(A\  calling.  For  upward  of  ten  naonths  they 
were  debarred  from  correfponding  with  their  wives  and 
f^ilies^  T^kfs  diey  wou^  fobjcA  every  letter  to  cxami* 
.  -   '  patign^ 
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•7^'«  nation.    Deftitute  of  gold  and  filver,  they  could  fcarcelf 
fupport  themfelves ;  and  were  lefs  able  to  provide  for 
their  conneftions,  who  were  left  m  want  and-  in  the 
power  of  the  conquerors.     The  earlieft  alleviation  of 
their  forrows,  after  the  cartel  had  been  fettled,  was  de- 
nied to  them.     Though  their  wives  and  children,  who 
had  been  left  in  Charkftown,  were  ordered  to  Philadel- 
phia at  the  fame  time  with  themfelves,  Balfour  gave  ex- 
prefs  direction  that  they  fhould  not  be  fufFered  to  touch 
}      at  Charleftown.     More  than  a  thoulknd  perfons  were, 
by  the  meafures  of  the  commandant,  exiled  from  their 
j       homes,  and  thrown  on  the  charity  of  ftrangers  for  their 
j       fupport.     Hufbands  and  wives,   parents  and  children, 
fome  of  whom  had  been  for  feveral  months  feparated 
from  each  other,  were  doomed  to  have  their  firft  inter- 
view in  a  diftant  land.     To  alkviate  the  diftreffes  of 
I        thefe  and  fimilar  fufferers,  congrefs  pafled  the  preceding 
1       refolution.     The  propriety  of  it  was  ftili  more  apparent 
\      fome  time   after,  when  what  had  been   tranfaded   at 
<^harleftown  was  known.     Several  of  the  exchanged  per- 
fons were  owners  <^  landed  property  in  that  town  -,  and 
by  the  capitulation  had  an  undoubted  right  to  difpofe  of 
it  for  their  own  advantage.     They  were  however  de- 
barred that  liberty  by  the  following  order,  iflued  on  the 
I  ith  of  July — "  The  commandant  is  pleafed  to  diredt, 
that  no  pcrfon,  living  under  the  rebel  government,  fhaU 
have  liberty,  or  grant  power  to  others  for  fo  doing,  to 
let  or  kafe  any  houfe  within  this  town  without  a  fpccial 
licenfe  for  fo  doing,  as  it  is  intended  to  take  all  fuch 
houfes  as  may  be  wanted  for  the  public  fervice,  paying 
to  the  owners  of  thpfe  fecured  by  the  capitulation  a 
reafonahk  rent  for  the  inxnt^  as  by  this  means  jgovern^ 

mcnt 
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nient  will  be  enabled  to  reinftate  its  firm  friends  in  pof- i78j« 
feflion  of  their  own  houfes  within  a  ftiort  fpace  of  time/' 
In  confequence  of  this  mandate,  the  exchanged  fufferers 
could  make  no  prefent  advantage  of  their  property  ii> 
Charleftown/  and  were  fubjefted  to  the  pleafure  of  the 
Britifh  for  any  future  compenfation. 

When  the  general  exchange  took  place  in  June,  out 
of  nineteen  hundred  prifoners  taken  af  the  furrender  of 
Charleftown,  on  the  12th  of  May,  178a,  and  feveral 
hundreds  more  taken  afterward  at  Camden  and  Fifliing 
Creek,,  on  the  i6th  and  i8th  of  Auguft,  only  feven 
hundred  and  forty  were  reftored  to  the  fervice  of  their 
country.  The  unfortunate  men  were  crowded  on  board 
the  prifon  fliips  in  fuch  numbers,  that  feveral  were 
obliged  to  ftand  up  for  want  of  room  to  lie  down.  Con- 
grefs  could  not  command  hard  money  for  their  relief. 
Wine,  and  fuch  like  comforts^  particularly  ncceflary  for 
the  fick  in  fouthern  climates,  could  not  be  obtained 
from  the  Britifh  hofpitals.  Many  died.  But  it  was  not  } 
by  deaths  alone  that  the  Americans  were  deprived  of  | 
dieir  foldiers.  Lord  Charles-Greville  Montague  inlifted  j 
530  of  them  for  the  Britifh  fervice  in  Jamaica.. 

The  exchange  brought  relief  to  the  continental  officers 
taken  at  Charlcflown.  They  were  confined  to  Had- 
drell's  Point  and  its  vicinity.  Far  from  friends  and  defti- 
tute  of  hard  money,  they  were  reduced  to  the  greateft 
ftraits.  Many  of  them,  though  born  in  affluence  and 
habituated  to  attendance,  were  compelled  to  do  not 
only  the  moft  menial  offices  for  themfelves,  but  could 
fcarcely  procure  the  plaineft  neeeflaries  of  life.  During 
a  captivity  of  thirteen  months,  they  received  no  more 
from  cheir  cjountry  than  nine  days  pay.  They  were  de- 
barred 
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1-781.  barred  the  liberty  of  fiftiingfor  their  fupport,  though 
their  great  leifure  and  many  wants  made  it  an  obje6t 
not  only  as  an  amufement,  but  as  ^  oiean  of  fupplying 
their  neoeffities.  After  bearing  tbefe  evils  with  forti- 
tude, they  were  informed  in  March,  by  lieut.  col.  Bal- 
four, that,  by  pofitive  orders  from  lord  Comwallis,  he 
was  to  fend  them  to  fome  one  of -the  Weft  India  iilands. 
Preparations  were  made  for  the  execution  of  the  man- 
date; but  the  general  exchange  of  prifoners  rendered 
them  abortive. 

It  appearing  to  congrefs  from  the  reprefentation  of 
the  American  gov.  Clinton  and  other  information,  th^t 
Commiffions  had  been  granted  by  the  gov.  of  Connec- 
ticut, authorizing  the  perfons  to  whom  ^hey  were  given, 
among  other  things,  to  go  on  XiOng  Ifland  and  other 
iflands  adjacent,  and  feize  the  goods  and  merchandife 
theyihould  there  find,  the  property  of  Britifti  fubjefts^ 
and  that  the  faid  commiffions  were  attended  with  many 
abufes  dangerous  to  the  public,  as  well  as  diftreJSing  to 
the  citizens  and  friends  of  thefe  United  States,  inhabiting 
the  faid  iflands,  fome  of  whom,  under  pretext  of  the 
powers  contamed  in  fuch  commiffions,  had  beenplun:- 
-  dered  of  their  property^  and  od>erwife  badly  treated : 
and  that  the  further  continuance  of  the  faid  commiffions 
would  impede  the  public  fervice  in  that  quarter,-r-they 
Aug.  ^«  Therefore  refolved,  that  the  gov.  of  Connefticvtt  be, 
'*  and  he  is  hereby,  defired  immediately  to  revoke  fuch 
commiffions,  fo  far  as  they  authorize  the  feizurc  of  goods 
on  Long  Ifland  or  clfewhere,  on  land  not  within  the  fiate 
of  Connefticut."  It  was  high*  tinae  to  revoke  them,  for 
under  their  covera  fct>of  unprincipled  plunderers  ^conw 

rnkted 
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xnitt^  greater  ravages  upon  many  of  the  faft  friends  orf  n^** 
Anierica,  than  the  words  of  congrefs  fully  exprels* 

In  confequence  of  inftruftions  of  Auguft  the  3d,  gen. 
Wafliington  wrote  on  the  21ft — "  The  almoft  daily  zu 
complaints  of  the  feverities  exercifed  toward  the  Ame- 
rican marine  prifoners  in  New  York,  have  induced  the 
congrefs  to  dire£t  me  to  remonllrate  to  the  command- 
ing officer  of  his  Britifh  majefty^s  fhips  upon  the  fub- 
jeft.  The  principal  complaint  now  is,  the  inadequacy 
of  the  room  in  the  prifon  fliips,  to  the  number  of  pri- 
foners confined  on  board  them>  which  occafions  die  death 
of  many,  and  is  the  occafion  of  moil:  intolerable  incon- 
veniencies  and  diftreffes  to  thofe  vyho  furvive."  He 
had  written  early  in  the  fpring  to  Sir  H.  Clinton — "  The 
very  healthy  condition,  in  which  all  prifoners  have  been 
returned  by  us  fince  the  commencement  of  the  war,  s 
carries  with  it  a  conviflion,  that  they  have  been  uni- 
formly and  comfortably  accommodated  and  fed  on  whole- 
fome  provifions.  So  confcioiis  have  I  been,  that  the 
fttuation  in  which  we  always  kept  prifoners  of  war  would 
-bear  infpeftion,  that  I  have  never  been  averfe  to  having 
-them  vifited  by  an  officer  of  your  own,  who  might  be 
a  witnefs  to  the  propriety  of  their  treatment.  A  requeft 
of  this  nature  was  a  very  little  time  ago  refufed  to  us  by 
the  officer  commanding  the  Britifh  navy  in  the  harbour 
of  New  York/' 

On  Auguft  the  21ft,  congrefs  authorized  gen.  Wafli- 
ington to  go  into  a  full  exchange  of  gen.  Burgoyne,  and 
all  the  rennaining  officers  of  the  Saratoga  convention  j 
>and  rcfolved  that  the  prifoners  taken  by  the  Britifh  at 
■the  Cedars,  *fhould  be  confidered  as  fubjefts  of  exchange, 
^hat  day  week  they  ordcjced  the  board  of  war  to  make  2^.

The  morals  of  the  people  were  cor- 
rupted beyond  any  thing  that  could  have  been  believed 
prior  to  the  event.    All  ties  of  honor,  blood,  gratitude, 
humanity  and  juftice  were  diffolved.

No  clafs  of  people  fufFered  more  by  ^1^^* 
the  xiepreciation   than  falary'^menj    and  efpecially  the 
clergy,  particularly  in  the  New  England  dates*     The/ 
were  reduced  to  the  greateft  difRcOlties^  and  were  much 
injuredj  by  having  their  annual  incomes  paid  them  in 
paper,  without  having  the  badnefs  of  its  quality  com- 
penfated  in  the  quantity  allowed  them.     When  in  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  fome  compenfation  was  voted  to 
them  in  certain  places^  the  increafed  depreciation,  before 
the  falaiy  was  paid,    deftroyed  in  a  great  meafure  the 
efficacy  of  the  vote.     It  has  been  obferved  by  fome, ; 
that  the  quakers  and  methodifts  in  Pennfylvania,  were  i 
faithful  to  their  old  engagements,  and  were  not  cor*  •; 
rupted  by  handling  paper  money.     Though  thcfe  deno*  ' 
minations  excelled,  there  were  many  individuals  in  all  i 
religious  focieties  through  the  United  States  that  pre- 
fcrved  their  integrity.     As  a  ftriking  inftahce  of  the  na- 
ture and  effedl^  of  a  depreciating  paper  currency,  the 
following  is  related  out  of  many.     A  merchant  of  Bof-  j 
ton  fold  a  hogfhead  of  rum,  for  twenty  pounds,  caflc 
included.     The  purchafer  did  not  fetde  for  it,  till  after 
the  feller  applied  to  him  for  an  empty  hogfhead,  for  which 
he  was  charged  thirty  pounds.      When  they  came  to 
fettle,  the  merchant  found  upon  examining,  that  he  had 
to  pay  a  balance  of  ten  pounds  on  that  very  caflc,  which, 
with  the  rum  it  contained,  he  had  fold  for  twenty. 

The  extinftion  of  the  paper  has  occafioned  no  con- 
vulfion  5  and  the  fpccie  which  the  French  army  and  navy 
have  already  introduced,  which  the  trade  now  opening 
with  the  Spanifh  and  French  Weft  India  iflands  will  fur- 
nifh,  and  which  the  loan  from  France  will  fupply — this 
joint  quantity  added  to  what  will  now  be  brought  into

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'781.  ufe  by  thofe  whofe  precaution  led  them  to  ftorc  up  tHcir 
hard  money,  will  prevent  the  mifchiefs  that  niuft  other- 
wife  have  enfued  from  a  total  want  of  a  circulating  me- 
dium. The  extraordinary  change  of  this  medium  with- 
out fhaking  the  United  States  to  the  very  foundation, 
intimates  a  peculiarity  in  the  circumftances  and  dilpofi- 
tion  of  the  Americans,  diftinguilhing  them  from  the  in- 
habitants of  old  countries. 

A  few  detached  particulai's  remain  to  be  related  be* 
fore  the  prefent  letter  is  forwarded. 
I  •  On  the  I  ith  of  Auguft,  3000  German  troops  arrived 
I  at  New  York  from  Europe.  The  feme  day  the  Ame- 
rican frigate  Trumbull  was  carried  in  by  one  of  the 
king's  Ihips.  This  capture  has  reduced  the  naval  force 
of  the  United  States  to  two  frigates,  the  Alliance  and 
the  Deane.  A  number  of  fine  privateers  have  alfo 
been  taken  by  the  royal  navy ;  but  riiere  arc  ftill  a  great 
many  from  the  different  ftates  which  have  been  very 
fuccefsful. 

-  By  various  channels,  and  particularly  the  arrival  of  a 
French  frigate  from  Breft  on  the  15th  of  Auguft,  ccrr 
tain  advice  has  been  received  of  the  French  having  cap- 
tured ^  number  of  fhips  from  Statia.  It  fcems,  that 
France  determining  to  profit  from  the  abfence  of  the 
Britilh  grand  fleet,  equipped  7  or  8  fhips  of  the  line.^t 
Breft,  which  were  fent  out  in  the  beginning  of  May,  un-i 
der  M.  de  la  Motte  Piquet,  in  order  to  intercept  the 
Statia  convoy,  freighted  with  the  moft  valuable  com- 
modities taken  at  that  ifland,  as  well  as  a  rich  fleet  on 
its  way  home  from  Jamaica.  Mr.  Piquet  fuccceded 
in  the  ftrft  part  of  the  defign.  Commodore  Hotham 
had  only  four  fliips  for  the  protection  of  the  Statia  con- 

voy 
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voy.  Fourteen  of  the  merchantmen  were  taken:  but ^7^'* 
the  men  of  war,  with  the  remainder  of  the  convoy, 
fheltered  themfelves  in  fome  of  the  weftern  ports  of 
Ireland,  The  French  commander  conlidering  the  num- 
ber and  richnefs  of  the  prizes,  gave  up  all  views  upon 
the  Jamaica  fleet,  and  returned  immediately  to  Breft, 
by  which  mean  he  efcaped  falling  in  with  the  Britifli 
fquadron.  We  have  learned,  that  the  fale  of  the  prizes 
was  advertifed  in  France  for  the  loth  of  July  laft. 

On  the  25th  of  Auguft,  another  French  frigate  ar- 
rived in  Bofton,  with  two  large  veflTels  under  her  con- 
voy.  They  were  on  their  paflfagc  36  days  longer  than 
the  frigate  which  arrived  on  the  15th.  They  have 
brought  clothing,  military  ftores,  and  a  quantity  of  Ipe- 
cie.  Col.  Laurens  returned  by  this  conveyance.  He 
reached  France  by  the  middle  of  March,  and  executed 
his  commiflion  with  great  difpatch  and  fuccefs.

COmmodoi'e  Johnftone's  fquadron,  which  failed  for 
the  Eaft  Indies,  confided  of  a  74,  a 64, -and  three 
50  gun  (hips,  befyde  feveral  frigates,  a  bomb  vtStlp 
fire  Ihip,  and  fome  floops  of  war.     A  land  force,  com^. 

L  2  mand^d 
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i78i,  manded  by  gen.  Meadows,  and  compofed  of  three  new 
reginients  of  1000  each,  accompanied  it.     Several  out- 
ward bound  Eaft  Indiamen,  and  ftore  or  ordnance  vef- 
fels,  went  out  with  this  convoy;  and  the  whole  fket, 
including  tranfports  and  armed  (hips,  amounted  to  more 
than  40  fail.     The  Dutch  war  undoubtedly  occafioned 
a  change  of  the  objeft  of  the  armament,  and  the  fub- 
ftitution  of  an  attenfipt  upon  the  Cape  of  Good  Hbpe, 
inftead  of  an  enterprife  againft  the  Spaniards  in  South 
America.     This  change  did  not  efcape  the  penetration 
of  France  and  Holland.     The  latter  therefore  applied 
to  her  new  ally  for  affiftance,  to  ward  off  the  danger  to 
which  all  her  Eaft  India  pofleffions  would  be  expofed, 
if  Johnftone  fucceeded.  On  that  a  fquadron  of  five  fhips 
of  the  line,  and  fome  frigates,  with  a  body  of  land  forces, 
were  deftined  to  this  fervice,  under  Mr.  de  SufFrein, 
who  failed  from  Brcft  in  company  with  count  de  Grafle. 
The  naval  part  of  the  armament  was  ultimately  defigncd 
to  oppofe  the  Britifh  fleet  in  the  Eaft  Indies:  but  Suf- 
frein's  particular  inftruftions  were  to  purfue  and  coun^ 
ter-aft  Johnftone,   iipon  every  occafion  and  in  every 
poflible  manner,  keeping  at  the  fame  time  a  conftant 
eye  to  the  efFeftual  proteftion  of  the  Cape.     The  court 
of  Verfailles  was   accurately  informed  of  Johnftone's 
force,  and  of  all  the  circumftances  attending  the  con- 
voy ;  and  might  not  be  totally  ignorant  of  his  courfe, 
any  more  than  of  his  deftination. 

Commodore  Johnftone  put  into  the  Cape  de  Verd 
iflands  for  water  and  frefti  provifions.  There  being  no 
particular  apprehenfion  of  an  enemy,  the  Ihips  lay  with- 
out much  care  or  order,  in  an  open  harbour  belonging 
to  the  principal  town  of  St.  Jago,  the  moft  confidcrablc 

of 
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of  the  iflands.     A  great  number  of  the  crews  were  ab- 1781, 
ient  from  the  fhips,  and  were  engaged  ia  various  oc- 
cupations, neceflfary  to  the  preparation  or  fupply  of  fo 
many  veflels  for  fo  long  a  voyage*     Several  officers  and 
men  were  on  (hore  partaking  of  the  health  and  recre- 
ation of  the  ifland.     In  this  unprepared  ftate,  the  Ifis*     1 
man  of  war  difcovered  in  the  morning  a  fquadron  ap-  16, 
proaching  the  e^ntrance  of  the  harbour,  which  was  foon 
judged  to  be  French.     Signals  were  inftantly  thrown  out 
for  unmooring,  for  recalling  the  people  on  (hore,  and 
preparing  for  aftion.     The  Britifti  fleet  was  taken  at  a 
great  difadvantage,  Mr.  de  SufFrein,  leaving  his  convoy, 
was  foon  in  the  centre  of  it ;  the  French  Ihips  firing  on 
both  fides  as  they  paffed.     The  French  Hannibal  of  74 
guns  led  the  way  with  great  intrepidity,  under  the  com- 
mand of  Mr.  de  Tremingnon.     When  as  near  to  the 
Britifh  as  he  could  fetch,  he  dropped  his  anchor  with  a 
noble  air  of  refolution*     The  Heros  of  the  fame  force^ 
Mr.  de  SufFrein's  own  (hip,  took  the  next  places  and 
the  Artefien  of  64,  -^anchored  aftern  of  the  Heros..  The 
Vengeur  and  Sphynx,  of  .64  guns  each^  ranged  up  and 
down  as  they  could  through  the  crowd  of  Ihips,  and 
fired  on  either  fide  at  every  one  they  pafled.     Commo- 
dore Johnftone's  own  Ihip,  being  too  far  advanced  to^ 
ward  the  bottom  of  the  bay,  and  too  much  intercepted 
by  the  vefl^els  that  lay  between  to  take  an  aftive  part  in 
the  aftion,  he  quitted  her  and  went  on   board  another. 
The  engagement  lafted  about  an  hour  and  a  half.    Some 
time  after  it  began,  feveral  of  the  Eaft  India  fhips  fired 
with  good  efFcft  on  the  French.     In  about  an  hour  the 
fituation  of  the  French  fhips  at  anchor  became  too  in- 
tolerable to  be  endured ;  and  the  captain  of  the  Artefien  '^ 

L  3  .  being 
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17S1,  being  killed,  fhe  cut  her  cable,  and  made  the  bed:  Df 
her  way  cut.  Siiffrein  deferted  by  his  fecond  aftcrn, 
found  the  djinger  fo  great  that  he  followed  the  exannple. 
The  Cannibal  was  now  left  alone  to  be  fired  at  by  every 
ihip  whofe  guns  could  be  brought  to  bear  on  her,  while 
fhp  heifelf  was  fo  injured,  that  her  rctufns  were  flow 
and  incffeftive.  She  loft  her  bowfprit  and  all  her  mafts, 
find  rennained  a  mere  hulk  upon  the  water.  She  how- 
tvcT  joined  the  other  ftiips  at  the  mouth  of  the  bay;, 
was  towed  off  and  affifted  in  erefting  jury  mafts.  -  The 
commodore  purfued,  but  the  damage  fuftained  by  the 
Ifis,  the  naturfe  of  the  winds  and  currents,  with  the  late* 
nefs  of  the  day,  concurred  in  preventing  his  renewing 
the  engagement.  The  French  bore  away  no  trophy  of 
the  aftion.  Confidering  the  clofenefs  of  it,  the  fmooth- 
nefs  of  the  water,  with  the  number  and  crowded  fitua- 
tiqn  of  the  (hipping,  the  lofs  of  men  was  very  fmall, 

^^ay  The  Britifh  fleet  failed  from  St.  Jago,  and  toward 
the  middle  of  June,  the  commodore  difpatched  capt. 
Pigot,  with  fdme  of  the  beft  failing  frigates  and  cutters, 
toward  the  fouthern  extremity  of  Africa,  to  gain  intel- 
ligence if  poflible  of  the  ftate  of  the  enemy  in  that  quar-* 
ter,  with  inftruftions  to  rejoin  him  at  a  given  point  of 
latitude  and  longitude,  Pigot  fell  in  with  and  took  a 
large  Dutch  Eaft  India  fhip,  frpm  Saldanha  bay  near 
the  Cape,  She  was  laden  with  ftores  and  proyifions/ 
had  on  boar4  40>9Pol,  in  buUion^^  and  was  bound  for  the 
ifle  of  Ceylon,  From  her  the  cornmodore  learned,  that 
SufFrein,  with  five  ihips  of  tlje  line,  rnoft  of  histr^-nf- 
ports,  and  a  confiderable  body  of  troops,  had  arrived  at 
the  Cape  on  the  -2ift  of  June  j  and  that  feveral  home- 
ward ^ound  Dutch  gaft  Ipdia  fliips  were  then  at  anchor 
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in  Saldanfta  bay,  about  14  kagues  to  the  northward  of  ijSit 
the  Cape  town  and  fort.      The  timely  arrival  of  the 
French   fquadron  having  fruftrated  the  defigns  of  the 
Britifh  againft  the  Cape,  Johnftone  determined  to  profit 
by  what  was  yet  within  reach,  and  to  attempt  pofiefling 
himfelf  of  the  Dutch  fhips  in  the  bay  of  Saldanha.   The 
fcheme  was  well  conducted.      The  Dutch  had  hardly 
time,  from  the  dWcovcry  to  the  coming  up  of  the  Brir 
tifh  Ihips,   to  loofe  their  veflels,  cut  their  cables,  an^ 
run  them  on  fhore.     The  men  of  war's  boats  being  inr 
ftandy  manned,  the  feamen  with  great  alacrity  boarded 
the  Indiamen  already  fet  on  fire,  extinguilhed  the  flames, 
and  faved  four  large  ones,  from  1000  to  1 100  tons  each. 
Johnftone's  difpatches  were  dated  the  21ft  of  Augufl, 

Several  of  the  Englifli  counties  alTociated  and  chofe 
delegates,  to  give  fupport  and  efficacy  to  the  fubjeft  of 
their  former  petitions  to  parliament.     About  40  of  the 
delegates  met  in  London,     As  afting  for  their  conftir 
tuents,  they  prepared  a  petition  to  the  houfe  of  comr 
mons,  in  .which  the  fubftance  of  thofe  already  prefented 
being  compreffed  within  a  narrower  compafs,  the  mat- 
ters of  grievance  and  the  redrefs  propofed  were  brought 
forward  in  one  clear  point  of  view.      But  to  obviate 
difficulties  and  prevent  objeftions,  they  figned  the  peti- 
tion merely  as  individual  freeholders,  without  any  af- 
fumption  or  avowal  of  their  delegated  powers  or  cha^ 
rader.     The  petition,  was  prefented  by  Mr.  Duncombe, 
one  of  the  reprefentatives  of  the  county  of  .York,  and 
continued  for  fome  weeks  on  the  table,  till  the  recovery 
of  Sir  George  Saville,  who  was  to  proceed  with  the  bu- 
finefs.     Sir  George  introduced  his  motion  for  referring     8.     "* 
the  petition  (after  the  firft  reading)  to  a  committee,  with 

L  ^  a  fpeech 
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1781- a  fpeech  of  very  confiderable  length.  After  a  long  dc*. 
bate,  the  motion  for  comrnitting  the  petition  was  over- 
ruled by  a  majority  of  160  to  86, 

The  war  with  the  Dutch  made  it  ncceffary  for  the 
Britifh  to  have  a  force  in  the  north  fcas,  capable  of  in- 
juring their  commerce  on  that  fide  on  the  one  hand, 
and  of  protcAing  their  own  oh  the  other  j   as  alfo  of 
cutting  off  the  putch  from  receiving  fupplies  of  naval 
ftores  wherewith  to  reftore  their  marine.     This  impor- 
tant   ferviee  was  intruded  to  the  conduft  of  admiral 
Hyde  Parker,     The  admiral  failed  from  Portfmouth 
the  beginning  of  June,  with  four  {hips  of  the  line,  and 
a  fifty  gun  (hip  for  the  north  feas.     Mean  while  Holland 
drained  every  nerye  for  the  equipment  of  a  force,  that 
might  be  ^ble  to  convoy  their  outward  boiind  trade  to 
.    the  Balticj  and  to  proteft  its  return,  if  not  to  intercept 
the  Britifli^  and  become  mailers  of  thofe  feas,     Some 
days  after  the  middle  of  July,  admiral  Zoutman  and 
commodore  Kindibergen  failed  from  the  Tcxel,  with  a 
great  convoy  under  their  protedion.     Their  force  con^ 
filled  of  eight  fhips  of  ?he  line  from  54  to  74  guns,  of 
10  frigates  and  5  (loops,     Several  of  the  frigates  were 
very  large,     Admiral  Parker  was  on  his  return  with  a 
large  convoy  from  Elfineur.     He  had  been  joined  by 
feveral  frigates  fince  his  leaving  Portfmouth;  and  by  the 
Dolphin  pf  44  guns,  and  in  this  crifis  he  was  reinforced 
by  a  74.     His  fleet  confifted  of  an  8,0  gun  fhip^  two 
74  s,  a  64^  a  60,  a  50,  a  44,  a  40,   a  38,  ^  ^6,  a  32, 
and  a  cutter  of  10  guns,  .^ 

The  hoftile  fleets  came  in  fight  of  each  other  on  the  ^* 
-"^*  Dogger-Bank  early  in  the  morning  of  the  5th  of  Au. 
guft.     One  of  the  Dutch  line  of  battle  fhips  had  return- 
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cd  to  port;  but  as  a  forty-four  gun  ftiip  was  fubftitutcd ^7^'* 
in  her  place,  their  line  ftill  confifted  of  eight  two  deckers. 
The   Britifti   commander  perceiving  the  nurfibcr  and 
ftrength  of  the  Dutch   frigates,  detached  the  convoy 
with  orders  to  keep  their  wind,   fending  his  own  fri- 
gates along  with  them  for  their  proteftion,  and  then 
threw  out  a  general  fignal  to  the  fquadron  to  chafe.    The  j 
Dutch  likewife  fent  off  their  convoy  to  a  diftance,  when 
they  drew  up  with  great -coolnefs  in  order  of  battle,  and! 
waited  the  attack  with  the  utmoft  compofure.     Neither 
fide  praftifed  any  manoeuvre  to  elude  the  decifion  of  a 
naval  aftion.  The  parties  were  equally  determined  to  fight 
it  out.  A  gloomy  filence  expreffive  of  the  mod  fixed  refo-( 
lution  prevailed,  and  not  a  gun  was  fired,  until  the  fleets  | 
were  within  little  more  than  piftol  fhot  diftance.     Adm. 
Parker  in  the  Fortitude  of  74  guns,  ranging  abreaft  of 
adm.  Zoutman's  Ihip,  the  Admiral  de  Ruyter  of  68, 
the  aftion  commenced  with  the  utmoft  fury  and  violence 
on  both  fides.     The  cannonade  continued  without  in- 
termiffion  for  three  hours  and  forty  minutes.     Some  of 
the  Britifh  fhips  fired  2500  Ihot  each.     The  eflfeft  of 
the  ancient  naval  emulation  was  eminently  difplayed  in 
the  obftinacy  of  the  battle.     In  the  beginning,  the  Bri- 
tifh fire  was  remarkably  quick,  while  that  of  the  Dutch 
was  flow ;  whet*  it  dofed,  the  cafe  was  reverfed,  and  the 
fire  of  the  Dutch  was  remarkably  quick,  while  that  of 
the  Britifli  was  ftpw*     The  Britifh  iObips  at  length  were 
fo  unmanageable,  that^ough  their  admiral  made  an  ef- 
fort to  form  the  line  ^hat  h^  might  renew  the  aftion, 
he  found  it  to  be  impraftigable.     FJi§  (hips  were  fliat- 
fered  in  their  mafts,  rigging  and  fails.     The  Dutch  were 
^  a  ftill  worfc  condition,  fpijiie  of  thqn  hayipg  received 
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,j8i,fevcral  fhot  under  water.  Both  fqiiadrons  lay  to  $ 
confiderablc  time  near  each  other.  At  laft  the  Dutch 
bore  away  for  the  Texelj  and  the  Britifh  were  in  no 
condition  to  follow  them.  The  Hollandia  of  68  guns, 
one  of  their  beft  fhips,  went  down  in  the  night  of  the 
engagement  lb  fuddcnly,  that  the  crew  were  reduced  to 
the  melancholy  neceffity  of  abandoning  their  wounded 
when  they  quitted  her.  Though  (he  funk  in  22  fathoms, , 
her  top-mafts  were  ftill  above  water  and  her  pendant 
flying,  which  being  difcovered  in  the  morning  by  one 
of  the  Bntilh  frigates,  was  ftruck  and  carried  to  adna; 
Parker  as  a  trophy.  When  the  Dutch  entered  the  Texelj 
an  officer  from  the  fleet  went  on  board  the.Charleftown 
frigate  of  36  heavy  guns  upon  one  deck,  which  had 
been  lying  there  the  whole  time,  and  related  to  the  cap- 
tain the  particulars  of  the  a<5lion.    -  » 

The  aftion  was  very  bloody.     On  the  fide  .of  the 
Britifti,  who  were  the  leaft  fufferers  in  that  refpeft,  104 
were  killed,  and  339  wounded  in  thefeven  fliips  that 
wete  engaged.     Several  brave  officers  fell  on  both  fides. 
The  Britifh  regretted  much  the  death  of  capt.  Macart- 
ney, who  left  a  widow  and  large  family.     His  fon,  a 
boy  of  feven  years  old,  was  by  his  fide  when  he  was- 
killed :  his  fortitude,  as  well  Upon  that  occafion  as  through 
the  whole  aftion,  aftoniftied  the  boldefl:  feamen  in  the 
fliip.     Mr.  Harrington,  one  of  adm.  Parker's  lieute- 
nants,* an  officer  of  40  years  fervice,  and  of  the  mofl: 
diftinguiihed  merit,  was  mortally  wounded.     Though 
of  an  affluent  fortune  and  too  much  negkfted,  he  nobly 
difdained  to  withdraw  his  profeflional  abilities  from  the. 
defence  of  his  country  in  this  tryinjg  feafon.     The  Bri-' 
tifti  admiral's  letter  giving  an  account  of  the  adlion.  was. 
6  con- 
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concife,  and  mbdeft  with  refpedt  to  his  own  fide,  whHc  i^^i^ 
juft  in  paying  full  honor  to  the  valor  of  his  enem/.  la 
Britain,  the  conduft  and  valor  difplaycd  in  the  aftion 
met  with  great  and  general  approbation :  but  an  appre- 
hended negleft  in  governnnent  or  the  admiralty,  in  not 
fumifhing  the  admiral  with  a  larger  force,  excited  no 
lefs  diffatisfaftion.  It  was  faid,  that,  at  the  very  titne* 
as  many  Ihips  were  lying  idle  in  port,  or  waiting  for  pr^ 
ders  in  the  Downs,  as  would  have  enabled  Parker  ta. 
capture  the  whole  Dutch  fleet  and  convoy.  The  ad^ 
miral's  fubfequent  conduft,  as  well  as  an  ii^rimatioii 
given  in  his  letter  to  the  admiralty,  ftrongly  confirmed 
the  public  opinion,  and  indicated  that  he  was  no  k& 
diflatisfied  at  the  want  of  fupport,  than  others  were  at 
its  not  being  given.  On  his  arrival  at  the  Nore  with 
his  fliattered  fquadron,  he  was  honored  with  a  royaj 
vifit :  but  it  was  foon  underfl:ood,  that  no  further  honor 
or  intended  promotion  would  be  accepted  by  the  fturdy 
veteran.  The  king  went  on  board  the  Fortitude,  where 
he  had  a  levee  of  all  the  officers  x>{  the  fquadron,  who 
were  received  with  the  moll  gracious  attention ;  and  the 
admiral  had  the  honor  of  dining  with  his  majefly  and 
the  prince  of  Wales  on  board  the  royal  yacht.  We 
have  been  told,  that  upon  that  occafion  adm.  Parker 
took  an  opportunity  of  hinting  (in  the  prefence  of  the 
firft  lord  of  the  admiralty  and  a  number  of  naval  officers) 
both  his  diflatisfaftion  and  intention  of  retiring,  by  fay- 
ing to  his  fovereign— ^^^'That  hewifhed  him  younger 
officers  and  better  fhips ;  and  that .  he  was  grown  too 
old  for  the  fervice,'*  It  was  related  alfq  as  ^n  anecdote 
at  the  time,  that  young  Macartney  being  prejented  on 
board  die  Fortitude,  and  the  royal  intention  of  provid- 


ing 
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i78x,  ing  for  him,  for  the  fake  of  his  brave  father,  biing  dc-t 
clared,  the  admiral  apologized  for  informing  his  ma- 
jefly,  that  he  had  already  adopted  him  as  his  own, 
Adm.  Parker  refigned  his  command  immediately  after: 
but  it  was  probably  intended  as  a  mark  of  favor  and  re- 
gard to  hinn>  that  his  fon  Sir  Hyde  (who  had  been  be- 
fore knighted  for  his  good  condufih  in  North  America 
and  fhe  Weft  Indies)  was  now  appointed  to  the  com- 
mand of  a  ftjuadron  of  frigates,  which  were  employed 
in  blocking  up  the  Dutch  ports  during  the  remainder  of 
the  feafon  for  keeping  thofe  feas. 
■■>  The  Dutch,  befide  lofing  the  HoUandia,  had  two  of 
!  their  capital  fhips  fo  totally  ruined  in  the  aftlon,  as  to 
/  be  declared  incapable  of  further  fervice.  Their  lofs  of 
!  men  is  thought  to  have  exceeded  1000  in  killed,  wounded 
I  and  funk.  The  idea  of  profecuting  the  voyage  to  the 
Baltic  was  given  up;  and  their  immenfe  carrying  trade 
was  annihilated  for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  The 
Hollanders  however  are  much  elated  with  the  bravery 
of  their  countrymen.  Before  the  naval  battle  on  Dog- 
ger's Bank,  every  Ipring  was  touched  to  excite  popular 
refentments  againft  the  Americans  and  French,  fo  that 
the  regents  of  Amfterdam  were  under  the  necefllty  of 
taking  the  like  precautions  which  would  have  been  prac- 
tifed  had  an  enemy  been  in  the  neighbourhood ;  and  the 
gloom  and  defpondency  at  the  Hague  and  elfewhere  was 
terrible:  after  it,  the  Dutchmen  became  courageous, 
and  all  their  apprehenfions  feemed  to  difappear.  This 
aftion  being  the  firft  of  any  confequenoe,  in  which  they 
have  been  engaged  for  the  much  greater  part  of  a  cen-^ 
tury,  the  ftates  general  were  beyond  meafure  liberal  in 
the  pra,Ife,  rewards  and  honors,  which  they  beftowed  on 

their 
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their  officers.  Adm.  Zoutman  and  commodore  Kindf-  ii^i* 
bergen  were  immediately  promoted ;  and  moft,  if  not 
all  of  the  firft  and  fecond  captains,  as  well  as  feveral  of 
the  lieutenants,  were  either  advanced,  or  flattered  with 
fbme  peculiar  mark  of  diftinftion.  Count  Bentinck, 
who  boldly  fought  the  Batavia,  and  who,  though  mor- 
tally wounded,  and  infornrved  that  his  fhip  was  in  danger 
of  finking,  would  not  liften  to  a  propofal  for  quitting 
his  ftation,  was  foothed  in  his  laft  moments  by  every 
mark  of  honor  and  teflimony  .  of  regard,  which  his 
country  and  his  prince  could  beftow;  and  his  funeral 
was  not  more  honorable  to  the  brave  dead,  than  to  the 
grateful  living.  But  however  the  Dutch  have  exulted 
in  that  the  marine  courage  of  their  anceftors  had  not 
forfaken  them,  they  are  much  diffatisfied  tliat  their  fleet 
was  not  augmented  by  two  or  more  fhips,  which  they 
think  would  have  fecured  to  them  a.  complete  viftory 
over  the  Britifli  admiral,  and  have  put  his  convoy  into 
their  poflefSon.  They  ar^  ready  to  impute  this  failure  ' 
to  a  treacherous  negle(5t,  originating  from  a  prevailing 
attachment  in  fome  to  the  interefts  of  Great  Britain. 

The  French,  to  remove  all  unfavorable  jealoufies  that 
the  Spaniards  might  entertain  refpefting  the  attention  of 
their  ally  to  the  Spanilh  interefts,  engaged  to  co-operate 
with  them  in  attempting  the  recovery  of  Minoi:ca — an 
event  which,  Ihould  ic  take  place,  wpuld  be  highly 
pleafing  to  Spain,  while  it  was  no  wife  injurious  xq 
France.  The  plan  being  laid,  the  duke  dc  Crillpn,  n 
French  commander  of  repute,  was  taken  into  the  Spaniih 
lervice,  an^  appointed  to  conduft  their  forces  to  be  em- 
ployed in  executing  it.  Count  dc  Guichen  failed  fron) 
Br^ft  near  the  ^nd  of  June,  with  xS  capital  {hips  (four 


.\ 
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i7^i- of  which  carried  no  guns  each)  to  join  the  Spanifh 
fleet  and  fupport  the  -invafion.  The  not  endeavouring 
to  intercept  this  fleet,  or  at  leaft  to  prevent  a  junftion 
fo  full  of -danger,  occafioned  great  complaint  againfl: 
the  Britifh  admiralty,  efpecially  the  firfl:  lord  of  thit  de.- 
partment.  The  combined  fleets  failed  from  Cadiz,  with 
about  10,000  Spanifh  troops,  before  the  end  of  July. 
The  French  had  been  reinforced  by  feveral  fhips  of  the 
line.  The  Spanifli  fleet  amounted  to  about  30  fail  of 
the  line  under  Don  Lewis  de  Cordova.     The  army 

.       efFefted  its  landing  at  Minorca  without  oppofition  on  the 

20.  ,  20th  of  Augufl:;  and  was  foon  joined  by  fix  regiments 
from  Toulon,  under  major  gen.  count  de  Falkenhayn, 
deemed  one  of  the  befl:  officers  in  the  French  fervice. 
The  garrifon  was  weak,  and  confifl:ed  only  of  two  Britifh 
and  two  Hanoverian  regimepts-  But  it  was  commanded 
by  lieut.  gen.  Murray  and  major  gen.  $ir  William 
Draper. 

The  combined  fleets,  after  feeing  the  trocps  fafe  into 
tjie  Mediterranean,  returned  to  cruife  at  the  mouth  of 
the  Britifh  channel.  No  intelligence  of  this  naval  ma- 
noeuvre was  obtained,  nor  was  the  defign  fufpefted  by 
the  Britifh  miniflry,  until  the  combined  fleets  were  in 
the  chops  of  the  channel,  and  had  formed  a  line  from 
Ufhant  to  the  ifles  of  Scilly,  in  order  to  bar  its  entrance: 
To  that  adm.  Darby,  who  was  then  at  fea  with  only  21 
(hips  of  the  line,  was  on  the  point  of  falling  in  with 
them,  when  the  accidental  meeting  of  a  neutral  vefTel 
afforded  him  notice  of  their  fituation.     In  thefc  unex- 

2jr  pefted  circumftances  he  returned  to  Torbay,  where  he 
moored  his  fquadron  acrofs  the  entrance,  while  he 
^itedfor  inftrufticns  from. the  admiralty.    As  foon  as 

the 
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the  commanders  of  the  combined  fleets  had  received  in-  ^7^»- 
telligence  of  Darby's  pofition,  and  of  the  inferiority  of 
his  force  in  point  of  number,  a  council  of  war  was 
held,  on  the  queftion  of  attacking  him.  They  were 
under  orders  to  fight,  if  the  occafion  offered :  but  the 
inftruftions  were  thought  not  to  reach  the  prefent  cafe, 
■which  would  be  an  attack  on  the  Britifli  fquadron  in  a 
bay  on  their  own  coafts.  Under  this  change  of  circum- 
llances,  it  was  fuppofed,  that  they  were  left  at  large,  to 
the  free  exercife  of  their  own  judgment. 

The  count  de  Guichcn  is  faid  to  have  contended 
ftrongly  for  an  immediate  attack.  .He  argued,  that  if 
by  good  fortune  and  the  valor  of  the. combined  navies, 
along  with  the  powerful  aid  of  firefhips,  the  Britiih  fleet 
was  deft:royed,  the  power  of  Great  Britain  on  the  feas 
would  be  at  an  end,  and  the  war  decided  by  the  blow. 
Don  Vincent  Doz,  the  third  of  the  Spanifh  commanders, 
fupported  this  opinion.  He  afferted,  tliat  the  deftroy-  ^ 
ing  of  Darby's  fleet  was  very  prafticable,  and  that  it 
would  be  difficult  to  excufe  their  not  making  the  at^ 
tempt ;  and  to  give  the  greater  weight  to  his  fcntiments, 
he  boldly  offered  to  command  the  van  fquadron,  and  to 
lead  on  the  attack  in  his  own  fhip. 

On  the  other  hand,  Mr.  de  Beauffet,  the  next  in  com- 
mand under  Guichen,  faid — *^  All  the  advantage  which 
the  allies  derive  from  their  fuperiority  of  force  and  num* 
ber,  will  be  entirely  loft  by  an  attack  upon  admiral 
Darby's  fleet  in  the  prefent  fituation ;  for  we  caqnot 
bear  down  upon  him  in  a  line  of  battle  abreafl: ;  of 
courfe  we  muft  form  the  line  of  battle  a-head,  and  go 
down  upon  the  enemy  fmgly,  by  which  weXhallrun  the 
greateft  hazard  of  being  fliattered  and  torn  to  pieces, 

before 
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1781.  before  we  can  get  into  our  ftations,  by  the  fixed  aiiil 
and  angular  fire  in  every  direftion,  of  fuch  a  nuniber  of 
great  and  well-provided  (hips,  drawn  up  to  the  greateft 
advantage,  and  lying  moored  and  fteady  in  the  water. 
I  conclude  therefore,  that  as  the  attempt  on  the  Britifh 
fleet  in  Torbay  will,  in  my  opinion,  be  unwarrantable 
in  the  defign,  and  exceedingly  hazardous  in  the  execu- 
tion, the  allied  fleets  ftiould  direft  their  whole  attention 
to  that  grand  and  attainable  objeft  of  intercepting  the 
Englifti  homeward  bound  Weft  India  fleets.'*  Don 
Louis  de  Cordova,  with  all  the  Spanifli  flag  officers, 
.except  Doz,  coincided  entirely  with  him  in  opinion,  fo 
that  the  idea  of  attacking  Darby  in  Torbay  was  aban- 
doned. 

Mean  while  a  great  alarm  was  fpread  in  Ireland  as 
well  as  Britain,  with  refpeft  to  the  apprehended  defigns  • 
of  the  enemy.  Not  only  the  great  outward  bound  fleet 
for  America  and  the  Weft  Indies  was  fuppofed  to  be  in 
imminent  danger  then  in  the  open  harbour  of  Corke  5 
but  the  city  itfelf,  being  totally  unfortified  and  at  the 
fame  time  ftored  with  immenfe  quantities  of  provifion. 
The  regular  forces  of  the  kingdom  were  therefore  or- 
dered to  the  fouthward  for  the  protedtion  of  that  city 
and  coaft ;  and  the  patriotic  volunteers,  who  had  gained 
fo  much  honor  in  fupporting  and  reclaiming  the  liber- 
lies  of  their  country,  Ihowed  no  lefs  patriotifm  in  their 
immediate  offer  to  government  of  taking  the  field,  and 
of  rnarching  wherever  their  fervices  Ihould  be  neceflary 
for  its  defence*  They  had  perfefted  themfelves  in  the 
military  exercife,  and  had  been  reviewed  in  feveral  places 
by  the  earl  of  Chariemont. 

Admiral 
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Admiral  Darby  remained  atTorbay;  but  Viras  fbon^7^^« 
reinforced  by  feveral  Ihips  from  different. ports,  till  his 
fquadron  was  increafed  to  30  fail  of  the  line,  \^ith  which 
he  was  ordered  to  fea  with  the  utmoft  expedition,  for 
the  prefei'vation  of  the  expefted  Weft  India  convoy. 
The  delay  however  of  waiting  for  the  reinforcement  and 
inftruftions  in  the  firft  inftance,  and  contrary  winds  after-* 
ward,  detained  the  fleet  till  the  14th  of  Septemberj 
notwithftanding  the  urgency  of  the  occafion.  Before 
it  failed,  the  combined  fleets  had  feparated.  They  were  ^ 
in  exceeding  bad  condition.  In  the  firft  outlet  they  were 
poorly  manned,  the  Spanifh  particularly.  Befide  a  great 
mortalit)'',  which  had  prevailed  during  the  whole  cruife, 
and  a  prodigious  number  of  (ick  in  both  fleets,  a  con- 
fiderable  majority  of  the  Ihips  were  fcarcely  Capable  of 
living  at  fea  in  a  violent  gale*  The  hard  weather  there- 
fore that  came  on  in  the  beginning  of  Septembe^".^.\;^,v 
fruftrated  all  their  views ;  fo  fhai;  abandoning  all  he 
of  intercepting  the  Britifh  convoys,  they  were  glac 
get  into  port  as  foon  as  pofllble.  The  French  fleet  r^-  g 
turned  to  Breft  the  i  ith  of  September,  and  the  Spanifh  lu 
proceeded  direftly  home* 

The  prefent  Ihall  clofe  with  extrafts  from  fome  curious  • 
letters— To  Mr*  Vergenncs.  PaflTy,  Feb.  13,  178 1. 
"  I  am  grown  old,  and  it  is  probable  I  fhall  not  long 
have  any  more  concern  in  thefe  affairs.  I  therefore  take 
occafion  to  exprefs  my  opinion  to  your  excellency,  that 
the  prefent  conjundure  is  critical) — that  there  is  fome 
danger  left  the  congrefs  (hould  lole  its  influence  over 
the  people,  if  it  is  unable  to  procure  the  aids  that  are 
wanted,  and  that  die  whole  fyftem  of  the  new  govern- 
ment in  America  may  thereby  be  Ihaken;— and  that  if 
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«r78»»the  Englifh  are  fufFercd  once  to  recover  the  countrjr, 
fuch  an  opportunity  of  effeftual  operation  may  not  occur 
again  in  the  eourfe  of  ages.".    To-—.     March  12, 
178 1  •     "  To  give  the  ftates  a  fignal  proof  of  his  friend- 
Ihip,  his  majefly  has  rcfolved  to  grant  them  the  fum  of 
fix  millions  [of  livres]  not  as  a  loan,  but  as  a  free  gift. 
:  The  fum  was  intended  for  the  fupply  of  the  army,  and 
:  it  was  thought  beft  to  put  it  into  the  general's  [Wafh- 
I  ington's]  hands,  that  he  Ihould  draw  for  it,  that  it  might 
]  not  get  into  thofe  of  the  different  boards  or  committees, 
1  who  might  think  themfelves  under  a  neccflity  of  divert-*

Holland  to  go  in  the  fliip  commanded  by  capt.  GillonJ* , 
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CERTAIN  i-efolutions  of  congrefs>  as  they  refer «7'i* 
to  col.  Laurens  and  the  fupplies.  from  France 
(whofe  arrival  has  been  mentioned)  neceflarily  demand 
our  firft  attention*    On  a  report  of  a  committeej  to 
whom  was  referred  a  letter  of  the  adof  laft  September, 
together  with  fundry  papers,  containing  an  account  of 
the  negotiation  with  which  he  was  intrufl:ed>  congrefsg^ 
refolved  on  the  4th,  "  That  all  the  clothings  artillery,    4* 
anns  and  military  ftores>  Ihipped,  in  purfiiance  of  the 
orders  of  the  honorable  John  Laurens,  for  the  ufe  of 
the  United  States,  be  upon  their  arrival  in  any  of  the 
ports  of  thefe  United  States^  delivered  to  the  order  <^f 
the  board  of  war,  who  are  hereby  empowered  and  di- 
rected to  take  charge  and  direction  of  the  famet — That    . 
all  the  money  fhipped  by  the  order  of  Mr;  Laurens, 
for  the  ufe  of  the  United  States,  be^  upon  its  arrival, 
delivered  to  thfe  order  of  thefupcrintendant  of  finance, 
who  is  hereby  empowered  and  direfted  to  take  charge 
of  the  fame.'*     The  next  day  they  refolved^*^^'  That 
the  condufl:  of  lieut.  col.  Laurens,  in  his  miffion  to  the 
court  of  Verfailles,   as  fpecial  miniftcr  of  the  United 
Statesj  13  highly  agrecabk  to  congrefs,  and  entitles  hirti 
to  public  approbation."     To  fupply  any  deficiency  that 
there  might  be  in  their  refolution  reJpefting  monies 
arriving  from  Europe,  they  refolved  on  the  3d  of  De^ 
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i78i.cember— "  That  the  fuperintendant  of  the  finances  be, 
;and  hereby  is  authorize^  and   directed   to  apply  and 
idifppfe  of  all  naonies  which  have  been  or  may  be  ob-

'     .  f  However  gracefully  they  thought  of  the  French  king's 
free  gift,  they  could  not  with^  any  propriety  accede  to 
the  mode  in  which  it  was  to  be  applied  to  the  benefit  of 
the  United  States,     By  paffing  into  the  hands  of  the 
commander  in  chief,  it  would  fubjed  the  arnniy  to  an 
appearance  of  being  penfioned  by  France,   and  when 
generally  known  by  the  troops  might  loofen  their  rela- 
tive dependence  upon  congrefs ;  they  therefore  wifely 
i     direftcd,  that  the  militaiy  ftores  fhould  be  delivered  to 
1     ihe  order  of  the  board  of  war,  and  that  the  diipofal  of 
riie  monies  ftiould  reft  with  the  fuperintendant,  fubjcft 
to  their  own  appointments^ 

We  muft  now  pafs  to  South  Carolina.. 
When  the  continental  officers  under  gen*  Greene  had 
heard  of  the  manner  in  which  col.  Hayne  was  executed, 
and  that  notwithftanding  the  general  cartel,  feveral  offi- 
cers of  militia  were  ftill  detained  in  captivity,  they  made 
a  reprefentation  thereof  in  writing  to  Greene  on  the  aoth 
of  Auguft;  and  recommended,  that  a  ftri<S  inquiry 
fiiould  be  made  into  the  feveral  matters  mentioned,  and 
if  afcertained,  that  he  would  be  pleafed  to  retaliate  ifi 
the  moft  effectual  manner,  by  a  fimilar  treatment  of 
Britifh  lubjefts  which  were  or  might  be  in  his  power. 
They  voluntarily  fubjefted  themfclves  to  all  the  confef- 
q^uences,  to  which  tliey  would  be  expofed  in  cafe  of 
...  -      •  capture. 
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capture.     A  few  days  after,  Greene  illued  Frbm  his  head^7**r  ^. 
quarters  at  Camden  a  proclamation,"  wherein  he  exprefsly  ^ 
declared — "  It  is  my  intention  to  make  reprifals  for  all 
fuch  inhuman  infults,  as  often  as  they  fhall  take  place." 
— He  added,  "  I  further  declare,  that  it  is  my  inten-'  ■ 
tion  to  take  the  officers  of  the  regular  forces,  and  not  * 
the  feduced  inhabitants  who  have  joined  their  army,  for 
the  objefts  of  my  reprifals."     Greene  demanded  alfo 
from  the  Britilh  commanders  their  reafons  for  the  exe- 
cution of  Hayne.     He  received  a  written  anfwer,  figned ' 
N.  Balfour,   in  which  there  was  an   acknowledgment,  ■ 
*'  that  it  took  place  by  the  joint  order  of  lord  Rawden  * 
and  hinrtfelf)    but  in  confequence  of  the  moft  exprels  ■ 
direftions  from  lord  Cornwallis,  to  put  to  death  thofe 
who  fhould  be  found  in  arms,  after  being  at  their  own 
requefts  received  as  fubjefts,  fince  the  capitulation  of 
Charleftown,  and  the  clear  conqueft  of  the  province  in 
the  fummer  of  1780."     General  Greene  replied  to  lieut. 
col.  Balfour  on  the   19th  of  September — "  Sir,  your 
favor  of  the  3d  inftant  I  have  received,  and  am  happy 
for  the  honor  of  col.  Hayne,  to  find  nothing  better  to, 
"Warrant  his  cruel  and  unjuft  execution,  than  the  order 
of  lord  Cornwallis,  given  in  the  hour  of  viftory,  when 
he  confidered  the  lives,  liberties  and  property  of  the- 
people  proftrate  at  his  feet :  tut  I  confefs  I  cannot  ex- ' 
prefs  my  aftonifhment,  that  you  and  lord  Rawdon  fhould 
give  fuch  an  extraordinary  example  of  feverity,  upon 
the  authority  of  that  order,  under  fuch  a  change  of  cir*^ 
cumftances,   fo  long   after  it   had   been   remonftrated 
againft,  and  after  a  cartel  had  been  fettled,  to  reftrain 
improper  feverities,  and  to  prevent  the  neceffity  of  reta^^ 
liation*     You  will  fee  by  my  letter  to  lord  Cornwallis -: 
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i^6\.o(  the.  17th  of  December  laft,  a  copy  of  which  is  en-- 
clofed,  that  I  informed  his  lordfhip,  his  order  was  cruel  . 
and  unprecedented;  and  that  he  might expeft  retaliatioi> 
frorp  the  friends  pf  the  unf6rtupate.-^You  obferve,  that 
to  authorize  retaliation,  there  fhpuld  be  a  parity  of  cir- 
cunriftances,  to  which  I  can  by  no  means  agree.     Reta- 
liation prefuppofes  an  aft  of  violence  having  been  comr 
ipitted,  ^n^  that  it  is  adopted  to  punifli  the  paft  and. 
reftrs^in  the  future ;  and  therefore  whatever  will  produce 
thefe  confequences  is  \?arranted  by  the  laws  of  retalia- . 
tion. — You  obferve,  that  the  inhabitants  of  any  country 
;  at  war,  owe  allegiance  to  the  conquering  power.    The  • 
'   right  of  Gonqueft  from  partial  fucceflesj,  is  often  made . 
;    ufe  of  to  levy  contributions :   but  I  believe  there  are 
:     no  inftances,  where  the  inhabitants  ^rc  puniflicd  capi- 
tally,  for  breach  pf  parple  giyen  under  thefe  circum-: 
,  ftances,  efpecially  while  the  two  powers  are  contending ' 
;     for  empire ;  and  this  aft  of  feyerity  complained  pf,  is 
the  more  extraordinary  as  you  long  loft  th^t  part  of  the 
country,  and  upon  yoqr  own  principles  the  inhabitants 
•    Qwed  allegiance  to  the  conquering  power.-^The  execur 
tion  of  lieut.  Fulker  was  without  my  knowledge  or  goi>r 
fent :  nor  did  I  ?ver  hear  of  it  before.     I  underftood 
there  were  fome,  whp  fell  a  facrifice  to  the  violence  of 
the  militia,  for  the  many  outrages  they  had  been  guilty 
of,  and  this  without  th?  knowledge  pf  the  commanding 
officer,  who  put  a  flop  to  it  the  mojnent  he  difcovered 
\     it.     But  there  is  a  great  difference  between  deliberate 
;     executions,  and  deaths  which  happen  from  an  enragec^ 
i     people,  urged  by  a  fenfe  of  injury  and  oppreffion.r-I 
\    have  never  authorized  or  countenanced  an  execution,  but 
ibr  the  crinie  of  ddertion;   on  the  cpntraryy  I  ^lave 
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taken  all  the  pains  in  my  power  to  foften  the  rcfentments  «7^^^ 
of  the  inhabitants  toward  each  other,  and  to  prievent  as 
much  as  poflible  the  dreadful  calamity  of  private  mur- 
ders. It  has  been  my  objeft  to  reclaim,  not  to  deftroy, 
even  fuch  of  the  inhabitants  as  have  been  oppofed  to 
the  interefts  of  their  country ;  and  I  cannot  but  confider 
your  remarks  refpefting  col.  Grierfon  and  major  Dun-^ 
lap,  as  both  illiberal  and  ungenerous,  if  you  are  ac- 
quainted with  fads.  If  not,  I  hope  you  will  be  more 
careful  how  you  cenfure  without  authority  for  the  future* 
A  handfome  reward  was  offered  for  the  deteftion  of  the 
murderers  of  both  thefe  perfons. — As  you  have  referred 
the  juftification  of  your  conduft  in  the  affair  of  coh 
Hayne  to  lord  Cornwallis,  and  as  his  determination  upon 
that  matter  will  govern  the  bufinefs  of  future  exchanges, 
I  can  fee  no  advantage  in  appointing  a  perfon  to  meet 
capt.  Barry  on  the  fubjeft;  befide  which,  that  gentleman 
is  now  a  prifoner  of  war,  and  no  longer  in  a  capacity 
to  negotiate  affairs  of  this  nature.  I  am.  Sir,  your 
moft  obedient  humble  fervant  Nathaniel  Greene.'*  But 
before  the  date  of  this  letter,  the  following  important 
military  operations  had  taken  place. 

General  Greene,  on  hearing  that  the  Britifli  were  re- 
turned to  their  former  ftation  on  the  fouth  fide  of  the 
Congaree,  concerted  meafures  for  forcing  them  a  fecond 
time  from  their  polls  in  this  quarter.  Though  the  two 
armies  were  within  fifteen  miles  of  each  other  on  a.  right 
line,  yet  as  two  rivers  intervened,  and  boats  could  not 
be  procured,  the  American  army  was  obliged  to  take  ^ 
circuit  of  70  miles  with  a  view  of  more  conveniently 
crolTing  the  Wateree  and  the  Congaree.  Soon  after 
their  croffing  thefe  rivers,  they  were  joined  by  general 
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^7S^»  Pickens  with  a  party  of  the  Ninety  Six  militia,  and  by 
the  ftate  troop3  under  lieut.  col,  Henderfon.  Gen.  Ma-» 
rion  alfo  joined  them  with  his  brigade  of  militia>  on  the 
7th  of  September.  The  whole  American  ^  force  being 
thus  coUeded,  Greene  proceeded  the  next  morning  to 
attack  the  Britifh  army  under  lieut  col.  Stewart,  who 
had  retired  from  the  Congaree  about  40  miles,  and  taken 
poft  at  the  Eutaw  fprings,  60  miles  north  of  Charleftown, 
The  Amcricans^  and  Critifli  were  nearly  equal  in  num- 
ber, about  2000:  but  new  raifed  levies  and  militia 
formed  the  greater  part  of  the  firft  *.  Greene  drew  up 
bis  troops  in  two  lines.  The  front  confifted  of  the  mili* 
tia  from  North  and  South  Carolina,  and  was  com-^ 
manded  by  Marion,  Pickens  and  col.  de  Malmedy^ 
The  fecond  confifted  of  the  continental  troops- from 
J^prth  Carolina,  Virginia  and  M^rjland,  and  were  led 
on  by  gen.  Sumner,  lieut,  col.  Campbell,  and  col.  O, 
Williams.  Lee  with  his  legion  covered  the  right  flank^^ 
and  Henderfon  with  the  ftate  troops,  the  left,  Waft^-^ 
ington  with  his  cavalry,  and  capt.  Kirkwood  with  the 
Pelaware  troops,  formed  a  corps  de  referve,  They 
marched  at  4  o'clock  in  the  m.orning,  and  /ell  in  witl^. 
;wo  advanced  parties  of  the  Britilh  about;  four  miles 
a-head  of  their  main  army :  thefe  being  brifkly  charged 
by  the  legion  and  ftate  troops,  foon  retired.  The  front? 
l^ne  advanced  and  continued  firing  and  advancing  oa 
the  Bricifti  till  the  aftion  became  general,  when  they  in 

*  On  Auguft  th^  I  ft,  the  whole  of  the  continentals  did  not  amounts 
to  800.  The  field  return  on  tne  4th  of  September,  was,  total  of  rc-» 
gularsj,  rank  and  file  1256;  South  Carolina  ftate  troops,  infantry  75^ 
^nd  cavalry  72  ;  total  of  militia  457,  exclulive  of  Marioij's,  of  which 
^hf  re  was  no  jeturn, 
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their  turn  were  obliged  torgive  way.     They  were  well  i7**«^ 
fupported  by  gen.  Sunnner's  North  Carolina  brigade  of 
continentals,  though  they  had  been  under  difcipline  only^ 
for  a  few  weeks,  and  were  chiefly  compofed  of  militia 
men,  who  had  been  transferred  to  the  continental  fer- 
vice,  to  make  reparation  for  their  precipitate  flight  in* 
former  aftions.     In  the  hotteft  of  the  engagement,  while 
great  execution  was  doing  on  both  fides,  Williams  and 
Campbell,  with  the  Maryland  and- Virginia  continentals,  1 
were  ordered  by  Greene  to  charge  with  trailed  arms,  j 
Nothing  could  furpafs  the  intrepidity  of  both  officers  \ 
and  men  on  this  occafion.     They  .pufhed  on  in  good  | 
order,  through  a  heavy  cannonade,    and  a  ftiower  of  1 
mulketry,  with  fuch  unftiaken  refolution,  that  they  bore-/ 
down  all  before  them.     Lee,  with  great  addrefs  and 
good  conduct,  turned  the  left  flank  of  the  Britifb,  and  | 
attacked  them  at  the  fame  time  in  the  rear.     Render- 1 
fon  being  wounded  early  in  the  aftion,  <he  South  Caro- 
lina fl:ate  troops  were  led  on  by  lieut.  col.  Hampton, 
the  next  in  command,  to  a  very  fpirited  and  fuccefsful 
charge,  in  which  they  took  upward  of  loo  prifoners.  j 
The  Britifh  were  route^l  in  all  quarters.     Waftiington  ' 
brought  up  the  corps  de  referve  on  the  left,  and  charged 
fo  briflcly  with  his  cavalry,  and  Kirkwood's  infantry,  as 
gave  tl^,e  enemy  no  time  to  rally  or  form.     They  were 
clofely  purfued.     On  their  retreat,  numbers  threw  them- 
felves  into  a  ftrong  brick  houfe :  others  took  pofl:  in  a 
picquetted  garden  and  among  impenetrable  fhrubs.  Th^ 
cagernefs  of  the  Americans  urged  them  to  attack  the 
enemy  in  thefe  pofitions.     Waftiington  made  every  poCr 
fible  exertion  to  diflodge  them  from  the  thickets,  but* 
fj^iled,  had  his  horfe  (hot  vnder  him^  was  wounded  and* 
6  »ken 
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il^i*  taken  prifonen  Four  fix  pounders,  two  of  which  had: 
been  abandoned  by  the  enemy,  were  ordered  up  before 
the  houfe,  and  pufhed  on  fo  nnuch  under  the  command 
of  the  fire  from  thence  and  the  tliickets,  that  they  tould 
not  be  brought  off  again,  when  Greene,  judging  afl. 
further  efforts  improper,  ordered  the  troops  to  retire* 
•  The  Americans  collefted  all  their  wounded,  except 
thofe  under  the  command  of  the  fire  of  the  houfe,  and 
retired  to  the  ground  from  which  they  marched  in  the 
morning,  there  being  no  water  nearer,  and  the  troops 
ready  to  faint  with  the  heat  and  want  of  refrefliment,  the^ 
aftion  having  continued  near  four  hours ;  and  been  by 
far  the  hotteft  Greene  ever  faw,  and  the  moft  bloody  for 
the  numbers  engaged.  He  left  a  ftrong  picquet  on  the. 
field  of  battle. 

In  the  evening  of  the  next  day,  Ijeut.  col  Stewart 
deflroyed  a  great  quantity  of  his  (lores,  abandoned  the. 
Eutaw,  and  moved  toward  Charleftown,  leaving  up- 
ward of  70  of  his  wounded,  and  1000  ftand  of  arms^ 
/  He  was  purfued  for  feveral  miles,  but  without  efFeft^ 
Though  major  M^Arthur  joined  him  with  a  large  rein-., 
forcement  fourteen  miles  below  the  Eutaw,  the  aftion 
was  not  renewed.  Indeed  the  lofs  of  the  Britifh  was 
heavy:  500  were  taken  prifoners,  including  the  wounded 
left  behind  them :  they  fcarcely  fuffered  lefs  in  killed^ 
and  the  wounded  whom  they  carried  off.  -  Several  of 
their  officers  were  paroled  on  the  field  of  battle,  2  were 
011ed,  and  16  wounded,  as  was  the  commander  (lightly 
in  his  left  elbow.  The  Americans  had  1 14  rank  and  file 
killed,  300  wounded  and  40  miffing,  in  all  454 :  offi- 
cers killed  and  mortally  wounded  21,  befide  a  volun*r 
tper  f  woynd^d  ;j?,  and  a  volunteers  in  all  6  j.    Among 
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1781.  They  no  more  afted  with  their  ufual  vigor.     On  th«i' 
flighted  appearance  of  danger,  they  difcovercd  a  dilpo-

i    ordered  the  brigadiers  of  militia  to  drive  the  families  of 
[  all  who  adhered  to  the  royal  caufe,  within  the  Britifli 
■  lines.     The  wives  and  children  of  thofe  inhabitants  who 
had  retreated  with  the  retreating  Br itifh  to  avoid  the 
refentments  of  their  countrymen,  were  now  compelled 
to  take  llielter  within  their  polls.     In  exchange  for  their 
comfortable  plantations  in  the  country,  many  of  thenii 
were  reduced  in  a  little  time  to  the  neceflity  of  living 
in  clay  huts  in  the  vicinity  of  Charleftown.     In  this  for- 
lorn fituation,  numbers  fpeedily  periflied,   being  dcfti- 
tute  of  the  comforts  of  life  and  overwhelmed  with  dif- 
eafcs.

All  this  did  not  pafs  unnoticed  by  the  of- 
ficers, who  watched  their  conduft,  and  endeavoured  to 
footh  them,  but  inefFeftually.  On  the  evening  of  the 
!2ift  of  Oftober,  numbers  were  feen  to  go  privately  out  Oa. 
of  camp  with  their  arms,  &c.  The  officers  alarmed  at  ^'* 
the  circumftance,  ordered  their  corps  tc  parade,  and 
called  over  their  rolU.  Old  foldiers  manage  dexteroufly 
among  themfelves.  They  had  put  fpies  upon  their  of-^ 
ficers  while  they  were  making  an  experiment,  and  the. 
mbment  they  difcovered  that  they  were  likely  to  be  de- 
tected and  apprehended  for  mutiny,  they  ftole  into  camp 
as  fecretly  as  they  vvent  Out:  fome  of  them  were  ob- 
ferved,  but  fuffered  to  pafs  unnoticed.  It  is  not  alway 
beft  to  punifh  intended  faults  before  aftually  commit- 
ted. A  lucklefs  incident  which  happened  to  a  Timo- 
thy Griffin  of  the  only  South  Carolina  company  then 
in  the  army,  fet  all  this  affair  right.  While  the  officers 
were  calling  their 'rolls,  afid  admonifhing  fome  of  the 
men  for  apparent  irregularities,  Timothy  came  on  the 
parade  drunk ;  and  having  heard  what  the  foldiers  had 
previoufly  whifpered  among  one  another,  and  fuppofing 
the  officers  were  altercating  with  the  men  on  that  fub- 
je£t,  very  imprudently  cried  cut—"  Stand  to  it  boys*, 
D — n  my  blood,  if  J  v/ould  give  an  inch" — and  other 
words  to  the  fame  efTeft.  Capt.  M^Pherfon  of  the 
Maryland  line  knocked  him  down,  knowing  the  evil 
tendency  of  fuch  language.  He  was  inftantly  fent  to 
the  provofl: ;  the  next  day  tried  by  a  general  court-martial 
for  encouraging  mutiny  an^  defertion ;  was  found  guil- 
ty ;  fentcnced  to  luffer  death ;  and  fhot  about  five  o'clock 
in  the  •afternoon  in  prefencc  of  the  whole  army.  Ex^ 
^'  ampler 
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,47^^*amples  are  never  1110x6  neceffary  in  aa  arnay  than  ijpc^ 
fuch  dangerous  occafions  5  and  no  exannple  was  ever 
more  efFeftuaL  '  The  general  orders  of  Greene  in  con- 
fequence  of  this,  reprefented  the  crime  of  the  fujffercr 
in  fuch  ftriking  colours,  as  fully  to  juftify  the  fentence 
of  the  coiirt.  Greene  at  the  fame  time  pafTed  over  the 
conduft  of  xhe  Maryland  troops  (which  was  not  pub.f 
lic)  in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  exonerate  them  from  any 
participation  of  the  crime.  Speaking  of  unworthy  cha- 
rafters  he  faid-^"  One  or  two  of  artful  difpofitions  are 
.fufficient  to  betray  hundreds  of  well  difpofed  men  into 
errors.  But  the  general  is  happy  to  find,  that  the  Ma* 
ryland  line  has  nobly  withftood  the  fecret  machinations 
of  fuch  as  have  attempted  to  miflead  themi  nor  can 
he  believe  that  foldiers  who  have  fought  fo  bravely,  and 
whofe  charafter  is  univerfally  admired,  will  ever  tarni(h 
their  glory  by  an  improper  conduft/* 

The  gen.  wrote  on  the  9th  of  November  to  gen* 
Gould — "  I  fliould  betray  my  truft,  and  fail  in  my  duty, 
was  I  to  be  filent  upon  the  barbarous  cuftom  which  pre* 
vails  in  your  army,  of  binning  houfes  and  defolating  the 
country.  I  am  informed  that  a  party  under  coL  Brown 
and  major  Maxwell  lately  burnt  all  the  buildings  upon 
Hilton  Head,  The  inftances  of  burning  which  have 
taken  place  are  no  Icfs  favage  than  unneceffary,  and  can- 
not be  juftified  by  the  general  principles  of  modern  war^ 
nor  by  the  particular  circumftances  that  mark  your  mi* 
litary  operations. — You  have  endeavoured  to  perfuade 
the  world,  that  the  body  of  the  people  are. in, your  in-> 
tereft.  The  cartel  was  an  ajlpcal  to  them,  and  it  is  from 
your  difappointment,  that  the  inhabitants  feel  the  cruel 
flxokes  of  |>ointed  refentments.— I  have  made  it  wy&udf 

'     ^  '  '     '     to 
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to  condu6l  the  war  upon  the  mod  humane  principles,  n*^M 
and  it  is  my  wifli  to  continue  it  fo  :  but  if  your  people 
contintie  i^  the  pradlice  of  burning,  I  will  change  that 
plan,  and  let  favage  cruelty  rage  in  all  the.  horrors  of 
war. — It  is  painful  to  contemplate  the  miferies  incident 
to  giving  no  quarter ;  but  fhocking  as  it  may  be  to  hu-t 
manity,  we  had  better  expofe  ourfelves  to  this  evil,  where 
our  enemies  will  feel  it  in  common  with  us,  than  to  fuf-, 
fer  them  to  inflift  a  punifhment,  little  lefs  fevere,  from 
which  they  are  fecure.— I  wi(h  you,  Sir,  to  confider  this 
matter  feafonably,  and  put;  a  flop  to  the  evil  we  com-^ 
plain.  of>  and  not  drive  us  to  the  difagreeable  iteceffity 
of  adopting  meafures,  no  lefs  repugnant  to  our  feelings 
than  our  wilhes/' 

The  American  army  was  too  weak  needkfsly  to  rifk 
another  general  adtion  j  but  it  was  neceffary  to  move; 
into  the  lower  country,  to  cover  the  coUeftion  of  pro-* 
vifions  for  fubfiftence  '  through  the  winter ;  and  to  im- 
prove   any  accidental  opportunities.    Greene  therefore  Nov. 
quitted  the  High  Hills  on  the  i8th  of  November.  ^^* 
Three  days  after,  he  wrote  to  gen.  Wafbington — "t 
wifli  fomething  decifiye  may  be  done  refpefting  col. 
Hayne.     I  wifti  your  excellency's  order  and  the  order; 
of  congrefs  thereon ;  the  latter  have:  fignified  their  ap-* 
probation  of  the  meafures  I  took.     But  as  retaliation 
did  not  take  place  immediately,  (nor  did  I  think  myfelf  .->  : 
at  liberty  on  a  matter  of  fuch  magnitude,  but  from  the      '  • 
molt  preffing  neceflity)  and  as  the  enemy  did  not  re- 
peat the  offence,  I  have  been  at  a  lof$  how  to  aft,  with 
xcfpeft  to  the  original,  not*  having  any  offieegr  of  equal 
/ank  with  col.  Hayne  in  my  poiieflion.     I  zfn  ready  to 
execute  whatever  nwy  be  thought  advif^Je.'!.\,  Qi;  thCi 
i  2ytk 
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»78i.  27th  he  left  coL  O.  Williams  to  command  the  mairt 
2'j.  *  army,  and  marched  with  all  the  cavalry,  aoo,  and  a 
detachment  of  200  infantiy,  toward  Dorchefter,  through 
29*     private  roads.     On  the  29th  he  went  to  reconnoitre  the 
Britifh  works  at  that  place,  which  induced  the  enemy's 
cavalry  to  fally  forth.     A  rencounter  enfued,  8  or  la 
men  were  killed  or  wounded,  and  a  fubaltern  and  four 
or  five  men  of  the  South  Carolina  ftate  troops  were  taken 
prifoners.     The  general  however  made  fuch  appearances 
of  a  ferious  attack,  that  the  garrifon,  confifting  of  about 
150  horfe,  500  regular  infantry,  and  about  20oroyalifts, 
abandoned  riieir  works  the  night  following,  and  retreated 
I    to  the  Quarter-houfe  on  Charleftown  neck.      By  this 
;     mean -all  the  rice  between  Edefto  and  Afhley  rivers^  was 
\    faved  to  the  Americans.     The  manoeuvre  induced  O. 
Williams  to  write  to  Greene  on  December  the  4th— 
*'  Your  fuccefs  at  Dorchefter  would  make  your  enemies 
hate   themfelves,    if  all   circumftances  were  generally 
known;    and  the  fame  knowledge  w^ould  make  your 
'     friends  admire  the  adventure  even  more  than  they  do.-— 
I  am  very  happy  that  you  have  obtained  your  wifli,  with- 
out rifking  a  general  aftion,  and  1  hope  you  will  be 
able  to  keep  what  you  have  gotten,  till  the  reinforce- 
ment under  gen.  St.  Clair  will  enable  you  to  take  more/' 
The  main  army  continued  marching  under  Williams  till 
Dec.  it  arrived  at  Round  O  on  the  7th,  where  it  encamped, 
'•      and  was  joined  by  Greene  two  days  after. 

We  fhall  clofe  the  operations  in  South  Carolina  with 
the  following  narration. 

Early  in  the  year  Greene  concluded  a  treaty  with  the 
Cherokee  Indians,  by  which  they  engaged  to  obferve  a 
ftriiSl  neutrality.    This  was  attended  with  the  beneficial 

cflfeas 
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iSe&s  of  faving  the  frontier  fettlem  ents  of  both  the  Ca-  '1[*'* 
rolinas  from  their  incurfions,  w  hlle  the  inhabitants  were  ; 
left  at  full  liberty  to  concentrate  their  force  againft  the  ' 
arnny  under  lord  Cornwallis.  When  the  co-operatiort  : 
of  the  Indians  could  be  of  the  leaft  fervice  to  the  Bri-  \ 
tifh  forces,  they  were  induced  to  break  their  engage-  /  - 
ment.  They,  with  a  number  of  difguifed  whitemen^  1 
calling  themfelvts  the  king's  friends,  made  an  incurfion 
into  the  diftrift  of  Ninety  Six,  maffacrecl  fome  fami-i 
lies,  and  burned  feveral  houfes.  Gen.  Pickens  coUefted 
a  part}^  of  the  American  militia,  and  penetrated  into 
the  fettlements  of  the  Cherokees.  This  he  accomplifh- 
ed  in  fourteen  days,  at  the  head  of  394  horfemen.  In 
that  fhort  fpace  he  burned  13  towns  and  villages,  killed 
upward  of  40  Indians,  and  took  a  greater  number  pri- 
loners.  Not  one  of  his  party  was  killed,  and  only  two  Were 
wounded.  None  of  the  expeditions  againft  the  Cherd- 
kees  had  beenfo  rapid  and  decifive  as  theprefent.  Pickens 
did  not  expend  three  pounds  of  ammunition,  and  yet 
only  three  Indians  efcaped,  after  having  been  once  feen. 
On  this  occafion  a  new  and  fuccefsful  mode  of  fighting 
the  Indians  was  introduced.  Inftead  of  firing,  the  Ame-  ^ 
rican  militia  rulhed  forward  on  horfeback,  and  Charged 
with  drawn  fwords.  This  was  the  fecond  time  finccj' 
the  commencement  of  the  American  war,  thit  the  Che- 
rokees  were  chaftifed  in  their  own .  fettlements,  in  con-' 
fequence  of  their  fufFering  themfelves  to  be  excited  by 
Britifli  emiflaries  to  commence  hoftilities  againft  their 
white  neighbours.  They  again  fued  for  peace,  in  the 
moft  fubmiffive  terms,  and  obtained  it  after  promifing^-.  | 
that  inftead  of  liftening  to  the  .adyice  of  the  royalifts  -  ^ 
inftigating  them  to  war,  they  would  deliver  to  theautho- 
VoL.  IV*  N  rity 
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I78i.rity  of  the  ftate,  all  who  vifited  their  fettlements  on  that 
errand. 

The  return  of  gen.  Arnold  to  New  York  fnom  Vir- 
ginia, did  not  fix  him  in  a  ftate  of  inaftivity.  He  was 
fent  on  an  enterprife  againft  New  London,  with  a  fuf- 
ficient  land  and  marine  force.  The  embarkation  hav- 
ing paffed  over  from  Long  Ifland  (hore  in  the  night,  the 
troops  were  landed  in  two  detachments  on  each  fide  of 
Scp^^  the  harbour,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  6th 
^*  of  September  j  that  on  the  Groton  fide  being  comiifvanded 
by  lieut.  col.  Eyre,  and  that  on  New  London  fide  by 
the  general,  who  met  with  no  great  trouble.  Fort  Trum- 
buU  and  the  redoubt,  which  were  intended  to  cover  the 
harbour  and  town,  not  being  tenable,  were  evacuated 
as  he  approached,  and  the  few  men  in  them  croffed  the 
river  to  fort  Grifwold  on  Groton  Hill.  Arnold  proceeded 
to  the  town,  without  being  otherwife  oppofed  than  by 
the  fcattered  fire  of  fmall  parties  that  had  haftily  col- 
lefted.  Orders  were  fent  by  the  general  to  Eyre  for 
attacking  fort  Grifwold,  that  fo  the  poflfeflion  of  it  might 
prevent  the  efcape  of  the  American  fhipping.  The 
militia,  to  the  amount  of  about  157,  colkfted  for  its  de- 
fence, but  fo  hafl:ily  as  not  to  be  fully  furniftied  with 
fire  arms  and  other  weapons.  As  the  aflfailants  approach- 
ed, a  firing  commenced,  and  the  flag  ftafi^  was  foon 
ihot  down,  from  whence  the  neighbouring  ipeftators 
inferred,  that  the  place  had  furrendered,  till  the  conti- 
nuance of  the  firing  convinced  them  to  the  contrary. 
The  garrifon  defended  themfelves  with  the  greateft  re- 
folution  and  bravery  :  H-yre  was  wounded  near  the  works, 
and  major  Montgomery  kUled  immediately  after,  fo  that 
the  command  devolved  on  major  Biomfield.    The  Bri- 

tiih 
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tilh  at  onetime  ftaggered;  but  the  fort  being  but  ofiySi* 
repair,  could  not  be  nnaintained  by  a  handful  of  men 
againft  ib  fuperior  a  number  as  that  which  affaulted  it. 
After  ari  aftion  of  about  40  minutes,  the  rcfolution  of 
the  royal  troops  carried  the  pilace  by  the  point  of  the 
bayonet.  The  Americans  had  not  more  than  half  a 
dozen  killed,  before  the  eivemy  entered  the  fort ;  when 
a  fevere  execution  took  place  though  refiftartce  ceafed. 
The  Britilh  officer  inquired  on  his  entering,  who  com- 
manded J  col.  Ledyard  anfwered — "  I  did,  Sir,  but  you 
do  now ;"  and  prefented  him  his  fword.  The  colonel 
was  immediately  run  through* and  killed.  The  flain 
were  73,  the  wounded  between  30  and  40,  and  about 
40  were  carried  off  prifoners.  Soon  after  reducing  the 
fort,  the  foldiers  loaded  a  waggon  with  the  wounded,  as 
faid,  by  order  of  their  officers,  and  fet  the  waggon  off 
from  the  top  of  the  hill,  which  is  long  and  very  fteep : 
the  waggon  went  a  confiderable  diftance  with  great  force, 
till  it  was  fuddenly  Hopped  by  an  apple-tree,  which  gave 
the  faint  and  bleeding  men  fo  terrible  a  Ihock,  that  part 
of  them  died  inftantly.  About  fifteen  veflels  with  ef- 
feds  of  the  inhabitants  retreated  up  the  river,  notwith- 
ftanding  the  reduftion  of  the  fort  5  and  four  others  re- 
mained in  the  harbour  unhurt :  a  number  were  burnt  by 
the  fire's  communicating  from  the  {lores  when  in  flames* 
Sixty  dwelling  houfes  and  84  (lores  were  burned,  in- 
cluding thofe  on  both  fides  the  harbour  and  in  New 
London.  The  burning  of  the  town  was  intentional,  and 
not  accidental.  The  lofs  that  the  Americans  fuftained 
in  this  deftruftion  was  very  great ;  for  there  were  large 
quantities  of  naval  (lores,  of  European  goods,  of  Eaft 
and  Weft  India  commodities,  and  of  pravifiojjs  in  tht; 

N  a  fcveral 
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lySi.feveral  (lores.  The  Britifli  had  two  commiffioned  offi-i 
cers  and  46  4)rivates  killed;  eight  officers  (fome  of 
whom  are  fince  dead)  with  135  non-commiffioned  and 
privates  wounded. 

We  now  proceed  to  the  relation  of  more  capital  and 
decifive  operations. 

The  deftination  of  count  de  Grafle  to  a  co-operation 
with  the  Americans  was  known  by  the  Britifh  miniftry 
time  enough  for  their  fending  orders  to  Sir  George  Rod- 
ney to  counteraft  him.  The  count  in  profecuting  the 
fixed  refolve  of  the  French  court  to  give  effedual  aflift- 
ance  to  the  United  States,  failed  with  his  whole  fleet  and 
a  large  convoy  from  Martinico  on  the  5th  of  July,  and 
arrived  at  Cape  Francois  by  the  middle  of  the  month, 
where  he  was  reinforced  by  five  fhips  of  the  line.  In 
the  beginning  of  Auguft  he  failed  from  the  Cape  with 
a  prodigious  convoy,  which  having  feen  out  of  danger, 
befide  touching  at  the  Havannah  for  money,  he.  direded 
his  courfe  for  the  Chefapeak  with  28  fail  of  the  line  and 
feveral  frigates.  Admiral  Rodney,  defigning  to  return 
to  Great  Britain,  concluded  upon  fending  Sir  Samuel 
Hood  with  only  14  fail  of  the  line,  fome  frigates,  and 
a  fire  fliip,  to  the  Chefapeak;  and  forwarded  difpatches 
to  New  York,  to  acquaint  the  Britifh  commanders  with 
de  Grafle's  motions  and  Hood's  deftination,  which  how* 
ever  were  not  received  in  time.  Sir  Henry  Clinton  dif*. 
covered  by  intercepted  letters,  that  Rochambeau  had 
marched  with  the  French  troops  from  Rhode  Ifland; 
that  their  battering  train  and  ftores  for  a  fiege  were  left 
at«  Providence  under  little  more  than  a  militia  guards 
and  that  their  fleet  remained  in  Rhode  Ifland^  He  upon 
that  planned  an  expedition  againft  them,  and  propofed, 
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it  to  adm.  Graves.     Graves  however  failed  on  a  ^ruife'^'*^ 
before  Bofton.     When  he  returned  dn  th<r  i6th  of  Au- 
guft,  the'propofal  was  renewed :  but  it  was  now  become 
neceflary  to  refit  one  of  his  fhips,  and  to  repair  Others, 
fo  that  his  fleet  could  not  be  ready  in  kihti.     Mr.  dc 
Barras  failed  with  the  "train  and  ftores  from  Rhocfe  Irtand  ^^ 
on  the  25th  5  concluding  from  de  Graflc's  own  difpatclies,  25* 
that  he  mufl:  be  then  at  the  Chefapeak.     De  Barras  was  • 
at  liberty  to  have  undertaken  any  other, fervice:   biit- 
though  he  was  an  older  Officer  than  de  Grafle,  he  volun-  * 
tarily  chofe  to  put  himfelf  under  his  command,  to  en--  \ 
fure  an  objeft,  the  attainment  of  which  was  of  fuch  irp-^' 
menfe  confequence  to  the  allied  arms  of  France  and 
America.     On  the  day  of  his  failing.  Sir  Samuel  Hood 
arrived  off  the  Chefapeak,  where' he  cxpefted  to  have 
met  Graves  with  the  fquadron  from  New  York ;  but ; 
being  difappointed,  he  fent  a  frigate  to  that  commander ' 
with  the  news  of  his  arrival.     Had  theyforrned  a  junc-'*' 
lion  at-  this  period  and  place,  they  might  have  fecured- 
the  Chefapeak,  and  have  prevented  de  Grafle's  enter- 
ing it  a  few  days  after.  Sir  Samuel  having  cxjamined  the  ■ 
b;ay,  proceeded  to  the  capes  of  Delaware;  and  not  feeing  *' 
or  hearing  any  thing  of  de  Graffe,  made  the  beft  of  his  ^ 
way  to  Sandy  Hook,  where  he  arrived  'on  the  28th.  ag^ 
On  that  day,  the  commanders  at  New  York  received  : 
intelligence,  that  Barras  had  failed  threp  days  before  to  ' 
the  fouthward.     Notwithftanding  the  ho|)e.of  intercept- { 
ing  his  fquadron  before  it  could  join  de  .Grafle,  muft^j 
have  been  a  new  incentive  for  exertions;  it  was  thrfee  •^, 
days  before  Graves  could  be  in  readinefs  to  proceed^* 
from  New  York  with  five  ihips  of  the  line  and  a  fifty  •         ■  . 
gun  to  the  Hpok,  and  from  thence  with  the  whole  fleet  • 
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nj^u  under,  his  command  to  the  fouthward.  The  day  before 
he  failed,  de  Graffe  arrived  in  the  Chefapeak.  On  his 
paffage  the  count  fell  in  with  and  took  a  packet  from 
Charleftown,  having  on  board  lord  Rawdon,  who  was 
on  his  return  to  Great  Britain. 

The  French  admiral  after  blocking  up  York  river, 
took  pofleffion  of  James's,  in  order  to  cover  the  boats 
qf  the  fleet,  which  were  to  convoy  the  marquis  de  St, 
Simon,  with  3300  land  forces  from  the  Weft  Indies, 
eighteen  leagues  up  the  river,  to  form  a  junftion  with 
Fayette.  Graves  received  no  intelligence  of  the  French 
fleet  (nor  they  of  his  approach)  till  they  were  difcovered 

^P*'  early  in  the  morning  of  September  the  5th,  lying  at 
anchor,  to  the  number  of  24  fail  of  the  line,  juft  within 
Gape  Henry,  and  confequently  the  mouth  of  the  Chefa* 
peak.  The  French  immediately  flipped  their  cables^ 
and  turning  out  from  the  anchorage  ground,  Graflfe 
threw  out  a  fignal  for  the  fliips  feverally  to  form  the  line 
as  they  could  come  up,  without  regarding  particular  fta- 
tions.  The  Britifli  fleet  amounted  to  nineteen  fliips  of 
the  line>  and  one  or  more  of  50  guns.  Through  va- 
rious delays  the  aftion  did  not  commence  till  four  o'clock, 
and  then  was  partial,  only  the  van  and  a  part  of  the 
Britifli  centre  being  able  to  come  near  enough  to  en- 
gage with  effeft.  De  Grafle  did  not  aim  fo  much  at  a 
dofe  engagement,  as  at  keeping  poflfeflion  of  the  Chefa- 
peak, and  faving  his  fliips  for  that  and  all  its  correfpon- 
dent  purpofes.  The  abfence  of  1800  of  his  feamen, 
and  90  oflScers,  employed  in  conveying  Simons's 
troops  up  James  river,  confirmed  him  in  his  avoidance 
of  ^  hazardous  aftion.  Drake  with  the  rear  divifion, 
m  confequence  of  the  laft  tack,  becoming  the  van  of 
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the  Britifli  fleet,  treated  the  French  van  fo  roughiyj,  that  'If*'-' 
they  bore  away,  while  de  Grafle  with  the, centre  edged* 
up  in  order  to  cover  their  retreat.  .  The  weight  of  dke 
aftion  fell  principally  upon  the  Britifh  van,  the  cehtws* 
coming  in  for  a  nnore  moderate  ftiare,'  and  {even  &iit 
never  being  .able  to  get  within  a  proper  gun-fhot  diftoAGe 
of  the  French :  from  thefe  circumftanees  Drake's  divi^ 
fion  fufFered  feverely.  The  engagement  ended  aboufi 
fun-fet.  The  flain  on  board  the  Britilh  amounted  tof 
90,  and  the  wounded  to  230.  The  Shrewsbury  and  In^ 
trepid  bore  more  than  a  proportionable  Ihare  of  this  lofe 
Capt.  Robinfon  of  the  former  loft  a  teg,  and  capt.  M0I-* 
loy  of  the  latter  gained-  great  honor,  by  the  gaHantry 
with  which  he  fuccoured  and  covered  the  Shr ewfburyi 
when  overborne  and  furrounded  by  the  French.  Ac- 
.cording  to  the  French  accounts,  no  more  than  if  ihips 
on  each  fide  were  engaged;  Admiral  Graves  ufed  all 
meafures  to  keep  up  the  line  during  the  night,  witH  thift 
defign  of  renewing  the  aftion  in  the  morning.  But  he 
difcovered  that  feveral  fhips  of  the  van,  and  tiie  Mon- 
tague of  the  centre,  had  fufFered  fo  much  in  their  mafts; 
that  they  were  in  no  condition  for  renewing  the. adioni- 
till  the  fame  were  fecured.  The  Teitible  was  fo  leaky 
as  to  keep  all  her  pumps  going,  and  the  Ajax  was  itl 
little  better  condition.  The  hoftile  fleets  contmued  for 
five  fucceflive  days,  partly  repairing  their  damages,  and 
partly  manoeuvring  in  fight  of  each  other ;  and  at  times 
were  very  near.  The  Britifh  were  fo  niiutilatcd,  diat 
they  had  not  fpeed  enough  to  attack  the  French ;  and 
thefe  (bowed  no  inclination  to  renew  the  a<5Hon,  though 
they  had  it  often  in  their  power,  as  they  generally  main- 
tained the  wind  of  Graves.     De  Grafle  fearing  lefl:  by 
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nSi.fome  favorable  change  of  it,  the  Britifh  fhould  get  be-r 
xo. '  fore  him  to  the  Ghefapeak,  returned  thither  on  the  loth, 
The  Richmond  and  Iris,  of  32  giins  each,  which  had 
been  fent  to  cut  away  the  buoys  of  the  Fr-ench  anchors, 
fell  into  his  hands.     His  putting  to  fea,  and  continuing 
tl>ere  after  fighting  the  Britifh,  was  probably  the  faving 
of  de  Barras ;    for  during  de  Graffe's  abfence  *,    the 
other  arrived  in  the  bay  with  eight  French  line  of  battle 
ihips,  befide  fi'igates,  tranfports  and  viftuallers,  brings 
ing  with  him  the  artillery  and  ftores  indifpenfably  ne^ 
ceflary  for  the  fiege  of  York  Town.     The  American 
officers  were  in  great  pain  abput  him,  when  they  heard 
of  Graves's  having  put  to  fea,  left  he  fhould  fall  in  with 
the  latter,  be  over-powered,  and  thereby  all  their  hopes 
of  capturing  lord  Cornwallis  be  difappointed.     De  Barras 
had  taken  a  wide  circuitous  courfe  to  avoid  being  in- 
tercepted ;  but  that  very  precaution  might  have  proved 
bis  ruin,  had  not  de  Grafle  left  the  Chefapeak  on  the 
5th,    and  engaged  and  manoeuvred  with  Graves.     In 
the  mean  time,  a  frefh  gale  and  a  head  fea  fo  increafed 
the  damage  and  danger  of  the  Terrible,    that  it  wa3 
jfound  neceffary  to  evacuate  and  then  burn  her.     Thi$ 
was  done  on  the  nth,  and  about  nine  at  night.  Graves 
JDore  up  for  the  Chefapeak ;  but  upon  information's  be- 
ing brought  him,  that  the  French  fleet  were  all  anchor- 
ed within  the  Gape,  fo  as  to  block  the  pafTage,  it  wa? 
.   jietermined  by  a  council  of  war,  to  return  to  New  York, 
)vhere  the  fleet  arrived  the  20th  of  September. 

•-  Secrount  de  Graffe's  letter  to  the  chevalier  de  Luzerne,  Sept.  13, 
and  the  Baltimore  News-paper  of  Sept.  18,  1781, 
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One  great  objeft  of  the  Britifh  force  in  Virginia  wasmtu 
the  eftablifhment  of  a  ftrong  poft  and  place  ciiurmii  \ 
which  by  embracing  fdme  good  harbour,  or  cominand^  j 
ing  one  of  the  great  navigable  rivers,  fhould  cqual^*  \ 
facilitate  future  hoftile  operations  whether  by  fea  or:  land;  •  j 
and  whiph,  befide  giving  an  opportunity  for  diftrefling.  \ 
the  country,  if  the  redudion  of  it  could  not  be  cffeded, 
fhould  afford  fuch  a  ftation  for  the  Britifh  fketSi  awL 
cruifers,  as  would  render  them  entirely  matters  of  Cbe^r 
lapeak  bay.  But  the  utility  of  fuch  a  poft  was  neceifaf 
rily  founded  on  the  <i:onfidenee  of  a  conftant  naval  fupe«* 
riority,  as  well  as  of  its  being  defenfible  by  a  moderate  / 
force  on  the  land  fide.  Upon  a  perfonal  examination  of  i 
Portfmouth,  lord  Cornwallis  difcovered  it  to  be  totaUjr-  * 
incompetent  to  the  purpofe  of  the  intended. poft.  Point:! 
Comfort  was  thought  to  be  no  lefs'drfeftive.  Yorlcj, 
Town  lying  on  the  river  of  that  name,  and  on  the  nar-.  * 
roweft  part  of  the  peninfula  between  York  and  Jamcs  j 
rivers,  where  it  is  about  five  miles  over  s  and  Qlouceikr:  ? 
Point  on  the  north  and  opppfite  fide,  and  projefting  &  \ 
far  into  the  river,  that  the  diftanc«  between  both  is  not 
much  above  a  mile,  afforded  the  only  ciemaining  cboice. 
They  entirely  commanded  the  navigation  of  the  river, 
which  is  fo  deep  at  this  place,  as  to  admit  .o£  .ihips  of 
great  fize  and  burden :  but  then  they  required  She. whde  \ 
force  that  Cornwallis  pofTeffed  to  render  them  cffeftivcL  \ 
His  lordfhip  gave  the  preference  to  them ;  and  repaired  ' 
with  his  army  in  Augufl  to  the  peninfula.  He  applied 
bimfelf  with  the  utmoft  diligence,  to  fortify  thefe  pofts,^ 
and  to  render  diem  equally  refpedable.by  land  and 
water.  His  whole  force  amounted  t;o  about  7000  excciU 
lent  troops.    Before  his  tordftiip  had  fixed  himofelf  and 
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>78'*anny  in  thefe  polls,  a  feries  of  manoeuvres  had  taken 
piace  between  him  and  the  marquis  de  la  Fayette ;  in 
which  the  Britifh  general  difplayed  the  boldnefs  of  en- 
terprife,  and  the  marquis  the  judgment  of  age,  blended 
with  the  ardor  of  youth.  Fayette,  under  various  pre- 
tences, fent  the  Pennfylvania  troops  to  the  fouth  fide  of 
James  river;  coUefted  a  force  in  Gloucefter  county; 
and  made  fundry  excellent  arrangements,  which  he  early 
communicated  to  de  Graffe  by  an  oiEcer. 
-  The  French  and  American  armies  continued  their 
march  from  the  northward,  till  they  arrived  at  the  Head 
of  Elk:  within  an  hour  after,  they  received  an  exprefs 
from  count  de  Grafle,  with  the  joyful  account  of  his 
atrival  and  fituation.  This  circumftance  will  appear  the 
more  remarkable,  when  we  confider  the  original  diftancc 
of  the  parties,  as  well  from  the  fcene  of  aftion  as  from 
each  other,  and  the  various  accidents,  difficoilties  and 
delays,  to  which  they  were  all  liable.  The  greateft  har- 
mony fubfifted  between  Wafhington  and  Rochambcau, 
which  leflened  f6me  of  the  difficulties  attending  their 
joint  operations.  The  former  being  without  a  fuffici- 
ency  of  money  to  fupplyhis  troops,  applied  to  the  count 
fpr  a  loan,  which  was  inftantly  granted.  In  order  to 
haftcnthe  arrival  of  the  allied  troops,  de  Grafle  fclcfted 
feven  veflels,  drawing  the  leaft  water,  to  tranfport  them 
down  Chefapeak  Bay.  But  the  moment  they  were  ready 
t»  fail  on  this  fervice,  the  count  was  obliged  to  prepare 
for  repelling  the  Britifh  fleet.  When  Mr.  de  Barras 
arrived,  he  fent  up  thofe  tranfports  he  brought  with  him 

g       for  the  troops :  de  GrafTe  after  that  added  to  them  as 
?5.*  many  frigates  as  he  could  *.     By  the  25th  of  September 
♦  Count  dc  GrafleVIcttcr  of  September  13,  178-1. 
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all  the  troops  were  arrived  and  knded  at  WlUiamfburgh,  '7^^* 
and  preparations  were  made  with  all  poffiblc  difpatch 
for  putting  the  army  in  a  fituation  to  move  down  toward 
York  Town.  Gen.  Wafhington  and  count  de  Rocham- 
beau,  with  their  fuites  and  other  officers,  had  reached 
Williamfburgh  by  hard  travelling,  on  the  14th,  eleven 
days  fooner.  Here  the  general  found  a  veffel  waiting  to  1 
convey  him  to  the  Capes  of  Virginia,  fent  by  count  de 
Graffe,  as  he  could  not  with  propriety  leave  his  fleet. 
The  commander  in  chief  and  the  count  de  Rochambeau, 
accompanied  by  generals  Chaftellux,-  Du  Portail  and 
Knox,  inrimediately  proceeded  to  vifit  the  count  on 
board  the  Ville  de  Paris.  A  council  was  held,  and  de 
Graffe  detailed  his  engagements  to  be  in  the  Weft  Indies 
at  the  latter  end  of  Oftober  or  beginning  of  Novem- 
ber. But  he  finally  agreed  to  continue  in  the  Chefapeak 
until  the  operation  againft  lord  Cornwallis  fhould  be  de- 
cided.    After  which  the  company  returned. 

All  the  American  and  French  troops  formed  a  junc- 
tion at  Williamfburgh.  The  marquis  de  la  Fayette  had 
been  joined  by  3000  under  St.  Simon  fome  days  before 
the  afth.  The  whole  regular  force  thus  collefted 
amounted  to  between  1 1  and  1 2,000  men.  The  militia 
of  Virginia  were  alfo  called  out  to  fei-vice,  and  were 
commanded  by  gov.  Nelfon.  On  the  ayth  Wafhington 
gave  out  in  general  orders — "  If  the  enemy  ftiould  be 
tempted  to  meet  the  army  on  its  march,  the  general 
particularly  enjoins  the  troops  to  place  their  principal 
reliance  on  the  layonet^  that  they  may  prove  the  vanity 
of  the  bo  aft  which  the  Britifh  make  of  their  peculiar  prowejs 
in  deciding  battles  with  that  weapon.'*  The  next  morn-^ 
ing  the  army  marched,  and  halted  about  two  miles  from 
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1781.  York  Town  juft  before  fun  fet.  The  officers  and  Ibl- 
diers  were  ordered  to  lie  on  their  arms  the  whole  night. 

30.  '  On  the  30th,  col.  Scammell  (being  officer  of  the  day) 
in  approaching  the  enemy's  outer  works,  to  fee  if  they 
bad  really  left  them,  was  mortally  wounded  and  taken 

Jprifoner  by  a  party  of  the  enemy's  horfe,  which  lay 
fecreted.  This  day  lord  Cornwallis  was  clofely  invefted 
in  York  Town.  The  French  extended  from  the  river 
above  the  town  to  a  morafs  in  the  centre,  where  they 
were  met  by  the  Americans,  who  occupied  the  oppofite 
fide  from  the  river  to  that  fpot.  The  poft  at  Gloucefter 
Point  was,  at  the  fame  time,  invefted  by  the  duke  de 
Lauzun  with  his  legion,  and  ^  number  of  Virginia 
militia  tinder  gen.  Weedon. 

Before  the  troops  left;  Williamft)urgh,  Wafliington 
received  a  letter  from  de  Grafle,  informing  him,  that  in 
cafe  of  the  appearance  of  a  Britifh  fleet,  the  count 
conceived  it  to  be  his  duty  to  go  out  and  meet  .them 
/  at  fea,  inftead  of  fighting  in  a  confined  fituation.  This 
-  information  exceedingly  alarnied  .the  general,  who  in- 
ftantly  faw  the  probability  of  the  Bricifti  fleet's  ma^ 
noeuvring  in  fuch  manner,  as  to  reinforce  or  withdraw 
lord  Cornwallis.  .  To  prevent  a  meafure  pregnant  with 
fo  much  evil,  his  excellency  wrote  to  the  count  on  the 
26th^ — "  I  am  unable  to  defcribe  the  painful  anxiety, 
under  which  I  liave  labored  fince  the  receprion  of  your 
letter  of  tlie  23d  inftant.  It  obliges  me  warmly  to  urge^ 
a  perfeverance  in  the  plan  agreed  upon.  The  attempt 
upjlk  York,  tinder  the  protection  of  your  ihipping,  is 
as  certain  of  fuccefs  as  a  fuperior  force  and  a  fuperiority 
of  meafures  can  render  any  military  operation.  The 
capture  of  the  Britilh  army  is  a  matter  |b  important  in 
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kfelf  and  in  its  canfequenccs,  that  it  muft  greatly  tend  17^1, 
to  bring  an  end  to  the  war. — If  your  excellency  quits     I 
the  Bay,  an  acccfs  is  open  to  relieve  York,  of  which    I 
the  enemy  will  inftantly  avail  thennfelves.     The  confe-   1 
quence  of  this  will  be,  not  only  the  difgrace^  but  the 
probable  difbanding  of  the  whole  arnny ;  for  the  prefent 
feat  of  war  being  fuch,  as  abfolutely  precludes  the  ufe 
of  waggons,    from  the  great  number  of  large   rivers 
which  interfeft  the  country,  there  will  be  a  total  want  of 
provifions.     This  province  has  been  fo  exhaufted,  that 
fubfiftence  muft  be  drawn  from  a  diftance,  and  that  can 
only  be  done  by  a  fuperior  fleet  in  the  Bay.     I  earneftly 
beg  your  excellency  to  confider,  that  if  by  moving  your 
fleet  from  the  fituation  agreed  upon,  we  lofe  the  prefent 
opportunity,    we  ll*»all  never   hereafter    have  it  in  our' 
power  to  ftrike  fo  decifive  aftroke,  and  the  period  of  an 
honorable  peace  will   be   further  diftant  than  ever.— 
Suppofing  the  force,  faid  to  have  arrived  under  adm. 
Digby,  to  be  true,  their  whole  force  united  cannot  be 
fuch  as  to  give  them  any  hope  of  fuccefs  in  the  attack- 
ing your  fleet. — I  am  to  prefs  your  excellency  to  perfe- 
vere  in  the  fcheme  fo  happily,  concerted  between  us,t 
Permit  me  to  add,  that  the  abfence  of  your  fleet  from' 
the  Bay  may  fruftrate  our  defign  upon  the  garrifon  at 
York.     For,  in  the  prefent  fituation,  lord  Corhwallis' 
might  evacuate  the  place  with  the  lofs  of  his  artillery,, 
baggage,  and   a  few  men—facrifices,  which  would  be 
highly  juftifiable,  frojn  the  defire  of  faving  the  body  of 
the  army.     The  marquis  de  la  Fay-ette  carries  thiis.    ^Ii^ 
is  not  to  pafs  tibe  Cape  for  fear  of  accident^  in  cafe  yoif 
fhould  be  at  fea.**     This  letter,  with  the  marquis's  perr 
fuafions,   had  the  defired  efFed;    and  the,  fame  ^  hour 

when 
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'7?'-when  the  combined  arrpy  appeared  before  York  Town, 
i    the  French  fleet  was  brought  to  the  mouth  of  York 
/    river,  and  by  their  pofition  efFeftually  covered  all  fub- 
j    fequent  military  operations,  and  prevented  either  the  re- 
treat or  fuccour  of  lord  Cornwallis's  army  by  water. 
The  pofts  of  York  and  Gloucefter  were  the  moft  favor- 
able of  any  in  the  country  for  befieging  the  Britifh,.  and 
preventing  their  efcape,  when  the  fiege  was  fupported 
by  a  fuperior  land  and  naval  force. 

Lord  Cornwallis  was  fufficienriy  ftrong  for  fighting 
the  marquis  de  la  Fayette,  even  after  he  had  been  joined 
by  St.  Simon  j  and  is  thought  to  have  been  miftaken 
in  not  engaging  them  either  feparately  or  together.  The 
moment  he  heard  that  the  allied  troops  were  at  the 
Head  of  Elk,  and  that  de  Grafle  was  arrived  with  fo 
powerful  a  fleet  at  the  Chefapeak,  his  lordlhip  fhould 
have  pufhed  off  for  Charleftown.  Therefore  it  was  that 
gen.  Greene  wrote  to  baron  Steuben  on  the  17th— 
*^  Nothing  can  fave  Cornwallis  but  a  rapid  retreat 
through  North  Carolina  to  Charleftown."  His  lord- 
fhip's  conduft  was  influenced  by  an  expedation  of  a  re- 
inforcement from  Sir  Henry  Clinton,  and  a  full  per- 
fuafion  that  thofe  exertions  would  be  made  at  New  York, 
and  fuch  a  naval  ftrength  would  arrive  from  thence  in 
time,  as  would  efFedlually  relieve  him.  This  may  be 
gathered  from  his  writing  on  the  16th — "  If  I  had  no 
hopes  of  relief,  I  would  rather  rifle  an  aftion  than  defend 
my  half-finiflied  works.  But  as  you  fay,  adm.  Digby 
is  hourly  expefted,  and  have  promifed  exertions  to  aflifl; 
me,  I  do  not  think  myfelf  juftifiable  in  putting  the  fate 
of  the  war  upon  fo  defperate  an  attempt.'*  He  muft 
have  meant  that  of  fighting  Fayette  and^  St.  Simon^  for 

the 
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the  troops  of  Wafliington  and  Rochambeaa  did  n6t  'V^'- 
arrive  till  afterward.     Fayette  had  taken  a  ftrong  pofi- 
tion :  but  the  attempt  would  not  have  appeared  fo  def- 
perate  tp  his  lordfhip,  had  he  known  the  real  number 
of  the  enemy. 

The  trenches  were  opened  by  the  combined  armies  on  Q<a. 
the  6th  of  October,  at  600  yards  diftance  from  Corn- 
wallis's  works.     The  night  being  dark  and  rainy  was 
well  adapted  to  the  fervice,  in  which  there  was  not  a 
man  hurt.     In  the  afternoon  of  the  9th,  die  redoubts 
and  batteries  being  completed,  a  general  difcharge  S£ 
24  and  18  pounders  and  of  10  inch  mortars  commenced 
by  the  Americans  on  the  right,  and  conrinued  all  night 
without  intermiffion.     The  next  morning,  the  French 
opened  their  batteries  on  the  left,  and  a  tremendous  roar 
of  cannon  and  mortars  was  continued  for  6  or  8  hours  \ 
without  ceafing.     There  was  an  inceflant  fire  through  ■ 
the  fucceeding  night.     By  one  of  the  French  Ihells,  the  j 
Charon  of  44  guns  and  a  tranfport  Ihip  were  fet  on  fire  I 
and  burnt.     The  following  morning,  the  enemy's  other  j, 
guard  fhip  was   fired  by  one  of  the  American   fhells 
and  confumed.     At  night,  the  befiegers  opened  their 
fecond  parallel,  200  yards  from  the  works  of  the  be- 
fieged.    The  Americans  had  3  men  killed  and  i  wounded 
by  a  French  cannon,  which  fired  too  low.     On  the  14th 
in  the  evening,  an  American  battalion  was  ordered  into 
the  fecond  parallel,  and  to  begin  a  large  battery  in  ad* 
vance  on  the  right.     A  few  minutes  before  they  began 
to  break  ground,  tlie  enemy  kept  a  conftant  fire  upo» 
them :  one  of  their  fliells  burft  in  the  centre  of  the  bat- 
talion, and  killed  a  captain  and  i  private,  and  wounded 
a  fecond.     The  fire   of  the  befieged  was  very  great 
4  through 
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t78i,  through  the  night ;  and  it  was  thought  that  the  befiegeri 
loft  as  many'  mert  within  24  hours  at  this  period,  as 
they  had  done  nearly  the  whole  fiege  before, 
y      Two  redoubts,  which  were  advanced  about  200  yards 
/  on  the  left  of  the  Britifh,  greariy  impeded  the  progrefs 
I  of  the  combined  armies.     An  attack  on  thefe  was  there- 
I    fore  propofed. — To  excite  a  fpirit  of  emulation  the  re^ 
duftion  of  the  one  was  committed  to  the  French,  of  the 
other  to  the  Americans.     The  light  infantry  of  the  latter 
were  commanded  by  the  marquis  de  la  Fayette;  and 
the  fervicc  was  allotted  to  a  feleft  corps.     The  marquis 
faid  to  gen.  Wafhington — "  The  troops  fhould  retaliate 
on  the  Britifh,  for  the  cruelties  they  have  praftifed.*' 
oai  The  general  anfwered — "  You  have  full  command,  and 
'4- 1   may  order  as  you  pleafe."     The  marquis  ordered  the 
party  to  remember  New  London,  and  to  retaliate,  by 
putting  the  men  in  the  redoubt  to  the  fword  after  having 
carried  it.     The  men  marched  to  the  affault  with  un- 
loaded arms,  at  dark  on  the  night  of  the  14th,  pafled 
the  abbatis   and  palifades,   and  attacking  on  all  fides 
carried  the  redoubt  in  a  few  minutes,  with  the  lofs  of 
8  killed  and  28  wounded  *.     Lieut,  col.  Laurens  per- 
fonally  took  the  commanding  officer.     The  colonel's 
humanity  and  that  of  the  Americans  fo  overcame  their 
refentments,  that  they  fpared  the  Britifh.     When  bring* 
ing  them  off  as  prifoners,  they  faid  among  themfelves 
*— "  Why !  how  is  this  ?  We  were  ordered  to  put  them 
to  death."     Being  afked  by  others  why  they  had  not 

*  Major  Gibbs,  the  commander  of  the  men  that  formed  the  guards 
for  Wa(hington*s  perfon,  received  a  fmall  contufion  in  his  leg  by  i 
grape  fhot.

done 
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done  it,  they  anfwered — "  We  could  not,  when  they'7^«*» 
begged  and  cried  fo  upon  their  knees  for  their  lives.*' 
About  five  of  the  enemy  were  killed,  and  i  major.  It 
captain,  .i  enfign,  and  20  privates  captured*  CoKHa* 
milton,  who  condufted  the  enterprife  with  much  addrefs 
and  intrepidity,  in  his  report  to  the  marquis  mentioned 
to  the  honor  of  his  detachment-—"  that,  incapable  of 
imitating  examples  of  barbarity,  and  forgetting  recent 
provocations,  they  fpared  every  man  that  ceafed  to  re- 
fifl:/'  The  French  were  equally  fuccefsful  on  their  fide. 
They  carried  the  redoubt  comrhitted  to  them  with  rapi- 
dity, but  loft  a  confidertable  number  of  men.  Thefe 
two  works  being  taken  into  the  fecond  parallel  facilitated 
the  fubfequent  operations.  ' 

The  Britifli  were  fo  weakened  by  the  fire  of  the  com- 
bined armies,  but  chiefly  by  ficknefs,  that  lord  Corn- 
w^Uis  could  not  venture  any  confidcrable  number  in  the 
making  of  fallies.     The  prefent  emergency  however  was 
fuch,  that  a  little  before  day  break  of  the  morning  of    • 
the  i6th  he  ordered  a  fortie  of  about  406  men,  under  iS. 
lieut.  col.  Abcrcromby,  to  attack  two  batteries  which  \ 
appeared  to  be  in  the  greateft  forwardnefs,  and  to  fpike 
the  guns.     Two  detachments  were  appointed  to  the  fer- 
vice;  and  both  attacks  were  made  with  fuch  impetuofity,    ! 
that  the  redoubts  which  covered  the  batteries,  were   ! 
forced,   and  eleven  pieces   of   cannon   fpiked.     The    r 
French  troops,  who  had  the  guard  of  that  part  of  the   - 
intrenchment,    fufFered    confiderably^     This  fuccefsful  ; 
adlion  did  honor  to  the  ofiicers  and  troops  engaged>  but  | 
produced  no  eflential  benefit.     The  cannon,  being  haftily  \ 
^iked,  were  foon  rendered  again  ferviceablci  and  the    • 
combined  forces  were  fo  induftrious,  that  they  finiflied    ' 
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^7?'*Uicir  batteries^  opened  tficrft  about  4  o'cloclj:  in  tiic 
afternoon,  and  fired  brifldy.  Their  feveral  batteries 
ivcjre  now  covered  with  hear  loo  pieces  of  heavy  ord- 
nance s  and  the  Britifh  works  vi^ere  ib  deftroyod^  that 
they  could  fcarcely  Ihow  a  fingle  gun. 

Thus  was  lord  Cornwallis  reduced  to  the  oeceflity  of 
preparing  for  a  furrender,  or  of  attempting  an  efcape. 
He  determined  upon  the  latter.  Boats  were  prepared 
under  different  pretexts,  for  the  reception  of  the  troops 
J}y  ten  at  aigbt,  in  order  to  pafs  diera  over  to  Gloucefter 
Point.  The  arrangements  were  made  with  the  utmoft 
lecrecy.  The  iiitention  was  to  abandon  the  baggage, 
and  to  leave  a  detachment  behind  to  capitulate  for  the 
towns  people,  and  for  the  fick  and  wounded,  his  lord-^ 
Ih^  having  already  prepared  a  letter  on  the  fubjefl:,  to 
be  delivered  to  gen.  Wafliington  after  his  departure. 
The  firft  cmbarkatioA  had  arrived  at  Gteucefter  Point, 
^nd  the  greater  part  of  the  troops  were  already  landed, 
when  the  weather,  which  was  before  moderate  and  calm, 
inftantly  changed  to  a  moft  violent  ftorm  of  wind  and 
rain.  The  boats  with  the  remaining  troops  were  all 
driyen  down  the  river,  and  the  defign  of  pafling  was 
not  only  entirely  fruftrated,  but  the  abfence  of  the  boats 
rendered  it  impoffible  to  bring  back  the  troops  from 
Gloucefter.  Thus  weakened  and  divided,  the  arnny  was 
in  the  moft  imminent  danger.  The  boats  howeyer  re- 
turned; and  the  troops  were  brought  back  without  much 
lofs  in  the  courfe  of  the  forenoon. 

Matters  were  now  haftening  to  a  crifis,  which  could 
npt  be  longer  averted.  The  Britifh  works  were  finking 
under  the  weight  of  the  Arnerican  and  French  arnUcry*. 
The  cohdnuance  of  the  allied  fire,  only  for  a  few.  more 
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hours,  would  reduce  them  to  fuch  a  xondition  thatit<7^^r 

would  be  rafhnefs  to  attempt  their  defence.     The  time 
for  ejrpefting  relief  from  New  York  was  clapfed.     This 
ftrength  and  fpirits  of  the  royal  troops  were  worn  down 
by  conftant  watching,  and  unremitting  fatigue.     Lord 
Cornwallis  therefore  lent  out  a  flag  at  ten  o*clock  in  the  -n,^ 
morning  of  the  tyth,  with  a  letter  to  gen.  Wafhington,  17, 
requeuing  a  ceflation  of  arms  for  twenty^four  hours, 
and  that  commiffioners  might  be  appointed  for  digefting 
the  terms  of  capitulation.     An  anfwer  was  given ;  and   ( 
a  reply  forwarded  in  the  aftef noon ;  to  which  Wafhing^    ! 
ton  rejoined  the  next  day,  declaring  the  general  bafis 
on  which  the  capitulation  might  take  place.     CommiC 
fioners  were  appointed — on  the  fide  of  the  allies  vifcount 
de  Noaille,  and   lieut.  col.  Laurens,  whofe  father  was 
in  clofe  confinement  at  the  Tower,  while  the  Ion  wa$ 
drawing  up  articles  by  which  an  Engii(h*nobleman  and 
a  Britifh  army  became  prifoners.     While  fettling  the 
terms,  the  vifcount  wiflied  his  lordfliip  to  ftajce,  upon 
his  honor,  the  value  of  the  military  chcft.     His  lordfliip 
declared  it  to  be  about  1800I.  fterling.    The  vifcount 
obferved  that  the  fum  was  fo  trifling,  that  it  was  no^ 
worth  bringing  into  the  account,  and  therefore  was  for 
leaving  it  entirely  at  CornwaHis'js  difpofal.     Lauren^  iiu 
terfered,  and  obferved  to  his  colleague,  that  though  if 
was  natural  for  a  fubjeft  of  one  of  the  greateft  monarchs 
in  the  world  to  think  1800L  an  inconflderable  fum,  yet, 
for  his. part,  being  a  fubjeft  of  an  infant  ftate,  ftruggling   ■ 
with  infinite  inconveniencies,  and  where  money  wa^jirerjf 
rare,  he  muft  deem  it  a  very  conGderable  hm^  $x\4 
therefore  he  infifted  that  it  fhould  be  accounted  for.  Th^ 
was  accordingly  done ;  and  afterward  it  was  pai^  into  the 
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fjsi,  hands  of  Timothy  Pickering;  efq;  the  American  qoar* 
ter  nnafter  g^rneral,  to  the  amount  of  21 13I.  6s.  fterling, 
^inflating  the  dollar  'at  4s.  8d.     There  being  a  mani- 
feft  impropriety  in  the  Americans    ftipulating  for  the 
return  of  the  negroes,  whJle  they  thenifelves  were  avow- 
j'  ediy  fighting  for  their  own  liberties,  they  covered  their 
intention  of  repoffefling  them,  under  thefe  general  terms 
:   with  which  the  fourth  article  clofcd — "  It  is  underftood, 
I  that  any  property  obvioufly  belonging  to  the  inhabitants 
\  of  thefe  ftates,  in  the  poffeflion  of  the  garrifon,  fhall  be 
fubjeft  to  be  reclaimed." 
^^,^1       The  pofts  of  York  and  Gloucefter  were  furrendere'd 
on  the  1 9th;     The  honor  of  marching  out  with  colours 
flying,   which  had  been  denied  to  gen.  Lincoln,    was 
now  refufed  to  lord  Cornwallis ;  and  Lincoln  was  ap- 
pointed to  receive  the  fubmiffion  of  the  royal  army  at 
York  Town,  precifely  in  the  fame  way  his  own  had  been 
conducted  about  1 8  months  before.  The  troops  of  every 
kind  that  furrendered  prifoners  of  war,  exceeded  yocx) 
men ;  but  fuch  was  the  number  of  fick  and  wounded, 
that  there  were  only  3800  capable  of  bearing  arms.  The 
officers  and  foldicrs  retained  their  baggage  and  efFefts* 
Fifteen  hundred  feamen  partook  of  the  fate  of  the  gar- 
rifon.    The  Guadaloupe  frigate  of  24  guns,  and  a  num- 
ber of  tranfports  were  furrendered  to  the  conquerors: 
about  20  tranfports  had  been  funk  or  burnt  during  the 
fiege.    The  land  forces  became  prifoners  to  congrefs  j 
but  the  feamen  and  Ihips  were  afllgned  to  the  French 
admiral*     The  Americans  obuined  a  numerous  artil- 
lery, 75  brafs  ordnance  and  69  iron,  cannon,  howitzers 
and  mortars. 
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'7®'*to' the  gcnerak,  officefs  and  privates,  his  thanks  in  the 
warmeft  language.  He  with  gratitude  returned  his  fin- 
<cre  acknowledgments  to  gov.  Nelfon  of  Virginia,  for 
the  fuccours  received  from  him  and  the  militia  under 
him.  To  fpread  the  general  joy  in  all  hearts,  he 
comnianded  that  thofe  of  the  army,  who  were  under 
arreft,  fliould  be  pardoned  and  fet^at  liberty.  The  or- 
ders clofed  with — "  Divine  fervice  fhall  be  performed 
to-morrow  in  the  difFercr^t  brigades  and  divifions.  The 
commander  in  chief  recommends,  that  all  the  troops 
that  are  not  upon  duty,  do  afllft'  at  it  with  a  ferious  de-* 
portnient,  and  that  fenfibility  of  heart  which  the  recol-^ 
leftion  of  the  furprifing  and  particular  interpofition  of 
Providence  in  our  favor  claims." 
i  The  Britilh  fleet  and  army  deftined  for  the  relief  of 
^^"^brd'Cbrriwairis,  arrived  off  the  Chefapeak  on  the  24th  j 
/  but  on  receiving  authentic  accounts  of  his  furrcnder,  they 
\  returned  to  New  York.  A  few  days  after  their  firft  return, 
the  fleet  was  increafed  by  four  fhips  of  the  line :  but 
fuch  was  the  fuperiority  of  the  French  by  de  Barras's 
jtmftion  with  de  Graffe,  that  nothing  fbort  of  defperate 
circumftances  could  juftify  attempting  a  frefli  engage- 
ment. Thefc  circumftances  however  exifting,  the  Bri- 
tifli  naval  commanders  ufed  all  poflible  expedition  in 
refitting  the  ftiips,  with  the  defign  of  extricating  Corn- 
w^llis  and  his  army.  The  delay  occafioned  by  this  bu- 
finefs  fcemcd  to  be  compeniatcd  by  the  arrival  of  the 
Prince  William  and  Torbay  nhen  of  war  from  Jamaica. 
It  was  determined  that  every  exertibn  fhould  be  tifed 
both  by  the  fleet  and  army,  to  form  a  junftion  with  the 
Britiilft  force  in  Virginia.  Sir  Henry  Clinton  erhbarked 
'-  ^ith  above  7000  of  his  beft  forces.    It  was  Dcvcrthe- 
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Butler.    They  then  croflfed  over  to  him.    On  his  alking  i^Sn 
quarter,   they  anfwered  Cherry  Valley  quarter  (alluding 
to  his  having  denied  it  there  when  alfced,  in  Novem- 
ber 1778)  and  difpatched  hjm  though  (he  requeft  was 
renewed. 

The  following  afts.  and  concerns  of  congrefs  deferve 
to  be  noticed.  On  the  30th  of  Oftoberj  they  ekded 
major  general  Lincoln  fearetary  of  war.  The  next  Sun-  n«t* 
day  they  attended  at  the  Roman  catholic  chapel  with  '♦• 
the  chevalier  de  la  Luzerne,  and  many  other  gentlemen 
of  diftinftion,  and  heard  Monf.  de  Bandole,  chaplain 
to  the  French  embajQTy,  deliver  the  following  difcourfe 
—5'  Gentlemen,  a  numerous  people  aflembkd  to  ren- 
der thanks  to  the  Almighty  for  \m  nftercies,  is  one  of 
the  moft  afFedting  objefts,  and  worthy  the  attention  of 
the  Supreme  Being.  While  camps  refound  with  tri^  } 
umphal  aftions,  while  nations  rejoice  in  viiStory  and 
glory,  the  moft  honorable  office  a  minifter  of  the  altars 
can  fill,  is  to  be  the  organ  by  which  public  gratitude  is 
conveyed  to  the  Omnipotent. — Thofe  miracles  which 
he  once  wrought  for  his  chofen  people  a#e  renewed  in 
^ur  favor ;  and  it  would  be  equally  ungrateful  and  ims- 
pious  not  to  acknowledge,  that  the  event  which  lately 
confounded  our  enemies  and  fruftrated  sheir  defigns,  was 
the  wonderful  work  of  that  God  who  guards  your  liber- 
ties.—And  who  but  He  could  fo  combine  the  circum- 
ftances  which  kd  to  fuccefs  ?  We  have  fcen  our  ene- 
mies pufli  forward  amid  perils  almoft  innumerable,  amid 
objefts  almoft  infurmountable,  to  the  Ipot  which  was 
defigned  to  witnefs  their  difgracej  yet  they  eagerly 
fought  it  as  their  theatre  of  triumph ! — Blind  as  they 
Were,   they  bofe  h«ngeF>   thirft  and  inclenKnt   fkies,

^^*  *3i>  1781.     In  the  moment  the  major  general  leaves 
this  place,  he  wifhies  once  more  to  exprefs  his  gratitude 
to  the  brave  corps  of  light  infahtry,  who  for  nine  months 
pad  have  been  the  eompahions  of  his  fortunes.     He  will 
never  forget,  that  with  them  alone  of  regiil^  troops,  he 
had  the  good  fortune  to  manoeuvre  before  an  army, 
which  after  all  its  reduftions,  is  ftill  fix  times  fuperior 
to  the  regular  force  he  had  at  that  time."    Four  days 
after,  this  brigade  embarked  for  the  Head  of  Elk  -,  the 
invalids  of  the  American  troops  deftined  for  the  north* 
ward   haying   previoufly  done   it.      The  New  Jerfey 
and  part  of  the  New  York  lines  marched  by  land,  and 
were  to  join  the  troops  which  went  by  water,    at  the 
Head  of  Elk.

Greene  marched  feveral  days  before ;  and  on  the  5th  of 
November  a  reinforcement  marched  under  gen.  St,  Clair^ 
in  order  to  ftrengthen  hjm  for  further  ofFenfive  opera- 
tions in  South  Carolina.     The  feafqn  of  the  year  was 
unfavorable  for  the  return  of  the  troqps  to  the  North 
river,  fo  that  they  lufFered  niuch  in  doing  it.    But  they 
and  their  comrades  had  been  bleffed  with  a  feries  of  th« 
mpft  delightful  weather  froni  the  beginning  of  their  march 
toward  York  Town- until  the  reduftion  of  the  place. , 

No  liponer  had  congrefs  received  and  read  gen.  Wa|h- 
ington*s  letter,  giving  information  of  the  reduAion  of 
the  Britilii  army,  thah  they  refolved  on  the  24th  of  Oc- 
tober, that  they  would  at  two  o'clock  go  in  proceffioa 
to  the  Dutch  Lutheran  church,  and  return  thanks  to  Al- 
mighty God,  for  crowning  the  allied  arms  of  the  United 
States  and  France,  ,with  luccefs  by  the  furrendd*  of  the 
whole  Britilh  army  under  the  command  of  earl  Corn-

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1781.  poured  out  their  blood  in  battle  againft  brave  republic 
cans,  and  crofled  inimenfe  regions  to  confine  themfclves 
in  another  Jericho,  whofe  walls  were  fated  to  fall  before 
another  Joftiua.     It  is  He,  whofe  vqice  commands  the 
winds,  the  feas  and  the  feafons>  who  formed  a  junftion 
on  the  fame  day,  in  the  fame  hour,  between  a  formid- 
able fleet  from  the  fouth,  and  an  army  rufhing  from  the 
north,  like  an  impetuous  torrent.      Who  but  He,  in 
whofe  hands  are  the  hearts  of  men,  could  infpire  the 
allied  troops  with  the  friendlhips,  the  confidence,   the 
tendernefs  of  brothers  ?  How  is  it  that  two  nations  once 
divided,  jealous,  inimical,  and  nurfcd  in  reciprocal  pre- 
judices, are  now  become  fo  cordially  united  as  to  form 
but  one  ?  Worldlings  would  fay,  it  is  the  wifdom,  the 
virtue,  and  moderation  of  their  chiefs ;  it  is  a  great  na- 
tional intereft  which  has  performed  this  prodigy.     They  ' 
will  fay,  that  to  the  (kill  of  the  generals,  to  the  courage 
of  the  troops,  to  the  aftivity  of  the  whole  army,  wc 
muft  attribute  this  fplendid  fuccefs.     Ah  !  they  are  ig- 
norant, that  the  combining  of  fo  many  fortunate  cir* 
cumftances,  is  an  emanation  from  the  AU-perfeft  Mind ; 
that  courage,  that  fkill,  that  adtivity,  bear  the  facred 
impreffion  of  Him  who  is  divine. — For  how  many  fa- 
vors have* we  not  to  thank  Him  during  the  courfe  of 
the  prefent  year  ?  Your  union,  which  was  at  firft  fup- 
ported  by  juftice  alone,  has  been  confolidated  by  your 
courage,  and  the  knot  which  ties  you  together  is  be- 
come indiffoluble,  by  the  acceffion  of  all  the  dates,  and 
the  unanimous  voice  of  all  the  confederates.  You  prefent 
to  the  univerfe  the  noble  fight  of  a  fociety,  which  found-

place  in  this  extenfive  continents    ,While  your  councils 
were  thus  acquiring  new  energy,  rapid  multiplied  ftic^ 
ceffes  have  crowned  your  arftis  in  the  Ibuthern  ftatcs,*-** 
We  have  feen  the  unfortunate  citizens  of  theic  ftjitcs. 
forced  from  their  peaceful  abodes ;— after  a  long  and 
cruel  capdvity,   ol^^ixieii,  women  and  children,  throwa 
without  mercy  into  a  foreign-  country*  ^  Mafter  of  thelr- 
lands  and  their  fla.ves,  amid  his  temporary  affluence,  .a- 
fuperb  viftor  rejpiced  in  their  diftreOes.    But  Philadel-^'' 
phia  has  witncfl'ed  their  patience  and  fortitude;   tbicrf:.    - 
have  found  here  another  home,  and  though  driven  ^msL\ 
their  native  foil,  they  have  bleffed  God  that  he  has  ddi-j 
vered  them  from  the  prefence  of  their  enemies,  and  (:ofti- 
dufted  them  to  a  country,  where  every  juft  and  feelir^* 
man  has  ftretched  out  the  helping  hand  of  benevolence. 
Heaven  rewards  their  virtue.  '  Three  large  ftates  are  at- 
once  wrefted  from  the  foe.    The  rapacious  foldier.has. 
been  compelled  to  take  refuge  behind  his  rampaits,  and 
oppreffion  has  vanilhed  like  thofe  phantoms  which  are 
diffipated  by  the  morning  ray.— On  this  folcmn  occa-r     . 
lion,  we  might  renew  our  thanks  to  the  God  of  batde% 
&>T  the  fuccefs  he  has  granted  to  the  arms  ofr  your  allies 
and  youf  friends,  by  land  and  by  fca,  through  the  other 
parts  of  the  globe.    But  let  us  not  recall  thofe  eyentu  - 
which  too  clearly  prove  how  mucbthe  hearts  of  our  eno^  • 
mies  have  been  obdurated*    Let  us  proftrate  cturfelvd  ' 
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1781.  at  due  altar,  and  implore  the  God  of  mercy  to  fofpend 
his  vengeance,  lx>  fpare  them  in  his  wrath,  to  infpire 
them  with  fentiments  of  juftice  and  moderation,  to  ter- 
minate their  obftinacy.  and  error,  and  to  ordain  that 
your  victories  be  followed  by  peace  and  tranquillity^ 
Let  us  befecch  him  to  confinue  to  Ihed  on  the  coun-. 
ciis  of  the  king  your  ally,  that  fpirit  of  wiidonn^,  of  juf. 
t4ce  and  of  courage,  which  has  rendered  hisr  reign  fo 
glorious..  Let  us  entreat  him  to  mauitain  in  each  of  the 
ftates  chat  intelligence  by  which  the  United  States  are 
inlpired.  Let  us  return-  him  thanks,  that  a  faftion 
whofe  rebellion  he  has  correfted,  now  deprived  of  lup- 
port,  is  annihilated.  Let  us  offer  him  pure  hearts,  un- 
fbiled  by  private  hatred  or  public  diffenfion;  and  let 
tss  with  one  will  and  one  voice,  pour  forth  to  the  Lord 
that  hymn  of  praife,  by  which  chriftians  celebrate  their 
gratitude  and*  his  glory.** 

•  The  moft  important  books  and  papers  -of  congrefe 
engaged  at  length  the  attention  of  the  enemy.  A  fcheme 
was  concerted  for  carrying  them  off.  Lieut.  Moody, 
who  had  been  fo  fucceisful  in  taking  the  American  mails, 
was  employed.  He  remained  on  the  Jerfey  fide  of  the 
Delaware,  while  his  brother  John  Moody,  and  another 
or  two  repaired  to  Philadelphia.  Before  they  could  ex- 
ecute the  bufinefs  intruded  to  them,  a  difcovery  took 
place ;  and  foiTie  of  them  were  feized.  Pakies  were  fent* 
acrofe  the  Delaware  to  fecure  the  lieutenant ;  but  h& 
eluded  all  their  exertions,  and  cfcaped  in  an  extraordi- 
nsof  manner.  His  brother  and  a  fellow  foldier  were- 
brought  before  a  board  of  officers,  iat  which  the  marquis 
de  ift  Fayette  prefided,  and  were  indulged  with  a  can- 
JJK^  M#  fuU  bearing.    An  o][^ini(>n  of  fiie  oj&cers  being* 

reported 
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reported  to  the  board  of  war^  and  ^^roved^  they  vme^f^* 
fcntenced  to  die.    John  Moody  was  executed  cjiti  the 
13th  of  November,  the  other  was  refpited*    The  caue' 
of  congrefs  wiU  be  engaged  the  more  by  this  fruitlefs 
projcft,  to  guard  againft  any  future  attennpts  of  a  fimi- 
lar  nature. 

On  the  ajd  of  November  they  refolved,  ^^  That  ma-  Non 
jor  gen.  the  marquis  de  la  Fayette,  have  permiffion  tx>  *3* 
go  to  France,  and  that  he  return  at  foch  a  time  as  fhaJl 
be  moil  convenient  to  him: — That  he  be  infiwrned^ 
that  on  a  review  of  his  conduit  throughout  the  paft 
campaign,  and  partiajlarly  during  the  period  in  which 
he  had  the  chief  conS^and  in  Virginia,  the  many  new 
proofs  which  prefent  themfclves  of  his  zealous  attache 
ment  to  the  caufe  he  has  efpoufed,  and  of  his  judg-  -^ 
ment,  vigilance,  gallantry  and  addrels  in  its  defence, 
have  greatly  added  to  the  high  opinion  entertained  by 
congrefs  of  his  merits  and  military  talents :-— That  he 
make  known  to  the  officers  and  trxx)ps  whom  he  comf 
ixianded  during  that  period,,  that  the  brave  and  enter- 
prifmg  fervices  with  which  they  feconded  his  zeal  an4 
efforts,  and  which  enabled  him  to  defeat  the  attempts  of 
an  enemy  far  fuperior  in  numbers,  have  been  beheld 
by  congrefs  with  particular  fatisfaftion  and  approbatU 
on  : — That  the  fecretary  for  foreign  affairs  acquaint  the 
minifters  plenipotentiary  of  the  United  States,  diat  it  ia 
the  defire  of  congrefs  that  they  confer  with  the  marquit  ► 
de  la  Fayette,  and  avail  themfelves  of  his  information 
relative  to  the  fituation  pf  public  a&irs  in  th?  tfnite4 
States  -.—That  the  fecretary  for  (oiitr^  affairs,  further 
acquaint  the  minifter  plenipotentiary  at  the  court  o^Yer* 
failles,  that  he  will  con&>rm  to  the  intentioB  of  congrefs, 

by 
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i78i.by  confulting  with  and  employing  the  afiiftance  of  die 
marquis  de  la  Fayette,  in  accelerating  the  fupplies  which 
may  be  afforded  by  his  moft  chriftian  majefly  for  the 
life  of  the  United  States :— That  the  fuperintendant  of 
finance,  the  fecretary  for  foreign  affairs,  and  die  board 
of  war,  make  fuch  communications  to  the  marquis  de 
la  Fayette,  touching  the  affairs  of  their  reipeftive  de- 
partments, as  will  beft  enable  him  to  fulfil  the  purpofe 
of  the  two  refolutions  immediately  preceding : — ^That 
the  fuperintendant  of  finance  take  order  for  difcharging 
the  engagement  entered  into  by  the  marquis  de  la  Fa- 
yette with  the  merchants  of  BaWpiore''— when  he  bor- 
rowed money  of  them  on  his  ow  credit,  for  fupplying 
kis  troops  with  neceffaries* 
Not.  General  Wafhington  attended  congrefs  according  to 
a*-  order,  and  being  introduced  by  two  members,  the  pre- 
fident  addreffed  him  as  follows — ^^  Sir,,  congrefs  at  all 
times  happy  In  feeing  your  excellency,  feel  particular 
pleafurc  in  your  prefence  at  this  time,  after  the  glorious 
liiccels  of  the  allied  arms  in  Virginia.  It  is  their  fixed 
purpofe  to  draw  every  advantage  from  it  by  exhorting 
the  flates  in  the  fbongeft  terms,  to  the  moft  vigorous 
and  timely  exertions.  A  committee  has  accordingly 
been  appointed  to  ftate  the  requifitions  neceffary  to  be 
made  for  the  eftablifhment  of  the  army,  and  they  are 
inftrufted  to  confer  with  you  upon  that  fubjeft.  It  is 
therefore  the  expectation  of  congrefs,  that  your  exceU 
Jcncy  would  renoain  for  fome  time  in  Philadelphia,  that 
they  may  avail  themfelves  of  your  aid  in  this  important 
bufinefs,  and  that  you  may  enjoy  a  refpite  from  the 
fatigues  of  war,  as  far  as  is  confiftent  with  the  fcrvice.'* 
To  which  hb  excellency  made  the  following  reply— 

3  "  Mr, 
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^^  Mr.  Prefident,  I  feel  very  fenfibly  the  favorable  .de-'7^'» 
claration  of  congrefs  exprefled  by  your  excellency.  This 
freOi  proof  of  their  approbation  cannot  fail  of  making 
a  deep  impreffion  upon  me,  and  my  ftudy  fhall  be  to 
deferve  a  continuance  of  it.  It  is  with  peculiar  pleafure 
I  hear  that  it  is  the  fixed  purpofe  of  congrefs  to  exhort 
the  dates  to  the  moft  vigorous  and  timely  exertions  :  a 
compliance  on  their  parts  will,  I  perfuade  myfelf,  be  pro- 
duftive  of  the  moft  happy  confequences. — I  fhall  yield 
a  ready  obedience  to  the  expeftation  of  congrefs,  and 
give  every  afliftance  in  my  power  to  .their  committee* 
I  am  obliged  by  the  ^oodnefs  of  congrefs  in  making 
my  perfonal  eafe  and  convenience  a  part  of  their  con- 
cern. Should  the  fervice  require  my  attendance  with 
the  army  upon  the  North  river  or  elfewhere,  I  fhall  re- 
pair to  whatever  place  my  duty  calls,  with  the  fame  plea-- 
fure  that  I  remain  in  this  city."  On  the  laft  day  of  the 
year  congrefs  agreed  to  ^  ordinance  to  incorporate  the. 
Jubfcrihers  to  the  hank  of  North  America. 

A  few  days  before,  gen.  Wafhington  wrote — "  The 
whole  bufinefs  of  prifoners  of  war  brought  under  one 
regulation,  might  probably  put  a  ftop  to  thofe  mutual 
complaints  of  ill  treatment  wh^ch  are  frequently  urged 
on  either  part.  For  it  is  a  faft,  that  for  above  two  years 
we  have  had  no  reafon  to  complain  of  the  treatment  of 
the  continental  land  prifoners  in  New  Yqrk,  neither  have 
we  been  charged  with  any  improper  conduft .  toward 
thofe  in  our  hands.  I  confider  the  fufFerings  of  the  fea-. 
men  for  fome  time  paft  as  arifing  in  a  great  mcafure 
from  the  want-of  that  general  regulation,  and  without 
which  there  will  be  conftantly  a  great  number  remaining 
in  the  hands  of  the  enemy. — I  know  of  no  method  fo

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1 781. likely  to  put  an  end  to  the  mutual  complaints  on  both 
fides,  as  that  of  having  all  prifoners  given  up  to  the 
commiflary  general  to  be  by  him  exchanged." 

In  this  letter  there  is  an  allufion  to  an  improper  con- 
duft  toward  the  Britifh  prifoners  in  the  hands  of  the 
Americans,  which  leads  me  to  mention  the  cafe  of  the 
convention  troops.  While  in  Virginia  they  were  often 
but  badly  ferved  with  meat.  The  chief  of  what  the 
American  contradbor  had  procured  for  their  fupply  w?& 
fuch  as  they  could  not  eat.  The  Britifh  conimanding 
officer  at  length  made  hb  complaint,  and  obtained  ieaViC 
to  have  it  furveyed,  when  it  was  condemned  in  geaeraL 
The  American  quarter  mafters  were,  upon  that,  oblige4 
to  go  all  over  Virginia  in  fearch  of  f^t  provifions,  the 
wanf  of  which  was  fuch,  at  one  time,  that  th/e  prifoners 
bad  fix  weeks  meat  due  to  them.  On  this  an  addition 
of  one  half  more  was  made  to  the  allowance  of  Indian 
meal,  and  the  troops  lived  upon  meal  and  water.  When 
afterward  removed  to  Frederick-town  in  Maryland,  they 
complained  of  meeting  with  much  ill  ufage,  and  of 
being  badly  fupplied  with  provifions  and  almoft  half 
ftarved.  Thi?  treatment  made  the  men  defeat  in  great 
(lumbers.  Inftances  of  improper  conduct  toward  other 
prifoners  undoubtedly  exifted.  But  the  general  treat- 
ment of  them  was  good ;  and,  wherein  it  was  otherwifc, 
fell  fo  fhort  of  what  the  Britifh  praftifed  toward  the 
Anriericans,  that  the  former  frequently  declared  of  the 
latter,  that  notwithflapding  all  their  threats,  they  were 
afraid  to  retaliate. 

The  Britifh  power  in  Georgia  being  too  weak  to  pc- 
vent  it,  there  has  been  a  complete  re-eftabli(hmenir  of 
American  government.     The  general  aficmbly  was  c^i^- 
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vened   at  Augufta  on  the   ifeth  of  Auguft.     General  178^. 
Greene's  fuccefs  in  South  Carolina,  having  opened  the 
way  for  gov.  Rutledge's  fafe  rctarn  to  that  ftate,  he  ex- 
ercifed  his  authority  afrefh,  and  on  the  27th  of  Septem- 
ber, iffued  a  proclamation,  offering  thofe  inhabitants  of 
the  ftate  who  had  joined  the  Britifh,  pardon  on  condi- 
tion of  their  doing  fix  months  militia  duty.  With  the     ■  - 
exception  of  fuch  as  had  taken  commiflions,  figned  con-    ' 
gratulatory  addrefles  on  Britifh  viftorieSj  or  who  had     i 
been  otherwife  aftive  in  fupport  of  their  government. 
In  a  few  weeks,  feveral  hundreds  came  out  of  the  Britifh 
lines,  and  greatly  reinforced  the  American  militia.  Many 
were  now  as  afTiduous  in  framing  excufes  for  having 
arranged  themfelves  under  the  Britifh  flandard,  as  thejr 
had  been  the  year  before  to  apologize  for  their  involun-   ; 
tary  fupport  of  rebellion.     Several  cafl  themfelves  on 
the  public  mercy,  though  excepted  by  the  proclamation. 
The  governor  afterward  iffued  writs  for  a  new  eleftion 
of  reprefentatives,  by  virtue  of  the  extraordinary  power 
delegated  to  him  before  the  furrender  of  Charleflown. 
The  eleftioris  were  t6  b6  held,  in  the  uTual  places  where 
it  was  prafticable,  and  in  other  cafes  as  near  as  fafety 
and  other  circumflances  would  permit.     It  was  ordered 
by  the  fame  authority,  that  at  the  eleftlon  the  votes  of 
fuch  only  fhould  be  received  as  had  never  taken  Britifh 
proteftion,  or  who  having  taken  it,  had  notwithflanding 
rejoined  their  countrymen,  oh  or  before  the  date  of  the 
proclamation.     Other  perfdns,  though  rfefidents,   we're 
not  confidered  as  freemen  of  the  ffate,  or  entitled  to  the 
full  privilege  of  citizenfhip.     To  counteraft  the  feveral   'i 
meafures  of  the  governor,  general  Leflie  ifilied  a  pro-     \ 
clamation  on  tlie  15th  of  Decembtr,  afTuring  his  ma-     \ 
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1 7&ii jelly's  loyal  fubjefts  in  the  province,  that  they  niight 
I  rely  on  fpeedy  and  efFeftual  fupport  being  given  to 
f  them,  by  the  exertions  of  the  forces  under  his  com- 
inand ;  and  at  the  fame  time  giving  notice,  that  the 
fcvereft  punifhments  fhould  be  inflifted  on  all  who,  hav- 
ing folicited  for  and  obtained  the  enjoyment  of  the  pri-^ 
vileges  of  a  Britifti  fubjeft,  fhould  again  take  arms 
againft  his  majefty's  government,  or  ferve  in  any  civil 
capacity  under  a  fecond  ufurpation. 

Vermont,  though  not  admitted  into  the  confederation, 
nor  acknowledged  by  the  United  States,  exercifes  all  the 
powers  of  an  independent  ftate — has  her  legiflative,  judi- 
cial and  executive  branches,  and  will  continue  them^ 
without  fubjefting  herfelf  to  the  payment  of  any  part  c^ 
the  continental  debt  till  received  into  the  union.

np'HE  congrefs  of  the  United  States  of  Amerfc^ 
•^  having  at  length  (that  they  might  gain  Spain) 
agreed  to  recede  from  their  claim  to  the  navigation  of 
\  the  Mifliffippi,  Mr.  Jay,  agreeable  to  the  requeft.of  the 
Septi  ^^"^^  ^^  Florida  Blanca,  delivered  in  propofitions  rela- 
22»  ^tive  to  an  intended  treaty,  on  the  22d  of  laft  September 
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The  6th  article  was  thus  exprefled— "  The  United  np' 
States  Ihall  relinquifh  to  his  catholic  majefty,  and  in 
future  forbear  to  ufe,  the  navigation  of  the  river  Miflif- 
fippi  from  the  point  where  it  leaves  the  United  States 
down  to  the  ocean."  But  it  was  accompanied  with  this 
remark  of  his  among  others — "  If  the  acceptance  of  it 
fljould,  together  with  the  propofed  alliance,  be  poftponed 
to  a  general  peace,  the  United  States  will  ceafe  to  confider 
themfelves  bound  by  any  propofitions  or  offers,  which 
he  may  now  make  in  their  behalf"  The  defign  of  the 
Spanifh  court  appears  to  be  the  drawing  of  all  fuch  con^ 
ceffions  from  the  United  States,  that  their  prefent" 
diftrefs  and  the  hopes  of  aid  may  extort.  Befide,  by 
protrafting  negotiations  about  the  treaty,  they  may  in- 
tend to  avail  themfelves  of  thefe  conceffions  at  a  future 
day,  when  the  inducements  for  offering  them  have 
ceafed.  They  neither  refufe  nor  promife  to  afford  the 
United  States  further  aids..  Delay  may  be  deemed 
their  fyftem.  The  American  commiflioners  at  the 
European  courts  labor  under  great  difadvantages,  as  their 
difpatches  brought  by  the  captains  of  vefTels  are  not  fent 
to  them  by  a  trufty  officer,  and  therefore  are  liable  to 
be  opened  and  fuppreffed,  as  is  known  to  have  been  done 
in  certain  inftances.  Few  of  the  proceedings  of  coni- 
grefs  remain  long  fecret ;  and  one  of  their  agents  has 
informed  them,  that  he  had  very  good  authority  for 
faying,  that  copies  of  the  letters  which  pafled  between 
the  committee  and  the  late  commifTioners  in.  France, 
are  now  in  the  hands  of  a  certain  foreigner.  How  he 
got  them  the  agent  knows  not  i  but  he  afferts  it  as  a 
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1781-  The  arrival  of  the  Britiih  Weft  India  trade  was  fo 
much  later  than  had  been  expefted,  that  adncu  Darby 
kept  the  fea  till  November.  It  is  fomewhat  remark- 
able, that  neither  the  allied  fleets,  nor  the  Britifh,  took  a 
fingle  prize  during  the  long  term  they  were  relpeftively 
at  fea. 

The  Spaniards,  "though  they  engaged  in  the  expedi- 
tion againft  Minorca,  did  not  relax  in  their  operations 
againft  Gibraltar.     For  the  more  certain  and.  fpeedy  re- 
duction of  the  place,  they  erefted  ftupendous  works, 
which  were  at  length  arrived  at  the  higheft  ftate  of  per- 
fedion,  after  immenfe  labor  and  expence.     Gen.  Elliot 
confidered  this  as  the  proper  feafon  for  attempting  at 
once  to  fruftrate  all  their  views,  by  attacking,  ftorming 
-^Q^^  and  deftroying  them.     The  time  being  fixed  and  the 
*7-     arrangements  made,  a  ftrong  detachment  iffued  from, 
the  garrifon  upon  the  fetting  of  the  moon,  at  3  o'clock 
in  the  rfiornin^.     The  troops  were  divided  into  three 
columns,   and  the   whole  commanded   by  gen.  Rofs. 
Each,  column  was  formed  in  the  following  order,  viz. . 
an  advanced  corps,  a  body  of  pioneers,  a.  party  of  artil- 
lery men  carryihg  combuftibles,  a  fuftaining  corps,  and 
a  referve  in  the  rear.     The  pioneers  of  the  left  column, 
were  feamen.     Nothing  could  exceed  the  filence  and 
order  of  the  march,  the  vigor  and  fpirit  of  the  attack,: 
or  the  exa£t  combination  of  all  the  parts. .  The  whole^ 
exterior  front  of  the  Spanifh  works. was  every  where  at- 
tacked at  the  fame  inftant,  and  the  ardor  of  the  troops 
was  irrefiftible.     The  Spaniards  gave  way  on  every. fide,. 
and  foon  abandoned  their  works  with  the  utmoft  preci- 
pitation.    In  half  an  hour,  two  mortar  batteries  of  ten  13 
inch  mortars,  and  three  batteries  of  heavy  cannon,  with 
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all  the  lines  of  approach,  communication  and  traverfCji^Su 
were  in  flames,  and  whatever  was  fubjeft  to  the  aftion 
of  fire  was  finally  reddced  to  aflies.  The  mortars  and 
cannon  were  fpiked,  and  their  beds,  carriages  and  plat^ 
forms  deftroycd.  The  magazines  blew  up  one  aftef 
another  in  the  courfe  of  the  conflagration.  The  whole 
Spanifli  camp  continued  fpeftators  of  the  havoc,  with'*^ 
out  an  eflTort  to  fave  or  even  avenge  their  works,  unlels 
an  ill  direfted  and  ineffeftual  fire  of  round  and  grape 
Ihot  might  be  confidered  as  either.  The  whole  fervice 
was  performed,  and  the  detachment  returned  to  the  gar- 
rifon  before  day  break.  Its  )ofs  was  too  inconfiderablc 
to  be  mentioned. 

On  the  27th  of  November,  his  Britifh  majefly  went 
to  the  houfe  of  peers  and  opened  the  feflTion  of  parlia* 
ment.     The  fpeipch  exprefled  the  king's  determined  re^    ; 
folution  to  perfevere  in  the  defence  of  his  dominions^    ' 
until  fuch  a  pacification  could  be  made  as  might  confift 
with  the  honor  of  his  crown,  and  the  permanent  intereft 
and  fecurity  of  his  people.     The  loflTes  in  America  were 
neither  diflembled  nor  palliated  j  but  ftated  as  the  ground    ' 
for  requiring  the  firm  fupport  of  parliament,  and  a  more    ^ 
vigorous,  animated  and  united  exertion  of  the  faculties  .' 
^nd  refources  of  the  people.     The  favorable  appear-   \ 
ance  of  affairs  in  the  Eaft  Indies  was  noticed  j  which    j 
was  the  only  ray  of  fuccefs  with  which  the  fpeech  was    1 
illuminate^.     An  account  had  been  received,  that  on 
the  ifl:  of  July,  Sir  Eyre  Coote  with  his  little  army 
came  to  a  general  aftion  with  Hyder  Ally,  which  lafted 
eight  hours,  and  was  a  hard  fought  day  on  both  fides. 
The  amazing  fuperiority  of  the  enemy  yielded  at  length 
to  the  fteadinefs,  fpirit  and  bravery  of  Sir  Eyre's  troops* 
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i78i.Hyder  Ally  retreated  precipitately  after  having  had  4000 
killed,  among  whom  were  many  of  his  principal  officers. 
Sir  Eyre  loft  but  few  officers,  and  about  400  privates 
killed  and  wounded. 

The  motion  for  an  addrefs  in  the  houfe  of  commons 
produced  a  warm  and  animated  debate,  which  continued 
till  two  in  the  morning.     Mr.  Fox  moved  for  an  amend- 
ment, by  omitting  that  part  of  it  which  promifed  to 
fupport  the  American  war ;  and  propofed  a  new  one, 
expreffing  a  wifh  for  a  new  fyftem  of  meafures,  which 
the  houfe  would  afllft  to  forward.     But  it  was  rejefted 
I     by  218  againft  129.     During  the  debate,  Mr.  Burke 
'     obferved,  that  "  The  colonel  Laurens,  who  drew  up 
the  articles  of  capitulation,  when  lord  Cornwallis  fur- 
rendered,    is  the  fon  of  Mr.  Laurens,  who  has  been 
I     committed  clofe  prifoner  to  the  Tower  of  London,  of 
I     which  lord  Cornwallis  is  himfelf  the  governor ;  and  thus 
i     his  lordfhip  became  a  prifoner  to  the  fon  of  his  own  pri- 
foner."    In  the  houfe  of  lords  an  amendment  to  the  ad- 
drefs was  propofed  by  lord  Shelburne  in  a  very  mafterly 
ipeech,  but  was  rejefted  by. a  majority  of  75. 

Mr.  Buike  had,  in  the  former  feffion,  moved  for  an 
inquiry  into  the  conduft  obferved  on  the  capture  of 
Statia,  which  was  rejefted  by  a  majority  of  near  two 
Dec.  ^^  ^"^'  ^^  brought  on  the  bufinefs  afrefh ;  and  in  his 
4«  fpeech  on  the  occafion  mentioned,  that  three  months 
were  fpent  by  the  Britifh  commanders  in  difpofing  of 
and  fecuring  the  plunder  of  the  ifland ;  that  Sir  George 
Rodney's  fleet  amounted  to  21  fail  of  the  line;  and  that 
the  whole  French  force,  previous  to  the  arrival  of  count 
de  Graffe,  confifted  only  of  8  fhips  of  the  line,  and  one 
fifty.     He  faid,  this  favorable  opportunity  was  entirely 
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neglefted,  the  whole  Britifh  fleet,  and  near  3,000  chofen  ^T^'- 
troops,  being  kept  upward  of  two  months  in  a  ftate  of 
total  inaction,  for  the  important  fervice  of  protefting 
the  fales  at  Statia.  He  afcribed  to  the  fame  difgraceful 
caufe,  as  a  fecond  misfortune,  the  weaknefs  of  the  de- 
tachment fent  under  Sir  Samuel  Hood, ,  to  prevent  the 
junftion  of  the  French  fleet  in  the  Weft  Indies  with 
that  which  de  GraflTe  brought  from  Europe.  Sir  George 
declared  in  reply,  that  he  made  the  feizure  of  the  efFedls 
for  the  fole  and  exclufive  benefit  of  the  crown  j  and  had 
no  intelligence,  till  long  after  the  confifcation,  of  his 
majetty's  intentioi;s  to  relinquifh  his  right  in  favor  of 
the  fleet  and  army  j  that  his  prefence  at  Statia  was  abfo- 
lutely  neceflfary  for  fome  time ;  that  during  that  period^ 
he  had  planned  two  expeditions,  one  againft  Gura^oa, 
the  other  againft  Surinam,  and  was  upon  the  point  of 
putting  them  into  execution,  when  he  received  intelli- 
gence of  the  approach  of  de  GraflTe,  whofe  fleet  was  re-» 
ported  to  confift  of  no  more  than  12  fail  of  the  line; 
and  that  confequently  he  thought  Sir  Samuel  Hood  a 
fufficient  match  with  fifteen. 

An  humble  addrefs,  remonftrance  and  petition  of  the  ,5;, 
lord  mayor,  aldermen,  and  livery  of  the  city  of  London  : 
was  agreed  to,  and  ordered  to  be  prefented  to  his  majefty 
fitting  on  the  throne.     The  king  determining  to  receive 
it  at  the  levee,  the  mode  of  thus  prefenting  it  was  de- 
clined.    It  was  however  publiflied.     The  language  and 
fentiments  of  it  are  peculiarly  ftriking — "  It  is'  (they  fay) 
with  inexpreflible  concern,  that  we  have  heard  your  majefty    \ 
declare,  in  your  fpeech  to  both  houfes  of  parliament, 
your  intention  of  perfevering  in  a  fyftem  of  meafuri^s 
which  has  proved  fo  difaftrous  to  this  country.     Your 
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i78umajefty's  miniftcrs  have,  by  falfe  affertions  and  fallacious- 
fuggeftions,  deluded  your  majefly  and  the. nation,  mto* 
the  prefent  unnatural  and  unfortunate  war.     The  coiife- 
quences  of  this  delufion  have  been,  that  the  trade  of 
this  country  has  fufFered  irreparable  loffes :  the  landed 
property  through  the  kingdom  has  been  depreciated  tO' 
the  moft  alarming  degree :  the  property  of  your  ma- 
jefty's  fubjefts,  veftcd  in  the  public  funds,  has  loft  above 
one  third  of  its  value :  private  credit  has  been  almoft 
wholly  annihilated,  by  the  enormous  intereft  given  in  the 
public. loans,  fuperior  to  that  which  is  allowed  by  law 
in. any  private  contraft:  your  majefty's  fleets  have  loft 
their  wonted  fuperiority :  your  arnnies  have*  Ijcen  cap-^ 
tured.;  your  dominions  have  been  loft:  and  your  ma-, 
jefty's  faithful  fubjeds  have  been  loaded  with  a  burden* 
of.  taxes,   which,   even  if  our  vidtories   had   been  a$ 
fplendid  as  our  defeats  have  been  difgraceful,  if  our  ac-t 
ceflion  of  dominion  had  been  as  fortunate  as  the  dif- 
memberment  of  the  empire  has  been  cruel  and  difaf- 
trous,  could  not  in  itfelf  be  confidered-  but  as*  a  great 
and  grievous  calamity.     We  befeech  your  majcfty  np- 
longer  to  continue  in  a  delufion,  from  which  the  nation 
has  awakened  ;  and  that  your  majefty  will  be  gradoufly 
pkafcd  to  telinquifh  entirely,  and  for  ever,^  the  plan  of 
reducing  our  brethren  in  America  to  obedience  by  force, 
'    We  further  humbly  implore  your  majefty^  that  your 
inajefty  will  be  graciqufly  pleafed  to  difmifs  from  your 
prefcnce  and  councils,  all  the  advifers,  both  public  and 
fecret,  of  the  mcafures  we  lament,  as  a  pledge  to  the 
world  of  your  majefty*s  fixed  determination  to  abandon 
a»fyftem  incompatible  with  the-  interefts  of  youf  crown^ 
and.;he  heppincfe  of  your  people.'* 

'  On 
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On  the  day  appointed  for  voting  the  army  fupplies,  !^'^ 
the  houfe  of  comnnons  was  early  and  uncjomnaonly  crowd-   it. 
ed.     The  oppofition  forefeeing  the  difficulties  miniftry    j 
would  be  under.  Was  induced  to  bring  forward  certsun 
motions,  which  might  difcover  the  number  of  thofe  in 
the  houfe,  who  with  refpeft  to  their  general  political  fen- 
timents,  agreed  in  opinion  with  them  on  the  profecu-  ^ 
tion  of  the  war.     A  coalition  from  ail  parties  was  de- 
figned,  for  the  fole  purpofc  of  obliging  the  crown  to  put 
an  end  to  the  attempt  of  reducing  the  Americans  to 
obedience  by  force.     Sir  James  Lowther  moved,  "  that 
all  our  efforts  to  fubjugate  America  have  been  fruitlefs, 
either  for  the  purpofe  of  fupporting  our  friends,  or  con- 
quering our  enemies ;  and  that  it  is  the  opinion  of  this 
houfe,  that  all  future  attempts  to  reduce  the  Americans 
to  obedience  by  force,  will  be  ineffeftual  and  injurious  ta: 
the  true  interefts  of  this  country,  by  weakening  her  powers 
to  refift  her  ancient  and  confederated  enemies."     Thefe 
motions  were  oppofed  by  the  whole  ftrength  of  govern-. 
ment ;  which  however  produced  but  a  fmall  majority, 
the  numbers  for  them  being  179,  and  againft  them  220. 
This  fufficiently.fhowed  a  prevailing  change  of  fentiment. 
in  regard  to  the  American  war  i  and  indeed  all  orders- 
6f  men  began  to  reprobate  it  with  unreftrained  free- 
dom. 

Before  the  adjournment  of  the  houfe  for  the:  holidays^ 
Mr.  Burke  brought  up  a  repre/entation  and  pray^y  ad'-: 
dreffed  to  the  houfe  of  commons  by  Mr.  Laurens  him- 
felf,  which  was  laid  on  the  table.     It  was  written  by  the: 
petitioner  with  a  black-lead  penciU   he  having,   as  is 
thought,  refufed  to  accept  of  fome;  indulgence^  latrfy' 
offered  him,  and  amgng  the  reft  that  of  pea  and  ink, 

the 
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'T^i.theufe  of  which  had  been  ftriftly  forbidden  him,  during 
"  the  greateft  part  of  his  confinement.  The  houfe  was 
alfo  informed  by  Mr.  Burke,  that  congrefs  had  offered 
to  exchange  gen.  Burgoyne  for  Mr.  Laurens  j  and  many 
reafons  were  urged  by  him  for  its  taking  place.  Mr. 
Laurens  was  at  length  brought  before  lord  Mansfield  on 
the  laft  day  of  the  year,  in  confequence  of  an  order  from 
the  fecretary  of  (late,  and  was  difcharged  upon  certain 
conditions.  He  then  repaired  to  Bath  for  the  recovery 
of  his  health,  which  had  been  much  impaired  by  his 
confinement  and  the  hardfhips  with  which  it  was  accom- 
panied. 

Before  the  1 2th  of  January,  miniftry  received  an  ac- 
count of  Statia's  having  been  furprifed  and  taken  by  the 
French.  The  marquis  de  Bouille  being  made  acquaint- 
ed with  the  fecurity  and  negligence  of  the  governor  and 
garrifon,  attempted  the  reduftion  of  the  ifland.  He 
embarked  about  2000  men  in  a  number  of  fmall  vef- 
fels  at  Martinico  j  and  knowing  that  the  only  prafticable 
landing  place  was  left  unguarded,  he  took  his  meafures 
fo  as  to  arrive  before  it  early  in  the  night.  An  unex- 
pcfted  rife  of  the  fea  caufed  the  lofs  of  feveral  boats 
and 'many  foldiers,  wliile  endeavouring  to  difembark. 
With  his  utmoft  efforts  he  could  only  land  about  400 
by  day-break :  there  was  no  hope  of  reinforcing  thena 
with  the  remainder  of  the  troops,  the  greater  part  of  the 
boats  having  been  broken.  He  faw  the  danger  of  his 
fituation,  that  a  retreat  was  impofTible  y  that  the  garri-? 
fon  was  nearly  double  his  own  number  j  and  that  nothing 
but  the  fuccefs  of  a  bold  adventure,  could  poffibly  fave 
.  him  and  his  troops  from  being  either  made  prifoners  or 
cut  to  pieces.    He  determined  upon  a  vigorous  attack, 

Thq 
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The  place  where  he  landed  was  about  two  leagues  from  »7*^- 
the  town  and  fort :  the  way  to  thefe  was  not  only  ex- 
tremely difficult,  but  interfefted  by  a  defile  in  which  a 
handful  of  men  could  have  flopped  an  army.  The 
troops  that  had  been  landed,  were  compofed  principally 
of  count  Dillon's  regiment,  a  part  of  the  Irilh  brigade 
in  the  French  fervice.  A  divifion  of  the  garrifon  was  ^^^ 
going  through  its  exercife  in  a  field  at  fome  diftancc 
from  the  fort.  It  rtiiftook  the  enemy,  as  their  red  uni- 
form was  the  fame  with  the  Englilh  i  and  did  not  re- 
treat till  it  had  received  a  clofe  difcharge  of  fmall  arnis, 
which  killed  and  wounded  feveral.  Upon  the  alarm 
pccafioned  by  the  volley,  thofe  of  the  garrifon  who  were  ^ 
in  quarters  hurried  to  the  'fort,  and  clogged  the  draw- 
bridge in  fuch  a  manner,  that  it  could  not  be  raife^ 
until  the  enemy  entered  pell  mell  along  with  them.  Lieut, 
col.  Cockburne,  the  governor,  who  had  been  taking  an 
early  ride,  returned  at  the  inftant  of  furprife,  and  was' 
made  prifoner  on  horfeback.  He  was  *^  guilty  of  cul- 
pable negleft,  in  not  taking  the  neceflary  precautions 
for  the  defence  of  the  ifland,  notwithftanding  {lehad  re- 
ceived the  fulleft  intelligence  of  an  intended  attack  */*  . 
Thus  was  Statia,  with  the  dependent  iflands  of  St.  Mar- 
tin and  Sab^  reduced  in  a  few  minutes  on  the  26th  ofNw* 
November,  with  the  lofs  to  the  French  of  no  more  than 
ten  foldiers  killed  and  wounded.  The  Britifh  garrifon 
confifted  of  677  men;  and  the  artillery  of  68'pieces  of 
cannon. 

The  marquis  de  Bouille  behaved  with  his  ufual  mag- 
nanimity, and  admitted  the  claims  of  the  original  pro- 
prietors to  various  articles  on  the  ifland.    A  confider- 

*  The  fentence  of  the  court  martiaL 

.     able   • 
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t^tu  able  fum  of  money  which  lieut.  col.  Cockburne  declared 
to  be  his,  was  with  the  generous  confent  of  the  French 
officers  reftored  to  him.  But  a  very  large  fum,  the  re^ 
ipainder  of  the  produce  of  the  late  fales,  and  faid  to  be 
the  property  of  adm.  Rodney  and  gen.  Vaughan,  be- 
came a  prize  to  the  viftors.  Their  whole  fpoil  has  been 
cftimated  at  two  millions  of  livres. 
.  When  count  de  Guichen  returned  from  his  cruife^ 
the  utfcoft  expedition  was  ufed  at  Breft  in  refitting  the 
French  fleet  for  the  fea,  notwithftanding  the  lateiiefs  of 
the  feafon.  The  reinforcing  of  count  dfe  Graflfe  ift 
the  Wefl:  Indies  with  troops  and  fhips  of  war,  was  ifidif- 
penfably  requifite;  ^nd  i^:.'was  forefeen,  that  he  wbuld 
want  on  that  ftation  alrhCtt  every  article  of  pf6vifiofti 
and  neceflary  of  life,  befide  an  irnmenfe  fup{)ly  of  miH* 
tary  and  naval  (lores  of  every  kind,  after  the  ktvict  Oil , 
the  North  American  coafts.  The  French  concluded 
alfo  upon  fending  a  reinforcement  of  troops  and  fliips  td 
Monf.  de  SufFrfein  in  the  Eaft  Indies,  where  the  demand 
for  naval  and  military  ftores  was  alf6  urgent.  A  Au-» 
merous  convoy  of  tranfports,  ftore  fhips  aftd  f)r6viiion 
veffels,  were  accordingly  gotten  in  readincifs  with  thft 
fame  diligence  as  the  fleet.  It  was  needful  to  guard 
againfl  the  defigns  of  the  Britifti,  the  prepai^tioh  wai 
therefore  extended  to  fuch  a  number  6f  nrien  6f  W^r^  a& 
was  thought  equal  to  the  proteftion  of  the  Whole,  till 
they  were  at  a  fafe  diftance.  Count  de  Guichen  W^ 
appointed  to  the  command  of  all,  while  he  remained  iA 
company  with  them.  The  fquadron  and  fleet  detained 
for  the  Weft  Indies,  was  intrufted  with  the  inarqub  d6 
Vaudreuil,  who  carried  out  a  confiderable  body  oi  latid 
forces,  with  a  full  confidence,  on  the  fide  of  both  Franci  '- 
I  .  and 
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and  Spain,  of  now  pcrfaSting  their  plan  for  the  reduc-  ^J^'- 
tion  of  Jamaica. 

The  intelligence  of  this  preparation,  and  in  a  mea- 
fure  of  its  objeft,  being  received  in  Britain,  adm.  Kem- 
penfclt  was  difpatched  in  the  beginning  of  Decenriber, 
with  12  fail  of  the  line,  a  50  gun  fhip,  four  frigates^ 
and  a  firefhip,  to  intercept  the  French  fquadron  and  con- 
voy. But  for  want  of  better  information  or  from  fonje 
other  caufe,  the  French  fleet  was  fo  much  fupcrior  to 
what  had  been  conceived,  and  to  Kempenfelt's  force, 
that  the  real  danger  lay  on  the  fide  of  the  latter.  Count 
de  Guichen  had  no  lefs  than  19  fail  of  heavy  line  of 
battle  Ihips,  befide  two  inagp  ar^pned  en  fiute^  as  the 
French  call  it,  when  the  Iowa*  deck  guns  are  placed  in 
the  hold  to  make  room  for  the  conveyance  of  a  mode- 
rate cargo. 

The  Britifti  admiral,  expefting  that  his  enemy  had 
only  an  equal  force  at  the  moft,  fortunately  fell  in  with  Dec* 
the  French  m  a  hard  gale  of  wind,  when  both  the  fleet 
and  convoy  were  much  difperfed,  and  the  latter  confi- 
derably  afl:ern.  Kempcnfelt  concluded  upon  profiting 
from  the  prefent  fituation,  by  endeavouring  to  cut  oflf  . 
the  convoy  in  the  firft:  inftance,  and  fighting  the  enemy 
afterward.  He  fucceeded  in  part.  A  great  number  of 
prizes  were  taken.  About  twenty  arrived  fafe  in  Britiih 
ports  J  while  feveral  that  ftruck  efcaped  in  the  night. 
Two  or  three  fhips  are  faid  to  have  been  funk.  A  num- 
ber muft  undoubtedly  have  loft  their  voyage,  through 
the  great  difperfion  of  the  convoy  which  neeeflfarily  ex- 
ifted.  The  French  commanders  were  in  the  mean  time 
coUefting  their  fleet,  and  forming  the  line  or  battle. 
Kempenfelt  alfo  having  coUeded  his  fhips  in  the  even- 
ing. 
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ijgT.ing,  and  being  ftill  ignorant  of  the  enemy's  force,  got 
upon  the  fanme  tack  with  them,  under  a  full  determina- 
tion of  engaging  them  the  next  morning.  At  day  light 
perceiving  them  to  leeward,  he  formed  the  line;  but 
difcovering  their  force  on  a  nearer  approach,  he  did  not 
think  it  advifable  to  hazard  an  aftion.  He  arrived  at 
Portfmouth  on  the  20th  of  December :  but  had  taken 
the  precaution  of  dilpatching  the  Agamemnon  to  pick 
up  any  ftragglers  from  the  Breft  fleet.  The  Agamem  • 
non  fortunately  fell  in  with  four  large  fliips  and  a  fnow 
from  Bourdeaux  to  Martinico,  meant  to  join  de  Gui- 
chen,  and  captured  them  on  the  25th. 

Near  iioo  land  forces,  and  between  6  and  700 "fea- 
men,  were  taken  in  the  prizes  captured  by  the  admiral, 
which  were  moftly  freighted  on  the  French  king's  ac- 
count. They  were  laden  chiefly  with  brafs  and  iron  ord- 
nance, gunpowder,  fmall  arms,  flints,  bomb-fhells,  can- 
non balls,  grenades  iij  a  prodigious  quantity,  iron  bars, 
fheetlead,  travelling  forges,  all  kinds  of  ordnance  {lores, 
tents,  camp  equipage,  foldiers  clothing  and  aiccoutrc- 
ments,  woollen  and  linen  goods  for  the  land  and  fea  fer- 
vice,  great  cables,  fail-cloth  and  cordage,  witH  every 
fupply  for  fhipping  in  a  great  amount,  wine,  oil,  bran- 
dy, rum,  flour,  bifcuit  and  faked  provifions,  all  in  large 
and  the  mofl:  neceflfary  in  prodigious  quantities. 

The  capture  was  valuable  and  important  j  but  ferved 
to  excite  the  diflatisfaftion  of  the  public,  who  fuppofed 
that  it  was  through  negleft,  that  Kempenfelt  had  not 
been  fupplied  with  a  force  which  would  have  enabled 
him  to  take  or  deftroy  the  whole  French  fleet  and  con- 
voy. A  great  clamor  was  raifed ;  which  was  probably 
increafed  by  the  attempts  made  in  both  houfes  of  par- 
liament^ 
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liament,  after  the  Chriftmas  recefs,  to  render  this  bufi-'7**« 
nefs  a  ground  of  complaint  and  charge  againft  the  firft 
lord  of  the  admiralty.     Mr.  Fox  moved,  on  the  7th  of  Feb. 
February,    the  following  refolution  la  the  committee, 
"  That  it  appears  to  this  committee,  that  there  was  gro6 
mifmanagement  in  the    adminiftration  of  naval  affairs 
in  the  year  178 1."      He,  fatd  in  his  fpeech  upon  the 
occafion — "  It  appears  from  the  papers  on  the  table^ 
'  that  for  feveral  weeks  before  the  failing  of  the  French 
fleet,  the  admiralty  had  been  in  the  courfe  of  receiving 
regular  intelligence  of  its  equipment;  and  that  it  was 
evident,  that  1 8  or  20  fail  of  the  line  were  in  readinefe 
to  put  to  fea."     Lord  Howe  on  the  fame  day  declared 
it  to  be  his  opinion,  that  the  early  intelligence  miniftry 
had  received  of  the  defigns  of  the  enemy,   left  them* 
without  excufe,  for  not  having  prepared  a  force  fuffi- 
cient  to  attack  them.     He  afked— "  Why  was  not  Sir    . 
George  Rodney  fent  out  with  adm.  Kempenfelt?  His^ 
fquadron  is  allowed  to  have  been  fit  for  fervite.*'     Mr.    * 
Fox's  motion  was  rejedled  by  a  very  great  majority,; 
after  long  and  warm  debates.     What  Kempenfelt  could' 
not  effedt  for  want  of  more  Ihips,  was  in  a  great  degree 
accomplifhed  in  another  way.     Count  de  Guichen's  fleet

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1782^1  The  eagcrnefs  of  the  Spaniards  to  gain  poffeflion  of 
Minorca  after  landing  on  the  ifland,  was  fo  exceflive,  as 
to  induce  them,  through  the  medium  of  a  bribe,  infidi- 
oufly  to  attempt  corrupting  the  fidelity  of  the  governor. 
The  duke  de  Crillon  fufFered  himfelf  to  become  the  in- 
ftrument  in  this  bufinefs.  General  Murray  treated  the 
infult  with  a  fuitable  difdain.  The  clofe  inveftiture  of 
Fort  St.  Philip,  from  the  time  of  the  enemy's  landing, 
wholly  prevented  the  garrifon's  being  fupplied  with  ve- 
getables. The  want  of  thefe,  deftroyed  in  a  great  mea- 
fure,  the  benefits  which  might  have  been  otlierwife  ex-. 
pefted  from  the  general  plenty  enjoyed  in  other  refpedls. 
The  fcurvy  raged  among  the  troops  to  a  high  degree, 
and  was  attended  by  a  putrid  peftilential  fever  and  a 
mortal  dyfentery.  Much  the  greater  part  of  the  Britifh 
Ibldiers  had  been  eleven  years  on  the  ifland,  and  had 
lived  conftantly  upon  lalt  provifions,  fo  that  the  want 
of  vegetables  was  the  more  fenfibly  felt,  when  they  came 
to  be  deprived  of  them.  The  progrefs  of  the  diftem- 
per  was  alfo  much  furthered  by  the  clofe  confinement 
of  the  men  within  the  narrow  limits  of  the  fortrefs  5  and 
ftill  more  fo  by  the  tainted  air  of  the  cafemates  and  fou- 
terrains,  which  the  cannonade  and  bombardment  of  the 
enemy  rendered  their  only  habitations,  and  which  be- 
came eveiy  day  more  pernicious  by  c<:cupancy.

The 
garrifon  confifted  only  of  2692  men  ;  of  thefe  lioi6  were 
Britifh  and  Hanoverian  regular  troops,  including  how- 
ever in  this  number,  400  invalids,  who  had  been  fent 
from  Britain  in  1775.     -^  marine  corps,  which  hadbeen 

formed 
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formed  upon  the  prefent  occafion,  and  was  of  excellent  '?**• 
fervice,  compofcd  the  greater  part  of  the  remainder,  A 
handful  of  Greeks  and  Corficans  alfo  behaved  with  much 
bravery.  The  works  of  the  fortrefs  were  fo  numerous, 
that  the  garrifon,  in  full  health,  did  not  amount  to  half 
the  number  which  would  have  been  neceffary  to  their 
efFeftual  defence.  This  weaknefs  probably  led  the  duke 
de  Crillon  to  lie  fomewhat  unguardedly  in  his  head  quar- 
ters at  Cape  Mola,  which  induced  a  vigorous  and  fuc- 
cefsful  fally  from  the  garrifon.  The  troops  employed 
in  it  furprifed  and  routed  the  enemy  5  chafed  the  duke 
from  his  poft,  and  fecured  themfclves  fb  *effe£bually  in 
it,  that  though  he  brought  up  his  whole  army  to  diflodge 
them,  he  defifted  from  the  attack;  and  left  them  to  re- 
turn the  following  night  in  fafety.  This  happened  early 
in  November,  about  the  time  when  the  enemy  opened 
their  bomb  batteries.  Though  the  befiegers  kept  a 
cautious  diftance  in  the  conftrudtion  and  progrefs  of 
their  works ;  yet  their  vaft  and  numerous  artillery  were 
fo  weighty,  powerful  and  inceflant  in  their  battery,  and 
fuch  fhowers  of  great  fhells  were  continually  poured  into 
the  place,  that  they  foon  ruined  the  upper  defences  of 
the  fortrefs,  and  rendered  ufelefs  a-  great  nuniiber  of 
cannon. 

The  garrifon  difplayed  the  greateft  zeal,  valor  and 
conftancy ;  but  in  the  beginning  of  February  was  fo 
much  reduced  by  ficknefs,  that  only  660  were  left  fit  for 
duty :  of  thefe,  all  but  one  hundred  were  fo  far  tainted 
with  the  fcurvy,  that  the  phyficiar^s  and  lurgcons  de- 
clared, that  they  could  hold  out  only  a  very  few  days^ 
before  they  muft  be  fent  to  the  hofpital.  They  alfo 
faid,  that  a  few  days  longer  obftinacy  in  defence  muft 
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prove  the  deftrudlion  of  the  remains  of  that  brave  gar- 
rifon,.  as  there  were  no  means  of  keeping  the  greater 
part  of  them  much  longer  alive,  but  by  a  fpeedy  relief 
of  wholefome  air,  aided  by  an  abundant  fupply,  of  ve- 
getables. The  neceflfary  guards  on  the  laft  night  of  de- 
fence, required  415  men  upon  duty,  fo  that  there  were 
only  245  left,  170  lefs  than  the  neccflary  number  for 
the  next  relief,  and  no  picquet  could  be  at  all  formed. 

Under  thefe  circumftances,  the  governor  was  reduced 
to  the  neceflity  of  capitulating.  He  obtained  all  the 
honors  of  war,  and  every  thing  he  required,  excepting 
that  of  freeing  the  garrifon  from  being  prifoners,  which 
the  duke  de  Crillon  aflured  him,  die  Spanifh  king  in 
his  inftruftions  had  particularly  tied  him'  down  .  from 
granting;  but  the  troops  were  to  be  fent  to  Britain, 
fubjeft  to  the  cuftomary  conditions  of  not  ferving  till 
exchanged,  or  difcharged  by  a  peace.  The  Corficans 
and  other  foreigners  were  fecured  in  their  perfons  and 
efFefts,  and  in  the  liberty. of  going  where  they  pleaied. 

The  poor  remain-s  of  the  garrifon,  while  marching

account  reaches  them ;  by  exciting  their  hopes  of 
foon  polTeffing  the  great  objeft  for  which  they  have  been 
contending.

St.  Kitt*s  was 
doomed  to  become  a  viftim  to  the  policy  and  power  of 
France.     The  marquis  de  Bouille-  landed  8cxx)  men  onjj^ 
the  ifland,  and  was  fupported  by  count  de  Grafle,  with  "• 
32  Ihips  of  the  line.     The  garrifon  under  gen.  Frafer     > 
did  not  exceed.

The 
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'782-  The  Britifti  fleet  under  Sir  Samuel  Hood,  confiding 
of  22  fhips  of  the  line,  was  then  at  Barbadoes.  That 
ifland  was  the  original  objeft  of  the  French  connman- 
ders  J  but  they  were  driven  fo  far  to  the  leeward  by  con- 
trary winds,  that  they  found  it  neceffary  to  change  their 
dcfign,  and  direft  their  attack  againft  St.  Kitt's.

tinico,  full  of  fhells  and  ordnance  ftores,  for  the  fiege 
of  Brimftone-hill,  which  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  Bri- 
ti(h,  feemed  to  comper>fate  in  fome  meafure  for  this  de- 
lay.

A  fenfe  of  the  poflible  confequencc  of;  this  ' 
movement,  in  cutting  the  French  fleet  off  from  all  com- 
munication with  their  army  on  ihwe,  led  them  to  fall 
upon  commodore  Affleck  with  the  utmoft  fury.  He 
commanded  and  clofed  the  rear  of  the  Britifli  fquadron, 
and  they  were  in  no  fmall  hope  of  cutting  off  that  di* 
vifion.  The  commodore  with  his  two  brave  feconds, 
lord  Robert  Manners  and  capt.  Comwallis,  Icept  up  (b 
able  and  unceafing  a  fire,  that  with  little  lofs  and  da* 
mage  to  thcmfelves,  they  contributed  much  to  the  co- 
vering of  the  other  Ihips  of  the  divifion,  while  they  were 
getting  into  their  ftations.  After  a  fharp  conflift,  the 
French  were  obliged  to  bear  away. 

The  next  morning  by  eight  o'clock,  the  Britifli  fine  afi, 
was  attacked  from  van  to  rear,  by  29  fail  of  the  enemy, 
for  nearly  two  hours,  without  having  the  leaft  vifiblc 
impreffion  made  upon  it*  The  French  then  wore  and 
flood  off  again  to  fea;  De  Graffe  not  yet  difcouraged, 
renewed  the  engagement  in  the  afternoon,  and  direftied 
his  attack  principally,  againft  the  centre  and  rear  divi- 
fions.  Thefe  he  hoped  to  overwhelm  by  the  fuperioridr 
of  his  force :  but  he  was  again  repulfed  with  greater  ^  . 
lofs  and  damage  than  before.  His  own  fhip,  the  ViU^ 
de  Paris,  fuffered  feverely,  and  received  no  lefs  than  84 
fhot  in  her  hull.  It  was  faid,  that  the  French  fent  a 
thoufand  wounded  to  Statia,  The  lofs  of  the  Britifti 
in  all  the  attacks  is  ftated  at  72  killed  and  244  wounded*^ 
From  that  time  the  coynt  kept  at  a  diftancc,  but  conti- 
nued conftantlyin  fight,  appearing  one  day  ^wtluj?  two^ 
decked  ihips,  and  another  with  only  29. 
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1782.      The  fuccefs  of  Sir  Samuel  Hood's,  bold  adventure 
produced  very  flattering  profpefts.     The  admiral  had 
no  doubt,  but  that  Brimftone  hill  would  hold  out,  till 
the  marquis  de  Bouille  and  count  de  Grafie  would   be 
glad  to  retire.     But  therein  he  was  miftaken.     The  in- 
habitants of  the  ifland,  on  the  firft  arrival  of  the  French, 
adopted  a  feeming  neutrality.      Governor  Shirley  indeed 
proceeded  with  350  militia  to  reinforce  gen.  Frafer's 
fmall  garrifon,  and  continued  bravely  to  encounter  all 
the  dangers,  and  patiently  to  endure  all  the  hardfhips  of 
the  flege.     The  French  clofely  invefted  the  hill  on   all 
fides,  on  the  night  of  their  landing  and  the  following 
morning.     The  artillery  deftined  to  ferve  in  the  attack 
on  Barbadoes  was  attempted  to  be  difembarked.     But 
the  veflel  which  conveyed  the  moft  heavy  and  effeftive 
part  of  it,  (truck  on  the  rocks  and  funk.     The  enemy 
however  were  not  difcouraged  by  this  lofs,  or  the  fubfe- 
quent  one  of  the  frigate  from  Martinico.     By  perfevering 
induftry  they  fifhed  up  no  fmall  part  of  the  artillery, 
fhells  and  flores  which  had  been  funk ;  and  the  men  of 
war  brought  a  frefh  quantity  of  heavy  ordnance  from 
Martinico.      Moreover,    the  very  micans  provided  for 
the  defence  of  the  garrifon,  were  unhappily  for  them 
employed  in  their  deftru6tion.     Eight  brafs  24  pounders, 
with  60CO  balls,  together  with  two   1 3  inch  brafs  mor- 
tars- and  1 500  Ihells,  which  had  been  fent  out  by  govern- 
ment to  furnifh  the  fortrefs,  inftead  of  having  been  re- 
moved up  to  the  works,  were  all  found  by  the  French 
at  the  foot;  of  the  hill,  and  proved  a  moft  feafpnablc 
and  neceffary  fupply.     The  hill  was  naturally  ftrong,  but 
the  works  at  the  top  were  not  anfwerable  to  its  jftrength ; 
and  were   little   calculated  to  withftand  the  batteries, 

whicl^ 
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which  the  poireffion  of  the  adjoining  country,  and  the  ^2^^* 
wcaknefs  of  the  garrifon  enabled  the  enemy  to  ereft  in 
the  nnoft  advantageous  pofitions.  The  Britilh  were  more- 
over totally  deftitute  of  intrenching  tools. 

The  marquis  de  Bouille  commenced   and  carried  on 
a  regular  fiege ;  but  was  incommoded  during  the  whole 
of  it,  by  a  moft  vigorous  fire  from  the  garrifon.     The 
toil  and  fatigue  of  the  French  was  exceffive'  in  fuch  a 
climate,  as  they  had  no  fubftitute  for  huriian  labor  in 
removing  their  artillery  and  heavy  flores.     The  trenches  ■ 
however  were  opened  in  the  night  between  the  i6th  and 
17th  of  January.     Sir  Samuel   Hood  took  the  earlieft 
opportunity,  on  his  arrival  off  the  ifland,  of  fending  an 
officer  to  Brimftone-hill,  accompanied  by  one  from  gen, 
Prefcott,  who  in  anfwer  to  the  oiTer  fent  to  gen.  Frafer, 
brought  back  the  following  meflage — -"  That  as  he  had 
taken  the  trouble  to  come  with  troops  to  his  affiftance, 
he  fliould  doubtlefs  be  glad  of  the  honor  of  feeing  him  ; 
but  that  he  was  in  no  want  either  of  him  or  his  troops." 
Prefcott  being  very  defirous  notwithftanding,  to  be  put 
on  fliore  with  his  Antigua  troops,  they  were  accordingly 
landed  on  the  28th,  together  with  the  69th  regiment,  and  28*. 
immediately  got  into  adion,  and  drove  the  enemy  with  con- 
fiderable  lofs  to  the  latter ;  but  as  no  folid  purpofe  could 
be  anfwered  by  the  continuance  of  the  troops  on  Ihore, 
they  were  taken  off  in  the  evening  of  the  29th,  without 
the  lofs  of  a  man.     All  communication  being  now  cut 
off  with  Brimftone-hill,  the  general  with  his  troops  failed  ^  , 
back  for  Antigua  on  the  ift  of  February.  ^  i! 

The  French  profecuted  their  works  and  attack  with 
unremitting  induftry.  During  the  laft  three  weeks  of 
the  fiege,  they  were  conftantly,  night  and  day,  canno-. 

nading      # 
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i78a.nading  and  bombarding  the  garrifonj  who  though  con- 
tinually thinned  by  the  numbers  killed  and  wounded, 
bore  the  inceflaht  fatigue  of  being  alway  under  arms, 
and  the  increafing  danger,  with  admirable  patience  and 
fortitude.  At  length,  the  works  on  one  fide  being  fo 
deftroyed  as  to  form  an  entire  and  complete  breach, 
and  there  being  not  more  than  500  men  left  able  to  gd 
through  duty,  and  Sir  Samuel  Hood  not  having  it  in 
his  power  to  afford  the  leaft  relief,  both  the  governor 

Feb.  and  gen.  Frafer  concluded  upon  propofing  a  capitula- 
tion i  which  the  marquis  de  Bouille  eagerly  embraced,- 
as  the  acquifition  of  time  for  further  operations  was  im- 
portant, and  as  fecurity  from  interruption  by  the  arrival 
of  a  Britifh  admiral  to  reinforce  Sir  Samuel  was  of  the 
firft  confequence.  Every  condition  they  propoftd  was 
agreed  to,  whether  in  favor  of  the  garrifon  or  ifland. 
The  former  were  allowed  all  the  honors  of  war  in  the 
fuUeft  fenfe ;  and  the  ifland  was  upon  the  befl:  footing 
it  could  be,  under  a  capitulation.  The  marquis  de 
Bouille,  with  his  ufual  elevation  of  foul,  by  the  laft  ar- 
ticle difcharged  gov.  Shirley  and  gen.  Frafer  from  being 
confidered  as  prifoners  of  w^r,  out  of  refpeft  to  their 
courage  and  determined  conduft ;  and  declared  that  the 
firft  might  return  to  his  government  of  Antigua,  and 
the  latter  continue  in  the  fervice  of  his  country. 

The  furrender  of  Brimftone-hill,  and  the  capitulation 
of  the  ifland,  rendered  the  longer  ftay  of  Sir  Sarhuel 
Hood  in  Baflc-Terre  road  equally  ufelefs  and  dangerous.* 
Befide,  the  French  had  been  joined  by  two  fliips  of  the- 
line  from  Europe ;  fo  that  count  de  Grafie  pofleflTed  the 
fuperiority  of  34  to  22  ftiips  of  the  line.     The  count 

!+•    anchored  off  Nevis  on  the  14th,  die  day  on  which  that 

ifland 
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ifland  followed  the  fate  of  St.  Kitt's  and  furrendered.  i-jSi. 
Sir  Samuel  left  Baffe-Terre  road  the  fame  night,  un- 
perceived  as  he  imagined,  for  not  one  of  the  French 
ihips  was  to  be  feen  in  the  morning ;  though  when  his 
fleet  flipped  their  cables,  the  other  lay  within  five  miles 
and  with  their .  lights  full  in  view.  The  furrender  of 
Montferrat  on  the  2  2d,  neceflarily  fucceeded  the  lofs  of 
the  two  before-mentioned ;  fo  that  of  all  the  former  nu- 
merous Britifli  pofleflions  in  the  Weft  Indies,  there  re- 
main only  Jamaica,  Barbadoes  and  Antigua.  Notwith- 
ftanding  the  reduftion  of  Brimiftone-hill  might  coft  the 
French  1000  foldiers,  and  count  de  Graffe  might  lofe 
full  I  coo  failors  by  engaging  the  Britifh  fleet,  their  re- 
maining ftrength  was  fo  great,  that  the  defign  againft 
Jamaica  muft  have  been  revived,  efpecially  as  the  Spa- 
niards had  a  powerful  fleet,  and  a  great  body  of  land 
forces,  in  the  iflands  of  Hifpaniola  and  Cuba,  ready  to 
join  de  GraflTe  in  an  attack  upon  it. 

After  mentioning  en  paflTant,  that  the  marquis  de  la 
Fayette  and  vifcount  de  Noailk  arrived  at  Paris  on  the 
120th  of  January  frotn  America,  and  that,  commodore 
Johnftone  returned  to  Portfmouth  from  the  neighbour-- 
hood  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  on  the  28th  of  Fe- 
bruary 5  I  fliall  relate  what  has  pafled  in  the  United 
Provinces  of  Holland,  and  in  the  dominions  of  the  em- 
peror of  Germany. 

You  will  recolleft  the  circumftance  of  Mr.  John 
Adams's  prefenting  a  memorial  to  the  States  General  in 
April  1781.  The  French  minifter  would  have  hindered 
his  prefenting  it,  but  could  not  prevail.  Mr.  Adams 
was  determined  at  all  hazards  to  follow  his  own  judg- 
ment i  which  he  did  in  the  moft  independent  nnapner, 

in 
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Mr.  Adams,  on  Thurfday,  March  the  aSth. — Zealand  »7^«» 
the  fame  on  the  4th  of  April  :—0 very ffel  on  the  5th  : 
— Groningen  on  the  9th  : — Utrecht  on  the  10th: — and 
Guilderland  on  the  17  th  of  April.     On  Friday  the  I9th^ 
it  was  refolved  by  the  deputies  of  the  States  General, 
that  Mr.  Adams  be  admitted  and  acknowledged.     The 
next  day  he  waited  on  Mr.  Boreel  who  prefided  that 
week,  and  prefented  to  him  a  letter  from  congrefs,  dated 
Jan.  I,  178 1,  containing  a  credence.     On  Monday  the  AprU 
Q.2d  it  was  refolved,   "  That  the  faid  Mr.  Adams  is  *** 
agreeable  to  their  high  mightinefles  j  that  he  Ihall  be  ac- 
knowledged in  quality  of  minifter  plenipotentiary ;  and 
that  there  (hall  be  granted  to  him  an  audience,  or  affign- 
ed  commiffioners,  when  he  fhall  demand  it." 

"  Do  not  you  think  that  the  Dutchmen  have  behaved 
bravely  at  lafl:  ?  It  is  a  great  deal  for  them,  after  fo  long 
a  negleft  of  all  enterprife,  and  fuch  a  fettled  devotion 
to  gain,  to  afpire  at  being  the  fecond  power  in  Europe 
to  acknowledge  American  independence,  which  they 
have  done  with  great  eclat.  They  never  did  any  thisig 
with  more  good  will.  They  think  it  with  rcafon  one  of 
the  brighteft  periods  of  their  hiftory.  It  was  the  naval 
battle  of  Dogger's  Bank  which  raifed  their  courag*. 
When  they  found  that  the  fingers  of  their  marine  waiw 
riors  had  not  forgotten  to  fight,  they  began  to  think  that 
they  might  venture  upon  a  political  maruEUvre  *." 

The  Dutch  are  chagrined  with  the  intelligence  from 
Baffora,  contained  in  the  London  Gazette  of  April  the 
13th,  and  are  apprehenfive  that  their  fettlements  of  Sa* 
dras,  Hulicat  and  Bimlipatam,  with  fome  other  places

What  follows  will  afford  you  peculiar  pleafure,  as  fa-

Th^  c:n>perpr  ha^  likewife  caufcd  an  edi<5t 
u)f  the  aSth  of  laft  November,  to  be  published  at  Bruf- 
tfcls,   abfolving  tl>e  religious  orders  in'  the  Low  Coun- 
tries fronfi  all  foreign  independence  whatfoeven     On  the 
^  9th  of  January,  the  following  notification  appeared  in 
jdve  Vienna  Gazette — "  Notice  is  hereby  given  to  all 
^thofe  who  have  hitherto  kept  out  of  their  CQWtty  on 
account  of  the  religion  they  prpfefs,   that  his  majefty 
pardons  them,  oA  condition  that  they  return  in  the  qpur^

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of  the  year  1782,  promifmg  that  they  fhall  enjoy  the^?^^* 
fame  benefits  as  thofe  who,  on  account  of  religion,  had 
quitted  the  place  of  their  birth,  and  taken  up  their  abode 
in  other  provinces  belonging  to  his  faid  majefty/*  His 
majefty  has  moreover  abolifhed  feveral  religious  orders. 
His  edid  for  the  abolition  of  various  convents  has 
taken  place  at  Prague,  Brunn,  Olmutz,  &c.  and  the 
nuns  and  friars  are  freed  from  their  vows.  The  pof- 
feffions  of  the  already  abolifhed  monafteries  exceed  what 
could  be  imagined.  It  is  laid  to  be  the  int€nti<Ki  of 
his  majefty,  to  appropriate  all  the  money  he  may  obtain 
by  the  abolitions  to  charitable  ufes. 

The  emperor  has  caufed  a  refcript  to  be  circulated 
throughout  his  dominions,  containing  the  reafons  and 
principles  which  have  induced  him  to  difdaim  all  fubor- 
dination  to  the  pope  in  fecular  affairs.     They  are  in 
fhort  thefe — "  That  it  is  the  higheft  abfurdity  to  pre-   : 
tend  that  the  fucceflbrs  of  the  apoftles  had  a  divine  right    \ 
to  more  authority  than  they  themfelves  ever  exerted:    | 
nor  is  any  man  ignorant,  that  our  Lord  Jefus  Chrift  only    » 
charged  them  with  funftions  entirely  fpiritual :  ift.  With   5 
the  preaching  of  the  gofpel.     2dly,  With  the  care  of  the-^ ! 
propagation  of  it.     3dly,  With  the  adminiftration  of  the 
facraments,  (that  is,  of  thofe  which  are  fpiritual.)  4thly, 
With  the  care  of  the  church."     They  are  the  fame  prin- 
ciples as  were  publilhed  by  father  Paul  in  his  Rights  of 
fovereigns  and  fubjeds  :  or  to  afcend  to  a  much  higher 
authority,  in  the  Books  of  the  New  Teftament,  by  the 
Supreme  Head  of  the  chrijiian  churchy  who  declared,  my 
kingdom  is  not  cf  this  world. 

The  meafures  adopted  and  perfifted  in  by  the  em- 
peror, occafioned  great  commotions  at  Rome.     The 

R  ^  pope 
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'V^^^pope  had  feveral  conferences  on  the  fubjeft  with  his  car-^ 
dinals,  in  which,  notwithftanding  his  great  age,  he  de- 
termined on  a  journey  to  Vienna,  This  was  notified  to 
his  nioft:  dear  fon  in  Jefus  Chrift,  Jofeph,  illuftrious 
.  apoftolic  king  of  Hungary,  alfo  of  Bohemia,  king  ele6t 
of  the  Romans,  in  a  brief  addrcfled  to  him,  and  given 
at  Rome  by  Pope  Pius  VI.  on  the  fifteenth  of  Decem- 
ber 178 1,  and  of  his  pontificate  the  7th  year.  Jofeph 
in  his  anfwer  told  his  moft  holy  father,  that  he  fhould 
receive  him  with  all  the  refpedt  and  attention  due  to  his 
exalted  ftation  j  but  that  the  journey  would  be  fuperfki- 
ous,  zs  he  was  abfolutely  determined  in  his  judgment. 
The  journey  was  however  undertaken ;  and  the  fovereign 
Roman  pontiff  arrived  at  Vienna  March  the  2  2d,  where 
he  remained  till  April  the  2  2d,  when  he  fet  out  on  his 
return  to  Rome,  fully  convinced  that  his  moft  dear  fon 
had  fent  him  a  true  anfwer.

Rcxhuryy  May  23,  1782, 

TH  E  afts  of  congrefs  demand  our  firft  attention, 
On  the  23d  of  February,  they  refblved  to  au- 
23. '   thorize  the  commander  in  chief  to  agree  to  the  exchange 
of  earl  Cornwallis,  by  compofition,  provided  that  the 

honor- 
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honorable  Henry  Laurens  efq;  (hall  be  liberated -and  pro-  17821^ 
per  aflurances  obtained,  that  all  accounts  for  the  fupport 
of  the  convention  prifoners,  and  all  other  prifoners  of 
war,  fhall  be  fpeedily  fettled  and  difcharged. 

The  fuccefs  which  had  attended  the  operation  of  the 
allied  forces  in  Virginia,  and  other  favorable  appearances 
confpiring,  the  French  court  turned  their  attention  to- 
v/ard  the  procuring  from  congrefs  the  appointment  of. 
thofe  American  commiffioners  for  negotiating  a  peace, . 
and  with  thofe  inftruftions,  that  would  be  perfedtly  agree-: 
able  to  them.  Sundry  communications  from  their  mi- 
nifter  plenipotentiary  were  laid  before  that  auguft  body 
of  delegates  from  the  United  States,  which  were  refer- 
red to  the  fecretary  for  foreign  affairs^  who  on  the  8th 
of  February  delivered  in  a  report,  part  of  which  Nvas ' 
agreed  to,  and  the  remainder  referred  to  a  committee. 
Mr.  John  Adams  was  fo  far  from  being  approved  of  by 
Monf.  de  Vergennes,  as  the  fole  negotiator  in  that  im- 
portant bufinefs,  that  the  French  minifter  labored  to 
have  him  wholly  excluded;  and  complained  heavily 
of  his  ftiffnefs  and  tenacioufnefs.  Letters  had  pafled 
between  them  upon  the  fubjeft  of  the  refolve  for  fixing 
the  paper  money  at  forty  for  one,  which  Vergennes 
confidered  as  an  aft  of  bankruptcy.  Mr,  Adams  per-^ 
fifted  in  defending  the  proceeding  with  fo  much  refolu- 
tion,  that  the  French  minifter  at  length  informed  him, 
that  the  king  enjoined  filence  for  the  future  on  the  fub- 
jeft.  The  meafures  v/hich  had  been  purfued  in  Hol- 
land by  Mr.  Adams,  were  alfo  difpleafing,  as.  they  tra- 
verfed  the  policy  of  the  French  court.  Letters  were  at. 
length  fent  to  the  French  plenipotentiary  at  Philadcl* 
phia,  expreffing  the  opinion  of  his  court,  that  they  Ihould 

R  3  not; 
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11^^*  Mt  be  able  to  do  bufincfs  in  confort  with  Mr.  Adams. 
When  the  fame  had  been  comn[iunicated  to  congrcfs,  a 
committee  was    appointed  to    confer   with   the   che- 
valier de  Lu2Cmc  on  the  affair.     A  leading  perlbn  in 
the  committee  was  unwilling  that  the  American  minifter 
ftould  be  facrificed  to  the  difpleafure  of  the  French 
cotnt,  when  the  offence  was  occafioncd  by  his  zeal  to 
ftrve  his  country.     It  was  therefore  propofed,  that  he 
Ihould  be  inftrufted  to  d6  no  one  thing  without  the  con- 
fcnt  and  approbation  of  the  French  court :  but  that  he 
ihould  attend  to  his  former  inflruftions,  and  endeavour 
dSl  in  his  power  to  obtain  the  fiihery,  &c.  but  i\ot  ta 
make  them  a  Jine  qua  non.     This  did  not  iatisfyj  for  it 
was  obferved,    that  notwithftanding  fuch .  inftniftions, 
Mr.  Adams  might  obftruft  the  negotiations  by  not  join- 
ing in  them.    The  faid  perfon  judging  it  would  be  fafeft 
16  put  confidence  in  the  French,  moved  that  Mr.  Adams 
Ihould  be  ultimately  direfted  and  guided  by  the  fen- 
timents  of  the  French  court,  which  being  agreed  to  and 
communicated,    fatisfied  the  chevalier.      Afterward  it- 
was  thought  advifable  by  fome  of  the  fouthem  dele- 
gates, that  others  fhould  be  joined  with  Mr.  Adams  j 
and   accordingly  congrefs   agreed,    that  the  honorable 
John  Adams,  Benjamin  Franklin,  John  Jay  and  Henry 
Laurens,  fhould  be  their  commifTioners  for  negotiating 
a"  peace.      Thrir  commilTions  were  accompanied  with 
the  following  inftruftions— "  You  are  to  concur  in  be- 
half of  die  United  States,  with  his  mofl  chriftian  ma- 
jefly,  in  accepting  the  mediation  propofed  by  the  cm- 
prefs  of  Ruffia  and  the  emperor  of  Germany.— You 
arc  to  accede  to  no  treaty  of  peace,  i.  which  Ihall  not 
effeaually  fecure  the  independence  and  fbvereignty  6f

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•the  Thirteen  States,  according  to  the  foHn-ted  ege6bl7**» 
of  the  treaties  fubfifting  between  the  faki  ftites  and  hijs 
moft  chriftian  majefly ;  and  2.  m  which  the  faidftreatii^ 
Ihall  not  be  left  in  their  full  force  and  v^dity.*-*A$  to 
boundaries  and  other  particulars  we  refer  ycju  to  tbein-.   * 
ftruftions  given  Mr.  Adams,  dated  the  1 4th  of  Auguft     ■  * 
1779,  and  i8th  of  Oftober  1780.     We  think  it  unfafe 
at  this  diftance  to  tie  you  up  by  abfolute  and  peremp- 
tory direftipns,  on  any  other  fubjeft  than  the  two  cflen>- 
tial  articles  above-mentioned.     You  are  at  liberty  to  fe** 
cure  the  interefts  of  the  United  States^  in  fuch  manner 
as  circumftances  may  direft;   and  as  the  ftatc  of  ihfe 
belligerent,  and  difpofition  of  the  mediating  powers  iDft/ 
require.— You  are  to  make  the  mcrfl  candid  and  confi'^ 
dential  communications  upon  all  fubjefta  to  the  mini?, 
fter  of  the  king  of  France;  to  undertake  nothing  in  the 
negotiation  for  peace  or  truce  ;Without  their  knowledge 
and  concurrence,   and  ultinaately  to  govern  ypurfelves 
by  their  advice  and  opinion,  endeavouring  in  your  whole 
conduft  to  make  them  fenfible,  how  much  ^t  rely  on 
his  majefty's  influence  for  eflfeftual  fupport,:  incveiy 
thing  neceffary  to  the  prefent  fecurity  or .  future  prof. 
perity  of  the  United  States. — If  a  difReuky  IhouW  oc- 
cur in  the  courfe  of  the  negotiation  for  peace,  from  th« 
backwardnefs  of  the'Britifh  to.  make  a/bftrial  acknow* 
ledgment  of  our  independence,  you  arc  at  liberty  to 
agree  to  a  truce,  or  to  make  fuch  other  conceiTiOfis;  as    \ 
may  not  afieft  the.  fubftance  of  what  we  contend^  for^    ^• 
and  provided  that  Britain  be  not  left  in  pofleffion  of  any 
part  of  the  Thirteen  United  States.'*       ^  »  > 

The  committee  to  whbm  was  rrferred  the*  nriemorial 
^f  the  minifter  of  France^  vwere  dirciSled^tajr.  oongcefe  to 
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«7S«-commuAicite  confidentially  to  the  faid  minifter,  the  fiib- 
ftance  of  the  foregoing  inftruftions.     The  commiffions 
and  inftruftiorts  were  fent  to  France  foon  enough  to  ad- 
mit of  their  being  received  early  in  May. 
Mai^.-     On  Sunday  the  24th  of  March,  capt.  Jofliua  Hud- 
dy,  who  commanded  the  troops  at  the  bloek-houfe  on 
Tom's  river  in  Monmouth  county.   New  Jerfey,   was 
attacked  by*  a  number  of  refugees  from  New  York  ; 
-and  taken  after  defending  himfclf  gallantly  till  all  his 
•ammunition  was  expended.     He  was  kept  in  clofexuf- 
\  tody ;  and  on  Monday  the  8th  of  April  was  told,  *^  Th^t 
l/he  was  ordered  to  be  hanged."     Four  days  after  he  was 
,2^1^  fent  out  with  a  party  of  refugees,  and  hanged  about  ten 
o'clock  on  the  heights  of  Middletown.i  -The  following 
4abel  was  affixed  to  his  breaft — "  We  the  refugees,  hav- 
ing with  grief,   long  beheld  the  cruel  murders  of  our 
brethren,-  ^nd  finding  nothing  but  fuch  meafures  daily 
carrying  into    execution— we  therefore  determine  not 
to  fufFer  without  taking  vengeance  for  the  numerous  cru- 
elties, and  thus  begin  (and  I  fay  may  thofe  lofe  their 
liberty  who  do  not  follow  on)  and  have  made  ufe  of 
captain  Huddy  as  the  firft  objeft  to  prefent  to  your 
view;    and  further  determine  to  hang  man  for  man, 
while  there  is  a  refugee  exifting.     Up  goes  HUDDY 
for  PHILIP  WHITE."     PhUip  White  was  taken  by 
a  party  of  the  Jerfey  people  on  the  30th  of  March, 
and  was  kilkd  in  attempting  to  make  his  cfcape  after- 
ward. 

When  this  affair  was  made  known  to  gen.  Wafhing- 

ton,  he  propofed  a  number  of  queftions,  on  the  c;afe  of 

'     captain  Huddy,  to  the  general  officers  and  others,  who 

were  for  retaliation.     However,  inftead  of  immediately 

executing 
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executing  an  officer  of  equal  rank  with  Huddy  upon  re-  'It ^«» 
ceiving  proofs   of  his  murder,    WafhingtQn  wrote  to    I 
Clinton,  that  unlefs  the  perpetrators  of  that  deed  were   j- 
delivered  up,  he  fhould  be  .under  the  difagreeable  nc-    1 
ceffity  of  retaliating.     On  the  26th,  he  fent  a  letter  to   ^ 
congrefs,  with  the  copy  of  a  rnemorial  from  the  inha* 
bitants  of  the  county  of  Monmouth,  and  fundry  affida- 
vits refpefting  the  death  of  the  captain  ;  which  produced 
the  following  refolutio^  on  the  29th^^^  That  congrefs  29* 
having  deliberately  confidered  the  faid  letter  and  the  pa-      1 
pers  attending  it,  and  being  deeply  imprefled  with  the 
neceffity  of  convincing   the  enemies  of  thefe  United 
States,  by  the  moft  decided  conduft,  that  the  repetition 
of  their  unprecedented  and  inhuman  cruelties,  fo  con- 
trary to  the  laws  of  nations  and  of  war,  will  be  no  longer . 
fuffered  with  impunity,  do  unahimoufly  approve  of  the     * 
firm  and  judicious  conduft  of  the  commander  in  chief     \ 
in  his  application  to  the  Britifli  general  at  New  York,      \ 
and  do  hereby  aflure  him  of  their  firmeft  fupport  in  his 
fixed  purpofe  of  exemplary  retaliation/*     What  altera- 
tion may  be  produced  by  the  change  of  Britifh  generals, 
remains  to  be  difcovered.     Sir  Guy  Carleton  arrived  at 
New  York  on  the  5th  of  May,  and  is  now  commander  May 
in  chief  of  the  king's  forces  in  America.    .  From  his    ^* 
tried  and  known  humanity,  it  may  be  concluded  with 
certainty,  that  no  afts  of  barbarity  will  be  fupported  by 
his  countenance. 

Negotiations  were  carried  on  the  laft  year  between 
fome  leading  perfons  belonging  to  Vermont  and  the  Bri-      \ 
tifli  in  Canada  and  New  York  i  which  produced  jea-       \ 
loufies  in  the  minds  of  feveral,  who.  thought  that  the 
rulers  meant  to  unite  diat  country  to  Great  Britain,  con- 
trary 
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»•  trary  to  the  wifh  and  without  the  knowledge  of  the  .in^- 
habitants  in  general,  Mr.  Thomas  Chittenden,  the  go-, 
vcrnor,  was  addreffed  in  a  letter  of  January  the  if^ 
vpoh  die  fubjeft,  by  a  gentknnan  of  the  firft  confc- 
quence ;  to  whom  he  gave  the  mofl  pofidve  afTurances, 
that  fuch  negotiations  were  fo  far  innocent,  that-  there 
never  was  any  ferious  intention  of  joinmg  Great  Britain 

I       in  their  attempts  to  fubjugatc  the  United  States.     But 
the  intercourfe  had  undoubtedly  a  bad  tendency ;  and 

j  gave  the  Britifti  fome  ground  to  hope,  that  they  fhould 
ainnex  die  people  of  Vermont  to  their  interefts. 
.  General  Wafhington  wpote  to  gov.  Hancock  on  the 
31.  jift  of  January.  The  letter  was  upon  public  bufineft, 
and  urged  the  fpeedy  pointed  and  efifedhial  compliaiftcc 
/  of  the  ftate,  with  the  requifitions  of  congrefs  for  com- 
pleting their  battalions  j  diat  fo  all  die  fruits  of  the 
{^icceBhs  of  the  preceding  c^ampaign  might  not  be  thrown* 
^mzy,  by  an  ingtorious  winter  of  languor  and  inaiftivity. 
It  infifted  on  the  neceffity  of  having  a  powerful  army 
early  in^  die  field.  *^  Soon,"  fays  the  general,  "  might 
we  hope  to  enjoy  all  the  bleffings  of  peace,  if  we  could 
fee  again  the  fame  animation  in  the  caufe  of  our  comv* 
try  inlpiring  every  breaft,  the  fame  paffion  for  freedom 
and  milit^  gk>ry  impelling  our  youths  to  the  field,  and 
the  fennc  difinterefted  patriotifm  pervading  every  rank 
of  men,  as  was  confpicuous  at  the  commencenrvent  of 
this  glorious  revolution."  He  preffed  the  fumiifaing  of 
the  recruits  in  fcafon,  and  the  eftablifhing  of  checks  to 
prevent  impofidons  as  to  the  quality  of  the  men,  thac 
none  might  be  accepted  but  able  bodied  and  efie&iYe>. 
and  that  it  might  not  be  attempted  to  impofe  opoa 
them  decrcpki  or  invproper  men  or  boys  as^  iddkn. 

Near 
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Near  the  end  of  April  he  obfcrvcd,  that  the  efficient  '7^** 
operating  force  of  the  northern  aroiy  ^uld  be  no  more 
than  7,553  rank  and  files  and  that  be  fhould  be  uncan- 
did,  was  he  not  to  acknowledge,  eliat  lie  did  not  expert 
it  would  be  increafed  by  recruits  in  the  courfe  of  the 
campaign  to  more  than  io,©oo  fit  for  duty  in  the  field* 
He  eftimated  the  royal  force  in  New  York,  including 
their  eftablifhed  corps  of  provincials  at  9,000,  and  their 
militia  refugees  and  independent,  companies  at  400O3  in 
all  13,000;  befidc  about  3,300  at  Charlcftown,  and 
about  700  at  Savannah.  •     ' 

The  bank  of  North  America  opened  at  Philadelphia 
on  the  7th  of  January.     Through  the  eftablilhment  of 
it,  Mr.  Morris,  the  fij^ancier,  was  enabled  to  fuppeit 
credit,  and  to  keep  things  in  motion  till  the  a3d  of^prH 
April.     Without  that  he  muft  have  ftopped;    for, the  ^^* 
public  money  was  exhaufted^  and  he  had  not  atfthafi 
hour  received  one  farthing  from  any  ftate  in  the  unio©*- 
There  was  too  much  caufe  for  complaining  of  a  dit 
graceful  languor  in  moft  of  the  governments ;  and  wbkh- 
has  its  origin  in  fclfifli  views^  party  ^irit  or  worfe  mo^ 
tives.     The  ftateswere  half  a  million  of  dollars  in  debt 
on  this  year's  taxes,  which  had  been  raifed  by  anticipa- 
tion on  that  fyftem  of  credit  which  Mr^  Morris  had  cre- 
ated.    On  the  14th  of  May  hethui  exprefled  himfelfj^y 
in  a  letter  to  gov.  Hancock-*-"  On  the  ift  of  January-  H» 
1782,  with  a  heavy  arrearage  for  178 1,  unpaid  on  the 
face  of  the  requifitions  of  congrefs,  I  had  to  provide  for 
a  three  months  expenditure,  when^  no  man  w<Hild  tpuft 
the  public  for  a  fingle  dollar  :  your  legiflature  knew  the 
ftate  of  public  credit  as  well  as  I  did*     Inftead  of  pro* 
viding  money  for  the  ift  of  Aprils  they  have  made  na

1 7 ^2»  effort  for  that  purpofe  which  can  take  cffeft  before  the 
id  of  June.  Now  then  let  us  fuppofe  every  ftate  ia 
the  union  to  be  as  negligent,  and  nnany  of  tlienn  are 
much  more  fo,  what  can  gentlemen  promife  themfclves. 
I  apprehend  the  moft  terrible  cohfequences.  I  beg  you 
to  prefs  an  immediate  payment  of  money,  the  neceffity 
of  which  it  is  not  eafy  to  conceive,  nor  prudent  to  de- 
clare." The  French  king  allotted  in  December  laft  fix 
millions  of  livres  to  the  affiftance  of  the  United  States, 
and  the  financier  was  allowed  to  draw  for  500,000  tour- 
nais  monthly.  This  was  but  half  he  afkfed  for ;  and  he 
hopes  that  the  other  fix  millions  may  be  granted,  as 
that  arrangement  had  been  made  before  the  arrival  of 
the  marquis  de  la  Fayette.  The  moft  peremptory  de- 
clarations however  attended  that  grant,  that  it  was  all 
the  United  States  were  to  have.  Previous  to  the  re- 
ceipt of  the  news  of  the  grant,  the  financier  had  been 
obliged  to  hazard  drafts  for  500,000  livres,  and  to  or- 
der Dr.  Franklin  to  refell  the  goods  bought  in  Holland, 
if  he  had  no  other  means  of  paying  the  bills.  He  re- 
quefted  the  minifter  of  France,  and  the  fecretary  of  fo- 
i^igh  affairs,  and  the  fecre^aiy  at  war,  to  keep  the  grant 
from  congrefs,  and  all  other  perfons,  ^s  rtiuch  a§  pof- 
fiblc,  through  fear  that  if  it  came  to  the  knpwledge  of 
the  feveral  legiflatures,  they  who  had  not  paffed  their 
tax  bills,  would  no  longer  think  it  neceffary  tq  pafs  them, 
and  inftead  of  exerting  thentifelyes,  WQuld  hang  their 
hopes  on  foreign  aid. 

The  affairs  of  South  Carolina  and  Georgia  fhall  now 
be  related. 

.  General  Greene's  army  took  its  pofition  on  col.  San- 
ders's plantation  at  Round  O,  on  the  7  th  of  laft  De- 
cember^ 
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cember.  On  the  14th,  the  general  wrote  to  the  Ame- 1?^^* 
rican  board  of  war — "  We  cannot  advance  upon  the 
enemy  for  want  of  ammunition,  though  we  have  been 
in  readinefs  more  than  ten  days.  I  have  not  a  quire  of 
paper  in  the  world,  nor  are  there  two  in  the  army.  We 
broil  moft  of  our  meat,  for  want  of  camp  kettles.'*  On  ^ . 
the  4th  of  January,  he  congratulated  the  army  on  the  ^ 
arrival  of  major  general  St.  Clair  and  the  reinforcement 
under  his  command.  Within  a  week  after,  the  army 
moved  down  to  Jackfonborough  (about  35  miles  from 
Charleftown)  fo  to  Stono,  and  then  on  the  i6th  to  col. 
Skerving's,  on  the  eaft  fide  of  the  Edifto,  about  5  miles 
from  Jackfonborough.  Greene  left  it  when  the  move* 
ment  commenced,  and  crofling  the  Edifto,  proceeded 
to  join  the  light  troops  tinder  cob.  Lee  and  Laurens. 
He  informed  the  fecretary  at  war  from  his  head  quarters 
near  Charleftown  on  the  23d — "  I  would  order  the  re^ 
turns  you  require,  but  we  really  have  not  paper  to  make 
them  on,  not  having  had  for  months  paft  even  paper  to 
make  provifion  returns,  or  to  record  the  neceffary  re- 
turns of  the  army."  The  next  day  he  wrote — "  Since  24. 
we  have  been  in  the  lower  country,  through  the  difficulty 
of  tranfportation  we  were  four  weeks  without  ammuni-i 
tion,  while  there  was  a  plenty  of  this  article  at  Char-*  ' 
lotte.  We  lay  within  a  few  miles  of  the  enemy  with 
not  fix  rounds  a  man.  Had  they  got  knowledge  and 
availed  themfelves  of  our  fituation,  they  might.  Jiave 
ruined  us.  The  ftates  here  are  become  fo  tardy,  as  to 
regard  reprefentations  little  more  than  idle  dreams,  or 
an  eaftern  tale.  We  may  write  till  we  arc  blind  j  and 
the  local  policy  of  the  ftates,  in  perfed  fecurity,  will 
counteract  ouf  wifhjrf/'     The  following"  extrads  from 

•  his 
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«?8a.hi^  letters  vwU'bc  the  moft  acceptable  medium  of  con* 
-veying  hk  fcntiments— "  Jan.  ^8th.  I  was  well  in- 
formed you  had  let  in  fome  prejudices  to  my  difadvan-^ 
tage,  fuch  as  my  being  more  influenced  by  men  th^n 
nleafurcs,  and  that  in  the  field  I  had  neither  aftivity  nor 
cnterprife.  However  mortifying  thefc  things  were,  my 
pride  would  not  permit  me  to  undeceive  you;  ^d  fuch 
.  was  my  fituation  at  that  time,  that  it  would  have  beeii 
difficult,  if  not  impradticable,  had  I  attemf«:ed  it.  My 
.  military  conduft  muft  fpeak  for  itfeE  I  have  only  to 
obferve,  that  I  have  not  been  at  liberty*  to  follow  niy 
own  gcniusi  till  lately,  and  here  I  have  had  more  embar- 
raflSnents  than  is  proper  to  difclofe  to  the  world.  Let 
it  fiiffipc  to  fay,  that  this  part  of  the  United  States  hai 
had  a  narrow  efcape.     I  w^s/even  tnmtbs  in  the  field 

Fcli  w5diour  taking  my  cloriies  dfF  one  night.*'  £He  only 
took  them  off  to  change  his  linen.]  ^^  Feb.  6th.  You 
can  have  little  idea  of  the  confufion  and  diforder,  which 
prevail  among  the  fouthern  ftates.  The  fcenes  change 
io  fail,  and  the  operation  of  law  is  £)  feeble,  that  it  is 
almoft  impoffible  to  give  any  regular  tone,  to  any  kind 
of  bufinels.  Stores  are  fubjeft  to  fuch  wafte,  and  fuch 
abufes  prevail  upon  the  lines  of  communication,  as  weH 
as  pofts,  that  it  is  next  to  impoffible  to  keep  the  public 
from  being  impofcd  upon.  Our  difficulties  ^e  fo  nume- 
rous, and  our  wants  fo  preffing,  that  I  iiave  not  a  mo- 
ment's felicf  ffoim  the  moft  painful- anxieties."-^"  Feb. 
8th.  The  fittle  money  Mr.  Morris  has  received  from 
Europe,  it  is  well  known,  was  granted  by  die  king  of 
France,  for  the  fpecial  purpofe  of  paying  the  arniy:*'-— 
%¥th.  1 8th.  Lieut,  col.  Lee  retires  for  a  ttme  for  die 
ijjcovery  of  his  health.  I  am  -more  indebted  to  Ais 
I  •  '  •        '  officer 
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officer  than  any  other,  for  the  advantages  gained  over  i-^^^, 
the  enemy  in  the  operations  of.laft  canr^ign,  and^fliould 
be  wanting  in  gratitude,  not  to  acknowledge  the  im- 
portance of  his  fervices,  a  detail  of  which  is  his  bell  ^^ 
panegyric.'' — "March  nth.     A   great   part    of  our  n.' 
troops  are  in  a  deplorable  fituatioa  for  want  of  dothii^. 
We  have  300  men  without  arniSi  and  more  than  jooo 
are  fo  naked,  that  they  can  only  be  put  on  duty  'm  c^s 
of  a  defperate  nature.    We  have  been  all  the  winter  in 
want,  of  arms  and  clothing  j    and  yet  both  upon  the 
road,  though  neither  could  reach  us,  from  the  wapt  gf 
means  for  tranfporting  our  flores  by  land  through  W  .    ., 
extenfive  and  exhaufted  country."—"  April  ijth^     The  13. 
want  of  clothing,  pay  and  better  fubfiftence^  and  bebg 
altogether  without  fpirits,  has  given  a  murmuring  and 
difcontented  tone  to  the  army,  and  the  face  of  mutii^ 
difcovers  itfelf.     I  feel  much  for  this  department.     No 
part  of  Saxony,  during  the  laft  war,  I  believe,  ever  fe}t 
the  ravaging  hand  of  war  with  greater  fevcrity,  than  it 
has  been  felt  here.     Our  number  is  gready  inferior  ^ 
prefent  to  the  enemy:  foon  andmpft  of  th^  North  Caro- 
lina brigade  leaves  us."    {It  has  been  computed,  that 
fourteen  hundred  widows  ,were  made  by  the  ravaging 
hand  of  war,  in  the  fingle  diftrift  of  Ninety  SiK.]--^ 
"  April  22.     Difcontent  is  daily  increafing,   and  the  22. 
fpirit  of  mutiny  very  prevalent.     It  feems  to  have  orfe- 
ginated  in  the  Pennfylvania  line ;  and  the  parties  ^iave  ^ 
endeavoured  to  fpread  the  contagion  through  the  army 
with  appearances  of  fuccefs.  .  I  have  been  able  to  pr^v^ 
the  fa£l  but  on  one  perfon,  whom  I  ordered  to  l?e  ftiQC 
this  day.     He  was  a  fergeant  and  had  oiuch  influence 
in  the  line.     I  wifh  this  example  may  deter  them  from

1782.  the  execution  of  a  fcheme,  which  we  have  been  dread- 
ing every  night."  [The  fcheme  alluded  to  was  that  of 
betraying  the  army  into  the  power  of  the  enemy.] 

The  South  Carolina  reprefentatives  having  been  elefted 
agreeable  to  the  writs  iffued  by  governor  Rutledge,  the 
general  affembly  met  in  January,  at  Jackfonborough,  a 
fmall  village  on  the  Edifto.  The  governor,  at  the 
opening  of  the  feffion  on  the  i8th  of  the  month,  deli- 

jg,  vered  a  fpeech  to  both  houfes;  for  which  he  received 
the  thanks  of  each  in  their  addreffes.  The  conftitution 
of  the  (late  eftablifhed  a  rotation,  which  made  it  necef-. 
fary  to  choofe  a  new  governor.  The  fufFrages  of  a  ma- 
jority were  in  favor  of  the  former  lieut.  gov.  Chriftopher 
Gadfden  elq;  who  declined  the  laborious  office,  but  con- 
tinued  to  ferve  both  in  the  affembly  and  council.  He, 
with  many  other  gentlemen,  who  had  been  delivered  as 
exchanged  in  Virginia  and  Philadelphia,  foon  found 
their  way  back  to  South  Carolina,  and  were  chofen 
members  of  the  legiflature.  The  general  affembly  after- 
ward elefted  the  honorable  John  Mathews  governor ; 
filled  up  vacancies  in  the  different  departments;  and 
re-eflablifhed  civil  government  in  all  its  branches.  Lawrs 
r  were  then  pafled  for  confifcating  the  eftates,  and  banifh- 
ing  the  perfons  of  the  aftive  decided  friends  of  Britifh 
'  government,  and  for  amercing  the  eftates  of  others,  as 
a  (ubftitution  for  their  perfbnalfervices,  of  which  their 
country  had  been  deprived.  Mr.  Gadfden,  notwith- 
ftanding  the  long  confinement  he  had  fuffered  in  the 
:  caftle  of  St.  Auguftine,  and  the  immenfe  lofs  of  his 
property,  oppofed  the  firft  law,  and  with  equal  zeal  and 
judgment  contended  that  found  policy  required  to  forget 

and 
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and  forgive.  Two  hundred  and  thirty-feven  perfons  oriySz. 
eftates  were  comprehended  under  that  law,  and  forty- 
eight  under  the  other.  Thofe  whofe  fubmiffion  •  to  the 
Britilli  appeared  to  be  neceflary  and  unavoidable,  and 
who  did  not  voluntarily  aid  or  abet  their  governnaent, 
were  generally  overlooked.  The  execution  of  thefe 
laws  induced  gen.  Leflie,  who  comnaanded  the  royal 
forces  in  Carolina,  to  fend  a  part  of  them  to  feize  the 
negroes  arid  other  efFefts  belonging  to  the  whig-citizens, 
with  the  avowed  intention  of  applying  the  fame  to  the 
relief  of  the  fufferers  by  the  faid  laws.  After  a  fuccefs-  April 
fill  excurfion,  he  wrote  to  gen.  Greene  on  the  4th  of  4- 
Aprils  and  befide  urging  the  motives  of  humanity, 
policy  and  example,  for  the  fufpenfion  of  fuch  proce- 
dures, propofed  a  meeting  of  commiflioners  on  each 
fide,  whereby  to  leffen  the  devaftations  of  war  and  fecure 
inviolate  the  property  of  individuals.  Greene  immedi- 
ately returned  for  anfwer,  "  that  he  had  the  honor  to 
command  the  forces  of  the  United  States  in  the  ibuthern 
department;  but  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  internal 
police  of  any  date."  On  this  Leflie  addrefled  himfelf 
to  gov.  Mathews,  and  enclofed  the  letter  he  had  ad- 
drefled to  Greene.  The  governor  anfv/ered  on  the 
i^th,  after  delaying  a  while,  that  he  might  have  ah 
opjx)rtunity  of  inveftigating  the  truth  as  to  certain  mat- 
ters advanced  in  Leflie's  letter ;  and  told  him—"  You 
entirely  miftake  my  chara6ler  when  you  fuppofe  me  to 
be  intimidated  by  threats,  and  thereby  deterred  from 
executing  the  duties  of  the  office  with  which  the  ftate' 
has  honored  me.  For  be  -aflured.  Sir,  the  laws  of  this 
ftate  trufted  to  me  .muft  and  Ihall  be  carried  into  exe^ 
cution — maugre  the  confequences."  He  clofed  with 
Vol.  IV.  S  faying 
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1782.  faying — "  Your  proix)fition  for  fufpending  the  opcrar^ 
tion  of  the  confifcation  aft,  without  offering  an  eqtiiva-. 
lent,  is  inadmiffible.  If  you  have  any  thing  fcrious  and 
folid  to  propofe  on  this  head,  I  am  ready  to  appoint 
coniniiffioners  on  my  part  to  meet;  thofc  of  yours  to 
confer  on  the  bufinefs."  Thus  ended  that  affair.  It 
might  have  ferved  the  friends  to  the  Britifh  government 
far  more  effeftually,  had  gen,  Leflie  adopted  vigorous 
meafures  for  their  fupport  anfwerable  to  nis  proclama- 
tion, and  for  the  difperfion  of  the  legiflative  body. 

When  the  reduftion  of  lord  Cornwallis  was  completcdjj 
the  Pennfylvania  line  marched  to  South  Carolina-  This 
increafe  of  force  enabled  gen.  Greene  to  detach  a  pari 
of  his  army  to  Georgia.  Gen.  Wayne,  who  com-r 
ipanded,  having  previoufly  ordered  the  Americans  at 
Augufta  to  join  him  at  Ebenezer,  croffed  the  Savannah 
in  January  at  Two  Sifters  feny,  with  about  xoo  dra- 
goons under  col.  Anthony  Walton  White,  He  ^as 
foon  after  reinforced  by  300  continental  infantry  under 
lieut.  col.  Pofey.  Th^  Britifh  commander  in  Savannali, 
on  hearing  of  this  irruption  of  the  Americans,  fent  or- 
ders to  the  different  pofts  to  burn,  as  far  as  they  couldj^ 
all  the  provifions  in  the  country,  and  then  to  retire 
vvithin  their  works.  The  margin  of  the  river  Savannah^ 
and  the  iflands  in  the  vicinity  of  it,  were  foon  covered 
vfith  fraoke,  and  prefented  to  the  aftonifhing  eye  a  grand 
but  awful  fpeftacle.  What  remained  qf  the  laft 
year's  crop  was  fo  generally  deftroyed,  that  the  Ame- 
rican forces  have  been  fince  obliged  to  depend  <;bu^.flY 
en  South  Carolina  for  their  fupport.  ' 
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LETTER      IX. 

Rotterdamy  Sept,  13,  178  a. 

Friend  G.  . 

'T^HE  date  of  my  laft  letter  fcarce  admitted  of  its  1712, 
^     being  mentioned,  that  admiral  Keppel  was  created 
a  vlfcount,    and  Mr.  Dunning  baron  Alhburton,  and 
afterward  made  chancellor  of  the  dutchy  of  Lancaften 

On  the  9th  of  April,  Mr.  Fox  brought  a  meflage  April 
from  his  majefty  to  inform  the  houfe,  "  That  being    f^ 
concerned  to  find  difconteiits  and  jealoufiies  prevailing    j 
among  his  loyal  fubjefts  in  "Ireland,  on  matters  of  great 
importance,  he  earneftly  recommended  to  the  houfe  the    i 
taking  of  the  fame  into  their  moft  ferious  confideration,    I 
in  order  to  fuch  a  final  adjuftment  as  might  give  mutual    I 
fatisfaftion  to  both  kingdoms/^     A  like  meflage  was 
delivered  to  the  houfe  of  lords. 

Adminiftration  proceeding  in  this  weighty  bufinefs  in 
confprt  with  the  parliament  of  Ireland,  a  meflage  con- 
ceived in  the  fame  terms  was  fent  by  the  duke  of  Port- 
land, the  lord  lieutenant,  to  the  commons  of  that  king* 
dom,  on  the  26th,  immediately  after  his  arrival  to  take 
upon  him  the  government.  The  addrefs  to  the  king  ia 
qonfequence  of  it,  was  moved  by  Mr.  Qrattan,  the 
great  and  eloquent  leader  of  the  popular  party.  This 
addrefs,  after  a  full  and  explicit  affcrtionr  of  the  inde-  ' 
pendent  rights  of  the  kingdorT\  of  Ireland,  proceeded 
to  ftate  the  caufes  df  thpfp  jealoufics  and  xJifcontents 
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i782.which  had  arifen  in  that  country,  viz.  the  aft  df  the 
fixth  of  George  I ;  the  power  of  fuppreffing  or  altering 
bills  in  the  privy  council  j  and  the  perpetual  mutiny 
bill.  On  the  ground  of  this  addrefs,  Mr.  Fox  nnoved 
in  the  Britilh  houfe  of  commons  on  the  17th  of  May, 
"  I.  That  leave  be  given  to  bring  in  a  bill  for  the 
repeal  of  the  aft,  6  George  I.  cap.  v.'. — 2.  That  it  be 
refolved,  that  it  is  neceflary  to  the  mutual  happinefs  of 
the  two  countries,  that  a  firm  and  folid  conneftion  fhould 
be  forthwith  eftablilhed  by  the  confent  of  both. — 3.  That 
'an  addrefs  be  prefented  to  his  majefty,  that  he  may  be 
gracioufly  pleafed  to  give  direftions  for  promoting  the 
latter  refolution."  Thefe  motions  paffed  without  any 
-  oppofition.  In  return  for  this  liberal  procedure  of  the 
Britilh  government,  in  relinquifl^ing  eftablifhed  claims 
without  any  ftipulation  whatever,  the  parliament  of  Ire- 
land voted  1 00,000 1.  for  the  raifing  of  20,000  Irilh 
feamen  to  ferve  in  his  majefty's  navy.  The  fum  of 
50,0001.  was  alfo  voted,  "  for  purchafing  an  ellate,  and 
erefting  a  manfion  thereon,  to  be  fettled  on  Henry 
Grattan  efq;  and  the  heirs  of  his  body,  as  a  teftimony 
of  their  gratitude,  for  the  unequalled  benefits  conferred 
by  him  on  that  kingdom."  On  the  nth  of  June, 
Mr.  Fox  brought  in  a  bill  for  the  repeal  of  the  afore- 
mentioned aft,  which  paffed  without  a  word  of  oppofi- 
tion. By  that  aft,  "  the  king's  majefty,  by  and  with 
the  advice  of  the  lords  fpiritual  and  temporal  and  com- 
mons of  Great  Britain  in  parliament  affembled,  hath 
had,  aud  of  right  ought  to  have,  full  power  and  autho- 
rity to  make  laws  andftatutesoffqfiicient  force  and  validity 
to  bind  the  kingdom  and  people  of  Ireland^  and  that 
the  houfe  of  lords  of  Ireland  have  not,  nor  of  right 
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ought  to  have,  any  jurifdiftion  to  judge,  affirm,  or  re-^iyfia; 
verfe  any  judgment,  fentence,  or  decree,  given  or  made 
in  any  court  within  the  faid  kingdom ;  and  that  all  pro- 
ceedings before  the  faid  houfe  of  lord$  upon  any  fuch 
fentence  or  decree  are;  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be 
utterly  null  and  void  to  all  intents  and  purpofes  what- 
foever."     The  bill  received  the  royal  affent  by  com- 
miffion  on  the  ift  of  July.     It  muft  be  noted,  that  be- 
fore the  bill  was  brought  in,  the  duke  of  Portland  went  ' 
in  ftate  to  the  Irifh  houfe  of  peers  oh  the  30th  of  May, 
to  announce  the  concurrence  of  the  king  and  parliament 
of  Great  Britain  to  the  independent  rights  claimed  by 
Ireland.     On  the  i8th  of  June,  the  delegates  of  the 
volunteer  corps  of  the  four  provinces,  at  their  general 
meeting  held  in  Dublin,  refolved  unanimoufly — ^^  That 
the  addrefles  of  the  Irifli  parliament  having  difclaiined 
any  power  or  authority,  of  any  forr  whatfoever,  in  the' 
parliament  of  Great  Britain  over  this  realm,  we  fhall 
confider  a  repeal  of  the  6th  of  George  I.  by  die  Britifli* 
parliament,  made  in  purfuance  of  the  faid  addrefles,  a* 
complete  renunciation  of  all  the  claims  contained  in  the 
faid  ftatute;  and  as  fuch  we  will  accept  it,  and  deem 
it  fatisfaftory."     On  the  i8th  of  July,  it  was  moved  in 
the  houfe  of  lords — ^^  That  this  houfe,  having  the  fullcft' 
confidence  in  the  anfwer  to  their  addrefs  to  his  majefly 
of  the  27th  of  April  laft,  cannot  entertain  a  doubt  but' 
that  the  independence  oFthe  legiflature  of  this  king- 
dom, both  as  to  internal  and  external  objefts,  will  be 
inviolably  maintained."     This  motion  was,  mean?  as  an ' 
explicit  declaration  of  the  total  independence  of  the  Irifli  ■ 
legiflature  gn  that  of  Great  Britain  in  all  cafes  whatfo- 
ever,  and  pafled  without  a  negative.  "  Thus^  have  the 
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,  patriots  of  Ireland,  by  their  judicious,  fteady,  and  tem- 
perate conduft,  made  the  war  with  the  United  States  of 
America  fubfervient  to  the  eftablifhing  of  their  own  in- 
dependency without  bloodfhed  and  devaftation.  Had 
rights  fomewhat  fimilar  to  thofe  which  were  conceded  to 
them,  been  early  granted  to  the  Americans,  the  union 
of  the  latter  with  the  mother  country  had  been  conti- 
nued ;  and  the  enorm6us  expences  of  war,  and  all  its 
concomiunt  miferies  been  avoided.  When  the  duke  of 
Portland^put  an  end  to  the  feffion  on  the  17th  of  July,. 
ht  obferved  to  both  houfes  with  fatisfaftion,  that  they 
-  had  provided  for  the  impartial  and  unbiaffed  adminiftra- 
tion  of  juft^ce,  by  the  aft  for  fecuring  the  independence 
of  the  judges  J  that  they  had  adopted  one  of  the  moft 
rfTeftual  fecurities  of  Britilh  freedom,  by  limiting  the 
mutiny  aft  in  point  of  duration ;  that  they  had  fecured 
that  moft  invaluable  of  all  human  bleflings,  the  perlbnal 
liberty  of  the  fubjeft,  by  paffing  the  habeas  corpus  aftj 
and  that  they  had  cherifhed  and  enlarged  the  wife  prin- 
ciples of  toleration,  and  made  confiderable  advances  in 
abolifliing  thofe  diftinftions  which  had  too  long  impeded 
the  progrefs  df  induftry,  and  divided  the  nation* 

While  meafures  were  purfuing  for  eftabliihing  har- 
mony between  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  adminiftration 
applied  themfelves  to  the  perfefting  of  thofe  plans  of 
ceconomy  and  reforip,  for  the  execution  of  which  they 
were  pledged  to  the  public.  The  bills  for  difqualifying 
revenue  officers  from  voting  in  the  eleftion  of  members 
of  parlfement,  and  for  rendering  contraftors  iocap^o 
of  fitting  in  the  houfe  of  commons,  paflcd  the  lower 
houfe  after  a  feeble  oppofition ;  and  though  ftrenuoufljr 
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cbrrtbated  in  the  upper,  were  eari-ied  by  vfery  krgc  ma-*78*# 
jorities,  and  received  the  royal  aflent. 

Mr.  Burke,  while  the  bills  were  pending^  bfought 
forward  afrefli  the  great  plan  of  reform  in  tbe  civil  lift 
expenditure,  which  hie  had  fubmitted  to  parliament  twb 
years  before.  This  objeft,  in  which  were  combined  the 
principles  of  future  t3economy  and  the  abolition  of  great 
influence  in  both  houfes.of  parliament,  was  introduced 
by  a  meffage  from  the  king.  In  the  beginning  of  May, 
Mr.  Burke  was  called  to  the  chair  of  the  committee,  and 
was  directed  to  move  the  hoiife  for  leave  to  bring  in  a 
bill,  to  enable  hi^  majefty  to  pay  off  the  debt  on  thfe 
civil  lift,  to  prevent  the  like  in  future,  atid  td  carry  into 
a  law  the  retrenchments  which  his  majefty  had  gracioufly 
propofed  to  make  in  his  houfehold.  A  number  of  offijces,  , 
ufually  held  by  members  of  parliament,  were  abolilhed; 
and  the  annual  faving  arifing  from  thfe  reform,  which  > 
would  be  yearly  increafing,  amounted  to  72,368 1.  He 
apologized  for  the  bills  not  being  more  extenfivc  j  and 
engaged  to  obey  their  call,  whenever  it  appeared  to  Be 
the  general  fenfe  of  the  houfc  and  of  the  people,  that 
he  fhould  undertake  and  go  through  with  a  more  com- 
plete fyftem  of  reform. 

The  gentleman's  magazine  for  May,  gives  you  in  th^May 
hiftorlcal  chronicle  under  Monday  6,  the  particulars  of 
the  reform  i  and  immediately  under  it  the  following  ex- 
traordinary article  of  reform  in  the  hdufe  of  commons—^ 
This  day  the  entry  on  the  journals  of  the  houfe  of 
commons  of  the  17th  of  February,  1769,  importing, 
«'  that  John  WUkes  efq;  was  judged  incapable  of  fitting  in 
that  houfe,*'  was,  on  motion,  ordered  to  be  expunged,  1 15 
to  47. — Thus  his  Mr.  Wilkes  triumphed  at  laft  in  thfc 
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i7^*-cafe  of  the  Middlefex  eleflion,  after  a  long  fucceflioii 
of  annual  defeats.  Mr.  Burke's  reforniing  bill  was  fol- 
lowed by  another  for  the  regulation  of  his  own  office. 
The  principal  obje6t  of  it  was,  to  prevent  the  poffibility 
of  any  balance  accumulating  in  the  hands  of  the  payr 
inafter  general,  which,  he  faid,  had  fometimes  amounted 
to  the  enormous  fum  of  a  million  of  pounds,  the  inte- 
reft  of  which  would  be  annually  faved  to  the  public. 
He  aMb  dated,  that  as  treafurer  of  Chelfea  holpital,  he 
enjoyed  the  profits  arifing  from*  the  clothing  of  the  pen- 
fioners.  The  profits  of  the  contract  had  ufually 
amounted  to  yool.  per  annum  j  but  by  a  bargain  he  had 
made  with  a  contractor,  who  was  not  a  member  of  par- 
liament, it  would  amount  to'  600I.  more.  This  fum 
of  1300I.  a  year,  he  meant  to  refign  his  claim  to,  and 
to  appropriate  it  to  fome  public  fervice. 

The  fubjeft  of  a  reform  in  the  conftitution  of  parlia- 
ment was  not  wholly  abandoned ;  but  was  brought  agaia 
before  the  houfe  by  Mr.  William  Pitt,  who  moved — 
*'  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  inquire  into  the 
ftate  of  the  reprefentation  in  parliament,  and  to  report 
to  the  houfe  their  fentiments  thereon."     A  long  debate 
enfued,  and  was  ably  fupported  by  gentlemen  on  each 
fide  the  queftion  y  but  on  a  divifion  the  motion  was  re- 
*    jefted  by  a  majority  of  161  to  141. 
;  ,        While  the  parliament  was  thus  employed,  the  miniftry 
1     were  not  inattentive  to  the  great  obje6t  of  the  nation'^ 
defire,  the  reftoration  of  peace  -,  which  was   fo  far  in 
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train,  that  on  the  ill  of  July  a  communication  was 
opened  between  Dover  and  Calais,  and  four  Britifli  and 
four  French  veffels  were  appointed  to  fail  alternately  from 
each  port.     But  the  day  was  rendered  much  more  mc:^ 
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morable  by  the  death  of  the  marquis  of  Rbckinghairi,  i  js«» 
whofe  health  had  been  gradually  declining,  and  at  length 
funk  under  the  increafmg  weight  of  public  cares  and 
bufinefs.     This  event  occafioned  various  changes  in  the 
adminiftration.     The  earl  of  Shelburne  was  appointed 
the    marquis's  fjcceflbr   in   the   treafury.     Lord  Joha  : 
Cavendifli  and  Mr.  Fox  foon  after  refigned  their  offices,   ■ 
and  were  foUov/ed  by  the  duke  of  Portland  and  others.  ■ 
Mr.  William  Pitt  was  made  chancellor  of  the  exche- 
quer:  Mr.T.  Townfhehd  and  lord  Grantham  fecretaries 
of  ftate.     Lord  Shelburne  having  occafion  to  Ipeak  on 
the  fubje<5t  of  the  independence  of  America  on  the  iQth, 
faid,  "  that  his  opinions  were  ftill  the  fame ;  but  cii;- 
cumftances  had  changed,  and  he  now  fawit  was  become   ; 
a  neceflary  evil,  to  which  his  country  muft  fubmiic  to  / 
avoid  a  greater."     On  the  nth,  his  majefly  went  to  the  I, ^ 
houfe  of  peers,  and  by  his  royal  fpeech  put  an  end  to 
the  feflion. 

The  fuccefles  of  the  Britifli'  in  the  Eaft  and  Weft. 
Indies  and  in  Europe,  which  were  kijpwn  long  before 
the  rifing  of  parliament,  were  favorable  circumftances, 
and  tended  to  give  ftability  to  adminiftration,  by  the. 
public  fatisfadlion  they  produced.  We  (hall  now  enter 
upon  their  narrative.  , 

The  Dutch  garrifoi>  of  Negapatam  was  reinforced  by 
a  large  detachment  of  Hyder  Ally's  troops,  before  the  - 
Englifh  company's  appeared  upon  the  coaft  of  ^Coro*/ 
mandel.     Major  gen.  Monro  landed*  on   the  aift  pf 
Oftober,  and  then  took  the  command  of  them.     He- 
was  followed  by  the  whol^e  corps  of  marines  frotri  adm. 
Hughes's  fleet.     By  the  loth  of  November,  the  breach- 
ing battery  being  ready,  and  opening  at  day  light,  the 
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f^g^jgarrilbn  fbon  demanded  a  parley  and  capitulated*  They 
confifted  of  8000  men  j  500  were  European  regulars 
and  militia.  On  the  ad  of  January  the  admiral  failed 
from  Negapatam  roads,  and  on  the  4th  arrived  at 
Trincomale  bay.  The  next  day  all  the  troops  were  dif- 
embarked  and  landed  before  dark.  The  feamen  and 
marines  immediately  formed,  and  pufhirtg  through  tho 
gateway  made  themfeives  matters  of  the  fort,  while  the 
governor  was  drawing  up  a  capitulation.  The  only  re- 
maining force  was  a  fort  on  the  top  of  a  high  hill,  which 
commanded  the;  harbour  and  had  an  open  communic^ 
WMi  with  the  (hips.  The  commander  refufing  to  fur- 
render,  a  ftormirtg  patty  of  feamen  and  marines  aflaulted 
aiki  carried  it  on  the  morning  of  the  itth,  with  litdS  A 
iofs.  Upon  the  furrender  of  Negapatam,  Hyder  AUy'i 
troops  evacuated  all  thfe  forts  and  ftrbng  pofts  they  hek! 
in  the  Tanjore  country.  This  intelligence  however  was 
Ibmewhat  clamped  by  the  news  received  from  Bombay 
at  the  Eaft  India  houfe  on  the  28th  of  Auguft,  being 
an  account  of  an  aftion  on  the  17th  of  Feb.  between 
Sir  Edward  Hughes  and  Monf.  de  SufFrein,  in  ^ich 
feveral  o[  the,Britifli  (hips  fufFered  confiderably^ 

When  the  feafon  for  naval  aftion  in  the  European  pjHt 
of  the  world  approached,  great  threats  were  held  out  of  the 
mighty  efFe6U  to  be  produced  by  a  combination  of  the 
whole  marine  force  of  France,  Spain  and  Holland.  It 
was  therefore  an  objeft  of  the  firft  importance  to  Great. 
Britain  t*  prevent  fuch  combination,  by  keeping  that 
wateh  upon  the  Dutch  fleet  which  would  difable  therti 
from  penetrating  the  channel  in  their  way  to  Breft,  riie 
appointed  place  of  rendezvous*    A  plan  of  operatioh, 
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principally  defenfive,  was  concerted  by  the  new  admi-*  i^g^^ 
ralty,  which  had  been  juft  formed* 

While  the  reft  of  theileet  was  preparingi  adm*  Bar^  April 
rington  failed  from  Portfmouth  for  the  Bay,  with  12  fail  ^^' 
of  the  line*  On  the  20th  a  fleet  was  difcoveredi-  and 
the  fignal  for  general  chafe  inftantly  thrown  out.  The 
Foudroyant,  capt.  Jarvis,  being  a  prime  faiier,  fb  far 
outftripped  the  reft,  that  when  night  came  on,  with  hazy 
and  blowing  weather,  he  foon  loft  them  entirely ;  but 
he  kept  a  full  view  of  the  enemy,  and  purfued  thcai 
with  unremitting  vigor.  The  chafed  fleet  confifte4  of 
18  fail,  laden  with  ftores  and  conveying  a  confiderable 
number  of  troops,  for  the  fupp]y  and  reinforcement  of 
the  French  fleet  and  forces  in  the  Eaft  Indies*  They 
ad  failed  from  Breft  only  the  day  before,  and  were  under 
the  protedion  of  the  Prote6teur  and  Peg^fe  of  74  gun$ 
each,  L'Aftionare^of  64,^but  armed  en  flute,  and  a  fri-* 
gate.  The  convoy  was  difperfed  by  fignal,  and  the  two 
French  74  guns  fnips  having  confuked,  it  was  agreed, 
that  as  the  Protefteur  had  a  large  quantity  of  money  oa 
board,  fhe  fl:iould  make  the  beft  of  her  way  ^  and  thaJ  » 
if  fighting  was  inevitable,  the  Pegafe  fliould  abide  th6 
confcquences.  A  little  before  one  in  the  morning  tapt. 
Jarvis  came  up  with  and  dofely,  engaged  her.  The 
aftion  v/as  fierce  while  it  lafted,  but  within  lefs  than  an 
hour  the  Pegafe  was  compelled  to  furrender.  Soon  after 
day  light,  the  Queen  man  of  war  came  in  fight  and 
rook  upon  her  the  charge  <3(  the  difabled  captured  Ihip. 
The  Queen  end  Foudrpyant  foon  loft  fight  of  each  other 
in  a  hard  gale  which  enfued.  The  next  day  a  large 
man  of  war  appeared  in  fight  of  the  Queen,  The  Cap- 
tain, Maitland,,  ibon  purfued;  and  after  a  chafe  of  14 
3  houn 
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i^Sz.  hours  came  up  in  the  night  with  the  French  fhip.  Sh<! 
received  his  broadfide,  returned  hers,  ^nd  then  ftrUck 
lier  colours.  She  proved  to  be  the  A<^ionaire;  and  was 
a  valuable  prize  having  a  great  quantity  of  naval  ord-' 
nance  ftores  on  board,  befide  wine,  riim,  provifions,  and 
feveral  chefts  of,  money.  Ten  large  tranfports  and  2l 
fchooner,  befide  the  men  of  war,  were  taken.  The  bad 
weather  obliged  Harrington  to  finifh  his  fuccefsful  cruiffe 
by  returning  to  Britain  toward  the  clofe  of  the  month. 

The  naval  force  of  France  and  Spain  in  the  Weft 
Indies,  foon  after  the  reduftion  of  St.  Kitt's,  amounted'  \h 
to  60  Ihips  of  the  line ;   and  their  land  forces  when  ^ 
joined  would  have  formed  a  confiderable  army.   Jamaica 
bad  no  more  than  fix  incomplete  battalions  of  regulatA 
troops  and  the  militia  of  the  ifland  to  defend  it ;  and  there-^^ 
Feb.  for^  i"  cafe  of  an  attack  muft  have  been  foon  fubdued. 
^9«     The  arrival  of  Sir  George  Rodney  with  1 2  fail  of  the 
line  at  Barbadoes,  and  his  fubfequent  junftion  with  Sir 
Samuel  Hood's  fquadron,  together  with,  the  arrival  of 
three  (hips  of  the  line  from  Great  Britain  a  few  days 
after,  was  providentially  defigned  for  the  prefervation  o€ 
Jamaica. 

The  firft  objeft  with  Sir  George  was  to  intercept  the 
convoy  that  failed  from  Breft  in  February;  and  which 
was  defigned  to  fupply  the  failure  of  that  which  was 
attacked  by  adm.  Kempenfelt.  Rodney  dilpofed  of  his 
capital  (hips  in  a  line  to  the  windward  of  the  French 
iflafids,  and  formed  a  line  of  frigates  ftili  further  to 
windward.  But  the  French  convoy,  by  making  the 
ifland  of  Defiada  to  the  northward,  getting  to  the  lee- 
ward of  the  Britifli  fleet,  and  keeping  clofe  in  under  the 
land  of  Guadaloupe  and  Dominique,  had  the  addrefs  to 
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.cfcape  the  danger,  and  to  arrive  fafe  in  Fort  Royal  bay,  j[78z. 
where  they  found  the  count  de  Grafle.  •  "^  20/* 

Sir  George  Rodney,  on  finding  himfclf  difappolnted, 
returned  to  St.  Lucie  ^  there  to  refit;  take  in  a  fupplypf 
water,  (lores  and  provifions;  and  keep  a  ftrift  watch 
with  his  frigates  on  the  nnovemcnts  of  the  French  in 
Fort  Royal  bay.  The  objefts  of  the  hoftile  comman- 
ders were  not  lefs  oppofite  than  their  interefts.  It  was 
the  bufinefs  and  defign  of  de  Graffe  to  avoid  fighting, 
till  he  had  formed  a  junftion  with  the  Spanifh  fleet  under 
J  :  don  Solano  at  Hifpaniola.  On  the  other  fide,  the  fal- 
W  vation  of  the  Weft  Indies,  with  the  whole  fortune  and 
hope  of  the  war,  depended  upon  Rodney's  preventing . 

4e  junftion,  or  bringing  on  a  clofe  and  decifive  engage-r 
ent  with  de  Grafle  before  it  took  place.     The  Britilh- 
fleet  at  St.  Lucie  amounted  to  36  Ihips  of  the  line :  the 
force  under  de  Grafl^e  at  Martinico  to  34,  befide  two  fhips 
of  the  line  armed  en  flute^  and  two  fifty-fours,  the  firft 
werd  not  in  either  engagement ;  and  the  lafl:  if  prefent- 
afted  only  as  frigates.     The  French  fleet,  befide  a  full 
compliment  of  feamen,  had  5500  land  forces  on  board. 
The  Ville  de  Paris  of  no  guns,  de  Grafle's  own  fliip, 
carried  not  lefs  than  1300  men  including  foldiers.    TliC' 
French  74's  carried  900  men  each.     Their  metal  is* 
always  heavier  than  that  of  the  Britifh,  in  equal  rates:, 
but  feveral  of  their  fliips  were  in  very  indifi^erent  con-. 
dition.     The  Britilh  had  five  90  gun  fhips,  which  was 
their  higheft  rate;  and  the  French  had  eight  of  84  and. 
80  guns  each,  befide  the  Ville  de  Paris.     The  compa- 
rative balance  of  the  force  on  both  fides  was  tolerably' 
even ;  and  contending  fleets  do  not  often  meet  upon* 
more  equal  terms.     The  van  pf  the  Britilh.  .was  com- 
%  .  mended 
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^78*.  marid^d  by  Sir  Samuel  Hood,  the  centre  by  Sir  Gc6r^ 
Rodney,  and  the  rear  by  adm,  Francis  Drake.  The 
three  divifiQns  of  the  French  fleet  were  under  count  de 
Gr^flc^  Monf.  de  Vaudreuil,  and  Monf.  de  Bougain^ 
vilJe. 

April  The  French  fleet  began  to  turn  out  of  Fort' Royal 
h^rfeour  by  break  of  day,  with  a  great  convoy  undeif. 
^eir  proteftion,  all  bound  to  leeward  and  intending  to 
i^  down  to  the  French  or  Spanifh  ports  in  Hifpaniola, 
De  Graflc,  that  he  might  avoid  any  encounter  on  his 
paflTagc,  meant  to  keep  clofe  in  under  the  iflands,  tiU 
l|fi  h^  eluded  the  purfuit  of  the  Britifli,  But  their  de^  '# 
parture  frcm  the  bay,  and  movements,  were  fo  fpeedilyi 
communicated  by  fignals  from  the  frigates,  and  thi 
Britifh  fket  was  in  fuch  excellent  preparation,  that  aj 
the  fhips  were  clear  of  Grofs  Iftct  Bay  by  noon,  an4 
purlued  with  the  utmoft  expedition ;  fo  that  the  French 
feved  only  a  few  hours,  by  being  matters  of  ^he  tim? 
of  departure.  The  Britifh  gained  fight  of  them  under 
Dominique  at  nighty  and  afterward  regulated  the  pur* 
fuit  by  fignals. 

.  Count  de  Grafle  formed  the  line  of  batde  to  wind- 
Mrard  early  the  next  morning ;  and  thereby  afforded  ar\ 
opportunity  to  his  convoy  for  proceeding  on  their  courfe, 
white  he  remained  to  abide  the  confequences.  While 
the  count  had  wind  enough  for  thefe  movements  by- 
being  further  advanced  tsoward  Guadaloupe,  the  Britift^ 
fket  lay  becalmed  under  the  high  lands  oiF  Dominique, 
The  breeze  at  length  reached  the  van  of  the  latfer;  and 
the  fhips.  began  to  clofc  with  th^  French  centre,  whil^ 
tiieir  own  cenrtire  and  rear  were  flill  becalmed.  If  de 
Qrz£k  could  have  ayoid^  an  engagementj  i^  .mufl  be 

thoughj^ 
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thoyght  that  the  profpedb  of  falling  with  his  whole  weight  '7?^* 
upon  and  entirely,  cruftiing  one  third  of  his  enemy's 
force,  was  too  tempting  to  be  refilled.  The  a£lioa 
commenced  about  9  o'clock.  The  attack  was  lead  by  g^ 
the  Royal  Oak,  and  feconded  by  the  Alfred  and  the 
Montague.  The  whole  divifion  was  in  a  few  minutely 
clofely  engaged,  and  for  more  than  an  hour  was  ex-t 
ceedingly  prelTed  by  the  fuperiority  of  the  French,  Th^ 
Barfleur,  Sir  S.  Hood's  own  Ihip,  had  at  timea  feveD*. 
fiad  generally  three  fhips  firing  upon  her :  none  of  thft 
divifion  efcaped  encountering  a  difproportionatc  forcc^ 
The  firm  and  effeftual  refifl:ance,  with  which  they 
fuftained  all  the  efforts  of  the  enemy's  fuperiority,  waj 
to  the  higheft  degree  glorious.  At  length  the  leading^ 
fhips  of  the  centre  were  enabled  to  come  up  to  their 
affiftance.  Thefe  were  foon  followed  by  Sir  G.  Rodpe]^ 
in  the  Formidable^  with  his  feconds  the  Namur  aQ4  th? 
Puke,  all  of  90  guns:  they  made  and  fupported k mofl; 
tremendous  fire.  The  gallantry  of  a  French  captain  gf. 
a  74  gun  fhip  in  the  rear,  who  having  backed  hi^nj^yvr 
top-fail,  fteadily  received  and  bravely .  returne4  tl^e  fire 
of  thefe  three  great  fhips  in  fucceffion,  without  ip  thQ 
lead  changing  his  ftation,  excited  the  appfeufe  and  4d-' 
iTiiration  of  his  enemies.  The  conning  up  of  thefe  fe- 
veral  ftips  of  the  centre  divlfioq,  induced  th^  Frenchi 
commander  to  change  the  nature  of  th^  afiiiQn,  that  iQ 
it  might  not  become  decifive.  He  kept  at  fuch,  v^ 
diftance  during  the  remainder  of  itbj?  engagenac;nti  a4 
evidenced  an  int-entiqn  of  difabling.  d^e  Britifh.  fhipj 
without  any  confiderable  hazv4  on  h.i§  Qwn  fidi?*  T^ 
kind  of  firing  produced  as  much  effect  s^s  the;  difUnqs 
would  admit,  and  was  well  fuf  p0rti84  ^>^  l?ot^i  gartiesi 

for 
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1782b  for  an  hour  and  three  quarters  longer ;  during  all  which 
time,  the  reft  of  the  Britifh  fleet  was  held  back,  by  the 
calms  and  baffling  winds  under  Dominique.  About 
twelve  o'clock,  the  remaining  fhips  of  the  Britifh  centre 
came  up,  and  the  rear  was  clofing  the  line :  on  which 
dc  Graffe  withdrew  his  fleet  from  the  aftion,  and  evaded 
^1  the  efforts  of  the  Britifh  commanders  for  its  renewal. 
The  French  (hips  received  much  more  damage  than  their 
own  fire  produced.  Two  of  them  were  obliged  to  quit; 
die  fleet  and  put  into  Guadaloupe,  which  reduced  the 
Count's  line  to  32  Ihips.  On  the  Britifli  fide  the  Royal 
Oak  and  the  Montague-  fuffered  extremely ;  but  were 
capable  of  being  repaired  at  fea,  fo  as  not  to  be  under 
the  necefllty  of  quitting  the  fleet. 

The  Britifli  fleet  lay  %o  at  night  to  repair  damages  i 
and  the  following  day  was  principally  fpent  in  refitting. 
In  keeping  the  wind,  and  in  tranfpofing  the  rear  and  the 
van,  as  the  former  (not  having  been  engaged)  was  nev 
ccflTarlly  fitter  for  the  aftive  fervice  of  that  divifion. 
Both  fleets  kept  turning  up  to  windward,  in  the  channel 
which  feparates  the  iflands  of  Dominicjue  and  Guada-. 
foupe. 

On  the  nth  the  French  had  weathered  ^Guadaloupe, 
and  gained  fuch  a  difl:ance,  that  the  body  of  their  fleet 
could  only  be  defcried  from  the  maft-heads  of  the  Bri- 
tifli centre  j  and  all  hope  of  Sir  G.  Rodney's  coming 
lip  with  them  feemed  to  be  at  an  end.  In  this  critical 
ftate  of  things,  one  of  the  French  (hips,  which  had 
fuflTered  in  the  aftion,  was  perceived,  about  noon,  to  iall 
hff  confiderably  from  the  reft  of  the  fleet  to  leeward. 
This  fight  produced  fignals  from  the  Britifli  admiral  for 
tL  general  chafe  j  which  was  fo  vigorous,  that  the  Aga^ 
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memnon,  and  fome  others  of  the  headmoft  of  the  Britifh  J7^«* 
line,  were  coming  up  fo  faft  with  this  fliip,  that  flie 
would  afluredly  have  been  cut  ofF  before  evening,  had 
not  her  fignals  and  evident  danger,  induced  de  Graflc 
to  bear  down  with  his  whole  fleet  to  herafliftance.  This 
movement  made  it  impolfible  for  the  French  to  avoid 
fighting.  The  purfuing  Britifh  fhips  fell  back  into  their 
ftation  ;  a  clofe  line  was  formed  j  and  fuch  manoeuvres 
praftifed  in  the  night,  as  were  neceflary  to  prefervc 
things  in  their  prefent  ftate,  and  as  might  poffibly  pro- 
duce cafual  advantage.  The  French  alfo  prepared  for 
battle  with  the  greateft  refolution.  . 

The  fcene  of  aftion  lay  between  the  iflands  of  Gua.- 
daloupe,  Dominique,  the  Saints  and  Marigdantc ;  and 
was  bounded  both  to  windward  and  leeward  by  danger- 
ous Ihores.  The  hoftile  fleets  met  upon  oppofite  tacks. 
The  battle  commenced  about  7  o'clock  in  the  morning,  ,^" 
and  was  continued  with  unremitting  fury  until  near  the 
fame  hour  in  the  evening.  Adm.  Drake's  divifion  kd> 
and  with  much  gallantry  received  and  returned  the  fire 
of  the  whole  French  line ;  whofe  guns  were  pointed  fo 
little  to  the  hulls,  or  fo  illy  ferved,  that  Drake's  leading 
fhip,  the  Mtrlborough,  had  only  three  men  killed  and 
fixteen  wounded  by  receiving  the  firft  fire  of  twenty- 
three  of  their  ftiips.  The  Britifli  as  they  came  up, 
ranged  flowly  along  the  French  line,  and  clofe  undo* 
their  lee.  Being  fo  near  every  fhot  took  eflfeft;  and  the 
French  Ihips  being  fo  full  of  men,  the  carnage  in  dieoi 
was  prodigious.  The  Formidable,  adni.  Rodoey^s  ftiip^ 
fired  near  eighty  broadfides,  and  it  may  be  thought  flie 
was  not  Angular.  The  French  ftood  and  returned  this 
dreadful  fire  with  the  utmoft  firfftn^fs.  Each  fide 
Vol.  IV.  T  "  fought. 
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Y782.  foujght^  as  if  the  honor  and  ftte  of  their  country  were 
itaiked  on  the  iffue  of  the  day, 

.  -Between  twelve  and  one  Sir  'G.  -Rodney  in  the  fFor- 
tnidable,  ^ith  his  feconds  the  N'amur  and  the  ©like, 
iand  immediately  fupported  by  the  Canada,  bore  dircflfly 
%nd  ivith  full  fail  athwart  the  French  line,  and  fuccefs- 
'folly  broke  through,  about  three  fhips  ftiort  df  the 
^^ritre,  where  count  de  Qrafle  commanded  in  the  Villc 
sde  Paris.  Being  followed  and  fupported  by'theremain- 
-der  of  his  divifion,  and  Wearing  round  clofe  upon  the 
*riemy,  he  lefFeftually  feparated -their  line.  -Phk  bold 
pufti  proved  decifive.  The  French  however  continued 
to  fight  with  the  utmoft  bravery,  and  the  battle  lafted 
till  fun-fet. 

The  moment  that  Rodney  wore,  he  threw  out  a'fignal 
*  •  for  the  van  to  tack.  Drake  inftantly  complied ;  and 
thus  the  Britifh  fleet  gained  the  wind  of  the  French, 
and  completed  their  general  confufion. '  Their  van  en- 
deavoured to  re-eftablifh  the  line,  but  with  no  fiiccefs ; 
and  their  rear  was  fo  entirely  routed,  that  no  hope  re- 
mained of  recovering  its  order.  Hood's  divifion  had 
been  long  becalmed  and  kept  out  of  aftion  j  but  his 
leading  fbi^s  and  part  of  his  centre,  as  far  at  leafl:  as  the 
Barfleur  which  be  commanded  himfelf,  came  up  at  this 
junfture,  and  fcrved  to  render  the  viftory'  more  decifive  . 
On  the  one  fide,  and  the  ruin- greater  on  the  other,  whil?  ^ 
each  afforded  inftarices  of  the  utmofl:  courage. 

Captain  Inglefield,  in  the  Centaur  of  74  guns,  came 
«p  from  the  rear  to  the  attack  of  the'Oasfar  •^r74 
^Hh.  Both  Ihips  were  frefli  and  fought  bravely :  but 
tften  the  French  captain  had  evidently  by  far  the  worft 
of  the  connJ3at,  he  -difdained  yielding.    Three  other 
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ihips  came  up  fucceflively ;   and  he  bore  to  be  .torn  ^7^U 
almoft  to  pieces  by  their  fire.    His  fortitude  was  in*  / 
flexitjk.    His  enfign  ftaff  being  fhot  away,  he  ordered  / 
his  cplours  to  be  nailed  to  the  rtiaft ;  and  his  death  only  ■ 
could  end  the  conteft.    When  the  Caefar  ftruck,  the* 
maft  went  overboard  and, there  was  npt  a  foot  pf  canvaj& 
without  a  fhot  hole.     The  captain  of  the  Glorieux  di^ 
not  yield  till  all, his  mafts  were  fhot  away,,  arid  the  fliip 
was  ynable  to  nmake  apy  defence.     Captain  Cornw^s 
in  the  Canada  of  74  guns  vanqui&ed  the  JFrenqh.Heftpr 
of  the  fame  force;  but  inftead  of  taking  pofTefTion  ^f 
her,  left  her  to  be  pickt  up  by  a  frigate,  and  pufhed  on 
to  the  Ville  de  Paris. 

Count  de  GrafTe  was  nobly  fupported,  even  ^fter  the 
line  was  broken ;  ^d  until  the  diforder  and  confufion 
became  irreparable  toward  the  evening.  ,His  two  le- 
conds,  the  Languedoc  and  Couronne,  were  particularly 
diftinguifhed :  the  former  narrowly  efcaped  being  t^kcn, 
in  her  lafl  efforts  to  extricate  him.  The  Diadem,  a 
French  74,  went  down  by  a  fingle  broadfide,  in  a  ge- 
nerous exertion  to  fave  him.  His,fhip,  the  Ville.de 
Paris,  after  being  already  much  battered,  was  clofejy 
laid  athwart  by  the  Canada,  and  in  a  defperate  aftic^ 
of  near  two  hours  was  reduced  almojft  to  a  wreck.  .D.e 
GraflTe  appeared  to  prefer  finking,  rather  than  fb-ike  to 
II'  any  thing  under  a  flag:  he  might  however  confider  the  - 
fatal  effedts  which  the  ftriking  of  his  flag  would  .pro- 
duce in  the  refl:  of  the  fleet.  Other  fhips  can^e  up  inv 
the  heel  of  the  aftion  with  the  Canada ;  .but  .he  fl^ll 
held  out.  At  length  Hood  in  the  Barfleur  approached 
Jiim  juft  at  fun-fet,  and. poured  in  a.mpft  deftruftivc 
iire»     The  count  however  wifliing  to  fignalize  as  much 
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J  7 82.  as  poffibic,  thejofsof  fo  fine  aiid  favorite  a  fhip,  cfl- 
dured  the  repetition  of  it  for  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour 
longer,  when  he  ftruck  his  flag  to  the  Barfleur,  and  liir- 
rerldered  himfelf  to  Sir  Samuel  Hood.  It  is  faid,  that 
at  the  time  there  were  but  three  men  left  alive  and  un- 
hurt ort  the  upper  deck,  and  that  the  count  was  one  of 
the  three. 

The  Caefar  was  unfortunately  fet  on  fife,  and  blew  up 
in  the  night  of  the  aftipn.  A  lieutenant  and  50  Britilh 
feaoien  periftied  with  about  400  prifoners.  The  Ardent 
of  64  guns,  taken  from  the  Britifti  by  D'OrviUiers  in 
the  channel,  was  now  retaken. 

The  advantage  of  clofe  fighting  with  Britifli  fhips  and 
feamen  was  never  more  happily  exemplified.  The  num- 
ber of  the  French  flain  in  this  engagement,  and  that  of 
■  the  ninth,  is  computed  at  3000  j  of  the  wounded  at 
near  double.  The  computation  is  the  more  probable 
as  upyvard  of  400  were  killed  on  board  the  Ville  de 
Paris,  and  between  a  and  300  in  feveral  French  fhips 
fingly.  The  French  fleet  in  general  was  litde  lefs  than 
ruined.  The  fmall  fuperiority  of  Britifli  (hips  in  point 
of  number  contributed  nothing  to  the  fuccefs  of  the 
day,  as  more  of  Hood's  divifion  than  that  difference 
amounted  to,  were  prevented  coming  into  aftion  through 
the  want  of  wind.  The  whole  lofs  of  the  Bririffi^  killed 
and  wounded  in  the  two  aftions,  is  dated  only  at  1050, 
of  which  2^2  were  killed  on  the  fpot.  Capt.  Blair  of 
the  Anfon,  who  had  the  year  before  diftinguifli^  him- 
felf in  the  aftioft  under  adm.  Hyde  Parker,  was  flain. 
The  lofs  of  lord  Robert  Manners,  fon  of  the  late  mar- 
quis of  Granby,  and  brother  to  the  duke  of  Rudand, 
was  univerfally  lamented.    He  had  performed  many 

brilliant 
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bfilliant  aftions  during  the  war,  in  the  Refolution  of  74 1?^^^ 
guns.     He  was  grievoufly  wounded;  and  was  carried  off 
by  a  locked  jaw  a  few  days  after  the  adion,  on  hi^ 
paffage  to  Great  Britain. 

Thirty-fix  chefts  of  money,  deftined  to  the  pay  ^nd  ' 
fubfiftence  of  the  troops  in  the  defigned  attack  on  Janiai- 
ca,  were  found  in  the  Ville  de  Paris.  This  fhip  had 
been  a  prefent  from  the  city  of  Paris  to  Lewis  XV.  in 
that  fallen  ftate  of  the  French  marine,  which  prevailed* 
toward  the  clofe  of  the  former  war.  No  pains  or  ex- 
pence  were  fpared,  to  render  the  gift  worthy  of  that  city 
and  of  the  monarch  to  whom  it  was .  prefented.  Her 
building  and  fitting  for  fea  is  faid  to  have  coft  176,000]. 
fterling.  It  was  Angularly  providential,  that  the  whole 
train  of  artillery,  with  the  battering  cannon,  and  tra- 
velling carriages,  meant  for  the  expedition  againft  Ja- 
maica, were  on  board  the  ihips  now  taken. 

Sir  George  Rodney  brought  to  for  the  night :  while 
the  French  fhips  which  efcaped,  made  off  to  leeward 
with  the  utmoft  difpatch,  and  were  out  of  fight  in  the 
morning.  Some  ran  down  to  the  Dutch  ifland  of  Cu- 
ra^oa.  But  the  greater  part  under  Meffrs.  de  Bougain* 
ville  and  de  Vaudreuil,  kept  together  and  made  the  beft 
of  their  way  to  Cape  Francois,  Sir  George  attempted 
to  purfue  them  the  next  morning ;  but  the  fleet  wa^' 
becalmed  under  Guadaloupe  for  three  days  fugcefllvely. 
after  the  battle,  which  gave  the  French  the  moft  favor-  ^ 
able  opportunity  of  efcaping.  After  Sir  George  was 
fatisfied,  that  they  were  gone  to  leeward,  he  difpatched 
Sir  Samuel  Hood,  whofe  divifion  had  fuffered  little,  to 
the  weft  end  of  Hifpaniola,  in  hope  that  he  might  pick; 
\^p  fome  qf  their  difabled  fhips.    He  himftlf  followed 

^  T  3  witfe 
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»7S«-with  the  reft  of  the  fleets  tD  rejoin  Sir  Samuel  off  Cape 
Tiberoon. 

Sir  Samuel  proceeded  with  fuch  difpatch,  that  on  the 
.  yday  after  his  departure,  he  defcried  five  fail  of  French 
J  9.  vcffels  between  Porto  Rico  and  Hifpaniola,  A  gcttiral 
chafe  immediately  enfued,  and  continued  feveral  hours, 
when  the  Valiant  and  the  Magnificent  of  74  guns  each, 
came  ujp  with,  and  after  a  Ihort  engagement  took  the 
Jafon  and  Caton  of  64  guns  each,  with  two  frigates :  a 
third  efcaped  by  a  fudden  Ihift  of  wind. 

Thus  the  French  loft  eight  (hips  of  the  line:  fee  were 
in  the  pofleflion  of  the  Britilh,  one  had  httn  fonk,  and 
the  Csefar  blown  up  after  her  capture.  Four  others  gdt 
into  Cura^da,  and  the  French  commanders  were  for 
w*eks  totally  ignorant  of  their  fate :  fb  thaft  rio  lefe  th«tn 
twelve  fail  of  the  line  were  mifTmg,  Count  de  Grafle  con-^ 
lidering  the  extreme  importance  of  the  fervice  in  whieH 
he  was  employed,  fhould  have  hazarded  a  temporary 
ccnfure  rather  than  have  ventured  the  moft  diftaftt  rifk 
c^  the  whole  expedition.  Had  he  fubmitted  to  the  loft 
of  the  fliip  which  fell  to  leeward,  inftead  of  bearing 
down  to  her  affiftance,  the  Britilh  could  not  have  pre- 
vented his  joining  Don  Solano  j  and  the  reduftion  of 
Jamaica  would  have  been  next  to  inevitable.  That 
ervcnt  muft  have  exalted  his  prudence,  and  have  ftifled 
ivery  rcfledion  that  had  been  pointed  againft  his  cha- 
s  rafter, 

.  The  Britifh  having  joined  off  Cape  Tiberoon,  and 
the  French  having  no  force  to  the  windward.  Sir  George 
Rodney  proceeded  with  the  difabled  Ihips  and  the  prizes 
to  Jamaica,  as  well  for  their  repair,  as  the  greater  fccu- 
iixj  of  the  ifland,  fhould  the  combined  fleet  ftill  venture 

upon 
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Upon  the  profecution  of  their  foriiner  defigiji.     Sir  S.'7^^ 
Hood  was  left  with  about  25  (hips  of  the  lii^^  to  keep 
the  fea  and  watch  the  motions  of  the  enemy. 

When  the  news  of  adm,  Rodney's  viftpry  rcaiefe;!ed 
Great  Britain,  the  joy  it  Qccaftoned  was  ex;ceflive,  Bfxi 
not  without  reafon.  Before  there  was  i?iuch  deca- 
dency. It  produced  a  fudd^  gnd  unexpefted  change 
in  the  fituation  of  the  Britifh ;  and^  at  ajpi  inftant  when 
they  feemed  to  be  nearly  overwhelmed  as  well  as  fuir 
rounded  by  numerous  and  powerful  e^cimies,  gave  thcixi 
an  additional  weight  as  a  nation,  either  fpr  ^jei  accom^ 
plLfhment  of  peace,  or  the  further  prolet  utioq  of  the 
war.  The  admiral  was  created  an  EngUfli  pfer  qa  tfejr 
19th  of  June,  by  the  title  of  lord  Rodney. 

Upon  the  return  of  adm.  Rarrington's  fquadron,  adm,  ^avj 
Kempenfek  failed  with  3  or  9  fbips  of  the  line  tQ  fup-   ^» 
ply  their  place  in  the  Bay  s  and  upon  intelligcince  being 
received,  that  the  Dutch  were  preparing  to  cprne  out 
of  the  Texel,  lord  Howe  proceeded  with  a  iquadrop  of 
about  a  dozen  fhips  of  the  Une  t;o  the  coaft^  of  Holland*    ' 
The  Dutch  fleet  had  failed,  but  information  of  Howe'$ 
movement  induced  them  to  return  %q  the  Texei.    lUict 
cruifing  near  a  month  on  the  Puteh  cpall,  Howe's  fquar 
dron  growing  very  fickly,  and  the  Putch  fhowing  no 
difpoficion  to  venture  out,  his  lordfhip  returned  toPortfr 
mouth,  where  being  joined  by  the  fliips  from  the  Bay, 
every  difpatch  was  ufed  in  preparing  the  fleet  to  opp6fe 
the  defigns  of  the  combined  enemy,  who  were  foon  cxr 
peded  at  the  mouth  of  the  channel. 

Count  de  Guichen  had  been  for  fome  time  at  Cadi^  ' 
from   whence   he  and  Don  Cprdova,    with  abopt   25 
French  and  Spaniih  fhips  of  tae  line,  failed  in  the  he:*

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1782.  ginning  of  June.  In  their  progrcfs  to  the  northward|- 
and  while  expefting  to  be  joined  by  the  fquadrons  from- 
Breft  and  other  ports,  they  fell  in  with  the  Britifh  out-^ 

June  ward  bound  Newfoundland  and  Quebec  fleets,  under 

*^*  convoy  of  a  50  gun  fhip  and  fpme  frigates.  Eighteen 
of  the  convoy,  laden  chiefly  with  provifions,  were  taken; 
the  fhips  of  war  with  the  remainder  efcaped. 

The  combined  fleets  being  entire  mafl:ers  of  the  fea, 
from  the  mouth  of  the  Straits  to  Ufliant,  were  able  to 
difpatch  their  outward  bound  convoys,  and  to  receive 
their  homeward  with  the  utmoft  fafetyj  while  the  Britifh 
were  under  no  fnnall  apprehenfion  for  a  rich^andkgreat 
convoy  from  Jamaica  under  Sir  Peter'Parker,  with  only- 
three  fhips  of  the  line  for  its  proteftion.     Lord  Howe 

Jdy  failed  from  Pprtfmouth  early  in  July,  accompanied  with 
adms.  Barrington,  Sir  J,  L.  Rofs,  and  Kempenfelt. 
Thefe  diftinguifhed  commanders  iiad  however  only  22 
ihip^  4)f  the  line  to  fupport  their  defjgns,  while  the  com- 
bined fleets  were  cruifing  about  the  chops  of  the  chan- 
nel, with  more  than  double  their  force.  Lord  Howe 
kept  to  the  weftward  of  the  enemy,  in  order  to  proteft 
and  receive  the  Jamaica  fleet,  and  at  the  fame  time  to 
avoid  being  forced  into  an  engagement.  i3y  the  end 
of  July,  Sir  Peter  Parker  arrived  fafe  with  his  convoy, 
bringing  count  de  Grafle  with  him  in  the  Sandwich  of 

31.     90  guns.     The  count  landed  at  Portfmouth  on  the  31ft,  ■ 
amid  the  acclamations  of  a  great  concourfe  of  people^ 
who  in  that  way  expreflfed  their  approbation .  of  hb 
bravery.     On  the  14th  of  Auguft,  lord  Howe withpart 
of  the  fleet  arrived  at  the  fame  port. 

The  proteftion  of  the  homeward  bound  Baltic  fleet,  * 
the  preventing  of  the  Dutch  from  failing  to  the  fouth- 

wardj 
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ward-,  arid  the  relief  of  Gibraltar,  were  the  grand  naval  '7^«» 
objects  that  the  Britilh  admihiftration  had  ftill  in  view: 
each  was  of  high  importance.  Several  of  thofe  Ihips, 
that  were  in  the  bed  condition  for  Tea,  proceeded  ta  the 
Downs  to  attend  the  niotipns  of  the  Dutch ;  while  the 
reft  of  the  fleet  were  in  a  hafty  ftate  of  equipment  at 
Portfmouth,  and  were  replenifhing  their  ftores  for  the 
defigned  expedition  to  Gibraltar.  It  was  found  neceC- 
fary  that  the  Royal  George  of  108  guns,  commanded 
by  adm-  Kempenfelt,  fhould  receive  a  kind  of  flight 
careen,  and  be  laid  in  a  certain  degree  upon  her  fide, 
while  the  defefts  under  water  occafioning  the  examina- 
tion were  reftified.  This  operation  in  ftill  weather  and 
fmooth  water  is  attended  with  fo  little  difficulty  or  dan- 
ger, that  the  admiral,  captains,  officers  and  crew,  con- 
tinued on  board ;  and  neither  guns,  ftores,  water  or  pro- 
vifions,  were  removed. 

The  bufinefs  was  yndertaken  early  in  the  morning,  a  Aug. 
gang  of  carpenters  from  the  dock  attending  for  the  pur-  ^9* 
pofe.  The  ftiip  while  on  her  fide  was  crowded  with 
people  from  the  fliore,  particularly  women,  thought  to 
be  not  fewer  than  300,  among  whom  were  many  of  the 
wives  and  children  of  the  feamen  and  petty  officers, 
who  were  come  to  fee  their  hufl^ands  and  fathers.  The 
greateft  part  of  the  crew  was  alio  on  board.  In  this 
fituation,  about  ten  in  the  morning,  the  admiral  being 
writing  in  his  cabin,  and  moft  of  the  people  happening 
then  to  be  between .  decks,  a  fudden  and  uncxpefted 
fquall  of  wind  threw  the  ftiip  on  her  fide^  and  the  gun- 
ports  being  open,  ftie  filled  with  water  almoft  inftantly, 
and  went  to  the  bottom.     A  vidualler  along  fide  of  her 

was 
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17^^  was  fwaUowed  up  in  the  whirlpool^  occafioacd  bydicr 
pknge  of  fo  vaft  a  body  in  the  water; 

The  admiral,  with  a  number  of  officers,  and  mqfi; 
df  thofe  between  decks  perifhed.  The  guard,  and  thofe 
who  happened  to  be  ajLeng  with  them  on  the  uppeir 
deck,  were  in  general  faved  by  the  boats  of  the  fleet* 
*  About  70  more  were  likewiie  faved.  It  is  thought  that 
from  900  to  1000  perfons  were  toft.  About  3CX), 
moftly  of  the  Ihips  company,  were  faved.  Capt.  Wag- 
home,  whole  bravery  in  the  North  Sea  under  admiral 
Parker  procured  him  the  command  of  the  ihip^  was^ 
iaved,  though  fcvcrely  bruifed. 

The  k)fs  of  the  Ihip,  though  the  period  is  critical, 
is  not  to  compare  with  the  lofs  of  the  brave  men  whor 
perifhed  in  her.  Adm.  Kempenfelt,  though  aear  70 
years  of  age,  is  peculiarly  and  univerfally  lamented 
by  the  Britilh.  In  point  of  profcffional  knowledge 
and  judgment,  he  was  deemed  one  of  the^  firft  0^74! 
officers  in  the  world ;  and  in  the  art  of  manoeuvring 
9  fieet,  he  was  confidered  by  their  greateft  commanders  as 
unrivalled, 

A  letter  from  Sir  Eyre  Coote,  dated  Fort  George^ 
Jan.  18,  1782,  was  received  at  lord  Shclburne's  office, 
June  the  4th.  It  relates,  that  after  the  adion  on,  the 
I  ft  of  July,  1781,  Sir  Eyre  marched  to  the  northward 
to  form  a  jundion  with  the  Bengal  detachment.  It  w«» 
cffefted  on  the  3d  of  Auguft.  On  the  a7th.  Sir  Eyi^ 
attacked  Hyder  Ally  pofted  with  his  army  in  a  formic 
dable  fituation.  The  conflict  lafted  from  nine  in  thq 
morning  till  near  fun-fet,  when  Sir  Eyre  was  left  in  fulj 
pofieffion  of  the  field  of  batde.    His  lofs  on  this  ocg^^ 

fioa 
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fion  was  heayier  than  on  the  ift  of  July,  and  that  of  Ac  17*^ 
enemy  lefs.  On  the  27th  of  September,  tlic  two  anAies 
engaged  again  before  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and 
by  the  evening  Hyder  was  completely  routed.  When 
Sir  Eyre  was  upon  his  return  from  relieving  the  garrifon 
at  Vellore,  Hyder  appeared  in  full  force  on  the  13th  of 
January,  and  by  a  diftant  cannonade  attacked  his  army 
while  crofling  a  marlhy  ground.  The  whole  having 
paffed  the  fwamp,  the  Jine  was  formtd  and  advanced 
upon  the  enemy,  on  which  Hyder  gave  way,  and  re- 
treated with  precipitation.  The  London  gazette  of  July 
13th,  confirmed  the  account  before  received  of  the  fur- 
render  of  the  Bahama  i"fta(n(fe  to^  the  arrtjs  of  Spxin,  oii 
tht  8th!  of  May,  by  capitulaft6n.  The  fame  day  ad- 
vices were  received  from  capt^  Shirtey  of  the  L<ander> 
of  his  having  deftroyed  a  Fren«li-  ftore  Ihip  off  Senegal, 
valued  at  36,000!.  and  of  his  taking  five  Dutch  forts, 
mounting  together  114  feun§,  dn  tht  cdaft  of  Africa^ 
without  ^ny  other  affiftattee  thah  the  riien  betohgiilg  to 
his  own  ftiip.  Toward  the  clbfc  of  July,  the  Englifti 
Eaft  India  Company  received  from  Bombay,  advice  of 
Tippoo  Saib's  having  attacked  col.  Braithwaite  on  cbd 
1 6  th  of  February,  afid  obliged  him  to  furrender  with 
all  his  force  two  days  after ;  and  of  the  Ftench  flcJet*$ 
confifting  of  22  fail,  large  and  fmall,  on  the  19th  of 
February,  in  Pondicherry  road.  Tippoo  Saib*s  fucctfi 
has  occafioned  to  the  Englifh  in  that  quarter,  the  tofs  of 
2000  infantry  and  300  cavalry. 

The  precarious  ftate  of  affairs  in  the  Eaft  Indies  muft 
be  a  motive  with  the  Britifh  miniftry  to  aim  it  a  fpeedy 
cftablifliment  of  peace.     As  the  negotiations. for  it  are 

carrying 
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i.7fc*  carrying  on  and  likely  to  be  continued,  my  next  lettq^ 
will  be  from  Paris.

\     Robertfon  a  letter  of  May  i,  acquainting  him,  that  a 

court-martial  was  appointed  by  Sir  H.  Clinton  for  trying 

the  perfon  connplairicd  pf  and  all  hjs  .abetU>r9^  in  tho 

death  of  Huddy,  and  that  Sir  H^nry  had  taken  mca- 

furc* 
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fores  for  it  before  he  teceived  any  letter  from  gen.  Wafh-  »7** 
iiigton  on  the  fubjeft.  Robcrtfon  expreiTed  his  TVilh, 
that  the  war  might  be  carried  on  agreeable  to  the  rules 
which  hunrianity  has  formed,  and'  the  examples  of  the 
politeft  nations  recommended ;  and  propofed  diat  they 
Ihould  agree  to  prevent  or  punifh  every  breach  of  the 
rules  of  war  within  the  fpheres  of  their  relpeftive  com- 
mands. The  letter  was  accompanied  with  a  number  of 
papers,  ftating  many  afts  of  barbarity  committed  by  the 
Americans  j  and  which  had  been  put  into  his  hands  as 
vindications  of  the  enormity  complained  of  by  Waffi- 
ington.  Robcrtfon  meant  to  prevail  upon  the  latter  to 
defift  from  his  purpofe.^  Wafliington  however,  in  his 
anfwer  of  May  5,  faid — ^*  So  far  from  receding  from 
that  refolution,  orders  are  given  to.  defignate  a  Britifh 
ofBcer  for  retaliation.  But  I  ftill  hope  the  refult  of  your 
court-martial  will  prevent  this  dreadful  alternative.** 
After  fincerely  lamenting*  the  cruel  neceflity,  which 
alone  could  induce  fo  diftreffing  a  meafure  in  the  prefent 
inftance,  he  aflured  the  other  that  he  entertained  his 
wifh  and  acceded  to  his  propofal.  But  to  fome  parts 
of  Robertfon's  letter  he  could  not  refrain  from  anfwer- ' 
ing — "  Recrimination  would  beufelefsi  I  forbear  there- 
fore to  mention  numerous  inftances  which  haveftained  the 
reputation  of  your  arms,  marked  the  progrefs  .of  this  war 
with  unufual  feverity,  and  difgraced  the  honor  of  human 
nature  itfelf."  When  Wafhington  was  informed  that  capt. 
Afgill  [a  youth  of  nineteen]  had  been  defignated  and  fent  • 
forward,  he  wrote  to  Hazen  on  the  4th  of  June— ^*'  I  4. 
am  much  concerned  to  find  that  capt.  Afgill  has  been 
fent  on,  notwithftanding  the  information  you  had  re-* 
ceived  of  there  being  two  unconditional  i^nioixtr%  of  war

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i?s»-  rn  our  pofleffion.  To  remedy  therefore  as  loon  as  ,pof- 
fible  this  miftake,  you  will  be  pleafed  immediately  to 
ordqr,  that  lieut.  Turner,  the  officer  .you  mention . to  ]>e 
confined  in  York  jail,  or  any  other  .prifoner  who  falls 
within  my  defcnption,  may  be  conveyed  to  Philadel- 
phia, under  the  fame  regulations  and  dir££tions  as  wci€ 
heretofore  given,  th^t  he  may  take  the  j}lace  of  c^t. 
Afgill/'  The  lame  day  he  prcjered  col.  Dayton  of  xifc 
Jerfey  line  to  permit  c^pt,  Ludlow,  A%ill's  iriend,  tp 
go  into  New  York  with  fuch  reprefentation  asA%i}l 
would  pleafe  to  make  to  Sir  Guy  Carktonj  and  beggOfl 
of  him  in  the  meantime  to  treat  Afgill  with  every,  tender 
attention  and  politenefs  (confiftcnt  with  his  prefent  fitUi- 
ation)  which  his  rapk,  .fortune  and  conne£Uons,  toge^ 
.ther  with  his  unfortunate  ilate  demanded.  Jn  a  fuble- 
flUent .letter  to  the  colonel  be  faid— "  I  wifl^  to  have; (be 
young. gendeman  treated  with  all  the  tendemefs  poffiblc, 
coDfifteqt  with  his  prefent  fituationi"  and  after  that---- 
"  I, am  very  willing,  and  indeed  wilh  every  indulgence 
:to  be  granted  him  that. is  not  inconfiftent  with  his ; per- 
fe<a  fecurity,"  Capt,  Aigill  writing  to  gen.  Wafhingtpn, 
tbus^iprefieidhimfclf— *'  Inconfequence  of  jour  orders, 
col.  Dayton  was  defirous  of  removing  me  tp  camp, -but 
-being  ill  of  a  fever,  I  prevailed  on  him  to  let  me,  re- 
gain at  his  quarters  [Chatham]  clofe  confined,  which 
indulgence  I  hope  will  not  be  difapproved  of.  .1  can^t 
conclude  this  letter  without  exprefiing  my  gratitude  u> 
your  e^c^Uency  for  ordering  col.. Dayton. to  favor  rac  as 
much  as  my /3tuation  would  admit  of,  .and  in  juftice  .tp 
him  I  muft  acknowledge  the  feeling  and  attentive  f^vx- 
mr  in  which  thofe  commands  were  executed."  Ypu 
«B4y  inquire,  why  was  not  Turner,  or  fome  pthpr  officer. 
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fent  on  to  take  the  place  of  AfgiU  ?  It  is  not  in  my  ijgj. 
power  to  anfwer. 

Mean  while  theBritifli  court-martial  proceeded  on  the 
trial  of  capt.  Richard  Lippincot,  rfipught  to  be  the  prin- 
cipal in  executing  capt.  Huddy.  When  it  was  finiflied, 
the  proceedings  of  the  court  were  lent  to  gen.  Wafhing- 
ton  by  Sir  GuyCarleton.  It  appeared  in  the  courfe  of  \ 
the  trial,  that  gov.  Franklin,  the  prefident  of  the  board 
of  affociated  loyalifts,  gave  Lippincot  verial  orders  for 
what  he  did,  and.  that  the  fame  were  known  and  agreed 
to  byfeveral  of  the  board,  without  being  exprefsly  op- 
pofed  by  any.  The  board  feemed  defirous  of  excul- 
pating themfelves  wholly,  and  of  leaving  Lippincot  to 
his  fate.  A  paper  was  produced  in  court  as  being  in 
the  hand  writing  of  Mr.  Alexander,  a  member  of  the 
board.  It  mentioned  that  one  of  their  afTociates,  Philip 
White,  was  inhumanly  and  wantonly  murdered  by  the 
guard  who  were  carrying  him  to  Monmouth  jail.  It 
complained  of  many  daring  afts  of  cruelty,  perpetrated 
with  impunity  by  a  fct  of  vindiftive  Rebels,  known  by 
the  defignation  of  M$nmoutb  rettdiatorsy  affociated  and 
headed  by  one  general  Forman,  whofe  horrid  afts  df 
•cruelty  gained  him  univerfally  the  name  6{  Black  David. 
It  fet  forth,  that  many  of  their  friends  and  neighbours 
were  butchered  in  cold  blood  under  the  ufurped  fornni 
of  law,  and  often  without  that  ceremony,  for  no  other 
crime  than  that  of  maintaining,  their  allegiance  to  the 
government  under  which  they  were  born,  audacioiiflv 
called  by  the  rebels  treafon  againft  their' dates ;  arid  that 
their  afibdatcH-s  thought  it  high  time  to  begin  a  retalia- 
tion :  that  they  therefore  pitched  upon  Jolhua  Huddy 
as  a  proper  fubjeft,  he  having  been  a  very  aftive  arid 

cruel 
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J78*.  cruel  perfccutor  of  their  friends,  and  having  boafted  of 
being  infltumental  in  hanging  Stephen  Edwards,  the 
firft  of  their  brethren  who  fell  a  martyr  to  republican 
fiiry  in  Monmouth  county.  Huddy,  it  afferted,  tied  the 
knot  and  put  the  rope  about  the  neck  of  that  inoffen- 
five  fufFerer. ',  The  plea  urged  by  the  parties,  who  de- 
fended the  execution  of  Huddy,  was — "  By  a  ftrangc 
\  fatality  the  loyalifts  are  the  only  people  that  have  been 
treated  as  rebels  during  the  unhappy  war,  and  we  arc 
conflxained  by  our  fufFerings  to  declare,  that  no  efforts 
have  been  made  by  the  government,  under  whofe  pro- 
teftion  we  wifh  to  live,  to  fave  our  brethren  from  igno- 
minious deaths.  The  rebels  punifti  the  loyalifts,-  under 
their  ufual  diftindtion  of  prifoners  of  ftatc  from  prifoncrs 
of  war." 

When  the  "bufinefs  had  been  fully  and  impartially 
heard  and.difcufled,  it  was  finifhed  by  the  following  de- 
claration— "  The  court*  having  confidered  die  evidence 
for  and  againft  the  captain,  and  it  appearing  that  (al- 
though Jolhua  Huddy  was  executed  without  proper 
authority)  what  the  prifbner  did,  was  not  the  cfkGt  of 
malice  or  ill  will,  but  proceeded  from  a  convi6tion,  that 
it  was  his  duty  to  obey  the  orders  of  the  board  of  dircc* 
tors  of  affociated  loyalifts,  and  his  not  doubting  their 
having  full  authority  to  give  fuch  orders,  the  court  is 
of  opinion  that  he  is  no^  guilty  of  the  murder  laid  to  his 
.    charge,  and  therefore  acquit  him." 

Sir  Guy  Carleton,  in  a  letter  which  accompanied  the 
trial  of  capt.  Lippincot,  declared  in  unequivocal  tenns 
to  gen.  Wafhington,  that  notwithftanding  tfai  acquittal 
of  the  captain,  he  reprobated  the  meafure,  and  gave 
aflurances  of  profecuting  a  further  inquiry.  This  changed 
5  the 
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the  ground  the  general  was  proceeding  upon,  and  placed  1782. 
the  matter  upon  an  extremely  delicate  footing.  Sir  Guy 
charged  him  with  want  of  humanity  in  felefting  a  vidtim 
from  among  the  Britifli  officers,  Jo  early  as  he  did.  But 
Sir  Guy  fhould  have  confidered,  that  by  the  ufages  of 
war,  and  upon  the  principles  of  retaliation,  the  general 
would  have  beenjuftified  in  executing  an  officer  of  equal 
rank  with  capt.  Huddy  immediately  upon  receiving 
proofs  of  his  murder,  and  then  informing.  Sir  Henry 
Clinton  he  had  done  fo.  The  ground  which  the  gene- 
ral was  proceeding  upon  being  changed,  he  by  a  letter  p^ 
of  the  19th  of  Auguft  laid  the  whole  matter  before  19^ 
congrefs  for  their  direftion.  The  affair  being  put  into 
this  train,  the  general  fent  word  to  col.  Dayton  on  the 
25th,  "  You  will  leave  capt.  Afgill  on  parole  at  Morrif- 
town,  until  further  orders."  The  captain  was  admitted 
to  his  parole  even  within  ten  or  twelve  miles  of  the  Britifli 
lines.  He  was  indulgedwith  a  confidence  yet  more  un- 
limited, by  being  permitted,  for  the  benefit  of  his  health, 
and  the  recreation  of  his  mind,  to  ride  not  only  about 
the  American  cantonment,  but  into  the  furrounding 
country,  for  feveral  miles,  with  his  friend  and  compa- 
nion, major  Gordon,  conftantly  attending  him.  Every 
military  charafter  muft  fuppofe  that  thefe  indulgences 
flowed  from  the  American  commander  in  chief:  which 
was  the  real  cafe,  and  is  not  to  be  afcribed  to  the  inter- 
ference of  count  Rochambeau.  Congrefs  referred  gen. 
Wafliington's  letter  and  the  proceedings  of  the  Britifh 
court  martial  upon  Lippincot  to  a  committee,  who  deU-, 
vered  in  their  report  on  the  17th  of  Oftober.  Ten 
days  before,  Wafliington  wrote  in  a  private  letter  to  the  q^^ 
fecrerary  at  war — "  The  cafe  of  capt.  Afgill  is  now  7* 
before  congrefs.  Was  I  tp  give  my  private  opinion  re^ 
Vol.  IV,  U  ipeding 
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*7^2.  ipefting  Afgiil,  I  fhouid  pronounce  in  favor  of  his  being 
releafed  from  his  dureffe  j  and  that  he  fhouid  be  per- 
mitted to  go  to  his  friends  in  Europe/'  Congrcfs  de- 
layed bringing  the  matter  to  an  iffue.  At  length  the 
general  received  a  letter  from  the  count  de  Vcrgennes, 
dated  the  29th  of  July,  interceding  for  capt.  A%iH. 
It  was  accompanied  with  an  uncommonly  pathetic  one 
from  Mrs.  Afgill,  the  mother,  to  the  count.     Vcrgenncs 

I  in  the  moft  polite,  humane  and  powerful  manner,  plead- 
ed her  caufe.  "  Your  excellency  (he  faid)  will  not  read 
this  letter  without  being  extremely  affedted  :  it  had  that 
cffc&  upon  the  king  and  upon  the  queen,  to  whom  1 
communicated  it.  The  goodnels  of  their  majcfties  hearts 
;  induces  them  to  defirfe,  that  the  inquietudes  of  an  unfor- 
tunate mother  may  be  calmed,  and  her  tendemefi  re- 
affured.— There  is  one  confideration.  Sir,  which  though 
not  decifive,  may  have  an  influence  upon  your  refolu^^ 
tion*  Capt.  Afgill  is  doubtlefs  your  prifoner,  but  he  is 
among  thofc  whom  the  arms  of  the  king  contributed  to 
f)Ut  into  your  hands  at  York  Town.  Althottgh  this  cir- 
cuinftartce  does  not- operate  as  a  fafeguard,  it  however 
jtiftifies  the  intereft  I  permit  myfelf  to  take  in  this  ^air. 
—In  feeking  to  deliver  Mr.  Afgill  from  the  fate  whicl| 
threatens  him,  I  am  far  from  engaging  you  to  fcek

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as  foon  as  poffible,  he  ferit  with  it  a  pafl^ort  for  tKat  '7^2* 
ptirjpofe.     They  were  accompanied  with  a  fetter,  whicli 
clofed  with — ''  I  catinot  t^ke  leave  6{  you,  Sir,  witjiout 
afluring  you,  that  in  whatever  light  tny  agency  in  this 
unpleafing  affair  may  be  viewed,  I  was  nfever  influenced, 
through  the  whole  of  it,  by  languinary  ttibtiv'es ;  but 
by  what  I  conceived  to  be  a  fenfe  of  nrty  duty^  tvhicft 
loudly  called  lipon  rhe  to  take  meafurcs,  hbwever  difr 
agreeable,  to  prevent  ii  repetition  of  thdfe  enorrriiiies 
which  have  been  the  fubjeft  of  difcufllon.     And  that 
this  irhjportant  end  is  likely  tb  be  anfwered  without  th4 
effufion  of  the  blood  of  an  innocent  pierfon,  is  nbt  i 
greater  relief  to  you  than  it  is  to.

The  army  could 
not  make  a  march  of  one  day,  as  they  are  without  every 
neceflary  as  well  as  provifions.  Officers  and  fbldiers  are 
exceedingly  difcontented.

They  were  furnifhed  by 
Ibme  of  the  inhabitants,  who  wiflied  to  make  their  peace 
with  their  countrymen.] — "  Sept.  22.

Thofe 
in  the  army  tore  the  lappels  fiom  their  coats,  ftamped    \ 
them  under  their  feet,  and  exclaimed  that  they  were  ru-     \ 
ined  for  ever^    Others  cried  out,  that  they  had  facri-      ' 
ficed  every  thing  to  prove  their  loyalty,  and  >^€re  now 
left  to  (hift  for  themfelves^  lofl:  both  tc5  the  frieudfhip  qf 
their  king  and  country.     On  the  7  th,  it  was  earneftly 
recommended  in  the  New  York  paper  to  the  loyalifts 
every  where,   to  fufpend  iheir  opinion  on  the  prefent 
important  occafion,  and  each  to  continue  firrn  to  the 
profefEons  he  had  made  of  layalty  and  zeal  fpr  the  re- 
union of  the  empire,  and  to  wait  the  iflue.

^l^^'Only  120  died,    and  of  thefe  more  by  the  fmall-pox 
'than  any  other  diforder.      Before  gen,  Burgoyne  was 
taken>  perfons  were  not  allowed  to  vifit  or  relieve  them. 
After  that  event  the'  treatment  wits  different^  and  for- 
mer feverities  were  mitigated.     When  fick  they  were 
taken  exceeding  good  care  of;  and  had  Americans  em- 
ployed to  nurfe  them.     Had  not  agents,  clerks,  &c. 
dedufted  from  the  king's  allowance,  they  ftiould  have 
done  pretty  well :  though  having  no  more  than  crimi- 
nals allowance  of  provifion,  they  had  a  very  fcanty  fup- 
port,  befide  which  the  provifion  was  often  exceeding 
.  bad.     When  the  change  of  miniftry  took  place,  they 
were  confidered  as  prifoners  of  war,  and  had  an  allow- 
ance accordingly.     They  mentioned,  that  before  they 
were  fent  off,  the  duke  of  Richmond,  gen.  Conway,  and 
fome  other  gentlemen  vifited  them,  expreffed  a  concern 
for  thfir  fufterings,  fhowed  them  much  kindnefs,  gave 
them  money,  very  condefcendingly  fhook  hands  with 
them'  and  faid  they  were  brethren.     They  related  that 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Wren  of  Portfmouth  was  extremely  kind 
to  them;  was  like  a  father;   procured  them  clothes, 
money,  and  many  articles  to  help  them  under  their  con* 
finement;  and  frequently  vifited  and  prayed  with  the 
fick,     Mr.  Laurens  vifited  them ;  encouraged  them  to 
remain  firm  to  their  country's  caufe ;  and  told  them 
how  he  had  fufFered  under  his  confinement.     One  of 
them  who  had  been  a  prifoner  at  New  York,  to  e3q>refs 
the  difiference  between  the  places,  declared  that  he  had 
rather  be  imprifoned  months  in  England  than  weeks  at 
New  York.     They  ftated  the  number  of  perfons  who 
came  away  upon  the  exchange  at  303,  the  reft  havmg 
made  heir  efcape  at  difi^erent  periods.

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On  the  13th  of  May,  the  minifter  of  France  was  ad-  1782. 
mitted  to  a  public  audience,  and  after  addrefling  con- j^/ 
grefs  in  a  fpeech,  delivered  to  them  a  letter  from  his 
moft  chriftian  majefly,  informing  them  of  the  birth  of 
his  fon  the  dauphin,  A  fuitabk  anfwer  Was  given  to. 
the  chevalier  de  la  Luzerne.  They  then  ordered  a  let- 
ter to  be  written  to  the  commander  in  chief,  and  to  the 
commander  in  the  fouthern  department,  inforniing  them 
of  the  faid  event,  and  direfted  that  it  fhould  be  publifh- 
ed  in  both  armies  with  proper  demonftrations  of  joy. 
The  fecretary  for  foreign  affairs  was  alfo  to  inform  the 
governors  and  prefidents  of  the  refpeftive  ftates,  that  the 
people  of  each  ftate  might  partake  in  the  joy.  When 
the  minifter  had  withdrawn,  the  birth  of  the  dauphia 
was  announced  to  the  public  by  a  difcharge  of  cannon 
and  a  feu  de  joie  of  nriufketry.  In  the  afternoon  a  din- 
ner was  provided  by  congrefs  for  the  chevalier  and  his 
fuit ;  and  the  evening  was  clofed  with  a  brilliant  difplay 
of  fire  works  in  the  ftate  houfe  yard.  The  official  no- 
tificatipn  of  the  dauphin's  birth  was  received  in  all 
places  of  the  United  States,  with  every  mark  of  joy  ^nd 
token-  of  refpeft  to  their  great  and  generous  ally,  and  to 
the  French  nation.

The  Britifti  garrifon  at  Savannah  confifted  of  a^ly^Dt;

fupcriority  of  force  did  not  prevent  gen.  Wayne's  aiu 
pearipg  often  before  the  Britilh  lines  and  infulting  thdf 
picquets.

with  hjis  coun<;il  rei^ov^4  from  Augufta  to  Ebcnezer*. 
Soon  after  his  arrival  l^e  il^Raed  a  pjcoclannatioiv  offering 
to  every  Britifti  or  Heffian  fQldier,  wijio  ftiouJ4  defert 
from  Savannahs  2Q0  acres  of  land  apid  Ibme  ftock  j 
which  had  the  dc%e4  e^A  in  a  certain,  degucc. 

On  the  2ift  of  May,  col.  Brown,  at  thj^  head  of  aiNKFay 
confiderablc  party,  marched  out  of  the  garrifon  of  Sa<  *^* 
vanhah,  with  the  apparent  indention  of  attacking  die  ' 
Americans.     Wayne,  by  a  boki  manoeuvre^  got  between  ; 
Brown  and  the.  garriibn,' attacked  him  at  twelve  o'clock  at 
night,  and  routed  his  whole  party.     The  van -guard  of 
the  Americans,  confifting  of  60  horfe  and  40  infantry, 
was  led  on,  by  col.  White  of  the  cavalry,  and  capt.  Par-. 
ker  of  the  infantry,  to  a  fpirited  charge ;  in  which  40  of 
Brown's  men  were  killed  or  wounded,  about  20  taken 
prifoners,  and  the  remainder  obliged  to  fheker  them-r. 
felves  in  the  fwamps  under  cover  of  the  night.     The- 
advantage  wa&  gained  by  the  liberal  ufe  of  the  fword  and 
bayonet.     Orders  had  been  previoufly  given  to  depend 
entirely  on  thefe  weapons  j   and   to  fecure  a  punftual 
compliance,  the  flints  were  taken  out  of  the  mufketry 
of  the  infantry.     The  Americans  had  only  five  privates 
H  Idlled  and  two  wounded.     Though  Brown  proved  un*. 
fuccefsful,  yet  gen.  Greene  reckons  him  one  of  the  beft 
officers  belonging  to  the  Britifh  troops. 

On  the  24th  of  June,  a  large  body  of  Creek  Indians,  June 
headed  by  a  number  of  their  moft  celebrated  chiefs  and  ^4* 
warriors,  and  a  Britifh  officer,  furprifed  and  made  a  fu- 
rious attack  upon  Wayne's  infantry  at  half  an  hour  after 
one  in  the  morning.     For  a  few  minutes  they  pofleffed 
themfelves  of  his  two  fi^ld  pieces,  which  were  foon  re- 

coyercd. 
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1782,  covered.     The  Indians  knew  not  how  to  make  a  right 
inr^provement  of  the  advantages  they  had  obtained  by 
the  furprife.     Mean  while  the  cavalry  arrived  and  preffed 
hard  upon  them;  while  Wayne  expofed  himfelf^  be- 
yond what  was  prudent  for  the  chief  commander,  "that 
he  might  reinftate  matters.     A  fmart  aftion  enfued,  in 
•which  both  fides  fought  in  clofe  quarters  with  fwords 
and  bayonets.     The  Indians  difplayed  uncommon  bra- 
very ;  but  having  to  contend  with  both  horfe  and  foot 
were   completely  routed.      Fourteen  of  their  number 
were  killed,  one  of  whom  was  a  famous  chief.     The 
Americans  had  five  flain  and  eight  wounded. 
.        The  Britifh  adminiftration  having  refolved  upon  aban- 
/    doning  all  oSenfive  operations  in  America,  the  fcheme 
of  evacuating  the  weaker  polls  in  the  United  States  was 
adopted;    and  that  at  Savannah  wa^  to  be  the  firft. 
When  the  meafure  was  determined  upon,  the  merchants 
and  others,  inhabitants  of  the  place,  obtained  permiflion 
to  apply  to  Wayne  for  the  fecurity  and  prefervation  of  ' 

their  perfons  and  property^     He  replied  to  their  depu- 
ties, ^^  that  Ihould  the  Britifti  garrifon  eventually  effcdt*  i 
an  evacuation,  the  perfons  and  properties  of  fuch  inha- 
bitants or  others,  who  choofe  to  remain  in  Savannah,  will  I 
be  protefted  by  the  military*,  and  refigned  inviolate  into           1 
the  hands  of  the  civil  authority,  which  muft  Ultimately- 
decide,--     The  merchants  and  inhabitants  of  Savannah,' 
having  fent  out  a  fecond  flag,  Wayne  at  the  defire  of 
the  civil  authority  of  the  ftate,  fent  them  for  anfwer, 
«  that  the  merchants,  not  owing  allegiance  to  the  United 
States,  will  be  permitted  to  remain  a  reafonable  time  to 
difpofe  of  their  goods  and  fettle  their  affairs.'*    Major 
Haberfiiam,  who  was  charged  with  this  meflage,  pledge 
cd  himfelf  that  tJiey  might  rely,  with  the  utmoft  confix 
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dence,  on  the  terms  propofed  to  them.  The  congrefs  i?^^- 
on  the  30th  of  December  ratified  Wayne's  agreement. 
On  the  nth  of  July  Savannah  was  evacuated,  and  the  July 
Americans  immediately  took  poffeffion  of  it.  The 
works  and  town  were  left  perfeft ;  for  which  the  inhabi- 
tants are  indebted  to  that  worthy  and  humane  officer 
brigadier  general  Clarke. 

General  Leflie,  under  the  fanftion  of  the  refolutign 
taken  by  the  Britifli  adminiftration,^  propofed  to  gen. 
Greene  a  ceflation  of  hoftilities,  which  was  declined  by 
the  latter  for  want  of  inftruftions  from  congrefs  on  the 
fubjeft.  However  nothing  of  confequence  was  attempt- 
ed on  either  fide.  When  the  evacuation  of  Charleftown 
was  propofed,  the  merchants  who  came  with  the  BritilH 
were  in  a  moft  difagreeable  predicament.  They  had 
entered  into  extenfive  commercial  engagements.  Thofe 
of  their  debtors,  who  were  without  the  lines,  were  not 
fubje<5t  to  their  jurifdiftion  ;  thofe  who  were  within,  were 
unable  to  pay.  Environed  with  difficulties,  and  threat- 
ened with  bankruptcy  Ihould  they  leave  the  ftate  along 
with  the  garrifon,  they  applied  to  gen.  Leflie  for  leave 
to  negotiate  for  themfelves.  A  deputation  of  die  body 
waited  on  gov.  Mathews,  and  obtained  from  hinm  per- 
miffion  to  refide  in  South  Carolina  for  eighteen  months 
after  the  evacuation,  with  the  full  liberty  of  difpofing  of 
their  ftock  of  goods  on  hand,  and  of  collefting  the 
debts  already  due  to  them.  After  general  orders  had 
announced  the  defign  of  evacuating  Charleftown,  Lef-  Aug. 
lie  wrote  to  Greene,  offering  full  payment  for  rice  and  '^* 
other  provifion  to  be  fent  into  the  town :  at  the  farne 
time  he  threatened,  that  if  it  was  not  granted  for  money, 
it  ihould  be  taken  by  force  without  compenfation.  But  as 
it  was  apprehended  the  Britifli  meant  to  procure  large 

fup- 
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1*782.  fuppiies  for  the  transfdring  of  the  war  to  the  French 
Weft  India  iflands,  the  Americans  could  not  upon  any 
confideration  aifTent  to  the  advantageous  oHers  of  Leflle. 
Every  effort  was  nnade  by  Grfeehe  and  Mathews  to  re-* 
firain  the  Intercourfe  between  town  and  country  on  pn- 
vate  account,  though  the  wants  of  the  American  army 
made  a  fmall  deviation  neceffary.     Leflie  finding  it  im- 
poffible  to  purchafe.  Tent  out  parties  to  feize  pirovifions 
near  the  different  landings,  and  to  bring  them  by  water 
to  Charleftown.     This  was  eHedled  in  fbme  inftahcei 
before  the  Americans  could  be  coUefted  in  fuifficient 
force  for  the  defence  of  their  property ;  though  a  colonel 
(an  American)  in  the  Britifh  army  had  been  for  fome 
months  paft  employed,  in  fending  the  earlieft  intellU 
gence,  from  time  to  time,  of  lall  the  military  op^tibns, 
which  the  Britifh  concerted  to  the  prejudice  of  the  United 
States,  or  any  part  thereof.     He  is  to  continue  with  the 
Britilh  army  until  the  clofe  of  the  war.     On  his  faith- 
fully performing  this  fecret  iervice,  and  as  a  regard  for 
his  treacherous  duplicity,  gen.  Greene  is  to  ufe  all  his 
influence  with  the  ftate  of  South  Carolina,  td  reftoi* 
him  to  his  fortunes,  and  the  rights  ^ftd  privileges  of  a 
citizen.     Should  the  ftate  refufe  to  r^ftore  him,  the  ge- 
geral  is  to  recommend  his  cafe  to  cohgrefs  for  filch  com- 
penfation  as  they  may  think  his  fervices  claim. 

One  of  the  largeft  parties  ordered  out  was  fent  to 
Aug.  Combahee  ferry,  where  they  arrived  on  the  25th  of 
^-^l  Auguft.  Brigadier  Gift,  with  about  300  cavalry  ^d 
infantry,  of  the  continental  army,  was  detached  to  op* 
pofe  them.  He  fucceeded  io  far  as  to  capture  one  of 
their  fchooners,  and  in  a  degree  to  fruftirate  their  dc-* 
figns.  Lieut,  col.  Laurens,  though  he  had  been  coh- 
|ined  for  feveral  days  immediately  preceding,  on  hear- 
I  ing 
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ing  of  the  expedition,  rofe  and  followed  Gift.  When  i^gsj. 
the  Britifh  and  American  detachments  approached  within 
a  few  miles  of  each  other,  Laurens  being  in  idvancc 
with  a  fmall  party  of  regulars  and  militia,  engaged  with 
a  much  fuperior  force,  in  expeftation  of  fupport  froth 
the  main  body  in  his  rear.  In  the  midft  of  his  brave 
exertions  he  received  a  mortal  wound.  *'  This  young 
gentleman  was  fent  over  to  England  for  his  education, 
where  he  endeared  himfelf  to  all  who  knew  him,  by  his 
abilities  and  afiedtionate  temper.  In  the  beginning  of 
1777,  he  joined  the  American  army,  and  from  that 
time  was  foremoft  in  every  danger.  He  was  preferit 
and  diftinguiflied  himfelf  in  every  aftion  of  the  army 
under  gen.  Wafhington,  and  was  among  the  foremoft 
that  entered  the  Britifli  lines  at  York  Town.  Thofe 
who  were  intimately  acquainted  with  him,  will  rank  his 
martial  qualities,  by  which  he  was  chiefly  known,  ag 
loweft  in  the  catalogue  of  his  virtues*  They  will  lament 
the  untimely  lofs  of  a  clear  difcerning  mind,  that  united 
the  folid  powers  of  the  underftanding  with  inflexible  inte- 
grity. In  him,  his  country  has  loft  one  of  its  nobleft 
and  moft  ufeful  citizens  5  his  father,  the  kindeft  and 
moft  affeftionate  friend  j  and  all  the  wretched,  a  gtoci. 
rous  and  difinterefted  patron  *." 

*  This  charafter  is  taken  from  an  Atrtcrlcan  publication.  The 
Ameticdn  coihmander  in  chief  being  aflced  whether  it  was  juft,  ah- 
rwered-— "  Such  pim  t)f  thfe  drawing  as  htn^d  fallen  und^  my  own  o|- 
fervations  arc  literally  fo ;  and  it  ii  my  firm  belief  his  mdrits  aifll 
worth  richly  entitle  him  to  the  whole  pidture.  No  man  poflefled  tooie 
of  the  Amor  patriae.  In  a  word,  he  had  not  a  fault  thati  coilld  dif.

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17^2.  When  the  long  expefted  evacuation  of  Charleftown 
drew  nigh,  the  inhabitants  of  the  ftate  apprehended,  that 
the  Brrtifli  army,  on  its  departure,  would  carry  off  with 
them  fome  thoufands  of  negroes,  who  were  within  their 
lines/  To  prevent  it  gov.  Mathews  wrote  to,  gen. 
Leflie,  Auguft  the  17th,  and  informed  him,  "  that  if 
/  the  property  of  the  citizens  of  South  Carolina  was  car- 

.ried,ofF  by  the  Britifti  army,  he  fhould  feize  on  the 
debts  due  to  the  Britifti  merchants,  and  to  the  confif- 
cated  eftates,  and  the  claims  on  thofe  eftates  by  marri- 
age fettlements,  which  three  articles  were  not  incluided 
in  the  confifcation  aft."  Gen.  Leflie  propofed  a  nego- 
tiation, for  fecuring  the  property  of  both  parties.  Com- 
miflioners  were  appointed  in  behalf  both  of  the  ftate  and 

Oft.  the  royalifls:    who  on  the  ibth  of  O&ober  ratified  a 

^^*  :compaft  on  the  fubjeft,  of  which  the  following  was  a 
principal  article. — "  All  the  flaves  of  the  citizens  of 
South  Carolina,  now  in  the  power  of  gen.  Leflie,  ihall 
be  reftored  to  their  former  owners>  as  far  as  is  pra6li- 
cable,  except  fuch  flaves  as  may  have  rendered  them- 
fclves  particularly  obnoxious  on  account  of  their  at- 
tachment and  fervices  to  the  Britifti  troops,  and  fuch  as 
had  fpecific  promifes  of  freedom."  A  confideration 
for  the  advantages  of  this  amcle  ?vas  made  in  others  for 
the  benefit  of  the  royaliflis.  Great  >yere  the  cxpeftaitipns 
pf  the  inhabitants,  as  to  their  foon  obtaining  the  re- 
.  .poflelTion  of  their  property :  but  the  compaft  was  {o  far 
evaded  as  to  be  in  a  great  meafure  inefFeftualfor  the 
end  propofed.' 

The  evacuation,  though  officially  announced  by  gen, 
Leflie  on  the  7th  of  Augufl:,  as  a  mcafiire  foon  to  be 

^^\  adopted,  did  not  take  place  till  the  14th  of  December^ 

when 
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v^hen  the  Britiih  troops  completed  their  embarkaticm,  f^ 
Gen;  Wayne,  with  the  legion  and  light  mfiMitiy^had 
been  before  their  works  for  fevcral  days,  by  order  of 
gen.  Greene.    It  was  hinted  to  him  from  geti.  Leflic^ 
through  a  certain  niediom,  that  if  they  were  permitted 
to  embark  witliout  intewuptioa,   every  care  ifaouid  be 
taken  for  the  prefervatKMi  of  the  taim.     Wayne  nm  [ 
direfted  to  accede  to  the  f^^opofal,  the  Bl^itilh  alfo  agncc*.  | . 
ing  not  to  fire  upon  the  town  after  gecring  oa  boari  \ 
The  conditions  being  fo&y  undcrftood  by  both  parties^   \ 
Charleftown  was  evacuaited  and  -pofSdSsd  withoiot  the    j 
leaft  confufioi^  the  American  advance  foilowing  doft  on 
the  Britifli  rear.     The  govenaor  was  condudted  into  hia 
capital  the  fame  day,  the  civil  police  eftabliihcd  the  day 
following,  afid  on  the  thkd  die  town,  was  opened  for  feui-    i 
finefs.     On  the  17th  die  Britiih  crofSd  the  bar  khd 
went  to  Tea. 

Thus  congrefs  have  recovered  the  co«nplete  pofleinoft 
of  all  the  fouthcm  Urates.  The  ftruggle  hag  been  long 
atid  fevere ;  but  when  it  is  ooofidcred  that  fhe  Btwi& 
had  upward  of  18,000  rtgular  troops,  t^idc  fefcnd  , 
thoufand  militia  and  negroes  ewapioyed  for  tfceir  reduc- 
tion, it  muft  appear  *«i:  the  progrcfe  of  the  Anwan^sUi 
fouthern  army  has  been  no  Ids  bo.norabie  titan  impor*- 
tant. 

Several  detached  articles  remain  to  te  moitioned. 

A  gentleman  of  Philadelphia  has  fevored  me  wkh  tte 
following  one.  "  At  tefi  o'cbck  on  Wedncfday  evea*. 
ing,  Oftober  ^,  major  gen.  Lee  died,  a&cr  being  con- 
fined to  his  bed  from  the  ev-ening  of  the  pcoocdiog  Fri- 
day. His  diforder  was  a  defluxioft  on  the  lungs  of 
three  months  ftanding,  which  produced  ibmethkgiikc  k 
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f3^2.1purious  inflammation  of  the  lungs,  accompanied  with 
an   epidemic  remitting  fever. — The  cbaradter  of- this 
perfon  is  full  of  abfurdities  and  qualities  of  a  moft  ex- 
n-aordinary  nature.     His  underftanding  was  great,  his 
,       memory  capaciousj  and  his  fancy  brilliant.     His  mind 
was  ftored  with  a  variety  of  knowledge,  which  he  col- 
lefted  from  books,  converfation  and  travels.     He  had 
Jbeen  in  moft  European  countries^    He  was  a  corrcft 
and  elegant  clafTical  fcholar  9  and  both  wrot^  and  fpoke 
his  native  language,  with  perfpicuity,  force  and  beauty. 
JFrom  thefc  ch-cumftances  he  was,  at  times,  a  moft  agree*^ 
I  .able  and  inftruftive  companion^     His  temper  was-na- 
.rurally  four  and  fevere.     He  was  feldom  feen  to  lau^> 
\  and  fcarcely  to  fmile.     The  hiftory  of  his  life  is  Mttle 
'   elfe,  than  the  hiftory  of  difputes,  quarrels  and  duels,  in 
'  .every  part  of  the  world.    He  was  yindidtive  to  his  ene- 
mies.   His  avarice  had  no  bounds.    He  never-  went 
.into  a  public  and  feldom  into  a  private  houfe,  where  he 
did  not  difcover  fome  marks  of  ineflFable  and  contemp- 
tible meannefs.     He  begrudged  the  expence  of  a  nurfe 
•   in  his  laft  illnefs,  and  died  in  a  fmall  dirty  room  in  the 
Philadelphia  tavern  called  the  Canaftoe-waggoh,  [de- 
figned  chiefly  for  the  entertainment  and  accommodation 
^f  common  countrymen]    attended  by  no  one  but  a 
.    Frerich  fervant,  and  Mr.  Ofwald  the  printer,  who  once 
ferved  as  an  officer  under  him.    He  was  both  impious 
:and  profane.     In  his  principles  he  was  not  only  an  infi- 
del, but  he  was  very  hoftile  to  every  attribute  of  the 
Deity.     His  morals  were  exceedingly  debauched.     His 
manners  were  rude,  partly  from  nature  and  partly  from 
affeftation.     His  appetite  was  fp  whimfical  as  to  what 
he  eat  and  drank,  that  he  was  at  all  times^  and  in  all 

places^ 
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places,  a  liioft  troublefome  and  difagreeable  gueft.     He^J^j* 
had  been  bred  to  arms  from  his  youth ;  andfervcd  as 
lieut.  colonel  ahiong  the  Britifh,  as  colonel  among  the 
Portuguefej  and  afterward  as  aid  de  tanip  to  his  PoUfli. 
majefty,  with  the  rank  of  major  general '  Upon .  the 
American  continent's  being  forced  into  arms  for  the  pre- 
fervation  of  her  liberties,  he  Was  called  forth  by  the  voice 
of  the  people^  and  eledted  to  the  rank  of  third  in  com- 
mand of  their  forces;     He  had  exhaufted  every  valu- 
able treatife,  both  ancient  and  mode^-n,  on  the  military 
art.     His  judgment  in  war  was  generally  found.*— He 
was  extremely  ufeful  to  the  Americans  in  the  beginning 
of  the  revolution^  by  infpiring  them  with  military  ideas, 
and  a  contempt  for  Britifh  difcipline  and  valor.     It  is 
difficult  to  *fay,  whether  the  aftive  and  ufeful  part  he 
.  took  in  the  conteft,  arofe  from  perfonal  refentment  againil 
the  king  of  Great  Britain,  or  from  a  regard  to  the  liber- 
ties of  America*     It  is  certain  he  reprobated  the  French 
alliance  and  republican  forms  of  government,  after  he 
retired  from  the  American  fervice.     He  was,  in  the 
field,  brave  in  the  higheft  degree ;  and  with  alj  his  faults 
and  oddities  was  beloved  by  his  officers  /Sind  fpldiers. 
He  was  devoid  of  prudence^;  and  ufed  to  call  .it  a  raj^  | 
cally  virtue i     His  partiality  to  dogs  was  too  remarkable  ^ 
not  to  be  mentioned  in  his  charaften      Tv^p  or  three 
of  thefe  animals   followed  him  generally  wherever  he 
went.     When   the  eongrels    confirmed    the  ,fentenoe 
df  the  court  martial,  fufpending  him  for  twelve  months^ 
he  pointed  to  his  dog  and  exclaimed,    ".  Oh !  that  I 
was  that  animal,  that  I  might  not  call  mm  my  brother.'^ 
—Two  virtues^  he  pofiefled  in  an.  eminent  degree,  viz. 
fincerity  and  veracity i.    He  was  never  known  to  deceive 
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I  ^81*  or  dcfcrt  a  friend  -,  and  he  was  a  ftranger  to  equivoca- 
tion, even  where  bi^  fafety  or  charafter  were  at  ftake." 

A  difpofition  to  mifreprefent  and  bkcken  the  Indi- 
insj  in  order  to  juftify^  or  paliiate  the  praftice  of  cruel 
meaforcs  tqward  theoi,  has  particularly  appeared  in  the 
cafe  of  the  Moravian  Indians,  fettled  on  the  Muikingunn, 
'  a  branch  of  the  Ohio  i  who  early  in  the  laft  fpring  fuf- 
fcred  deeply  on  account  of  wlwt,  they  thought,  the 
peaceable  fpirit  of  the  gofpel  required  of  them.  The 
firil  gathering  of  thofe  Indians  into  a  degree  of  ciril  and 
religious  order,  was  about  30  years  ago.  The  place  of 
their  refidmce  wds  dien  at  Wbibaloofing,  on  the  Su^ue- 
hanna^  about  200  nr^iles  from  Philadelphia^  In  a  vtlit 
to  that  city,  about  the  year  17 56,  when  the  proiriMe 
I  was  diftreffed  by  the  Indian  war,  they  declared  their 
!  particular  di&pprobation  of  v^r,  and  fixed  reibtotion  to 
take  no  part  therein ;  apprehending  it  to  be  ^^Icafmg 
to  the  Great  Being,  who>  as  one  of  them  exprefled  it, 
did  noi  maki  tmn  to  dsfiroy  mm^  hui  to  kve  and  ^ft  Md> 
ether*  AboiM;  13  years  paft,  thefe  Indians  meeting  with 
difficulty,  from  an  increafe  of  white  fettlers  near  then%, 
by  which  fpirituous  liquors  were  brought  to  their  towni, 
renioved  to  the  Mulkingumj  and  were  acconnpa- 
nied  by  fonne  of  the  Moravians,  who  have  long  rcfided 
among  them,  carefully  attended  both  to  their  civil  and 
religious  concerns,  and  never  left  them  in  the  timts  of 
their  greateft  danger  and  difficulty.  Thcfe  Indians  re- 
fufed  to  take  any  part  in  xht  preient  war  \  n^d^twithfUnd- 
ing  repeated  abufes  on  that  account  froDh  oA^  tribes, 
particularly  thofe  parties  which  pafled  through  liitjr 
towns,  in  their  way  to  the  American  fitmtieri^  ^om 
they.fonf>eti^T>es  difluaded  from  their  hollik  iittemioni, 
2  and 
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and  prevailed  upon  to  go  back  again.  They  akfo  warned  '7^»' 
the  inhabitants  of  their  danger.  This  conduA  being 
confidercd  as  obftrudive  to  the  hoftilc  proceedings  of  t-l^r 
tribes  at  war,  was  at  length  made  the  ple^  for  carrying 
them  oC  Zo  the  banning  of  Augisft,  178 1,  the  ehie]f 
.  of  tlic  Wyondats  arrived  with  ^^o  warriors ;  ami  ac- 
quainted them,  that  they  were  come  to  take  them  away^ 
rendering  for  a  neafon,  that  tbey  were  a  greai  obfim^ioHf 
u  them  in  their  war^fath.  The  Wyondats,  aft^r  CQm-* 
mitting  np>any  <mtrages,  ab<MJt  the  beginning  of  Sep# 
tember  foiled  them  fronn  their  three  towns,  in  ail  between 
2  and  400  perfons.  After  a  tedious  journey  in  th«  . 
wildernefs,  they  arrived  at  a  braach  of  Sandufky  creek, 
where  the  body  of  thenft  were  ordef ed  to  reniain.  Sonne 
of  thriF  principal  men  were  fent  to  ibe  Brk^h  com- 
mander at  Fert  Detmt,  who  comBwende^  them  %%  i 
peaceable  pe o^,  vsA  exhorted  them  to  reniain  fuch  f 
but  added,  that  maay  complaints  bad  baai^  made  of 
them,  aBd  that  they  had  giwit  lACettigencc  to  bis  «ne* 
\T\\^^^  whej^^e  He  had  fe^t  for  theiKi,  He£ttd>  that 
bis  inftruftio^s  had  been  exc^e^d  ki  ti»e  ili  neatqnent 
tfcey  had  recewrd,  and  tjiaf  he  would  prflfvidc'  for  tbciii, 
Th^s  the  Hiatier  refted  till  the  IJ^ringof  \J%i^  \rfw»^ 
thcfe  Moravian  Indians  findii^  csom  fcarce  ai%d  dear  aC 
Sanduflcf,  defired  Rfecrty^  to  return  to  thei?  fettflemen^' 
to  fetch  fbnne  of  tl>eir  com,  of  which  they  ha4  left  abo^ao 
200  acres  ftrndrng.  When  it  was  gpatttedy  tjumy  di 
them  went,  among  wfe^m  f^ef€  i^^i^^ii^^om'i^  Acir 
childr^eH. 

Whei^  the  peopk  at  andi  aftioui:  the  lHanaiigahda^ 
iMiderftood  that  a  nunabcr  of  Indians  were  at  the  Nf ora^ 
vian  towns,  they  gave  oat,  dial  thc^  intentian  of  thofit 
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X75«*  people  was,  to  fall  upon  the  back  inhabitants,  which 
ought  to  be  prevented.     Upon  this  about  160  men  go% 
together,  and  fwinnnning  their  horfes  over  the  Ohio, 
came  fuddenly  upon  the  chief  Moravian  town.     The. 
firft  perfon  who  appeared,  they  Ihot  at  and  wounded> 
when  coming  up  to  him  they  found  he  was  an  half  In- 
dian, fon  to -one  of  the  Moravians  by  an  Indian  woman> 
who  had   been   regularly   married.     They  killed    and 
fcalped  him,  and  proceeded/to  the  town.     The  Indians 
who  were  moftly.in  the  fields  pijUing  com,  did  not  run 
QfF  as  they  might,  had  they  been  confcipus  of  any  of-. 
fence ;  but  came  of  their  own  accord  into  the  town,  at 
the  call  of  the  white  people,  who  at  firft  exprefled  friend- 
fhip  to  them,  and  foon  after  violently  ftized  and  bound. 
them.     The  Indians  who  affift  the  miffionaries  in  keep-. 
ing  gqod  order  among  their  people,  and  upon  occ^fion 
give  public  exhortations,  are  called  Helpers.    Fiye  of 
the  moft  refpeftable  of  thefe,  .and  other  Indians,  ex- 
horted the  younger  to  fubmiflion  and  patience ;  telling 
them,  that  they  thought  their  troubles  in  this  world 
would  foon  be  at  an  end,  and  they  would  be  with  their 
Saviour.    They  then  fung  and  prayed  together,  till  they, 
were  led  out  one  after  another,  and  inhumanly  flaugh- 
tered  ^  firft  the  men  and  thcq  %\\c  women.     Two  boysj^ 
-^vho  made  their  efcape,  related  thefe  particulars.     One 
of  them  lay  in  the  heap  of  the  dead,  in  a  houfe,  and 
was  fcalped ;  but  recovering  his  fenfes.  cfcaped.    The 
other  hid  himfelf  under  the  floor  i  Y^as  ancye-witnefs  of  thTs 
tragic  fcpne  s  and  faw  the  blood  of  the  flain  running  iix. 
a  ftream.     Thefe  Indians,  before  they  were  bouod,  were 
fo  fenfible  of  their  own  innocence,  that  they  informed 
the  white  people,  that  more  of  their  brethren,  were  ^t; 
5  another 
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another  town,  who  in  like  manner  fell  a  facrifice  to  the  '2^^ 
barbarity  of  the  whites.  The  dead  bodies  were  afterr 
\yard  burned  with  the  houfes.  Before  their  death,  they 
were  obliged  to  fhow  in  what  part  of  the  .woods  they 
had  concealed  their  efFefts,  when  the  Wyondats  took' 
them  away.  Thofe  of  the  third  town  having  fome  in- 
telligence of  what  paffed,  made  their  efcape.  This  is  a 
fummary  of  the  dreadful  tranfaftion,  as  given  by  thc^ 
principal  leader  of  thofe  that  remain.  The  Pennfyl- 
vania  packet  of  April  fays  of  thefe  white  favages,  ^«  th^t 
they  killed  upward  of  90,  (but  a  few  making  their  ef- 
cape) about  40  of  which  were  warriors,  the  reft  old 
women  and  children.  About  .80  horfes  fell  into  thd 
hands  of  the  whites,  which  they  loaded  with  the  plunder, 
the  greateft  part  furs  and  fkins."  It  was  for  the  fake  of 
the  plunder  that  the  Indians  \?ere  killed. 

It  is  alleged,  in  vindication  of  this  deliberate  maf- 
facre,  that  40  of  thefe  Indians  were  warriors  preparing 
to  attack  the  American  frontiers  :  but  this  aflertion  con- 
tradifts  itfelf;  for  had  it  been  the  cafe,  they  would  not 
have  brought  their  wives,  with  the  widows  and  34  chil- 
dren, who  were  flain  with  them ;  nor  would  they  have 
fufFered  themfelves  to  be  thus  flaughtered  withoilt  mak- 
ing the  leaft  refiftance,  or  killing  even  one  of  their 
murderers.. 

Soon  after  the  death  of  thefe  Indians,  about  50a 
men,  probably  encouraged  by  this  eafy  conqueft,  and 
in  hope  of  plunder,  affembled  at  the.  .Old  Mingos  on 
the  weft  fide  of  the  Ohio ;  and  being  equipped  on  borfe- 
back,  kt  out  for  Sandufky,  where  the  remaining  part 
of  the  Moravian  Indians  refided,  in  order  to  deftrby 
that  fettlemcnt,  and  other  Indian  towns  in  thofe  parts  j  " 
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ijSt.but  the  Wyondats,  and  other  Indians,  having  fomt 
knowledge  of  their  approach,  and  being  enraged  at  thd 
maflacre,  nnet  them  near  Sandufky,  when  an  engage-* 
ment  enfued,  in  which  fonnc  of  the  white  people  were 
killed,  and  feveral  taken  prifoners,  among  whom  wai 
the  commander,  col.  Crawford,  and  his  {on  in  law. 
The  colonel  they  burnt  to  death  in  the  moft  cruel  man^* 
ner ;  the  other,  with  more  prifoners,  they  tomahawked. 
The  cruelty  cxercifcd  on  the  colonel  and  the  death  of. 
'  the  prifoners,  was  undoubtedly  owing  in  the  irtai'n  to  the 
murder  of  the  peaceable  Moravian  Indians  *. 

General  Wafhington,  in  Auguft,  eftablilhed  honorary 
badges  of  diftinftion,  to  be  cojiferred  on  the  non-com* 
jniffioned  officers  and  foldiers  of  the  army,  who  had 
fcrved  three  years  with  bravery,  fidelity  and  good  coci* 
duft  J  and  upon  every  one  who  had  or  fliould  perform 
any  Angularly  meritorious  aftion.  The  candidate  for 
the  reward  annexed  to  fuch  adion,  was  to  fet  forth  the 
particular  fad  to  the  commander  in  chief,  accompamed 
with  inconteftible  proof.  Upon  granting  it,  the  name 
and  raiment  of  the  perfon,  with  the  aftion  fo  certified, 
were  to  be  enrolled  in  a  hook  of  merits  kept  in  the  or* 
derly  office.  Men  who  have  merited  the  laft  diftindiop, 
are  to  be  fuffered  to  pafs  all  guards  and  fentinels,  which 
a  non-commiffioned  officer  is  fuffered  to  pafs.  Military 
operations  being  fufpended,  the  opportunity  has  ixen 
improved  for  perfcding  the  difcipline  of  the  army«

The  court  of  Verlkilks  ordered  that  the  corps  under  i  jg^ 
count  dc  Rochannbcau  fhould  go  to  the  Weft  Indies,  in 
Cafe  the  cracuation  of  New  York  or  Charleftown  Ihould 
take  place*  In  expeftation  that  the  latter  would  happen^ 
the  French  legion  marched  from  Richmond  in  Virginia,, 
and  the  French  army  uqdet  the  count  from  Williamt 
burgh,  to  the  ncnthward>  in  the  beginning  of  July.  To- 
ward the  laft  of  Oftober,  they  proceeded  to  the  eaftem 
ftates  under  the  pretext  of  takmg  winter  quarters  there; 
but  in  fa<5t  with  the  defign  of  embarking  on  board  the 
French  fquadron  of  15  fail  of  die  line  and  4  frigatcSi. 
(which  arrived  under  the  command  of  the  marquis  de 
Vaudreuil  in  the  lower  harbour  of  Bofton,  on  the  lothoC 
Auguft)  whenever  the  evacuation,  on  which  the  ultimate, 
movement  depended,  fhould  be  fufficiently  afcertained,  . 

When  Rochambeau  was  about  leaving  WilliamC*, 
burgh,  the  city  and  corporation  prefented  him  witK 
a  polite  and  afFedionatc  addrefs^  His  anfwer  cbfed. 
with — '^  I  feel  an  additional  fatisfaftion  in  having  fought, 
in  Virginia,  under  the  aufpices  of  a  Virginia  general, 
whofe  glory,  equally  celebrated  in  both  hcmifpherev 
Ihines  with  particular  luftre  in  his  native  country.'*  Thd 
count  arrived  at  gen.  Wa(hington*s  head  quarters  on  the 
T  4th  of  September.  Soon  after,  the  French  army  joined. 
the  American ;  and  was  reviewed  by  the  commander  in. 
chief  on  the  20th.  Afieftion,  cfteem,  and  cordiality, 
v/ere  equally  vifible  m  tlie  countenances  of  the  French.

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i782»  nth,  gov.  Hancock  aiid  the  councU  gave  a  puMic  din-» 
ncr  to  the  general  and  field  officers,  the  marquis  -de 
Vaudreuil  and  the  principal  officers; in  the  fleet.  The 
Magnifique,  a  74  gun  Ihip,  one  of  the  fleet,  having  beea; 
I0&  by  accident  in  the  harbour  of  Bofton,  congre{s,.dc-j 
firous  of  teftifying  the  fenfe  they  entertained  of  his.  moflr- 
chriftian  majefty's  generous  exertions  in  behalf  of  the 
United  States,  refolved  on  the  3d  of  September,  to  pre-' 
fent  the  America,  a  74  gun  fhip,  to  the  chevalier  dc  h^ 
Luzerne  for  the  fervicie  of  the  French  king.  The  fleet 
Med  with  the  army  on  the  29th  of  December. 

On  the  20th  of  December,  the  celebrated  Charlcftown 
frigate,  commanded  by  capt.  Joiner,  and  (according  to 
the  New  York  account)  carrying  28  forty-two  pound-. 
crs  mounted  on  her  main  deck,  and  on  the  quarter^ 
deck  and  forecaftle  12  twelve  pounders,  and  450  men, 
was  taken  by  the  Britifh  Quebec  of  23  guns  and  Dio- 
mede  of  44,  after  a  chafe  of  18  hours  and  a  half  from 
off  the  Delaware, 
r    .  The  demand  for  bibles  being  great  and  the  price  high, 
I  in  confequence  of  the  war,  Mr.  Aitken,  a  printer  at 
Philadelphia,  undertook  and  finifhed  an  American  edir- 
tion  of  the  holy  fcriptures  in  EngUffi,  the  firft  of  the 
kind.     Congrefs  on  the  ill  of  laft  3eptember,  ,re<K>m« 
mended  it  to  their  two  chaplains  (the  Rev,  Dr.  White  * 
an  epifcopalian,  and  the  Rev.  Mr,  Dqffield  a  prefbjrtc^ 
rian)  to  examine  the  execution  of  the  work,  and  if  ap^- 
proved,  to  give  it  the  fanftion  of  their  judgment  and , 
weight  of  their  recommendation.

favor  of  it,  that  they  were  of  opinion  that  it  was  exe- 17 
cuted  with  great  accuracy  as  to  the  fenfe,  and  with  as 
few  grammatical  and  typographical  errors  as  could  be 
expefted  in  a  work  of  fuch  magnitude.  Whereupon 
congrefs  paffed  a  refolve  on  the  12th  of  September, 
highly  approving  the  pious  and  laudable  undertaking  of 
Mr.  Aitken,  and  recommending  his  editipn  of  the  bible 
to  the  inhabitants  of  the  United  States.  Notwithftand- 
ing  this  recommendation,  fhould  the  war  clofe  in  a.  Ihort 
time,  imported  bibles  will  be  fold  fo  much  cheaper,  and 
on  that  account  be  fo  univerfally  bought,  that  Mr.  Ait- 
ken  will  be  a  confiderable  lofer  by  the  gre^t  expenge 
which  neceffarily  attended  his  undertaking* 

This  town  of  Roxbury  has  given  ^ach  of  the  three 
years  men  whoni  they  inlifted  for  the  army  in  178 1  and 
1782,  a  bounty  of  not  lefs  than  fifty-fix  pounds  fiva 
IJiillings  fterling,  hard  money,  The  bounties  given  by 
the  town^  in  the  Maflachufetts  for  fimilar  purpofes  for 
the  laft  of  thefe  years,  will  average  64I.  4s.  9d.  fterlin^ 
in  cafti,  on  every  fuch  recruit.  The  enormity  of  the 
fym  has.  proved  an  heavy  burden  to  numbers  who  h^v^ 
Ihared  in  the  expence.

^yfl^'TPHE  Dutch  fleet  ha^ng  returned  to  the  Texcl,  and 
-♦•    the  Britifli  convoy  from  the  Baltic  being  out  of 
danger,  the  (hips  fent  to  the  Downs  to  attend  the  mo-' 
tions  of  the  Dutch,  returned  to  accompany  the  Britifh 
fleet  in  their  expedition  to  Gibrakar.     Upon  the  jqnc- 

^P^«  don  tord  Howe  failed  from  Portfmouth,  with  23  ^ps 
of  the  line,  feveral  frigates  and  firefhips,  a  fleet  of 
tranfports,  viftuallers  and  ftorefliips,  with  a  body  of 
troops  on  board  for  the  relief  of  the  garrifon.  He  was 
accompanied  by  the  admirals  Barrington',  Milbankc, 
Hood,  and  Sir  R.  Hughes,  by  commodore  Hotham, 
and  an  able  brave  fet  of  naval  officers* 

After  the  reduftlon  of  Minorca,  the  dufe  dc  CriHon* 
was  appointed  captain  general  of  the  Spanifh  forces,  and* , 
was  deftined  to  attempt  the  recovery  of  Gibraltar.  No 
mean  was  ncgkfted,  nor  expence  fpared  to  infure  fuc- 
cefs.  Ambition,  honor,  pride,  revenge,  all  united  in 
urging  to  the  utmoft  exertions  for  the  conqueft  of  the 
place  i  and  as  all  former  ones  had  failed^  the  invention 
and  application  of  fuch  as  were  new  became  neceflary. 
The  chevalier  D'Arcon,  a  French  engineer,  was  con- 
fided in  as  being  equal  to  the  fervice.  A  plan  had  been 
propofed  by  him  in  the  latter  part  of  the  preceding  year. 
The  preparations  though  vaft,  and  extremely  cxpenfive, 

mm 
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^ere  nearly  completed  J  and  the  redudlbn  of  the  ^jdace  17*^ 
was  not  only  deemed  certain^  but  the  powers  to  be  ufed 
were  fo  prodigious  and  formidable^  that  little  kfs  thta 
the  annihilation  of  the  fortrefs  was  expeded  to  be  the 
confequence  of  any  great  obftinacy  of  defence  ki  the 
garrifon.  The  plan  of  the  chevalier  was,  to  confim^ 
from  fhips,  floating  batteries  that  could  not  be  funk  or 
fired.  They  were  to  be  fecured  from  finking,  by  the 
cxtraoi'dinary  thicknefs  of  timber,  with  which  their  keels 
and  bottoms  were  to  be  fortified;  and  which  was  to 
render  them  proof  in  that  re^6i;  againfl  all  external  or 
internal  violence.  They  were  to  be  defended  from  being 
fired,  by  having  their  fides  fecured  with  a  ftrong  wal^ 
compofed  of  timber  and  cork,  Iwig  Ibaked  in  waiter, 
and  including  between  them  a  large  body  of  wet  fand; 
the  whole  of  fuch  a  thicknefi,  that  no  cannon  ball  fliould 
penetrate  within  two  feet  of  the  inner  partition.  A  coa» 
ftant  fupply  of  water  was  to  keep  die  parts  cxpofed  to 
fire  alway  wet ;  and  the  cork  was  to  a£t  as  a  %ongc  ia 
retaining  the  moifturc. 

Ten  great  Ihips,  from  600  to  1400  ton  burden,  were 
cut  down  to  the  ftate  required  by  the  plan ;,  and  aoo,ooo 
feet  of  timber  worked  into  their  conftnaftion.  To  pro*- 
ted  them  from  bombs,  and  the  men  from  yapc  or 
defcending  Ihot,  a  hanging  roof  W3is  ooRtrrred^  to  be 
worked  up  and  down  by  fprings  at  plcafure..  The  roof 
was  made  of  a  ftrong  rope-work  netting,  laid  over  wirii 
a  thick  covering  of  wet  hides  t  its  floping  pofitiod  vm 
calculated  to  prevent  the  ihelh  fiun  lodging,  and  t9 
throw  them  off  into  the  fea,  befere  they  cmild  take  ef* 
fed;  The  batteries  were  covered  mth  0cw  hrafi  caonoa 
of  great  we%ht^  and  about  half  die  iiumbar  oT^are 

guns. 
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-1782.  guns,  of  the  fame  kind,  were  kept  ready,  inftantly  » 
ftipply  the  place  of  thofc  which  might  be  over-hcatcd, 
or  otherwife  difabled.  That  the  fire  of  thefe  guns  might 
be  the  more  inftantaneoiis  and  effedtive,  the  chevalier 
had  contrived  a  kind  of  match,  by  which  all  the  guns  on 
the  battery  were  to  go  off  together.  Red-hot  fhot  from 
the  fortrefs  was  what  the  Spaniards  moft  dreaded^  To 
reftrain  its  effe6t  there  was  a  contrivance  for  comnriuni- 
cating  water  in  every  direftion.  A  great  variety  of  pipes 
and  canals  perforated  all  the  folid  workmanlhip  in  fiich 
.  a  manner,  that  a  continued  fucceffion  of  water  was  to 
be  conveyed  to  every  part  of  the  veffds;  a  number  of 
pumps  being  adapted  to  the  purpofe  of  an  unlimited 
iiipply.'  By  this  mean  it  was  expeded,  that  the  red-*hot 
fliot  would  operate  to  the  remedy  of  its  own  milchief^ 
and  procure  its  immediate  extinction  by  cutting  through 
the  pipes. 

'  The  preparation  was  eitormbus  in  other  refpefti* 
About  laoo  pieces  of  heavy  ordnance  had  been  brought 
to  the  fpot,  for  the  numerous  intended  purpofes  of  at*, 
tack  by  fea  and  land.  The  quantities  of  every  kind  of 
military  ftore  were  immenfe.  The  gunpowder  only  is 
faid  to  have  exceeded  83,000  barrels.  Forty  gun-boats 
with  heavy  artillery,  as  many  bomb-boats  with  12  inch 
mortars,  befide  a  large  floating  battery,  and  five  bomb 
ketches  on  the  ufual  conftrudtion,  were  appointed  to  fe- 
cond  the  efibrts  of  the  great  battering  veflels.  Nearly 
all  the  frigates,  and  fmaller  armed  veflels  of  the  kihg^ 
dom  were  aflcmbled,  to  afford  fuch  aid  as  they  might 
be  capable  of;  and  between  2  and  300  large  boats  were 
coUefted,  which  with  thofe  already  in  the  vicinity,  were 
to  minifter  to  the  fighting  veflels  durijig  a£):k)n>  and  to 

land 
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land  troops  as  foon  as  the  fortrefs  was  difmantled.  The 
combined  fleets  of  France  and  Spain,  amounting  to 
about  50  fhips  of  the  line,  were  to  cover  and  fupport 
the  attack,  while  they  heightened  the  terrors  and  naag^ 
nificence  of  the  fcene. 

The  preparations  by  land  were  no  lefs  confiderable. 
Twelve  thoufand  French  troops  joined  the.  Spaniards. 
The  duke  de  Crillon  was  affifted  by  a  number  of  the 
beft  officers  of  both-  countries,  and  particularly  of  the 
bcft  engineers  and  artiUerifts  of  his  own.  The  fame  of 
thefe  extraordinary  preparations  drew  volunteers  from 
every  part  of  Europe  to  the  camp  before  Gibraltar  j 
and  not  only  the  nobility  of  Spain,  but  of  other  coun- 
tries aflembled,  cither  to  difplay  their  vabr,  or  to  gra* 
tify  curiofity  in  beholding  fuch.a  naval  and  military  fpec- 
tacle,  as  had  fcarcely  been  before  exhibited.  The  count 
de  Artois,  the  French  king's  brother,  and  his  coufm 
the  duke  de  Bourbon,  feemed  eager  to  immortalize 
their  names,  by  partaking  in  the  glory  of  recovering 
Gibraltar  to  the  crown  of  their  kinfman  and  ally*  Their 
arrival  increafed  the  fplendor  of  the  fcene  j  and  afforded 
an  opportunity  for  the  difplay  of  that  politenels,  an4 
the  exercife  of  thofe  civilities,  by  which  the  refined 
manners  of  modern  Europe,  have  diverted  war  of  many 
parts  of  its  ancient  .barbarity.  Some  packets,  contain^ 
.  ing  a  number  of  letters  diredted  to  the  officers  in  Gir 
braltar,  having  fallen  into  the  hands  of  the  Spaniard^, 
were  tranfmitted  to  Madrid,  where  they  lay  when  the 
count  dc  Artois  arrived  at  that  capital.  The  prince,  in 
the  true  fplrit  of  generofity,  obtained  the  packets  from 
the  Spanifh  king,  and  conveyed  .them  under  his  own 
care  to  the  camp. 

The 
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J782.  The  tranfmiffion  of  the  packets  to  Gibraltar,  afford* 
cd  an  opportunity  to  the  duke  de  Crillon  of  accompai 
nying  them  with  a  letter  to  gen.  Elliot,  in  which,  be- 
fide  informing  him  of  the  arrival  of  the  French  princes, 
and  of  this  particular  mark  of  attention  ftiown  bf  the 
count,  he  further  acquainted  him,  that  he  was  charged 
by  them  refpcftively,  to  convey  to  the  general  the 
ftrongeft  expreflions  of  their  regard  and  cfteem  for  his 
pcrfon  and  charafter.  The  duke  expreffed  his  own  in 
the  moft  flattering  term?.  He  alfo  requcfted  in  the 
moft  obliging  manner,  that  the  genera!  would  accept  of 
a  prcfcnt  of  fruit  and  vegetables  for  his  own  ufe,  and 
of  fomc  ice  and  partridges  for  the  gentlemen  of  his 
houfehoH ;  further  entreating,  that  as  he  knew  the  gc- 
nerd  lived  entirely  on  vegetables,  he  would  acquaJnt 
fcim  with  the  particnlar  kinds  which  he  liked  beft,  with 
a  view  to  his  regdar  fupply.-  The  whole  ktcer  ttwty  be 
tiewed  as  a  model  of  military  politenefs. 

General  Elliot  was  not  iefe  polite  or  obKging  in  his 
MlhcT,  whedier  with  refpcft  to  the  duke  himffetf,  tr  to 
tiie  princes.  But  he  informed  the  duke,  that  in  ac-< 
<rpting  the  prefcnt,  he  had  broken  through  a  reMutitni, 
Wfnch  he  had  invariably  adhered  to  from  the  comnmcncc- 
tnent  xtf  the  war,  wliich  was,  never  to  receive  or  pro- 
cure by  any  mean  whatever,  any  provifions  or  tidier 
tommodity  for  his  own  private  tife.  He  declared  dmt 
tvery  thing  was  fold  publicly  in  the  garrifon,  fo  that  tile 
private  foMier,  if  he  had  money,  might  become  a  pur- 
chaicr  with  the  fame  facility  as  the  governor ;  and  that 
he  made  it  a  point  of  honor  to  partake  of  botJi  plenty 
^d  fcarcity,  in  common  with  die  loweft  of  his  brave 
fellow  foldiers-     He  therefore  entreated  the  diike,  not 

to 
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to  heap  up  any  more  favors  of  the  fame  kind  «p6A  hirtl,  ijFw 
as  he  could  not  in  fmui^e  apply  them  to  his  oAvil  ufe. 

The  French  princes  arrived  at  the  camp  about  th'C 
middle  of  Auguft  j  and  after  examining  the  ftate'  of  th* 
preparations  by  land,  reviewed  the  new'  and  extr*ii*di-r 
nary  machines  contrived  by  the  chevaKer  D*Arcori :  ia' 
doing  it  they  were  ac<:onipan{ed  by  all  the  principal 
commanders  of  both  nations,   whether  in  the  lind  or* 
naval  fervice.     The  confidence  afterward  placed'  in  th^ 
effeft  to  be  produced  by  thefe  machines  was  extrava- 
gant ;  and  the  impatience  of  the  combined  forces  both 
by  fea  and  land  for  aftion  became  exceflive.     The  ap- 
preheefion  of  lord  Howe's  arrival  ferved  to  quicken  the' 
determinations  of  the  Spanifh  court,  arid  to  Accelerate* 
the  operations  of  the  fleet  arid  army. 

While  gen.  Elliot  obferved  the  gathering  ftorm,  he* 
could  obtain  only  fome  general  knbwledge  of  the  mi^ty  \ 
prepariations  that  were  making.     He  was  Utterly  in  the"" 
dark  as  to  tlie  nature,  conftru6tion  and  mode  of  opera- 
tion of  the  new  invented  batteries.     He  provided  how- 
ever for  every  circumftance  of  danger  which  could  be 
imagined,  and  for  the  reCeptibn  of  every  enemy,  what- 
ever might  be  his  mode  of  operation.     Obferving  that 
the  Spanifh  works  ori  the  land  fide  were  nearly  com- 
pleted, the  general  determined  on  trying  how  far  a  vi* 
gorous  cannonade  and  b6mbardment,  with  red-hot  balls, 
carcaflTes  and  fhells,  might  Operate  to  their  deftruftion., ' 
A  powerful  and  well  direfted  firing  was  commenced  by  tht  gepv 
garrifon  at  feven  in^  the  morning,  and  fupported  through'** 
the  day  with  admirable  Ikill  and  dexterity.    By  ten,  tWii- 
of  the  Spanifh  batteries  were  in  ftatncs,  and  by  five  ifi 
the  evening  entirely  confumed,  together  with  their  gua 
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1782.  carriages,  platforms  and  magazines,  although  the  latter 
were  bomb,  proof.  A  great  part  of  the  comniunica- 
tions  to  the  eaftern  parallel,  and  of  the  trenches  and  pa- 
rapet for  mufketry  were  likewife  deftioyed,  and  a  large 
battery  near  the  bay  much  damaged.  The  enemy's 
works  were  on  fire  in  fifty  places  at  the  fame  inftant. 

This  attack  appears  to  have  been  refented  by  the  al- 
lied commanders,  fo  as  to  have  precipitated  their  mea- 
fures.  •  A  new  battery  of  64  heavy  cannon  was  opened 
by  break  of  day  the  next  morning,  which  with  the  can- 
non in  their  lines,  and  above  60  mortars,  continued  to 
pour  their  fhot  and  Ihells  upon  the  garrifon  without  in- 
termiflaon^  through  the  whole  day.  At  the  fame4lii»e9 
nine  fliips.  of  the  line,  with  fome  frigates  and  finaller 
veffels,  taking  the  advantage  of  the  wind,  pafled  flowly 
by  the  works,  and  difcharged  their  fhot  at  the  fbuth  baC- 
tion,  continuing  their  cannonade,  until  they  had  pafled 
Europa  point.  They  then  formed,  and  came  to  the 
attack  of  the  batteries  on  Europa  point,-  and  com- .  I 
menced  a  heavy  fire,  which  lafled  till  they  were  entirely 
pafTed. 

The  fmall  Britifh  marine  force  at  Gibraltar  under  capt. 
Curtis,  being  fliut  up  by  the  fuperiority  of  the  enemy 
from  exertion  on  their  proper  element,  was  formed  into 
a  diftinft  corps,  under  the  name  of  the  marine  brigade,        j 
and  Curtis  held  the  rank  and  tide  of  brigadier  as  their 
commander.     The  defence  of  the  batterjes  on  Europa . 
point  was  committed  to  him  and  his  corps.     They  dif- . 
charged  their  trufl  fo  well,  that  having  repeatedly  ftruck 
the  enemy  in  the  firft  attack,  the  vefTels  were .  afterward 
kept  at  a  fafe  diftance. 

The. 
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The  firing  from  the  ifthmus  was  renewed  on  the  i^th,  ^1^^* 
and  continued  the  fucceeding  days,  at  the  rate  of  6560  10. ' 
cannon  fhot  and  1080  Ihells^  in  every  24  hours-  The 
gun  and  mortar  boats  were  alfo  added  to  the  other  in- 
ftruments  of  deftruftion.  Their  combined  force  pro- 
duced little  effeft,  either  with  refpeft  to  the  lofs  of  men 
in  the  garrifon,  or  the  damage  done  to  tlie  works*  At 
length  the  combined  fleets  arrived  at  Algeziras,  and  with 
thofe  already  on  the  fpot>  amounted  to  44  fail  of  the 
line,  befide  three  inferior  two  deckers*  The  new  in- 
vented battering  veflels  were  likewife  in  readinefs*  Their^ " 
batteries  were  covered  with  142  pieces^  of  new'  heavy 
brafe  cannon*  The  Paftora,  the  admiral's  veflTel,  had 
21  guns  mounted  and  10  in  referve.  The  Prince  of 
Naflau's  was  of  the  fame  force*  Thirty-fix  artillery 
men  and  volunteers  fronvthe  Spanifli  and  French  armies 
were  allotted  to  the  fervice  of  each  gun :  thefe  being 
exclufive  of  the  officers  and  feamen.who  navigated  the 
veflels,  the  whole  number  on  board  was  ^fl:imated  at 
between  6  and  7000  men*  The  gun  and  mortar  boats, 
with  the  floating  batteries  and  the  bomb  ketches,  were* 
to  carry  on  their  attacks  in  every  poflible  direftion,  while 
the  fire  of  the  battering  ftiips  was  pointed  againft  their^ 
deftined  objects*  By  this  mean,  and  by  the  fire  of 
near  300  cannon,  mortars  and  howitzers  from  the  ifl:h-. 
mus,  it  was  intended,  that,  every  part  of  the  works  being 
attacked  at  the  fame  infl:ant,  and  every  quarter  preftnt- 
ing  a  fimilar  face  of  danger,  the  refifl:ance  of  the  gar- 
rifon ftiould  become  generally  ineffedive,  and  totally 
unequal  to  the  accumulated  weight  and  force  of  the 
grand  attack*

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» 78i.  At  eight  in  the  morning,  the  ten  battering  fliips  com- 
jj,  *  mandeded  by  admiral  Don  Buenventura  Mor«io,  were 
put  in  motion,  and  proceeded  to  their  feveral  ftations. 
Between  nine  and  ten  they  came  to  an  anchor,  in  a  line 
from  the  old  to  the  new  Mole,  parallel  to  the  roek,  a«d 
from  loco  to  1200  yards  diftant.  The  adnrfirai's  fhip 
M^as  ftationed  oppofite  the  king's  baftion  j  and  the  odiers 
took  their  appointed  places,  fucceffively  and  with  great 
regularity^  to  the  right  and  left  of  the  admiral. '  The 
furrounding  hills  were  covered  with  people,  as  though 
all  Spain  had  affembled  to  behold  the  fpedt'acle. 

Thie  cannbnade  and  bombardment,  on  all  fides  and  irt 
alldireftions,  from,  the  ifthmus,  the  fel,  and  the  various 
'frorks  of  the  fbrtrefs^  was  tremcndoufly  magnificent  bc-» 
yond  defcriptioh.  The  prodigious  fhowers  of  ted-hoC 
balls,  of  bombs  and  of  carcaflcs,  which  filled  the  air,- 
and  were  without  ifiterniiffion  thrown  from  the  garrifoni 
to  every  point  of  the  various  attacks,  both  by  fei-  and 
land,  aftdhifhed  the  cdmmanddrs  of  the  allied  fof cds  f 
who  could  hot  conceive  how  gen.  Elliot  had  been  able 
to  conftru6k  and  manage  fuch  a  multitude  of*  furnaces; 
as  they  deemed  hccefiary  for  the  heating,  of  the  quan- 
tity of  ihot  throwni  The  number  of  r^-hoe  balls, 
which'only  the  battering  fliips  received  iri  the  courfe  of 
th«  day,  was  eftimated  ait  not  lefs  than  4000.  The  pe- 
ninfula  feemed  at  the  fame  time  to  be  overwhelnied  in 
the  torrents  of  fire,  inceflantly  poured  upon  it. 

The  battering  fliips  were  fo  well  conftruftcjl  for  with- 
flanding  the  combined  powers  of  fire  and  attillery,  that 
for  feveral  hours  the  continued  fliowers  of  fliells  and  hot 
fliot  with  which  they  were  aflailed,  were  not  capable  of 
niaking  any  vifible  impreffioix  upon  them*  But  about 
2  two 
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two  o'clock  the  admiral's  (hip  was  obferved  to  fmoke.  i-; 
The  fire,  though  kept  under,  during  the  day  light,  could 
not  be  thoroughly  fubdued.  After  a  tinne,  the  Prince 
of  Naffau's  Ihip  was  difcovered  to  be  in  the  fame  con* 
dition.  The  diforder  that  took  place  in  thcfe  two  com- 
manding Ihips,  afFefted  the  whole  line  of  attack ;  and 
by  the  evening  the  fire  from  the  fortrefs  had  gained  a 
decided  fuperiority.  This  fire  was  continued  with  equal 
vigor  through  the  night ;  and  by  one  in  the  morning, 
the  two  firft  Ihips  were  in  flames,  and  feveral  others  vi- 
fibly  on  fire.  Continual  fignals  to  the  fleet  were  fuffi- 
ciently  expreflive  of  their  extreme  diftrefs  and  danger. 
All  means  were  ufed  by  the  fleet  to  afford  afliftance : 
but  as  it  was  judged  impcrfTible  to  remove  the  battering 
fliips,  their  endeavours  were  only  diredted  to  the  bring- 
ing off^  the  men.  A  g^eat  nunoiber  of  boats  were  ac- 
cordingly employed,  and  much  intrepidity  was  difplay- 
ed  in  the  attempts  for  this  purpofe. 

Captain  Curtis,  to  complete  the  general  confufion 
and  deftruftion,  manned  his  twelve  gun-boats  with. his 
marine  brigade ;  and  drew  them  up  in  fuch  a  manner  as 
to  flank  the  line  of  battering  fhips.  Each  of  his  boats 
carried  a  24  or  1 8  pounder,  and  by  its  low  fire  and 
fixed  aim,  was  not  a  little  formidable.  The  battering 
fliips  were  foon  overwhelmed  by  the  inceflfant  fire  from 
the  garrifon,  and  by  that  of  the  Britifli  gun-boats,  raking 
the  whole  extent  of  their  line.  The  fcene  was  pow 
wrought  up  to  the  highefl:  point  of  calamity.  The 
Spanifli  boats  no  longer  dared  to  approach  i  but  were 
compelled  to  abandon  their  fbips  and  friends  to  the  flames, 
or  to  the  mercy  and  humanity  of  a  heated  enemy.  Se- 
veral of  their  boats  and  launches  had  been  funk  before 

Y  3  they 
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M^^*  they  fubmitted  to  this  neceffity.  The  day  tight  at  length 
appearing,  two  Spanifli  feluccas,  which  had  not  efcaped 
with  the  others,  attennpted  to  get  out  of  the  danger  j 
but  aihot  from  a  gun-boat  having  killed  feveral  men 
on  board  one  of  them,  both  were  glad  to  furrender. 

The  horrors  of  the  night  were  terrible  ;  but  the  open- 
ing of  the  day  difclofed  a  fpeftacle  ftill  more  painful. 
Numbers  of  men  were  feen  in  the  midft  of  the  flames 
crying  out  for  pity  and  help;  otliers  floating  on  pieces 
of  timber,  expofed  to  equal  danger  from  the  oppofite 
element,     Thofe  in  the  fliips  where  the  fire  had  made  4 
lefs  progrefs,  expreflTed  in  their  looks^  gefl:ures  and  words, 
the  deepeft  diflirefs  and  defpair ;  and  were  equally  urgent 
in  imploring  affifl:ance.     The  fire  both  from  the  garri* 
fon  and  gun-boats  inClantly  ceafed ;  and  every  danger 
was  encountered  by  capt.  Curtis  and  hi$  marine  brigade, 
in  endeavouring  to  refcue  the  diftrefled  enemy  from  fur^ 
rounding  deftrudtion.     In  tbefe  efforts  the  boats  were 
expofed  to  the  peril  arifing  from  the  continual  difcharge, 
on  all  fides  of  the  artillery,  as  the  guns  became  heated 
to  a  certain  degree,  and  from  the  blowing  up  of  the  bat* 
tering  fhips  as  the  fire  reached  their  magazines.     A 
more  fl:riking  inftance  of  the  ardor  and  boldpefs  with 
which  the  marine  brigade  afted,  needs  not  be  given, 
than  that  of  an  officer  and  2^  privates  (all  feverely  wound* 
ed)  being  dragged  out  from  among  the  flain  in  the  holds 
of  the  burning  veflels,  ipofl:  .of  whom  recovered  in  the 
hofpital  at  Gibraltar, 

Captain  Curtjs  was  repeatedly  in  the  moft  imminent 
danger ;  particularly  fq  when  his  pinnace  was  clbfe  tp 
pne  of  the  largeft  fhips  at  the  time  Ihe  blew  up; 
.whilp  every  objed  wgs  for  a  confiderable  while  burieid  in 

s  thick 
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a  thick  cloud  of  fmoke,  gen.  Elliot  and  the  garrilon  i 
fufFered  the  moft  poignant  diftrefs,  confidering  the  fate 
of  their  friend  as  inevitable.  Thirteen  officers  and  344 
men  were  faved  by  the  exertions  of  the  brigade.  It  was 
happy,  that  the  greater  part  of  the  troops  and  feamen 
had  been  rennoved,  before  capt.  Curtis  could  make  his 

'attack  with  the  gun  boats.  It  is  thought  however  that 
the  enemy  loft  1500  men,  prifoners  and  wounded  in-^ 
eluded,  in  their  attack  by  fea.     ♦ 

Admiral  Don  Moreno  left  his  flag  flying  when  he 
abandoned  his  Ihip,  in  which  ftate  it  continued,  till  it 

'  was  confumed  or  blown  up  with  the  veflTel.  Eight  more 
fhips  blew  up  fucceffively  in  the  courfe  of  the  day. 
The  tenth  was  burnt  by  the  Britifti,  thqre  being  no  pof- 
fibility  of  preferving  her  for  fervice.  The  lofs  fuftained  - 
by  the  allies  on  the  ifthmus  during  the  attack  cannot  be 
afcertained.  The  lofs  of  the  garrifon  was  nearly  con- 
fined to  the  artillery  corps  and  the  niarine  brigade. 
From  the  9th  of  Auguft  to  the  17th  of  Oftbber,  the 
whole  number  of  non-commiflioned  officers  and  private 
men  flain,  amounted  to  fixty-five  only,  the  wounded  were 
388,  befide  twelve  commiflioned  officers. 

Such  was  the  fignal  and  complete  defenfive  viftory, 
obtained  by  a  comparatively  handful  of  brave  men,  over 
the  combined  land  and  naval  efforts  of  two  great  and  pow- 
erful nations,  who  for  the  attainment  6f  a  favorite  objedl, 
exceeded  all  former  example,  as  well  in  the  njagnitude, 
as  in  the  formidable  nature  of  their  preparations. 

The  allies  were  now  compelled'  to  reft  their  hopes  of 
recovering  Gibraltar,  on  the  reduftion  of  the  garrifoa 
to  a  furrender,  through  the  mere  failure  of  ammunition .

•firfl:  inftance,  provided  only  for  the  acknowledgment  of 
it  in  an  Article  of  the  propaicd  treaty.    Mr.  Jay  .ob- 
jefted  to  rixe  CQiTimiflTion.    The  cQunt  de  Vergennes 
rtShpught  it  fuficient,  and  y/mld  have  had  him  proceed : 
.J>ut  notwkhftandu>g  the  inftruftions  of  coogrefs,  he  .de- 
clined complying  with  the.courjt's  wilhes*    Dr.  FrankBn- 
ideclajced  himfelf  of  the  fame  opinbn  .with  the  count. 
;Jay  however  was  fixed;  and  drew  up  a  letter,  which  he 
Jptended  to  lend  to  Yergennes,  containing  his  reaibns 
for  not  .treating  with  Ofwald  upon  diat  cooamiffioA, 
Who^  befto.wed  it  to  Dr. -Franklin,  the  doftor^wned

th^  officer  conducting  the  eOnvoy.     The  24tfe  fets  foithj 
that  under  the  denortiinatiori  of  Contraband  and  nfiercban^j^ 
difes  prohibited j  fhall  be  cotriprdiehdedortiy  warlifccr 
ftores  and  arms>  ^  alfo  foldiers,  horfes,  faddles  and  fur-^ 
niture  for  horfes*    All  of  her  eflfedfcs  and  n^erGhandifcs^ 
and  even  aU  forts  of  n^val  matters,  however  proper  th^'

minifter  or  Dr.  Franklin  know  of  ir,  prepared  aB  things 
as  far  as  poffible  for  treating  officially  whene\^  a-  new' 
commiffion  Ihould  be  received.

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1^82.  the  king  ttiafter  of  the  terms  of  the  treaty  of  peace  or  tnUftf/ 
excepting  independence  and  the  treaties  of  connmercc  and  * 
alliance.  Mr.  S.  Adams  is  tifing  all  his  endeavours  to  raife 
in  the  ftate  of  Maflachufetts  a  ftrong  oppofition  to  peace,  if- 
/      the  eaftern  ftates  are  not  thereby  admitted  to  the  fifheries 
j       and  particularly  to  that  of  Newfoundland.     Mr.  Adams 
I        jcjelights  in  trouble  and  difficulty.     He  could  not  have 
/        iifed  a  fitter  engine  than  the  fifheries,  for  ftirring  up  the 
paflions  of  the  eaftern  people,  and  renewing  the  queftion 
tliat  had  lain  dormant  during  his  two  years  abfence.at 
Bofton.     The  reigning  toaft  in  the  eaft  is — May  the 
United  States  ever  maintain  their  right  to  the  fifheries  I   It 
would  be  dangerous  informing  the  people  through  the 
public  papers.     The  king  however  may  caufe  to  be  in-* 
timated  to  congrefs  or  the  minifter,  his  furprife  that  the 
Newfoundland  fifheries  have  been  included  in  the  addi- 
tional inftruftions;    that  the  United  States   itx.  forth 
therein  pretenfions  without  paying  regard  to  the  king's 
rights,  and  without  confidering  the  impofTibility  of  their 
making  conquefts,  and  keeping  what  belongs  to  Britsun* 
IJis  majefty  might  caufe  a  prornife  to  be  given  to  con- 
grefs of  his  affiftance  for  procuring  admifTion  to  the  other 
.  ,;^<?r/Af,  declaring  however  that  he  would  not  be  anfwerable 
•  •  for  the  fuceefs,  and  that  he  is  bound  to  nothing,  a£;  the 
tceaty  makes  no  mention  of  that  article.

point.     It  were  to  be  wifhed,  that  this  declaration  fhouki 
be  made,  while  New  York,  Charleftown  and  Fenobfcoc 
axe  in  the  enemy's  hands.

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cries,  and  the  lands  of  the  weft  for  the  fake  of  peace;  'TJ^^r 
but  there  are  enthufiafts  who  fly  out  at  this  idea,  and 
their  numbers  cannot  fail  of  ihcreafihg  when  the  Englifti 
are  expelled.     The  divifion  is  nearly  equal  in  congrefs  y 
and  among  the  ftates  5  and  our  influence  can  incline  the 
beam,   either  for  peace  or  .war,  which  ever  we  may- 
choofe.    Let  his  majefty  Hkewife  caufe  a  memorial  to 
be  delivered  to  congrefs,  wherein  fliould  be  ftated  the 
ufe  made  by  minifters  of  the  powers  intrufted  to  them 
by  that  aflembly,  and  the  impedimeats  which  may  have 
ftood  in  the  way  of  a  fuller  fatisfadtion  on  every  point. 
It  is  remarked  by  fome,  that  as  England  has  other  fifh- 
cries  befide  Newfoundland,  Ihe  may  perhaps  endeavour 
that  the  Americans  ftiould  partake  in,  that  of  the  grand 
bank,  in  order  to  conciliate  their  aficftion,  or  procure  . 
them  fome  cpmpenfation,  or  create  a  fubjeft  of  jcaloufy 
between  them  and  us ;  but  it  does  not  feem  likely,  that 
flie  will  aft  fo  contrary  to  her  own  intereft;  and  was  flie 
fo  to  do,  it  will  be  for  the  better  to  have  declared,  at  an 
early  period  to  the  Americans,  that  their  pwtenfion  is' 
not  founded,  and  that  his  majefty  does  not  mean  to 
fupport  it.

Mr.  Jay  told   Mf:  \Ofwald--«  If  •  lord  ahcH>*jme- 
means  to  have  the  iTnited  Stztes  friendsy  ^s  he,  cannot 
have  them  for  JubjeSfs^  their  independence-  muft '  bcj^ic- 
kjiowledged   in  the  beginning.'    While  they;  ind^n- 
dence  is  not  ackribwled^d  dire^Uy  or  indirpftly,.  they.. 
will  be  obliged"  by  the  treaty  to  contiriujCi,  annexed  to  ! 
Frarice  till  fuch  acknowledgment  is  WialaiCj/^and^'to  figfet* 
the  battles  and  promote  the^^ie>tei  of  Ff^mce*.

the  weftcrn  lands,  there  will  be  continual  bicfeeringSy  and 
a  friendlhip  be  prevented.'*  Ofwald  was  at  IcngAt  con^ 
vinecd,  by  frequently  difcburfing  with  Jay,  that  a  new 
commiffion  muft  be  granted.  That  all  future  obje&ions 
and  dtfHctilttes  n>ight  be  precluded^  he  dcfired  Jay  to 
give  him. a  draught  of  one,  whicbihould  be  fully  toiasf 
larisfaftion :  this  was  done. 

The  firft  confidential  fecretary  of  count  de  V&gjamcs 
drew  up  a  memoir,  which  when  Mr.  Jay  had  penlfed 
he  was  apprehenfive,  that  the  French  court  would, :  at  a 
peace,  oppofe  the  e^^tenfion  of  the  territory  of  the  UndSed 
States  to  the  Mifliflippiy  together  with  their  cl^m  to.  th© 
free  navigation  of  that  river— would  probably  fupport 
the.Britifh  claims  to  all  the  country  above  the  31  degrecl , 
of  latitude,  and  certainly  to  all  the  country  north  of  the 
Ohio— and  that,  if  Amef ica  fhould  not  agree  to  ctivide 
with  Spain  in  the  manner  propofed  by  count  D'Aranday 
the  French  court  would  then  aid  Spain  in*  negotiating. 
With  Britain  for  the  territory  Ihe  wanted,  and  wotdd^ 
agree  that  the  refidue. fhould  remain  taBritaiff.'.  Tiie 
Spanifh  minifter  had  propofed,  that. the  weftem  fine^i^f  " 
the  Ujiited  States  fhowld  run  from  a  lake-: near- the. con- 
fincs^  of  GeoFgia>  but  eaft  of  Flynt  river,  to  thrrcnfllf#- 
encc  of  the  Ganaway  with  the.Ohio,  thence  ronftd.die 
wcftcm  fhoreS  of  Lake  Erie  aftd  Huron,  and^  tfifAcet 
itnriid  Lake  Michigan  to^Lak^  Stipcridr.

All  th^fe  fads  taken  together,  J^f  conjeo* 
tured  that  Rayneval  was  fent  to  let  lord  Shefcurnc^cnowi 
that  the  demands  of  America  to  be  trea^d  by  Bricaiti 
as  independent,  previous  to  a  treaty,  Ivercnot  ^^roved 
of  or  countenanced  by  the  French  court,  and  that  tht 
offer  of  Britain  to  make  that  acknowledgment  in  aa 
article  of  the  propofed  treftty  wis  in  thd  court -sx^rrbnt 
fufficient — to  .found  his  lordflsap  on  the  ftdtgeft  of  the 
filhery,  and  to  difcover  whether  Biittdn  wotdd  agree  ta 
divide  it  with  France  to  the  exchtfion  of  tffl  others — to 
imprefs  his  lordfhq)  with  the  determinaticMi  of  Spain  to 
poffefs  the  exclufive  navigation  of  the  gulph  of  Mextcc^ 
and  of  their  defire  to  keep  the  Americans  from  thte 
Miffifflppi,  and  aifo  to  Jiint  the  pr<^iety  of  iwch  «  fine 
as  on  the  one  hand  woidd  fatisfy  %ain>  1k\i  on  dif 
other  leave  to  Britain  all  the  country  north  ^of  the  Ohio 
—and  to  make  fuch  otjhcr  veifeal  overtores  to  his  lord* 
fhip  as  it  might  not  be  advifeblc  to  i^edwe  to  ^wrnrigi 
and  to  judge  from  dte  general  tenet  rf  hii  Ic^tifliip'ii 
anfwers  and  converfation,  whether  it  was.  prdb^hit  tbk

Mr.  Jay  upon  this  fent  for  Mr.  V"-*^"  ■  ■'■  "^  and  4c^ 
quainted  him  that  he  mull  go  over  inraftiediataely  to  Lonw 
don.

^«    Mr.  Adams  was  informed  of  it,  he  left  Holland.    He 

26.  arrived  at  Paris  on  the  26th  of  Odtober;  and  as  loon 
as  poffible  waited  upon  Mr.  Jay.  A  plan  was  fettled 
between  them,  how  to  proceed  in  the  negotiation.  When 
Dr.  Franklin  afterward  joined  them,  Mr.  Adams  told 
himi  that  he  and  Mr.  Jay  had  determined  to  negotiate 
with  Mr.  Ofwald  without  confulting  or  bemg  advifed  by 
count  de  Vergennes.  The  do6tor  made  no  reply  to  it; 
but  the  next  morning  told  them,  that  he  would  aft  with 
them  in  that  way. 

• .  Mr.  Rayneval  being  in  company  with  them  after  his 
leturn  to  Paris,  afked  them  what  they  demanded  as  to 
the  fifheriesi  and  was  anlwered— "  We  infift  on  enjoy- 
kig,aright  in  common  to  them  with  Britain."  The 
pther  intimated  that  their  views  fhould  not  extend  further 
thiin  ^  coafl:  filhery  -,  and  infinuated  that  pains  had  lately 
be.en  taken  in  the  caftern  Hates,  to  excite  their  appre- 
bcnfioas  and  increafe  their  demands  on  that  head.  He 
was  told.that  fuch  a  right  was  effential  to  them,  and  that 
their  people  would  not  be  content  to  make  peace  with-, 
out  it.  Dr.  Franklin  explained  very  fully  the  importance 
of  the  fiftieries  to  the  eaftern  ftates  in  particular.  Rayneval 
then  foftened  his  manner,  and  obferved,  that  it  was  na-. 
tural  for  France  to  wifh  better  to  the  United  States  than

feamen,  they  might  fuppofe  England  would  be  difinclined

He  reminded  them  alfo,  that  Mr,  Ofwald's  new  com-,

The  fiftieries  labored  for  fome  time.     The  Britifh  . 
miniftry  were  for  excluding  the  Americans  from  fifliing  \ 
within  three  leagues  of  any  of  the  coafts  belonging  to    ] 
Britain,  ahd  within  fifteen  of  Louifburgh. .   Mr.  Adams    '■ 
told  Mr.  Ofwald,  that;  the  New  England  ftates  had  no.   . 
ftaple  without  the  filhery— that  the  fifheries  entered  into 
all  their  trade — that  were  they  excluded  from  them,  the 
Britifh  would  not  be  benefited  by  it,  for  the  French 
would  get  the  trade — that  Britain  would  have  nothing  to 
fear  from  a  number  of  American  failors  at  fuch  a  dif- 
tance,  whatever  they  might  have  from  the  French  who 
were  near — that  the  fiihermen  would  break  through  fuch    . 
limits,  whatever  care  might  be  ufed  to  prevent  it,  which 
might  prove  a  bone  of  contention,  and  bring  on  another 
AVar  after  a  few  years.     Mr.  Ofwald  made  a  great. difii-  / 
culty  about  acknowledging  the  right  of  the  Americans  . 
to  the  fifheries ;  and  was  for  inferting  the  word  liberty^  ■ 
After  a  while  Mr.  Adams  faid — "  They  have   a  right 
every  way.     The  banks  are  only  fo  many  leagues  from 
the  Americans,  but  they  are  fo  many  from  the  Euro-  * 
peans;  if  the  latter  have  a  right  by  nature,  certainly  the 
former  have.     We  have  fought  together  with  the  Eng- 
lifli  in  their  wars  for  the  enjoyment  of  them^  and  with 
them  we  have  pofTefTed  them ;  and  therefore  we  have  a 
full  right:'     The  word  right  was  agreed  to  be  inferted 
in  the  treaty.     The  article  of  the  fifheiy  cofl  the  Ame- 
rican commiffioners,  all  the  induflry,  fkill  and  addrefi 
that  they  were  maflers  of.     Mr.  Laurens's  prefence  with 
his  brother  commiffioners  the  two  laft  days  was  of  great

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*7^*icrviGC.  He  propofed  the  infertion  t>f  a  ;par^m^h 
againil  carrying  away  any  negroes  or  other  property^ 
belonging  to  the  American  inhabitants.  He  appeared 
^deeply  imprefied  with  the  lofs  of  his  fon;  but  :the  ve- 
nerable hero  thanked  God  that  'he  had  fuch  a  '&n^  jone 
Ivho  was  willingtolofe  his  life  in  the  cauibcf  his  country. 
,      The  Annerican  commiffioners  expedited  'the  negotia- 

^^^^  tidrt  with  the  utmoft  affiduity ;  and  on  the  30th  of  No- 
vember, provifional  articles  were  agreed  upon  and  fign- 
ed,  to  take  effeft  whenever  terms  of  peaec  fiiould  be 
'  •finally  fettled  with  the  court  of  France.  The  bufineis 
was  finifhed  fo  privately  and  unexpededly,  that  mini- 
fters  and  ambafl&dors,  as  well  as  others  in  and  about 
the  court  of  Veriaillcs,  were  furprifcd  trpon  'hearing  the 
news.  The  figning  of  the  provifional  articles  ^111  pro- 
bably fufpend  the  hoftile  operations  of  France  andSpain, 
iill  it  is  known  whether  a  general  peace  can  -be  agreed 
upon.  They  have  collefted  their  fleets  at  Cadiz  to  the 
amount  of  near  forty  fhips  of  the  line,  ^hich  arc  dcf- 
tined  for  the  Weft  Indies,  and  are  to  be  <mnmanded 
by  count  d*Eftaing ;  who  is  to  convoy  thither  ieveral 
thoufand  French  troops  under  the  marquis  de  la  Fayecte. 
Had  not  the  American  commiflioners  improved  dv 
precious  moment  that  offered,  without  entangling  them*- 
felves  by  confulting  count  de  Vergennes,  the  Briti&ini- 
niftry  might  have  been  changed,  and  thofe  «ventt  have 
'  fiicceedcd,  which  would  have  kept  the  United  States 
much  longer  from  the  poffeffion  of  their  independence.

But-  Sir  James  Eowther  diflinguifh* 
ed  himfelf  by  a- noble  fingularity,  which  few  had  power 
to  follow-  On  the  6th  of  September^  bewaitedon  lord 
Keppel,  and'  after  exprefUng  his  concern  that:  county 
fubfcriptions  for;  building  menof  war  went  on  languidly^ 
requefted  his  lordfhip  to  prefcnr  his  duty  to  the  king„ 
and  at  the  fame  time  befeech  his  majefty  to  accept  v^ 
man  of  war  of  the  line  from  him,  completely  mannedj 
viftualled,  and  fitted  for  aftion.  Lord  Kef^,  afto^ 
nifhed  at  fuch  an  unexampled  inftance  of  generofity  m 
a  private  gentleman,  aflfured  Sir  James:  that  his- requeft 
Ihould  be  inftantly  compKed  with,  whitki^  accordingly 
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n^^*  was  i  and  the  king  received  the  offer  with  that  mark  of 
refpeft  which  became  his  majefly. 

Ten  men  of  war  (including  count  de  Grafle^s  fhips 
taken  by  admiral  Rodney)  with  a  large  fleet  of  mer- 
chantmen from  Janfiaica,  fuffered  exceedingly  by  a  tre- 
mendous gale  of  wind  off  Newfoundland  on  the  17th 
of  September,  and  fince  by  captures.  The  ViUc  de 
Paris,  and  the  Glorieux  foundered,  and  only  one  man 
out  of  the  compliment  of  both  fhips  efcaped  to  tell  their 
melancholy  fate.  The  Heftor  alfo  funk;  but  being 
defcried  in  time  by  a  fnow  that  made  toward  them,  the 
crew  were  faved.  The  captain's  name  was  John  Hill, 
though  his  vefTel  was  fmall  for  the  purpofe,  yet  he  took 
on  board  upward  of  200  men  belonging  to  the  He&on 
He  threw  part  of  his  cargo  overboard  to  make  room 
for  them;  and  generoufly  fhared  his  provifions  with 
them  to  the  hazard  of  wanting  himfelf.  The  greatnefs 
of  the  rifk  he  ran  appears  from  hence,  that  the  laft  cafk 
of  water  was  broached  on  the  day  that  land  was  difco- 
vered.  The  Ramilies  went  down,  btt  her  people  were 
feved  by  the  merchantmen  in  company.  The  Centaiir 
was  likewife  loft,  and  all  her  company,  except  <:wclvc, 
with  the  captain,  who  got  into  the  only  remaining 
toat.  They  traverfed  a  fpace  of  near  800  miles  in  the 
Atlantic  ocean,  without  compafs  or  quadrant,  and  with 
a  blanket  for  a  fail.  They  had  only  two  bifcuits  di- 
vided among  them  every  twenty-four  hours;  and  as 
much  water  during  that  fpace  to  every  man,  as  the  neck 
of  a  wine  bottle  broken  off  would  hold.  At  the  expi- 
ration of  fixteen  days,  when  the  laft  divifion  of  bifcuit 
and  water  had  been  made^  to  their  incxprclTiblc  joy 
fhey  difcovered  the  Portuguexe  ifland  of  Fayal,  where 
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they  fafely  arrived  at  night.   The  Anierican  cruifers  car- ; 
ried  into  L'Orient  17  of  the  Jamaica  fleet.    The  whole 
number  of  prizes  brought  into  that  port  by  them,  from 
the  beginning  of  the  year  to  the  end  of  Odlober,  amounts 
to  32 ;  exclufive  of  what  have  arrived  ir>  other  ports  of/ 
France.

Paris,  Dec.  30,.  l^%2?     - 
Friend  G. 

nr^  H  E  Governor  of  the  Univerfe,  to  whofe  juftice 
-*•     and  determination  all  the  late  belligerent  powers'V 
appealed,  having  fo  ordered  events  that  peace  is  at  length 
fully  reftored,  the  prefent  letter  fhall  clofe  my  correlpon- 
dence  upon  affairs  of  a  public  nature.. 

Mr.  Francis  Dana,  your  late  An^rican  rcfident  at- 
Peterfburgh,  but  who  failed  from  thence  for  America' 
on  the  7  th  of  Augufl:,  labored  to  obtain  a  receptioa* 
in  his  public  charafikcr ;  but  received  from  the  Ruflian* 
r^inifter,  in  anfwer  to  hiis  applicarionj  the  following  de-" 
claration. — *^  I  hwt  to  renew  to  you.  Sir,  the  expref-' 
fion  of  fatisfaftion  with  which  her  Imperial  raajdly  i$ 
i-mpreffed  by  the  mark  of  attention  which  your  confti-* 
tuents  have. paid  her,  in  fending  to  her  a  perfon  exprefsly ' 
clothed  with  a  public  charader  j  and  -to  zSxm  you^  .,that' 
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^7ft^  Ihe  will  acknowledge  you  widv  plealure  in  that  quality^, 
the  inftant  that  the  definitive  treaties  which  are  at  tbft 
eve  of  being  concluded,  Ihall  have  been  executed— herr 
delicacy  being  a  law  to  her,  not  to  take,  before  tha6 
time,  a  ftep  which  might  not  be  confidered  as  corrc-v 
fponding  with  thofe  which  have  charafterized  her  ikpiQi 
neutrality  during  the  courfe  of  the  late  war.  Notwith- 
ftanding  which  the  emprefs  repeats,  that  you  may  en- 
joy not  only  for  your  own  honor,  but  alfofor  your  coun* 
txymen,  who  may  come  into  her  empire  on  commercial 
bufinefs,  or  otherwife,  the  moft  favorable  reception  and 
.  the  protection  of  the  laws  of  nations.  The  conduA 
which  the  emprefs  has  held  during  the  courfe  of  the 
yar,  fufficiently  witnefles  in  favor  of  the  impartiality  ai 
her.  fentiments,  and  puts  an  end  to  every  difcuflion  on 
that  point,  and  ought  to  make  you  entirely  eafy."

itfr  march^     Shordy  after  Sir  Eyre's  bad  health  obliged 
him  to  relinquUh  his  command.     The  French  fleet  bc-» 
iijgfpUy  repaired  left  Cuiddalore*  and  on  the  5th  of  July 
came  in  fight  of  the  Britiih  at  Negapatam.     Sir  Ed-> 
ward  Hughes  immediately  put  to  fea.

Though 
the  bravery  and  Ikill  of  the  Britifh  admiral  and  failors 
prevented  SufFrein's  availing  himfelf  of  his  fuperiority 
for  the  capturing  of  his  enemy's  (hips,  yet  he  difplayed 
uncommon  courage,  and  exerted  himfelf  in  fuch  a  man-r 
tier,  as  (howed  him  to  be  an  able  commander  and  n. 
determined  foe.  About  the  aoth  of  September,  Sir' 
Richard  Bickerton,  with  a  (quadron  of  five  (hips  of  the' 
line,  and  near  5000  men,  arrived  at  Madras.  "• 

In  December  laft  Hyder  Ally-  died.  Upon  whici| 
gen.  Mathews  was  ordered  by  the  prefidency  of  Bom-^ 
bay,  to  proceed  with  his  whole  force  into  the  country  of 
Canarec,  in  order  to  po(refs  Bednore,  the  capital,  where 
Hyder's  immenfe  treafures  were  fuppofcd  to  be,  toge* 
tiier  with  all  his  magazines  for  war*  As  the  place  was 
ixKapable  of  refiftance,  it  was  delivered  up  to  the  Bri- 
tilh  general  upon  his  appearing  before  it,  tc^;ether  with 
the  province,  by  capitulation*  The  genera]  impri(bned 
the  Indian  governor  in  direft  violation  of  the  articles, 
and  committed  various  uregularities.  After  that  the 
general  be(ieged  Mangalore,  the  principal  fea  port  and 
marine  arfenal  of  Hyder  Ally,  which  furrendered  on 
Mar.  the  9th  of  March.  Tippoo  Saib,  who  had  fucoeedcd 
''*  to  his  father  Hyder  Ally's  defigns  as  well  as  his  powers 
refolved  to  relinqui(h  the  Carnatic ;  md  marched  with 
above  100,000  men  to  refcue  Bednore.  Gen.  Mathews, 
though  he  had  only  between  2  and  3000  troops,  of  whom 
about  700  were  Europeans^  determiaed  to  march  out  of^

the  capital,  and  give  biatde  taT^ypbo  Saib  in  an  open '7^ 
plain.  The  conteft  was  fhort ;  his  haadfiil  of  mm  1M9 
totally  routed  with  great  daughter  i  and  he  wa9  obl^^icd 
with  the  broken  remains  of  his  forct  to 'take  iheltcr.ia 
the  fortrefs,  which  flood  upon'  an  etainepoe  nigb  .the 
town.

Thefe  two  articles  are  xhe  only  ob-^ 
jcfts  worthy  of  fpecial  notice.  Trincomale  w3i  be  re- 
ftorcd  to  the  Dutch  by  the  French,  agreeable  to  the  de- 
claration made  by  Mr.  de  Vergcnncs  on  the  ad  of  De- 
cember 1782,  in  his  raofl:  chriftian  majefty's  name, 
that  it  was  his  invariable  intention  to  reilore  to  their  hig^ 
mighunefles  fuch  of  their  colonies  as  might  jiemam  in 
his  hands,  whenever  the  conclufion  of  a  general  peace 
would  enable  his  majefty  to  give  the  republic  this  new 
mark  of  his  afFeftion  toward  it.  The  ratification  of  the 
preliminary  articles  was  exchanged  with  the  duke  of 
Manchefter  on  the  a9th  of  September  by  the  plenipo- 
tentiaries of  their  high  mightincfles.

'    tiaries  of  the  faid  ftates.     On  the  loth,  John  Adams 
tfq;  wrote  to  you  (as  his  own  hand  will  inform  you,' 
Aould  not  the  letter  mifcarry)— "  I  hope  that  privao? 
ildneity  will  not  be  violated  in  any  debt,  and  that  as 
much  moderation  may  be  fhown  towards  the  tories  as 
poflible.     The  ftipulations  ihould  be  facred,  and  the  re- 
commendations at  leaft  treated  with  decency,  and  feri-^ 
6ufly  confidered.     I  cannot  help  faying,   I  wilh  they 
could  be  cortiplied  with.— When  I  agreed  that  congrefs 
fhbuld  recommend,  I  was  fincere.     I  then  wifhed  and 
ftill  wilh,  that  the  recommendation  may  be  agreed  tq. 
This  is  unpopular  no  doubt:    but  treaties  are  folemil 
things,  in  which  there  fhould  be  no  mental  refervations. 
When  New  York  and  Penobfcot  are  evacuated,   the 
people  may  be  cooler— it  will  be  an  ugly  bone  of  con- 
tentionj     I  always  dreaded  it,  and  would  have  avoided 
it,  if  it  had  been  pofliblej  but  it  was  not."     The  pro- 
per communication  of  this  letter  may  produce,  at  leaft 
in  the  Maffachufetts  ftate,  a  degree  of  moderation  to- 
ward the  royalifts,  the  want  of  which  is  too  glaringly 
evident  in  the  proceedings  of  your  various  town-meet- 
ings. 

Now  that  the  operations  of  war  have  ceafed,  a  fub- 
jc6t  entirely  novel  has  offered,  which  engages  the  atten- 
tion and  admiration  of  all  orders  of  people. 

It  having  been  obferved,  that  a  ball  filled  with  in-

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air  of  the  atmolphere  were  in  equilibrium ;  Mr.  Motit^  V 
golfier  made  experiments^  firft  with  a  globe  of  linen  and 
paper,  of  105  feet  circumference,  and  then  with  one  of 
tafFety,  done  over  with  elaftic  gum,  36  feet  in  circum-t 
ference.  The  afcent  of  both  anfwered  fo  fully  the  ex- 
pedlation  of  every  one  prefent,  th^t  Mr,  Montgolfier 
exhibited  a  new  trial  of  his  aeroftatic^  machine,  alias  air, 
balloon,  at  the  caftle  de  la  Mwttc  on  the  23d  of  No-j^ 
vember  in  the  afternoon.  The  balloon  was  70  feet  high  • 
and  46  in  diameter,  containing  .60,000  cubic  feet,  and 
was  capable  of  lifting  up  about  fixteen  hundred  weight. 
It  had  a  gallery  annexed  to  it, .  wherein  the  marquis 
d'Alandes  and  Mr.  de  Rozier  placed  themfcflyes.  About 
54  minutes  after- one,  the  feveral  powers  by  which  it 
was  held  down  being  removed,  it  rofe  in  a  majefti<;-rnan* 
ner,  and  the  aerial  navigators  were  foon  out  of  fighU 
When  it  was  at  leaft  three  thoufand  feet  high,  ir  rfi.T 
mained  hovering  in  view.  Its  paflage  was  fuch  th^t  ftH 
Paris  had  an  opportunity  of  beholding  it.  Wb^O  tfie 
travellers  found  they  had  pafled  the  metroppjis,  aj^d 
were  over  the  open  fields,  they  defcended  with  the  ut* 
moft  compofure,  after  a  progrefs  of  30,000  feet  within 
23  minutes.  The  affair  wa^  attel^ed.at  five  o'clock. tho 
fame  afternoon,  by  the  fignatures  of  the  duke  pf  Pq-» 
lignac,  the  duke  pf  Guines,  Benjamin  Franklin  and 
others.  Since  then  Meffrs.  Charles  and  Robert  under* 
took  a  fimil^r  expedition  on  the  ift  of  December.  At] 
three  quarters  after  one,  they  rofe  with  their  chariot  an:» 
nexed  to  the  balloon  in  the  midft  of  a  profound  filenee, 
occafioned  by  the  emotion  and  aftonifliment  of  all  par-? 
ties.  When  they  were  arrived  at  the  height  of  about 
3QO  fathom,  they  moved  in  an  horizontal  courfe  by  re-

B3ris>  galloped  up  to  «xl  joined  tihem.  Mo^  tzt  ikdk 
ttttitffements  will  extend^  and  how  long  the5r'«v4fl  ^  4bl«

nr^H  E  laft  year  a  court  was  conftituted  in  purfuancci^g! 

-^     of  the  9th  article  of  the  confederation,  to  hear- 
and  finally  determine  the  difpute  between  the  ftates  of 
Pennfylvania  and  Connefticut,  refpefting  certain  lands* 
They  gave  it  as  their  opinion,  that  Connefticut  had  no 
right  to  the  lands  in  controverfy ;  and  that  the  jurifdic- 
tion  and  pre-emption  of  all  the  territory  lying  within 
the  charter  boundary  of  Pennfylvania,  claimed  by  Coii-* 
nefticut,  did  of  right  belong  to  Pennfylvania.     Their 
proceedings  and  fentence  were  returned  to  congrefs,  and 
ordered  on  the  3d  of  January  to  be  lodged  among  the    3*^' 
afts  of  congrefs. 

The  apprehenfions  of  a  fpeedy  peace,  with  the  luf- 
ferings  of  the  American  arniy  under  gen.  Wafhington> 
produced  the  laft  December  an  addrefs  and  petition  of 
the  officers  to  the  United  States  in  congrefs  aflembled* 
The  contents  comprehended   the  following  Articles-—* 
prefent  pay — a  fcttlement  of  the  accounts  of  the  arrear-^ 
ages  of  pay,  and  fecurity  for  what  is  due — a  commuta-^- 
tion  of  the  half-pay  allowed  by  different  refolutions  of 
congrefs,  for  an  equivalent  in  grofs— a  fettlement  of  the 
accounts  of  deficiencies  of  rations,  and  compenfation*— a 
fettlement  of  the  accounts  of  deficiencies  of  clothing 
and  compenfation.     The  figning  officers  on  the  part  of 
the  Maflachufetts,  the  Connefticut,  the  New  York,  the 
New  Jerfey,  and  the  New  Hampfhire  lines,  at  their

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* 7 ^3»  cantonments  on  Hudfon's  river,  faid — "  We  complain 
that  fhadows  have  been  offered  to  us,  while  the  (ubftancc 
has  been  gleaned  by  others.  Our  diftrefles  are  now 
brpught  to  a  point.  We  have  borne  all  that  men  can 
bear — our  property  is  expended — our  private  refources 
are  at  an  end,  and  our  friends  are  wearied  out  and  dif- 
gufted  with  our  inceffant  applications.  It  would  be  cri- 
minal in  the  officers  to  conceal  the  general  diffatisfaftion 
which  prevails,  and  is  gaining  ground  in  thq  army, 
from  the  preffure  of  evils  and  injuries,  which,  in  the 
courfe  of  feven  long  years,  have  made  their  conditioa 
in  many  inftances  wretched.  They  therefore  entreat 
that  congrefs,  to  convince  the  army  and  the  world,  that 
the  independence  of  America  fhall  not  be  placed  on 
the  ruin  of  any  particular  clafs  of  her  citizens,  will  point 
out  a  mode  for  immediate  redrefs."  Gen.  M'Dougall, 
and  colonels  Brooks  and  Ogden,  were  chofen  a  com- 
mittee to  wait  upon  congrefs.  While  the  bufiiiefs  was 
pending,  certain  public  creditors  and  others  at  Phila- 
4elphia,  were  contriving  how  to  employ  the  army  for 
the  eftabliftiing  of  continental  funds.  The  financier, 
Mr.  Robert  Morris,  or  rather  Mr.  Governeur  Morris, ' 
is  fufpeft^  to  have  been  at  the  bottom  of  the  fchemc : 
the  latter  is  allov;ed  to  be  a  man  of  great  abilities,  but 
is  thought  to  be  one  of  the  moft  dangerous  upon  the 
Continent.  Officers  and  foldiers  were  to  be  thrown  into 
fuch  a  parpxyfm  of  rage  and  refentment,  as  fhould  drive 
them  into  the  attempt  of  compelling  congrefs  to  com- 
ply with  their  own  demands,  and  thofe  of  the  public 
creditors,  who  were  to  arm  and  join  them.  Letters 
were  fent  to  certain  military  perfons  in  whom  the  greateft 
confidence  was  placed,  that  fo  affairs  might  be  in  readi- 

neis. 
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ncfs.  Mean  while  reports  were  propagated  in  Philadel- ' 
phia,  that  dangerous  conabinations  were  forming  in  the 
army:  whereas  the  troops  were  apparently  extremely 
quiet,  notwithftanding  their  temper  was  very  irritable 
on  account  of  their  long  protraded  fufferings.  At  length, 
upon  the  arrival  of  a  particular  gentleman  frona  Phila- 
delphia in  camp,  about  the  8  th  of  March,  fuch  fenti- 
ments  as  the  following  were  immediately  and  induftri- 
oufly  circulated — That  it  was  univerfally  expefted  that 
the  army  would  not  difband,  till  they  had  obtained  juf- 
tice — That  the  public  creditors  looked  up  to  them  for 
redrefs  of  their  grievances,  would  afford  them  every  aid, 
and  even  join  them  in  the  field  if  neceflary — That  fooie 
members  of  congrefs  wifhed  the  meafure  might  take 
efFeft,  in  order  to  compel  the  public,  particularly  the 
delinquent  dates,  to  do  juftice.  When  the  minds  of 
the  army  were  thought  to  be  prepared  by  thefe  mean$, 
anonymous  invitations  were  circulated  on  the  loth,  re-^ 
quelling  a  general  meeting  of  the  officers  oa  the  next 
day.  At  the  fame  inftant  many  manufcript  copies  of 
an  addrefs  to  the  officers  [though  anonymous,  known 
fmce  to  have  been  drawn  up  by  major  Armftrong]  were 
fcattered  in  every  (late  line  of  the  army.  Ic  w?is  in  a 
peculiar  manner  calculated  to  inflame  every  breaft,  and 
to  provoke  all  to  unite  in  redreffing  their  own  grievances 
while  they  had  arms  in  their  hands.  To  fap  the  influ- 
ence of  the  commander  in  chief,  fhould  he  attempt  to 
counteraft  the  meafure,  they  were  direfted  to  "  fulpe^ 
the  man  who  would  advife  to  more  moderation  and 
longer  forbearance."  As  foon  as  gen.  Walhington  obr 
tained  the  knowledge  qf  thefe  papers,  after  taking  no- 
tice, in  general  orders  of  .the  uth,  of  the  anonymoti^

'7^3*  invitations,  he  requefted  the  general  and  field  officers, 
with  one  officer  from  each  connpany,  and  a  proper  re- 
prefentation  from  the  ftafF  of  the  army,  to  afi^mble  on 
the  following  Saturday,  the  15th,     This  he  did,  *^  in 
order  to  refcue  the  foot  that  flood  wavering  on  the  pre- 
cipice of  defpair,  from  taking,  while  the  palfions  were 
inflamed,  thofe  fteps  which  would  have  led  to  the  abyfs 
of  mifery.      He  afted  upon  the  principle,    that  it  is 
eafier  to  divert  from  a  wrong  to  a  right  path,  th^n  it  is 
to  recall  the  hafty  and  fatal  fteps  which  have   been  al- 
ready taken."     The  period  previous  to  the  officers   at 
fembling,  was  improved  by  the  general  for  foftcning 
them  down.     The  treatment  they  had  met  with,  the  fuC- 
picions  they  had  entertained  of  a  defign  to  trick   them, 
the  ftrong  indications  that  had  appeared  of  an  inclination 
fp  to  do,  and  other  occurrences,  had  imbittered  their 
ipirics ;  fo  that  it  was  with  the  utmoft  difficulty,  t^at  he 
could  calm  and  bring  them  to  a  temper  which  promifed  ■ 
an  happy  ilTue  to  the  meeting  he  had  propofed.     He 
fent  for  one  officer  after  another,  and  talked  to  them 
privately,  fetting  before  them  the  ill  confequences  of  vi- 
olent meafures,  and  the  lofs  of  charafter  that  would  fol- 
low ;  and  brought  feveral  to  their  tears.     Numbers  were 
prevailed  upon  to  relinquilh  their  intentions,  and  agreed 
to  purfue  moderate  meafures.     A  fecond  addrefs  ap- 
peared on  the  1 2th,  wherein  the  author  artfully  infinu- 
ated,  that  the  general  approved  of  their  difcuffing  the 
fubjeft,  which  had  been  propofed  by  himfelf  in  the  firft. 
Mar.      When  the  officers  were  convened  on  the  15th,  thofe

reverfc,  (hould  be  chofen  prefidcnt.    After  that,  the 

S  com- 
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commander  in  chief  addrefied  the  meeting.  ^  The  firft-' 
and  largeft  part  of  the  fpeech  was  employed  in  coun-- 
terading  the  efFefts  produced  by  the  anonymous  papers^ 
His  excellency  thus  expreffed  himfelf — "  The  author  of 
the  addrefs  is  entitled  to  much  credit  for  the  goodnefs  oC 
his  pen ;  and  I  could  wifti  he  had  as  much  credit  for 
the  reftitude  of  his  heart. — He  was  right  to  infinuate 
the  darkeft  fufpicion  to  efFeft  the  blackeft  defign.— My 
God !  what  can  this  writer  have  in  view  by  recommend- 
ing fueh  meafures  ?  Can  he  be  a  friend  to  the  army  I 
Can  he  be  a  friend  to  this  country  ?  Rather  is  he  not  an 
infidious  foe  ?  Some  emiffary  perhaps,^from  New  York, 
plotting  the  ruin  of  both,  by  fowing  the  feeds  of  difcord 
and  feparation  between  the  civil  and  military  powers  of 
the  continent  ?"  He  afterward  pledged  himfelf  in  the 
mod  unequivocal  manner  to  exert  all  his  abilities  in  their 
favor ;  requefted  them  to  rely  on  the  faith  of  their  coun- 
try, and  to  place  a  full  confidence  in  the  purity  of  the 
intentions  of  congrefs ;  and  conjured  them,  in  the  name 
of  their  common  country,  as  they  valued  their  honor, 
as  they  refpefted  the  rights  of  humanity,  and  as  they 
regarded  the  military  and  national  chara6ter  of  America, 
to  exprefs  their  utmoft  deteftation  of  the  man,  who 
wifhes,  under  any  fpecious  preteoces,  to  overturn  the 
liberties  of  their  country;  and  who  wickedly  attempts  ta 
open  the  flood  gates  of  civil  difcord,  and  delgge  their 
rifing  empire  in  blood. 

It  was  happy  for  the  army  and  country,  that,  when 
his  excellency  had  finifhed  and  withdrawn,  no  one  rofe 
and  obferved,  "  that  general  Wafhington  was  about  to 
quit  the  military  line  laden  with  honor,  anc!  that  he  had  a^ 
co.Tidej^ble  ellate  to  fupport  him  witli  dignity,  but  thatjj

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^l^hthiit  ^afe  was  very  different/'  Had  fuch  ideas  been 
thrown  out,  and  properly  enlarged  upon,  the  meeting 
would  probably  have  concluded  very  differently.  But 
'co  cduntcrpoife  being  offered  to  the  fpeech,  the  bufinefs 
'  6f  the  day  was  finilhed  to  the  wiflies  of  his  excellency. 
The  meeting  of  officers  unanimoufly  thanked  him  for 
his  addrefs.  They  alfo  refolved  unanimoufly.  That  no 
eircumftances  of  diftrefs  or  danger  fliould  induce  a  con- 
du£t  that  might  tend  to  fully  the  reputation  and  glory 
they  had  acquired — That  the  army  continued  to  have 
in  unfhaken  confidence  in  the  juftice  of  congrefs  and 
their  country— That  his  excellency  be  requefted  to  write 
to  the  prefident  of  congrefs,  earneftly  entreating  their 
fpeedy  decifion  upon  the  fubjefts  of  the  officers*  addrefs 
—That  they  view  with  abhorrence,  and  rejeft  with  dif- 
dain,  the  infamous  propofitions  contained  in  a  late  ano- 
nymous addrefs  to  the  officers  of  the  army.         ^ 

General  Waffiington,  in  a  letter  of  the  i8th,  tranT- 

mitted  to  congrefs  an  account  of  what  had  paffed  at  the 

meeting  of  the  officers,  and  urged  in  the  ftrongefl:  man- 

-j      ncr  their  being  gratified  in  what  they  had  before  applied 

zz^     for.     On  the  22d,   congrefs  refolved  that  the   officers 

ffiould  be  entitled  to  receive  to  the  amount  of  five  years 

full  pay  in  money,  or  fecurities  on  intereft  at  fix  per 

Cent,  per  ann.  inftead  of  half  pay  for  life.     Though  this 

commutation  was  granted,  the  fears  of  the  army  were 

ftill  alive,  left  they  fhould  be  difbanded  or  the  lines  be 

ifeparated,  before  their  accounts  were  liquidated.     The 

'  commander  in  chief  was  for  their  being  difbanded  as 

foon  as  poffible  j  but  then  he  thought  their  wifhes  fhould 

be  confulted,  which  he  pronounced  moderate  in  their 

Itoode,  and  perfcftly  compatible  witl>  di«  honor,  digifiity 

and 
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and  juftice,  due  from  the  country;  as  they  only  involved  i^Sj*. 
complete  fettlement  and  partial  payment,  previous  to 
any  difperfion.     Three  months  pay  at  leaft  \^as  univef- 
laily  expedled. 

By  the  24th  of  March,  congrefs  received  a  letter  of  ^4* 
Feb.  5th,  from  the  marquis  de  la  Fayette,  ^ntioundftg 
a  general  peace,  and  a  copy  of  orders  given  by  couAC 
D'Eftaing,  for  the  purpofe  of  putting  a  ftop  to  all  hoftlr 
lities  by  fea :  hereupon  they  direded  the  marine  agent 
immediately  to  recall  all  armed  veflels  cruifing  und^r 
commiffions  from  the  United  States  of  America,  The 
marquis's  letter  was  dated  from  Cadiz :  in  it  he  wrote— 
"  forty-nine  Ihips  and  twenty  thoufand  men  are  now' 
here,  whom  count  D'Eftaing  was  to  join  with  the  com- 
bined forces  in  the  Weft  Indies,  and  during  the  fummer 
they  were  to  co-operate  with  our  American  army.  Nay, 
it  had  lately  been  granted,  that  while  count  D'Eftaing 
was  elfewhere,  I  Ihould  enter  St.  Lawrence  river  at  the 
head  of  a  French  corps.  It  is  knov/n  that  I  ever  was 
bent  upon  the  addition  of  Canada  to  the  United  States."  ^  y 
On  the  4th  of  April,  capt.  John  Derby  commanding  4^ 
the  Aftrea,  arrived  at  Salem  from  Nantz  in  22  days, 
and  brought  with  him  a  printed  copy  of  a  declaration 
of  the  American  minifters,  given  at  Paris  the  20th  of 
February,  and  figned  John  Adams,  B.  Franklin,  Johft 
Jay.  It  mentions,  that  the  ratifications  of  the  prelimi- 
nary articles  of  peace  figned  the  20th  of  January,  bfe- 
tween  his  moft  chriftian  majefty  and  the  king  of  tQreat 
Britain,  were  in  due  form  exchanged  by  their  miniftt*rs 
on  the  third  of  February ;  from  which  day  the  feveral 
terms  fpecified  for  the  ceffation  of  hoftifitics  ajx  to  be 
computed  relative  to  nil  Britilh  and  American  veflels  and

.  it  is  agreed  to  form  the  articles  of  the  propofed  treaty 
pn  fuch  principles  of  liberal  equity  and  reciprocity,  as 
that  partial  advantages  (thofe  feeds  of  difcord)  being 
exqlu^^  fuch  a  beneficial  and  fatisfadtory  interconrfc

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between  the  two  countries  naay  be  eftablilhed,  as  to  pro-  '7^ 
mife  and  fecure  to  both  perpetual  peace  and  harmony. 

Article  I.  His  Britannic  majefty  acknowledges  the 
faid  United  States,  viz.  New-Hampfhire,  Maflachufetts- 
Bay,  Rhode-Ifland  and  Providence  Plantations,  Connec- 
ticut, New-York,  New-Jerfey,  Pennfylvania,  Dela- 
ware, Maryland,  Virginia,  North-Carolina,  Souths 
Carolina  and  Georgia,  to  be  free,  fovereign,  and  inde- 
pendent ftates;  that  he  treats  with  them  as  fuch;  and  for 
••  Jiimfelf,  his  heirs  and  fucceflTors,  relinquifhes  all  claims 
to  the  government,  propriety  and  territorial  rights  of  the 
fame,  and  every  part  thereof  ^  and  that  all  difputes  which 
might  arife  in  future,  on  the  fubjeft  of  the  boundaries 
of  the  faid  United  States  may  be  prevented,  it  is  hereby 
agreed  and  declared,  that  the  following  are,  and  fhall  be 
their  boundaries,  viz. 

Article  II.  From  the  north-weft  angle  of  Nova- 
Scotia,  viz.  that  angle  which  is  formed  by  a  line  drawn 
due  north,  from  the  fource  of  Saint  Croix  river  to  the

points  where  the  aforefaid  boundaries  between  Nova- 
Scotia  on  the  one  part,  and  Eaft-Florida  on  the  other, 
(hall  refpeftively  touch  the  bay  of  Fundy,  and  the  At«^ 
lantic  ocean  j  excepting  fuch  iflands  as  now  arc,  or  here- 
tofore 
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tofore  have  beehy  Withih  the  limits  HT  thfe  fmd  prd^cft  «?^ 
of  Nbva-Scotia.  ^ 

AkTicLE  III.  It  is  agreed,  that  the  people  of  thifc 
United  States  ftiali  continue  to  enjoy/ unmolefted,  the  * 
right  to  take  fifh  of  every  kind  on  the  Grand  Bank;  and 
on  all  other  banks  of  Newfoundland  $  alfo  in  the  guljali 
of  St.  Lawrence,  and  at  all  other  places  in  the  fea> 
where  the  inhabitants  of  both  countries  ufed  at  any  time 
heretofore  to  filh.  And  alfo  that  the  inhabitants  of  th4 
United  States  ftiall  have  liberty  to  take  filh  of  evay 
kind  dn  fuch  part  of  the  coftft  tf  Newfoundland,  as 
Britilh  fifhermen  (hall  ufe  (but  not  to  diy  or  cure  the 
fame  on  that  ifland)  and  dfo  on  the  coafts,  bays,  and 
creeks  of  all  other  of  his  Britannic  majefty's  dominions 
in  America ;  and  that  the  American  filhermen  fli^l  have 
liberty  to  dry  and  cure  fifti  in  any  of  the  unfettled  bays, 
harbours,  and  creeks  *of  Nova-Scotia,  Magdalen  iflands, 
and  Labrador,  fo  long  as  the  fame  Ihall  remain  uli- 
fettled ;  but  fo  foon  as  the  fame,  or  either  of  them,  Ihall 
be  fettled,  it  fhall  not  be  lawful  for  the  faid  filhermen 
to  dry  or  cure  fifli  at  fuch  fettlemcnt,  without  a  previotfl 
agreement  for  that  purpofe  with  the  inhabitants,  prcM- 
prietors  or  poffeflbrs  of  the  ground.  # 

Article  IV.  It  is  agreed,  that  creditors  on  either 
fide  fhall  meet  with  no  lawful  impediment  to  the  recovery' 
of  the  full  value  in  fterling  money  of  all  imd  fide  debt^ 
heretofore  contrafted. 

Article  V.     It  is  agreedj  that  the  Gongrefe  fhaft 
earneflly  recommend  it  to  the  legiflatures  of  the  relpecJi 
tive  ftates,  to  provide  for  the  rcftitution  of  all  eftates, 
rights  and  properties,  which  have  been  confifcaflod^  be^  , 
longing  to  real  BritiQi  fubjefts ;  and  dfo  of  the'eftateis^ 

rights^ 
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'7^3*  rights  and  properties  of  perfons  refident  ia  diftrifl:s  in 
the  pofleffion  of  his  majefty's  arms,  and  who  have  not 
borne  arms  againft  the  faid  United  States:  and  that  per- 
fons of  any  other  defcription  Ihall  have  free  liberty  to  go 
to  any  parr  or  parts  of  any  of  the  Thirteen  United 
States,  and  therein  to  remain  twelve  months  unmol^ed 
in  their  endeavours  to  obtain  the  reftitution  of  fuch  o( 
their  eftates,  rights  and  properties,  as  may  have  been 
confifcated :  and  that  Congrefs  fhall  alfo  earneftly  recom- 
mend to  the  feveral  ftates  a  reconfideration  and  revifion 
of  all  afts  or  laws  regarding  the  premifes,  fo  as  to  rcn-» 
der  the  faid  laws  or  ads  perfedlly  confiftent,  not  only 
with  juftice  and  equity,  but  with  that  fpirit  of  concilia^ 
tion,  which,  on  the  return  of  the  blelTings  of  peace, 
Ihould  univerfally  prevail. — And  that  Congrefs  fhall  alfo 
earneftly  recommend  to  the  feveral  ftates,  that  the  eftates, 
rights  and  properties  of  fuch  laft-mentioned  peHbni 
Ihall  be  reftored  to  them,  they  refunding  to  any  perfons 
who  may  be  now  in  pofleffion,  the  hnd  fide  price  (where 
any  has  been  given)  which  fuch  perfons  may  have  paid 
on  purchafing  any  of  the  faid  lands,  rights  or  properticsi 
fince  the  confifcation.--?AND  it  is  agreed,  that  all  per- 
fons who  have  any  intereft  in  confifcated  lands,  either  by 
debts,  marriage  fettlements  or  otherwife,  fliall  meet  with 
no  lawful  impediment  in  the  profecution  of  their  juft 
rights. 

Article  VI.  That  there  fliall  be  no  future  confiC 
pations  made,  nor  any  profecutions  commenced  againft 
jiny  perfon  or  perfons,  for  or  by  reafon  of  the  part  which 
he  or  they  may  have  taken  in  the  prefent  war,  and  that 
no  perfon  fliall  on  that  account,  fuficr  any  future  lofs  or 
damage,  either  in  his  perfon,  liberty  or  property  j  an4

that  thofe  who  may  be  in  confinement  on  fuch  charges  i-ygj. 
at  the  time  of  the  ratification  of  the  treaty  in  Amqica, 
fhall  be  immediately  fet  at  liberty,  ai^d  the  profectiUltas 
fo  commenced  be  difcontintied.  * 

Article  VII.  There  .fliall  be  a  firm  and  perpetual 
peace  between  his  Britannic  majefty  and  the  faid  ftate^i 
and  between  the  fubjedts  of  the  one  and  the  citizens  of 
the  other,  wherefore  all  hoftilities  both  by  fea  and  land 
Ihallthen  immediately  ceafe:  allprifoners  on  both  fides 
fliall  be  fet  at  liberty,  and  his  Britannic  majefly  fliall 
with  all  convenient  fpeed,  and  without  caufing  any  de- 
ftru6tion,  or  carrying  away  any  negroes,  or  other  pro- 
perty of  the  American  inhabitants,  withdraw  all  his 
armies,  garrifons  and  fleets  from  the  faid  United  States, 
and  from  every  port,  place,  and  harbour  within  the 
fame ;  leaving  in'  all  fortifications  the  American  artUkry 
that  may  be  therein :  and  fhall  alfo  order  and  caufe  all 
archives,  records,  deeds  and  papers  belonging  to  any  of 
the  faid  flates,  or  their  citizens,  which  in  the  courfe  of 
the  war  may  have  fallen  into  the  hands  of  his  officers,  to 
be  forthwith  reflored  and  delivered  to  the  proper  ftate| 
and  perfons  to  whom  they  belong. 

Article  VIII.  The  navigation  of  the  river  Miffif- 
fippi,  from  its  fource  to  the  ocean,  fhall  for  ever  remain 
free  and  open  to  the  fubjefts  of  Great-Britain,  and  the 
citizens  of  the  United  States.  * 

Article  IX.  In  cafe  it  fhould  fo  happen  that  any 
place  or  territory  belonging  to  Great-Britain,  or  to  the 
United  States,  fhould  be  conquered  by  the  arms  <;^ 
either,  from  the  other,  before  the  arrival  of  thefe  arti- 
cles in  America,  it  is  agreed  that  the  fame  fhall  be  re- 

ftored 
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»7^3'fl:orcd   without  difficulty,    and  without  requiring  any 
compenfation.

By  the  public  prints  we  learn,  that  the  following  zrt 
'     the  principal  articles  of  peace  between  the  other  powen. 
I     France  is  to  retain  Tobago  and  Senegal :  but  is  to  re* 
ftore  to  Great  Britain,  fort  James  on  the  river  Gambia^ 
Grenada,  the  Grenadines,  St.  Vincent's,  Dominica^  St. 
Chriftopher's,  Nevis  and  Montferrat.     Great  Britain  is 
to  reftore  to  France,  Goree,  St,  Lucie,  St.  Pierre  and 
Miquelon.     The  fifhery  of  France  and  Great  Britain  on 
the  coaft  of  Newfoundland,    to  remain  on  the  lame 
footing  on  which  they  were  by  the  treaty  of  1763^  ex* 
cept  that  part  of  the  coaft  of  Bonavifta,  at  Cape  St. 
John's,  which  is  to  belong  to  the  Britifh.     France  is  to 
be  rc-eftabliftied  in  the  Eaft  Indies,  as  well  in  I^nga], 
as  on  the  eaft  and  weft  coaft  of  the  Peninfula,  as  regu- 
lated 
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latcd  by  the  treaty  of  1763.  The  articles  of  all  pre-  i 
ceding  treaties  concerning  the  demolition  of  Dunlcirk, 
are  to  be  fupprelTed.  Spain  is  to  retain  Minorca  and 
Weft  Florida  -,  and  Great  Britain  cedes  Eaft  Florida  to 
Spain,  An  agreement  is  to  be  entered  into  betweea 
Spain  and  Great  Britain,  about  the  cutting  of  wood  in 
the  bay  of  Honduras.  St,  Euftatia,  Demerara  and  Ifle- 
quibo,  are  to  be  reftored  by  the  French  to  the  United 
Provinces. 

At  12  o'clock  on  the  19th  of  April,  the  day  which  ;^ 
completed  the  eighth  year  of  the  war,  the  ceflation  of 
hoftilities  between  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain 
was  proclaimed  in  the  American  army  by  order  of  gen. 
Wafliington. 

Though  it  is  ftipulated  by  the  7th  article  of  the  pro- 
vifional  treaty,  that  "  his  Britannic  majefty  fhall,  with- 
out carrying  away  any  negroes,  or  other  property  of  the 
American  inhabitants,  withdraw  all  his  armies,  garrifons 
and  fleets  from  the  United  States ;"  yet  a  confiderable 
number  of  negroes  belonging  to  the  citizens  of  thefe 
ftates  were  carried  off.  This  produced  a  conference 
between  general  Wafliington  and  Sir  Guy  Carleton  on . 
the  fubjeft,  at  Taapan  on  the  6th  of  May.  Sir  Guy 
principally  infilled,  that  he  conceived  it  could  not  have 
been  the  intention  of  the  Britiih  government,  by  the 
treaty  of  peace,  to  reduce  themfelves  to  the  hecelTity  of 
violating  their  faith  to  the  negroes,  who  came  into  the 
Britiih  lines  under  the  proclamations  of  his  predeceflbrs. 
He  forbore  to  exprefs  his  fentiments  on  the  propriety 
of  thefe  proclamations ;  but;  urged  that,  delivering  up 
the  negroes  to  their  former  rpafters,  would  be  delivering 
them  up,  fome  poflibly  to  executions,  and  others  to 
I  feVerc 
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«7^J»fevere  punifliments,  which  in  his  opinion  would  be  a 
diflionorable  violation  of  the  public  faith  pledged  to  the 
negroes  in  the  proclamations.  He  obferved,  that  if  the 
fending  away  of  the  negroes  fhould  hereafter  be  declared 
an  infraftion  of  the  treaty,  compenfation  muft  be  made 
to  the  owners  by  the  crown  of  Great  Britain  j  and 
that  he  had  taken  meafures  to  provide  for  this,  by  di- 
redling  a  regifter  to  be  kept  of  all  the  negroes  who 
were  fent  off,  fpecifying  the  name,  age  and  occupation 
of  the  flave,  and  the  name  and  place  of  refidence  of  his 
former  mafter.  He  remarked,  that  he  was  not  by  the 
treaty  held  to  deliver  up  any  property,  but  was  only 
reftrained  from  carrying  it  away.  He  concluded  the 
converfation  on  the  fubjeft  by  faying,  he  imagined  that 
the  mode  of  compenfating,  as  well  as  the  accounts  and 
other  points  with  refpedt  to  which  there  was  no  exprefs 
provifion  made  by  the  treaty,  muft  be  adjudged  by 
commiffioners   to    be   hereafter  appointed  by  the  two 

26.  nations.  On  the  26th  of  May  congrefs  refolved,  that 
the  American  minifters  plenipotentiary  for  negotiating 
the  peace  fhould  be  direfted  to  remonftrate  on  the  lub- 
je6t  to  the  court  of  Great  Britain,  and  to  take  proper 
meafures  for  obtaining  fuch  reparation  as  the  nature  of 
the  cafe  would  admit.  The  fame  day  they  refolved,  that 
gen.  Wafhington  fhould  be  inftrufted  to  grant  furloughs 
to  the  non-commiffioned  officers  and  foldiers  who  had 
inlifted  for  the  war,  together  with  a  proportionable 
number  of  commiffioned  officers  of  the  different  grades ; 
and  that  the  general  and  fecretary  at  war  Ihould  take 
the  proper  meafures  for  condufting  thofe  troops  home» 
in  fuch  a  manner  as  might  be  moft  convenient  to  them-* 
felves  and  to  the  ftates  through  which  they  might  pa(s; 

and 
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and  that  the  men  thus  furloughed  Ihould  be  allowed  to  '7^l« 
take  their  arms  with  them.  Something»of  a  fimilar  re- 
folution  was  taken  refpefting  the  North  Carolina  troops 
under  gen.  Greene.  You  may  think  it  worth  record* 
ing,  that  Greene  wrote  on  the  ad  of  February  from 
Charleftown— ^*  Ever  fince  the  enemy  have  been  gone, 
v/e  have  been  obliged  to  fubfift  the  troops  at  the  point 
of  the  bayonet.  The  ftate  agents  dropped  the  bufinefs 
the  moment  Charleftown  was  evacuated,  nor  could  the 
authority  or  influence  of  government  induce  them  to 
continue  a  moment  longer."  More  than  three  weeks 
before  the  foldiers  were  ordered  to  be  furloughed,  con- 
grefs  called  upon  the  refpeftive  ftatcs  to  forward  the  col- 
ledion  of  their  taxes,  that  fo  the  financier  might  have 
wherewith  to  advance  them  a  part  of  their  pay  before 
they  left  the  field ;  and  he  at  the  fame  time  was  direfted 
to  make  the  neceffary  arrangements  for  carrying  the 
views  of  congrcfs  into  execution. 

The  refolve  of  congrefs.for  furloughing  the  foldiers 
inlifted  for  the  war,  and  a  proportionate  number  of  offi- 
cers, and  the  order  of  the  commander  in  chief  founded 
upon  it  on  the  ad  of  June,  excited  aftonifhment  and 
chagrin  in  the  generals  and  officers  commanding  regi- 
ments and  corps  in  the  cantonment  on  Hudfon's  river. 
They  addreiTed  their  commander  upon  the  occafion  on 
the  5thi  folicited  his  further  aid  on  their  behalf;  and*^*^"* 
entreated  that  his  order  might  be  fo  far  varied,  as  that 
no  officer  or  foldier  Ihould  be  obliged  to  receive  a  fur- 
lough, until  congrefs  could  be  apprized  of  the  wretched 
fituation  into  which  the  army  muft  be  plunged  by  a  con- 
formity to  it.  The  next  day  general  Walhington  ittum-* 
ed  them  a  fatisfadtory  anfwer.     He  expreffed  his  hope^   ' 
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'7^3- that  the  financier's  notes  (of  three  months  pay  to  tlic 

arnny  would  foon  arrive,  and  that  the  fettlement  of  ac-i 

counts  •  might  be  completed  in  a  very  few  days ;  by 

•  which  the  two  fubjeds  of  the  army's  complaint  would 

be  removed. 
^  Affairs  were  fo  regulated,  that  by  the  middle  of  June 
■  the  foldiers  were  daily  returning  home,  with  fuch  good 
Jun«  order  as  did  them  great  honor.  On  the  1 8th  of  the 
month,  general  Wafhington  addrefied  a  circular  letter 
to  the  feveral  governors  and  prefidents  of  the  United 
States,  announcing  his  intended  refignation  of  the  com- 
mand of  the  army,  and  exprefTing  his  thoughts  as  *  tQ 
thofe  wife  and  falutary  meafures,  which  he  thought  could 
alone  make  the  dates  a  great  and  flourifbing  people. 
"  There  are  four  things  (he  faid)  which,  1  humbly  con- 
ceive, are  effential  to  the  well-being,  I  may.  venture  to 
(ay,  to  the  exiftence  of  the  United  States  ^s,  an  indepen- 
dent power.  I  ft.  An  indiffoluble  union  of  the  dates 
under  one  fcederal  head,  adly,  A  facred  cegard  to  pub- 
lic juftice.  jdly.  The  adoption  of  a  proper  peace  cfta-i 
blilhment.  And  4tlily,  The  prevalence  of  that  pacific 
and  friendly  difpofition  among  the  people  of  the  United 
States,  which  will  induce  them  to  forget  their  local  pre^ 
judices  and  politics  j  to  make  thofe  mutual  conceiCons 
which  arc  requifite  to  the  general  profpcrity ;  and,  in 
fomc  inftances,  to  facrificc  their  individual  advantages 
to  the  intereft  of  th?  community,  .  Thefe  are  the  piU 
lars  on  which  tlie  glorious  fabric  of  our  indepepdcncy 
and  national  charafter  muft  be  fupported."  Toward 
the  clofe  his  words  were — "  It  remains  then,  to  be  my 
final  and  only  requeft,  that  your  excellency  will  com* 
municate  thefe  fentiments  to  your  legiflature,  at  their 
:... .  -     . ;    .    next 
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next  meeting ;  and  that  they  may  be  confidered  as  the  i 
legacy  of  one  who  has  ardently  wifhed,  on  all  occafions, 
to  be  ufeful  to  his  country,  and  who,  even  in  the  fliadc 
of  retirement,  will  not  fail  to  implore  the  divine  bene- 
diftion  upon  it." 

A  committee  of  congrefs  having  been  appointed  to 
inquire  fully  into  the  proceedings  of  the  office  of  finance, 
reported  on  the  17  th  of  June,  that  in  examining  the  re- J 
forms  which  had  been  made  in  the  public  expenditures,  ' 
their  attention  was  neceffarily  called  to  the  expenditures 
of  former  years ;  and  that  in  comparing  thcfe  with  the 
prefcnt,  and  making  every  allowance  for  the  difference 
of  times  and  circumftances,  they  were  of  opinion,  that 
the  order  and  ceconomy  which  had  been  introduced 
fince  the  cftabliifhment  of  this  office,  had  been  attended 
^vith  great  favings  of  public  money,  as  well  as  many 
other  beneficial  confequences.  The  lame  was  ordered 
to  be  entered  on  the  journals. 

The  extravagance,  wafte  and  enormities  in  cxpences 
and  charges  among  the  Britifh,  being  the  fubjefts  of 
converfation  in  company  with  feveral  of  the  New  Engw 
land  delegates  j  thefe  were  led  to  remark  upon  the  enor- 
mous expences  of  the  American  army  through  wafte, 
bad  management,  and  other  caufes.  After  that,  two 
of  the  Maffachufetts  delegates  acknowledged,  that  it  coft 
congrefs  at  the  rate  of  18  millions  per  annum  hard  dol- 
lars, to  carry  on  the  war  till  Mr.  Morris  was  chofen 
financier,  and  that  then  it  coft  them  but  about- five  mil- 
lions.

''^^*  A  DVICE  being  fent  by  exprefs  xo  Philadelphia 
-^^  from  Lancafter,  67  miles  diftant,  that  about 
eighty,  of  the  Pennfylvania  levies  ftationed  there,  were 
marching  to  the  city  in  defiance  of  their  officers,  to  feck 
a  redrefs  of  grievances  from  the  executive  council  of 
the  ftate,  die  fame  was  communicated  to  congrels ;  who 
appointed  a  committee  to  confer  widi  the  council  on 
the  1 9th  of  June.  The  committee  urged  the  calling 
out  a  detachment  of  militia  to  intercept  the  mutineers 
on  their  march,  and  fuggefted  the  danger  of  tlieir  being 
fufFered  to  join  the  troops  in  the  barracks,'  who  a  few 
days  before  had  fent  an  infolent  and  threatening  meflage 
to  congrefs,  in  the  name  of  a  board  of  fergeants.  The 
council  Ihowing  a  reludtance  to  comply,  from  an  opir 
nion  that  the  militia  would  not  be  willing  to  aft,  tiU 
fome  outrage  was  committed  by  the  troops,  the  afCftant 
fecretary  at  war  was  fent  by  the  committee  to  meet  the 
mutineers,  and  endeavour  to  engage  them  to  return  to 
•Lancafter.  They  however  perfifted,  and  arrived  on  the 
morning  of  the  20th  ^t  Philadelphia.  They  proceeded 
to  the  barracks,  where  were  quartered  about  150  vete- 
rans lately  arrived  from  Carolina,  the  corps  of  artillery 
.'  and  others  of  different  corps,  amounting  to  upward  of 

^^^^  300  in  the  whole.  The  day  following,  the  troops,  with 
fixed  bayonets  and  drums  beating,  marched  to  the  ftatc- 

houiCf 
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licojfe,  the  feat  of  congrefs,  and  of  the  fupreme  executive  i7.85« 
cotincil  of  Pennfylvania.     They  placed  guards  at  every 
door,  fent  in  a  written  meflage  to  the  prefident  and    / 
council,  and  threatened  to  let  loofe  an  enraged  foldierj^    ; 
upon  thenn,  if  they  were  not  gratified  as  to  their  demand    • 
within  twenty  minutes.  ^  No  addrefs  was  made  to  con-    < 
grefs  ;  but  for  fome  hours  their  fituation  was  not  very 
agreeable,  while  they  were  furroundcd  by  about  300  ■ 
men,  with  guards  placed  at  their  doors,  and  the  foldiers  . 
from  every  appearance  feemingly  prepared  for  the  worft 
purpofes.     Before  the  opportunity  prefcnted  (after  being  ; 
about  t-hree  hours  under  dureflfe)  of  retiring  without  any  '■ 
other  infiilt  offered  to  them  colleftively  or  individually, 
they  refolved,  that  the  authority  of  the  United  States  had 
been  grofsly  infulted  by  the  armed  foldiers— that  the 
committee  confer  with  the  executive  council,  and  that 
in  cafe  it  fhould  appear  to  the  committee,  that  there 
was  no  fatisfaftory  ground  for  expefting  adequate  exer- 
tions, by  the  Pennfylvania  ftate,  for  fupporting  the  dig- 
nity of  the  foederal  government  5  the  prefident,  on  the 
advice  of  the  committee,  fhould  fummon  the  members 
of  congrefs  to  meet  on  Thurfday  the  26th  at  Trenton 
or  Princeton — and  that  the  fecretary  at  war  fliould  com- 
municate to  the  commander  in  chief,  the  ftate  and  diC-    ! 
pofition  of  the  troops  in  Philadelphia,  that  fo  he  might 
take  immediate  meafures '  to  difpatch  to  the  city  fuch    • 
furce  as  he  fliould  judge  expedient  for  fupprcffing  any   1 
enfuing  difturbances.     The  committee  conferred  with 
the  council,   without  receiving  fatisfaftioh,   while  the;: 
mutinous  difpofition  of  the  foldiery  continued:    thcy^^ 
therefore  advifed  to  the  fummoning  of  congrefs  to  Tren- 
tQn  or  Princeton.     When  the  inhabitants  of  Princeton 
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1783.  and  its  vicinity  knew  that  they  were  to  be  honcwed  Wfdi 
the  prefence  of  congrefs,  they  refolved  to  fupport  order 
and  good  government,  and  exerted  thennfelves  to  acn 
commodate  the  reprefentatives  of  the  United  States. 

The  moment  general  Waihipgton  was  informed  by 
exprefs  of  the  mutiny  at  Philadelphia,  he  ordered  a  de-r 
tachment  of  1500  men  to  be  put  in  motion  immedit 
ately ;  and  gave  the  command  of  them  to  gen,  Robert 
Howe.     Upon  their  arrival,  the  difturbances  were  foon 
quieted,  'without  bloodfhed,    and  feveral  of  the  muti-r 
neers  were  taken  up,'  tried  and  condemned,  two  to  fuCr 
fer  death,  and  four  to  receive  corporal  punifliment ;  but 
were  afterward  pardoned  by  congrefs,  as  they  did  not 
appear  to  have  been  principals  in  the  mutiny,  and  as  no 
lives  were  loft,  nor  any  deftrqftion  of  property  commit-r 
ted.     Congrefs  were  fenfible  to  what  it  wa$  partly  ow- 
ing, that  they  had  been  oWiged  to  change  their  refirr 
J^^^   dcnce;  they  therefore  direfted,  on  the   nth  of  July, 
the  fuperintendent  of  finance  to  report  to  them,  the  rca-? 
fons  why  the  troops  lately  furloughed,  did  not  receive 
part  of  their  pay  previous  thereto,  agreeably  to  the  in-* 
tention  of  congrefs-     The  financier's  notes  with  which 
fuch  payment  was  at  length  made,  foon  paffed  at  a  con- 
fiderable  difcount,  notwithftanding  the  receivers  in  the 
feveral  ftates  were  inftrufted  to  take  them  in  payment 
of  taxes ;  as  alfo  to  take  them  up  whenever  tendered,  if 
they  had  public  money  in  their  hands :  thus  the  ibldicry 
had  experience  of  a  frefh  hardfliip. 
^^•g-      On  the  7th  of  Auguft,    the  reprefentatives  .  of  the 
'*      United  States  "  refolved  (unanimoufly,  ten  ftates  being 
prefent)  That  an  equeftrian  ftatue  of  general  Waihing* 
ton,  be  credted  at  the  place  where  the  refidcncc  of  con- 

grds 
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grcfs  fliall  be  eftablilhed  :— That  the  ftatue  be  of  bronze  '783. 
— The  general  to  be  reprefented  in  a  Roman  drefs,  hold- 
ing a  truncheon  in  his  right  hand,  and  his  head  encirv. 
cied  with  a  laurel  wreath.  The  ftatue  to  be  fupported 
by  a  marble  pedeftal,  on  which  are  to  be  reprefented, 
in  baffo  relievo,  the  following  principal  events  of  the 
war,  in  which  general  Wafhington  commanded  in  per- 
fon,  viz.  The  evacuation  of  Bofton — the  capture  of  the 
Heffians  at  Trenton — the  battle  of  Princeton — ^the  ac- 
tion of  Monmouth,  and  the  furrender  of  York.  On 
the  upper  part  of  the  front  of  the  pedeftalj  to  be  en- 
graved as  follows— The  United  States  in  congrefs  affem- 
bled,  ordered  this  ftatue  to  be  ereftcd  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  178  j,  in  honor  of  George  Wafhington,  the  illuf- 
trious  commander  in  chief  of  the  armies  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  during  the  war  which  vindicated  and 
fecured  their  liberty,  fovereignty  and  independence." 

Toward  the  end  of  July,  the  general  made  a  tour  to 
the  northward  as  far  as  Crown  Point.     When  returned    ; 
he  waited  upon  congrefs  agreeable  to  invitation.     He    ; 
was  introduced  by  two  members,  when  the  prefident  ad-  26. 
<lreffed  him  with — "  Sir,  Congrefs  feel  particular  plea-    ^ 
lure  in  feeing  your  excellency,    and  in  congratulating 
you  on  the  fuccefs  of  a  war,  in  which  you  have  afted  fo 
confpicuous  a  part."     After  fomc  further  afFeftionatc 
and  commendatory  expreffions,  he  clofed  with  faying— 
^'  Hoftilities  have  now  ceafed,   but  your  country  ftill    ; 
needs  your  fervices.     She  wilhes  to  avail  herfelf  of  your    • 
talents  in  forming  the  arrangements  which  will  be  nccef- 
fary  for  her  in  the  time  of  peace.     For  this  reafon  your 
attendance  at  congrefs  has  been  rcqucfted.      A  com-    -■ 
mittec  is  appointed  to  confer  with  your  excellency,  and   \ 
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X 783,  to  receive  your  afCftance  in  preparing  and  digefting 
plans  relative  to  thofe  innportant  objedts/'  The  co«i- 
mander  in  chief  made  a  reply  that  was  highly  acceptable. 
He  alfo  removed  with  his  family  to  Rocky-hill,  near 
Prmccton,  that  he  might  the  more  conveniently  Confer 
with  the  committee. 
Sept.  Congrefs  in  a  proclamation  publifhed  to  the  United 
*^'  States,  the  treaty  of  amity  and  commerce  concluded 
on  the  3d  of  April  1783,  between  the  king  of  Sweden 
and  the  United  States  of  North  America,  for  the  fpace 
of  fifteen  years,  by  the  honorable  Benjamin  Franklin^ 
commiflioned  by  the  United  States,  and  a  miniftcr 
plenipotentiary  named  for  the  purpofe  by  the  faid  king. 
By  the  7  th  article,  the  refident  fubjefts  of  each  party 
are  permitted  fafcly  to  navigate  their  veflfels,  without 
any  regard  to  thofe  to  whom  the  merchandifes  and  car^ 
goes  nwy  belong ;  and  to  frequent  the  places  and  ports 
of  powers,  enemies  to  the  contracting  parties,  without 
being  in  any  wife  molelled,  and  to  carry  on  a  commerce 
not  only  direftly  from  the  ports  of  an  enemy  to  a  neu- 
tral port,  but  even  from  one  port  of  an  enemy,  to  ano- 
ther port  of  an  enemy,  whether  it  be  under  the  juriC* 
diftion  of  the  fame  or  of  different  princes.  Free  (hips 
are  to  make  merchandifes  free  5  and  every  thing  (.con- 
traband goods  alway  excepted)  on  board  of  fhips  be- 
longing to  fubjefts  of  the  one  or  the  other  of  the  con- 
trafting  parties,  is  to  be  confidered  as  free,  even  though 
the  cargo  or  a  part  of  it  belongs  to  the  enemies  of  one 
or  both.  Perfons  on  board  a  free  fhip,  though  enemies 
to  both  or  either  of  the  parties,  are  not  to  be  taken  out 
of  the  free  fhip,  unlefs  they  are  foldiers  in  the  adhial 
fervrice  of  the  faid  enemies.  Article  the  gth  ipecifies

arms,  great  guns,  and  various  warlike  inftruments,  under  i^gj. 
the  name  of  contraband  or  prohibited  goods,  and  then 
clofes  with — "  and  all  other  like  kinds  of  arms  and  in- 
ftruments of  war  for  the  ufe  of  troops."  By  the  loth 
article  no  goods  are  to  be  confidered  as  contraband, 
which  have  not  been  worked  into  the  form  of  any  inftru- 
ment  or  thing  for  the  purpofe  of  war  by  land  or  fea, 
much  lefs  fuch  as  have  been  prepared  or  wrought  up 
for  any  other  ufe,  all  which  are  to  be  reckoned  free 
goods  i  as  alfo  all  thofe  which  are  not  comprehended  and 
particularly  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  article.  Such 
goods  may  be  freely  tranfported  by  the  fubjefts  of  either 
party,  even  to  places  belonging  to  an  enemy,  fuch  only 
excepted  as  are  befieged,  blocked  or  invcfted;  and  thofe 
places  only  are  to  be  confidered  as  fuch,  which  are 
pearly  furrounded  by  one  of  the  belligerent  powers* 

The  eighth  of  Oftober  was  marked  by  the  attendance  CXL 
of  a  deputation  from  the  yearly  meeting  of  the  people    ?• 
called  quakers,  who  being  admitted,  delivered  their  ad-    ■ 
drcfs  to  congrefs  and  withdrew.     By  fuch  aft  that  Ame- 
rican  body  of  people  acknowledged  the  independent    ; 
fovereignty  of  the  United  States,  and  implicidy  pro- 
fefl'ed  their  own  allegiance.     The  meeting  was  held  in  \ 
Philadelphia,  for  Pennfylvania,  New  Jerfey,  Delaware,  ■ 
and  the  weftern  parts  of  Maryland  and  Virginia.     The 
addrefs  was  dated  the  4th  of  the  10th  month,  and  was  ! 
figncd  by  more  than  five  hundred  members*     It  related  : 
to  the  flave  trade.     That  refpeftable  body  had  at  length  \ 
proceeded  fo  far  in  the  caufe  of  general  liberty,  without  ; 
regarding  country  or  complexion,  as  to  enjoin  the  mem- 
bers of  their  fociety  to  liberate  all  fuch  as  they  held  in  \ 
bondage :  which  injunftion  was  generally  complied  with,  . 

and 
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17S5.  and  the  African  thereby  redored  to  his  natural  and  juft 
tight.  They  feared  however,  that  fome,  forgctfiil  of 
the  days  of  diftrefs,  were  prompted  by  avaricious  mo- 
tives to  renew  the  trade  for  (laves  to  the  African  coaftsy 
contrary  to  every  humane  and  righteous  confideration, 
and  in  oppoGtion  to  the  folemn  declarations  often  re- 
peated in  favor  of  univerfal  liberty.  They  therefore 
earneftly  folicited  the  chriftian  interpofition  of  congreis, 
for  the  difcouragement  and  prevention  of  fb  obvious  an 
evil. 
oet  Ten  days  after  the  delivery  of  their  addrefs,  congreis 
'*•  by  proclamation  direfted  that  the  nth  of  December 
ihould  be  fet  apart  as  a  day  of  public  thankfgiving. 
On  the  fame  day  they  "  refolved.  That  two  pieces  of 
the  field  ordnance  taken  from  the  Bririfh  army  at  the 
Cowpens,  Augufta,  or  Eutaw,  be  prefented  by  the  com^ 
mander  in  chief  of  the  armies  of  the  United  States,  to 
major  general  Greene,  as  a  public  teftimonial  of  the 
wifdom,  fortitude  and  military  (kill  which  diftinguiihed 
his  command  m  the  fouthern  department,  and  of  the 
eminent  fervices  which,  amidft  complicated  difficulties 
and  dangers,  and  againft  an  enemy  greatly  fuperior  in 
numbers,  he  has  foccefsfully  performed  for  his  country: 
And  that  a  memorandum  be  engraved  on  the  faid  jneces 
of  ordnance,  expreffive  of  the  fubftance  of  this  reiblu* 
tk>n."  The  commander  in  chief  was  alfo  to  be  informed, 
that  gen.  Greene  had  the  permiffion  of  congrefs  tovifit 
his  family  at  Rhode  Ifland.  They  ciofed  the  bufmeis 
of  the  day  by  iffuing  a  proclamation.  In  that  the  armies 
of  the  United  States  were  applauded  for  having  dilpkyed 
in  the  progrefs  of  an  arduous  and  difficult  war  evety 
military  and  patriotic  virtue— for  their  fortitude  and 

niagng- 
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fnagnanimity  in  the  moft  trying  {ctnc$  of  diihtfs— tnd  ^iH^ 
for  a  feries  of  heroic  and  illuftrious  a£chieveineni:s»  exaHjf^ 
ing  thenfi  to  a  high  r^nk  among  the  moil  zea)ovs  and 
fuccefsful  defenders  of  the  rights  and  lU?eities  of  tnan* 
kind.     After  giving  them  the  thanks  of  thw  covintrjr, 
for  their  long,  eminent  and  faithful  fer^ccs,  congrefii    . 
declared  it  to  be  their  plcafure,  that  Ibch  part  of  A« 
foederal  armies  as  ftbod  engaged  to  fcrve  during  the  war, 
Ihould  from  and  after  the  third  day  of  November  nexti 
be  abfolutely  difcharged  from  the  faid  fervicc.     On  the 
^9th,  the  commander  in  chief  was  directed  by  them  to 
difcharge  all  the  troops  in  the  fervice  of  the  United 
States,  who  were  in  Pcnnfylvania  or  to  die  fouthward 
thereof,  except  the  garrifon  of  Fort-Pitt,  i 

On  the  31ft  of  Oftober,  the  honorable  Peter  John  ^i* 
Van  Berckel,  minifter  plenipotentiary  from  their  hi^ 
mightinefles  the  States.  General  of  the  United  Nether* 
lands,  was  admitted  by  congrefs  to  an  audience.    The 
chevalier  de  la  Luzerne,  general  Wafhingtoii^  Ac  iiipier'* 
intendent  of  finance,  many  other  gentlemen  of  eminence, 
together  with  a  number  of  ladies  of  the  fkft  chara&er, 
^ffembled  in  the  chapel  of  Princeton  college  ix>  pardci-^ 
pate  of  the  joys  the  audience  fhould  affi)rd ;  and  fix 
which  their  fpirits  were  put  into  proper  tone,  by  die 
arrival,  a  litde  before  Mr.  Van  Berckd  entered^  of  aa 
authentic  account  that  the  definitive  treaty  between  Great . 
Britain  and  the  United  States  was  concluded.     Mr.  Van 
Berckel  upon  being  introduced,  addrefi^  congre(s  in  s 
fpeech,  which  was  fo  gracefully  {H-onounc^d  as  to  pleafe 
thofe  who  could  not  underftand  it,  becaufe  of  its  not 
being  in  Englifh.     He  then  delivered  a  letter  from  their 
|iigh  mightinefles.    The  prefident  retufoed  an  anfwer

*7^3*  to  the  miniftcr  j  in  the  clofe  of  which  it  was  obferved, 
that  the  United  States  had  received  the  moft  diftingiiilhed 
proofs  of  regard  and  friend fhip  from  his  illuftfious 
family.  The  aflembly  after  tiiat  feparated ;  and  the  day 
clofed  with  convivial  meetings. 
Nov.  On  the  2d  of  November,  were  iffued  from  Rocky 
^*  Hill,  general  Walhington's  farewell  orders  to  the  armies 
of  the  United  States.  Having  taken  notice  of  con- 
grefs's  proclamation  of  Odrober  the  18th,  he  faid — "  It 
only  remains  for  the  commander  in  chief  to  addrefs  him- 
felf  once  more,  and  that  for  the  laft  time,  to  the  armies 
of  the  United  States  (however  widely  difperfed  the  in- 
dividuals who  compofed  them  may  be)  and  to  bid  them 
an  affedionate— a  long  farev/ell.-^But  before  the  com- 
mander in  chief  takes  his  final  leave  of  thofe  he  holds 
moft  dear,  he  wifhes  to  indulge  himfelf  a  few  moments 
in  calling  to  mind  a  flight  review  of  the  paft : — ^he  will 
then  take  the  liberty  of  exploring,  with  his  military 
friends,  their  future  profpe6ts— of  advifing  the  genera! 
line  of  conduft,  which,  in  his  opinion,  ought  to  be  pur- 
fued  i — and  he  will  conclude  the  addrefs,  by  exprefling 
the  obligations  he  feels  himfelf  under  for  the  fpiritcd 
and  able  afTiftance  he  has  experienced  from  them,  in  the 
performance  of  an  arduous  office,"  His  clofing  words 
were — "  And  being  now  to  conclude  thefe  his  laft  pub- 
lic orders,  to  take  his  ultimate  leave,  in  a  fhort  time  of 
the  military  character,  and  to  bid  a  final  adieu  to  the 
armies  he  has  fo  long  had  the  honor  to  command,  he 
can  only  again  offer  in  their  behalf,  his  recommenda- 
tions to  their  grateful  country,  and  his  prayers  to  the 
<5od  of  armies.-»p*May  ample  juftice  be  done  them  here, 
and  may  the  choiccft  of  heayen's  favors,  both  here  wd 

hereafter^ 
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hereafter,  attend  thofe,  who,  under  the  divine  aufpices,  «7^i 
have  fecured  innumerable  bleflings  for  others !  With 
thefe  wilhes,  and  this  benedi<a:ion,  the  commander  in 
chief  is  about  to  retire  from  fervifce. — The  curtain  of 
reparation  will  foon  be  drawn — and  the  military  fcene  to 
him  will  be  clofed  for  ever !" 

In  Auguft  Sir  Guy  Carleton  received  his  final  orders  ^^ 
for  the  evacuation  of  New  York.     On  the  17th  he  in-   17. 
formed  the  prefident  of  congrefs,  that  he  fhould  lofe  no 
time  in  fulfilling  his  majefty's  commands.     But  he  could   , 
affign  no  precife  period.     The  violence  of  the  Ameri-   : 
cans,  which  broke  cut  foon  after  the  ceffation  ofhofti-    .. 
lities,  increafed  the  numbers  of  thofe   that  looked  td   * 
him  for  efcape  from  threatened  deftru6tion.     The  newf- 
papers  contained  repeated  menaces   from  committees  ' 
formed  in  various  towns,  cities  and  diftrifts,  and  even 
at  Philadelphia;  which  augmented  the  terrors  of  the 
loyalifts,  fo  that  Sir  Guy  could  not  in  honor  leave  any 
of  thofe  behind,   who  were  defirous  of  quitting  the 
country.     He  expreflcd  his  concern  at  congrefs's  having 
fufpended  to  that  late  hour  the  recommendations  ftipu- 
lated  by  die  treaty.     The  committee  of  congrefs  had 
reported,    on    the  30th  of   May,    after  a'  preamble, 
"  therefore,  refolved,  that  the  feveral  ftates  are  hereby 
required  to  remove  all  obftruftions  which  may  ihterpofc 
in  the  way  of  the  entire  and  faithful  execution,  of  the 
fourth  and  fixth  articles  s  and  that  it  be  at  the  fame  time 
earneftly  recommended  to  them>  to  take  into  ferious 
confideration  the  fifth  article,    and  to  conform  to  the 
feveral  matters  therein  contained,    with  that.lpirit  of 
moderation  and  liberality,  which  ought  ever  to  charac- 
terize the  deliberations  and  meafures  of  a  free  and  en- 

Jigjitened 
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17^3.  lightened  nation/'     Inftcad  of  adopting  and  pubiifliiAg 
die  refolution,  a  motion  was  made  that  the  report  be  . 
committed,  to  which  22  members  of  congrefs  prefent 
agreed :  the  New  Yofk  delegate  Mr.  (formerly  colonel) 
Hamilton,  one  of  the  committee,  diftinguilhed  himfelf 
by  his  firmnefs  and  confiftency  in  giving  it  his  (ingle 
negative.     The  inveteracy  difcovered  in  the  dates  againft 
.  the  parties  alluded  to  in  the  fifth  article,  undoubtedly 
influenced  the  minds  of  feveral  to  vote  for  the  commit- 
ment,  while  the  inclination  of.  others  prompted  them  td 
life  that  as  an  argument  for  their  fo  voting.     The  avcr- 
lion  of  the  people  to  a  compliance  with  fuch  recom- 
.mendations,  had  they  been  publifhed,.  did  not  proceed 
altogether  from  the  rancor  of  the  heart ;  but  intereft  in- 
fluenced.    Debts,   which  had   never  been  contrafted, 
were  claimed,  and  paid  out  of  the  confifcated  eftatcs :  in 
fomc  inftances  by  thofe  who  were  debtors  to  the  parties 
•     fufFering  by  the  confifcations.     Confifcated  property  to  ^ 
a  confiderable  amount  had  been  purchafed  by  many  at  a 
trifling  cxpcnce.    Had  the  recommendations  been  pa&ed 
and  complied /with,  fcencs  of  notorious  injuftice  would 
have  been  laid  open,  the  mofl:  beneficial  bargains  fuper- 
;feded,  and  the  payment  of  a  number  of  fimple  contraft 
and  bond  debts  fpeedily  required. 
Nov.      Tuefday,  November  the  25th,  was  the  day  agreed 
*5*    upon  for  the  evacuation  of  New  York.    To  prevent 
every  diforder  which  might  otherwife  enfue  from  fuch  an 
event,   the  American  troops  under  the  command  of 
general  Knox  marched  from  Haerkm  to  the  Bowery 
ianc  in  the  morning.    They  remained  there  till  about 
one  o'clock^  when  tiie  Britifh  forces  left  the  pofts  in  the 
Bowery,  and  the  Americans  marched  forward  and  took 
3  poflfeflkai 
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pofleffion  of  the  city.  This  being  efFefted,  Knox  and  ^7^^ 
a  number  of  citizens  on  horfeback  rode  to  the  Bowery 
to  receive  their  excellencies  general  Wafhington  and 
-governor  Clinton,  who,  with  their  fuits,  made  their 
public  entry  into  the  city  on  horfeback  j  followed  by  the 
iieut.  governor  and  the  members  of  the  council,  for  the 
temporary  gowrnmcnt  of  the  fouthern  diftrift,  four 
abreaft — general  Knox  and  the  officers  of  the  army, 
eight  abreaft — citizens  on  horfeback,  eight  abreaft-^ 
the  fpeaker  of  the  aflembly  and  citizens  on  foot,  eight 
abreaft.'  The  proceffion  ceafed  at  Cape's  tavern.'  The 
governor  gave  a  public  dinner  at  Frances's  tavern;  at 
which  the  commander  in  chief  and  other  general  officers 
were  prefent. '  The  arrangements  for  the  whole  bu(inefs 
were  fo  well  made  and  executed,  th^t  the  moft  admirable 
tranquillity  fuccecded  through  the  day  and  night.  On  id^c 
Monday,  the  governor /gave  an  elegant  entertainment  * 
to  the  French  ambaflador,  the  chevalier  de  la  Luzerne. 
General  Waftiington,  the  principal  officers  of  thef  New 
York  ftate  and  of  the  army,  and  upward  of  a  hundred 
gentlemen,  were  prefent.  Magnificent  fire  works,  m-^ 
finitely  exceeding  every  thing  of  the  kind  before  fcen  in 
the  United  States,  were  exhibited  at  the  Bowling-green  . 
in  the  Broad-Vv^ay,  in  the  evening  of  Tuefday,  in  cele- 
bration of  the  definitive  treaty  of  peace.  They  com- 
menced by  a  dove's  defcending  with  the  olive  branchy  and 
fetting  fire  to  a  marron  battery. 

On  Thurfday  noon,  the  principal  ofikers  of  the  army    ^ 
afiembled  at  Frances's  (alias  Black  Sam's)  tavern,  to 
take  a  final  leave  of  their  much-loved  comma&wJer'in 
chief.     After  awhile,  gen.  Wafhington  came  in,   and 
calling  for  a  glafs  of  wine,  thus  addreffed  them—"  With 

an 
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»7^3«  an  heart  full  oF  love  and  gratitude,  I  how  take  leave  rf 
/  you.  I  moft  devoutly  wilh,  that  your  latter  days  may 
be  as  profperous  and  happy,  as  your  former  ones  hav« 
been  glorious  and  honorable.'*  Having  drank^  he  faid— 
**  I  cannot  come  to  each  of  you  to  take  my  leave)  but 
Ihall  be  obliged  to  you,  if  each  will  come  ^  and  take  mc 
by  the  hand."  General  Knox  being  nearefl:  turned  to 
him  J  Wafliington  with  tears  rdling  down  his  cheeks, 
grafped  Knox's  hand,  and  then  kiffed  him :  he  did  the 
fame  by  every  fucceeding  officer,  and  by  Ibtne  other 
gentlemen  who  were  prefent.  The  palEpns  of  hunuu 
nature  were  never  more  tenderly  agitated^  than  in  dm 
interefting  and  diftrefsful  fcene.  The  whole  compaDy 
were  in  tears.  When  Wafliington  left  the  room,  sod 
pafled  through  the  corps  of  light  infantry  aboiit  two 
o'clock  in  his  way  to  Whitehall,  the  others  fbllowcdi 
walking  in  a  folemn,  mute,  and  mournful  proceffioo, 
with  heads  hanging  down  and  dejefted  countenances^  till 
he  embarked  in  his  barge  for  Powle's  Hook.  When 
he  had  entered,  he  turned,  took  off  his  hat,  and  wiA 
that  bid  them  a  filent  adieu.  They  paid  him  the  fanoc 
afFeftionate  compliment,  and  the  barge  pufhing  off,  re- 
turned from  Whitehall  in  like  manner  as  they  had  ad- 
vanced. 

Though  general  Wafliington  was  not  flayed  in  his 
progrefs  to  Philadelphia,  by  the  congrefs,  who,  on  the 
I  ft  of  November,  had  elefted  the  honorable  Thomas 
Mifflin  prefident,  and  three  days  after  had  adjourned  to 
meet  at  Annapolis  in  Maryland  on  the  26th ;  yet  it  was 
the  8  th  of  December  at  noon,  before  general  Wafliing- 
ton arrived  at  the  capital  of  Pennfylvania.  When  his 
intention  of  quitting  the  army  was  known,  he  was  com- 
plimented 
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plimenteci  and  received  with  the  utmoft  relpefl  and] 
afFcftion,  by  all  orders  of  men,  both  in  the  civil  and 
military  line.  He  remained  fomc  days  in  PhiladcljfAia. 
While  in  the  city  he  delivered  in  his  accounts  to  the 
comptroller,  down  to  December  the  ijth,  ^Jiinhijewn 
hand  writitigy  and  every  entry  made  in  the  mcrft  parti- 
cular manner,  ftating  the  occafion  of  each  charge,  fo  as 
to  give  the  leaft  trouble  in  examining  and  comparing 
them  with  the  vouchers  with  which  they  were  attended.

The  general  entered  in  his  book — ^'  I  find  upon  the 
final  adjuftment  of  thefe  accounts,  that  I  am  a  confider^ 
able  lofer — my  difburfements  falling  a  good  deal  fliort 
of  my  receipts,  and  the  money  I  had  upon  hand  of  my 
own :  for  befides  the  fums  I  carried  with  me  to  Cam- 
bridge in  1775, 1  received  monies  afterwards  on  private 
-account  in  1777  and  fince,  which  (except  fixi^  fums 
that  I  had  occafion  now  and  then  to  apply  to  |xivate 
ufcs)  were  all  expended  in  the  public  fervicc :  through 
hurry,  I  fuppofe,  and  the  perplexity  of  buGnels  (for  I 
know  not  how  clfe  to  account  for  the  deficiency}  I  have 
omitted  to  charge  the  fame,  whilft  every  debit  againft 
i9ie  is  here  credited.     July  1,  1783."

General  Wafhington,  after  delivering  in  his  accounts, 

j^    haftened  to  Annapolis,  where  he  arrived  on  the  evening 

20.    of  the  19th  of  December.     Tlhe  next  day  he  informed 

congrefs  of  his  arrival  in  that  city,  with  the  intention 

of  afkir,g  leave  to  refign  the  conuniiEon  he  Jiad  the  honor 

of 
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cf  holding  in  their  fervice,  and  idefircd  to  know  their  ^7^ 
pleafure  in-what  nriannef  it  would  be  moftproper  to  offec 
his  refignation — ^whether  in  writing  or  at  an  audience. 
They  refolved  that  it  fhould  be  at  a  public  audience, 
the  following  Tuefday  at  twelve  o'clock.  The  general 
had  been  fo  referved  with  regard  to  the  time  of  his  in- 
tended refignation,  that  congrefs  had  not  the  leaft  appre- 
henfion  of  its  being  either  fo  foon  or  £o  fudden. 

When  the  day  was  arrived,  and  the  hour  approached  ^^' 
for  fixing  the  patriotic  charafter  of  the  AMERICAN 
CHIEF,  the  gallery  was  filled  with  a  beautiful  group 
of  elegant  ladies,  and  fome  graced  the  floor  of  congrefs. 
On  this  were  likcwife  the  governor,  council  and  legifla- 
ture  of  Maryland,  feveral  general  officers,  the  conful 
general  of  France,  and  the  refjpeftable  citizens  of  Anna- 
polis. Congrefs  were  feated  and  covered,  as  reprefen-- 
tatives  of  the  fovereignty  of  the  Union,  the  fpeftators  ' 
were  uncovered  and  (landing.  The  general  was  intro- 
duced to  a  chair  by  the  fecretary,  who,  after  a  decent 
interval,  ordered  filence.  A  ftiort  paufe  enfued,f  when 
the  honorable  Thomas  Mifflin,  the  prefident,  informed 
the  general,  that  "  the  United  States  in  congrefs  aflem- 
bled  were  prepared  to  receive  his  communications :"  on 
which  he  rofe  with  great  dignity,  and  delivered  this  ad^ 

drefs "  Mr.  Prefident,  The  great  events  on  whiyh 

my  refignation  depended  having  at  length  taken  place, 
I  have  now  the  honor  of  offering  my  fincere  congratu- 
lations to  Congrefs,  and  of  prefendng  myfelf  before 
them,  to  furrender  into  their  hands  the  truft  committed 
to  me,  and  to  claim  the  indulgence  i>f  X'cciring  from 
die  fervice  of  my  country*

The  general  was  fo  powerfully  inriprefled,  with  tfe 
great  and  interefting  fccnes  that  crowded  in  upon  his 
imagination  while  fpeaking,  that  he  wpuld  have  bech 
fcarce  able  to  have  uttered  more  than  the  clofirig  period. 
He  advanced  and  delivered  to  the  prefident  his  eomnnif- 
fion,  with  a  copy  of  his  addrefs.  Having  refumed  his 
place,  he  received  in  a  (tending  pofture  the  following 
anfwer  of  congrefs ;  which  the  prefident  delivered  IritH 
elegance ;  but  not  without  fuch  a  fenfibility  as  changed, 
and  fpread  a  degree  of  palenefs  oyeij  his  couhtenarice.*^ 
*^  Sir,  The  United  States  in  congrefs  aflembl6d  recdve^ 
with  emotions  too  aflfe(fl}ng  for  utterance^  the  folemA 
refignation  of  the  authorities  under  which  yoM  have  ted 
their  troops  with  fuccefs  through  a  perilous  and  a  doubt- 
ful war.

The  definitive  treaty  between  Great  Britain  and  the 
United  States,  together  with  a  joint  letter  from  the  mi- 
nifters  of  the  United  States,,  dated  at  Pafly  the  loth  of 
September,   was.  laid  before  congrefs  on  the   13th  of 
December.      That  and  the  letter  were  referred  to  a'^ 
committee,  who  reported  upon  them,  January  the  14th.  Jj 
The  nine  ftates  prefent  refolved  unanimoufly  to  ratify 
the  definitive  treaty.     In  teftimony  of  fuch  ratification, 
they  caufed  the  feal  of  the  United  States  to  be  affixed 
to  it ;  and  it  was  witnefled  by  his  excellency  Thomas 
MifBin,  prefident.     The  treaty  begins— ^^  In  the  najne 
of  the  mod  holy  nnd  undivided  Trinity." — ^Then  follows 
the  introduftion— "  It  having  pleafed  the  Divine  Pro- 
vidence to  difpofe  the  hearts  of  the  moft  ferene  andmoit 
potent  prince  George  the  Third,  by  the  grace  of  Gody 
king  of  Great  Britain,  France  and  Ireland,  &c*  &c.  and 
of  the  United  States  of  America,  to  forget  all  paft  miC: 
underftandings  and  differences,  that  have  unhappily  in- 
terrupted the  good  correfppndence  and  friendfhip  which 
they  wifh  mutually  tq  reftore  i  and  to  eftablilh  fucji  a 
beneficial  and  fatisfkdlory  intercourfe  between  the  two 
countries,   upon  the  ground  of  reciprocal    advantages 
and  mutual  convenience,  as  may  promote  and  fecure  to 
both  perpetual  peac^  and  harmony;   and  having  for 
this  defirable  end,  already  laid  the  foundation  of  peace 
and  reconciliation,  by  the  provifional  articles,  figned  at

But  tjie 
following  loth  article  is  added — "  The  folemn  ranfica*^ 
tions  of  the  prefent  treaty,  expedited  in  good  and  dub 
form,  Ihall  be  exchanged  between  the  contra6ting  par^ 
ties  in  the  fpace  of  fix  months,  or  fooner  if  pofiibie,  to 
be  computed  from  the  day  of  the  fignaturc  of  the  pre- 
fent treaty.

On  the  fame  day  the  treaty  was  ratified,  congrefs  una- 
nimoufly  refolved  upon  tranfmitting  to  the  feveral  fiate$^ 
the  recommendation  agreed  upon  by  the  commiflk>ncrs 
in  the  5th  provifional  article :  but  too  late  for  the  credit 
ef  America,  the  benefit  of  the  United  States,  or  the  re- 
lief 
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lief  of  the  Ipyalifts.    It  is  conjeftured,  that  between  »ff 
twenty  'and  thirty  thoufand  perfons  have  been  forced  f 
upon   a  rcfid^nce  at  the  new  fettlement  of  Shelburne  \ 
and  others  in  Nova  Scotia;  all  of  whom  might,  by  a  j 
temperate  condud  and  a  noble  fpirit  of  forgivcnefs,  have  \ 
been  rendered  good  fubjeds  to  the  United  States.Through 
refentment  they  may  hereafter  prove  dangerous  enemies, 
particularly  to  the  Maffachufetts,  fhould  they  be  aided 
by  foreign  afliftance.     The  United  States  have  not  only 
deprived  themfelves  of  their  perfonal  fervice,  but  alfo 
of  all  their  p-operty,   which  is  not  inconfiderable,  for 
there  are  many  wealthy  individuals  among  them. 

Nearly  the  whc^e  of  the  American  army  has  been  dis- 
banded :  but  "The  Society  of  the  Cinchinatiy  which  the  late 
officers  of  it  have  eftablifiied,  has  ipread  a  conliderabk 
alarm.  General  KnpK»  with  the  good  intention  of  re- 
conciling the  minds  of  his  military  brethren  to  the  pri* 
vate  life  on  which  they  were  foon  to  enter,  projeftcd  dw, 
plan,  before  the  circulation  of  the  anonymous  papers 
through  the  army  in  March  1783.  When  the  dange- 
rous defign  of  thefc  had  been  fruftrated  by  the  prudence 
of  the  commander  in  chief,  Knox  in^arted  his  propo- 
fals  to  certain  officers.  They  were  afterward  commu^ 
nicated  to  the  feveral  regiments  of  the  rclpedtive  lines^ 
and  an  officer  from  each  was  appointed,  who,  with  rite 
generals,  fhould  take  the  fame  into  confideration  at  t 
meeting  on  the  loth  of  May,  at  which  baron  SteiibcA) 
the  fenior  officer  prefent,  prefided.  At^their  next  meet*  . 
ing  on  the  13th,  the  plan  having  been  retrifed  was  ac- 
cepted. The  fubftancc  of  it  is—"  The  officwt  of  the 
American  army  do  hereby  in  the  moft  folimn  manner 
aiibciate,  conltitute  and  conibinc  themfehes  into  4Dne

Anaerican  army,  having  generally  been  taken  from  the 
citizens  of  America,  poflefs  high  veneration  for  the  cha.-. 
radtcr  of  that  illuftrious  Roman,  Lucius  ^intus  Cincin*. 
natus,  and  being  refolved  to  follow  his  example,  by  re- 
turning to  their  citizenfhip,  they  think  they  may  wit|i. 
propriety  denominate  themfelves  The  Society  of  the  CiM»> 
cimati.    The  following  principles  fhall  be  immutable— 
an  inceflant  attention  to  preferve  inviolate  the  exalted 
rights  and  liberties  of  human  nature  foi:  which  they  hdyc 
fought  and  bled-rr-and  an  unalterable  deterniinaoon  ta- 
promote  and  cherifli  between  the  refpeftive  ftates  union. 
and  national  honor;  to  render  permanent,  cordial  a£^ 
feftion,  and  the  fpirit  of  brotherly  kindnefs  among,  the..  . 
officers ;  and  to  extend  a6ts  of  benqficence  toward  thofe 
officers  and  their  families,  who  may  unfortunately  be 
under  the  neceffity  of  receiving  it.     The  general  fbciety. 
will,  for  the  fake  of  frequent  communications,  be  di-p 
vided  into  date  focieties,  and  thofe  again  into  fuch  dif* .

Thofe  officers  who  arc 
foreigners,  are  to  be  confidered  as  members  in  the  foci- 
eties  of  any  of  the  ftates  in  which  they  may  happen  to 
be.  As  there  are  and  will  at  all  times  be  men  in  the 
refpeftive  ftates  eminent  for  their  abilities  and  patriotifm, 
whofc  views  may  be  direfted  to  the  fame  laudable  ob- 
jefts  with  thofe  of  the  Cincinnati,  it  fliall  be  a  rule  to 
admit  fuch  charafters,  as  honorary  merrlbers  of  the  fo- 
ciety  for  their  own  lives  only :  provided  that  the  num- 
ber of  the  honorary  members  does  not  exceed  a  ratio 
of  one  to  four  of  the  officers  and  their  defcendants.  The 
fociety  fhall  have  an  order  by  which  its  members  jQiall 
be  known  and  diftinguiflied,  which  Ihall  be  a  medal  of 
gold,  of  a  proper  fize  to  receive  the  propofed  emblems, 
and  to  be  fufpended  by  a  deep  blue  ribbon,  two  inches 
wide,  edged  with  white,  defcriptive  of  the  union  of 
America  and  France." 

The  fociety  at  the  faid  meeting  direfted,  that  the 
prefident-general  (hould  tranfmit,  as  foon  as  might  be, 
to  each  of  the  following  charafters,  a  medal. containing 
the  order  of  the  fociety,  viz.  the  chevalier  de  la  Lu* 
?:erne,  the  SieurGerar^,  the  count  d'Eftaing,,  the  count 
de  GrafTe,  the  count  de  B arras,  the  chevalier  d'Eftouchcs, 
the  count  de  Rochambeau,  and  the  generals  and  colo* 
nels  in  the  army ;  and  Ihould  acquaint  them,  that  "  the 
fociety  do  themfelves  the  honor  to  coiifider  them  as 
members,"  They  alfo  refolved,  that  the  members,  of 
the  feveral  ftate  focieties  fliogld  aflemble  as  foon  as  may 
t»e  for  tiie  chpice  of  their  officers  i  "  that  general  Heath, 
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«7^5»  baron  Steuben,  and  general  Kaox,  be  a  committee  to 
wait  on  the  commander  in  chief,  with  a  copy  of  the  ih- 
ftitwtion,  and  requeft  him  to  honor  the  fociety  by  phicing 
his  naiine  at  the  head  of  it."     They  likeHrife  dcfircd 
general  Heath  to  tranfmit  copies  of  the  inftitutio«H  widi 
the  proceedings  thereon,  to  the  commanding  officer  of 
the  fouthern  army,  the  fenior  officer  in  each  ftate,  froih 
Fennfylvania  to  Georgia  inclufive,  and  to  the  command- 
ing officer  of  the  Rhode  I  (land  line,  requeftsng  diem 
to  take  fuch  meafures  as  may  appear  to  them  ncceffiuy 
for  expediting  the  eftablifhment  of  their  ft^te  ibctetict, 
.   Circular  letters  were  accordingly  \^itten ;  and  the  jrimi 
/    of  the  Cincinnati  carried  into  execution,  without  thb 
!    ieait  oppofition  being  given  to  it  by  any  one  ftftu^  « 
body  of  men  in  any. 

A  p^mphle^t  was  at  length  publiHied  figned  Q^M^ 
dated  Charleftown,  0&,dbtr  lO,  1783,  entitled  Co9!/tdi», 
rMtions  m  the  Smety  or  Order  of  Gimnnati ;  with  Ihit 
/  motto,  "  Blow  ye  the  trumpet  in  Zidn."  It  is  thought 
to  be  written  by  JEdanus  Burke  efq;  one  of  the  chief 
juftices  of  South  Carolina  5  and  is  well  executed.  The 
author  undertake*  to  prove,  ^^  that  the  Cincinnati  cm* 
ates  two  diftinft  orders  among  the  Americans— iftj  A 
race  of  hereditary  nobles,  founded  on  the  milkary^  to* 
geth^r  with  the  powerful  families,  and  firft-ratc,  leading 
men  in  the  ftate,  whofe  view  it  will  ever  ht^'HruUft 
and  2dly,  The  people  or  plebeians,  whofe  only>iew  U 
not  to  be  oppreffed;  but  whofe  certain  fate  it  wittbtfA 
fufFer  oppreflion  under  the  inRitution."  Rtoiafkblg 
upon  the  reafon  for  the  members  being  called  the  Ofti* 
timatii  he  exclaims—*^  As  they  were  taken  frorti  thC 
citizens,  why  in  the  name  of  God  not  be  contented -'*M 

return 
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return  to  citizenlhip^S  without  ufofping  an  hereditary ».: 
order  ?  or  wij:h  what  ^'  propriety  can  they  denominate^* 
themfelves  from  Cincinnatus,  with  an  anr^bitioii  lb 
r^nk  as  to  aiai  at  nothing  left,  than  Otium  cum  Digni- 
taUy  ''Retirement  and  a  peerage^*  ?  Did  thstt  virtuous 
Roman,  having  fubdued  the  enemies  of  his  country, . 
and  returned  home  to  te;nd  his  vineeyards  and  plant  hi* 
cabbages ;  did  he  confer  an  hereditary  order  of  peerage 
on  himfelf  and  his  ftUow  foldiers  ?  I  -anfwer.  No;  it 
was  more  than  he  dared  to  do,"  When  near  the  ciui 
he  fays, — "  With  regard  to  myfelf,  I  will  be  candid  to 
own,  that  although  I  s^m  moraJiy  certain  the  inftitutioa 
will  entail  upoo-  us  the  evils  I  have  mentioned :  yet  I 
have  not  the  moft  diftant  idea,  that  it  will  come  t»  a> 
diffolution.  The  firft  clafs,  or  leading  gentry  in  Ac 
ftate  [of  South  Carolina}  and  who  wiU  always  hold"  the 
government,  will  find  their  inter^  in  fupportijpig  a  dit 
tinftion  that  will  gratify  their  ambition^  by  removing 
them  far  above  their  fellow  citizen?.  The  jniddiii^ 
order  of  our  gentry,  and  fubftantial  landholders,  may. 
fee  its  tendency ;  but  they  can  take  no  ftep  to  oppofe  ir, 
having  litde  to  do  with  government.  Aad  the  loner 
cjafs,  with  the  city  populace,  will  never .  reafba .  on  ie;^ 
till  they  feel  the  fmarr,  and  then  they  wUl  have  iKitber 
the  power  nor  capacity  for  a  reformation." 

The  alarm  is  become  io  univcrfal,  thait  the  general 
fociety,  at  their  meeting  to  be  h«ld  at  PhUade^Ak^iii 
May,  nrluft  agree  upon  alterations,  and  remove  die  aio& 
obnoxious  parts  of  the  plan,  or  the  ftates  will  be  likely 
to  fet  their  faces  againfl  the  Cincinnati,,  as  a  dangerous 
order.  Many  of  the  An^rican  officers  have  undoubt**^ 
edly  become  members,  merely  i^jon  prudential  motive^ 

and 
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fjSj*  and  will  join  theif  influence  for  the  removal  of  fuch  ob^ 

noxious  parts.     General  Greene,  the  late  commanding 

officer  of  the  fouthem  army,  has  acknowledged  to  me 

in  converfation,  that  there  is  not  in  the  fociety,  as  at 

prefent  conftituted,  a  delicacy  with  regard  to  the  general 

body  of  American  citizens ;  and  it  may  be  fairly  pre* 

fumed,  that  a  fimilar  fentiment  is  elpoufed  by  the  late 

commander  in  chief.    It  is  to  be  hoped,  that  the  ieveral 

flates  will  unite  in  determining,  that  the  fociety  fiiall 

diflblve  with  the  deaths  of  the  prefent  officers  and  hono- 

;    rary  members,  and  that  it  Ihall  not  be  perpetuated  by 

I    an  acceffion  of  new  and  younger  ones.    In  their  late 

'    conteft  with  Great  Britain  they  a£ted  upon  the  maxin>— 

§hfia  principiis.    They  mull  apply  it  afrefti  for  their  (ecu* 

rity  againft  lordly  dominion. 

How  much  a  people,  and  governmental  powers,  arc 
prone  to  put  up  with  and  praftife  internal  encroach* 
pients  upon  liberty,  when  they  have  fecurcd  themfelves 
from  fuch  as  are  foreign,  may  appear  from  the  following 
fafts. 

In  1782,  captain  Gilbert  Dench  was  chofen  for  Hop- 
kintoh,  and  fuffi^red  to  fit  as  member  in  the  Mafiachu* 
fetts  houfe  of  reprefentatives,  though  he  had  a  dwelling 
in  and  lived  at  Bofton  for  a  ftiU  year  before  the  choice. 
Edward  Pope  efq;  was  reprefentative  for  Dartmouth  and 
naval  officer  at  the  fame  time.  Both  were  under  an 
abfolute  difqualification  by  the  conftitution.  On  Tuef- 
day  the  6th  of  May,  1783,  the  town  of  Bofton,  which 
could  not  comply  with  a  warden-a£t,  upon  the  plea  that 
it  was  againft  the  conftitution,  chofe  James  Sullivan  efqj 
one  of  their  reprefentatives  in  dircft  oppofition  to  the 
conftitution,  which  requires  that  every  reprefentative 
5  ihould 
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(hould  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  the  town  he  is  chofcn^T^J* 
to  reprefent,  one  year  at  leaft  next  preceding  his  ele<5tionu 
When,  the  propriety  of  his  eleftion  was  inquired  into  by 
the  houfe,  a  majority  determi^ied  in  favor  of  it ;  upon  . 
the  flimfy  plea,  that  he  tranfadqd  bufinefs  in  Bofton 
though  he  flept  at  Cambridge,  and  removed  witli  an 
intention  of  becoming  an  inhabitant,  in  time  to  have 
completed  that  inhabitancy  which  the  conftitution  re- 
quires i  and  that  his  flopping  at  Cambridge  to  fecurc 
the  health  of  one  of  his  family,  whofe  life  muft  have 
been  endangered  by  her  fpending  the  fummcr  in  Bofton, 
was  occafioned  by  an  a<5t  of.  God.  The  famq  c^ufe 
which  fecured  his  eleftion,  fecured  his  feat,  viz.  an 
avowed  and  violent  oppofition  to  every  moderate  nhea- 
fure  in  favor  of  the  parties  who,  by  the  provifional  arti- 
cles, were  to  be  the  obje<^s  of  the  congrefljonai  recom- 
mendation. 

By  a  paragraph  in  a  bill,  which  was  before  the-  houfe 
(during  this  their  firft  feflion)  and  afterward  pa0ed  into 
a  law,  cafes  were  fubmitted.to  the  fole  judgment  of  two 
jufticcs  of  peace,  that  ought  to  have  been  Jeft  to  the 
determination  of  a  jury.  But  certain  members  pro- 
tefted  againft  it,  afligning  the  following  reafons  for  their 
lb  doing — "  I.  Becaufe  we  apprehend  other  provifion 
might  have  been  made,  confiftent  with  the  conftitution, 
and  at  the  fame  time  more  efFeftuaL  for  the  purpofe  o£ 
preventing  the  return  of  perfons  who  have  left  this  ftatc 
and  joined  the  enemies  of  the  United  States,  than  that 
provided  in  the  paragraph  aforefaid.  Such  conftitu- 
tional  and  more  efFedual  provifion  was  moved  ;md  urged 
by  the  diflentients  and  others,  as  a  fubftitute  in  place  of 
the  faid  paragraph,  and  is  as  follows^  viz.  "Provided  never- 

thelefs. 
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»7*3-  thelefs,  that  if  any  perfon  committed  as  z£orthi6y  fliall, 
before  the  warrant  is  made  out  by  the  governor  to  feni 
him  out  of  the  ftate,  petition  the  governor,  he  (haU, 
vith  advice  of  council,  appoint  three  juftices  of  the 
county,  quorum  urns,  where  fuch  perfon  ftands  ccnn- 
mitted,  to  iffue  their  precept  for  a  jury  to  be  drawn  out 
of  the  fupcrior  court  box  and  fummoned  to  appear  at 
a  certain  time  and  place,  and  to  inquire  on  oath  whe- 
ther the  perfon  fo  committed  is  within  the  aft  aforefitfdi 
and  if  the  jury  (hall  return  their  verdiftj  that  fuch  per- 
ion  is  not  within  faid  aft,  then  he  Aiatl  he  difcharged 
and  not  be  tranfported :  but  fuch  perfon  fliai)  not  be 
liberated  from  his  confinement  until  a  verdift  is  fo  grren 
in  his  favor.  And  in  every  fuch  cafe  the  juftices  IhaH 
appoint  fomc  meet  perfon  to  aft  as  council  on  behalf  of 
government,    at  the  expence  of  the  comnwnweahh. 

^  And  the  perfon  petitioning  for  fuch  trial  (hall  pay  all  the 
coft  thereof  in  the  fame  manner  as  other  perfons  arc 
obliged  to  do,  in  bringing  forward  a  fuit  at  lawy— • 
'^  2.  Becaufe  by  the  faid  paragraph,  that  e(fent]al  right 
of  freemen,  a  trial  by  jury^  is  taken  away,  and  every 
fubjeft  of  this  commonwealth  expofed  to  be  deprived 
of  his  liberty,  property  and  rights  of  citizenfiupj  and 
to  the  infamous  pmijhmenf  of  banifhment,  by  the  fi^ 
judgment  of  two  juftices  of  the  peace. — "  3.  Becaufe  it 
is  a  flagrant  and  direft  violation  of  the  principles  and 
fririt  of  the  conftitution,  and  the  letter  of  the  dcdapa- 
tion  of  rights,  art.  xii.  which  provides  that,  ''  No  fisb- 
jeft  (hall  be  arrefted,  imprifoned,  defpoiled,  or  deprived 
of  his  property,  immunities  or  privileges,  put  oM  ef 
the  protefiion  of  the  law,  exiled^or  deprived  of  his  lift» 
liberty  or  edate,  hot  by  die  judgnneat  gf  his  pears»  or 

the 
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the  law  of  the  knd.  And  the  legiflature  fhall  hot  make  H^ 
any  law>  that  fliall  fubjeft  any  perfon  to  a  capital'  or  in- 
famous puniflimenti  excepting  for  the  government  of 
the  army  and  navy,  without  tri^l  by  jury".-^  4;  Be* 
caufe  it  furnifhes  i  precedent  of  a  tendency,  moft  dan- 
gerous and  fatal  to  the  fecurity  of  the  lives,,  liberties  and 
property  of  the  fubjefts  of  this  cortimonwcalth.*'  The 
proteft  was  fubfcribed  by  William  Phillips,  Nathaniel 
Appleton,  Cileb  DaVis,  Thomas  I^awesj  all  of  the  Boftori 
board;  by  Thomas  Clarke,  Jam^s  Swan,  Sotortton 
Lovell,  Ebenezer  Warren^  John  Choate,  Nathan  Dane, 
Bailey  Bartlett,  James  Bancroft^  John  Burke>  Samuel 
Loring>  James  Perryj  John  H.  Bartlet,  Peter  Penniman> 
Jacob  Ludwig,  Theodore  Sedgwick,  William  King, 
Thompfon  J.  Skinner^  John  Bacon,  William  Bodrtian, 
Timothy  Childs,  and  Nadianiel  Wyman. 

When  the  recorrimendation  from  congrefe  of  lafti;' 
January  Ihd  t4th,  was  received,  various  methods  were 
praftifed  to  prevent  the  good  efFefts  of  it.  It  was 
roundly  aflerted  by  fome  of  the  popular  leadfers>  that 
Mr*  John  Adams  did  not  wifii  that  the  Jfame  Ihould  be 
regarded*  To  counteract  fuch  reports,  Mr.  Adams's 
letter  of  September  the  loth  (page  350)  waS  commu- 
nicated to  certain  gentlemen  of  the  fenate  and  houfe, 
who  copied  the  fame  themfelves^  the  xtiort  ftiUy  to  de- 
feat fuch  aflertions.  Biit  even  Mr.  J*  Adams's  exprefs 
declaration  in  favor  of  the  tories  could  fibt  influence  the 
general  court  to  the  ex<crcile  of  a  becoming  moderation. 

As  to  Mr.  Marbdis'  letter  (p^  3;^^)  he  has  privately 
pronounced  it  to  be  ojiaal;  which  he  afferts  exempts^ 
hiiin  from  all  obligation  to  acknowledge  it:  this  accounts

The' peace  has  afForded  me  the  opportunity  of  gaining 
.  furdier  information  as  to  certain  particulars  relatbg  to 
the  war,  which  it  may  be  proper  to  mention. 
1 78 1.     Wlien  lieutenant  colonel  Tarlcton  approached  Char- 
lotte-ville>  he  difpatched  a  troop  of  horfe  under  captaun 
M'Lcod,  three  miles  further  to  Mr.  Jeffcrfbn's  *  houici 
with  the  double  objedl  of  taking  him  and  the  two  fpcak* 
ers  of  the  fenate  and  delegates,  prifoners ;  and  of  re- 
maining there  in  videttc,  as  the  houfe  had  a  command- 
ing view  of  half  a  fcore  counties  round  about.     Tark- 
ton  gave  ftrift  orders  to  the  captain  to  fufFer  nothing  to 
be  injured,     1  he  troop  failed  in  their  defign  of  making 
prifoners:    notwithftanding  which,   M'Leod  prefcrvcd 
every  thing  with  facred  care  during  his  tarriance  that 
<  of  about  eighteen  hours.     Colonel  Tarlcton  was  juft  as 

long  at  Charlotte-ville  5  when  he  was  hurried  from  thence 
by  the  news  of  the  rifing  of  the  militia,  and  by  afuddenfall 
of  rain  which  threatened  to  fwtU  the  river,  and  intercept 
his  return.  In  general  he  did  little  injury  to  the  inha* 
bitants  on  that  fliort  and  hafty  excurfion,  which  was 
about  60  miles  from  the  main  army,  then  in  Spotiylva- 
nia.  Lord  Cornwallis  afterward  proceeded  to  the  Point 
of  Fork,  and  encamped  his  army  from  thence  all  abng 
the  main  James  river  to  a  feat  of  Mr.  JefFerfon's^  called 
Elkhill;  and  made  it  his  head  quarters  for  the;  ttti  da]FS 
of  his  remaining  in  that  pofition.  Mr.  Jefi^on.bq^ 
'  pily  had  time  to  remove  mod  of  his  efTejfts.ouc  of  the 
houfe.  His  ftoclcs  of  cattle, .  flieep  and  hogs,  tpgethcr 
with  what  corn  was  wanted,  wefe  ufed  for  the  fuftenanoe 

'^  Now  the  American  pkn^otcntiary  at  the  court  fif  VciftUfcf. 
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of  the  army;  ^nd  all  his  horfes^  capable  of  fervfce,  were n^»* 
Carried  off*     This  was  no  other  than  Mr-  Jeflferfon  eJc-' 
pedled.     But  the  throats  of  the  horfes  too  .young  for  * 
fervice  were  cut  i  his  growing  crops  of  com  and  tobaccb  ' 
were  burned,    together  with  his  baffts,  co&taining  the ' 
fame  articles  of  the  preceding  year,  and  all  die  fences  on 
the  plantation^  fo  as  to  kaye  it  an  ablblute  wafte.    Thcic 
things  were  perpetrated  under  lord  Cornwallis's  eye;  the 
fituation  of  the  houfe,  in  which  he  was,  commanding  a 
view  of  every  part  of  the  plantation*     The  reft  of  the 
neighbourhood  was  treated  in  fomewhat  the  fame  ftile  i  * 
but  not  with  that  fpirit  of  total  extermination  which ' 
feemed  to  rage  over  JefFerfon's  poffeffions.    Wherever 
the  army  under  his  lordfhip  went,  the  dwelling  hOulcs 
were  plundered  of  fcVery  thing  which  could  be  carried  ' 
off.     Hundreds  of  efyc*  witnefles  can  prove,  that  his- 
lordfhip's  table  was  fervedf  with  plate  thus  pillaged  from' 
private  houfes ;  though  his  lordfhip's  charafter  in  Great  - 
Britain  will  forbid  the  belief  of  his  fharing  in*  the. plun- 
der.    By  an  eftimate  made  at  the  time,  on  the  beft  in^' 
formation  that  could  be  collefted,  the  ftatC/i^f  Virginia" 
loft,  during  Cornwallis's  attempts  to  reduce  .it,  30,000- 
flaves ;  about  27,000  of  whom  died  of  the  fmall*pox 
and  camp  fever :  the  reft  are  thought  to  have  been  partly 
fent  to  the  Weft  Indies,  and  partly  to  New- York,  and* 
from  thence,  before  the  evacuation,  to  Nova  Scotia  and* 
elfe where.     The  whole:  devaftations  occafioned  by  the' 
Britifh  army,  during  the  .fix.  months^  preirtpiis  to-  their' 
furrender  at  York  Toivn,  are  fuppofed  to  amount  to 
about  three '  millions  fteiling.  '         _'•

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1784^  militia,  feamen  and  other  inhabitants,  is  cftimated  at 
210.  New  Haven  is  about  a  twenty-fourth  part  of 
Cpnnefticut ;  reckoning  therefore  the  fame  proportion 
of  lofs  to  the  whole  ftate,  the  number  loft  will  amount 
to  5,040.  Connefticut  is  efteemed  about  a  twelfdi  part 
of  the  American  ftates ;  reckoning  the  fame  proportion 
of  lofs  therefore  to  the  whole,  the  total  amount  vinll  be 
60,480 ;  but  New  York,  New  Jerfey,  and  the  Ibuthcra 
ftates,  have,  doubtlefs,  fufFcrcd  a  greater  k>ls  in  prof)or- 
tion  to  their  numbers  tha'n  Connefticut,  It  is  therefore 
probable  that  the  whole  lofs  of  lives  id  not  lefs  than 
7P,ooo*."  Vaft  numbers  died  on  board  the  prifbn 
Ihips  at  New  York :  not  lefs,  it  is  aflerted,  than  1 1,000 
in  one  oidy^  the  Jerfey  f.  Many  perilhed  in  confequence 
of  their  being  fo  crowded  together,  others  through  cruel 
ufage,  and  feveral  for  want  of  thofe  exertions  which 
would  have  prevented  fatal  ficknefs  and  have  promoted 
healthy 

The  Britilh  forces  are  charged  with  having  Htterly 
deftroyed  more  than  fifteen  places  of  public  worfhip 
within  the  United  States,  during  the  courfe  of  the  war. 
Moft  of  ^hefe  they  burnt,  and  others  they  levelled  with 
the  ground^  leaving  in  fome  places  not  a  veftige  of  their 
former  fituation*  A  number  of  others  they  nearly  de- 
ftroyed, by  converting  them  into  barracks,  jails,  hoipi- 
tals,  and  riding  fchools.  In  New  Yoiic,  there  were 
nineteen  places  of  worlhip  when  the  war  began  j  and 
when  the  city  was  evacuated,  there  were  but  nine  fit  for

ufc.  Trinity  church  and  the  Old  Lutheran  werft  irJ^eSd-^T^ 
deftroyed  by  the  'fire.  But  whatevei'  the'  Americans  may 
obje6l  againft  the  Britifli,  on  aiccbunt  of  the  lofs  of  lives 
and  property  which  they  have  fiiftjiined,  they  have  abun- 
dant caufe  for  th^Hfulnefs  to  the  God  of  arrSies  tor 
having  condufted  them  through  the  contcft  iftto  a  ftate 
of  independence,  with  fdBTerings  fo  fliort  and  light  com- 
paratively confidered.  It  was  not  quite  eight  years  thit  ^ 
they  were  engaged  in  it,  computing  from  the  firft  corri- 
mencement  of  hoftilities  to  the  ratifying  eJf  the  provi- 
iional  treaty.  This  is  a  lefe  time  Ata  that,  in  v^ich  the 
•ftates  of  Holland  (in  their  glorious  ftrugglc  vlith  Spain) 
dared  fo  much  as  to  clairA  iftdependcntc.  TThcre  is 
fcarce,  if  an  inftancc  in  hiftofjr,  of  fo  great  a  revolutioi^ 
being  efFefted  in  fo  fhok  a  4iife*,  aiid  with  fo  Btdc  lofs 
.of  lives  and  property*. 

From  what  has  been  already  related,  you  will  colleft 
for  yourfelf  the  charafters  of  the  two  kte  gcnei^als  df 
the  northern  and  fouthern  armies,  under  whctfe  cdnSmands 
the  American  war  terminated,  l^ou  may  tnfh  howevefr 
to  receive  fome  additional  information  concerning  tb6m. 
A  few  flxiftures  muft  fuffiee. 

His  excellency  George  Wafliingtcte  is  defcendcd feoth 
a  family  that  emigrated  to  Virginia,  when  the  royalifls 
in  England  were  expofed  to  various  diftreflfes  pre\abus 
to  the  reftoration,  Virginia  does  not  afford  thcte  advah-* 
tages  for  a  univerfal  education,  which  are  enjoyed  in 
Europe — a  quarter  of  the  world  his  excellency  never 
vifited.  Strong  powers  and  eloC^  applicatJoh  cbaiperi- 
fated  in  feveral  rclpcfts  for  the  deficiencies -of  fiis  native 
country.  His  epiftolary  and  other  compofltioii*,  wKidx 
♦  Dr.  Rodgcrs*s  Sermon*. 

D  d  3  appeired 
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•1784,  appeared  while  he  fuftained  a  public  dharaftcr,  wiU  be 
a  lafting  credit  to  him.  He  was  happy  in  having  a  fiic- 
ceffion  of  able  fecretaries,  whom  he  undoubtedly  em- 
.  ployed'  in  drawing  up  many  of  his  official  papers,  after 
having  diftated  the  matter  of  them :  but  his  private 
correfpondences,  and  others  which  from  time  and  cir- 
cumftances  m»uft  neceflarily  have  employed  his  own  pen, 
fhow  that  he  was  equal  to  any  of  tbofe  publication^ 
which  had  his  name  affixed  to  th^m  by  his  s^vthority. 
It  would  be  abfurd  to  e^cpeft,  that  he  ft^ovld  equal  in 
military  fkill  the  firft  European  generals,  when,  he  has 
enjoyed  neither  their  opport;unitic3  nor  experience  for 
perfefting  himfelf :  but  it  may  be  juftly  aflerted  coor 
cerning  him,  that  he  wa$  the  beft  general  the  Arn^ricahs 
could  have  had  to  command  them.  The  world,  has 
been  miftaken  in  one  opinion  r^lpefting  hi^,  ^cell^ncy^ 
whofe  natural  temper  poffeffes  more  q(  thcMarcellus 
and  lefs  of  the  Faiius  than  has  been  generally  imagined. 
.  The  event  juftified  his  difcernment  in  fixing  upon  the 
honorable  Nathaniel  Greene  to  command  the  ibuthem 
army,  when  the  refolve  of  congrefs  produced  a  vacancy: 
but  feveral  of  the  firft  officers  in  his  own,  thought. at  the 
time,  that  a  wrong  choice  had  been  raade^ 

The  parents  of  the  honorable  Nathaniel  Greene  were 
Quakers,  and  defcended  from  fome  of  the  firft  lettlers 
in  the  Rhode  Ifland  government;  under  which  the  ge- 
neral was  born  in  or  about  1741.  The  father  was  an 
anchor-fmith,  had  confiderablc  iron  works,  carried  on 
a  large  ftroke  of  bufinefs,  and  was  concerned  in  (hipping. 
7'he  fon  Nathaniel,  being  prompted  by  a  laudable  am- 
bition and  a  thirft  after  knowledge  while  a  boy,  learned 
the  Latin,  chiefly  by  his  own  induftry,  and  with  very 

.little 
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little  help.  He  procured  a  fmall  library,  and  improl^'ed  n'4* 
his  mind  by  reading.  He  had  a  prevailing  tafte  f<*. 
military  hiftory ;  which  he  indulged  by  borrowing  fuch 
publications,  when  it  did  not  fuit  him  to  purcbafe/  He 
was  at  an  early  period  of  lifc,^  chofen.  a  naember  of  the 
Rhode  Ifland  aflembly;  and  difcharged  his  truft  fo  as 
to  give  the  higheft  fatisfaftion  to  his  conftituents.- 
T hough  educated  in  the  peaceable  principles  of  quakcr- 
ifm,  yet  he  thought  himfelf  called,  by  thje ,  peculiarity 
of  the  times,  to  take  an  aftive  part  in  the  defence  of 
American  liberty.  Upon  his  afluming  the  military 
charadcr,  the  quak?rs  renounced  all  connedion  with  ' 
him  as  a  member  of  their  pai'ticular  body,  by  reading 
him  out  of  the  meeting.  He  was  chofen  general,  to 
command  the  regiments  raifed|  by  Rhode  Ifland,  for  th« 
afiiftance  of  the  Maflachufetts.  He  was  at  length  ho-  . 
nored  with  the  confidence  of -geaeral  Waflbington :  but 
his  influence  was  limited.  H^  was  of  a  humane  difpo- 
fition ;  but  refolutely  fevere  when  the  fanne  was  neceflary. 
He  was  of  a  firm,  intrepid,  ^nd  independcjic  mind.  He 
abhorred  the  cruelties  that  were  praftifed  by  (he. parti- 
zans  qf  each  fide,  and  ftrongly  inculcated  a  fpirit  ol 
moderation.  To  a  prevailing  knowledge  of  this  dilpo- 
fition,  he  afcribed  his  being  fpared  by  die  tories  in 
Carolina,  who,  he  thought,  could  have  ihochiai  repeat- 
edly, had  they  beenfo  minded.  The  fanne  amiable 
temper  influenced  him  to  declare  againft  the  meafure 
which  the  South  CaroKha  legiflature  adopted,  when  they 
paired  the  qonfffcatlng  a6t  at  Jackfonborough\

You  may  recolleft,  that  in  the  coxirfe  of  our  corrcf-^ 
pondence,  no  account  of  New  Hampfhire  ftate's  having 
agreed  upon  a  conftitutions  has  been  forwarded.  The 
«ycnt  itfelf  did  not  take  place  till  the  31ft  of  laft  Ofto- 
ber,  The  returns  from  the  feveral  towns  being  examined  n 
and  it  appearing,  that  the  bill  of  rights  and  form  o£ 

domellic  concerns^  as  the  private  citizen.  In  June,  1 7  86^  while  walk- 
ing without  an  umbrella^  the  intenfe  rays  of  the  fun  upoki  his  head 
overpowered  him,  and  brought  on  an  inflammation  of  the  bi:aiii,  whid^ 
in  a  few  days  carried  him  off*.  Thus  he  died  by  a  ftroke  of  the  fan--i 
probably  the  diibrder  that  proved  fatal  to  the  fon  of  the  Shopamiie* 
When  ^^  Recount  of  his  death  arrived  at  Savannah,  the  inhabitants 
were  ftruck  with  the  deepeft  forrow.  All  bufinefs  was  fuipended^ 
The  (hops  and  (lores  throughout  the  town  were  (hut ;  and  the  fliips  iii 
the  harbour  had  their  colours  half  mailed  on  the  rooamful  occafion. 
The  body  was  l»ought  to  Savannah^^  and  in^ned  on  ^e  20th»  In 
Auguilj^  the  United  States  in  congieis  afiembted  csqiie  to  the  following 
jefolution,  "  That  a  monun[ient  be  ?reded  to  the  memory  of  N^thaniej 
Greene  efq;  at  the  feat  of  th?  f^ederal  government,  wi^  the  foUowIne:

gates  of  the  people,  and  declared  to  be  the  civil  con- 
ftitution  for  the  ftate  of  New  H^mplhir-c,  to  take  placfe 
the  firft  Wednefday  of  next  Jiinej  and  in  the  mean 
time,  the  general  court  under  the  prcfcnt  govcrmtieffk 
is  to  make  all  the  neceflary  arrangeriients  for  introducing 
the  faid  conftitution,  at  the  time  and  in  the '  iwijhner 
therein  defcribed,  • '  ■  * 

New  Hampfloire  reckons  the  rights  of  cmjiience  amtdng 
the  unalienable  natural  rights  of  manfkmd;  and  >w4^  heir 
neighbouring  fifter  ftate,  the  MaJjfdchufettSy  declares -that 
<^  no  fubjedt  fhall  be  hurt,  moleftcd,  or  reftrained,  in  h% 
perfon,  liberty,  or  eftate,  for  wopfhij^ing  God,  in  <hfe 
manner  and  feafon  moft  agreeable  to  his  own  confci- 
cnce;  or  for  his  religious  profeffion  or  fentirifients-^ 
provided  he  doth  not  difturb  the  public  |)eac-e,  or  obftf uft 
pthers  in  their  religious  worfhip."  Both  empw^eif  thfe 
legiflature  to  authorize  the  feveral  tsowns,  ps^rilhes,  boHies^ 
politic,  or  religious  IpcietieSj  tx)  make  fuitable  proVifidft  • 
at  their  own  expence,  for  the  fupport  and  maintenance 
of  public  Protejtant  teacliers  of  piety,  religion  and  mira-r 
lity,  in  all  cafes  where  fuch  proviflori  fliall  not  be^maSt 
voluntarily.  But  the  towns^  &c.  are,  at  all  times,  to 
have  the  exclufiye  right  of  choofiog  their  own  public . 
teachers,  and  of  contrafting  with  them  for  their  fuppow; 
and  maintenance.  Inftead  of  adding,  ^*  And  all  per-» 
fons,  whatfoever  opinions  concerning  reKgioh  they  miy 
profefsi"  their  words  are-r"  A^  ruery^  dimmm&Hm  (jf 
Chriftians  demeaning  themfclves  peaceably,  and  as  good 
fubjeds  of  the  commonwealth,  fhaH  be  equally  under 
the  prote^ion  pf  die  law^  qpd  rq  fybordinatioff!  of  one 
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-X7^*fcff  or  denomination  tfo  another,  ftiall  ever  be  eftablifhod 
by  law."  The  prefident,  council,  fenate,  and  houfe  of 
jeprefentativcs  of  New  Hampjhirej  are  to  be  of  the  Pro- 
teftant  religion.  The  governor,  lieutenant  governor, 
counfellor,  fenator  and  reprefentative  of  the  MaJfacbufetfSy 
are  to  declare  their  belief  in  the  Chriftian  religion. 

The  foundation  principle  on  which^  Rhode  IJland  and 
Providence  Flantations  united,  has  been  early  mehdoiied 
(Vol.  I.  p.  37.)  A  fimilar  fentiment  was  introduced 
into  the  charter  of  the  15th  of  Charles  II.  by  which  it 
is  provided,  "  That  no  perfon  within  th^  faid  colonjr^ 
^t  any  time  hereafter,  Ihall  be  any  wife  molefted, 
j)unifhed,  dilquieted^  or  called  in  queftion,  far  any  xJif- 
iijrences  of  opinion  in  matters  of  religion,  who  does  not 
aftualjy  difturb  the  civil  peace  of  the  faid  colony."  The 
^te  of  Rhode  I  (land  has  continued  its  government  fince 
ceafing  to  be  a  colony,  according  to  the  general  defign 
of  die  charter.  The  conftitudon  admits  not  of  religious 
.^ftabliftiments,  any  further  than  the  fame  depend  upon 
the  voluntary  choice  of  individuals;  and  no  particular 
feft  can  claim  pre-eminence. 

ComeSlicHt  has  changed  its  former  mode  of  govern- 
ment, only  fo  far  as  to  accommodate  it  to  the  feparation 
which  has  taken  place  between  that  and  the  parent  ftatc. 
Religious  liberty  is  nearly,  if  not  exaftly,  upon  the  fame 
footing  there  as  in  the  Maffachufetts. 

The  New  York  conftitution,  *'  to  guard  againfl:  tliat 
Spiritual  oppreffion  and  intolerance,  wherewith  the  bigotry 
and  .ambition  of  weak  and  wicked  priefts  and  princes, 
have  fcourged  mankind,"  ordains,  determines,  and  de- 
clares, "  that  the  free  exercifc  and  enjoyment  of  religi- 
ous profeflion  and  worihip,  without  difcrimination  or 

preference. 
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preference,  fhtiJi  for  even  hereafter  be  aHowed^witliW-tficW^ 
imd  ftate  to'  all  mankind. '  'Fi:(i^id^  that  the  libecty:rof 
confcience  hereby  granted,  fhall  not  be  {o  conftruedr^

graw 
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grate  from  one  ftate  to  another  that  will  receive  them,  *' 
or  to  forni  a  new  ftate  in  vacant  cotrntries,  or  in  fuch 
countries  as  they  can  purchafe,  whenever  they  think  that 
thereby  they  may  promote  their  own  happinefs. 

The  2d  article  of  the  Delaware  declaration  is  fubftan- 
tially  the  fame  with  that  of  Pennfylvania.  The  jd  fays, 
*'  That  all  perfdns  profefling  the  Chriftian  religion, 
cughf  for  ever  to  enjoy  equal  rights  and  privileges  in  the 
ftate  *  i  unlefs  under  colour  of  religion,  any  mari  difturb 
the  peace,  the  happinefs,  or  fafety  of  fociety/'  By  the 
2  9th  feftion  in  the  fyftem  of  government,  it  is  fixed — 
"  That  there  (hall  be  no  eftablifhment  of  any  one  reli- 
gious feft  in  the  ftate  in  preference  to  another.'' 

The  Maryland'  declaration  is  remarkably  full,  parti- 
cular, and  pointed  as  to  the  objefts  of  conftitutional 
right  and  fecurlty.  The  33d  article  relates  to  religious 
liberty,  and  exprefles,  "  That  as  it  is  the  duty-of  every 
man  to  worlhip  God  in  fuch  manner  as  he  thinks  mpft 
acceptable  to  him,  all  perfons  profefling  the  Chriftian 
religion  are  equally  entided  to  protedlion  in  their  religi- 
ous liberty :  wherefore  no  pcrfon  ought,  by  any  law,  to 
be  molefted  in  his  perfon  or  cftate,  on  account  of  his 
religious  perfuafion  or  profeffion,  or  for  his  religious  prac- 
tice ;  unlefs,  under  colour  of  religion,  any  man  fhall 
difturb  the  good  order,  peace,  of  fafety  of  the  ftate,  or 
jhall  infringe '\  the  laws  of  morality^  ox  injure  others  in

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X 2:84*  their  natural,  civil,  or  f-eligious  rights:  nor  ought  any 
perfon  to  be  compelled  to  frequent,  or  maintain,  or  con^. 
tribute  (unlefs  on  contra6l)  to  maintain  any  particular 
place  of  worftiip,  or  any  particular  miniftry :  yet  the 
legiflature  may,  in  their  difcretion,  lay  a  general  and 
equal  tax,  for  the  fupport  of  the  Chriftian  religion ; 
leaving  to  each  individual  the  power  of  appointing  the* 
payment  of  the  money  collected  from  him,  over  to  the 
fupport  of  any  particular  place  of  worfhip,  or  minifter> 
or  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  his  own  denominatipn, 
or  the  poor  in  general  of  any  particular  county.  But 
the  churches,  chapels,  glebes,  and  all  other  property  now 
belonging  to  the  church  of  England,  ought  to  remain 
to  the  church  of  England  for  ever."  A  preceding  arti- 
cle declared,  "  That  there  ought  to  be  no  forfeiture 
of  any  part  of  the  eftate  of  any  perfon  for  any  crime, 
except  murder,  or  treafon  againft  the  ftate,  and  then 
only  on  conviftion  and  attainder.  In  the  55th  feftion 
of  the  form  of  government,  it  is  exprefsly  appointed, 
that  every  perfon  before  entering  on  any  office  of  truft  or 
profit,  fhall  fubfcribe  a  declaration  of  his  belief  in  the 
Chriftian  religion. 

Virginia  hath  not  introduced  its  form  of  government 
with  any  declaration  of  general  principles :  nor  made 
mention  of  any  either  toleration  or  teft.  The  executive 
power  is  divided  between  the  governor,  the  council  of 
ftate,  and  the  county  courts,  or  venerable  colledlions  of 
juftices  of  peace.  The  delegates  and  fenate  may  be  of 
this  rank.  The  governor's  fhare  of  the  executive  i^  ■ 
trifling.  The  county  courts  or  juftices  of  the  peace# 
beCde  the  audiority  of  recommending  to  the  governor 
^f^ndidates  on  vacancies  in  their  pwn  body,  officers  for 
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the  militia  J  and  nominating  the  flieriffs  and  coroners,  j-j^ 
are  to  appoint  die  clerks  of  the  fevcral  county  courts  in 
the. coin monwcalth.  For  thefe  realbns  the  conftitution 
is  charged  with  involving  in  it  a  fyftem  for  perpetuating 
an  ariftocracy.  It  is  thought,  however,  to  be  alterable 
at  pleafure  by  fubfeqiient  legiflatures^  in  as  much  as  the 
cledors  of  the  delegates  and  reprefcntativeSj  who  formed 
the  convention  in  1776^  had  no  idea  of  inLJcpendencc 
and  a  permanent  republic,  and  could  not  mean  to  veft 
in  the  convention  any  authorities  other  than  thofe  of  the 
ordinary  leglflature. 

North  Carolina  m  the  declaration  of  rights  maintains, 
"  That  alt  men  have  a  natural  and  unalienable  right  to 
worfhip  Almighty  God,  according  to  the  dictates  of  their 
own  confcience  j  and  yet  eftabUIhes  it  as  an  article  in 
the  foriTi  of  governnientj  **  That  no  periun  w!io  flialJ 
deny  the  being  of  a  Godt  or  the  truth  of  the  Proteftant 
religion,  or  the  divine  authority  of  the  Old  or  New 
Teftamenc>  fliall  be  capable  of  holding  any  office,  or 
place  of  truft  or  profit  in  die  civil  departtnenc  of  the 
ftate." 

By  tiie  Soulh  Carolina  conftitution,  among  the  qualifi- 
cations of  eleflors  for  members  of  the  houfe  of  repre-  . 
fentativcs  or  fcnate,  is  that  of  "  acknowledging  t he- 
being  of  a  Gcd^  and  belief  in  a  future  ftate  of  rewards 
and  punifhiuents."  It  alfo  prefcribes,  "  That  no  per- 
fon  fhall  be  eligible  to  fit  in  the  houfe  of  reprcfentatives, 
unlefs  he  be  of  the  Proteftant  religion;"  and  that  the 
goverhorj  the  lieutenant  governor,  privy  council  and 
fenate,  fhali  be  of  the  fame  religion.  The  ^8:h  article 
provides,  '^  That  all  perfons  and  religious  focietics,  who 
acknowledge  that  there  is  one  G^d^  and  a  fiitxire  ftate  of 
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y84.  rewards  and  punifhments,  and  that  God  is  publicly,  to  be 
worlhipped,  fhall  be  freely  tolerated."  It  then  proceeds^ 
"  The  Chriftian  Protcftant  religion  fhall  be  deemed^ 
and  is  hereby  conftituted  and  declared  to  be>  the  cfta- 
blifhed  religion  of  the  ftate  $  and  all  denominations  c£ 
Chriftian  Proteftants,  demeaning  thertifelvcs  peaceably 
iand  faithfully,  fhall  enjoy  equal  religious  and  civil  pri* 
vileges." 

The  conftitution  of  Georgia  declares,  "  That  all  pcr- 
fons  whatever  fhall  have  the  free  exercife  of  their  reli- 
gion, provided  it  be  not  repugnant  to  the  peace  and 
fafety  of  the  flate;  and  fhall  not,  unlefs  by  confent, 
fupport  any  teacher  or  teachers,  except  th(^  of  their 
own  profcffion :"  but  it  requires  that  the  reprelcntadves, 
who  are  the  legiflature  of  the  flate,  and  who  eledt  out 
of  their  own  body  the  governor  and  executive  council, 
ihould  be  of  the  Proteftant  religicm* 

Some  of  the  conftitutions  declare,  *^  That  no  clergy* 
man,  or  preacher  of  the  gofpel  of  any  denomination^ 
fhall  be  capable  of  holding  any  civil  office  within  the 
flate.**  Such  clergymen  as  are  paid  by,  and  fb  are  the 
fervants  of  the  flate,  may  be  juftly  excluded  t  but  i^ 
they  only  enjoy  the  common  protcftion  of  the  ftate,  k 
ought  to  have  bwn  left  to  their  fellow  citizens  whether 
to  ele£t  them  into. places,  and  to  tbemfelves  whether  to 
accept  i  which  neither  the  prudence  of  the  otiti  nor  the 
fiicrexl  duties  off  the  other,  will  permits  unlefs  tipon  fbme 
rery  extraordinary  occafion* 

The  conflitutions  are  fo  form^,  that  the  ididtbitantfi 
in  common  have  a  right  to  tote  for  reprefentatiTesy 
though  not  to  vote  for  feveral  in  difierent  wtnA  and 
|daces«    In  a  few  ftatei  every  freeman  of  the  fidl  i^

of  21  years,  having  refided  in  the  ftate  for  the  ipace  of  i784»' 
one  whole  year  before  the  day  of  pleftion,  and  paid^ 
public  taxes  during  that  time,  enjoys  the  right  of  an 
■eleftor.  In  moft,  he  muft  be  worth  thirty  or  forty-five 
pounds  fterling.  Certain  ftates  have  provided  for  the 
eftablifbing  and  perpetuating  of  anjcqual  reprefcntatioi^, 
in  proportion  to  the  nunnbers  of  freemen  inhabiting  the 
counties,  cities,  towns  and  diftridts.

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The  following  Extrafts  from  an  Aft  for  eftablilhiog 
Religious  Freedom y  pafled  in  the  Aflembly  of  Virginia 
in  the  beginning  of  1786^  is  added,  in  expeftation  of 
gratifying  the  curiofity,  if  not  the  tafte,  of  moft 
readers* 

"  WELL  aware,  that  Almighty  God  hath  created 
the  mind  free :  that  all  at;j:empts  tp  influence  it  by  tcnn- 
poral  punifhments  or  burthens,  or  by  civil  incapacita-i 
tions,  tend  only  to  beget  habits  of  hypocrify,  and  arc  z 
departure  from  the  plan  of  the  Holy  Author  of  our  re* 
ligion,  who  being  Lord  of  body  and  mind,  yet  chofi 
not  to  propagate  it  by  coercions  on  either;— That  the  im- 
pious prefumption  of  legiflators  and  rulers,  civil  as  well 
as  ecclefiaftical  (who,  being  themfelves  but  fallible  and 
uninfpired  men,  have  aflumed  dominion  over  the  faith 
of  others,  fetting  up  their  own  opinions  and  modes  of 
thinking  as  alone  true  and  infallible,  and  as  fuch  endea^ 
vouring  to  impofe  them  on  others)  hath  eflabliflied  and 
maintained  falfe  religions  over  the  greateft  part  of  the 
world,  and  through  all  times ; — That,  to  compel  a  man 
to  furnifh  contributions  of  money  for  the  propagation  of 
opinions  which  he  difbelieves,  is  finful  and  tyrannical;— 
That  even  the  forcing  a  man  to  fupport  this  or  that 
teacher  of  his  own  religious  perfuafion,  is  depriving  him 
of  the  comfortable  liberty  of  giving  his  contributions  to 
the  particular  paftor,  w^hofe  morals  he  would  make  his" 
pattern,  and  whofe  powers  he  feels  mofl:  perfuafive  to 
righteoufnefs ;  and  is  withdrawing  from^  the  miniftry, 
thofe  temporal  rewards,  which,  proceeding  from  an  ap- 
probation  of  their  perfonal  condud,  are  an  additional 
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incitement  to  earneft  and  unremitted  labors  for  the  in- 
ftruclion  of  mankind ; — That  our  civil  rights  have  no  dcr 
pendence  on  our  religious  opinions,  any  more  th^n  on  our 
opinions  in  phyfic  or  geometry ; — That,  therefore,  the 
profcribing  any  citizen  as  unworthy  the  public  confi- 
dence, by  laying  upon  him  an  incapacity  of  being  caUed 
to  offices  of  truft  and  em.oiument,  unlefs  he  profefs  or 
^enounces  this  or  that  religious  opinion,  is  depriving  him 
injurioufly  of  thofe  privileges  and  advantages  to  vfbich  in 
common  with  his  feliow-citizens  he  has  a  natural  rights 
^nd  t  .nds  alfo  to  corrupt  die  principles  of  that  very  |:c- 
ygiqn  it  is  meant  to  encourage,  by  bribing  with  acnoflKK 
poly  of  worldly  honors  and  emoluments,  thofe  who  wil( 
cxtQir/dWf  corform.  to  it  i— That  though  indeed  thofe  arq 
crirnlr^ui   who  do  noc  Ai-lidand  fuch  temptations,  yet 
neither  are  thofe  innocent  who  ky  them  in  their  way  ^-— 
l*hat  to  fufFer  th^  civil  magiftrate  to  intru4v  his  powerfi? 
into  the  field  of  opinion^  and  to  reftrain  the  proiefljoi^ 
or  propagation  of  principles  on  JuppqfiHon  of  their  til  t^n^ 
d(^ncyy  is  a  dangerous  fallacy  j  which,  at  once  deftroys  all 
religious  liberty  -,  becaufe  he,  being  of  courfe  judge  of 
tjiat  tendency,  will  make  his  opinions  the  rul^  of  judg- 
ment, and  wUl  approve  or  condemn  the  fentiments  of 
others,  only  as  .they  fhall  agree  with,  or  differ  from  his. 
own ; — That  it  is  time  enough  for  the  rightful  purpofes 
of  civil  government,  for  its  officers  to  intcrpofe  when. 
principles  break  out  in  overt  ads  againft  peace  and  good 
order : — And  finally,  that  truth  is  great,  and  will  pre- 
vail if  left  to  herfelf  i  that  Jhe  is  the  proper  and  Ji^fideiU 
antagonift  to  errcr^  and  can  have  nothing  to  feiar  from 
the  conflift,  unlefs  by  human  interpofition,  dilarnaed  of 
\itx  natural  weapons;, /r^^  argument  ^.tiddeiatcj^rrors 
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ceafing  to  be  dangerouS,  when  it  is  permitted  freely  to 
contradift  them, 

«  Be  it  thetefoi-e  ehafted  by  thfe  Gefieral  Alfefhbi^, 
that  no  man  ftiall  bfe  toti^ipfelled  fo  i\jpp6n  any  religibtis 
worftiip,  place,  or  rtiihiftfy  wh^tlbex^er;  tibt  ftldt  Se 
forced,  reftrai;ied,  rtiolefted  dr  bUfth^hedt  in  fcls  body  br 
goods,  nor  ftiall  other wift  fuffef,  bti  aiCcoiiht  bf  jilS  l-^Ji- 
gious  opinions  or  beliefs  bdt  thait  alt  tt\tt\  Ihail  ht  ftfce 
to  profefs,  and  by  argurtient  to  marntafih>  tlieif  ttpiniehs 
in  matters  of  religion:  ^nd  that  the /Mt  JhalliHnb  ivtfe 
diminijhy  enlarge,  or  dffkgi  tbeir  cMl  cd^aclHi^.  - 

''  And  though  we  well  kAow  that  ^his  Aflfertit)iy, 
elefted  by  the  people  for  the  ordiiiary  pUfpofes  df  fegif- 
lation  only,  have  no  power  to  reftriiit  the  afts  of  fiit- 
ceeding  Affemblics,  conftituted  with  poWers  eqtral  t^cfur 
own;  and  that, therefore,  to  declare  this  aflt  ifrevdcible^ 
would  be  of  no  effeft  in  law ;  yet  we  are  free  to  declare^ 
and  do  declare,  that  the  rights  hereby  ajferted^  are  of  the 
natural  rights  of  mankind  \  and  that  if  any  aft  ftiall  be  -  ^ 
hereafter  paffed  to  repeal  the  prefent,  or  to  narrow  its 
operation,  fuch  adl:  wiSL  be  an  infringerticat  of  AiiWra/ 
right'' 
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The  United  States  in  Congrefs  affembled,  finding  that 
thft  Articles  of  the  Confederation  would  not  enable 
them  to  furmount  thofe  National  Enr^barralfinents  with 
which  th^y  were  attended,  at  length  recommended  ta 
the  feveral  Governments  the  appointing  of  Delegates 
to  form  a  Special  Convention  at  Philadelphia.  Mofl: 
of  them  complied,-  and  elected  Gentlemen  of  diftin-- 
guifhed  Charafter  to  reprefent  them.  When  the 
Delegates  met  in  June  1787,-  Doftor  Franklin  pro. 
pofed  his  Excellency  George  Wafhington  for  Prcfi- 
dent;  and  he  was  unanimoufly  chofen.  After  feveral. 
Months --clofe  and  free  Deliberation,  the  following 
Publications  made  their  Appearance,  excepting  the 
Parts  included  within  the  Crotchets.

s  E  c  T  I  o  N    i; 
A  LL  Legiflative  Powers  herein  granted  fhall  be  veiftcd 
^  -^^  in  a  Congrefs  of  the  United  States,  which  ftiall 
confift  of  a  Senate  and  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives* 

SECTION     II. 

The  Houfe  of  Reprefentativ^  Ihall  be  compdfed  of 
riiennbers  choferi  every  fecond  year  by  the-  people  of  the 
fcvcral  Statesi  and  the  eledors  in  each  State  Ihall  have 
the  qualifications  requifite  for  eleftors  of  the  moft  nunfie- 
rous  branch  of  the  State  Legiflature. 

No  perfon  ftiall  be  a  Reprefentative  who  fliall  not  have 
attained  to  the  age  of  twenty-five  years,  and  been  feven  • 
years  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who  fliall  not, 
when  elefted,  be  an  inhabitant  6f  that  State  in  which  he 
riiall  be  chofen. 

Reprefcntatives  and  direft  taj^es  fliall  be  dpportJoncd 
among  the  feveral  States  which  may  be  included  withia 
this  Union,  according  to  their  refpeftive  numbers,  ifrhkh 
Ihall  be  determined  by  adding  to  the  whole  nunrfber  of 
free  perfons,  including  thofe  bound  to  fervice  fot  a  term 
of  years,  and  excluding  Indians  hot  taxed,  thfce-fifths 
of  all  other  perfons.  The  aftual  enumeration  fhall  be 
made  within  thfed  ^ears  after  the  firft  meeting  of  th|f 
Gongrefs  of  the  United  States,  and  wkhin  every  fobfe- 
(juent  term  of  ten  years,  in  fuch  manner  as  they  Ihall 
by  law  direft.  The  number  of  Reja-efentatives  (hall 
not  exceed  one  for  every  thirty  thoufandj  but  each  State 
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fhall  have  at  lead  one  Reprefentarive ;  and  until  luch 
enumeration  fliall  be  made,  th^  State  of  New-Hampfhire 
Ihall  be  entitled  to  choofe  three,  Maflachufetts  eight, 
Rhode-Ifland  and  Providence  Plantations  one,  Connec- 
ticut .five.

The  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives  Ikall  choofe  their  Sp^^^ 
and  other  officers  -,  and  |hall  have  the  fole  power  of  im- 
peachment.

SECTION     III. 

npHE  Senate  of  the  United  States,  Ihall  be  compofcd 
of  two  Senators  from  each  State,  chofcn  by  the 
Legiflature  thereof,  for  fix  years  -,  and  each  Senatw  ihajtt 
have  one  vote. 

Immediately  after  they  Ihall  be  aflembkd  in  confe- 
quence  of  the  firft  eledlion,  they  fliaJl  be  divided  n 
equally  as  may  be  into  three  claflps.  The  feats  of  the 
Senators  of  the  P.rft  clals  Ihall  be  vacated  at  the  expinU 
tipn  of  the  fecond  year,  of  the  fecond  clafs  at  the  exjMr^ 
tion  of  the  fourth  year,  and  of  the  third  clafs  at  the 
expiration  of  the  fixth  year,  .fo  that  one  third  may  be 
chofcn  every  fecond  ye^r ;  and  if  vacancies  h^pen  by 
rtfignatiqii,  qjt  otherwif^  durmg  ths.receis  of  the  Legifl 
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latere  of  «iny  State,  the  Executive  thereof  may  make 
temporary  appointments  until  the  next  meeting  of.  the 
Legiflaturei  which  Ihall  then  fill  fuch  vacancies. 

No  pcrfon  fhall  be  a  Senator  who  (hall  not  have  at- 
tained to  the  age  of  thirty  years,  and  been  nine  years  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who  fhall  not,  when 
elefted,  be  an  inhabitant  of  that  State  for  which  he  fliril 
be  chofen.  "^ 

The  Vice-Prefidcnt  of  the  United  States  (hall  be  Pre- 
fident  of  the  Senate,  but  Ihall  have  no  vote,  unlefs  they 
be  equally  divided. 

The  Senate  Ihall  choofe  their  other  officers,  and  alfb  a 
Prefident  pro  tempore,  in  the  abfence  of  the  Vice-Prc- 
fident,  or  when  he  fliall  exercife  the  office  of  Prefident 
of  the  United  States. 

The  Senate  ftiall  have  the  fole  power  to  try  all  im- 
peachments. When  fitting  for  that  purpofe,  they  fhall 
be  on  oath  or  affirmation.  When  the  Prefident  of  the 
United  States  is  tried,  the  Chief  Juftice  fhall  prefide: 
And  no  perfon  fliall  be  convifted  without  the  concurrence 
of  two-thirds  of  the  Menobers  prefent. 

Judgment  in  cafes  of  impeachment  fhall  not  extend 
further  than  to  removal  from  office,  and  difqualificatioa 
to  hold  and  enjoy  any  office  of  honor,  truft,  or  profit 
under  the  United  States ;  but  the  party  convidled  fhalj 
hcverthelefs  be  liable  and  fubjeft  to  indiftment,  trial,. 
judgment  and  punifhment,  according  to  law. 

S  E  C  T  I  O  N     IV. 

The  times,  places  and  manner  of  holding  eleftions  f!br 
Senators  and  Reprefentatives,  fhall  be  prefcribed  in  each 
State  by  the  Legiflature  thereof;  but  the  Congrefs  may 
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at  any  time  by  law  make  or  alter  fuch  regulations^  cx4 
cept  as  to  the  places  of  choofing  Senators.

^T'HE  Congrefs  Ihall  aflemble  at  leaft  once  in  evcrf 
•*'    year,  and  fuch  meeting  fliall  be  on  the  firft  Monday 
in  December y  unlefs  they  ftiall  by  law  appoint  a  difierend 
day. 

SECTION     V. 

Each  Houfe  fhall  be  the  judge  of  the  eleftions,  returns 
and  qualifications  of  its  own  Members,  and  a  ms^ortQt 
of  each  fhall  conftitute  a  quorum  to  do  bufinels  j  but  a 
fmaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  niijr  • 
be  authorized  to  compel  the  attendance  of  abfent  Mem* 
bers,  in  fuch  manner,  and  under  fuch  penalties,  as  each 
Houfe  may  provide. 

Each  Houfe  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceed- 
ings, punifh  its  Members  for  diforderly  behaviour,  aind, 
with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds,  expel  a  Member. 

Each  Houfe  fliali  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,- 
and  from  time  to  time  publifh  the  fame,  excepting  fiich 
parts  as  may  in  their  judgment  require  fecrecyj  and  the 
yeas  and  nays  of  the  Members  of  either  Houfe,  on  an]^ 
queftion  fhall,  at  the  delire  of  one-fifth  of  thofc  prcfenii, 
be  entered  on  the  journal. 

Neither  Houfe,  during  the  feflion  of  Congrefs,  (half, 
without  the  confent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than

The  Senators  and  Reprefentatlvcs  fhall  receive  a  cona-

Ihall  in  all  cafes,  except  treafon,  felony,  and  breach  of 

^  the  peace,  be  privileged  from  arreft  during  their  atten-

^  going  to  and  returning  from  the  famej  and  for  any 
fpeech  or  debate  in   either  Houfe,  they  fliall  not  be 
queftioned  in  any  other  place.

A  LL  bills  for  raifing  revenue  fhall  originate  in  the 
Houfe  of  Reprcfentatives  J    but  the  Senate  may 
propofe  or  concur  with  amendments  as  on  other  bills. 

Every  bill  which  fhall  have  pafTed  the  Houfe  of  Repre- 
fentatives  and  the  Senate,  fhall,  before  it  become  a  law, 
be  prefented  to  the  Prefident  of  the  United  States  j  if 
he  approve  he  fhall  fign  it,  but  if  not  he  fhall  return  it, 
with  his  objeftions  to  that  Hauft  in  which  it  fhall  have 
originated,  who  Ihall  enter  the  objedtions  at  large  on  their c 

journals 
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journal,  and  proceed  to  reconfider  it*  If  after  fuch  rt- 
confideration,  two-thirds  of  that  Houfe  (hall  agree  to 
pafs  the  bill,  it  ftiall  be  fent,  together  with  the  objeftions, 
to  the  other  Houfe,  by  which  it  Ihall  likewife  be  con- 
fidered,  and  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  that  Houfei 
it  ftiall  become  a  law.  But  in  all  fuch  cafes  the  votes 
of  both  Houfes  fhall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  naySf 
and  the  names  of  the  perfons  voting  for  and  agaijift  the 
bill  ftiall  be  entered  on  the  journal  of  each  Houfe  rc- 
lpe6tively.  If  any  bill  ftiall  not  be  returned  by  the  Pre- 
fident  within  ten  days  (Sundays  excepted)  after  it  (hall 
.  have  been  prefented  to  him,  the  fame  fliall  be  a  law,  in 
like  manner  as  if  he  had  figned  it,  unlefs  the  Congrefi 
by  their  adjournment  prevent  its  return,  in  which  cafe  it 
ftiall  not  be  a  law. 

Every  order,  refolution,  or  vote  to  which  the  concur- 
rence of  the  Senate  and  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives  may

admit,  ihall  not  be  prohibited  by  the  Congrefs  prior  to 
the  year  one  thou/and  eight  hundred  and  eight,  but  a  tax 
or  duty  may  be  impofed  on  fuch  importation,  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  dollars  for  each  perfon.

No  bill  of  attainder  or  ex^poft  faElo  law  (hall  be  palled, 
Nq  capitation,  or  other  direft  tax  fhall  be  kid,  unleis 
in  proportion  to  the  cenfus  or  enumeration  herein  before 
direfted  to  be  taken. 

.  No  tax  or  duty  fhall  be  laid  on  articles  exported  from 
any  State.  No  preference  fhall  be  given  by  any  regula- 
tion of  commerce  or  revenue  to  the  ports  of  one  State 
over  thofe  of  another;  nor  fhall  vefTels  bound  to,  or 
front),  one  State,  be  obliged  to  enter,  clear>  or  pay  dudes 
in  another. 
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No  monies  Ihall  be  drawn  from  the  Treafury  but  in 
confequence  of  appropriations  made  by  law ;  and  a  j€- 
gxilar  ftatement  and  account  of  the  receipts  and  expen.- 
ditures  of  all  public  money  Ihall  be  publiftied  from  time 
to  time. 

No  title  of  nobility  Ihall  be  granted  by  the  United 
States :  And  no  perfon  holding  any  office  of  profit  or 
truft  under  them,  Ihall,  without  the  confcnt  of  the  Con- 
grefs,  accept  of  any  prefent,  emolument,  office,  or  title, 
of  any  kind  whatever,  from  any  Kin^,  Prince,  or  foreign 
State.

The  Prefident  fhall  be  Commander  in  Chief  of  tl:

of  the  fever al  States,  when  called  into  the  adtual  fcrvice 
of  the  United  States ;  he '  may  require  the  opinion,  in 
writing,  of  the  principal  officer  in  eachpf  the  executive 
departments,  upon  any  fubjeft  relating  to  the  duties  of 
t'licir  rcfpeftivc  offices,  and  he  fhall  have  power  to  granr 
reprieves  and  pardons  for  offences  againft  the  United 
States,  except  in  cafes  of  impeachment.

He  fliall  from  tijne  to  time  give  to  the  Congrefs  in-r 
formation  of  the  State  of  the  Union,  and  recommend

.  It  is  obrioufly  imprafticable  in  the  foederal  govern-' 
ment  of  thefe  States,  to  fecure  all  rights  of  independent 
fovereignty  to  each,  and  yet  provide  for  the  intereft  and 
fafety  of  all.— Individuals  entering  into  fociety,  muft 
give  up  a  Ihare  of  liberty  to  preferve  the  reft.  The 
magnitude  of  the  facrifice  muft  depend  as  well  on  fitua- 
tion  and  circumftance,  as  on  the  objedt  to  be  obtained* 
It  is  at  all  times  difficult  to  draw  with  precifion  the  line 
between  thofe  rights  which  muft  be  flirrendered,  and 
thofe  which  may  be  referved  5  and^on  the  prefent  occa-- 
fion  this  difficulty  was  increafed  by  a  difference  among 
the  feveral  States  as  to  their  fituation,  extent,.  habitSj 
and  particular  Interefts. 

In  all  our  deliberations  on  this  fubjeft.  We  kept  ftea- 
dily  in  our  view,  that  which  appears  to  us  the  greatefl: 
intereft  of  every  true  American,  the  confolidation  of  our 
Union,  in  which  is  involved  our  prolperity,  felicity^ 
fiifety,  perhaps  our  national  exiftence.  This  important 
confideration,  ferioufly  and  deeply  impreffed  on  our 
minds,  led  each  State  in  the  Convention  to  be  lefi  rig^d 
on  points  of  inferior  magnitude,*  than  might  have  been 
otherwife  expefted;  and  thus  the  Conftitution,  which 
we  now  prefent,  is  the  refult  of  a  fpirit  of  amity,  and 
of  that  mutual  deference  and  conceffion  which  the  pc- 
cujiarity  of  our  political  fituatipn  rendered  indiipenfible«
